GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS 


(R100, H2066 of 1956) No. 1 


An Act To Amend Section 65-1527, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, Relating To The Tax Exemption Of Additions To Manu- 
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facturing Establishments In Certain Counties, So As To Grant 
Such Exemption In Darlington County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Item (2) of first paragraph of Section 65-1527, 
1952 Code, amended—tax exemptions for additions to manufactur- 
ing establishments in Darlington County.—Item (2) of the first 
paragraph of Section 65-1527, Code of Laws of South Carolina, as 
amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“(2) Fifty thousand dollars in Abbeville, Aiken, Anderson, Bam- 
berg, Chester, Darlington, Greenville, Kershaw, Laurens, Lee, 
Sumter and York Counties.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. . 


SECTION 3. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize Any Warehouseman, Duly Commissioned 
By The Commissioner Of Agriculture, To Enter Into Any Agree- 
ment Or Contract Required By The Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration Of The United States Government To Secure The Sup- 
port Price For Certain Stored Commodities. 


Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Warehouseman may make contracts to secure sup- 
port prices.—Notwithstanding any of the provisions of the State 
Warehouse System and the Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act, as 
provided for in Sections 69-101 to 69-246, inclusive, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, it shall be lawful for any warehouseman, 
duly commissioned by the Commissioner of Agriculture of the State 
of South Carolina, to operate a state warehouse, to execute and enter 
into any agreement or contract required by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation or other agency of the United States Government when 
such agreement or contract is necessary in order to secure the sup- 
port price for certain stored’ commodities. 
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SECTION 2. Suspension of conflicting provisions—-Whenever 
such contract or agreement, as provided for by this act, shall conflict 
with the provisions of the State Warehouse System or the Uniform 
Warehouse Receipts Act such conflicting provisions shall be sus- 
pended, but only to the extent that the suspension of the conflicting 
provisions shall be a minimum requirement of the agency of the 
United States Government, and the contract or agreement shall have 
the prior approval of the Commissioner of Agriculture of the State of 
South Carolina.

SECTION 1. Kirkover Hills, near Camden, designated as bird 
sanctuary.—The area designated as Kirkover Hills, near the City 
of Camden in Kershaw County, is hereby designated as a bird sanc- 
tuary and it shall be unlawful for any person to trap, hunt, molest 
or attempt to molest in any manner any bird or wild fowl or to 
molest bird nests or wild fowl nests within such sanctuary. 


SECTION 2. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment for not more than thirty days.

An Act To Amend Act No, 843 Of The Acts Of 1952, Relating 
To A County Unit System For The Public Schools In Lee County, 
So As To Increase The Number Of Appointive Members Of The 
Board From Six To Seven, And To Eliminate The Clerk Of Court 
From Membership On The Board. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 843 of 1952, amended — Lee 
County Board of Education—members—terms—vacancies.—Sec- 
tion 1 of Act No. 843 of the Acts of 1952, as amended, is further 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1, The central authority of Lee County’s educational 
system shall be the County Board of Education for Lee County, con- 
sisting of seven members appointed by the Governor, upon the written 
recommendation of the Senator and the member of the House of 
Representatives from Lee County. The terms of the members of the 
board shall expire on July first of each even-numbered year at which 
time their successors shall be appointed in like manner for terms of 
two years. Any vacancy in the membership of the board shall be 
filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as the original 
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appointment. The board shall also be the County Board of Trustees 
for Lee County and shall exercise the powers of such trustees 
generally.”

Be it enacted by the General,Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Pickens County—file information return prior to 
doing construction work.—Any person who intends to construct any 
new building or any addition to an existing building in Pickens 
County, which construction shall cost one thousand dollars or more, 
shall obtain from the auditor of the county, or other persons or firms 
designated by the auditor, a construction information return which 
shall be executed and returned to the auditor before any construction 
shall be commenced. 


SECTION 2. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
fined in an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars.

results of any such ballot shall be entered in the official records or 
minutes of such meeting, which records are hereby required to be 
maintained.

An Act Establishing A Civil Service Commission For Certain 
Employees Of The City Of Easley. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. City of Easley—civil service commission estab- 
lished for police and fire departments—members—terms—va- 
cancies.—There is hereby created and established a Civil Service 
Commission for the Police and Fire Departments of the City of 
Easley to be composed of and administered by three commissioners 
to be elected by the city council with the duties, powers and au- 
thority conferred and authorized by this act. One member of the 
first commission hereby created shall be chosen for one year; one 
for two years; and the other for three years. Thereafter, at the ex- 
piration of each respective term of office, the city council shall elect 
a commissioner for the terms of three years so that the term of office 
-of one member shall expire each year. Vacancies for any cause shall 
be filled by the city council for the unexpired term. 


SECTION 2. Qualifications—removal from office.—The mem- 
bers of the commission shall be of good moral character and not less 
than thirty years of age, and shall possess the qualifications and re- 
quirements now and hereafter in force with respect to other officers 
of the city, and shall take a similar oath of office. They shall be and 
remain residents of the municipality during the term of office and shall 
be subject to removal from office only for cause and after written 
charges have been preferred and sustained by a two-thirds vote of the 
city council. ; 
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SECTION 3. Powers and duties.—The Civil Service Commission, 
by and with the advice of the chief of each department, shall have 
disciplinary control and supervision over the employees of the fire de- 
partment and of the police department of the city, and shall have the 
right to employ, promote, and discharge employees thereof. The chiefs 
of the fire and police departments shall be elected by the commission 
and confirmed or approved by the city council. It shall make and en- 
force all such rules and regulations as may be deemed necessary in the 
exercise of its duties and powers, establish and fix the requirements of 
applicants for employment therein and such commission shall hold 
meetings at least once during each month at a fixed and stated time, 
as well as such special or extra meetings as may be called by the 
chairman or a majority of the commission. On the creation of such 
commission and each year thereafter when the expiring term has been 
filled, the commissioners shall elect from their number a chairman. 
The city clerk or his assistant shall serve as secretary for the com- 
mission. It shall be the duty of the chairman to enforce the orders 
of the commission and preside at its meetings. The secretary shall 
be the custodian of all records of the commission and shall keep 
accurate minutes and records of all regular and special meetings 
of the commission. 


SECTION 4. Applicants subject to examination — temporary 
personnel and clerical workers exempt from examination.—All 
applicants for position in the fire or police departments shall be 
subject to an examination by the commission which shall be com- 
petitive and free to all resident persons possessing the right of suff- 
rage and meeting the requirements prescribed by the commission, 
subject to reasonable limitations as to residence, age, health, edu- 
cation and moral character. The examinations shall be practical in 
their nature and shall relate to those matters which fairly test the 
relative capacity and fitness of the persons examined to discharge 
the duties of the position to which they seek to be appointed; 
but no such applicants shall be examined concerning their political 
or religious opinions, or affiliations. In the conduct of such ex- 
aminations, the commission may call to its assistance the aid of 
such persons as it may desire either from within or without the per- 
sonnel of the department affected. Provided, however, that with the 
approval of the city council special and temporary policemen or 
firemen may be appointed by the commission to serve at its pleasure, 
such employees not to be subject to the provisions of this section 
having reference to competitive examinations. Provided, further, that 
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employees performing strictly clerical work for either department 
or the commission, if there be any, shall likewise not be subject to 
the provisions of this section having reference to competitive ex- 
aminations, and such employees shall also be appointed with the 
approval of the city council and hold office at the pleasure of the 
commission. 


SECTION 5. Notice of examination — register to be kept.— 
Notice of the time and place of the holding of every examina- 
tion shall be given by the commission by posting such notice in a 
conspicuous place at the City Hall for at least two weeks pre- 
ceding such examination, and by publication in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the city at least one week preceding such examination. The 
commission shall prepare and keep a register of persons success- 
’ fully passing such examinations, which register sliall determine the 
order of appointments under the rules and regulations established by 
the commission; provided, however, that after the expiration of one 
year from the date of such examination the commission may require 
further satisfactory examinations on one or more of the points cov- 
ered by the original examination before naming an applicant to a 
position in either department. , 


SECTION 6. Promotions—records of personnel.—All promotions 
in the fire department or police department of the city shall be by 
the chief of each respective department, by and with the approval 
of the commission, except for the office of chief of these departments, 
which offices shall be filled by the commission. Provided, the chiefs of 
the police and fire departments shall be confirmed or approved by city 
council, but no person shall be eligible for such appointment as chief 
unless he has been a member of such department for a period of at 
least two years prior to appointment; provided, however, that if the 
commission is unable to secure from the personnel of the department 
an acceptable person, then, it may apply to city council for permission 
to elect such officer or officers from outside the department, and if 
such approval is granted, the commission may name such official from 
qualified applicants outside the personnel of the department. Pro- 
vided, further that a practical and reasonably accurate service record 
of each and every employee be kept in conformity with the rules to be 
established by the commission, and such records shall be considered 
by the commission in making promotions. 


SECTION 7. Discharge of personnel—right to be heard—sus- 
_pensions.—No officer or employee of the fire or police depart- 
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ment, including the chiefs thereof, who shall be appointed under the 
rules and regulations provided for by this act shall be dismissed, 
removed or discharged except for cause. Complaint against any 
officer or employee of either department may be orally or in writing 
lodged with the commission, or any member thereof, and the com- 
mission, or any member, may investigate the charge and if a prima 
facie case is found to exist, such officer or employee may be brought 
to trial by the commission, provided, the commission, five days be- 
fore any such trial, shall have served upon the officer or employee, 
a written statement of the charges upon which the trial is to be 
had. In or for the conduct of such trial, the commissioners shall have 
the power to secure by summons both the attendance and testimony 
of witnesses, and the production of books and papers relevant to 
such trial, and the accused shall have the same right. At any such 
trial both the commission and the accused shall have the right to 
be heard in person or by counsel, and city council shall have the 
right to be heard in person or by counsel and city council shall have 
the right to employ counsel to prosecute the case and fix the fee 
to be paid for such services. In the event any officer or employee be 
found guilty of violating any ordinance of his city or law of the 
State, any rule or order of the commission or of city council per- 
taining to his work or conduct, or the conduct of the department 
of which he is an officer or employee, or insubordination to the com- 
mission or his superior officer or officers, disrespectful conduct toward 
the mayor or his city or any of its councilmen, conduct unbecoming 
an employee of his city or department, conduct which might bring 
discredit upon or disrepute to his city or his department, inefficiency, 
oppressive use of his authority, the commission may dismiss or dis- 
charge him from service, demote him in rank, fine him not exceeding 
thirty days’ pay, or withdraw his vacation privileges; and the com- 
mission may suspend any officer or employee pending such investi- 
gation not to exceed fifteen days at one time. An employee of either 
department may be suspended for a period not exceeding five days 
by his chief for the commission of any of the offenses, but such sus- 
pension shall be reported to the commission within twenty-four hours, 
and it shall have the right to remove such suspension or shorten 
the term thereof. Provided, however, that a six months’ period shall 
elapse from the date of employment of new and additional officers 
and men under the terms and conditions of this act, during which 
six months’ probation period the commission may discharge such 
officers or employees without cause and without a hearing, at its 
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discretion; but after such six months’ probation period, no officer 
or employee may be discharged except as provided for in this section. 


SECTION 8. Commission to make semiannual reports to city 
council.—The commission shall make a full semiannual report to 
city council of its actions for the preceding six months, including 
the rules and regulations promulgated and in force, and it may in- 
clude in the report any recommendations affecting the police and 
fire departments. Copies of the semiannual report shall be kept in 
the files of the commission as a part of its permanent records; pro- 
vided, however, that the city council may at any time call upon 
the commission for a report on any special matter and it shall be 
the duty of such commission to provide a full and complete report 
in keeping with such request. The mayor, the city council, or any 
committee from city council shall have the right to sit in at any 
regular commission meeting and join the discussion, but shall not 
be permitted to vote on matters herein delegated to such commission. 


SECTION 9. Compensation of commissioners.— The commis- 
sioners shall be paid such compensation for their services as may be 
fixed by city council, and the chairman and secretary of the com- 
mission may be paid additional compensation in the discretion of the 
council for their services. 


SECTION 10. Act not to deprive city council of control over 
departments.—No clause or provision of this act shall be so con- 
strued as to deprive the city council of its control over the operations 
of the police and fire departments, or the right to prescribe and 
require the performance of the duties of the personnel of such de- 
partments, nor so as to deprive such city council of the right to 
control the finances, fix the number of employees in the departments 
and the compensation to be paid each, and to exercise the exclusive 
right to purchase all equipment and supplies for such departments. 


SECTION 11. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. ; 


SECTION 12. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

Voting rights for residents of areas annexed to city 
of Spartanburg.—Following the annexation to the City of Spartan- 
burg of any area not including a voting place, and before a polling 
place has been established by law for the voters of such area, it shall be 
lawful for any qualified voter residing in such area at the time of 
the annexation to vote in any general, special, municipal or primary 
election, if otherwise qualified, upon production of a registration 
certificate showing that he is duly registered in the precinct from 
which the annexed area was taken. 


SECTION 2. Vote at nearest polling place.—Any voter partici- 
pating in any such election must vote at the polling place in the 
municipality nearest his residence and must furnish the managers with 
evidence satisfactory to them of his residence within the annexed area. 


SECTION 3. Registration certificate of voter to be initialed.— 
Where any person has voted under the provisions hereof, one of the 
managers shall forthwith write across the back of his registration 
certificate the word “voted” with the date on which the election is 
held, and the initials of the manager. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

Section 3 of Act 50 of 1953, amended—date for 
election of trustees for Clover School District No. 2 in York 
County.—Section 3 of Act No. 50 of the Acts of 1953 is amended to 
read as follows: 
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“Section 3. On the first Tuesday in November, 1958, and every 
two years thereafter, an election for trustees of Clover School Dis- 
trict No. 2 shall be held as follows: In Clover the election shall be 
held at the City Hall; in the Bethel Community the election shall 
be held at the Bethel school building; in the Bowling Green Com- 
munity the election shall be held at the Bowling Green school build- 
ing; and in the Bethany community the election shall be held at the 
Bethany school building. The election shall be conducted by the 
Board of Trustees of Clover School District No. 2 who shall ap- 
point three managers of election for each voting place. The board 
of trustees shall make all necessary preparations for holding of elec- 
tions, hold and conduct the same and canvass the ballots and declare 
the results of the elections. At such elections only the qualified elec- 
tors of each school district shall be permitted to vote, and the per- 
sons receiving the highest number of votes in the election shall be 
declared elected to membership on the board of trustees. Each elec- 
tion shall be advertised in a newspaper having general circulation 
in York County for at least four weeks prior to the election. All 
candidates for the office of trustee of School District No. 2 shall 
notify the chairman, or the secretary, at-least two weeks prior to 
the election in order that his name appear on the ballot. Persons 
elected shall serve for a period of four years. The board of trustees 
shall have the power to fill any vacancy for the unexpired portion of 
the term for which the original trustee was elected. The trustees 
elected shall take office January first following their election.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Define The Crime Of Barratry And To Provide 
Penalties For The Commission Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Crime of barratry defined.—Any person who shall 
wilfully solicit or incite another to bring, prosecute or maintain an 
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action, at law or in equity, in any court having jurisdiction within this 
State, and who: 

(a) thereby seeks to obtain employment for himself or for another 
to prosecute or defend such action, or 

(b) has no direct and substantial interest in the relief thereby 
sought, or 

(c) does so with intent to distress or harass any party to such 
action, or 


(d) directly or indirectly pays or promises to pay any money 
or other thing of value to, or the obligations of, any party to such an 
action, or ; 

(e) directly or indirectly pays or promises to pay any money or 
other thing of value to any other person to bring about the prosecu- 
tion or maintenance of such an action, or 
any person who shall wilfully bring, prosecute or maintain an action, 
at law or in equity, in any court having jurisdiction within this State 
and who: : 

(1) has no direct or substantial interest in the relief thereby 
sought, or 

(2) thereby seeks to ‘defraud or mislead the court, or 

(3) brings such action with intent to distress or harass any party 
thereto, or 

(4) directly or indirectly receives any money or other thing of 


value to induce the bringing of such action, shall be guilty of the 
crime of barratry. 


SECTION 2. Persons convicted of barratry, barred from prac- 
tice of law.—Any person convicted of barratry shall be forever 
barred from practicing law in this State. 


SECTION 3. Term “person” to include unincorporated asso- 
ciations—As used in Section 1 of this act, the term “person” 
shall include corporations and unincorporated associations and the 
statutes and laws of this State pertaining to criminal liability and 
enforcement thereof against corporations shall apply to any unin- 
corporated association convicted of barratry. 


SECTION 4. Corporations convicted of barratry, barred from 
doing business in State.——Any corporation or unincorporated asso- 
ciation found guilty of the crime of barratry shall be forever barred 
from doing any business or carrying on any activity within this State, 
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and in the case of a corporation, its Charter or Certificate of Domesti- 
cation, shall be summarily revoked by the Secretary of State. 


SECTION 5. Penalties.—The crime of barratry shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than $5,000.00 or by imprisonment of not more 
than two (2) years, or both. 


SECTION 6. Saving clause.—If any provision of this act or the 
application thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the 
remainder of the act and the application of such provision to other 
persons or circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 


SECTION 7. Act to be cumulative of other laws.—The provisions 
of this act are cumulative and shall not be construed as repealing any 
existing statute or the common law of this State with respect to the 
subject matter of any of the provisions hereof.

“( ) All property, real and personal, located on lots-15, 16, 17 
and 18 of block 6 of a plat of Congaree Development Company, pre- 
pared by Tomlinson Engineering Company, dated January 18, 1937, 
which property is located in the 300 block of Maple Street in the 
City of Columbia, shall be exempt from all taxes so long as the 
title to such property remains in the name of Shandon Lodge No. 
370, A. F. M.”

- of the Acts of 1955, and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

An Act To Provide For A Tax Collector For Dorchester 
County, Appointment And Salary; And To Provide For The 
Audit Of The Accounts And Books Of The County Sheriff And 
Other County Officers. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Dorchester County—office of tax collector created 
—appointment—term—vacancy.—There is hereby created the office 
of Tax Collector for Dorchester County, to be administered by and 
under the supervision of a person to be known as the “Tax Collector 
of Dorchester County”, who shall be appointed by the Governor by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate. The term of office of 
the tax collector shall be for a period of four years and until his 
successor shall have been duly elected and qualified, unless sooner re- 
moved for cause. Any vacancy occurring in the office of Tax Collec- 
tor for Dorchester County prior to the expiration of the term of office 
shall be filled in the same manner as provided for the original ap- 
pointment, for the unexpired portion of the term. 


SECTION 2. Tax Collector to post bond.—Before assuming the 
duties of his office the tax collector shall qualify by entering into good 
and sufficient bond in the sum of ten thousand dollars, with surety 
to be approved by the governing body of Dorchester County, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties as such officer, the 
form and execution thereof to be approved by the Attorney General 
of South Carolina. 


SECTION 3. Compensation.—The tax collector shall receive such 
salary for his services as may be provided by the legislative delega- 
tion or as may be prescribed in the annual appropriation act of the 
county. 
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SECTION 4. Office space, equipment and office supplies.—The 
governing body of Dorchester County shall provide suitable office 
space for the tax collector in the county courthouse and shall likewise 
provide such office equipment and supplies from time to time as may 
be necessary for a proper and efficient administration of the office. 


SECTION 5. Sheriff no longer delinquent tax collector.—The 
office of Sheriff of Dorchester County is divested of all powers and 
relieved of all duties exercised by and imposed upon the office of 
sheriff of the county under the laws of the State existing on the effec- 
tive date of this act insofar as such powers and duties pertain or relate 
to the collection of delinquent taxes, and such powers and duties are 
devolved upon and shall hereafter be exercised and performed by the 
tax collector. 


SECTION 6. Tax collector to enforce tax executions—vested 
with all powers of former delinquent tax collector.—All executions 
issued by the Treasurer of Dorchester County for the collection of 
delinquent taxes pursuant to law shall be delivered over to the tax 
collector. The tax collector shall forthwith proceed to enforce the col- 
lection of all tax executions so received by him in the manner and 
within the time prescribed by law and, to that end and purpose, the 
tax collector is clothed with all the powers of which the Sheriff of 
Dorchester County was formerly vested and of right exercised for the 
purpose of collecting delinquent taxes, with full power and au- 
thority unto the tax collector to levy upon, sell and convey the prop- 
erty of any delinquent taxpayer in conformity with law and place the 
purchaser in possession thereof. 


SECTION 7. File report each month — remittances.—The tax 
collector shall on the last day of each month prepare and file with the 

“county treasurer and each member of the county legislative delega- 
tion a written report in such form as the treasurer may prescribe, 
showing all collections made during such month, and shall remit unto 
the treasurer all sums so collected including the penalties, fees, costs 
and charges authorized by law. 


SECTION 8. Audit to be made of sheriff’s office and all other 
county offices.—The accounts and books of the office of the Sheriff of 
Dorchester County shall be audited under the direction of the County 
Board of Directors by certified public accountant licensed by the 
State and employed by the said board, and such audit shall begin 
within thirty days after the effective date of this act, unless in the 
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judgment of the Legislative Delegation an extension of time may be 
necessary. The said audit of the sheriff’s books and accounts shall 
extend back to the time when the last audit of such books and ac- 
counts was made, and if no record of such an audit is found, the 
audit provided for by this section shall extend back to and shall in- 
clude the year 1929. After the audit provided for by this act, the 
audit of the books and accounts of the office of the Sheriff of Dor- 
chester County and the books of all other county officers shall be 
made annually by the County Board of Directors under the same 
rules as provided herein for the original audit. 


SECTION 9. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 10. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 2. Special election in Williamsburg County to elect a 
county superintendent of education—A special election shall be 
held in Williamsburg County on the second Tuesday in May for the 
purpose of electing a county superintendent of education. The com- 
missioners of election shall give notice of the time and purpose of the 
election not less than thirty days prior thereto by advertisement in a 
newspaper having general circulation in the county in at least four 
weekly issues immediately preceding the election. The commissioners 
of election shall appoint the managers of election, prepare the ballots, 
receive the returns, declare the results of the election and do every- 
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thing necessary for the proper holding of the election. Wherever ap- 
plicable and unless inconsistent with the provisions of this act, the 
provisions of law applicable to the holding of primary, special and 
general elections shall apply to party nominations and the special 
election herein provided for. 


SECTION 3. Manner of placing nominees on ballot—term of 
office.—In the event of the nomination of a candidate by one or 
more political parties by a party primary or party convention held 
under the provisions of law applicable thereto, the name of the 
nominee or nominees, as the case may be, shall be placed upon the 
appropriate official ballot by the commissioners of election as pro- 
vided under the law applicable to general elections, if such nominees 
are certified to the commissioners of election at least ten days prior 
to the date of the holding of the election. Any political party desiring 
to nominate a candidate to be voted on in the special election shall 
do so in a party primary or party convention. If in a primary, the 
first primary shall be held on the first Tuesday in April and the 
second primary, if necessary, on the third Tuesday in April, 1957. A 
nomination by a party convention shall be made not later than the 
third Tuesday in April, 1957. 

Anyone desiring to have his name placed upon the ballot as the 
result of a nominating petition, as provided for under Section 23-313, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, shall file such nominating 
petition not later than the third Tuesday in April, 1957. 

The initial term under this act shall begin July 1, 1957, and the 
initial and regular terms shall be for four years and until the suc- 
cessor has been elected and qualifies. The successors shall be nomi- 
nated and elected in the primary and general elections held in the . 
years immediately preceding the expiration of any term, as provided 
under the general law. 


SECTION 4. Duties.—The duties of the office shall be as now pro- 
vided by law. 


_ BECTION 5. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Amend Act No. 821, Acts Of 1956, Relating To 
The Issuance Of State Bonds For The Purpose Of Providing 
Docking Facilities At The Ports Of The State, So As To Increase 
The Total Of Authorized Issue Of Such Bonds From Ten Mil- 
lion Dollars To Twenty-One Million Dollars; To Extend The 
Time During Which Such Bonds May Be Issued; To Make 
Further Provision Relating To The Application Of The Net 
Operating Revenues Of The Authority To The Payment Of Such 
Bonds; And To Provide: That The Authorizations For The Is- 
suance Of Bonds And Borrowing Of Money Shall Be Cumulative. 


Be it enacted’ by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 821 of 1956, amended—General 
Assembly finds improvements needed by S. C. seaports—to pro- 
vide 21 million dollars.—Section 1 of Act No. 821, Acts of 1956, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The General Assembly finds that by Act No. 626 of 
1942, now codified as a part of Title 54 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, the South Carolina State Ports Authority (herein 
called the Authority) was created and therein empowered to promote 
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and develop the seaports within the State, namely those of Beaufort, 
Charleston and Georgetown, and that all subsequent action on the 
part of the State to develop its seaports has been undertaken through 
the Authority. Annual State appropriations for maintenance and 
improvement of these seaports have been made and the Authority 
has been empowered to borrow for projects through the issuance of 
revenue bonds payable solely from the revenues of the project to 
finance which the bonds were to be issued, but until now, no sub- 
stantial appropriations have been made available to the Authority 
to enable it to acquire, through construction, modern docking facili- 
ties. Notwithstanding, commerce at the South Carolina seaports has 
substantially improved and such seaports are furnishing progressively 
important services to commerce, agriculture and industry in South 
Carolina, thereby making necessary the further development thereof. 
The authorizations and appropriations thus far given to it have not 
enabled the Authority to construct adequate modern facilities of the 
sort necessary to enable the seaports of South Carolina to compete 
with those of neighboring states, and unless such facilities are pro- 
vided, the heartening growth of the seaports of South Carolina will 
be hampered with harmful results befalling not only such seaports 
but industry, commerce and agriculture generally in South Carolina, 
The General Assembly has determined that the proper development 
of the seaports of this State is a proper function of the State and one 
which should be pursued by the State for the benefit of commerce, 
agriculture and industry in the State. It has, therefore, determined 
to provide the sum of twenty-one million dollars for the Authority 
and to authorize the expenditure of such sum by the Authority 
under the conditions prescribed herein for the construction of modern 
docking facilities at the seaports of Georgetown, Port Royal and 
Charleston. To raise such sum, it has been determined that general 
obligation bonds of the State in that amount should be issued.” 


SECTION 2. Section 2 of Act 821 of 1956, amended—21 million 
dollar bond issue authorized.—Section 2 of Act No. 821, Acts of 
1956, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2. For the purpose of enabling the Authority to construct 
adequate modern docking facilities for the seaports of Beaufort, 
Georgetown and Charleston, and to provide adequate facilities for 
exporting soy beans and other small grains at one or more of these 
ports, the Governor and State Treasurer shall be empowered and 
are hereby authorized subject to the conditions of this act to issue 
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State Ports Bonds to the extent of twenty-one million dollars, such 
bonds to be general obligation bonds of the State of South Carolina.” 


SECTION 3. Section 6 of Act 821 of 1956, amended—payment 
of bonds.—Section 6 of Act No. 821, Acts of 1956, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 6. For the payment of the principal and interest on all 
State Ports Bonds, whose issuance is authorized pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, there shall be pledged the full faith, credit and 
taxing power of the State of South Carolina, and in addition thereto, 
but subject to the provisions of this section, the entire amount of 
revenue derived from the tax levied on income, pursuant to Chapter 
5 of Title 65, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended. 
The revenues derived from such tax during each fiscal year shall be 
discharged from each pledge when provision has been made for the 
payment in full of the principal and interest of all State Ports Bonds 
matured or maturing in such fiscal year, and there shall be applied 
to the payment of such bonds annually such amounts from the net 
revenues derived by the Authority from its operations as shall from 
time to time be determined and directed by the State Budget and 
Control Board. The pledge of such revenue derived from such tax 
shall preclude the repeal of such tax until such pledge has been fully 
discharged but it shall not preclude the revision of such tax as to 
rate, if the State Auditor shall certify that his estimate of the revenue 
to be derived annually from the tax as thus revised will not be less 
than one hundred and fifty per cent of that sum which is equal to the 
maximum annual principal and interest requirements on all State 
Ports Bonds outstanding, or then requested to be issued on the date 
such certificate bears. Such certificate shall be appended to the en- 
rolled act and be presented to the Joint Aseembly of the General As- 
sembly on the occasion such act is presented for ratification.”

An Act To Create The South Carolina Opportunity School 
And To Provide For The Administration Thereof. 


Whereas, since the State of South Carolina had no functioning 
compulsory school attendance law prior to 1937, thousands of citi- 
zens of the State failed to complete even the elementary school 
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grades, resulting in many citizens with less than an eighth grade ed- 
ucation ; and 

Whereas, from a practical viewpoint this amounts to more than 
one out of every four adults in the State being functionally illiterate, 
which is dangerous to our democracy as such citizens are open to 
any “ism”, especially Communism; and 

Whereas, according to the 1950 United States Census only fifty 
per cent of the pupils of sixteen and seventeen years of age are en- 
rolled in the schools of the State in comparison with a national 
average of seventy-one per cent; and 

Whereas, on the third day of September, 1947, the United States 
Government, through the War Assets Administration, conveyed to 
the State of South Carolina nine hundred and ninety-eight and 
three one hundredths acres, more or less, to be used for a multiple 
educational institution known as the “South Carolina Opportunity 
School” and the “South Carolina Trade School”; and 

Whereas, the Opportunity School came into being in 1921, at 
Tamassee, South Carolina, with an enrollment of twenty-one pupils; 
and 

Whereas, the school has continued to function each year since 
1921 at various schools and colleges throughout the State wher- 
ever space could be obtained until 1945; and 

Whereas, since 1947, the South Carolina Opportunity School has 
occupied the property conveyed by the War Assets Administration, 
jointly with the South Carolina Trade School. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted: by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. 8. C. Opportunity School authorized—locations— 
purpose.—The South Carolina Opportunity School is hereby au- 
thorized and shall be located in Lexington County on the prop- 
erty formerly occupied by the Army Air Force and known as the 
Columbia Air Base, which property the State of South Carolina re- 
ceived by the quitclaim deed on September, 1947, for the joint use 
of the South Carolina Opportunity School and the South Carolina 
Trade School. The school shall provide year-round training for 
adults interested in continuing their elementary or high school edu- 
cation, or in taking refresher courses preparatory to college, with 
emphasis on personal development, vocational efficiency and effec- 
tive citizenship. It shall provide night classes for nonresident stu- 
dents who are. able to devote only part time to study, and shall co- 
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operate with the rehabilitation department in providing basic gen- 
eral education and pre-vocational courses for the physically handi- 
capped. In addition it shall serve as an adult education center co- 
operating with agencies and organizations interested in continuing 
education and in-service training. 


SECTION 2. Managed by board of trustees—members—terms. 
—The Opportunity School shall be under the management and con- 
trol of a board of eleven trustees, seven of whom shall be elected by 
the Legislature, and two of whom shall be elected by the Alumni 
Association of the school. The trustees so elected shall be citizens of 
the State who are interested in the aims and ambitions of the school. 
The tenth member shall be the State Superintendent of Education 
who shall serve ex officio. The eleventh member shall be the Governor 
who shall be a member of the board, ex officio, and shall be chairman. 
Members of the board who are elected by the Legislature shall serve 
for terms of four years and until their successors shall be appointed 
and shall qualify, except that two of those first elected shall serve for 
two years, two for three years, and three for four years. The two 
elected by the Alumni Association shall serve for four years. 


SECTION 3. Employ director—duties of.—The board of trustees 
shall employ a director who shall serve for such term and under such 
conditions as may be prescribed by the board. The director shall em- 
ploy all personnel, subject to approval by the board of trustees, and 
shall define their duties. The director shall prescribe the courses of 
study and make all rules and regulations for the government of the 
school, and shall be responsible for its operation and management 
within the limitations of appropriations provided by the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties of board.—The board of trustees 
is hereby declared to be a body politic, under the name and style of 
the South Carolina Opportunity School. It shall have a seal, which it 
may change at its discretion, and in its name it may contract for, pur- 
chase and hold property for the purposes provided for in this act. It 
may take any property or money given or conveyed by deed, devised 
or bequeathed to the school, and hold the same for its benefit and use. 
The conditions of any such gifts or conveyances shall in no case be 
inconsistent with the purposes of the school, and the board shall not by 
the acceptance thereof incur any obligation on the part of the State. It 
shall securely invest all funds and keep all property which may come 
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into its possession. It may sue and be sued in its name and may do 
all things necessary to carry out the provisions of this act.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Code of 1952 amended—Section 59-536.2 added— 
City of Beaufort may furnish water, lights and sewerage disposal 
beyond city limits—-The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended by adding a new section to be designated as Section 59- 
536.2. 

“Section 59-536.2. The City of Beaufort, in Beaufort County, may 
through the officials of the city enter into a contract with any person 
to furnish water or sewerage disposal facilities, one or both, without 
the city corporate limits, but contiguous thereto, upon such terms, 
rates and charges as may be fixed by contract for domestic or in- 
dustrial purposes, or both, when in the judgment of the city officials 
it is best for the interests of the municipality so to do. No contract 
shall run for a longer period than thirty years, but may be renewed 
from time to time at the discretion of the city officials.”

An Act To Create A Judicial Council For The State Of South 
Carolina; To Provide For The Composition Of Its Membership; 
And To Define Its Duties And Powers. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Judicial Council created.—There is hereby created 
a Judicial Council to be known as the Judicial Council of the State 
of South Carolina. 


SECTION 2. Composition—The Judicial Council shall be com- 
posed of the following: 

(a) The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of South Carolina, 
or some other member of the Court designated by him; 

(b) Two Circuit Court Judges of the State of South Carolina; 

(c) A representative of the Inferior Courts of the State of South 
Carolina, including the County Courts and the Courts of Juvenile- 
Domestic Relations ; 

(d) A representative of the Probate Courts; 

(e) The Attorney General or one of the Assistant Attorneys 
General or one of the Circuit Solicitors ; 

(f) The Dean or a member of the faculty of the Law School of 
the University of South Carolina; 

(g) The President of the South Carolina Bar Association ; 

(h) The Lieutenant Governor of the State of South Carolina; 

(i) The Speaker of the House of Representatives ; 
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(j) The Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee; 

(k) The Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee; 

(1) The Chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee ; 

(m) The Chairman of the House Judiciary Committee ; 

(n) The Director of the Legislative Council; and 

(0) Six other members, of whom at least four shall be members 
of the Bar of the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 3. Terms.—Members of the Judicial Council shall serve 
for the following terms: 

(a) If he designates no other member of the Supreme Court, the 
Chief Justice shall serve during his term of office. 

(b)The Lieutenant Governor, Speaker of the House, Chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee, Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
Chairman of the House Judiciary Committee shall serve during their 
respective terms as such. 

(c) The President of the South Carolina Bar Assbciation shall 
serve during his term of office. 

(d) The member of the Legal Department of the State of South 
Carolina (Attorney General, one of the Assistant Attorneys Gen- 
eral or one of the Circuit Solicitors) shall. serve for a period of 
four years. 

(e) The Dean or member of the faculty of the Law School of 
the University of South Carolina shall serve for a eee of four 
years. . 

(f£) The two Circuit Judges shall serve es a: term - ‘of joa years 
each. 

(g) The representative of the Inferior Corts shall serve for a 
period.of four years. ——- 

(h) The representative of the Probate Courts shall serve for a 
period of four years. . 

(i) The Director of the Legislative Council shall serve during his 
term of office. 

(j) Three of the remaining six members of the Council shall be 
appointed initially for terms of two years each and three members 
shall be appointed initially for terms of four years each and there- 
after all six members shall be appointed for terms of four years each; 
provided, that the members designated in subsections (d), (e), (f), 
(g) and (h) shall cease to be members of the Judicial Council 
prior to the expiration of their respective terms should they cease 
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to hold the official positions entitling them to membership of the 
Council. 


SETION 4. Chief Justice of Supreme Court to appoint certain 
members—ex officio members.—The Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of South Carolina shall appoint the following members to the 
Judicial Council: The two Circuit Judges, the representative of the 
Inferior Courts of the State of South Carolina, the representative of 
the Probate Courts, the Attorney General or one of the Assistant At- 
torneys General or one of the Circuit Solicitors, the Dean or member 
of the faculty of the Law School of the University of South Carolina, 
and the six remaining members of the Judicial Council. 

The Lieutenant Governor, Speaker of the House, Chairmen of the 
Senate Finance Committee, House Ways and Means Committee, 
Senate Judiciary Commitee, House Judiciary Committee, Director 
of the Legislative Council and President of the South Carolina Bar 
Association shall serve ex officio. 


SECTION 5, Vacancies——When a vacancy occurs, it shall be filled 
for the remainder of such term. : 


SECTION 6. Duties——The Judicial Council shall have the follow- 
ing duties: 

(a) To make a continuous study and survey of the Administra- 
tion of Justice in this State, and of the organization, procedure, prac- 
tice, rules and methods of administration and operation of each 
and all of the Courts of the State, whether of record or not of 
record, and of each and all of the agencies, boards, commissions, 
bodies and officers of the State having and exercising quasi-judicial 
functions and powers ; 

(b) To receive and to consider and, in its discretion, to investi- 
gate criticisms and suggestions pertaining to the Administration of 
Justice in the State of South Carolina ; 

(c) To collect, compile, analyze and publish statistical and other 
information concerning the work of the Courts of the State and such 
other information as the Council may prescribe from time to time ; and 

(d) To recommend to the General Assembly or to the Courts 
of the State or to any Officer or Department of the State, either 
upon request or upon the Council’s own motion, such changes in the 
law or in the rules, organization, operation or methods of conducting 
the business of the Courts, and of each and all of the agencies, boards, 
commissions, bodies and offices of the State having and exercising 
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quasi-judicial functions and powers or with respect to any other 
matter pertaining to the Administration of Justice, as it may deem 
desirable. 


SECTION 7. Certain officials to make reports.—The Judges and 
Clerks of the Courts of the State of South Carolina, the Sheriffs, 
Solicitors and other Officers of the State and its subdivisions, shall 
render to the Council such reports as it may request upon matters 
within the scope of its duties. 


SECTION 8. Duties of certain members to be performed as 
part of the duties of their offices—The duties performed by the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of South Carolina (or other 
member of that Court designated by him) and by the Circuit Judges, 
Inferior Court Judges, Probate Judges, by members of the Legal 
Department of the State of South Carolina, by the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, Speaker of the House, Legislative Members and Director of 
the Legislative Council and the Dean of the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina shall be performed as a part of the duties 
of their respective offices. 


SECTION 9. Receive and expend funds.—The Council is au- 
thorized and empowered.to receive and expend funds received as 
grants, appropriations or gifts from foundations or any other source 
in connection with the duties of the Judicial Council, including studies 
and surveys looking toward the improvement of the Administration 
of Justice. 


SECTION 10. Compensation —The members of the Council shall 
serve without pay but shall be entitled to draw per diem and mileage 
allowed State Officials and employees and the Secretary of the 
Council shall approve all vouchers for such necessary expenses, 
which shall be paid from the General Fund of the State or from 
such appropriation as may be provided by the General Assembly 
for the operation of the Judicial Council; provided, that the amount 
expended shall not exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars in any 
one year. 


SECTION 11. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

not sold to any church or organized group, then the board of trus- 
tees may negotiate or advertise the same for sale to the public and 
may sell the same to the highest bidder, reserving the right to reject 
any and all bids. 

Property may be retained.—All abandoned school 
property may be sold by the board of trustees as herein provided but 
if the board feels that the property may have future use for school 
purposes, then such property may be retained. Deeds of the con- 
veyance shall be made to the purchaser by the chairman and secre- 
tary of the board of trustees. 


SECTION 4. Proceeds.—The proceeds from the sale of any aban- 
doned school property shall be turned over to the general school 
fund and shall be used for school purposes.

The provisions of this 
act shall not apply to any transaction involving the sale of real estate 
by anyone who is the owner thereof or’ who owns any interest 
therein, or who owns stock in a corporation which has any interest 
therein, or to the attorney of any such owner. No such owner nor 
his attorney shall be required to obtain a license under this act. 

The provisions of this act shall not apply to the counties of Ab- 
beville, Calhoun, Fairfield, Georgetown, Jasper, Oconee, Pickens, 
Allendale, Colleton, McCormick, Bamberg, Edgefield, Newberry, 
Cherokee, Orangeburg, Saluda, Lee, Marion, Lexington, Berkeley 
and Union.” - a

An Act To Provide For The Revocation Of Any Registration 
Or License Issued By The Commissioner Of Agriculture. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


No. 54] OF SOUTH CAROLINA 57 


SECTION 1. Commissioner of Agriculture may revoke registra- 
tion Or Licenses.—The Commissioner of Agriculture is hereby au- 
thorized to revoke for cause, either permanently or for a definite pe- 
riod of time, any registration or license issued by him. No such regis- 
tration or license, however, shall be revoked until the person con- 
cerned shall have been notified and a public hearing accorded such 
person. At such hearing all persons concerned shall be accorded the 
right of counsel and the right to introduce evidence in their behalf. 
Pending final adjudication no such registration or license shall be 
revoked, provided, the person concerned shall furnish bond satis- 
factory to the Commissioner of Agriculture in the amount of two 
hundred dollars. 


SECTION 2. Appeals.—Any order, decision or other official act 
which revokes the registration or license issued by the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, may be appealed by any person concerned to the Cir- 
cuit Court of the County of Richland, or the circuit court of the coun- 
ty of residence of the person whose license has been thusly adversely 
affected. Such appeal may be effected by serving the Commissioner 
of Agriculture or someone of discretion at his office, within sixty 
days after receipt of written notice of the order, decision or official 
act affecting the registration or license of the person concerned, no- 
tice of appeal. The notice of appeal shall state the grounds upon 
which it is founded. The Commissioner of Agriculture, within thirty 
days after service of the notice of appeal, shall make a return to the 
circuit court, giving copies of all documents and orders and a tran- 
script of the testimony taken. 


SECTION 3. Powers of Commissioner.—At any hearing or other 
proceeding authorized by this act, the Commissioner of Agriculture 
shall have power to administer oaths; to take testimony; to issue 
subpoenas and compel the attendance of witnesses, which shall be 
served in the same manner as subpoenas issued by the court of com- 
mon pleas of the State; and to order the taking of depositions in the 
same manner as depositions are taken in the court of common pleas.

An Act To Define The Crime Of Conspiracy And To Provide

between two or more persons for the purpose of accomplishing a 
criminal or unlawful object, or an object neither criminal nor un- 
lawful by criminal or unlawful means. 


Penalties—The crime of conspiracy is hereby de- 
clared to be a misdemeanor and any person found guilty of the crime 
of conspiracy shall be sentenced to pay a fine of not more than five 
thousand dollars or to be imprisoned for not more than five years;

Section 46-546, 1952 Code, amended—regulation 
of lighting equipment on motor vehicles.—Section 46-546, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-546. (a) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with 
not more than two side cowl or fender lamps which shall emit an 
amber or white light without glare.

“(c) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not more than 
two backup lamps either separately or in combination with other 
lamps, but any such backup lamp shall not be lighted when the 
motor vehicle is in forward motion. 

“(d) Any vehicle may be equipped with lamps which may be 
used for the purpose of warning the operators of other vehicles of 
the presence of a vehicular traffic hazard requiring the exercise of 
unusual care in approaching, overtaking or passing, and when so 
equipped may display such warning in addition to any other warning 
signals required by this act. The lamps used to display such warning

to the front shall be mounted at the same level and as widely spaced 
laterally as practicable, and shall display simultaneously flashing 
white or amber lights, or any shade of color between white and 
amber. The lamps used to display such warning to the rear shall 
be mounted at the same level and as widely spaced laterally as 
practicable, and shall show simultaneously flashing amber or red 
lights, or any shade of color between amber and red. These warning 
lights shall be visible from a distance of not less than five hundred 
feet under normal atmospheric conditions at night.

An Act To Prohibit The Use Of The Watercourse Below The 
Duke Power Company Wateree Dam In Kershaw County For 
A Distance Of Two Hundred Feet, To Provide Penalties For 
Violation Of The Provisions Of This Act, And To Direct The 
South Carolina Wildlife Resources Department To Remove Cer- 
tain Cables From Across The Watercourse. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Boating unlawful near Duke Power Co., Wateree 
Dam in Kershaw County—fishing.—It shall be unlawful for any- 
one to enter in a boat or any other boating device within the water- 
course below the Duke Power Company Wateree Dam in Kershaw 
County for a distance of two hundred feet. It shall not be unlawful 
for anyone to fish from the banks within two hundred feet from 
the dam of such watercourse, but it shall be unlawful to fish from any 
structure or abutment erected by Duke Power Company, and Duke 
Power Company shall not be liable for any injury sustained by any 
fisherman fishing within the two hundred foot prohibited zone. 


SECTION 2. Penalties.—Anyone violating the provisions of this 
act shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars or imprisoned for not more than thirty days, or 
both. 


SECTION 3. S. C. Wildlife Resources Dept. to remove certain 
obstructions—zone area for boats——The South Carolina Wild- 
life Resources Department shall remove any cable or obstruc-

An Act To Amend Section 14-2605, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To The Payment Of Costs And Fees In 
Court Actions In Laurens County, So As To Require Advance 
Payment Of Fees To The Sheriff Of Laurens County, And To 
Set The Amount Of Certain Fees. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 14-2605, 1952 Code, amended—Laurens 
County—payment of costs and fees in court actions—cost of 
service of papers to be in advance.—Section 14-2605, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 14-2605. The costs and fees required to be paid on 
papers or processes in any action in any court of record for the county 
shall not be required to be paid before the trial of any such cause 
or proceeding except cost of service of papers, but the payment of 
all such- costs and fees shall await the final outcome of the action 
and be then taxed against the losing party, or as may be directed 
by the court. No judgment, however, shall be entered of record by 
the clerk of court or by any person acting for him unless the fees 
and costs then accrued and to accrue, including cost of service of 
papers, for the entry thereof shall have been first paid to the treasurer 
and evidenced as provided in Section 14-2604. In the event that 
any litigant shall have prepaid the fees and costs to the treasurer and 
shall have been receipted therefor by him, such fees and costs may 
be taxed against the losing party in the manner stated above. The 
sheriff of the county is required in all civil cases to charge and collect 
in advance fees, costs or charges which may become due him for 
all services which he is called upon to render in civil cases. All costs 
and fees required by law to be paid for serving papers and documents 
in all cases, shall be paid in advance to the county treasurer who shall 
endorse by stamp on all papers or documents the words ‘fees and 
costs paid’ with the date thereof and no paper or document shall be 
served by any county officer charged therewith unless such endorse- 
ment appears thereon. However, any party desiring the service of 
any papers who is unable to pay therefor may make a sworn state- 
ment that he is presently unable to pay such costs of service and 
the sheriff shall serve such papers in the same manner as if the 
costs were paid in advance, but if the costs are not paid in advance 
and the case is subsequently settled, the costs of service shall be 
paid within ten days from the date of settlement of such case and 
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any person who shall wilfully refuse or fail to pay such costs as 
aforesaid shall be subject to a fine of not more than fifty dollars.”

An Act To Establish A Juvenile And Domestic Relations Court 
For Lexington County, And To Define Its Jurisdiction And 
Powers. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lexington County Juvenile and Domestic Rela- 
tions Court established—There is established for Lexington Coun- 
ty a court to be called the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court. 
The court shall be a court of record and shall have a seal and the 
judge and clerk thereof shall have power to administer oaths and 
affirmations. a 


SECTION 2. Definitions—When used in this act, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires, (a) “Court” means the Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Court of Lexington County; (b) “Judge” means 
Judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court of Lexington 
County; (c) “Child” means a person less than eighteen years of age; 
and (d) “Adult” means a person eighteen years of age or older. 


SECTION 3. Judge — appointment — term — salary — vacan- 
cies—not to practice law.—(a) The judge of the Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Court of Lexington County shall initially be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the written recommendation of a 
majority of the Lexington County Legislative Delegation. The ap- 
pointment shall be certified:to the Secretary of State who in turn 
shall issue a commission to, the appointed judge. The initial ap- 
pointment shall be for a term of four years, after which his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed by the Governor upon the written recom- 
mendation by a majority of the members of the Lexington County 
Bar Association for a term of four years. 
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(b) Only a resident attorney at law in Lexington County who has 
been engaged in the practice of law for five years, or more, shall be 
eligible for appointment as judge of the court. 

(c) The salary of the judge shall be as provided in the annual 
appropriation act for Lexington County. 

(d) In case of the absence of the judge due to illness, vacation or 
otherwise, a majority of the Legislative Delegation may recommend 
to the Governor for appointment an attorney of the Lexington 
County Bar, meeting the requirements and qualifications herein 
specified for selection as judge, to serve during such vacancy or in- 
ability of the judge and he shall have all of the powers and duties 
imposed by this act upon the judge of the court. Such acting judge 
shall receive as compensation on a per diem basis the rate of pay 
provided for the regular judge. In case of the death or the resigna- 
tion of the judge, a majority of the Lexington County Bar Associa- 
tion shall recommend in writing to the Governor a person meeting 
the qualifications herein specified to serve the remainder of the un- 
expired term. 

(e) During his term of office “the judge shall not engage in the 
practice of law in any respect in regard to any matter in which he 
has or could acquire jurisdiction by virtue of his office. 


SECTION 4. Appointment of personnel.—All appointments of 
personnel under the authority of this act shall be made by the judge. 
The judge shall employ such probation officér and such stenographer 
and clerical assistant at such salaries as may be recommended and 
approved by the legislative delegation of the county. There shall be 
a stenographer-clerk who shall attend to the affairs of the office 
and keep it open during regular working hours observed by other 
courthouse employees. There shall be at least one probation officer 
who shall be a person of special training to work with children and 
domestic problems. He shall make such investigations, including 
the status of probations, and perform other duties upon the direction 
of the judge. 


SECTION 5. Duties of personnel.—Administrative and profes- 
sional personnel shall be under the direct supervision of the judge 
or his duly appointed supervisor, and shall be charged with the 
execution of all orders and assignments necessary to the execution 
of the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 6. When court to have original jurisdiction —(a) 
Except as otherwise provided herein the court shall have exclu- 
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sive original jurisdiction and shall be the sole agency for initiating 
action concerning any child living or found within the county: 

(1) who is neglected as to proper and necessary support or edu- 
cation, as required by law, or as to medical, psychiatric, psychological 
or other care necessary for his well-being; or who is abandoned by 
his parent or other custodian ; 

(2) whose occupation, behavior, condition, environment or as- 
sociations are such as to injure or endanger his welfare or that of 
others ; 

(3) who is beyond the control of his parent or other custodian ; 

(4) who is alleged to have violated or attempted to violate any 
state or local law or municipal ordinance, regardless of where the 
violation occurred ; 

(5) whose custody is the subject of controversy except in those 
cases where the law now gives other courts exclusive jurisdiction; or 

(6) who, because of a mentally defective, mentally disordered or 

emotionally disturbed condition, is in need of treatment or commit- 
ment. : . 
(b) Whenever any such Juvenile or Domestic Relations Court 
shall have acquired the jurisdiction of any child under eighteen years 
of age, such jurisdiction shall continue so long as in the judgment of 
the court it may be necessary to retain jurisdiction for the correction 
or education of such child, but such jurisdiction shall terminate when 
such child shall attain the age of twenty-one years. Concerning any 
minor, eighteen years of age or older, living or found within the 
county, alleged to have violated or attempted to violate any state or 
local law or municipal ordinance prior to becoming eighteen years. of 
age, such a minor shall be dealt with under the provisions of this act 
relating to children. : 

(c) No other court, this to include magistrate or municipal court, 
shall have the original power to initiate proceedings by way of 
warrant, summons or otherwise, except nothing herein shall be con- 
strued as depriving the circuit court of the exclusive jurisdiction to 
try those cases as prescribed by the Constitution, Article V, Section 
1, and concurrent jurisdiction to try those offenses defined under 
Article V, Section 18. 

(d) Within two days after the filing of a petition in the Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court of Lexington County, alleging the 
child has committed the offense of murder, manslaughter, rape, at- 
tempted rape, arson, common law burglary, bribery or perjury, riot, 
assault and battery, or larceny, the person executing such petition 
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may request in writing that the case be transferred to the court of 
general sessions with a view to proceeding against such child as a 
criminal rather than as a child coming within the purview of this act. 
The judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court is authorized 
to determine this request. In the event the request is denied, the 
petitioner shall have the right of appeal. within five days to the 
circuit court. Upon the hearing of such appeal, the judge of the 
circuit court shall be vested with the discretion of exercising and 
asserting the jurisdiction of the court of general sessions or of re- 
linquishing jurisdiction to the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court. 
In case the circuit judge elects to exercise the jurisdiction of the gen- 
eral sessions court for trial of the case, he shall issue an order to 
that effect and thereafter the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court 
shall have no further jurisdiction in the matter. Provided, that when 
jurisdiction is relinquished by the county Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court in favor of another court, the Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Court shall have full authority and power to grant 
bail and hold a preliminary hearing, and shall also have any other 
powers as are now provided by law for magistrates in such cases. 


SECTION 7. Judge may issue writ of habeas corpus for minors. 
The judge shall have the power to issue a writ of habeas corpus to 
produce any person under the age of twenty-one in court where 
necessary. 


SECTION 8. Transfer certain cases against minors from cir- 
cuit court.—lIf, during the pendency of a criminal or quasi-crimi- 
nal charge against any minor in any other court, it shall be ascertained 
that the minor was under the age of eighteen years at the time of 
committing the alleged offense, it shall be the duty of such court to 
forthwith transfer the case, together with all the papers, documents 
and testimony connected therewith, to the Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court, except in those cases where the Constitution gives 
to the circuit court original jurisdiction. 

The court making such transfer shall order the minor to be taken 
forthwith to the place of detention designated by the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations Court or to that court itself, or shall release 
such minor to the custody of some suitable person to be brought 
before the court at a time designated. The court shall then proceed 
as provided in this act. 


SECTION 9. Transfer certain cases against minors to other 
courts.—If a child sixteen years of age or older is charged with 
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an offense which would be a felony or misdemeanor, if com- 
mitted by an adult, and if the court after full investigation deems it 
contrary to the best interests of such child or of the public to retain 
jurisdiction, the court may in its discretion certify such child for 
proper criminal proceedings to any court which would have trial 
jurisdiction of such offense if committed by an adult. 


SECTION 10. Preliminary investigation by court.—Whenever 
any person informs the court that a child is within the purview of 
this act, the court shall make preliminary inquiry to determine 
whether the interests of the public or of the child require that fur- 
ther action be taken. Thereupon the court may make such informal 
adjustment as is practicable without a petition, or may authorize a 
petition to be filed by any person. The petition and all subsequent 
court documents shall be entitled “In the Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court of Lexington County. In the Interest of 

, a child under eighteen years of age.” : 

The petition shall be verified and may be upon information and 
belief. It shall set forth plainly: (1) the facts which bring the child 
within the purview of this act; (2) the name, age and residence of 
the child; (3) the names and residences of his parents, if known; 
(4) the name and residence of his legal guardian, if there be one, of 
the person or persons having custody or control of the child, or of 
the nearest known relative, if no parent or guardian can be found. 
If any of the facts herein required are not known by the petitioner, 
the petition shall so state. 

Prior to the hearing of a case of any child, the judge shall cause 
an investigation of all the facts pertaining to the issue to be made. 
Such investigation shall consist of an examination of the parentage 
and surroundings of the child, his age, habits and history, and shall 
include also any inquiry into the home conditions, habits and char- 
acter of his parents or guardian. In such cases the court shall also, 
if practicable, cause the child to be examined as to his mentality by 
a competent and experienced psychologist who shall make a report 
of his findings. Prior to the hearing of a case of any child who at- 
tends school, there shall be obtained from the school which he at- 
tends a report concerning him. The school officials shall furnish such 
report upon the request of the court or its probation counsellor. The 
court shall, when it is considered necessary, cause a complete physical 
examination to be made of the child by a competent physician. 


SECTION 11. Service of summons.—-Service of summons shall 
be made personally by the delivery of an attested copy thereof to the 
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person summoned; provided, that if the judge is satisfied that it is 
impracticable to serve personally the summons or the notice pro- 
vided for in this act, he may order service by registered mail ad- 
dressed to the last known address, or by publication thereof, or both. 
It shall be sufficient to confér jurisdiction if service is effected at 
least forty-eight hours before the time fixed in the summons for the 
return thereof. 


Service of summons, process or notice required by this act may be 
made by any suitable person under the direction of the court and 
upon request of the court shall be made by any peace officer. 


SECTION 12. Summons—further.—lIi any person summoned as 
herein provided shall, without reasonable cause, fail to appear, he 
may be proceeded against for contempt of court. In case the sum- 
mons cannot be served, or the parties served fail to obey the same, 
or in any case when it shall be made to appear to the judge that 
the service will be ineffectual, or that the welfare of the child re- 
quires that he be brought forthwith into the custody of the court, 
a warrant or capias may be issued for the parent, guardian or the 
child. 


SECTION 13. Minors—custody of—keep separate from adults. 
—(a) When any child, found violating any law or ordinance, or 
whose surroundings are such as to endanger his welfare, is taken 
into custody such taking into custody shall not be termed as ar- 
rest. The jurisdiction of the court shall attach from the time of such 
taking into custody. When a child is so taken into custody, such 
officer shall notify the parent, guardian, or custodian of the child as 
soon as possible. Whenever possible, unless otherwise ordered by the 
court, such child shall -be released to the custody of his parent or 
other responsible adult upon the written promise, signed by such 
person, to bring the child to the court at a stated time or at such 
time as the court may direct. Such written promise, accompanied by a 
written report by the officer, shall be submitted to the court as soon 
as possible. If such person shall fail to produce the child as agreed 
upon or upon notice from the court, a summons or a warrant may be 
issued for the apprehension of such person or of the child, or both. 
(b) If the child is not released as herein provided, such child shall 
be taken without unnecessary delay to the court or to the place of 
detention designated by the court, and as soon as possible thereafter 
the fact of such detention shall be reported to the court, accompanied 
by a written report by the officer taking the children into custody 
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stating: (1) facts of the offense, and (2) the reason why the child 
is not released to the parent. Pending further disposition of the case 
the court may release such child to the custody of the parent or other 
person or may detain the child in such place as the court shall desig- 
nate, subject to further order, but no child shall be held in detention 
longer than two days, excluding Sundays and holidays, unless an 
order for such detention is signed by the judge. 

(c) Where practicable no child shall be transported in any police 
vehicle which also contains adults under arrest. No child shall at any 
time be detained in any police station, lockup, jail or prison except 
upon order of the judge and when a child is placed in a jail or other 
place of detention for adults, he shall be placed in a room or ward 
entirely separate from adults confined therein. 

(d) Provisions regarding bail shall not be applicable to children 
detained in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

(e) Neither the fingerprints nor a photograph shall be taken of 
any child taken into custody for any purpose, without the consent of 
the judge. 

(f) Peace officers’ records of children shall be kept separate from 
records of adults and shall not be open to public inspection. 


SECTION 14. Hearings for children.—All cases of children shall 
be dealt with as separate hearings by the court and without a jury. 
The hearings shall be conducted in an informal manner and may be 
adjourned from time to time. Stenographic notes or other transcript 
of the hearings shall be required only if the court so orders. The 
general public shall be excluded and only such persons admitted as 
the judge shall find to have a direct interest in the case or in the 
work of the court. The presence of the child in court may be waived 
by the court at any stage of the proceedings. Hearings may be held 
at any time or place within the county designated by the judge. 


SECTION 15. Quarters for children—Children detained by the 
court shall be quartered in such private home or institution as the 
judge may direct. 


‘SECTION 16. Action by court after exercising jurisdiction of 
children—When a child is found by the court to come within 
the provisions of Section 6 of this act, the court shall so decree and 
in its decree shall make a finding of the facts upon which the court 
exercises its jurisdiction over the child. Upon such decree the court 
may by order duly entered proceed as follows: 
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(a) Place the child on probation or under supervision in his own 
home or in the custody of a suitable person elsewhere, upon such 
conditions as the court may determine. Probation shall mean case- 
work services during a continuance of the case. Probation shall not 
be ordered or administered as a punishment, but as a measure for 
the protection, guidance and well-being of the child and his family. 
Probation methods shall be directed to the discovery and correction 
of the basic causes of maladjustment and to the development of the 
child’s personality and character, with the aid of the social resources 
of the community. 

(b) Commit the child to the custody or to the guardianship of a 
public or private institution or agency authorized to care for children 
or to place them in family homes, or under the guardianship of a 
suitable person. Such commitment shall be for an indeterminate 
period but in no event shall continue beyond the child’s twenty-first 
birthday. In committing a child to a private institution or agency 
the court shall select one that is approved by the State Board of 
Public Welfare. 


(c) The court may cause the child concerning whom a petition 
has been filed to be examined or treated by a physician, psychiatrist 
or psychologist, and for such purpose may place the child in a hos- 
pital or other suitable facility. 

(d) Order such other care and treatment as the court may deem 
best, except as herein otherwise provided. In support of any order 
or decree the court may require the parents or other persons having 
the custody of the child, or any other person who has been found by 
the court to be encouraging, causing or contributing to the acts or 
conditions which bring the child within the purview of this act, to 
do or omit to do any acts required or forbidden by law, when the 
judge deems such requirement necessary for the welfare of the child. 
In case of failure to comply with such requirement, the court may 
proceed against such persons for contempt of court. 

(e) The court may dismiss the petition or otherwise terminate its 
jurisdiction at any time. 

No adjudication by the court of the status of any child shall be 
deemed a conviction, nor shall such adjudication operate to impose 
any of the civil disabilities ordinarily resulting from conviction, nor 
shall any child be found guilty or be deemed a criminal by reason of 
such adjudication, nor shall any child be charged with crime or con- 
victed in any court, except as provided in Section 8 of this act. The 
disposition made of a child, or any evidence given in the court, shall 
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not operate to disqualify the child in any future civil service applica- 
tion or appointment. Whenever the court shall commit a child to any 
institution or agency it shall transmit with the order of commitment 
a summary of its information concerning the child, and such institu- 
tion or agency shall give to the court such information concerning 
such child as the court may at any time require. 


SECTION 17. Court may appoint guardians.—Whenever, in the 
course of a proceeding instituted under this act, it shall appear to 
the court that the welfare of a child will be promoted by the ap- 
pointment of an andividual as general guardian of his person and 
property, the court shall have jurisdiction to make such appointment, 
with or without petition. 


SECTION 18.—Selection of guardian.—In placing a child under 
the guardianship or custody of an individual or a private agency or 
institution the court shall, whenever practicable, select a person or 
an agency or institution governed by persons of the same religious 
faith as that of the parents of such child, or in case of a difference 
in the religious faith of the parents, then of the religious faith of 
the child, or if the religious faith of the child is not ascertainable, 
then of the faith of either of the parents. 


SECTION 19. Payment for care or support of children —When- 
ever a child is committed by the court to custody other than that of 
his parents, or is given medical, phychological or psychiatric treat- 
ment under order of the court, and no provision is otherwise made 
by law for the support of such child or payment for such treatment, 
compensation’ for the care and treatment of such child, when ap- 
proved by order of the court, shall be subject to whatever provi- 
. sion may be made (for the financing of indigents) by the county. 
The court may, after giving the parent a reasonable opportunity to 
be heard, order and decree that such parent shall pay in such man- 
ner as the court may direct such sum, within his ability to pay, 
as will cover in whole or iti part the support and treatment of 
such child. If the parent shall wilfully fail or refuse to pay such 
sum the court may proceed against him as for contempt. 


SECTION 20. Criminal jurisdiction of court—(a) The court 
shall have criminal jurisdiction concurrent with other courts having 
‘such jurisdiction to try all cases involving an adult charged with 
the following offenses: 

(1) Bastardy; 
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(2) Deserting, abandoning, or failing to provide support for wife 
or minor dependent unmarried children in violation of the law; 

(3) Contributing to the delinquency of a minor; and 

(4) All those offenses enumerated in Sections 20-301 and aes 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952. 

(b) Upon a magistrate’s issuing a warrant charging any person 
with commission of any of the foregoing offenses, the court shall have 
power to receive a plea of guilty from the person so charged if such 
person waives presentment or indictment by the grand jury. 

(c) Upon the grand jury’s presenting or indicting any person for 
commission of any of the foregoing offenses, the circuit solicitor may 
transfer the case, indictment, and all pertinent records to the court 
for trial or plea. Such trial shall be without a jury unless the de- 
fendant demands a trial by jury, and in that event the court shall 
remand the case to the circuit court. 

(d) The court shall have the power to impose the penalty or 
sentence provided by law for such offenses. 


SECTION 21. Penalties for violations by adults—Any adult 
who wilfully violates, neglects or refuses to obey or perform any 
lawful order of the court, or who violates any provision of this act, 
may be proceeded against for contempt of court. Any adult found 
in contempt of court may be punished by a fine not to exceed one 
thousand dollars or by imprisonment not to exceed one year, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


SECTION 22. Sessions and quarters.—Sessions of the court shall 
be held at such times as the court shall from time to time determine. 
The quarters for the hearing of cases and for the use of the judge 
and other employees of the court shall be such as designated by the 
board of commissioners. 


SECTION 23. Fees.—In proceedings under Section 6 of this act no 
court fee shall be charged against and no witness fees shall be allowed 
to any party to a petition. No officer of the State or of any political 
subdivision thereof shall be entitled to receive any fee for the service 
of process or for attendance in court in any such proceedings. All 
other persons acting under orders of the court may be paid for 
services or service of process, and attendance or serving as witnesses, 
the fees provided by law for like services in cases before the circuit 
court, to be paid from the appropriation provided when the allow- 
ances are certified to by the judge. In cases other than those under 
Section 6, the court shall receive such fees and costs as are provided 
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by law for like proceedings in the circuit court. Such fees and costs 
shall be remitted to the Treasurer of Lexington County. 


SECTION 24. Records—not to be made public—penalties— 
The court shall make and keep records of all cases brought be- 
fore it and shall devise and cause to be printed such forms for 
social and legal records and such other papers as may be re- 
quired. The court’s official records shall be open to inspection only 
by consent of the judge to persons having a legitimate interest there- 
in. All information obtained and social records prepared in the dis- 
charge of official duty by an employee of the court shall be privileged 
and shall not be disclosed directly or indirectly to anyone other than 
the judge or others entitled under this act to receive such information, 
unless and until otherwise ordered by the judge. The name or pictufre 
of any child under the jurisdiction of the court shall not be made 
public by any newspaper or radio station except as authorized by 
order of the court. Any person who violates this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to be fined not more than one 
hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days. The 
records in proceedings under Section 6 of this act shall be filed in 
the office of the court. The records of all other proceedings shall be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for Lexington County. 


SECTION 25. Court to be assisted by other agencies.—The 
court is authorized to seek the cooperation of all societies or or- 
ganizations, public or private, having for their object the pro- 
tection or aid of delinquents or neglected children, to the end 
that the court may be assisted in every reasonable way to give 
to all such children the care, protection and assistance which will 
conserve the welfare of such children. It is made the duty of every 
city, town or municipal official or department in the county to 
render such assistance and cooperation within his or its jurisdictional 
power to further the objects of this act. All institutions, associations 
or other custodial agencies in which any child may be, coming within 
the provisions of this act, are required to give such information to 
the court or any of the officers appointed by it as the court or officers 
may require for the purpose of this act. 


SECTION 26. Appeals—Any party to a proceedng may appeal 
from any order or decree of the court to the circuit court in the man- 
ner now provided for appeal to the circuit court from other inferior 
courts. 
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The pendency of an appeal or application therefor shall not suspend 
the order of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court regarding a 
child nor shall it discharge the child from the custody of that court 
or of the person, institution or agency to whose care such child shall 
have been committed. If the circuit court does not dismiss the pro- 
ceedings and discharge the child, it shall affirm or modify the order 
of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court and remand the child 
to the jurisdiction of that court for supervision and care, and there- 
after the child shall be and shall remain under the jurisdiction of the 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court in the same manner as if no 
appeal had been taken. 


SECTION 27. Jurisdiction in divorce cases.—The court shall 
have concurrent jurisdiction with the circuit court in cases of di- 
vorce. 


SECTION 28. Jurisdiction in adoption and support proceedings. 
—The court shall also have jurisdiction over adoption proceedings 
and the jurisdiction conferred on domestic relations courts by Act 
No. 548, Acts of 1954, known as the “Uniform Reciprocal En- 
forcement of Support Act.” 


SECTION 29. Judge—act as Special Referee in equity matters 
—jurisdiction of cases involving up to one thousand dollars. 
—(a) The judge shall likewise act and serve as Special Referee on 
matters in equity which may be referred to him by the Court of 
Common Pleas. 

(b) In any action in law or equity wherein the amount demanded 
or the value of the property involved does not exceed one thousand 
dollars and the parties thereto or their attorneys elect, and consent 
in writing, to waive a jury trial and have the issue determined by 
this Court, the Court shall then have the same jurisdiction, powers 
and authority now vested by law in the Circuit Courts of this State. 


SECTION 30. When court to begin functioning.—The court, as 
provided for in this act, shall not begin to function until July 1, 1957, 
at which time the judge shall enter upon the performance of his 
duties. 

It is contemplated, however, that all acts necessary to be done to 
put the court in operation by July 1, 1957, will be done in a reason- 
able time immediately after the approval of this act. 


SECTION 31. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

SECTION 32. Saving clause.—If any clause, sentence, paragraph 
or part of this act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Board of Trustees of Pickens County School Dis- 
trict A—members—terms—elections.—(a) The Board of Trus- 
tees of Pickens County School District A shall consist of fifteen 
members, three of whom shall be residents of the area now or for- 
merly Easley High School Attendance Area; three of whom shall be 
residents of the area now or formerly Liberty High School At- 
tendance Area; three of whom shall be residents of the area now 
or formerly Pickens High School Attendance Area; three of whom 
shall be residents of the area now or formerly Dacusville High 
. School Attendance Area; and three of whom shall be residents of 
the area now or formerly D. W. Daniel High School Attendance 
Area. The three D. W. Daniel Area Trustees shall consist of one 
a resident of the area formerly Six Mile Attendance Area, one a 
resident of the area formerly Clemson Attendance Area and one a 
resident of the area formerly Central Attendance Area. 


(b) The elections for trustees shall be held on the fourth Saturday 
in February of each year, at which time one trustee shall be elected 
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by the qualified electors of each area for a term of three years. The 
election in 1957 shall be held on the fourth Saturday in March. 

(c) Those persons who intend to offer for the office of trustee 
must file a notice of such intent with the county superintendent of 
education at least two weeks prior to the date set for the election. 

(d) On the last Saturday in February of each succeeding year 
thereafter, an election shall be held in each of the high school atten- 
dance areas to elect a successor or successors for any trustee or trus- 
tees whose terms have expired and to fill any vacancies which have 
occurred. Two members of the board of trustees from each attendance 
area must serve at all times. If less than two are serving at any time 
the superintendent of education shall call a special election to fill 
the vacancies, 

(e) In the elections provided for herein, the candidate from the 
respective area from which a trustee is to be elected, receiving the 
highest number of votes from the area as a whole shall be declared 
elected. 

(f) Notice of all elections to be held under the provisions of this 
section shall be given by the superintendent of education by publi- 
cation thereof in some newspaper published in the county for at least 
four weeks prior to the date of the elections. Any election held under 
the provisions of this section shall be held at such places within the 
area as may be designated by the superintendent of education of the 
county. In carrying out the provisions of this section, the superin- 
tendent of education shall appoint the managers of the elections and 
furnish them a sufficient number of ballots to be used in the elections 
and shall receive in writing the returns of the managers. The county 
board of education shall declare the results thereof and commission 
the persons elected. The superintendent of education of the county, 
upon the receipt of the returns of the managers of the elections, shall 
file the returns in his office, and they then shall become a public 
record. 


(g) If in any election where only one trustee is to be elected 
two or more persons receive the same number of votes for any posi- 
tion, then the superintendent of education shall declare that no elec- 
tion has been had and such position shall be filled at an election held 
at the same time of day and place on the second Saturday ‘next 
occurring thereafter and so on until a person shall receive the highest 
number of votes cast in any such election. All such elections shall 
be held in the same manner as hereinbefore provided. 
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(h) If for any reason three trustees are to be elected from any 
one high school attendance area and three persons tie with the highest 
number of votes, these three shall draw straws to determine which 
shall serve the longer term and which shall serve the next longer 
term. If in the event it is necessary to elect three trustees from any 
high school attendance area and two tie with the second highest 
number of votes, these two persons shall draw straws to determine 
which shall serve the longer term. If for any reason it becomes neces- 
sary to elect two trustees from any high school attendance area and 
two persons tie with the highest number of votes, these two shall 
draw straws to determine which shall serve the longer term. 

(i) The trustees elected under the provisions of this act shall 
take office upon the expiration of the term immediately preceding 
their election. 


SECTION 2. Elections—further—terms of present members not 
to be affected—The present trustees of Pickens School District A 
shall continue in office until the expiration of their terms of office. 
At the election to be held on the fourth Saturday in March, 1957, 
trustees shall be elected as follows: one from the D. W. Daniel Area 
for a term of three years; two from the Liberty Area with the 
person receiving the highest number of votes to serve for three 
years and the person receiving the next highest number of votes to 
serve for two years; two from the Pickens Area with the person 
receiving the highest number of votes to serve for three years and 
the person receiving the next highest number of votes to serve for 
one year; if in the election of two trustees from the Liberty Area 
and the Pickens Area two people tie with the highest number of 
votes, then these two shall draw straws to determine which is to 
serve the longer term; three from the Dacusville Area with the 
person receiving the highest number of votes to serve for three 
years and the person receiving the next highest number of votes to 
serve for two years and the person receiving the third highest num- 
ber of votes to serve for one year; three from the Easley Area with 
the person receiving the highest number of votes to serve for three 
years with the person receiving the next highest number of votes 
to serve for two years and the person receiving the third highest 
number of votes to serve for one year.

The board shall from among themselves elect a chairman, a vice- 
chairman and a secretary for such terms as the board may provide 
but no more than one officer shall come from any high school at- 
tendance area at any particular time.

—The board shall annually prepare a budget and recommend 
to the county auditor the amount of tax levy necessary to de- 
fray the cost of such budget.

Each license shall cover a period of one year from its date, un- 
less sooner revoked pursuant to law, and without such license it 
shall be unlawful for any such detective or organization to carry on 
their accustomed business.

It shall, by a vote of three members, 
fill any position or remove any officer.”

“Section 47-374. The salary of the mayor or any councilman of 
the City of Orangeburg shall not be increased or decreased during his 
term of office without the unanimous vote of council.”

“All property, both real and personal, of the Springs Foundation, 
Inc., in Fort Mill, York County, shall be exempt from taxation so 
long as such property is used for the purposes for which this organ- 
ization was created, and is not used for any commercial purposes.”

An Act To Establish The Richland County Judicial System. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Richland County. Judicial System established.— 
All county courts and county judicial offices in Richland County, 
other than magistrates’ and recorders’ courts and Court of Com- 
mon Pleas and General Sessions, shall be consolidated for admin- 
istrative purposes into a single judicial system, which shall be known 
as Richland County Judicial System, and which henceforth shall be 
under the general administrative supervision of the Senior County 
Judge. 


SECTION 2. Composition.—At present, the Richland County Ju- 
dicial System includes the Richland County Court (civil and criminal 
courts), the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court, the Probate 
Court, the Master in Equity, and the Standing Master for Divorce, 
but all such courts and offices for Richland County created in the 
future shall automatically be included in the Richland County Judicial 
System upon their creation, unless expressly excluded therefrom by 
the acts creating them. Each court and office in the system shall func- 
tion as provided by the respective acts pertaining to them, and each 
shall retain and have its distinctive function and shall not by this 
act be merged with any other or have its jurisdiction altered in any 
respect. 


SECTION 3. Senior judge may make. certain assignments to 
other judges.—The judges and officers of the respective courts and 
offices in the system shall be selected in the respective methods pro- 
vided by law, and they normally shall have and exercise jurisdiction 
over only the particular courts and offices to which they respectively 
are elected or appointed, and normally they shall be limited by the 
jurisdictional scope of their respective courts and offices as pro- 
vided by law. Nevertheless, in order to expedite the administration 
of justice in all matters arising in the Richland County Judicial 
System, the Senior County Judge, upon his own initiative or upon 
request of any judgé or officer in the system, by his formal order, 
may assign any judge or officer in the system to preside over any 
other court or office in the system either in the absence of the reg- 
ular presiding judge or officer or in addition to him; and ‘further, 
the Senior County Judge, by his formal order may assign to any 
judge or officer in the system any specific matter or. matters arising 
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or pending in any other court or office in the system; and in all 
instances of either of such types of assignments made by the order 
of the Senior County Judge, the judge or officer concerned shall 
have full jurisdiction necessary to so preside. Provided, that no such 
orders of assignment shall deprive the assigned judges or officers 
of their normal jurisdiction in or over the courts or offices to which 
they were elected or appointed. Provided, further, that nothing in 
this act shall be construed to deprive any judge or officer from ex- 
ercising whatever privileges he might otherwise have, including the 
right to practice law. Provided, further, that no such assignments 
shall be made of or to a person who is not an attorney at law; 
and provided, further, that no party, through his attorney or other- 
wise shall request that such an assignment either be made or not 
be made respecting his case. 


SECTION 4. Senior judge may appoint special judges.— 
On such occasions as the Senior County Judge may deem neces- 
sary, when no other judge or officer of the judicial system is avail- 
able, he may by formal order appoint as special judge or as other 
special judicial officer, an attorney who shall have practiced be- 
fore the bar of this State for not less than five years, to pre- 
side in such capacity within the Richland County Judicial System 
as the Senior County Judge shall provide in his order. Provided, 
however, that the appointment shall be for a term not to exceed 
two weeks, and the same attorney shall not be so appointed more 
than once in any calendar year ; and provided, further, that the Rich- 
land County Delegation appropriate funds sufficient for the purpose, 
including compensation for the attorneys so appointed in an amount 
to be recommended by the Senior County Judge. 


SECTION 5. Senior judge may request reports from other 
judges.—All judges and officers in the Richland County Judicial 
System, whenever requested by the Senior County Judge shall 
submit to him reports, in duplicate, as to the work load in their re- 
spective courts or offices. Such reports shall be made in the manner 
and form requested. If he so requests, such reports shall be sub- 
mitted at regular periods not to be more frequent than once a 
month, (infrequent special requests excepted). 


SECTION 6. Clerk of court to keep an order book—senior 
judge to submit annual report.—(1) The Clerk of Court for Rich- 
land County shall provide a permanent record book to be known as 
the Order Book of the Richland County Judicial System. The Sen- 
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ior County Judge shall file with the clerk of court and the clerk shall 
place same (or a photostatic copy thereof) in the permanent Order 
Book, the original or a signed copy of each order of assignment or ap- 
pointment made as contemplated herein, and also a copy of each re- 
port made to him by the various judges and officers in the system, as 
above provided. The Senior County Judge shall also prepare and file a 
similar report respecting his own court whenever regular reports 
are requested by him of the other courts and offices in the system. - 

(2) Annually, on or before the first day of February of each 
year, the Senior County Judge or, in his absence, the acting Senior 
County Judge shall deliver to the Senator for Richland County a 
report setting forth in detail sufficient to clearly present the various 
types of work involved, a statement as to the number of different 
assignments and appointments made during the preceding calendar 
year. A copy of this annual report shall be filed by the reporting 
judge with the clerk of court, who shall place it (or a photostatic 
copy thereof) in the permanent Ordér Book of the Richland County | 
Judicial System. The clerk of, court shall also place in the perma- 
nent Order Book such other orders or documents as the Senior 
County Judge or the acting Senior County Judge may from time to — 
time direct. 


SECTION 7. Judge with longest tenure of office to be senior 
judge—acting senior judge. The Senior County Judge shall be 
the Judge of the Richland County Court having the longest tenure of 
office. In the event the Senior County Judge should become so in- 
capacitated that he could not issue the orders of assignment or ap- 
pointment contemplated herein, then, during such period of inca- 
pacity, the judge next in seniority of the Richland County Court may 
issue such orders as acting Senior County Judge; and in the event 
of the illness or other contemplated prolonged absence of the Senior 
County Judge, he may by formal order delegate to the judge next in 
seniority of the Richland County Court authority, as acting Senior 
County Judge, to issue such orders of assignment or appointment ; 
such delegated’ authority to be limited to such period of time as the 
order of delegation may specify, or until the further order of the 
Senior County Judge terminating the authority. 


SECTION 8. Act supplemental to other laws.—Nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to repeal any existing statutes or part 
thereof affected by the provisions of this act and this act shall be 
considered as supplemental thereto.

At the election in 1957, the two aldermen receiving the highest 
number of votes shall serve for regular terms of four years and the 
two receiving the next highest number of votes shall serve for 
terms of two years.

An Act To Amend Act No. 659, Acts And Joint Resolutions 
Of South Carolina, 1956, Regulating The Business Of Receiving 
And Caring For Or Placing Children, So As To Authorize The 
John De La Howe School To Be Licensed By The Department Of 
Public Welfare. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 659 of 1956, amended—child wel- 
fare agencies defined—not applicable to certain agencies.— 
Act No. 659, Acts and Joint Resolutions of South Carolina, 1956, 
is amended by adding to Section 1 the following: “This act shall 
not apply to the John de la Howe School in McCormick County, 
provided, that the board of trustees of the school may elect to be 
licensed by the Department of Public Welfare, in which case the 
board of trustees shall request, by resolution, the Department of 
Public Welfare to license the John de la Howe School. When a 
license has been issued to the John de la Howe School by the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, pursuant to the terms of this act, the . 
school shall be bound by ali rules and regulations promulgated by 
the Department relating to licensing standards and other matters per- 
taining thereto.”, so that when so amended Section 1 of the act 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 1. Any agency, institution or family home engaged in 
the business of receiving children for care and maintenance, either 
part or full time, shall be classed as a child welfare agency. The 
provisions of this act shall not apply to child welfare agencies pres- 
ently existing and operating under the active supervision of a gov- 
erning board representing an established religious denomination, 
except as these agencies voluntarily assume the obligations and ac- 
quire the rights provided by the act. This act shall not apply to the 
State Children’s Bureau. This act shall not apply to any children’s 
home or institution to which state funds are appropriated. This act 
shall not apply to the John de la Howe School in McCormick County, 
provided, that the board of trustees of the school may elect to be 
licensed by the Department of Public Welfare, in which case the 
board of trustees shall request, by resolution, the Department of 
Public Welfare to license the John de la Howe School. When a 
license has been issued to the John de la Howe School by the De-

SECTIION 1. Section 46-553,'1952 Code, amended—regulation 
of lights on motor vehicles.—Section 46-553, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-553. (a) Any lighted lamp or illuminating device 
upon a motor vehicle, other than head lamps, spot lamps, auxiliary 
lamps, flashing turn signals, emergency vehicle warning lamps and 
school bus warning lamps, which project a beam of light of an in- 
tensity greater than three hundred candle power shall be so directed 
that no part of the high intensity portion of the beam will strike the 
level of the roadway on which the vehicle stands at a distance of more 
than seventy-five feet from the vehicle. 

(b) No person shall drive or move any vehicle or equipment upon 
any highway with any lamp or device thereon displaying a red light 
visible from directly in front of the center thereof. This section 
shall not apply to any vehicle upon which a red light visible from 
the front is expressly authorized or required by this act. 

(c) Flashing lights are prohibited except on an authorized emer- 
gency vehicle, school bus, snow removal equipment or on any 
vehicle as a means of indicating a right or left turn, or the presence 
of a vehicular traffic hazard requiring unusual care in approaching, 
overtaking or passing.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Establish A System Of Vocational Rehabilitation 
Of The Physically Or Mentally Handicapped; To Establish A 
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State Agency Of Vocational Rehabilitation To Administer Such 
System; To Create A Vocational Rehabilitation Fund; To Pro- 
vide For Cooperation With The United States; To Transfer 
Personnel, Property And Funds, Including Unexpended Appro- 
priations, Of The Division Of Vocational Rehabilitation Of The 
State Department Of Education To The State Agency Of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation; To Provide For Appropriation For The 
State Agency Of Vocational Rehabilitation; And To Repeal 
Joint Resolution 130 Of Acts And Joint Resolutions Of 1927. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Policy of State to provide rehabilitation services. 
—It is hereby declared to be the policy of this State to provide re- 
habilitation services to the extent needed and feasible, to eligible 
handicapped individuals throughout the State, to the end that they 
may engage in useful and remunerative occupations to the extent 
of their capabilities, thereby increasing their social and economic well- 
being and that of their families, and the productive capacity of this 
State and Nation, also thereby reducing the burden of dependency 
on families and taxpayers. 

Pursuant to such policy, the vocational rehabilitation services shall 
be provided hereunder to persons throughout the State, and the 
vocational rehabilitation plan adopted pursuant to this act shall be 
in effect in all political subdivisions of the State. 


SECTION 2. Name of act—definition—(a) This act shall be 
cited as “The Vocational Rehabilitation Act of South Carolina.” 

(b) For the purposes of this act: 

(1) The term “Agency” means the State Agency of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. 

(2) The term “Director” means the Director of Vocational Re- 
habilitation appointed by the Agency, who shall serve as Executive 
Officer of the Agency. 

(3) The term “vocational rehabilitation services” means diagnostic 
and related services (including transportation) incidental to the 
determination of eligibility for, and the nature and the scope of, 
services to be provided; training, guidance and placement services 
for physically handicapped individuals; and, in the case of any 
such individual found to require financial assistance with respect 
thereto, after full consideration of his eligibility for any similar benefit 
by way of pension, compensation, and insurance, any other goods and 
services necessary to render such individual fit to engage in a re- 
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munerative occupation (including remunerative homebound work), 
including. the following physical restoration and other goods and 
services : 

(a) corrective surgery or therapeutic treatment necessary to cor- 
rect or substantially modify a physical or mental condition which 
is stable or slowly progressive and constitutes a substantial handicap 
to employment, but is of such a nature that such correction or 
modification may reasonably be expected to eliminate or substantially 
reduce such handicap within a reasonable length of time; — 

(b) necessary hospitalization in connection with surgery or treat~- 
ment specified in paragraph (a) of this section just above; ; 

(c) such prosthetic devices as are essential to obtaining or re- 
taining employment ; 

(d) maintenance, not exceeding the estimated cost of subsistence 
during rehabilitation ; 

(e) tools, equipment, initial stocks and supplies (including equip- 
ment and initial stocks and supplies for vending stands), books and 
training materials, to any or all of which the State may retain legal 
title; and 3 

(£) transportation (except where necessary in connection with 
determination of eligibility or nature and scope of services) ° and 
occupational licenses. 

Such terms also include: 

(g) the acquisition of vending stands or other equipment and 
initial stocks and supplies for use by severely handicapped individuals 
in any type of small business, the operation of which will be im- 
proved through management and supervision by the State agency ; and 

(h) the establishment of public and other nonprofit rehabilitation 
facilities to provide services for physically handicapped individuals 
and the establishment of public and other nonprofit workshops for 
the severely handicapped. 

(4) The term “physically handicapped individual” means any 
individual who ‘is under’a physical or mental disability, except voca- 
tional rehabilitation for the blind, which constitutes a substantial 
handicap to employment, but which is of such a nature that voca~ 
tional rehabilitation services may reasonably be expected to render 
him fit to engage in a remunerative occupation. 

(5) ‘The term “remunerative occupation” includes employment 
as an employee or self-employed; practice of a profession; home- 
making, farm or family work for which payment is in kind rather 
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than in cash; sheltered employment, and home industry or other 
homebound work of a remunerative nature. 

(6) The term “rehabilitation facility’ means a facility operated 
for the primary purpose of assisting in the rehabilitation of physically 
handicapped individuals : 

(a) which provides for one or more of the following types of 
services : 

(1) testing, fitting, or training in the use of prosthetic de- 
vices ; 

(2) prevocational or conditional therapy ; 

(3) physical or occupational therapy ; 

(4) adjustment training; or 

(5) evaluation or. control of special disabilities ; 

(b) through which is provided an integrated program of medi- 
cal, psychological, social, and vocational evaluation and services 
under competent professional supervision; provided, that the major 
portion of such evaluation and services is furnished within the 
facility and that all medical and related health services are pre- 
scribed by, or are under the formal supervision of, persons licensed 
to practice medicine or surgery in the State. 

(7) The term “workshop” means a place where any manufac- 
ture or handiwork is carried on and which is operated for the pri- 
mary purpose of providing remunerative employment to severely 
handicapped individuals who cannot be readily absorbed in the 
competitive labor market. 

(8) The term “nonprofit”, when used with respect to a rehabili- 
tation facility or a workshop, means a rehabilitation facility and 
a workshop, respectively, owned and operated by a corporation or 
association, no part of the net earnings of which inures, or may law- 
fully inure, to the benefit of any private shareholder or individual 
and the income of which is exempt from taxation under Section 501 
(c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 

(9) Establishment of a workshop or rehabilitation facility means: 

(a) in the case of a workshop, the expansion, remodeling, or 
alteration of existing buildings necessary to adapt such buildings to 
workshop purposes or to increase the employment opportunities in 
workshops, and the acquisition of initial equipment necessary for 
new workshops or to increase the employment opportunities in 
workshops; and 

(b) in the case of a rehabilitation facility, the expansion, re- 
modeling, or alteration of existing buildings, and initial equipment 
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of such buildings, necessary to adapt such buildings to rehabilitation 
facility purposes or to increase their effectiveness for such purposes 
(subject, however, to such limitations as the Secretary of the De- 
partment of Health, Education, and Welfare may by regulations 
prescribe in order to prevent impairment of the objectives of, or 
duplication of, other Federal laws providing Federal assistance to 
states in the construction of such facilities) and initial staffing thereof 
(for a period not exceeding one year). —_ 

(10) The term “eligible physically handicapped individual”, 
when used with respect to diagnostic and related services, training, 
guidance and placement, means any physically handicapped person, 
except the vocational rehabilitation for the blind, whose vocational 
rehabilitation is determined feasible by the director, and when used 
with respect to other vocational rehabilitation services means an 
individual meeting the above requirement who is also found by the 
director to require financial assistance with respect thereto, after 
full consideration of his eligibility for any similar benefit by the 
way of pension, compensation and insurance. 


SECTION 3. State Agency of Vocational Rehabilitation to be 
appointed — members — terms — chairman — director — com- 
pensation—The Governor shall appoint a State Agency of. Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation to be composed of seven members, which 
agency shall provide for the administration of this act. The mem- 
bers of the agency shall consist of one member from each con- 
gressional district and one member at large. The Governor, upon 
the advice and consent of the Senate, shall appoint the members. 
For purposes of organization the Governor shall designate one 
member to serve one year; one, two years; one, three years; one, 
four years; one, five years; one, six years; and one, seven years. 
The successor of each original appointee and each member of the 
agency thereafter shall be appointed for a term of seven years. The 
term of office shall always remain staggered so that the term of 
one member shall expire every year with appointments to fill unex- 
pired terms caused by death, resignation or disability. 

As soon as the members have been appointed and qualified, they 
shall meet and organize for the transaction of business; they shall 
elect a chairman and appoint a Director of Vocational Rehabilitation 
who shall serve as secretary and executive officer of the agency. 

The agency shall meet quarterly in regular session and on call by 
the chairman of the agency when necessary for the transaction of 
agency business. Agency members shall be compensated in the 
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amount of ten dollars per diem, plus mileage at the rate established 
by State law for State officials attending meetings. 


SECTION 4, Administration of act.—This act shall be admin- 
istered under the general supervision and direction of the agency 
by a director appointed by such agency in accordance with estab- 
lished personnel standards and on the basis of his education, train- 
ing, experience, and demonstrated ability. 


SECTION 5. Duties and powers of director.—In carrying out 
his duties under this act, the director 

(a) shall, with the approval of the agency, make regulations gov- 
erning personnel standards, the protection of records and confidential 
information, the manner and form of filing applications, eligibility, 
and investigation and determination therefor, for vocational re- 
habilitation and other services, procedures for fair hearings and 
such other regulations as he finds necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of this act; 

(b) shall, with the approval of the agency, establish appropriate 
subordinate administrative units; 

(c) shall, with the approval of the agency, appoint such per- 
sonnel as he deems necessary for the efficient performance of the 
functions of the agency ; 

(d) shall prepare and submit to the agency annual reports of 
activities and expenditures and, prior to each regular session of the 
legislature, estimates of sums required for carrying out this act and 
estimates of the amounts to be made available for this purpose from 
all sources ; 

(e) shall make certification for disbursement, in accordance with 
regulations, of funds available, for carrying out the purposes of this 
act ; 

(f) shall, with the approval of the agency, take such other action 
as he deems necessary or appropriate to carry out the purpose of 
this act; 

(g) may, with the approval of the agency, delegate to any officer 
or employee of this agency such of his powers and duties, except the 
making of regulations and the appointment of personnel, as he finds 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this act. 


SECTION 6. Duties and powers of agency.—The agency shall 
provide the vocational rehabilitation services authorized by this 
act to every physically handicapped individual determined by the 
director to be eligible therefor, as defined by Section 2(b) (10), and 
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in carrying out the purposes of this act, the agency is authorized, 
among other things: 

(a) to cooperate with other departments, agencies and. institu- 
tions, both public and private, in providing the services authorized 
by this act to disabled individuals, in studying the problems in- 
volved therein, and in establishing, developing and providing in con- 
‘formity with the purposes of this act, such programs, facilities and 
services as may be necessary or desirable; 

(b) to enter into-reciprocal agreements with other states to pro- 
vide for the services authorized by this act to residents of the states 
concerned ; 

(c) to conduct research and compile statistics relating to the pro- 
vision of services to or the need of services by disabled individuals; 

(d) to enter into contractual arrangements with the Federal gov- 
ernment and with other authorized public agencies or persons for 
performance of services related to vocational rehabilitation ; and 

(e) to contract with schools, hospitals, and other agencies, and 
with doctors, nurses, technicians and other persons, for training, 
physical restoration, transportation, and other vocational rehabilita- 
tion services. 


SECTION 7. Service to be available to disabled civil employees 
of United States.—Rehabilitation services provided under the State 
plan shall be available to any civil.employee of the United States dis- 
abled while in the performance of his duty, on the same terms and 
‘conditions as apply to other persons. 


SECTION 8. Vocational rehabilitation fund created—appro- 
priations for—gifts—(a) There is created,a special fund to be 
known as the vocational rehabilitation fund. The fund shall consist of 
all moneys appropriated by this State and all moneys received from 
the United States or any other source for such purpose, as provided 
by this act. Federal grants and donations for vocational rehabilita- 
tion services, unless otherwise restricted, shall be available for all 
vocational rehabilitation services provided under the State plan, and 
also for the purpose, whenever Federal funds are made available 
to the State under Section 3 of the Federal Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Amendments of 1954, for the extension and improvement of vo- 
cational rehabilitation services, or under Section 4 of such act for 
projects for research, demonstrations, training and traineeships, and 
for the planning for and initiating expansion of vocational rehabilita- 
tion services under the State plan. 
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(b) All moneys in this fund shall be deposited, administered, 
and disbursed in the same manner and under the same conditions 
and requirements as provided by law for other public funds: in the 
State Treasury. All moneys in this fund are appropriated and made 
available to the agency, and shall be expended solely for the pur- 
poses of this act. Any balances in the fund shall not lapse at any 
time but shall be continuously available to the agency for expendi- 
ture consistent with this act. The agency, acting through the di- 
rector, shall issue its requisition for payment of all costs of admin- 
istering this act to the Comptroller General who shall draw his . 
warrant in the usual form provided by law on the State Treasurer, 
who shall pay it by check on the vocational rehabilitation fund. 


(c) The General Assembly shall appropriate for vocational re- 

habilitation such sums as are necessary, along with available Fed- 
eral and other funds, to carry out the purposes of this act. The 
acceptance of such Federal funds and other funds, and their use for 
vocational rehabilitation, subject to such restrictions as may be im- 
posed by the donor and not inconsistent with this act, is hereby 
authorized. 
_ (d) The director is hereby authorized and empowered, with the 
approval of the agency, to accept and use gifts made unconditionally 
by will or otherwise for carrying out the purposes of this act. Gifts 
made under such conditions as in the judgment of the agency are 
proper and consistent with the provisions of this act may be so ac- 
cepted and shall be held, invested, reinvested, and used in accord- 
ance with the condition of the gift. 


SECTION 9. Unlawful to use information derived from rec- 
ords.—It shall be unlawful, except for purposes directly connected 
with the administration of the vocational rehabilitation program, 
and in accordance with regulations, for any person or persons to 
solicit, disclose, receive, or make use of, or authorize, knowingly 
permit, participate in, or. acquiesce in the use of, any list of, or 
names of, or any information concerning, persons applying for or 
receiving vocational rehabilitation, directly or indirectly derived from 
the records. , , 


SECTION 10. Division of Vocational Rehabilitation of State 
Department of Education to be transferred to agency.—All 
functions of the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation of the State 
Department of Education, together with all personnel, property, 
records, and unexpended balances of appropriations, allocations, and 
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other funds (available or to be made available) are hereby trans- 
ferred to the agency, effective upon the appointment of the agency. 


SECTION 11. Saving clause.—If any provisions of this act, or the 
application thereof to any person or circumstance, is held invalid, 
the remainder’ of the act, and the application of such provision to 
other persons or circumstances, shall not be affected thereby. 


SECTION 12. Repeal—Act 130 of 1927, repealed.—Joint Reso- 
lution No. 130, Acts of 1927, and all other acts or parts of acts in- 
. consistent herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 13. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon 
approval by the Governor.

An Act To Rearrange And Increase The Number Of Voting 
Precincts In St. Andrews Parish In Charleston County.

SECTION 1. Voting precincts designated for St. Andrews 
Parish.—Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 23-163, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, in St. Andrews Parish in Charles- 
ton County there shall be four voting precincts with voting places 
as follows: 

Precinct No. 1. All that area of the Parish lying south of U. S. 
Highway No. 17 and east of the Harrison Farm 
Road, with a poll at or near the St. Andrews 
Elementary School. 

Precinct No. 2. All that area of the Parish lying north of U. S. 
Highway No. 17 and east of a line running 
north from Highway No. 17 along Magnolia 
Road to S. C. Highway No. 61, along S. C. 
Highway No. 61 to the Old Town Road, 
along the Old Town Road to S. C. Highway 
No. 171, along S.C. Highway No. 171 to S. C. 
Highway No. 7, and along S. C. Highway No. 
7 to the Ashley River, with a poll at or near 
the Albermarle Elementary School. 
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Precinct No. 3. All that area of the Parish lying south of U. S. 
Highway No. 17 and west of the Harrison Farm 
Road, and including Edgewater Park,.with a 
poll at or near the Stono Park Elementary 
School. 

Precinct No. 4. All that area of the Parish lying north of U. S. 
Highway No. 17 and west of the line above 
set out forming the western boundary of Pre- 
cinct No. 2, with a poll at or near the St. 
Andrews High School.

An Act To Create The Orangeburg County Bureau Of Vital 
Statistics And To Prescribe Its Powers And Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Orangeburg County Health Department to main- 
tain a bureau of vital statistics—The Orangeburg County Health 
Department shall maintain a Bureau of Vital Statistics for Orange- 
burg County under the supervision of the director of the health de- 
partment. 


SECTION 2. Vital statistics reports to be filed with health 
department.—All persons who would formerly have been required . 
to file vital statistics reports in the office of the clerk of court shall 
file such reports with the county health department within ten days 
after the issuance of birth or death certificates. The department, 
through its bureau, shall keep and preserve the reports as a public 
record as formerly required of clerks of court. 


SECTION 3. Seal—Copies.—The county health department shall 
have an impression seal and shall issue copies of such vital statistics 
reports to any persons requesting them, upon the payment of the

fees fixed by law. Such copies, when duly certified under seal by 
the department, shall be prima facie evidence of the facts therein 
contained in any court of competent jurisdiction. 


SECTION 4. Force and effect of copies.—Copies of birth certifi- 
cates or other certificates made by the director of the Orangeburg 
County Department of Health shall have the same force and effect 
as those issued by the State Department of Health. 


SECTION 5. Issue birth certificates—The Orangeburg County 
Health Department or the director thereof may issue birth certifi- 
cates and base the issuance thereof on such evidence as the director 
or county board of health shall deem reliable and trustworthy, irre- 
spective of the date of birth of the applicant. 


SECTION 6. Director may correct mistakes in certificates.— 
The Director of the Orangeburg County Bureau of Vital Statis- 
tics may exercise the same discretion, powers and duties with ref- 
erence to mistakes in birth and death certificates on file with 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics of Orangeburg County as are conferred 
upon the State Registrar. Certified copies of corrected birth and 
death certificates under the seal of the Director of the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics for Orangeburg County shall be filed with the State 
Registrar who shall correct the copies of such birth and death certif- 
icates of Orangeburg County on file in his office. 


SECTION 7. Registrants to continue to file and report to State 
Health Department.—All registrants of vital statistics in Orangeburg 
County ‘shall continue to file and report as now provided by law to 
the State Health Department, but shall file copies of all records filed 
with the State Health Department with the Orangeburg County 
Health Department.

An Act To Prohibit The Operation Of A Motor Boat On Pub- 
lic Waters Of The State While Under The Influence Of Intoxi- 
cating Liquor Or Narcotic Drugs And To Provide Penalties For 
Violations. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Unlawful to operate motor boats while under in- 
fluence of liquor or drugs.—It is unlawful for any person who is a 
habitual user of narcotic drugs or any person who is under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor, narcotic drugs, barbiturates, paralde- 
hydes or drugs, herbs or any other substance of like character, 
whether synthetic or natural, to drive or operate any motor boat on 
the public waters of this State or any waters thereof which are open 
to the public. 


SECTION 2. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall upon conviction, entry of a plea of guilty or forfeiture 
of bail be punished in accordance with the following: 

(1) By a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars or imprisonment for not less than ten days nor 
more than thirty days, for the first offense ; 

(2) By a fine of not Jess than one thousand dollars or imprison- 
ment for one year or both, for the second offense ; 

(3) By a fine of not less than two thousand dollars or imprison- 
ment for three years or both, for the third offense; and 

(4) By a fine of not less than three thousand dollars or imprison- 
ment for four years or both, for the fourth offense or any sub- 
sequent offense. 

For the purposes of this act any conviction, entry of a plea of 
guilty or forfeiture of bail for the violation of any law or ordinance 
of this State or any municipality of this State that prohibits any 
person from operating a motor boat while under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor, drugs or narcotics shall constitute a prior offense , 
for the purpose of any prosecution for any subsequent violation hereof.

Whereas, it is provided by Act No. 692 of the General Assembly 
of 1954 that the records in the custody of the Archives Commission 
shall be kept in a fireproof building, or buildings, assigned to the 
commission by the State; and 

Whereas, the World War Memorial, now assigned for the purpose, 
is inadequate and in other respects unsuitable as an archives build- 
ing; and 

Whereas, the Confederate Relic Room in the State House is in- 
adequate as to space for our relics of the Confederate War. Now, 
therefore, . 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Archives Commission to acquire site and erect 
building.—In order to provide a suitable building for the preser- 
vation of those archives, or records, which the Archives Com- 
mission is empowered to take into its custody, the Archives Com- 
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mission is hereby authorized and empowered to purchase, or other- 
wise acquire, a suitable site, to enter into negotiations and contracts 
with architects, engineers, and contractors, and to do all things nec- 
essary for the erection of a State Archives Building, subject to the 
approval of the State Budget and Control Board. The Archives 
Building shall also provide space for the Confederate relics of the 
State. 


SECTION 2. Transfer money to Archives Commission. —For 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act the State Bud- 
get and Control Board is hereby authorized and directed to transfer 
from the Bonded Debt Sinking Fund the sum of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars to the South Carolina Archives Commission.

An Act To Prohibit Motor Vehicle Racing On Public Roads, 
Streets Or Highways And To Prohibit The Aiding Or Assisting 
In Such Racing And To Provide Penalties For Violations Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Word “acquiescence” defined.—For the purpose of 
this act the word “acquiescence” shall mean actual knowledge that 
the car was to be used for the purpose of racing on a public road, 
street or highway. 


SECTION 2. Unlawful to race on public roads.—It shall be un- 
lawful to engage in a motor vehicle race or contest for speed on any 
public road, street or highway in this State or to aid, abet or assist 
in any manner whatsoever in any such race or contest. Altering, 
changing, tampering with or “souping up” a motor vehicle for the 
purpose of racing or speeding on any public road, street or high- 
way in this State shall be considered as aiding, abetting or assisting 
for the purposes of this act. It shall also be unlawful for any owner 
of a motor vehicle to acquiesce in or permit his car to be used by 
another in any motor vehicle race or contest for speed on any public 
road, street or highway in the State. 


SECTION 3. Penalties——Any person violating the provisions of 
this act by driving a motor vehicle shall upon conviction be fined 
not less than two hundred dollars nor more than six hundred dollars 
or imprisoned for not less than two months nor more than six months 
or both in the discretion of the trial judge. In addition to the above 
penalty the driver of any vehicle who violates the provisions of this act 
shall upon conviction, entry of a plea of guilty or forfeiture of bail, 
have his driver’s license revoked for a period of one year. Any 
person violating the provisions of this act by acquiescing in or per-

Powers and duties.—The functions and duties of 
the board shall be to hold and manage all funds which shall come 
into their hands for the purpose of providing a program of recrea- 
tion for the area embraced by the town, to acquire land for play- 
grounds, parks and recreation areas, and to supervise and manage 
all public recreation facilities within the town and to employ a 
director of recreation or such other personnel as may be necessary 
in the board’s discretion. 
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SECTION 5. Further. The board may purchase property, hold 
title to real estate, enter into contracts and leases in the name of 
the Society Hill Recreation Board, receive gifts of land, money or 
other property and do such other things as shall be necessary and 
proper to carry out the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 6. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 7. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 139 Of The Acts And Joint Reso- 
lutions Of 1953 Providing For The Issuance By The State Of 
South Carolina Of Its State Institution Bonds, To Prescribe 
The Conditions Under Which Said Bonds May Be Issued, Etc., 
As Amended By Act No. 665 Of The Acts Of 1954, So As To 
Permit State Institution Bonds To Be Privately Placed If The 
Approval Of The State Budget And Control Board Be Ob- 
tained, To Conform The Financial Test Governing The Issuance 
Of Such Bonds To The Test Prescribed By The Decision Of 
The Supreme Court Of South Carolina Relating To The Validity 
Of Such Bonds, And To Modify The Requirements As To The 
Form And Denomination Of State School Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 13 of Act 139 of 1953, amended—sale of 
State Institution Bonds—may be privately placed Act No. 139 
of the Acts of 1953, entitled “An Act to Provide For The Issu- 
ance By the State of South Carolina of its State Institution Bonds, 
to Prescribe The Conditions Under Which Said Bonds May Be 
Issued, to Prescribe The Purposes For Which Their Proceeds 
Shall be Expended at The Several State Supported Institutions 
of Higher Learning, to Make Provision For The Payment of Said 
Bonds, And to Make Appropriations to Certain State Institutions 
and Agencies For Permanent Improvements”, approved April 2, 
1953, as amended by Act No. 665 of the Acts of 1954, is further 
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amended by striking out Section 13 of the act and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following which shall be Section 13: 

“Section 13. (a) Except as provided by paragraph (b), infra, 
_ the State Institution Bonds, provided for herein, shall be sold by 
the Governor and the State Treasurer upon sealed proposals, after 
publication of notice of such sale, one or more times at least fifteen 
days before such sale, in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
State of South Carolina, and also in a financial paper published in 
New York City, which regularly publishes notices of sale of state 
or municipal bonds, In all calls for bids, the right shall be reserved 
to reject all bids and readvertise for the sale of such State Institution 
Bonds. Upon the opening of bids, it shall be the duty of the Governor 
and the State Treasurer to determine the most advantageous bid, 
and if one hundred fifty per cent of the aggregate principal and 
interest requirements on (1) bonds sold in accordance with the 
most advantageous bid and (2) all outstanding State Institution 
Bonds issued for such State Institution, is within the estimate of the 
tuition fees to be received by the State Institution or Institutions 
for which such bonds are issued, made on the basis required by 
paragraph (3) of Section 6; and, if they shall find that one hundred 
fifty per cent of such aggregate principal and interest requirements 
does not exceed the estimate, they shall be empowered to award 
such State Institution Bonds on the bid, at a price not less than 
par and accrued interest to the date of delivery. For the purpose of 
bringing about a successful sale of such bonds, the State Board shall 
have the power to do all things ordinarily and customarily done in 
connection with the sale of state or municipal bonds. All expenses 
incident to the sale of such bonds shall be paid from the proceeds 
of the bonds. 

(b) In lieu of the method provided above, State Institution Bonds 
may be privately placed if the terms and conditions of such disposi- 
tion shall be approved by resolution duly adopted by the State Budget 
and Control Board, and if the terms of such proposal meet the 
financial test prescribed in the first paragraph of this section.” 


SECTION 2. Paragraph 3, Section 6 of Act 139 of 1953, 
amended—condition for approval by State Board prior to is- 
suance of bonds.—Act No. 139 of 1953 is further amended by strik- 
ing out all of paragraph (3) of Section 6 and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following which shall be paragraph (3) of Section 6: 

“(3) Such schedule of tuition fees, as applied to the regularly

They shall 
bear interest, payable semiannually, at such rate or rates not exceed- 
ing the maximum interest rate specified in the State Board’s request 
for the issuance of the State Institution Bonds. Each issue of the 
State Institution Bonds shall mature in annual series or instalments, 
the last of which shall mature not more than twenty years after the 
date of the bonds, but no bonds shall be issued under the authority 
of this act to mature after the year 1978. The instalments or series 
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may be equal or unequal in amount. The State Institution Bonds may, 
in the discretion of the State Board, be made subject to redemption 
at par and accrued interest, plus such redemption premium as it shall 
approve, and on such occasions as it may specify in its request for 
the issuance of the State Institution Bonds.

An Act To Provide A System Of Receipts And Accounts For 
Certain Officers Of Colleton County And To Establish Penalties 
For Violation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Colleton County—system for handling monies 
and receipts by peace officers and others.—Any magistrate, con- 
stable, jailer, sheriff, deputy sheriff or other peace officer employed 
by Colleton County, who may receive monies belonging to the county 
or cash bonds for appearances at courts, shall execute receipts 
therefor in triplicate from receipt books to be furnished by the 
County Supervisor. One copy of such receipt shall be issued to 
the person paying the money, one copy shall be retained by the 
person receiving the money and one copy shall be filed with the 
County Treasurer. All arresting officers and others permitted by 
law to accept cash bonds shall deliver the same to the magistrate 
handling the case and obtain therefor proper receipt within 48 hours 
after such bonds have been deposited with them. All magistrates 
during the first week of each calendar month at a time designated 
by the County Treasurer shall pay to the County Treasurer all 
funds on hand arising from fines, cash bonds, or any other source 
and file with the County Treasurer copies of all receipts issued by 
such person during the preceding month. The County Treasurer 
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shall issue appropriate receipts to the magistrates for all funds paid 
to the County Treasurer. 


SECTION 2. Refund of cash bonds.—Where cash bonds in crim- 
inal cases shall be refunded prior to the next accounting period, the 
officer making such refund shall obtain receipt therefor in duplicate 
from the person to whom such refund is made, one copy of which 
shall be attached to the officer’s copy of the receipt for such bond and 
the other copy shall be turned over to the County Treasurer along 
with the copy of the original receipt issued therefor. Where cash 
bonds are to be refunded subsequent to the date they were delivered 
to the County Treasurer, the County Treasurer shall make such 
refund on the written direction of the magistrate who handled the 
criminal case in which the cash bond was originally deposited. Such 
written authorization to the County Treasurer shall be executed by 
the magistrate in triplicate, one copy for the person to whom the 
refund is to be made, one copy for the County Treasurer, and the 
third copy to remain in the magistrate’s book provided therefor by 
the County Supervisor. 


SECTION 3. Records to be kept for audit.—The public ac- 
countant employed annually by the Grand Jury to audit the books 
and records of Colleton County shall designate, and the officers cov- 
ered by this act shall keep, a proper set of books so that all monies 
received and all sentences imposed may be carefully recorded to 
permit of easy audit. 


SECTION 4. Penalties——Any violation of the terms and provisions 
of this act by any of the officers to which it applies shall constitute 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction therefor such officer shall be 
fined not exceeding $500.00 or imprisoned not exceeding 6 months 
or both in the discretion of the court and such violation shall be 
ground for the removal of such officer by the Governor. 


SECTION 5. Act to be cumulative of other laws.—This act is 
cumulative to all laws pertaining to the performance of the duties 
of the various officers covered hereby and shall not repeal such 
pertinent laws.

An Act To Provide For Commitments To Jail In Colleton 
County And To Require Triplicate Receipts By The Jailer For 
All Persons Confined In The Colleton County Jail. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Colleton County jailer not to confine persons, 
except upon written commitments.—No person shall be admitted 
to the Colleton County jail for confinement without the jailer ob- 
taining from the magistrate or other committing officer a written 
commitment generally following the form now in use in Colleton 
County; but PROVIDED HOWEVER that in cases of emergency 
the jailer may receive without written commitment persons brought 
to the jail by arresting officers but in all such cases the jailer shall 
within 48 hours obtain the written commitment above described. 
The commitments issued by the magistrate or other committing of- 
ficer shall be in triplicate, one to be retained by the committing of- 
ficer, one delivered to the arresting officer and the third delivered to 
the jailer. 


SECTION 2. Jailer to execute his receipt for persons confined. 
—Whenever any person shall be committed to the Colleton County 
jail to serve a sentence the jailer shall execute his receipt for such 
person in triplicate, which receipt shall show the date ‘and time of 
commitment and sentence of such person. The jailer shall keep one 
copy of such receipt for his files, shall deliver one copy thereof to 
the officer who presented such person for confinement, and shall 
within 48 hours from the beginning of confinement deliver one copy 
thereof to the committing magistrate. 


SECTION 3. Jailer not to discharge persons without a writ- 
ten order.—When a person has been committed to jail, the jailer 
shall not discharge him without a written order from a magistrate 
or other committing officer, except in cases where bond is posted 
and receipt in triplicate issued therefor, in which case the officer 
authorized to accept a bond shall give the jailer a written discharge 
and deliver a copy of the discharge with the bond to a magistrate 
within 48 hours. 


SECTION 4. Supervisor to furnish forms.—The commitments, 
discharges and receipts hereinabove required shall be on forms to be 
furnished by the Colleton County Supervisor and shall be bound in 
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appropriate books permitting one to remain permanently in the book 
and with two copies to be easily detached for delivery as herein- 
above provided, 


SECTION 5. Act cumulative of other laws.—This act is cumu- 
lative to all laws now in force relating to the commitment and con- 
fining of persons to jail in Colleton County, and no such pertinent 
laws now in force shall be repealed.

Nonresidents of Colleton County to purchase 
hawker’s and peddler’s license.—In Colleton County the nonresi- 
dent hawker’s and peddler’s license shall be the same as the license 
required by the county of the applicant’s residence for such license. 
The applicant shall present to the Clerk of Court a certificate from 
the issuing officer of his resident county certifying the nonresident 
license fee for such county. The minimum fee for nonresident license 
shall be not less than twenty-five dollars, but nothing herein con- 
tained shall reduce amounts to be paid for licenses now established 
by law for peddling drugs, lightning rods and livestock in Colleton 
County. 


SECTION 2. Licenses for residents—The County Board of 
Commissioners shall fix the amounts to be paid for all licenses for 
residents of Colleton County except those now established by law 
and shall certify the same to the Clerk of Court in January of each 
year.

“Section 32-432, The county board of health shall be composed 
of nine members each of whom shall be a bona fide resident of 
Sumter County. The members shall be designated in the following 
manner : three shall be appointed by the City Council of the City of 
Sumter, one of these three being a medical doctor; three shall be 
appointed by the Sumter County Board of Commissioners, one of 
these three being a medical doctor; and one shall be appointed 
alternately each six years by the town councils of Pinewood and 
Mayesville with the first appointee being appointed by the town 
council of Mayesville. The Mayor of the City of Sumter or member 
of the city council to be designated by the mayor, and the chairman 
of the county board of commissioners or a member of such board 
of commissioners to be designated by the chairman of the county 
board of commissioners shall be ex officio members of the 
board of health and shall be entitled to vote, and shall serve for 
the respective periods of the mayor’s and the chairman of the county 
board of commissioner’s terms. If for any reason anybody herein 
designated to name members of the board of health shall fail or 
refuse to do so, the members of the board of health who have been 
properly designated as members thereof, regardless of number, 
shall elect some suitable persons to act as members of the board 
until the bodies duly designated to make such appointments shall 
have made such appointments. Appointing authorities may each 
appoint a member of their body as a member of the board of health.” 
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SECTION 2. Section 32-433, 1952 Code, amended—Sumter 
County Board of Health—terms.—Section 32-433, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 32-433. Each member of the board of health except the 
ex officio members shall serve for six years except that the initial 
appointments under this section shall be made as follows: The City 
Council of the City of Sumter shall appoint one member to serve 
for a term of one year, one member for a term of three years, and 
‘one member for a term of five years. The Sumter County Board of 
Commissioners shall appoint one member to serve for a term of 
two years, one member for a term of four years, and one member 
for a term of six years. No member of the board who has served 
a full six year term shall be eligible for reappointment for a second 
consecutive term.” : 


SECTION 3. Section 32-434, 1952 Code, amended—Sumter 
County Board of Health—commissions—meetings—chairman.— 
Section 32-434, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 32-434. Immediately upon the appointment of the mem- 
bers of the board of health their names shall be certified in writing to 
the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners of Sumter 
County and certified by such chairman to the Governor who shall 
thereupon issue to such members a commission. Upon their being 
so commissioned as members of the county board of health, the 
Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners of Sumter County 
shall immediately call the board together for its first meeting and 
at said meeting the board shall elect a chairman thereof and such 
other officers as the board may deem proper.” 


SECTION 4. Section 32-438, 1952 Code, amended—Sumter 
County Health Department created—director—qualifications.— 
Section 32-438, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 32-438. There shall be created and maintained in the 
county a county health department under the control and direction 
of the county board of health acting through a director who shall 
be a graduate of a Class A medical college, skilled in hygiene and 
sanitary science and qualified and trained in the practice of pre- 
ventive medicine. Such director shall be elected by the board of 
health from a list of qualified men to be submitted by the State 
Board of Health, but if for any reason a qualified director is not 


oO 
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so elected, the State Board of Health may appoint some qualified 
person to serve as director until a director is appointed in accordance 
with the terms of this article. The director shall serve for such 
period as he performs satisfactorily the duties of his office and until 
his successor is elected and qualified.” 


SECTION 5. Section 32-440, 1952 Code, amended—Sumter 
County Board of Health—meetings—reports—audits—quorum.— 
Section 32-440, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 32-440. The county board of health shall meet for the 
transaction of its business at stated periods not less than once a 
month and such other times as the chairman or a majority of the 
board may determine. At such meetings the director of the health 
department shall render a report of the activities of his department to 
the board and a copy of such report shall be submitted to the County 
Board of Commissioners of Sumter County and to the City Council 
of the City of Sumter. Each month a financial report shall be sub- 
mitted by the board to the County Board of Commissioners of 
Sumter County and to the City Council of the City of Sumter and 
semiannually a detailed financial report shall be submitted to such 
authorities showing the financial condition and cost of operation of 
the department. On or before January fifteenth of each year the 
director of the health department shall submit a detailed budget 
request to the county board of commissioners, the City Council of 
the City of Sumter, and the county delegation. The books of the 
county health department shall be audited annually and a certified 
copy of such audit shall be submitted to the county board of com- 
missioners and the City Council of the City of Sumter. A majority 
of the members of the county board of health shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business and an affirmative vote of 
a majority of any such quorum shall be required for the adoption 
of any proposal. Any member of the board missing three consecutive 
meetings shall be reported to the authority which appointed such 
member and the appointing authority shall take action to secure the 
resignation of such member.” 


SECTION 6. Terms of present members of Sumter County 
Board of Health—The terms of the present members of the Sum- 
ter County Board of Health shall terminate upon the appointment 
and qualification of their successors under the provisions of this act. 
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SECTION 7. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 117 Of The Acts And Joint Reso- 
Iutions Of South Carolina, 1955, Relating To The Civil And 
Criminal Court of Darlington County, So As To Further Pro- 
vide For Its Jurisdiction In Criminal Cases, The Transfer Of 
Cases, The Salary Of The Judge, And Domestic Relations Cases. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 9 of Act 117 of 1955, amended—Civil and 
Criminal Court of Darlington County—jurisdiction in criminal 
cases.—Section 9 of Act No. 117 of the Acts of 1955 is amended to 
read as follows: ; 

“Section 9. The court shall have the same jurisdiction, powers 
and authority as the court of general sessions and the judges thereof 
and concurrent therewith in the following criminal cases: 

(1) Cases charging violation of any of the laws of this State re- 
lating to intoxicating or alcoholic liquors ; 

(2) Cases charging nonsupport of wife or child; 

(3) Bastardy ; 

(4) Drawing and uttering a fraudulent check; 

(5) Driving a motor vehicle under the influence of intoxicating 
liquors, narcotic drugs, barbiturates, paraldehydes or drugs, herbs 
or any other substance of like character, whether synthetic or nat- 
ural ; 

(6) Disposing of property under a lien; 

(7) Shoplifting ; 

(8) Obtaining goods under false pretences; and 

(9) All other cases charging a violation of any of the criminal 
laws of this State when the punishment does not exceed a fine of 
five hundred dollars or imprisonment of eighteen months or both, 
with or without hard labor.” 
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SECTION 2. Section 10 of Act 117 of 1955, amended—Civil and 
Criminal Court of Darlington County—transfer of criminal cases. 
—Section 10 of Act No. 117 of the Acts of 1955 is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 10. Upon motion of the solicitor, the judge of the court 
of general sessions may at any time after the finding of an indict- 
ment and before trial, in open court or at chambers, transfer any 
criminal cases within the jurisdiction of the civil and criminal court

“Section 17. The judge before entering upon the duties of his 
office shall take the same oath of office as required by law of all 
circuit judges and shall be commissioned in the same manner as 
circuit judges.

The county board of commissioners shall ad- 
vertise semiannually, in at least two issues in one of the newspapers 
published in the county, for bids for all implements, books, stationery 
and supplies of whatever kind which shall be needed for the county 
and for each and every office thereof, except those supplies needed 
by the county superintendent of education. Such bids shall be based 
on delivery at the county courthouse unless otherwise specified. Such 
advertisement shall set forth the articles and the amount thereof 
to be purchased, and the contract for any purchase shall be awarded 
to the lowest responsible bidder for the six months’ period.”

An Act To Provide For The Licensing Of Any Persons Buy- 
ing Junk In York County And To Provide A Penalty For The 
Violation Hereof. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. York County junk dealers to purchase licenses.— 
Any person who deals in the buying of junk in York County and 
every agent of any such person shall be required to obtain a license 
for that purpose from the clerk of court. 


SECTION 2. Annual fee.—The fee for the license required under 
the provisions of this act shall be an annual fee of ten dollars. 


SECTION 3. Bond required.—The clerk of court shall also re- 
quire of the licensee before the license is issued a bond executed by 
one or more sufficient sureties in the sum of five hundred dollars, to 
be posted with the clerk of court, conditioned that the licensee shall 
deal fairly and equitably with all parties from whom the licensee 
purchases junk in the county. Such bond shall be for the benefit and 
‘protection of all parties in the county with whom such licensee may 
deal. But the aggregate liability of the sureties on such bond, to all 
parties, shall in no event exceed the sum of such bond. 


SECTION 4. Penalties——Any person violating any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
or more than one hundred dollars or imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding thirty days.

No policy or contract of group accident, group 
health or group accident and health insurance shall be delivered or 
issued for delivery in this State unless the group of persons thereby 
insured are insured under a policy issued to an employer or an 
association, which employer or association is to be deemed the 
policyholder, covering not less than ten employees of such em- 
ployer, nor less than twenty-five members, employees, or employees 
of members of such association, for the benefit of persons other 
than the employer or the association, its officers or trustees, upon 
some plan which will preclude individual selection. The premium may 
he paid by the employer or association, by the employees or members 
or employees of members or by the parties jointly. If the entire

premium is not paid by the employer or association, the group shall 
comprise not less than seventy-five per cent of all employees or mem- 
bers, or not less than seventy-five per cent of’ any class of em- 
ployees or members eligible.

Certain counties may accept rights of ways for 
constructing and maintaining drainage ditches.—In all counties in 
the State of South Carolina, containing a city with a population of 
more than eighty-six thousand people according to the last official 
United States Census, the supervisor and the county board of com- 
missioners may accept necessary rights of way, in writing, over and 
across private property for the purpose of constructing and maintain- 
ing drainage ditches to carry off surface water from roads and 
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streets. Across rights of way so accepted drainage ditches shall be 
constructed and maintained by the county; provided, the direction 
of the natural course of the drainage water shall not be changed and 
if any ditch is piped the grantor of the right of way shall furnish 
the pipe. The property owner shall give the necessary right of way 
to the final disposition point of the surface water for which the right 
of way is given and the property owner shall agree to hold the 
county harmless for any damage to the property owner’s land or 
real property or to the land or real property belonging to anyone 
else.

An Act To Amend Chapter 8 Of Title 12, Code Of Laws Of 
South Carolina, 1952, Relating To The Merger And Consoli- 
dation Of Corporations, So As To Provide A Method For The 
Merger And Consolidation Of Domestic And Foreign Corpora- 
tions, And To Define The Powers And Duties And Rights And 
. Liabilities Thereof When Merged Or Consolidated. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Code of 1952 amended—Section 12-456.1 added— 
domestic and foreign corporations may merge—method—con- 
ditions—agreements—powers and duties—rights and liabilities. 
—Chapter 8 of Title 12, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended by adding the following section immediately after Section 
12-456, to be designated as Section 12-456.1 (a): 

“Section 12-456.1 (a) Any one or more corporations existing un- 
der the laws of this State, except railroads and other transportation 
companies and telegraph and other transmitting corporations owning 
or controlling parallel or competing lines, may consolidate or merge 
with one or more other corporations, organized under the laws of 
any other state or states of the United States of America, if the 
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laws under which such corporations are formed shall permit such 
consolidation or merger. The constituent corporations may merge 
into a single corporation, which may be any one of the constituent 
corporations, or they may consolidate to form a new corporation, 
which may be a corporation of the state of incorporation of any one 
of the constituent corporations as shall be specified in the agreement 
hereinaftter required. 

“(b) All the constituent corporations shall enter into an agreement 
in writing which shall prescribe the terms and conditions of the 
consolidation or merger, the mode of carrying the same into effect, 
the manner of converting the shares of each of the constituent cor- 
porations into shares or other securities or obligations of the cor- 
poration resulting from or surviving such consolidation or merger 
and such other details and provisions as shall be deemed necessary 
or desirable. There shall also be set forth in the agreement such 
other facts as shall then be required to be set forth in a declaration 
for charter, or other similar document, by the laws of the state un- 
der which the resulting corporation is to be formed or the surviving 
corporation is to continue to exist, as provided by such agreement, 
stated in such form as may be required or permitted by the laws of 
such state. 

“(c) The agreement shali be authorized, adopted, approved, 
signed and acknowledged by each of the constituent corporations 
in accordance with the laws of the state under which it was formed 
and, in the case of a South Carolina corporation, in the manner 
herein provided. 

“(d) The agreement so authorized, adopted, approved, signed 
and acknowledged shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State and the agreement shall thenceforth be taken and deemed to be 
the agreement and act of consolidation or merger of the constituent 
corporations for all purposes of the laws of this State. A copy of 
the agreement, duly certified by the Secretary of State under the 
seal of his office, shall also be recorded as provided in this act with 
respect to the consolidation or merger of corporations of this State. 

“(e) If the corporation resulting or surviving such consolida- 
tion or merger is to be governed by the laws of any state other than 
the laws of this State, it, on a form to be furnished by the Secretary 
of State, shall agree that it may be served with process or notice 
in this State in any proceeding for enforcement of any obligation of 
any constituent corporation of this State, including any amount to 
be paid dissatisfied stockholders of any corporation of this State as 
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such amount may be determined pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 12-459 through 12-462, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, and shall irrevocably appoint the Secretary of State as its 
agent to accept service of process or notice in an action or pro- 
ceeding for the enforcement of payment of any such obligation or 
any amount to be paid such dissatisfied stockholders and shall specify 
the address to which a copy of such process or notice shall be mailed 
by the Secretary of State. Service of such process or notice shall be 
made by delivering to and leaving with the Secretary of State dupli- 
cate copies thereof with a fee of five dollars. The Secretary of State 
shall forthwith send by registered mail one of such copies to such

Certain officers to be paid witness fees when off 
duty.—In all counties containing a city with a population of more 
than eighty-six thousand people according to the last official United 
States Census, all law enforcement officers of any such county 
or of a city of more than eighty-six thousand people according to 
the last official United States Census within that county, when sum- 
moned or subpoenaed to appear as wtnesses in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions at such times when such officers are off duty or have 
a day off from work or a holiday, such officers shall be paid at a 
rate of two dollars fifty cents per day for each day in court, or any 
portion thereof. 


SECTION 2. Proof required before payment.—Such law en- 
forcement officer shall present to the Clerk of Court of Common 
Pleas and General Sessions a written statement signed by his im- 
mediate superior stating that such officer was off duty or had the 
day off or had a holiday at the time that he appeared in the General 
Sessions Court as a witness, and this shall be sufficient proof and 
shall qualify such officer to receive two dollars fifty cents per day, or 
any portion thereof, for his service as a witness.

Prestwood Lake Wildlife Refuge Board created— 
members—terms.—There is hereby created a board to be known as 
the Prestwood Lake Wildlife Refuge Board. The board shall be 
composed of seven members who shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Darlington 
County Legislative Delegation. Three members shall be appointed 
for an initial term of two years and four shall be appointed for an 
initial term of four years, after which their successors shall be ap- 
pointed to serve for regular terms of four years each.

An Act To Require All Persons Soliciting Membership In An 
Organization Among The Residents Of Abbeville County To 
Obtain Permits For Soliciting And To Provide A Penalty For 
Violation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in Abbe- 
ville County to obtain permits—Before any person shall solicit 
membership in Abbeville County for any organization, union or so- 
ciety of any sort which requires from its members the payment of 
membership fees, dues or is entitled to make assessments against 
its members in event that such person is a salaried employee or 
officer of the organization for which membership is solicited, or re- 
ceives a fee of any sort for such solicitation, such person shall ob- 
tain a permit in writing, from the supervisor and the county com- 
missioners of Abbeville County, to solicit members in such organi- 
zation from among the residents of Abbeville County. 


SECTION 2. Application for permit.—The permit, provided for 
herein, shall be issued by the supervisor and county commissioners 
upon application being made to them, in writing, by the person de- 
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‘siring to solicit members in such organizations. The application shall 
give the name and nature of such organization for which the -ap- 
plicant desires to solicit members, whether such organization is in- 
corporated or unincorporated, the location of its principal office and 
place of business and names of its officers, along with the date of its 
organization and its assets and liabilities. Such application shall fur- 
ther contain’ the age and residence of the applicant including places 
of residence of the applicant for the past ten years, as well as the 
business or profession in which such applicant has been engaged 
during such times and shall furnish at least three persons as reference 
to the applicant’s character. The application shall also furnish the 
information as to whether the applicant is a salaried employee of the 
organization for which he is soliciting members, and what compen- 
sation, if any, he receives for obtaining members. 


SECTION 3, Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by the applicant on forms provided by the supervisor and county 
commissioners and the permit issued thereunder shall be kept on 
the person of the applicant at all times while engaged in the solicita- 
tion of membership, and shall be effective from the date specified 
therein for a period of sixty days thence ensuing, after which time 
the permit must be renewed if so desired bythe applicant. 


SECTION 4, Permits may be revoked or denied.—The supervisor 
and county commissioners shall have the power to revoke any permit 
upon the showing of false statements made by the applicant in ob- 
‘taining such permit or for any good and sufficient cause found by 
the supervisor and county commissioners to exist. The supervisor 
and county commissioners shall have the power to refuse to issue any 
permit for any just reason and for the peace and good order of the 
residents of Abbeville County; provided, however, that should the 
supervisor and county commissioners refuse to issue a permit or 
should revoke a permit previously issued, the applicant or holder of 
the permit shall have the right and privilege of appealing the deci- 
sion of the supervisor and county commissioners to the Court of 
Common Pleas for Abbeville County. 


Penalties.—Any person, within the purview of this 
act, who shall solicit members for any organization from among the 
residents of Abbeville County, or persons within Abbeville County, 
without first obtaining a permit as provided herein, or who shall

hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court.

in the discretion of the court.

SECTION 1. Section 65-1522, 1952 Code, amended—property of 
rural telephone co-cperatives exempt from taxation.—Section 65- 
1522, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
a new item to read as follows: 

“All property of every kind owned by rural telephone co-operatives 
organized under the provisions of Chapter 13, Title 12 of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, but if any such telephone service 
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is rendered to residents within the corporate limits of any city or 
town they shall be subject to taxation by such city or town.” 


SECTION 2. Section 65-1522, 1952 Code, amended—rural party 
telephone lines exempt from taxation.—Section 65-1522, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is further amended by adding a new 
item to read as follows: 

“All rural party telephone lines and instruments constructed since 
March 29, 1945, serving party line customers and used in the 
transmission of messages, conversation or other means of communica- 
tion by means of electricity over rural lines; but this exemption 
shall extend only to county and school taxes.”

Tax exemptions for certain manufacturing enter- 
prises in Colleton County.—In Colleton County any person, firm or 
corporation which has become or may become, a lessee from, or suc- 
cessor to, a manufacturing enterprise which has been inactive for a 
period of three months prior to the commencement of active operation 
by the lessee or sticcessor, and which was eligible to the tax exemption 
provided for by Section 1 of Act No. 639 of the Acts of 1954, shall be 
exempt from all property taxes for a period of five years from the 
commencement of actual manufacturing or processing by the lessee 
or successor. The tax exemption shall include the plant, equipment 
and property leased, owned and used by said lessee; provided, the 
lessor or predecessor enterprise shall have no control over, interest 
in, or receive any profit from the lessee or successor except it may 
collect rent and enforce any rental agreement covering said property. 
Tf, during the period of five years of tax exemption hereby estab- 
lished, the lessee should acquire title to said property, the tax ex- 
emption shall continue for the remainder of the said period of five 
years. If at any time during the five year period the lease should be 
cancelled. all tax exemptions granted under this act shall forthwith 
terminate.

And To Prescribe Its Powers And Duties.

SECTION 1. Colleton County Development Board established. 
—The Colleton County Development Board to consist of an Advisory 
Board and nine members hereinafter named is hereby established. 
Successors to the members of the Board herein named and the 
filling of any vacancies which at any time may arise by expira- 
tion of the terms or otherwise shall be by appointment by the 
Governor upon the written recommendation of the Senator and at 
least one member of the House of Representatives from Colleton 
County. The Board and an Advisory Board consisting of members 
to serve ex officio acting together shall constitute the Colleton County 
Development Board.

F. Marion Bennett and W. Graham Easterling, who after taking the 
oath of office shall be commissioned by the Governor. Three of the 
members shall serve for one year, three for two years and: three for 
three years, to be determined by the members of the Board at their 
first meeting and certified by them to the Governor. After the first 
terms, the terms of office shall be for three years. 


SECTION 3. Advisory board established.—As a part of the Col- 
leton County Development Board there is hereby established an Ad- 
visory Board whose members shall serve ex officio as follows, to wit: 
The Mayors of the incorporated towns in Colleton County, the Coun- 
ty Treasurer, the County Supervisor, and the President of the Wal- 
terboro Chamber of Commerce. The Advisory Board shall fully par- 
ticipate in the work of the Development Board, may attend all meet- 
ings and take part in all of the work and deliberations of the Devel- 
opment Board, but shall not have a vote. 
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SECTION 4. Meetings — officers — compensation — county at- 
torney.—The Board shall meet at a time and place to be fixed 
by the County Attorney within ten days after the approval of this 
Act for the purpose of organization and shall hold such meetings 
thereafter at such times and places as may be determined by the 
Chairman or a majority of the present members but with at least 
one meeting to be held every two months. The appointive members 
named herein and their successors (but not members of the Ad- 
visory Board) shall receive mileage at the rate of 7¢ per mile of 
travel for attending regular meetings of the Board. The Board shall 
elect a chairman, a vice-chairman, and a secretary from its mem- 
bership and a director who shall not be a member of the Board. 
The Board shall determine the number of its employees, fix their 
compensation and define their duties. The County Attorney shall 
serve as Attorney for the Development Board without additional 
compensation. 


SECTION 5. Powers and duties—The general powers, duties, 
and functions of the Board shall be the development of every section 
of Colleton County, the encouragement, solicitation and establish- 
ment of new industries, and the promotion of tourist and industrial 
highways. 


SECTION 6. Further.—Without limiting the general powers set 
forth in Section 5, the Board shall have the following specific powers 
and duties to be exercised within funds available to it by public ap- 
propriations, gifts, subscriptions or otherwise, to wit: 

(a) To buy and sell real estate and to take and transfer options; 

(b) To adopt By-Laws consistent with all existing laws for the 
orderly performance of its work; 

(c) To organize corporations and sell stock therein, with mem- 
bers of the Colleton County Development Board as Directors, for 
the purpose of constructing buildings to be leased or sold to in- 
dustrial enterprises; but Provided that Colleton County shall not be 
liable for the debts of any such corporation or of the Development 
Board ; 

(d) To have an industrial survey prepared by capable engineers 
showing available industrial sites in Colleton County and the ad- 
vantages of each site; 

(e) To promote tourist and industrial highways, securing for 
that purpose such engineering service as may be necessary ; 
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({) To conduct a survey of available labor in the Colleton County 
area and adjoining counties and make the same available to indus- 
trial prospects ; 

(g) To promote the use of natural resources and products of the 
County in industrial establishments and processing plants; 

(h) To prepare, circulate and distribute pamphlets showing the 
advantages of Colleton County from an industrial and tourist stand- 
point, stressing recreational, religious, climatic, educational, cultural 
and transportation facilities ; 

(i) To speak for the County in negotiations with industrial pros- 
pects concerning tax exemptions established by law; 

(j) To accept gifts and grants consistent with the work of the 
Board; 

(k) To offer advertising programs from time to time to secure 
prospects for industrial enterprises and to develop the County, 


SECTION 7. Appropriations——The County Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to transfer from the County Reserve Fund to an appro- 
priate account the sum of $15,000 to be used by the Colleton County 
Development Board in connection with its operations for the. remain- 
der of the calendar year 1957. After the year 1957, appropriations 
for use of the Colleton County Development Board will be carried 
each year in the county supply bill in such.amounts as the General 
Assembly may determine. The funds of the Board shall be expended 
on proper vouchers signed by the Chairman and attested by the 
Secretary. The County Supervisor ‘shall assign to the Board office 
space sufficient for the needs of the work as may be available.

An Act To Create A Development Board For Cherokee County 
And To Provide For Its Membership, Powers And Duties. 


Whereas, Cherokee County offers great opportunities for expan- 
sion of agriculture, industry and commerce; and 

Whereas, it is desired to bring about further agricultural, industrial 
and commercial development of the county. Now, therefore, 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Cherokee County Development Board created— 
purpose—members—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby created a 
board in and for Cherokee County to be known as the Cherokee 
County Development Board for the purpose of promoting the agricul- 
tural, industrial and commercial expansion and development in Chero- 
kee County. The board shall be composed of five members to be ap- 
pointed by a majority of the members of the Legislative Delegation 
from Cherokee County. The terms of the members of the board shall 
be for two years or until their successors are appointed and qualify, 
except that the members first appointed after the effective date of this 
act shall be appointed as follows: two for a term of one year and three 
for a term of two years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualify.- Vacancies for unexpired terms shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by a majority of the Legislative Delegation. All appointments 
by the Legislative Delegation to membership on this board shall be 
transmitted to the Clerk of Court for Cherokee County, who shall 
properly record the same on the permanent records in the office of 
the clerk. 


SECTION 2. Officers — meetings — compensation — records.— 
The board shall elect one of its number as chairman and shall ap- 
point a secretary-treasurer, who may but need not be a member of 
the board. Meetings of the board shall be held at the call of the 
chairman and at such other times as the board may determine. The 
board shall serve without pay but may provide for the reimburse- 
ment of the members for actual expenses incurred in attending 
meetings and other necessary expenses incurred in connection with 
business for the board. The board shall keep minutes of its pro- 
ceedings and shall make records of all official actions, which minutes 
and records shall be available for inspection by the Cherokee County 
Legislative Delegation at all times. 


SECTION 3. Powers and duties.—The board, in carrying out the 
purposes of this act, shall have power to employ personnel, enter into 
contracts and other necessary powers incident to the purposes of 
this act. 


SECTION 4. Further.—The board shall have full authority to ex- 
pend any funds made available to it by the annual Cherokee County 
Supply Acts to accomplish the purposes of this act, and may draw 
from the Cherokee County Treasurer the proceeds of any such appro- 
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priations; provided, an annual itemized statement of all expendi- 
tures shall be filed with the Cherokee County Legislative Delega- 
tion. The board may accept gifts and grants of money from either 
private or public sources to be used in the promotion of this pro- 
gram and all such monies shall be accounted for in the same manner 
as funds appropriated by Cherokee County. 


SECTION 5. Cooperate with other agencies.—For the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act the board is authorized to 
cooperate with the State Development Board of the State of South 
Carolina, all towns, chambers of commerce, business leagues, civic 
clubs and other similar organizations in Cherokee County and all 
other agencies and organizations within and without the county with 
which the board may desire to cooperate in the furtherance of the 
economic development and advertisement of Cherokee County. The 
board shall have the authority to negotiate, either separately, or in 
cooperation with the above listed organizations, with any concern 
desiring to locate an agricultural, commercial or industrial enterprise 
in Cherokee County.

SECTION 1. Bay View Acres in Charleston County to be bird 
and squirrel sanctuary.—All that area known as Bay View Acres 
in Charleston County is hereby declared to be a bird and squirrel 
sanctuary. It shall be unlawful for anyone to use any weapons within 
such sanctuary. 
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SECTION 2. Penalties.—Anyone violating the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in an amount not to exceed twenty dollars or imprisoned 
for a period not to exceed five days, or both.

The Governor, upon the recommendation of 
a majority of the county legislative delegation, shall appoint a deputy 
tax collector for York County. The deputy tax collector shall be 
required to give bond in the same amount as the tax collector for 
the faithful performance of his duties.

Before any sale, the board shall give public notice 
of the time and place of the sale in a local newspaper circulated in the 
county.

An Act Regulating Pyrotechnics In Counties Containing A 
Municipality Having A Population Of Over Sixty-five Thousand 
Inhabitants According To The Last Official United States Census, 
And Providing Penalties For Violations. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Pyrotechnics defined.—Pyrotechnics means any 
squib, rocket, firecracker, roman candle, signal light, railroad track 
torpedo, flashlight composition, fireworks or other devices or com- 
positions used to obtain visible or audible pyrotechnic display, and 
shall include balloons of any type which have burning material of 
any kind attached thereto. 


SECTION 2. Pyrotechnics unlawful in certain counties.—It 
shall be unlawful for any person to use, fire, shoot, discharge, sell, 
offer for sale, store, exchange, give away or possess any pyrotechnics 
in any county containing a municipality having a population of over 
sixty-five thousand inhabitants according to the last official United 
States census. 


SECTION 3. Permitted in public displays or exhibits.—The use 
of pyrotechnics by any person shall be permitted in public displays 
or exhibits if the person desiring to give the display or exhibit shall 
have first obtained written approval therefor from the county gov- 
erning body, and the county governing body may grant or refuse to 
grant the permission so applied for, or may grant the permission sub- 
ject to such restrictions and limitations as it may deem to be in 
the interest of public health, safety and welfare in connection with 
such display or exhibit. 


SECTION 4. When act not to apply.—This act shall not be con- 
strued as prohibiting the use of signals necessary for the safe op- 
eration of railroads, buses, trucks or boats, nor shall this act apply 
to any common carrier, while acting as such, lawfully transporting 
or having custody of pyrotechnics in interstate commerce or for 
delivery within the county for use as provided for in Section 3 of 
this act. 


SECTION 5. Further.—This act shall not apply to the possession, 
sale or use of normal stocks of flashlight compositions by photog- 
raphers or dealers in photographic supplies nor shall it apply to 
sparklers or toy cap pistols or toy pistol paper caps which contain 
not more than one-fifth grain of explosive mixture. 


SECTION 6. Act not to prevent further restrictions by munici- 
palities—This act shall not prevent any incorporated municipality 
within the counties herein affected from further restricting within 
such municipality the sale and use of fireworks regulated herein. 
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SECTION 7. Penalties—Any person violating this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not more than one hun- 
dred dollars or imprisoned not more than thirty days. 


SECTION 8. To be destroyed, if found in unlawful possession. 
—Any pyrotechnics found in the unlawful possession of anyone with- 
in the counties ‘herein affected are hereby declared to be contraband 
and same may be seized by any peace officer within the county. Such 
contraband fireworks shall be delivered to the sheriff of the county 
and shall be destroyed by him immediately after conviction of the 
person in whose unlawful possession they were found.

file with the county supervisor an application in writing for per- 
mission to make such excavation. Such application shall state 
fully the nature, purpose, extent and depth of the proposed excava- 
tion and shall contain such further information as may be required 
by the supervisor. Before such permission shall be granted the ap- 
plicant shall execute and deposit in the office of the supervisor a 
good and sufficient bond of indemnity, or cash, in such sum as may 
be required to repair the road and restore it to as good condition 
as to foundation and surface as it was before being excavated. When 
such excavation is to be made by a solvent public utility such bond 
may be executed by the utility without additional surety. 


SECTION 2. Duties of property owner.—When such permit is 
obtained and any excavation made, it shall be the responsibility of 
the property owner to whom the permit was issued to post ade- 
quate warning signs, flares or other signal lights so as to fully pro- 
tect and safeguard the public using such highway during the period 
when such excavation is open. Thereafter, and until such time as 
the excavation has properly settled and may be resurfaced, it shall 
be the duty and responsibility of such landowner to keep the site of 
the excavation filled in level with the surface of the roadway. con- 
stantly refilling the same if such be necessary. When a sufficient 
time has elapsed to permit resurfacing of the roadway satisfactorily, 
the landowner shall notify the county supervisor that such resurfac- 
ing has been done or that he will pay the costs if the same is done 
by the supervisor.

“Section 59-179. The board of commissioners of public works 
of any city or town may purchase, build or contract for building 
any waterworks or electric light plant authorized under Article 6 
of this chapter and may operate them and shall have full control 
and management of them. It may supply and furnish water to 
citizens of the city or town and also electric, gas or other light and 
may require payment of such rates, tolls and charges as it may 
establish for the use of water and light. Provided, however, that 
the Board of Commissioners of Public Works of the City of Green- 
wood and the City of Laurens may purchase, build or contract for 
building any waterworks, electric system, gas system and/or sani- 
tary sewerage system, and all appurtenances and parts of such sys- 
tems, authorized under Article 6 of this chapter, and may operate 
them and shall have full and exclusive control and management of 
them.

(b) Accept a right-of-way with a hard surfaced street or road 
for maintenance unless the street has a width of at least twenty-six 
feet, a right-of-way of at least fifty feet, the hard surfacing complies 
with the latest South Carolina Highway Department specifications 
and unless storm drains are installed which will take care adequately 
of water drainage and which are approved in writing by the super- 
visor and a majority of the board of commissioners; 
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(c) Accept a right-of-way of streets or roads in any new sub- 
division or extension of any existing subdivision, unless the owners 
thereof have purchased and installed signs designating the names 
of the streets and roads therein, which signs and names have been 
approved by the supervisor and a majority of the county board of 
commissioners in writing.

An Act To Require A Permit To Start A Fire On Certain Lands. 
In Clarendon County Between The Fifteenth Of October And. 
The Fifteenth Of May, Inclusive. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina = 


SECTION 1. Unlawful to start certain fires in Clarendon Coun- 
ty without a permit.—It shall be unlawful for any owner or lessee of 
Jand or any employee of any such owner or lessee to start, or cause to 
be started, any fire in any woodlands, brushlands, grasslands, ditch- 
banks or hedgerows or in any debris, leaves or other inflammable 
material .adjacent thereto between the fifteenth day of October and 
the fifteenth day of May, inclusive, in Clarendon County, without 
first obtaining from the State Forester, or his duly authorized repre- 
sentative or other person designated as an issuing officer by the 
State Forester, a permit to start fire or ignite any material in such 
area or inflammable material. No charge shall be made for the 
granting of such permits. A lessee of any land or an employee of 
any landowner or lessee of land, prior to securing such permit to 
start fire in any such area or inflammable material, shall have re- 
ceived authorization from the owner to conduct such burning. It 
shall be unlawful for any person obtaining a permit to conduct such 
burning unless he previously shall have carefully cleared around the 
area or material to be burned and shall have taken all reasonable 
care and precaution to prevent the spread of such fire to areas or 
materials other than that specified to be burned. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to fires which may be started within the 
corporate limits of any town or city in the county, nor to fires 
started on rights of ways of railroads by their duly authorized em- 
ployees to- remove fire hazards unless the State Forester, or his. 
representative, after investigation shall notify such railroad that its 
practices are disapproved on account of failure to exercise proper 
safeguards against the spread of fire. The State Forester, or his. 
authorized representative, may at any time refuse or revoke any 
such permit for starting a fire when deemed necessary in the interest 
of public safety. 


SECTION 2. Penalties.— Any person violating the terms of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars or im- 
prisoned for not less than ten days nor more than thirty days and for

the Marion County Planning and Development Board, which shalf 
consist of nine members to be appointed by the Marion County Leg- 
islative Delegation. The members shall be appointed for a term of 
two years, and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 
Any vacancy in the membership shall be filled in the same manner 
as the original appointments for the unexpired term. The County 
Legislative Delegation and the mayors of the incorporated munici-. 
palities of Marion County shall be ex officio members of the board. 
All appointments to membership on the board shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk of Court of Marion County, who shall properly record 
the same on the permanent records in his office, and likewise, the: 
appointments shall be recorded in the minutes and records to be 
maintained by the board. 


SECTION 2. Purpose.—The board is created for the purpose of 
encouraging and promoting the agricultural, industrial and commer- 
cial development and expansion of Marion County. 


SECTION 3. Meetings — officers — compensation — records. 
—The board shall hold its first meeting within fifteen days after 
the appointments are made for the purpose of organization. The 
board shall elect a chairman from its membership, and a secre-- 
tary-treasurer, who may not necessarily be a member of the board.

ployment by them, upon such application forms as they may severally 
prescribe, which shall include information as to active or honorary 
membership in or affiliation with all membership associations and.

The sheriff and all peace officers of Horry County shall see 
that the provisions of this section are observed. Any person operating 
any such exhibit or performance shall, when requested by any such 
officer of the county, exhibit his license therefor and, upon his failure 
to do so or to satisfy the officer that he has paid his license for any 
such day, the officer shall close the show and require the manager 
or owner thereof to cease to do business in the county. The clerk of 
court of the county shall keep on file in his office a duplicate of all 
such licenses and receipts for money, showing the name of the op- 
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erator of any such show and the date of the issuance of the license 
and the designation of the days on which it is authorized to do busi- 
ness thereunder.”

An Act To Provide For The Licensing Of Tent Shows And 
Carnivals In Jasper County.

SECTION 1. License tax for travelling shows in Jasper County. 
—In Jasper County each tent show, carnival or other such travel- 
ing show, exhibiting or performing under canvas or out of doors 
for gain, for each day it shall collect admission charges to its 
exhibition or performance, shall pay a license tax of one hundred 
dollars for each twenty-four hour period. The license fee shall be 
paid to the clerk of court who shall issue a receipt therefor which 
shall show on its face the days covered thereby and such fees shall be 
paid over to the county treasurer for general purposes.

An Act Relating To The Government Of Oconee County And 
To Repeal Act No. 559 Of 1954, Relating Thereto. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. County Commissioners of Oconee County to be 
governing body of county—supervisor to be chairman.—There 
shall be five county commissioners in Oconee County, who, with the 
county supervisor, shall constitute the county board of commis- 
sioners, which shall be the governing body of the county. The county 
supervisor shall be the chairman of the county board of commis- 
sioners but shall not vote on matters concerning the board except 
in case of a tie. 


SECTION 2. Office of supervisor created—election—terms.— 
The office of supervisor of Oconee County is hereby created. The 
first supervisor provided for under the provisions of this act shall 
be elected May 28, 1957, such term to commence July 1, 1957, and 
to expire December 31, 1960. Thereafter, the supervisor shall be 
elected for a term of four years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified commencing with the general election to be held in 
1960, such term to commence January 1, 1961. 


SECTION 3. Powers and duties—The supervisor shall be 
charged with the following powers and duties: 

(a) the construction and maintenance of all county roads; 

(b) the maintenance and care of all county buildings; 

(c) supervision of the county chain gang camp, county pris- 
oners and the rock crusher ; 

(d) the authority to transfer such prisoners as is allowed by 
law ; 

(e) the repsonsibility of operating a well disciplined, orderly 
and clean chain gang camp; 

(f) the exclusive authority to employ and discharge in his dis- 
cretion, all employees, including the custodian of buildings, as may 
be necessary to carry out the duties of his office or as may be speci- 
fied in the annual supply act, except the county attorney, the county 
physician, and the manager of the c8unty home and farm, who shall 
be employed by the board of commissioners, but the salaries of such 
employees shall be approved by a majority of the board of com- 
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missioners, provided, such salaries are not inconsistent with the pre- 
vailing wage scale for the same type of work, such salaries to be 
provided for in the annual county supply act; and 

(g) any other related duties as may be delegated to him by the 
board or the county legislative delegation. 


SECTION 4. Commissioners — elections — terms — vacancies 
—districts—Commencing January 1, 1961, the terms of the com- 
missioners shall be for two years and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. The first commissioners, under the provisions 
of this act, shall be elected in the general election to be held in 1960. 
Any vacancies shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the county legislative delegation, 
for the unexpired portion of such terms. One commissioner who 
shall be a qualified elector of the district he represents, shall be 
elected from each of the following districts by the qualified electors 
of such district and any vacancy shall be filled by appointment of 
a person from the district where such vacancy exists: 

District No. 1 shall consist of Keowee and White Water, the 
commissioner of such district to be elected by the qualified electors 
of the following precincts: Cheohee, Flat Shoals, Jocassee, Keowee, 
Little River, Oconee Creek, Salem and Tamassee. 

District No. 2 shall consist of Tugaloo and Pulaski Townships, 
and Chattoga, the commissioner of such district to be elected by the 
qualified electors of the following precincts: Belmont, Bethlehem, 
Chaugua, Damascus, Double Springs, Holly Springs, Long Creek, 
New Madison, Oak Grove, Oconee Mills, Old Madison, Retreat, 
Tabor, Tugaloo Academy, Village Creek and Westminster. 

‘District No. 3 shall consist of Seneca Township, the commissioner 
of such district to be elected by the qualified electors of the follow- 
ing precincts: Corinth, Excelsior Mill, Friendship, Newry, Seneca, 
Shiloh, Stone Church and Utica. 

District No, 4 shall consist of Wagener Township, the commis- 
sioner of such district to be elected by the qualified electors of the 
following precincts: Chicopee, Ebenezer, Kenneth Hill, Picket Post, 
Richland, Walhalla and West Union. 

District No. 5 shall consist of Center Township, the commis- 
sioner of such district to be ele@ted by the qualified electors of the 
following precincts: Block, Earles Grove, Fair Play, Oakway, Prov- 
idence, Return, South Union and Tokeena. 
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SECTION 5. Meetings— powers and duties — quorum.—The 
county board of commissioners shall meet at Walhalla, on the first Fri- 
day in each month and oftener if necessary, to audit all claims against 
the county, to determine the work of the county and to formulate 
plans to carry out such work. Any such claims as may be approved 
by the board shall be signed by the supervisor. The board shall 
receive the financial reports of all county officers and coordinate as 
far as possible the work of such officers. It shall recommend to the 
legislative delegation such changes in the administration of the 
county government as it deems necessary and shall pass upon and 
determine all matters pertaining to the administration of the county 
government. Three commissioners shall be necessary to constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. 


SECTION 6. Paving and opening of new roads.—All paving of 
roads and the opening of new roads shall be specified by a majority 
of the board prior to the commencing of any such work, but no road 
shall be added to the county system without the approval of a 
majority of the county legislative delegation. The supervisor shall 
carry out all such specifications of the board within the limitations 
of the amount appropriated for such work. 


SECTION 7. Inspections by commissioners.—Each commissioner 
shall inspect the roads of his respective district and shall make rec- 
ommendations to the board for any work which he thinks is needed 
in his district and the supervisor shall carry out any such recom- 
mendations as may be approved by the board, and as may be pos- 
sible, with the amount of money appropriated for such purposes. 
The commissioners, at least once each month, shall inspect all prop- 
erty and equipment of the county. 


SECTION 8. Purchases.—The equipment for use of the county 
shall be purchased or sold only upon approval of a majority of the 
board, but the supervisor may make purchases not to exceed four 
hundred dollars without the approval of the board. 


SECTION 9. Surety bonds.—FEach commissioner and the super- 
visor shall file ‘a surety bond in the usual form conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his duties. The amount of the bond of each 
commissioner shall be five thousand dollars and the bond of the 
supervisor shall be in the amount of fifteen thousand dollars. 


SECTION 10. Commissioners not to sell supplies or furnish 
labor to county.—The commissioners shall not sell nor enter into

any contract to sell supplies to the county and shall not furnish labor 
for any of the county’s public works. 


SECTION 11. Supervisor may be removed for neglect of duty. 
—Consistent neglect by the supervisor or failure to maintain any 
county road, without the approval of the board, shall constitute 
‘cause for his removal, provided, the supervisor has been notified 
‘in writing by the boatd, that such road has been neglected, at least 
sixty days prior to action for his removal. 


SECTION 12. Board may farm county lands.—The board may, 
‘in its discretion, farm so much of the farm lands belonging to the 
‘county as in its judgment will prove profitable. Nothing shall be 
planted or raised upon such farm lands other than such things as may 
‘be needed and advantageously used by the county or an institution 
supported by it. In providing labor in the operation of such farm 
lands the board may use any of the county convicts. 


SECTION 13. Employment of clerk and other personnel.—The 
_ board, upon approval of the county supervisor, shall employ a clerk, 
and the board shall employ such other personnel as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 14. Salaries—The salary and compensation of the 
‘members of the board, the supervisor and the clerk, shall be pro- 
‘vided for in the annual county supply act. 


SECTION 15. Duties of board.—When any duty under the gen- 
eral provisions of law is to be performed by the county board of 
‘commissioners or other governing body of counties, and such duty 
‘is not specifically devolved under the terms of this act, such duty 
shall be devolved upon the board. 


SECTION 16. Audit of books—publication of.—The books of 
‘the county, including the school system, shall be audited annually 
‘at the end of each fiscal year by a certified public accountant. Such 
audit shall cover the records of all the county officials and the vari- 
ous county agencies. The auditor to conduct the audit shall be ap- 
pointed by a majority of the county legislative delegation at a com- 
pensation to be agreed upon by a majority of the delegation. Copies 
of the audit shall be published in at least two newspapers published 
within the county, and one copy shall be filed in the office of the clerk 
of court, which shall be deemed a public record and shall be avail- 
able to the public as other public records. 
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SECTION 17. Commissioners to set policies and supervisor to 
carry them out.—It is the intent of this act that the commissioners 
are to be a policy making and planning body only, and that the su- 
pervisor is to be charged with the sole responsibility of carrying out 
any such policies relating to the supervising of road work or any 
other related matters with which his office is charged. 


SECTION 18. Act not to affect terms of present board mem- 
bers.—Nothing in this act shall affect the terms of the present mem- 
bers of the board of commissioners. 


SECTION 19. Repeal—Act 559 of 1954, repealed.— Act No. 559 
of 1954, and all other acts or parts-of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 20. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act Creating The St. Andrew’s Parish Parks And Play- 
grounds Commission, And Prescribing Its Powers And Duties, 
And Repealing Sections 51-281 Through 51-284, Code Of Laws 
Of South Carolina, 1952. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


_ SECTION 1. St. Andrew’s Parish Parks and Playgrounds Com- 
mission created—area.—There is hereby created a commission to 
be known as the St. Andrew’s Parish Parks and Playgrounds Com- 
mission, whose territorial jurisdiction shall include that area west 
of the Ashley River in Charleston County, known as St. Andrew’s 
Parish. 


SECTION 2. Members—terms—officers.—The commission shall 
be composed of four members. The head coach of St. Andrew’s High 
School shall be a member ex officio. The other members shall reside 
in St. Andrew’s Parish and shall be commissioned by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Charleston County 
Legislative Delegation. These three members shall draw lots to 
determine the term of office they shall serve which shall be staggered 
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in one, two and three year terms, after which their successors shall 
be commissioned for regular terms of three years each. At the first 
‘meeting, after being commissioned, the members shall elect from 
among themselves one of its members as chairman and one to serve 
‘as secretary. 


SECTION 3. Powers and duties—The commission may do all 
acts or things necessary to a full enjoyment of the powers vested in 
it by this act. It may enter into contracts for matters and things 
germane to its purposes and may execute and deliver deeds of con- 
‘veyance of property acquired by it, provided, however, that no real 
estate transaction shall take place unless the same shall have been 
approved, in writing, by the majority of the Charleston County 
Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 4. Further.—The commission may lay out, create, de- 
velop and enlarge the system of parks and playgrounds for the use 
and benefit of the residents, inhabitants and institutions within its 
jurisdictional area. It shall have charge of all parks and playgrounds 
within the area of St. Andrew’s Parish. It may also supervise, regu- 
late, operate and manage any buildings within such area constructed 
by the Federal Government, or agencies thereof, and designed for 
recreational purposes. It may contract with the Federal Govern- 
‘ment, or its agencies, with respect to the management, maintenance 
and operation thereof. 


‘SECTION 5. Rules and regulations—penalties—The commis- 
‘sion may promulgate reasonable rules and regulations with respect 
‘to the use of such parks, playgrounds and recreational centers and 
‘the violation of any such regulation that has been approved by the 
governing body of Charleston County shall be a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of not exceeding ten dollars or imprisonment for not 
exceeding ten days or both. Such offenses shall be cognizable and 
triable by any magistrate whose jurisdiction extends to any part of 
‘the area within St. Andrew’s Parish. 


SECTION 6. Gifts and grants.—The commission may apply for 
and receive grants of any kind, that is, money or other assistance, 
from the Federal Government or its agencies. It may acquire by 
gift or otherwise real and personal property and hold, manage and 
‘operate such property. 


SECTION 7. Property exempt from taxation—Any and all 
property, whether real or personal, owned and held by the com- 
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mission within such area shall be exempt from all taxation by the 
State or any of its political subdivisions. 


SECTION 8. Tax levy.—For the purposes of carrying out the func- 
tions of St. Andrew’s Parish Parks and Playgrounds Commission, the 
county auditor shall annually levy and the county treasurer shall col- 
lect a tax of such number of mills on all taxable property in the parish 
as shall be fixed, determined and directed by a written resolution 
of the St. Andrew’s Parish Parks and Playgrounds Commission, 
duly transmitted to the county auditor, the proceeds of which shall 
be placed by the county treasurer to the credit of the St. Andrew’s 
Parish Parks and Playgrounds Commission, and paid out by him 
from time to time for the purposes and functions of the commission 
upon warrants executed by the chairman; provided, however, that 
no tax shall be levied by the auditor unless and until the resolution 
fixing, determining and directing the same shall have been approved, 
in writing, by the majority of the legislative delegation. For the 
purpose of considering the resolution, the commission shall furnish 
an itemized budget. 


SECTION 9. Repeal—Sections 51-281 through 51-284, 1952 
Code, repealed.—Sections 51-281, 51-282, 51-283 and 51-284, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, and all acts or parts of acts incen- 
sistent herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 10. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Require All Persons Or Agents Soliciting Member- 
ship In Organizations Among The Citizens Of Florence County 
To Obtain Permits Before Soliciting And To Provide A Penalty 
For The Violation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in Florence 
County to obtain permits.—Before any person, persons, firms or cor- 
porations shall solicit membership in Florence County for any organ- 
ization, union or society, of any sort which requires from its members 
the payment of membership fees, dues or is entitled to make assess- 
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ments against its members, in event that such person or persons, firm 
or corporation are salaried employees or officers of the organization 
for which membership is solicited, or receives a fee of any sort for 
such solicitation, such person, persons, firm or corporation shall 
obtain a permit, in writing, from the Florence County Governing 
Board to solicit members in such organization from among the citizens 
of the county. 


SECTION 2. Application for permits—The permit, provided for 
herein, shall be issued by the governing board upon application being 
made to them, in writing, by the person or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to solicit members in such organization. The application 
shall give the name and nature of such organization for which appli- 
cant desires to solicit members, whether such organization is incor- 
porated or unincorporated, the location of its principal office and place 
of business and the names of its officers, along with date of its organ- 
ization, and its assets and liabilities. Such application shall further 
contain the age and residence of applicant including places of residence 
of applicant for the past ten years, as well as business or profes- 
sion in which such applicant has been engaged during such time 
and shall furnish at least three persons as references to applicant’s 
character. The application shall also furnish the information as to 
whether applicant is a salaried employee of the organization for 
which he is soliciting members, and what compensation, if any, he 
receives for obtaining members. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by. the applicant on forms provided by the governing board and the 
permit issued thereunder shall be kept on the person of the applicant 
at all times while engaged in the solicitation of membership, and shall 
be effective from the date specified therein for a period of sixty days 
thence ensuing, after which time the same must be renewed if so de- 
sired by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. Permits may be revoked or denied.—The govern- 
ing board shall have the power to revoke any permit upon the show- 
ing of false statements made by the applicant in obtaining such per- 
mit or for any other good and sufficient cause found by the govern- 
ing board to exist. The board shall have power to refuse to issue any 
permit for any just reason and for the peace and good order of the 
citizens of Florence County. 


SECTION 5. Penalties.—Any person, persons, firm or corporation 
within the purview of this act, who shall solicit members for any or- 
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ganization from among citizens or persons within the County of 
Florence without first obtaining a permit as provided herein, or who 
shall knowingly give false information in any application for a per- 
mit as required herein shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction therefor shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than ninety days, 
or both, in the discretion of the court. Each instance of solicitation 
without the required permit shall be considered a separate offense. 


SECTION 6. Residential qualifications—No person shall be 
issued a permit under the provisions of this act unless such person 
has been a resident of Florence County for at least one year imme- 
diately prior to the filing of his application for a permit. 


SECTION 7. Repeal—dAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Appointment Of A Governing 
Body For Whitten Village And To Prescribe Its Powers And 
Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Whitten Village to have board of trustees—mem- 
bers—terms.—There is hereby created a board of trustees for 
Whitten Village, in Laurens County, which shall be composed of 
five members who shall be appointed by the Governor from the 
State at large for terms of four years, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. The trustees shall serve until their succes- 
sors shall have been appointed and qualify. Any member of the 
board may be removed by the Governor for cause. 


SECTION 2. Terms—vacancies.—The terms of the trustees first 
appointed shall be staggered so that three shall serve for terms of 
four years and two for terms of three years, after which all terms 
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shall be for four years. Any vacancy on the board shall be filled as 
for the original appointment for the unexpired portion of the term. 


SECTION 3. Compensation—meetings.—The board of trustees 
shall receive no compensation for its services, but the members shall 
be allowed a per diem of ten dollars and mileage at the rate of seven 
cents per mile while in the performance of the duties for which ap- 
pointed, and such expenses shall be paid on warrants signed by the 
superintendent drawn against the annual appropriation for the in- 
stitution. The board of trustees shall meet not less than once during 
each quarter. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties.—The board of trustees is vested 
with the supervision and control of the property and affairs and gov- 
ernment of Whitten Village, with power to regulate salaries of of- 
ficers and other employees, to establish regulations for the admission 
of applicants therein, and to prescribe such rules, regulations and by- 
laws as shall be necessary for the efficient management thereof. 


SECTION 5. Officers—meetings—The board of trustees shall 
meet at the institution as soon as practicable after appointment and 
shall organize itself by electing one of its members as chairman, and 
shall meet thereafter at the institution at such times as the chairman 
of the board or a majority thereof shall direct. The superintendent 
shall act as secretary, ex officio, to the board, or shall appoint a suit- 
able person so to act. 


SECTION 6. Superintendent.—The board of trustees shall elect 
a superintendent of Whitten Village who shall be the immediate ex- 
ecutive head of the institution. He shall be responsible to the board 
of trustees and shall be the official medium of communication be- 
tween the board and other employees of the institution. 


SECTION 7. Purpose of Whitten Village—definition of ‘“men- 
tally defective persons”.—(a) Whitten Village shall be maintained 
for the care and training of white persons who are mentally deficient 
and other white persons under eighteen years of age who may be ad- 
mitted upon the approval of the board of trustees for the purpose 
of examination, adjustment, treatment or training, and such per- 
sons shall be admitted to the benefits of the institution as determined 
by the board, and within the limitations of facilities available. 

(b) For the purposes of this act a mentally defective or men- 
tally deficient person is a person whose mental abilities have been 
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defective or arrested before birth or at birth, or whose mental de- 
velopment has been arrested by disease or physical injury occurring 
at an early age, in either case to such an extent that he lacks suf- 
ficient control, judgment and discretion to manage himself or his 
affairs or who by reason of this deficiency, for his own welfare or 
the welfare of others, or of the community, requires training, su- 
pervision, guidance, care, or control. 


SECTION 8. Duties and powers of superintendent.—The su- 
perintendent, acting with such discretionary power as may be given 
him by the board of trustees may organize the Village into depart- 
ments for efficient management, including a clinic to provide medical 
and psychological examinations for all residents therein and for 
any children or young people presented at the Village for such 
special services. 


SECTION 9. Voluntary admission.—Subject to the availability 
of suitable accommodations and if in the judgment of the trustees 
the person is a proper subject for voluntary admission to Whitten 
Village, the superintendent shall admit for observation, diagnosis, 
training, care and treatment any person who is mentally defective, 
if his parents, parent with custody, county governing body, lawful 
custodian or legal guardian applies therefor on his behalf. 


SECTION 10. Expenses of applicants.—The whole or part of the 
expenses of the several applicants shall be paid, according to the 
opinion which the trustees may form as to the pecuniary ability of 
the applicants, their parents or guardians. All funds collected for 
such expenses shall be remitted to the State Treasurer on the first 
of each calendar month. 


SECTION 11. Involuntary admission — procedure for. — (a) 
Proceedings for the involuntary admission of any person to Whit- 
ten Village may be commenced by the filing of a written application 
with the probate court or any other court having jurisdiction by any 
friend, relative, guardian or the superintendent of any public or pri- 
vate institution in which such individual may be. The application 
shall be accompanied by a certificate of a licensed physician stating 
that he has examined the person and is of the opinion that he is 
mentally defective, or is otherwise a proper person to be admitted 
to Whitten Village, and should be admitted, or a written statement 
that the person has refused to submit to an examination by a li- 

censed physician. . 
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(b) Upon receipt of an application the court shall give notice 
thereof to the person for whom the application is made, to his legal 
guardian, if any, and to his parents or nearest known other relative 
or friend. If, however, the court has reason to believe that notice 
would be likely to be injurious to the person, notice to him may be 
omitted. 

(c) As soon as practicable after notice of the commencement of 
the proceedings is given or it is determined that notice should be 
omitted, the court shall appoint two designated examiners to ex- 
amine the person and report to the court their findings as to his 
mental condition and his need for custody, care, training or treat- 
ment in Whitten Village. 

(d) If the report of the examiners is to the effect that they are 
of the opinion the person is mentally defective, or is otherwise a 
proper person to be admitted, the court shall forthwith fix a date 
for and give notice of a hearing, if a hearing is requested, to be held 
without a jury not less than ten nor more than fifteen days from 
receipt of the report. If the report of the examiners is to the effect 
that they are of the opinion that the person is not mentally defective, 
or is not otherwise a proper person to be admitted to Whitten Village, 
the court shall terminate the proceedings and dismiss the application. 

(e) If a hearing is requested, all persons to whom notice is re- 
quired to be given may appear in person or by an attorney at the 
hearing, testify, and present and cross-examine witnesses, and the 
court may receive the testimony of any other person. The person 
for whom the application is made shall not be required to be pres- 
ent, and the court may exclude all persons not necessary for the 
conduct of the proceedings. The hearing shall be conducted in as 
informal a manner as-may be consistent with orderly procedure and 
in a physical setting not likely to have a harmful effect on the mental 
health of the person. The court shall receive all relevant and material 
evidence which may be offered, including evidence of the want of 
proper supervision, control, care or support and of any other con- 
dition making it unsafe or dangerous to the welfare of the community: 
or the welfare of the person for whom the application is made to be 
at large without supervision, control and care. 

(f) If, upon completion of the hearing and consideration of the 
record, or, if no hearing be requested, upon the filing of the report. 
of the examiners, the court finds that the person for whom the ap- 
plication is made is mentally defective, or is otherwise a proper 
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person to be admitted to Whitten Village, and (1) is in need of 
custody, care, training or treatment in a training school and because 
of this condition lacks sufficient insight or capacity to make re- 
sponsible decisions with respect to his admittance to Whitten Vil- 
lage, or (2) because of his condition is likely to injure himself or 
others or is dangerous to the welfare of the community, it shall 
order his admittance to Whitten Village; otherwise, it shall dis- 
miss the proceeding. No such order, however, shall be issued, ad- 
mitting any person to Whitten Village, or be binding upon the trus- 
tees until they, having been notified by the court of its findings, 
shall inform the court that suitable accommodations for the custody, 
care, training or treatment of the person are available at Whitten 
Village. 

(g) The petitioner or any other interested person standing within 
the family relationship of the person for whom the application is 
made may appeal from the order of the probate court, or any other 
court subordinate to the court of common pleas, to the court of 
common pleas of the county, and a trial shall be had de novo with 
a jury in the same manner as civil actions are tried. 


SECTION 12. Discharges.—No person admitted to Whitten Vil- 
lage under Sections 9 or 11 of this act shall be discharged without 
the approval of the trustees or, by its designation, without approval 
of the superintendent, except upon an order of a judge of the Su- 
preme Court or a circuit court of this State, having jurisdiction, ren- 
dered in a proceeding in the nature of an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 


SECTION 13. Leaves of absence.—(a) The Trustees of Whitten 
Village may permit any persons to leave Whitten Village on leaves 
of absence for such lengths of time and on such conditions as may be 
determined, and may from time to time extend the period of such 
leaves or change the conditions upon which they are granted. The 
trustees, acting through the superintendent, shall cause an investi- 
gation to be made prior to the granting of any such leave as to the 
home or place into which such persons may go and of all other con- 
ditions and circumstances which may affect the welfare of the per- 
sons to whom the leave may be granted. The trustees shall have the 
power to revoke any leave of absence so granted and to return any 
person to the institution at any time for any cause, in its SIRE ent: 
deemed wise. 
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(b) The trustees may issue an order for the immediate recon- 
finement of any person who may leave without permission or who 
may be on leave of absence, then revoked, from Whitten Village 
and this order, when endorsed by a judge of the probate court of 
the county in which the person is resident or present, shall au- 
thorize any police officer, preferably in civilian clothes, to take the 
person into custody and transport him to Whitten Village. Any per- 
son who shall harbor or otherwise interfere with the superintendent 
in the return of any such person who may have left Whitten Village 
without permission, or who may fail to return or be returned after 
revocation of any leave of absence, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not to exceed one hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or both, in 
the discretion of the court, for each separate offense. 


SECTION 14. Appropriation—report.—The board of trustees 
shall draw upon the annual appropriation act of the General As- 
sembly for Whitten Village for the support and maintenance of 
the institution, and shall report annually to the General Assembly 
giving a full history of the institution during the past year. 


SECTION 15. Act 836 of 1952 not to apply to Whitten Village. 
—The provisions of Act No. 836 of 1952 shall not be construed as 
applying to Whitten Village. 

SECTION 16. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 17. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Prohibits The Burning Of Brushlands Or Grasslands In Colleton 
County Uniess Certain Conditions Are Met, So As To Extend 
The Period Of Notification Of The Setting Of Such Fires To 
July First Of Each Year. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 713 of 1954, amended—unlawful 
to start certain fires in Colleton County—conditions—State For- | 
ester.—Section 1 of Act No. 713 of the Acts of 1954, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any landowner, lessee, or any 
employees of such owners or lessees to start, or cause to be started, 
any fire in any woodlands, brushlands, grasslands, ditchbanks, hedge- 
rows, or in any debris, leaves, or other inflammable material ad- 
jacent thereto, in Colleton County, between the fifteenth day of 
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October and the first day of July, inclusive, without giving notice 
at least one hour prior to the time of starting such fire, to the 
State Forester, or his duly authorized representatives, or other person 
designated as such representative by. the State Forester. Such notice 
Shall contain all information required by the State Forester or his 
representative. No charges shall be made for receiving such notice. 
Any employee of a landowner, a lessee of any land, or an employee 
of any lessee of land, prior to giving such notice of starting fire in 
such above mentioned areas or inflammable material, must have the 
authorization from the owner to conduct such burning. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to conduct such burning unless he previously 
shall have carefully cleared around the area or material to be 
burned and shall have taken all reasonable care and precaution to 
prevent the spread of such fire to areas or materials other than that 
of which notice has been given. The provisions of this act shall not 
apply to fires which may be started within the corporate limits of 
any town or city in the State, nor to fires started on rights of way 
of railroads by their duly authorized employees to remove fire 
hazards, unless the State Forester, or his representative, after in- 
vestigation shall notify such railroad or State and county road officials 
that their practices are disapproved on account of failure to exercise 
proper safeguards against the spread of fire. The State Forester, 
or his authorized representative, may, at any time when deemed neces- 
sary in the interest of public safety, direct that such fires along rail- 
road rights of way be not started.”

“Section 65-3421. In Cherokee County boards of tax assessors 
shall be appointed for each of the following former school districts, 
or parts thereof, as they were constituted prior to their consolidation 
into the present Consolidated School District No. 1:

6; Holly Grove No. 8; that portion of Blacksburg No. 9 which is

Practice Of Architecture In The State, So As To Increase The 
Age Requirements, To Increase The Annual Fee Required, To 
Further Provide For The Practice Of Architecture In The State, 
And To Provide Penalties For Violations. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 56-55, 1952 Code, amended—qualifications 
and examinations of applicants to practice architecture.—Sec- 
tion 56-55, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, relating to quali- 
fications and examinations of applicants to practice architecture, is 
ainended to read as follows: 

“Section 56-55. The Board shall, at each annual meeting and 
at such other times as it may deem necessary, examine all appli- 
cants for admission to practice architecture. These examinations 
shall consist of a rigid inquiry into the age, record, character, edu- 
cation, experience, knowledge, attainments and qualifications of the 
applicant and may, in the discretion of the Board, take the form of 
written, drawing or oral tests or an examination of buildings erected 
by the applicant or photographs, drawings and specifications of such. 
The minimum qualifications for registration shall be as follows: 

(1) Age, twenty-five years ; 

(2) Education, the completion of a standard fourteen-unit high. 
school course or the equivalent thereof and subsequent thereto such 
courses in mathematics, natural science, history and language as 
the Board may from time to time prescribe; 

(3) Experience, five years in the employ of a registered prac- 
ticing architect, covering drafting, design, computing, estimating, 
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specifications and supervision; but full graduation from a school of 
architecture, the standard of which is satisfactory to the Board, shall 
be regarded as equivalent to said five years’ experience ; and 

(4) Attainments, a sound working knowledge of architectural de- 
sign, planning, materials, construction, sanitation, mechanical equip-- 
ment, costs, business administration, building law and professional 
practice and ethics. 

Any person who is shown upon examination to meet these re- 
quirements to the reasonable satisfaction of the Board and to be of 
good moral character and trustworthy shall be entitled to a certifi-: 
cate of registration.” 


SECTION 2. Section 56-58, 1952 Code, amended—annual fee. 
for architects.—Section 56-58, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, prescribing the annual fee for practicing architecture, is. 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 56-58. Every architect continuing to practice in this. 
State shall on or before the first day of July in each year pay to the 
Board a fee not to exceed twenty-five dollars as determined by the 
Board, and upon failure to do so shall have his certificate to prac- 
tice revoked. Such certificate may, however, be renewed at any time 
within one year upon payment of the fee and a fine of ten dollars.” 


SECTION 3. Section 56-61, 1952 Code, amended—suspension. 
or revocation of certificate to practice architecture.—Section 56- 
61, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, providing for the sus- 
pension or revocation of architect certificates, is amended to read as. 
follows: 

“Section 56-61. The Board may suspend for a period or revoke: 
the certificate of admission to practice and forbid further practice 
by any architect who is found guilty by the Board, after a fair and 
impartial trial, of any dishonest practice, unprofessional conduct or 
incompetence. For the purpose of such fair and impartial trial, the 
Board may subpoena and examine witnesses under oath, as to the 
facts of the case. Any architect against whom charges are preferred 
shall have not less than sixty days’ notice before the trial of his 
case and shall have the right (a) to have witnesses subpoenaed in 
his behalf and (b) of being heard in person and by counsel. Any 
such trial shall be open to the public. Any architect convicted before 
the Board may appeal to the court of common pleas of the county 
in which the trial was held.” 
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SECTION 4. Section 56-62, 1952 Code, amended—penalties for 
practicing architecture without a certificate—Section 56-62, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, providing a penalty for the 
practice of architecture without a certificate, is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 56-62. It shall be a misdemeanor punishable as provided 
by law for any person to practice architecture in this State or to use 
the title ‘architect’ or to use or display any title, sign, word, card, 
advertisement, or other device or method to indicate that such per- 
son practices or offers to practice architecture or is an architect,.

tition. The court may enforce the injunction by punishment for 
contempt, and by such other process as is permitted to circuit courts, 
and shall make such other orders as its discretion and the rules. 
shall require. Such injunction may be limited in time, perpetual or 
conditional, as may be necessary and proper to the enforcement of 
this chapter, or the lawful rules, regulations or orders of the Board,.

Licenses To Nonresidents; to Provide For The Disposition Of

SECTION 1. Temporary fishing licenses for nonresidents—fee 
—proceeds.—In lieu of obtaining regular annual nonresident fish- 
ing license now provided for by law, a nonresident of this State 
may procure a temporary nonresident license for the purpose of 
fishing for game fish or other fish in South Carolina. The fee for 
such license shall be two dollars and ten cents. Of this amount ten 
cents shall be retained by the agent selling a license and two dollars 
shall be remitted by such agent to the Division of Game of the 
South Carolina Wildlife Resources Department and by it deposited 
in the State Treasury in the Game Protection Fund. The Director 
of the Division of Game shall, at the end of each calendar year, 
credit the Santee-Cooper funds with an amount equal to the sum 
collected during the calendar year 1956 from the temporary license 
now in effect for these waters. Provided, however, that should there 
be a general decline in. revenue from all sources of the Division 
of Game, the amount credited may be reduced by the same per cent 
of such decline. 


SECTION 2. Valid for, three days.—Such temporary license shall 
authorize the licensee thereof to fish in any of the waters of this 
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State for a period of three specified consecutive days, in accordance 
with other rules and regulations provided by law, and such license 
shall be valid for the period so specified. 


SECTION 3. Unlawful to fish without license.—It shall be un- 
lawful for any nonresident of this State to fish in the fresh waters 
within the State without having first procured the license herein 
provided for or the regular nonresident fishing license otherwise 
provided for by law. 


Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days.

SECTION 1. Counties containing State forest lands to receive 
certain monies.—The State Treasurer shall pay to any county con- 
taining State forest lands an amount equal to twenty-five per cent of 
the gross proceeds received by the State of South Carolina in each 
fiscal year from the sale of timber, pulpwood, poles, gravel, land 
rentals and other privileges on such State forest lands in any such 
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county; Provided, that this provision shall apply to all State forest 
lands managed or operated by the South Carolina Forestry Commis- 
sion whether the same be owned in fee by the State of South Caro- 
_lina or Jeased from the United States of America; Provided, further, 
that this provision shall not apply to State Parks. .

Camden-Kershaw County Rescue Squad estab- 
lished.—There is hereby established the Camden-Kershaw Coun- 
ty Rescue Squad to consist of the present membership of the

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names of the members to be filed in the office of the Clerk of Court 
of Kershaw County. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties—elect officers.—The Squad shall 
have the authority to elect officers and directors who shall determine 
the requirements of membership and shall have the right to prescribe 
the duties and responsibilities.of the Squad not inconsistent with the 
provisions herein.

SECTION 1. Florence County Higher Education Commission 
created—members—terms—officers—meetings.—There is hereby 
created the Florence County Higher Education Commission. The 
commission shall be composed of five members who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Sen- 
ator and a majority of the members of the House of Representa- 


’ 
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tives from Florence County. The members of the commission shall 
serve for a term of two years or until their successors have been 
appointed and qualified; provided, however, the first term of three 
of such members shall be for a period of only one year. After the 
appointment of all five members to the commission, it shall meet 
and elect a chairman and a secretary from among its member- 
ship, and organize further as it may desire. The County Super- 
intendent of Education of Florence County and the superinten- 
dents of each of the four school districts in Florence County shall 
serve as ex officio members of the commission. Notice of all meet- 
ings of the commission shall be given to such ex officio members 
with an invitation to attend. The meetings of the commission shall 
be held in the office of the county superintendent of education. The 
commission may meet at such times as it may deem necessary, such 
meetings to be called by the chairman, or upon the written request 
of at least three of its members. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties—The commission, upon the ap- 
proval of a majority of its members, may enter into contracts with the 
University of South Carolina, upon such terms and conditions as may 
be mutually acceptable to the commission and the University, for the 
establishment and operation of a University of South Carolina Exten- 
sion Center at Florence, South Carolina. The County of Florence, 
however, shall not be bound or held liable by any act of omission or 
commission of the Higher Education Commission, or by any provision 
of a contract expressed or implied made by the commission except as 
follows: (A) The commission may obligate itself for the expenditure 
of a sum for the purposes of this act in an amount not to exceed that 
which is appropriated by the Florence County Legislative Delegation. 
(B) The commission may bind itself for the furnishing of suitable 
facilities and accommodations, for the extension center, when by 
written prior agreement, it has obtained permission for the furnishing 
thereof from the authority, agency or board having control of such 
accommodations. The commission is authorized to accept such gifts 
as may be appropriate to carry out the provisions of this act. The 
commission shall select and appoint a group of not less than fifteen 
interested persons from Florence County and the surrounding area, 
who shall be known as the University of South Carolina Extension 
Center Committee, who may act in an advisory capacity to the com- 
mission. The commission shall submit a written report to the Flor- 
ence County Legislative Delegation at least once a year in which it 
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must show an accounting of all funds under the control of the com- 
mission, 


SECTION 38. Appropriation—tax levy.—For the fiscal year 1957- 
58, the sum of twenty thousand dollars is hereby appropriated to the 
Florence County Higher Education Commission for the purposes 
herein mentioned ; provided, that only so much of these funds as may 
be required for the carrying out of such purposes be used, the re- 
mainder of such funds as are not used by July 1, 1958, shall revert 
to the general funds of Florence County. The Audtior of Florence 
County shall levy and the Treasurer shall collect one mill upon all 
taxable property within the county, in order to provide the funds 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act.

An Act Providing For A Tax Lien Upon Properties Within A 
' Muncipality Of Less Than One Thousand Inhabitants.

SECTION 1. Delinquent taxes to constitute liens in certain mu- 
nicipalities.—Any council of a town of less than one thousand in- 
habitants may provide for the payment of a penalty not exceeding 
fifteen per cent of the taxes so levied for nonpayment of such taxes 
when due, payable when the taxes become delinqunt. The taxes so 
levied and also the penalties shall constitute a lien upon the property 
upon which the tax is levied until paid, paramount to all other liens 
except the lien for county and State taxes. For the purpose of col- 
lecting such taxes and penalties the council may enforce payment 
against the property of defaulters to the same extent, and sub- 
stantially in the same manner, as is provided by law for the col- 
lection of State and county taxes and penalties, except that ex- 
ecutions to enforce the payment of the taxes and penalties shall 
be issued under the seal of the corporation by the clerk thereof and 
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directed to the chief of police or any other officer designated by 
the city or town council for that purpose and except, further, that 
all sales under and by virtue of any such execution shall take place 
in front of the city or town hall or other public place designated ‘by 
ordinance in such city or town. 

No city containing less than.one thousand inhabitants may by 
ordinance extend the lien herein provided for a longer term than 
three years after the tax shall have become due and payable.

When a municipality shall have designated a 
county planning board as the official planning board of such munici- 
pality, and such designation shall have been accepted, as provided 
for in this article, then the governing body of such municipality 
shall have all the same powers and duties within the municipality 
with respect to the adoption and enforcement of all planning meas- 
ures, subdivision regulations and other regulations, as the same are 
defined and outlined for the governing body of the county in this 
article.”

lina, 1952, is amended by adding a section, to be Section 56-1502.1, 
which shall read as follows: 

“Section 56-1502.1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 56- 
1502, in every city with a population of over eighty-six thousand, 
according to the latest official United States Census, there shall be 
a board of plumbing examiners consisting of five members, two of 
whom shall be master plumbers with at least four years’ experience, 
one journeyman plumber with at least four years’ experience, and 
two other members. The members of such board shall be appointed 
by the mayor of the city for terms of four years and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualify; except, that of the members first 
appointed, one shall be appointed for a term of one year, one for 
a term of two years, one for a term of three years and two for terms 
of four years or until their successors are appointed and qualify. In 
the event of a vacancy on the board, such vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment of the mayor and such appointee shall hold office for 
the unexpired term of his predecessor and until his successor is 
appointed and qualifies. All other provisions of this Article shall 
apply to any such city.” 


SECTION 2. Terms of present members.—The terms of office of 
the present board of plumbing examiners functioning in any city with

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Adjutant General may acquire land near Congaree 
Air Base—The Adjutant and Inspector General of South Caro- 
lina may purchase or condemn that portion of land situate on the 
south side of the northwest-southeast runway of Congaree Air Base 
in Richland County. Such lands are owned by Scarborough, Wes- 
ton, Tilley and others, consisting of ninety acres more or less. 


SECTION 2. Highway Department may abandon road near 
Congaree Air Base.—The South Carolina Highway Department may 
abandon the road which runs across the land of Scarborough, Wes- 
ton, Tilley and others which is situate on the south side of the 
northwest- southeast runway at Congaree Air Base and may relocate 
such road.

An Act To Create An Industrial And Agricultural Develop- 
ment Board For Marlboro County And To Provide For Its 
Membership, Powers And Duties. 


Whereas, Marlboro County has many advantages to offer in the 
expansion of.agriculture, industry and commerce; and 


Whereas, it is the desire of all citizens of the county to bring 
about further agricultural, industrial and commercial development of 
the county. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Marlboro County Industrial and Agricultural De- 
velopment Board created—members—terms—vacancies.—There 
is hereby created a board for Marlboro County to be known as 
“The Marlboro County Industrial! and Agricultural Develop- 
ment Board”, which shall be composed of nine members to be 
appointed by a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Mar!- 
boro County. The County Legislative Delegation and the mayors of 

each incorporated municipality shall be ex officio members of the 
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board. Their terms of office shall be for two years and until their 
successors are appointed and qualify. Any vacancy existing in the 
membership of the board shall be filled for the unexpired portion 
of the term by appointment in the same manner as the original 
term. All appointments by the County Legislative Delegation to 
membership on this board shall be transmitted to the Clerk of Court 
of Marlboro County, who shall properly record such appointments 
on the permanent records in his office. 


SECTION 2. Purpose—duties.—The board is created for the pur- 
pose of promoting the agricultural, industrial and commercial expan- 
sion and development in Marlboro County. The board shall give due 
consideration to the discovery, conservation and advertisement of the 
natural and physical resources of Marlboro County. It shall promote 
and encourage industrial development, commercial enterprises, and 
the production of agricultural products most suited to the soils and 
climate of Marlboro County. It shall assist in insuring stabilization 
in employment so as to increase the opportunities and employment of 
the citizens of the county, and to devise ways and means to raise 
the living standards of all of the people. 


SECTION 3. Officers — meetings — compensation. — The board 
shall elect one of its members as chairman and shall appoint a secre- 
tary-treasurer, who may or may not be a member of the board. 
Meetings of the board shall be held at the call of the chairman and 
at such other times as the board may determine. The board shall 
serve without pay but may provide for the reimbursement of the 
members for actual expenses incurred in attending meetings and other 
necessary expenses incurred in connection with business for the 
board, upon approval of the County Legislative Delegation. The 
board shall keep minutes of its proceedings and shall make records 
of all official actions, which minutes and records shail be available for 
inspection by the Marlboro County Legislative Delegation at ‘all 
times. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties.—The board, in carrying out the 
purposes of this ‘act, shall have power to employ personnel, enter 
into contracts and other necessary powers incident to the purpose of 
this act. The board may accept gifts and grants of money from either 
private or public sources to be used in the promotion of this program 
and all monies shall be accounted for in the same manner as funds 
appropriated by Marlboro County. 
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SECTION 5. Cooperate with other agencies.—For the purpose of 
carrying out the ‘provisions of this act the board is authorized to co- 
operate with the State Development Board, all towns, chambers of 
commerce, business leagues, civic clubs and other similar organiza- 
tions in Marlboro County and all other agencies and organizations 
within and without the county which the board may desire to co- 
operate with in the furtherance of the development and advertise- 
ment of Marlboro County.

Rural firemen of Williamsburg County—direct 
and control traffic—enforce fire laws.—All members of rural fire 
departments of Williamsburg County are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to direct and control traffic at the scene of any fire in the 
rural areas of Williamsburg County, and to enforce the laws of this 
State relating to the following of fire apparatus, the crossing of fire 
hose, and interfering with firemen in the discharge of their duties 
in connection with a fire; in a like manner as now provided for the 
enforcement of such laws by peace officers. 


SECTION 2. Investigate fires and arrest suspects.—In addition, 
all members of rural fire departments in Williamsburg County shall 
have full authority to investigate the origin of fires in the rural areas 
of Williamsburg County and to arrest any person found at the scene 
or near a fire in the rural areas, when it is suspected that such per- 
son has set or caused to be set fire to any dwelling house or building; 
provided, however, that such person so arrested shall be forthwith 
delivered to the custody of the Sheriff of Williamsburg County. 
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SECTION 3. Emergency vehicles.—Vehicles of rural fire depart- 
ments and vehicles of individual members of rural fire departments, 
in Williamsburg County, while traveling to fires, are hereby desig- 
nated and shall be deemed emergency vehicles. 


SECTION 4. Penalties—It is hereby declared to be unlawful to 
interfere with a member of a rural fire department in the discharge

An Act To Amend Section 32-1211, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To Water Pollution In Greenville Coun- 
ty, So As To Prohibit Dumping Of Refuse In Certain Areas. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 32-1211, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful 
to pollute certain water in Greenville County.—Section 32-1211, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 32-1211. It shall be unlawful for any person: 

(1) To trespass upon, defile, corrupt or make impure any well, 
spring, drain, branch,’ brook, creek or other source of public water 
supply of the city of Greenville by depositing human or animal 
excreta in any of the sources for such public water supply or on. 
the: watershed thereof; 

(2) To camp, hunt, fish, wade, bathe or wash the person or any 
garment or other thing in such source or sources or upon any part. 
of such watershed; 

(3) To deposit or allow to remain the body of a dead bird or 
animal in such sources or on such watershed or pasture any pigs 
or hogs on such watershed; or 

(4) To dump or cause to be dumped along any highway with- 
in the limits of the watershed of the North Saluda River in Green- 
ville County any refuse, garbage or trash.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

SECTION 1. Section 32-1213, 1952 Code, amended—City of 
Greenville to post notices of no trespassing near certain waters 
—penalties.—Section 32-1213, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 32-1213. The posting by the City of Greenville or the 
commissioners of public works of said city in conspicuous places at 
points around the outer boundary lines of such source or watershed 
at intervals of approximately one-fourth of a mile of notices that 
hunting, fishing, camping, trespassing, injuring the plant in any 
manner or contaminating the watershed in any manner is prohibited 
shall be sufficient notice to all persons. Any person violating any 
provision of this article shall, upon conviction, for the first offense 
be fined not less than seventy-five dollars or imprisoned for not 
exceeding thirty days; for the second offense be fined one hundred 
dollars or imprisoned for three months, either or both, and for the 
third or any subsequent offense be imprisoned at hard labor for six 
months.”

An Act Requiring A License Before Engaging In The Busi- 
ness Of The Cleaning Of Septic Tanks, Painting Of Roofs Or 
Applying Of Sidings To Buildings In Jasper County, And To 
Provide A Penalty For Violations.

SECTION 1. Jasper County—persons cleaning septic tanks, 
painting roofs or applying sidings to secure licenses.—In Jasper 
County it shall be unlawful for any person engaged in the business 
of the cleaning of septic tanks, painting of roofs, or applying of sid- 
ings to buildings to perform such services without first securing from 
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the Clerk of Court of Jasper County a license for which shall be 
paid, annually, the sum fixed by the governing body of the county. 
The provisions of this act shall not apply to residents of the county 
where such services are performed or to any person licensed by 
a municipality within the county in which such services are per- 
formed. : 


SECTION 2. Penalties——Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars or im- 
prisoned for not more than one year, in the discretion of the pre- 
siding judge.

An Act To Authorize The Supervisor Of Bamberg County To 
Work Any Able-Bodied Male Prisoner And To Authorize Him 
To Work Any Prisoner Awaiting Trial Under Certain Condi- 
tions.

SECTION 1. Bamberg County may work prisoners on roads. 
—tThe Supervisor of Bamberg County may work any able-bodied 
male person sentenced to a term of imprisonment in the county jail 
or on the county chain gang at such labor as he is able to perform 
on the public roads of the county whenever in his judgment it is 
feasible and practicable to do so under such guard as he may deem 
sufficient. 


SECTION 2. Persons awaiting trial in Bamberg County may 
serve on chaingang.—Whenever any person is duly committed to the 
Bamberg County jail in default of bond, is awaiting trial, intends to 
plead guilty at the term of court next ensuing and desires to enter 
service upon the public roads of the county, such person may indicate 
such desire by filing with the clerk of the court a written statement 
to that effect and thereupon the Supervisor of Bamberg County 
may cause such person to be taken from the jail and worked upon 
the chain gang. Should any person be confined in the county jail 
upon any charge or held for any reason and be unable to give 
recognizance for his appearance and, not intending to plead guilty, 
desire to work upon the chain gang and receive remuneration pro- 
vided for in Section 55-503, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
he shall be permitted to do so. 


SECTION 3. Certain persons serving on chaingangs to be re- 
turned to jail—The Supervisor of Bamberg County shall have any 
such person returned to the county jail at least two days before 
the convening of the term of court at which he expects to enter a 
plea of guilty or is to be tried and shall at the same time certify 
to the clerk of the court of general sessions the length of time served 
by any such person. Upon the request of any such person voluntarily 
serving to be relieved of such service and returned to the county jail, 
the supervisor shall forthwith return such person to the county jail.

corded thereafter at the end of each succeeding ten-year period. The 
condensed index shall be alphabetically and lexicographically ar- 
ranged and compiled, shall include only such judgments which are 
unsatisfied of record at the time such index is prepared, shall be 
the official judgment book, and shall constitute notice of judgment 
lien. 


SECTION 2. Omitted judgments may be restored.—Any judg- 
ment erroneously omitted from the compilation may be restored by

An Act Creating The Board Of Directors For The Children’s 
Bureau Of South Carolina; And To Prescribe Their Terms Of 
Office, Powers And Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Children’s Bureau to have Board of Directors— 
members—appointments—terms.—There is hereby created a Board 
of Directors for the Children’s Bureau of South Carolina to be com- 
posed of a member from each Congressional District. The Governor 
of the State of South Carolina shall also serve as an ex-officio mem- 
ber of said Board. The members of said Board shall be appointed 
by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate, and shall 
receive per diem at the rate of ten dollars and mileage at the rate of 
seven cents a mile while engaged in the work of the Board. Members 
shall hold office for a term of four years, except that of the six 
members first appointed, one shall be appointed for a term of four 
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years, one for a term of three years, two for a term of two years 
and two for a term of one year. ; 


SECTION 2. Directors to set policies—The Board of Directors 
shall prescribe such policies and administrative duties as are neces- 
sary for the proper governing of the Children’s Bureau pursuant to 
the laws applicable thereto. 


SECTION 3. Employ supervisor and other personnel.—The 
Board of Directors shall employ and hire a Supervisor of the Bureau, 
who shall be paid for her services, in addition to necessary traveling 
expenses, an annual salary to be determined by the General As- 
sembly, payable in monthly installments. The Board of Directors 
shall cause to be employed such assistants and agents as shall be 
needed to carry out the provisions of the laws applicable to said 
Children’s Bureau, said assistants and agents to be paid for their 
services in such amounts and in such manner as may be determined 
by the General Assembly. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—Such portions and provisions of Chapter 3 
of Title 71, Code of Laws of South Carolina 1952 as are inconsistent 
or in conflict with the above provisions are hereby expressly re- 
pealed, otherwise to remain in full force and effect.

So As To Provide When Such Licenses Shall Be Issued And To

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 20-24, 1952 Code, amended—marriage li- 
censes—when probate judge may issue—conditions.—Section 20- 
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24, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as 
follows : 

“Section 20-24. (a) No such license shall be issued when the 
woman or child woman is under the age of fourteen or when the 
male is under the age of sixteen, provided that when the female ap- 
plicant is between the ages of fourteen to eighteen and when the 
male applicant is between the ages of sixteen to eighteen and when 
the applicant resides with father or mother, or other relative or 
guardian, the probate judge shall not issue a license for the marriage 
until] a sworn affidavit signed by such father or mother or other 
relative or guardian has been furnished the probate judge giving 
his or her consent to the marriage. 

“(b) The probate judge shall not issue any license to any ap- 
plicant under the age of twenty-one years until he or she has filed a 
birth certificate or certified copy thereof showing that he or she is 
of lawful age, which copy shall be filed in the records of his office 
with the application for such license. If the applicant shall certify 
in writing to the probate judge that he or she, after a diligent effort, 
is unable to obtain a birth certificate, the applicant shall then be re- 
quired to have one of his or her parents or person with whom he or 
she resides, or guardian, execute an affidavit before the probate 
judge in the county in which such parent resides, which affidavit 
shall contain such information as will establish the age of the ap- 
plicant. 

“(c) All persons over twenty-one years of age and under twenty- 
five years of age shall furnish documentary evidence to the probate 
judge which shall prove the age of the applicant to the satisfaction of 
such probate judge. The probate judge shall enter upon the record 
of the application a brief description of evidence submitted. 

“(d) Any person furnishing the probate judge of any county in 
this State with a false affidavit shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in the sum of 
one hundred dollars. 

“(e) The willful failure of any officer responsible for the issuance 
of marriage licenses to comply with the terms of this section shall 
be grounds or cause for removal from office. 

“(f) Whenever the words probate judge are used in this section 
they shall include any other officer authorized to issue marriage 
licenses under the provision of Jaw.”

An Act To Establish A Juvenile And Domestic Relations Court 
For Lancaster County, And To Define Its Jurisdiction And 
Powers. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court established 
for Lancaster County.—There is established for all of Lancaster 
County, except the area encompassed within the Andrew Jackson 
State Park, a court to be called the Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court. The court shall be a court of record and shall have a seal and 
the judge and clerk thereof shall have power to administer oaths and 
affirmations. 


SECTION 2. Definitions—When used in this act, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires, (a) “Court” means the Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Court of Lancaster County; (2) “Judge” means 
Judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court of Lancaster 
County; (c) “Child” means a person less than eighteen years of 
age; and (d) “Adult” means a person eighteen years of age or older. 


SECTION 3. Judge — appointment — term — vacancy —not to 
practice law.—(a) The judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Rela- 
tions Court of Lancaster County shall be appointed by the Governor, 
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upon the recommendation of a majority of the advisory board, here- 
inafter provided for. The appointment shall be certified to the Sec- 
retary of State who in turn shall issue a commission to the ap- 
pointed judge. 

(b) Any resident attorney at law of Lancaster County who has 
been engaged in the practice of law for five years, or more, shall be’ 
eligible for appointment as judge of the court. 

_ (c) The initial term of office of the judge shall be for two years 
and the next and each succeeding term shall be for a period of four 
years. The salary of the judge shall be as provided in the annual 
appropriation act for Lancaster County. 

(d) In case of the absence of the judge due to illness, vacation 
or otherwise, the advisory board may appoint, in writing, an attorney 
of the Lancaster County Bar, meeting the requirements and quali- 
fications herein specified for selection as judge, to serve during such 
vacancy and he shall have all of the powers and duties imposed by 
this act upon the judge of the court. Such acting judge shall receive 
as compensation on a per diem basis the rate of pay provided for 
the regular judge. In case of the death or the resignation of the 
judge, the advisory board shall recommend and the Governor shall 
appoint a successor to serve the remainder of the unexpired term. 

(e) During his term of office the judge shall not engage in the 
practice of law in any respect in regard to any matter in which he 
has or could acquire jurisdiction by virtue of his office. 


SECTION 4, Advisory board — members — terms — duties.— 
There shall be appointed by a majority of the county legislative 
delegation, including the Senator, an advisory board of the court, 
consisting of nine members. Two of the members shall be at- 
torneys recommended by the Lancaster County Bar Association, 
neither of whom shall be eligible to serve as judge during the period 
of his membership on the board. The other seven members shall be 
chosen from the citizens of Lancaster County who do not hold any 
elective public office and shall be chosen in such a manner as to give 
the remainder of the county fair and equitable representation on 
the board. The members shall serve for a period of five years each, 
or until their successors are appointed. 

The duties of the board shall be to advise and cooperate with the 
court and probation officer in all matters pertaining to the moral, 
legal, physical and spiritual welfare of all children within the county. 
The advisory board shall meet at least once every three months with 
the judge and shall be subject to call at other times upon request of 
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the judge. There shall be a chairman, secretary and treasurer who 
shall be elected annually. 


SECTION 5. Employment of personnel.—All appointments of 
personnel under the authority of this act shall be made by the judge. 
The judge shall employ such stenographic and clerical assistance at 
such salaries as may be recommended by the advisory board and 
approved by the legislative delegation of the county. There shall be 
a stenographer-clerk who shall attend to the affairs of the office and 
keep it open during regular working hours observed by other court- 
house employees. There shall be at least one probation officer who 
shall be a person of special training to work with children and do- 
mestic problems. He shall make such investigations, including the 
status of probations, and perform other duties upon the direction 
of the judge. The Sheriff of Lancaster County shall assign one of 
his deputies who shall serve as probation officer. 


SECTION 6. Duties.—Administrative and professional personnel 
shall be under the direct supervision of the judge or his duly ap- 
pointed supervisor, and shall be charged with the execution of all 
orders and assignments necessary to the execution of the provisions 
of this act. 


SECTION 7. When court to have original jurisdiction —(a) 
Except as otherwise provided herein the court shall have exclusive 
original jurisdiction and shall be the sole agency for initiating action 
concerning any child living or found within the county: 

(1) who is neglected as to proper and necessary support or edu- 
cation, as required by law, or as to medical, psychiatric, psychological 
or other care necessary for his well-being; or who is abandoned by 
his parent or other custodian ; 

(2) whose occupation, behavior, condition, environment, or as- 
sociations are such as to injure or endanger his welfare or that of 
others; 

(3) who is beyond the control of his parent or other custodian ; 

(4) who is alleged to have violated to attempted to violate any 
state or local law or municipal ordinance, regardless of where the 
violation occurred ; 

(5) whose custody is the subject of controversy except in those 
cases where the law now gives other courts exclusive jurisdiction ; 
or 

(6) who, because of a mentally defective, mentally disordered or 
emotionally disturbed condition, is in need of treatment or com- 
mitment. 
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(b) Whenever any such Juvenile or Domestic Relations Court 
shall have acquired the jurisdiction of any child under eighteen years 
of age, such jurisdiction shall continue so long as in the judgment of 
the court it may be necessary to retain jurisdiction for the correction 
or education of such child, but such jurisdiction shall terminate when 
such child shall attain the age of twenty-one years. Concerning any 
minor, eighteen years of age or older, living or found within the 
county, alleged to have violated or attempted to violate any state or 
local law or municipal ordinance prior to becoming eighteen years 
of age, such a minor shall be dealt with under the provisions of this 
act relating to children. 

(c) No other court, this to include magistrate or municipal court, 
shall have the original power to initiate proceedings by way of war- 
rant, summons or otherwise, except nothing herein shall be con- 
strued as depriving the circuit court of the exclusive jurisdiction to 
try those cases as prescribed by the Constitution, Article V, Section 
1, and concurrent jurisdiction to try those offenses defined under 
Article V, Section 18. 


(d) Within two days after the filing of a petition in the Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court of Lancaster County, alleging the 
child has committed the offense of murder, manslaughter, rape, at- 
tempted rape, arson, common law burglary, bribery or perjury, riot, 
assault and battery, or larceny, the person executing such petition 
may request in writing that the case be transferred to the court of 
general sessions with a view to proceeding against such child as a 
criminal rather than as a child coming within the purview of this 
act. The judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court is 
authorized to determine this request. In the event the request is 
denied, the petitioner shall have the right of appeal within five days 
to the circuit court. Upon the hearing of such appeal, the judge of the 
circuit court shall be vested with the discretion of exercising and 
asserting the jurisdiction of the court of general sessions or of re- 
linquishing jurisdiction to the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court. 
In case the circuit judge elects to exercise the jurisdiction of the 
general sessions court for trial of the case, he shall issue an order 
to that effect and thereafter the Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court shall have no further jurisdiction in the matter. Provided, that 
when jurisdiction is relinquished by the county Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Court in favor of another court, the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations Court shall have full authority and power to 
grant bail and hold a preliminary hearing, and shall also have any 
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other powers as are now provided by law for magistrates in such 
cases. , : 
SECTION 8. Judge may issue writ of habeas corpus for minors. 
—The judge shall have the power to issue a writ of habeas corpus 


to produce any person under the age of eighteen in court where 
necessary. 


SECTION 9. Transfer certain cases against minors from other 
courts.—If, during the pendency of a criminal or quasi-crimi- 
nal charge against any minor in any other court, it shall be ascer- 
tained that the minor was under the age of eighteen years at the time 
of committing the alleged offense, it shall be the duty of such court to 
forthwith transfer the case, together with all the papers, documents 
and testimony connected therewith, to the Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court, except in those cases where the Constitution gives 
to the circuit court original jurisdiction. 

The court making such transfer shall order the minor to be taken 
forthwith to the place of detention designated by the Juvenile and 
_Domestic Relations Court or to that court itself, or shall release 
such minor to the custody of some suitable person to be brought 
before the court at a time designated. The court shall then proceed 
as provided in this act. 


SECTION 10. Transfer certain cases against minors to other 
courts.—If a child sixteen years of age or older is charged 
with an offense which would be a felony or misdemeanor, if com- 
mitted by an adult, and if the court after full investigation deems 
it contrary to the best interests of such child or of the public to retain 
jurisdiction, the court may in its discretion certify such child for 
proper criminal proceedings to any court which would have trial 
jurisdiction of such offense if committed by an adult. 


SECTION 11. Minors—preliminary investigation by court.— 
Whenever any person informs the court that a child is within the 
purview of this act, the court shall make preliminary inquiry to de- 
termine whether the interests of the public or of the child require 
that further action be taken. Thereupon the court may make such 
informal adjustment as is practicable without a petition, or may au- 
thorize a petition to be filed by any person. The petition and all 
subsequent court documents shall be entitled “In the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations Court of Lancaster County, In the Interest of 
Leda ia Oh of os he , a child under eighteen years of age.” 
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The petition shall be verified and may be upon information and 
belief. It ‘shall set forth plainly: (1) the facts which bring the 
child within the purview of this act; (2) the name, age and resi- 
dence of the child; (3) the names and residences of his parents, if 
known; (4) the name and residence of his legal guardian, if there 
be one, of the person or persons having custody or control of the - 
child, or of the nearest known relative, if no parent or guardian can 
be found. If any of the facts herein required are not known by the 
petitioner, the petition shall so state. 

Prior to the hearing of a case of any child, the judge shall cause 
an investigation of all the facts pertaining to the issue to be made. 
Such investigation shall consist of an examination of the parentage 
and surroundings of the child, his age, habits and history, and shall 
include also any inquiry into the home conditions, habits and char- 
acter of his parents or guardian. In such cases the court shall also, 
if practicable, cause the child to be examined as to his mentality by 
a competent and experienced psychologist who shall make a report 
of his findings. Prior to the hearing of a case of any child who at- 
tends school, there shall be obtained from the school which he at-_ 
tends a report concerning him. The school officials shall furnish 
such report upon the request of the court or its probation counsellor. 
The court shall, when it is considered necessary, cause a complete 
physical examination to be made of the child by a competent 
physician. 


SECTION 12. Service of summons.—Service of summons shall be 
made personally by the delivery of an attested copy thereof to the 
person summoned ; provided, that if the judge is satisfied that it is 
impracticable to serve personally the summons or the notice pro- 
vided for in this act, he may order service by registered mail ad- 
dressed to the last known address, or by publication thereof, or both. 
It shall be sufficient to confer jurisdiction if service is effected at 
least forty-eight hours before the time fixed in the summons for the 
return thereof. 

Service of summons, process or notice required by this act may be 
made by any suitable person under the direction of the court and 
upon request of the court shall be made by any peace officer. 


SECTION 13. Summons—further.—If any person summoned as 
herein provided shall, without reasonable cause, fail to appear, he 
may be proceeded against for contempt of court. In case the sum- 
mons cannot be served, or the parties served fail to obey the same,

or in any case when it shall be made to appear to the judge that 
the service will be ineffectual, or that the welfare of the child requires 
that he be brought forthwith into the custody of the court, a warrant 
or capias may be issued for the parent, guardian or the child. 


SECTION 14. Custody of minors—keep separate from adults. 
—(a) When any child, found violating any law or ordinance, or 
whose surroundings are such as to endanger his welfare, is taken 
into custody such taking into custody shall not be’ termed as arrest. 
The jurisdiction of the court shall attach from the time of such 
taking into custody. When a child is so taken into custody, such 
officer shall notify the parent, guardian, or custodian of the child 
as soon as possible. Whenever possible, unless otherwise ordered 
by the court, such child shall be released to the custody of his 
parent or other responsible adult upon the written promise, signed 
by such person, to bring the child to the court at a stated time 
or at such time as the court may direct. Such written promise, 
accompanied by a written report by the officer, shall be submitted 
to the court as soon as possible. If such person shall fail to produce 
the child as agreed upon or upon notice from the court, a summons 
or a warrant may be issued for the apprehension of such person or 
of the child, or both. 

(b) If the child is not released as herein provided, such child 
shall be taken without unnecessary delay to the court or to the place 
of detention designated by the court, and as soon as possible there- 
after the fact of such detention shall be reported to the court, ac- 
companied by a written report by the officer taking the children into 
custody stating: (1) facts of the offense, and (2) the reason why 
the child is not released to the parent. Pending further disposition of 
the case the court may release such child to the custody of the pa- 
rent or other person or may detain the child in such place as the 
court shall designate, subject to further order, but no child shall be 
held in detention longer than two days, excluding Sundays and 
holidays, unless an order for such detention is signed by the judge. 

(c) Where practicable no child shall be transported in any police 
vehicle which also contains adults under arrest. No child shall at any 
time be detained in any police station, lockup, jail or prison except 
upon order of the judge and when a child is placed in a jail or 
other place of detention for adults, he shall be placed in a room or 
ward entirely separate from adults confined therein. 

(d) Provisions regarding bail shall not be applicable to children 
detained in accordance with the provisions of this act. 
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(e) Neither the fingerprints nor a photograph shall be taken of 
any child taken into custody for any purpose, without the consent 
of the judge. 

(f) Peace Officers’ records of children shall be kept separate from 
records of adults and shall not be open to public inspection. 


SECTION 15. Hearings for children.—All cases of children shall 
be dealt with as separate hearings by the court and without a jury. 
The hearings shall be conducted in an informal manner and may 
be adjourned from time to time. Stenographic notes or other tran- 
script of the hearings shall be required only if the court so orders. 
The general public shall be excluded and only such persons ad- 
mitted as the judge shall find to have a direct interest in the case 
or in the work of the court. The presence of the child in court 
may be waived by the court at any stage of the proceedings. Hear- 
ings may be held at any time or place within the county designated 
by the judge. 


SECTION 16. Quarters for children.—Children detained by the 
court shall be quartered in such private home or institution as the 
judge may direct. 


SECTION 17. Action by court after exercising jurisdiction 
_ of children.—When a child is found by the court to come within 

the provisions of Section 7 of this act, the court shall so decree and 
in its decree shall make a finding of the facts upon which the court 
exercises its jurisdiction over the child. Upon such decree the court 
may by order duly entered proceed as follows: 

(a) Place the child on probation or under supervision in his own 
home or in the custody of a suitable person elsewhere, upon such 
conditions as the court may determine. Probation shall mean case- 
work services during a continuance of the case. Probation shall not 
be ordered or administered as a punishment, but as a measure for 
the protection, guidance and well-being of the child and his family. 
Probation methods shall be directed to the discovery and correction 
of the basic causes of maladjustment and to the development of the 
child’s personality and character, with the aid of the social resources 
of the community. 

(b) Commit the child to the custody or to the guardianship of 
a public or private institution or agency authorized to care for 
children or to place them in family homes, or under the guardian- 
ship of a suitable person. Such commitment shall be for an inde- 
terminate period but in no event shall continue beyond the child’s

twenty-first birthday. In committing a child to a private institution 
or agency the court shall select one that is approved by the State 
Board of Public Welfare. 

(c) The court may cause the child concerning whom a petition 
has been filed to be examined or treated by a physician, psychiatrist 
or psychologist, and for such purpose may place the child in a 
hospital or other suitable facility. 

(d) Order such other care and treatment as the court may deem 
best, except as herein otherwise provided. In support of any order 
or decree the court may require the parents or other persons having 
the custody of the child, or any other person who has been found 
by the court to be encouraging, causing or contributing to the acts 
or conditions which bring the child within the purview of this act, 
to do or omit to do any acts required or forbidden by law, when 
the judge deems such requirement necessary for the welfare of the 
child. In case of failure to comply with such requirement, the court 
may proceed against such persons for contempt of court. 

(e) The court may dismiss the petition or otherwise terminate its 
jurisdiction at any time. 

No adjudication by the court of the status of any child shall be 
deemed a conviction, nor shall such adjudication operate to impose 
any of the civil disabilities ordinarily resulting from conviction, nor 
shall any child be found guilty or be deemed a criminal by reason of 
such adjudication, nor shall any child be charged with crime or con- 
victed in any court, except as provided in Section 9 of this act. The 
disposition made of a child, or any evidence given in the court, shall 
not operate to disqualify the child in any future civil service appli- 
cation or appointment. 

Whenever the court shall commit a child to any institution or 
agency it shall transmit with the order of commitment a summary 
of its information concerning the child, and such institution or agency 
shall give to the court such information concerning such child as 
the court may at any time require. 


SECTION 18. Court may appoint guardians.—Whenever, in the 
course of a proceeding instituted under this act, it shall appear to the 
court that the welfare of a child will be promoted by the appointment 
of an individual as general guardian of his person and property, the 
court shall have jurisdiction to make such appointment, with or with- 
out petition. 
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SECTION 19. Selection of guardian.—In placing a child under the 
guardianship or custody of an individual or a private agency or insti- 
tution the court shall, whenever practicable, select a person or an 
agency or institution governed by persons of the same religious faith 
as that of the parents of such child, or in case of a difference in the 
religious faith of the parents, then of the religious faith of the child, 
or if the religious faith of the child is not ascertainable, then of the 
faith of either of the parents. 


SECTION 20. Payment for care or support of children —When- 
ever a child is committed by the court to custody other than that 
of his parents, or is given medical, psychological or psychiatric treat- 
ment under order of the court, and no provision is otherwise made by 
law for the support of such child or payment for such treatment, com- 
pensation for the care and treatment of such child, when approved by 
order of the court, shall be subject to whatever provision may be made 
(for the financing of indigents) by the county. The court may, after 
giving the parent a reasonable opportunity to be heard, order and 
decree that such parent shall pay in such manner as the court may 
direct such sum, within his ability to pay, as will cover in whole or in 
part the support and treatment of such child. If the parent shall 
wilfully fail or refuse to pay such sum, the court may proceed against 
him as for contempt. 


SECTION 21. Criminal jurisdiction of court.—(a) The court 
shall have criminal jurisdiction concurrent with other courts having 
such jurisdiction to try all cases involving an adult charged with the 
following offenses: 

(1) Bastardy; 

(2) Deserting, abandoning, or failing to provide support for wife 
or minor dependent unmarried children in violation of the law; 

(3) Contributing to the delinquency of a minor; and 

(4) All those offenses enumerated in Sections 20-301 and 20-302, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952. 

(b) Upon a magistrate’s issuing a warrant charging any person 
with commission of any of the foregoing offenses, the court shall 
have power to receive a plea of guilty from the person so charged 
if such person waives presentment or indictment by the grand jury. 

(c) Upon the grand jury’s presenting or indicting any person for 
commission of any of the foregoing offenses, the circuit solicitor may 
transfer the case, indictment, and all pertinent records to the court 
for trial or plea. Such trial shall be without a jury unless the de- 
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fendant demands a trial by jury, and in that event the court shall 
remand the case to the circuit court or county court. 

(d) The court shall have the power to impose the penalty or 
sentence provided by law for such offenses. 


SECTION 22. Penalties for violations by adults——Any adult 
who wilfully violates, neglects or refuses to obey or perform any 
lawful order of the court, or who violates any provision of this act, 
may be proceeded against for contempt of court. Any adult found in 
contempt of court may be punished by a fine not to exceed one 
thousand dollars or by imprisonment not to exceed one year, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


SECTION 23. Sessions—quarters.—Sessions of the court shall be 
held at such times as the court shall from time to time determine. The 
quarters for the hearmg of cases and for the use of the judge and 
other employees of the court shall be such as designated by the 
County Board of Directors. 


SECTION 24. Fees.—In proceedings under Section 7 of this act no 
court fee shall be charged against and no witness fees shall be allowed 
to any party to a petition. No officer of the State or of any political 
subdivision thereof shall be entitled to receive any fee for the service 
of process or for attendance in court in any such proceedings. All 
other persons acting under orders of the court may be paid for 
services or service of process, and attendance or serving as witnesses, 
the fees provided by law for like services in cases before the circuit 
court, to be paid from the appropriation provided when the allow- 
ances are certified to by the judge. In cases other than those under 
Section 7 the court shall receive such fees and costs as are provided 
by law for like proceedings in the circuit court. Such fees and costs 
shall be remitted to the Treasurer of Lancaster County. 


SECTION 25. Records—not to be made public—penalties.— 
The court shall make and keep records of all cases brought before 
it and shall devise and cause to be printed such forms for social 
and legal records and such other papers as may be required. The 
court’s official records shall be open to inspection only by consent 
of the judge to persons having a legitimate interest therein. All infor- 
mation obtained and social records prepared in the discharge of official 
duty by an employee of the court shall be privileged and shall not be 
disclosed directly or indirectly to anyone other than the judge or 
others entitled under this act to receive such information, unless and 
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until otherwise ordered by the judge. The name or picture of any 
child under the jurisdiction of the court shall not be made public 
by any newspaper or radio station except as authorized by order of 
the court. Any person who violates this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and subject to be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days. The records 
in proceedings under Section 7 of this act shall be filed in the office 
of the court. The records of all other proceedings shall be filed in 
the office of the Clerk of Court for Lancaster County. 


SECTION 26. Court to be assisted by other agencies.—The 
court is authorized to seek the cooperation of all societies or or- 
ganizations, public or private, having for their object the protection 
or aid of delinquents or neglected children, to the end that the 
court may be assisted in every reasonable way to give to all such 
children the care, protection and assistance which will conserve 
the welfare of such children. It is made the duty of every city, 
‘town or municipal official or department in the county to render 
such assistance and cooperation within his or its jurisdictional power 
to further the objects of this act. All institutions, associations or 
other custodial agencies in which any child may be, coming within 
the provisions of this act, are required to give such information to 
the court or any of the officers appointed by it as the court or officers 
may require for the purpose of this act. 


SECTION 27. Appeals.—An interested party aggrieved by any 
order or decree of the court may apply to the circuit court or one of 
the judges thereof for the allowance of an appeal, and the circuit court 
or judge may allow such appeal whenever in the opinion of the court 
or judge the order or decree should be reviewed. Written notice of in- 
tention to make such application for appeal shall be given to the Juve- 
nile and Domestic Relations Court of Lancaster County within ten 
days after the entry of the order or decree to be appealed from. The 
application for appeal shall be in writing, shall be verified, shall state 
fully the grounds therefor and shall include copies of the petition 
and court orders and a narrative statement of the proceedings, au- 
thenticated by the Judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court, together with all exceptions to such narrative statement noted 
by the parties. All such papers shall be presented to the circuit court 
within such time as that court may by rule prescribe. ; 

If an appeal is allowed, it shall be heard at the earliest practicable 
time. In the circuit court, the case shall be heard on the law and the 
facts as established by the record. 
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The pendency of an appeal or application therefor shall not suspend 
the order of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court regarding 
a child nor shall it discharge the child from the custody of that 
court or of the person, institution or agency to whose care such child 
shall have been committed. If the circuit court does not dismiss the 
proceedings and discharge the child, it shall affirm or modify the 
order of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court and remand the 
child to the jurisdiction of that court for supervision and care, and 
thereafter the child shall be and shall remain under the jurisdiction 
of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court in the same manner 
as if no appeal had been taken. 


SECTION 28. Jurisdiction in divorce cases.—The court shall 
have concurrent jurisdiction with the circuit court in cases of divorce. 


SECTION 29. Jurisdiction—further.—In addition to the jurisdic- 
tion and powers conferred on the court established by this act, it shall 
have and exercise the jurisdiction and powers conferred on the Family 
Court Division of Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court; and shall 
be governed by the procedure provided therefor, as set forth in Title 
15, Chapter 7, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, and specifically 
Sections 15-1221 through 15-1276. 

The court shall also have jurisdiction over adoption proceedings 
and the jurisdiction conferred on domestic relations courts by Act 
No. 548, Acts of 1954, known as the “Uniform Reciprocal Enforce-- 
ment of Support Act.” 


SECTION 30. When court to begin functioning.—The court as 
provided for in this act shall not begin to function until July 1, 1957, 
at which time the judge shall enter upon the performance of his duties. 

It is contemplated, however, that all acts necessary to be done to. 
put the court in operation by July 1, 1957, will be done in a reason- 
able time immediately after the approval of this act. 


SECTION 31. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 32. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The City Of Rock Hill 
In York County To Grant Licenses Or Franchises For The Op- 
eration And Maintenance Of Motor Bus Transportation Lines 
Within The City And Its Environs, And To Provide For The Reg- 
ulation And Control Thereof By The City Council Of Rock Hill. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. City of Rock Hill may grant franchise for bus 
service.—The City Council of the City of Rock Hill, in York 
County, is authorized and empowered to grant to any individual, 
firm or corporation, and their heirs, assigns and successors, the right, 
privilege, and power to establish, maintain and operate a motor bus 
transportation system in and upon the streets, roads and highways 
of the city and its environs, for the transportation of passengers 
for hire; provided, that such license or franchise shall terminate not 
later than twenty years from the date of such license or franchise, 
unless renewed by the City Council for a like period or less. 


SECTION 2. City Council to regulate.—The control of such motor 
bus line shall be under the City Council of the City of Rock Hill as to 
the service to be rendered to the public by the licensee, and the City 
‘Council shall fix the routes to be covered by the bus line, the schedule 
of the bus line and the maximum charges to be made by such motor 
bus line or lines. 


SECTION 3. City Council may cancel licenses.—If at any time 
during the period of any license granted pursuant to this act, or 
validated by this act, the licensee shall fail in any manner to give 
proper and satisfactory service, the City Council shall cause notice to 
be served upon the licensee, such notice to show wherein the licensee 
has failed to give satisfactory service, and if the licensee shall there- 
after fail to give proper service, the City Council may thereupon 
cancel the license granted by it, and the licensee shall have no further 
right to operate a bus or buses upon the streets, roads and highways 
of the City; and thereupon the City Council may issue a new fran- 
chise to any other individual, firm or corporation approved by the 
Council. 


SECTION 4. Repeal—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 
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SECTION 5. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

1093 in York County, exempt from taxation—Real estate and

this organization exists and is not used for any commercial purposes.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Solicitor of Tenth Judicial Circuit may employ a 
legal assistant.—The Solicitor of the Tenth Judicial Circuit is hereby 
authorized to employ a lawyer residing in his circuit to assist in 
performing the duties of his office. The term of office shall be at 
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the pleasure of the solicitor; however, such term shall not extend 
beyond the term of office of the employing solicitor. Provided, that 
the person named by the solicitor shall be confirmed by a majority 
of the members of the Anderson and Oconee Delegations. The duties 
of the person so appointed shall commence July 1, 1957. 


SECTION 2. Salary.—The salary for the person provided by this 
act shall be forty-eight hundred dollars annually, to be paid as follows:

And To Repeal An Act Of 1957 Bearing Ratification No. 313. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Approval for disposition of school property in 
Greenwood County.— Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 21- 
238, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, Act No. 578 of the Acts 
of 1954, and any other provision of law, no school buildings or other 
school property in Greenwood County authorized by law to be sold, 
leased, or otherwise disposed of shall be sold, leased, or otherwise 
disposed of except when such disposition has been favorably voted 
upon by a majority of the members of the board of trustees of the 
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school district concerned, and approved by the members of the Board 
of Education of Greenwood County. 


SECTION 2. Prior sales validated.—All sales heretofore made by 
the Boards of Trustees of Greenwood County, and approved by the 
County Board of Education, and deeds executed in consummation of 
such sales are hereby confirmed and validated in all respects. 


SECTION 3. Repeal—Act 216 of 1957, repealed.—Senate Bill No.

An Act To Provide For The Payment Of Costs Upon The Filing 
Of Any Civil Action In Georgetown County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Fees for filing civil actions in Georgetown County. 
—lIn all civil actions or proceedings in Georgetown County wherein 
pleadings or other papers are filed the clerk of the court of com- 
mon pleas shall collect in advance from the plaintiff, the attorney 
or other person filing such pleadings or papers, at the time of the 
filing of the first pleading or other paper or process, the sum of 
one dollar. The amount so collected shall be a deposit upon and 
applied to the costs of the clerk. No part of the sum so collected 
shall be refunded upon discontinuance of the action or otherwise. 
The balance of the filing, recording and other fees and charges of 
the clerk in all civil actions and proceedings shall be collected by

An Act To Amend Section 65-1353, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To Gross Proceeds Of Sales, So As To 
Further Define Gross Proceeds Of Sales. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Paragraph 2, Subsection (3) of Section 65-1353, 
1952 Code, amended—gross proceeds of sales defined.—Section 
65-1353, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, relating to gross 
proceeds of sales is amended by changing the period at the end 
of Paragraph 2 of Subsection (3) to a comma and adding thereto 
the following: “or (c) property withdrawn from such business or 
stock for use or consumption by such business in replacing parts 
under written warranty contracts given without charge to the pur- 
‘ chaser at the time of original purchase, provided the tax was paid 
on the sale of the part found to be defective or on the sale of the 
property of which the defective part was a component; and pro- 
vided further no charge for labor or materials is made to the war- 
rantee.”’, so that when so amended Section 65-1353 shall read as 
follows: ; : 

“Section 65-1353. The term ‘gross proceeds of sales’ means the 
value proceeding or accruing from the sale of tangible personal 
property (and including the proceeds from the sale of any property 
handled on consignment by the taxpayer), including merchandise 
of any kind and character without any deduction on account of the 
cost of the property sold, the cost of the materials used, labor or 
service cost, interest paid or any other expenses whatsoever and 
without any deductions on account of losses ; provided that: 

(1) Cash discounts allowed and taken on sales shall not be in- 
cluded ; 

(2) The term shall not include the sale price of property re- 
turned by customers when the full sales price thereof is refunded 
either in cash or by credit; and 
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(3) In any transaction covered by a chattel mortgage or a re- 
tention of title contract, wherein the seller receives second-hand 
goods as a trade-in on the purchase price, the amount allowed the 
purchaser shall not be treated as cash received. 

The term shall also include the reasonable and fair market value 
of any tangible personal property previously purchased at whole- 
sale which is withdrawn or used from the business or stock and used 
or consumed in connection with the business or which is withdrawn 
from the business or stock and used or consumed by any person 
so withdrawing it, except (a) property which has been previously 
withdrawn from such business or stock and so used or consumed 
and with respect to which property the tax has been paid because 
of such previous withdrawal, use or consumption and (b) property 
which enters into and becomes an ingredient or component part of 
tangible personal property or products manufactured or compounded 
for sale and not for the personal and private use or consumption of 
any person so withdrawing, using or consuming it, or (c) property 
withdrawn from such business or stock for use or consumption by 
such business in replacing parts under written warranty contracts 
given without charge to the purchaser at the time of original pur- 
chase, provided the tax was paid on the sale of the part found to 
be defective or on the sale of the property of which the defective 
part was a component; and provided further no charge for labor or 
materials is made to the warrantee. 

The term shall not include the amount of any tax imposed by 
the United States upon or with respect to retail sales whether im- 
posed upon the retailer or consumer except that any manufacturer’s 
or importer’s excise tax shall be included in the term.”

SECTION 1. Act 317 of 1955, amended—paragraph added to 
Section 2—Assistant Youth Guidance Counselor for Anderson 
County.—Act No. 317 of 1955 is amended by adding to Section 2 
of the act an additional paragraph as follows: OF 

“There shall be an Assistant Youth Guidance Counselor in Ander- 

son County whose term of office and method of appointment. shall 
be the same as that provided herein for the Youth Guidance Coun- 
selor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lee County may rent cotton facilities —The 
County Board of Commissioners of Lee County may rent from 
G. W. Woodham & Sons, at a cost of sixty-five dollars per month, 
necessary facilities of the former Williford Cotton Platform for 
the weighing and day-to-day storage of cotton sold by the farmers 
of Lee County, and weighed by cotton weighers at Bishopville. 
This facility shall be turned over to the Lee County Agricultural 
Marketing Commission on July 1, 1957. The commission shall have 
‘complete control of the facility and, shall promulgate and enforce 
such rules and regulations as shall be necessary for the orderly 
nd efficient operation thereof. The commission is authorized and 
urged to take such steps as are necessary to restore Bishopville as a 
major cotton market. This facility shall also be made available in off 
season to buyers and handlers of any other farm commodity which 
may be produced in the county.

SECTION 1. Bamberg County—persons cleaning septic tanks, 
painting roofs or applying sidings to secure licenses.—In Bamberg: 
County it shall be unlawful for any person engaged in the business of 
the cleaning of septic tanks, painting of roofs, or applying of sidings to 
buildings to perform such services without first securing from the: 
clerk of court of the county a license for which shall be paid, an- 
nually, the sum fixed by the governing body of the county. The pro- 
visions of this act shall not apply to residents of the county where: 
such services are performed or to any person licensed by a munici- 
pality within the county in which such services are performed. 


SECTION 2. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars or im- 
prisoned for not more than one year, in the discretion of the pre-- 
siding judge.

An Act To Provide For The Use Of Certain Vehicles Confis- 
cated By The Sheriff Of Bamberg County.

SECTION 1. Sheriff may use confiscated vehicles in Bamberg 
County.—Any automobile or motor vehicle seized by the Sher- 
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iff of Bamberg County and confiscated in accordance with provi- 
sions of Sections 4-93, 4-116, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
and Section 29 of Act No. 820 of the Acts of 1956, may be used by 
the sheriff’s office for the purpose of law enforcement. If any auto- 
mobile or other motor vehicle so confiscated and forfeited is not 
deemed suitable by the sheriff for the use of the sheriff’s office then 
such automobile or motor vehicle shall be sold at public sale in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of law governing such sale and the 
proceeds thereof shall be placed in a special fund with the county 
treasurer until such time as such funds shall become large enough 
to purchase an automobile or automobiles for the use of the sheriff's 
office in law enforcement.

Persons awaiting trial in Fairfield County may 
serve on chain gang.— Whenever any person is duly committed to the 
Fairfield County jail in default of bond, is awaiting trial, intends to 
plead guilty at the term of court next ensuing and desires to enter serv- 
ice upon the public roads of the county, such person may indicate such 
desire by filing with the Clerk of the Court a written statement to 
that effect and thereupon the Supervisor of Fairfield County may 
cause such person to be taken from the jail and worked upon the 
chain gang, provided the Supervisor can decline to work said pris- 
oner, if for any reason it would not be to the best interest of the 
‘county. 


SECTION 2. Persons in jail may serve on chain gang.—Should 
‘any person be confined in the county jail upon any charge or held 
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for any reason and be unable to give recognizance for his appearance 
and, not intending to plead guilty, desire to work upon the chain 
gang and receive remuneration provided for in Section 55-503, he 
shall be permitted to do so upon his filing a request to so work, pro- 
vided the Supervisor can decline to work said prisoner, if, in his 
discretion it would not be to the best interest of the county. 


SECTION 3. Persons serving on chain gang to be returned to 
jail—The Supervisor of Fairfield County shall have any such 
person returned to the county jail at least one day before the con- 
vening of the term of court at which he expects to enter a plea of 
guilty or is to be tried and shall at the same time certify to the clerk 
of court of general sessions the length of time served by any such 
person.

An Act To Amend Section 14-1186, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To Statements Of Fees Of Officers And 
Employees Of Charleston County, So As To Require Such State- 
ments To Be Made Available To The Public After The End Of 
Each Fiscal Year. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 14-1186, 1952 Code, amended—officers and 
employees of Charleston County to file statements concerning 
fees—Section 14-1186, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 14-1186. Every officer and employee of the county who 
receives fees by law for the performance of various duties and serv- 
ices in his official capacity shall keep accurate and detailed records 
of such fees accrued and received and shall file in the office of the 
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county treasurer on or before the tenth day of each month a state- 
ment made under oath before any person authorized by the laws of 
this State to administer oaths, showing: 

(1) The gross amounts of such fees accrued or received during 
the previous calendar month; 


(2) The expenses paid during such calendar month by such of- 
ficer or employee from such fees for the operation of his office or 
for county purposes, specifying the same; 

(3) The unpaid amount of such fees as may have been handled 
on credit by such officer or employee; 

(4) The net amount of the fees for such month actually received 
by such officer or employee, which shall be the gross amount re- 
ferred to in item (1) hereof, less the amounts referred to in items 
(2) and (3) hereof. 

In every such statement there shall be added to the net amount 
referred to in item (4) hereof the total amount collected during the 
calendar month covered by such statement on such fees as may 
have been handled on credit in any previous month; and the total 
thus secured shall be the net amount as to such statements. Such 
statements shall be preserved by the county treasurer and made avail- 
able to the Senator and members of the House of Representatives 
from the county or any of them, upon request, and all of such rec- 
ords shall be made available to the public after the end of each fiscal 
year. The county treasurer shall not pay any appropriations made 
for the salary or the operation of the office of any county officer or 
employee until such officer or employee shall have filed in the office 
of the county treasurer the statement of the fees received by him 
in the preceding month, as provided for in this section.”

An Act To Create The South Carolina Alcoholic Center; To 
Provide For The Appointment Of A Board For The Manage- 
ment And Operation Thereof; To Define And Prescribe Its Powers 
And Duties; And To Repeal Act No. 691 Of The Acts Of 1954, 
Directing The South Carolina Mental Health Commission To 
Set Up An Alcoholic Rehabilitation Center. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. South Carolina Alcoholic Center created—pur- 
pose.—There is hereby created the South Carolina Alcoholic Center 
for the purpose of treating citizens of this State who are suffering 
from alcoholism. The Center shall consist of State-owned, or State- 
controlled facilities to be set up on property now owned or con- 
trolled, or hereafter to be acquired, and designated solely for the 
prevention and the care and the treatment of alcoholism directly by the 
State or under the auspices and control and supervision of the State. 


SECTION 2. Alcoholic Board—appointment—members—terms. 
—The Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
shall appoint a board of seven members which shall be known 
as the State Alcoholic Board for the South Carolina Alcoholic 
Center. The membership of the board shall be as follows: one mem- 
ber shall be appointed from each of the six Congressional Districts 
of the State and one member shall be appointed from the State 
at large. The member appointed at large shall be chairman of the 
board, subject to removal by the Governor for cause. The terms of 
members of the board shall be four years; except, that the terms 
of office of initial members shall be so designated that the terms 
of two members shall be for four years, two shall be for three 
years, two shall be for two years, and the term of one member 
shall be for one year. Any vacancy occurring shall be filled by the 
Governor for the balance of the term of the member concerning 
whom the vacancy arises. 


SECTION 3. Meetings—quorum.—The State Alcoholic Board 
shall meet within one month after being appointed. Thereafter, the 
board shall meet on call of the chairman or a majority of its mem- 
bers, but the board shall meet at least once every three months, Four 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any business. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties.—The board shall have the fol- 
lowing rights, powers and duties: 
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(1) It shall form a body corporate in deed and in law with all 
the powers incident to corporations. 

(2) It shall be vested with the title to the property, real and 
personal, which constitutes the South Carolina Alcoholic Center. 

(3) It shall have charge and exercise general supervision over 
the operation and maintenance of the South Carolina Alcoholic 
Center and shall determine policies governing admission to the 
Center subject to requirements and restrictions imposed by law; 
provided, however, (a) that admission to the Center shall be volun- 
tary only, and (b) shall be limited to residents of South Carolina, 
and (c) patients who are able to pay for their medical care and 
hospitalization shall be required to do so, and (d) inmates of penal 
institutions, and patients in hospitals, clinics or institutions for the 
care and treatment of the mentally ill, mentally defective, epileptic, 
senile, and drug addicted, other than alcoholic, maintained or op- 
erated directly by, or under the control or supervision of, the South 
Carolina Mental Health Commission, shall not be admitted to the 
South Carolina Alcoholic Center, except the State Alcoholic Board 
may collaborate with the South Carolina Probation, Pardon and 
Parole Board and may admit probationers and parolees to the 
South Carolina Alcoholic Center under such conditions of proba- 
tion and parole as may be imposed by law and fixed by rules and 
regulations. 

(4) It may accept grants from the Federal Government and gifts 
of any kind from any other source, including grants or transfers of 
any property now or hereafter owned or controlled by the State. 

(5) It shall appoint and may, in its discretion, remove a director 
of the South Carolina Alcoholic Center. Subject to the approval of 
the board, the director shall have the power to appoint and remove 
all employees of the Center. 

(6) The board shall fix the compensation of all officers and em- 
ployees of the Center, subject to the approval of the State Budget 
and Control Board. 

(7) It shall submit an annual report to the Governor before the 
fifteenth day of January of each year, setting forth its activities, the 
state and condition of the Center, and any other statistical informa- 
tion which is usually required of facilities of the type over which 
it has charge. The report shall include any recommendations which, 
in the opinion of the board, will improve the program of the 
Center. A copy of the report shall also be submitted to the General 
Assembly. 
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(8) It shall submit annually to the State Budget and Control 
Board its requests for appropriations for operation, maintenance, 
expansion, extension or other necessary purposes for the following 
fiscal year. 


SECTION 5. Compensation.—The members of the board shall 
serve without compensation, but they shall receive mileage and per 
diem when on official business at the rate provided by law for officers 
of the State. 


SECTION 6. Supervision of Adult Education — duties—The 
board shall appoint a supervisor of Adult Education for the pre- 
vention of alcoholism, who shall be responsible for activating and 
implementing an adequate alcoholic education program for the 
citizens of this State above high school age. The program shall be 
designed to prevent or reduce alcoholism in South Carolina and 
to create a recognition and understanding of the problem. 


SECTION 7. Work with other agencies.—In carrying out the 
provisions of the foregoing section of this act, the board and the 
supervisor of Adult Education for the prevention of alcoholism may 
consult and work in conjunction with groups such as Alcoholics 
Anonymous, the Yale Center of Alcohol Studies of Yale University, 
the Research Council on Problems of Alcohol of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, the South Carolina Medical 
Association, the South Carolina Mental Health Commission, the 
Christian Action Council, the Committee on Alcoholism of the South 
‘Carolina Conference of Social Work, and other groups or agencies 
that are able to assist in the study, prevention, treatment and re- 
habilitation of alcoholics and in a scientific educational program on 
the problems of alcohol. 


SECTION 8. Transfer of funds and property.—On the effective 
date of this act, all funds and property, real and personal, held by the 
South Carolina Mental Health Commission for the operation and 
maintenance of an alcoholic rehabilitation center for the care and 
treatment of alcoholism shall be turned over to the State Alcoholic 
Board for the South Carolina Alcoholic Center. All funds now or 
hereafter appropriated for the operation and maintenance of the 
Center shall be expended under the supervision of the board. 


SECTION 9. Additional powers and duties.—In addition to the 
rights, powers and duiies hereinbefore expressly granted to the State 
Alcoholic Board, and in addition and supplementing thereto, the 
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board is authorized and empowered to set up and maintain and ope- 
rate the South Carolina Alcoholic Center with sufficient and com- 
petent administrative personnel to adequately staff and efficiently 
operate the Center headquarters at the location thereof, and to furnish 
the supervision of Adult Education for the prevention of alcoholism 
adequate ways and means to accomplish an effective educational pro- 
gram for the prevention of alcoholism in this State, and to provide an 
in-patient hospital and clinical center to be centrally located so as to be 
conveniently accessible to patients from all parts of the State, and 
suitably equipped and staffed with professional and trained per- 
sonnel to carry on diagnostic, therapeutical and experimental pro- 
grams in applying medical, psychiatric, religious and all other scien- 
tific phases of treatment of alcoholism, and to set up, maintain and 
operate out-patient centers to be located at points in the State as 
designated by the board, and the board is authorized and empowered 
in execution of this function to consult, cooperate and work in con- 
junction with local Mental Health Clinics, general hospitals, county 
and municipal health departments, county departments of public 
welfare, local A. A. groups, and local religious and social welfare 
groups, under such rules and regulations as the board may make 
and promulgate for the effective administration of the provisions of 
this act. 


SECTION 10. Repeal—Act 691 of 1954, repealed.—Act No. 691 
of the Acts of 1954 and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 11. Time effective ——This act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

An Act To Regulate The Business Of Lending Money In 
Amounts Of Two Hundred Dollars Or Less, As Defined; To De- 
fine Such Business And Provide Exemptions; To Require Li- 
censing Of Persons Engaged In Such Business; To Prescribe The 
Maximum Rates Of Charges Which Licensees Are Permitted To 
Make On Loans Of Two Hundred Dollars Or Less, And On 
Loans Of More Than Two Hundred Dollars; To Provide For 
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The Administration And Enforcement Of This Act; To Author- 
ize The Making Of Examinations And Investigations; To Pro- 
vide For A Review Of Administrative Acts; To Prescribe Pen- 
alties; And To Repeal Act No. 834 Of The Acts Of 1956, Re- 
lating To The Licensing Of Small Loan Companies. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Definitions—When used in this act the terms listed 
below shall have the following ‘meanings: 

(a) “Small Loan Company” shall include all persons conducting 
the business of making advances of small sums of cash in amounts 
of two hundred dollars or less; _ 

(b) “Board” shall mean the State Board of Bank Control and 
its duly authorized deputies. 

(c) “License” shall mean the privilege certificate issued by the 
board under the authority of this act to conduct a small loan business. 

(d) “Licensee” shall mean a person to whom one or more li- 
censes have been issued. 

(e) “Cash Advance” shall mean the amount of cash or its equiv- 
alent that the borrower actually receives or is paid out at his di- 
rection or on his behalf. 

(f) “Amount of the Loan” shall mean the cash advance plus the 
initial charge. 


SECTION 2. Small Loan Sonipaaies to oe licenses—exemp- 
tions—evasions—penalties. 


(a) No person shall engage in the business of lending in amounts 
of two hundred dollars or less and contract for, exact or receive di- 
rectly or indirectly, or in connection with any such loan, any charges, 
whether for interest, compensation, consideration’ or expense, which 
in the aggregate are greater than the interest rate permitted by the 
general usury statute, except as provided in and authorized by this 
act and without first having obtained a license from the board. 

(b) This act does not apply to any person doing: business under 
authority of and as permitted by any law of this State or of the 
United States relating to banks, savings banks, industrial banks, 
trust companies, credit unions, licensed pawnbrokers or Morris 
Plan companies. 

(c) The provisions of subsection (a) of this section shall apply 
to any person who seeks to avoid its application by any device, sub- 
terfuge or pretense whatsoever. 
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(d) Any contract of loan, the making or collecting of which vio- 
lates subsection (a) of this section shall be void and the lender shall 
have no right to collect, receive or retain any principal, interest or 
charges whatsoever. 

(e) Any person and the several members, officers, directors, 
agents and employees thereof, who shall violate or participate in 
the violation of any of the provisions of subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punishable by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars 
and not less than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court. 


SECTION 3. Application for license-——(a) Application for a li- 
cense shall be in writing under oath, and in the form prescribed by 
the board. The application shall contain such information as the 
board may require, including the names and addresses of the part- 
ners, officers, directors or trustees, and such of the principal owners 
or members as will provide the basis for the investigations and find- 
ings contemplated by Section 4 of this act. At the time of making 
such application, the applicant shall pay to the board the sum of 
fifty dollars as a fee for investigating the application and the sum 
of two hundred dollars, as a license fee for the period ending on the 
last day of the current calendar year; provided, that if the license 
is granted after June thirtieth in any year, the license fee shall be 
one hundred dollars. 

(b) The applicant shall also, at the same time, file with the board 
a bond in which the applicant shall be the obligor, in the sum of 
one thousand dollars, with one or more sureties, whose liabilities 
as such sureties shall not exceed the sum of one thousand dollars to 
be approved by the board. The bond shall run to the State of South 
Carolina for the use of the State and of any person who may have 
a cause of action against the obligor of said bond under the provi- 
sions of this act. Such bond shall be conditioned that said obligor 
will conform to and abide by each and every provision of ‘this act 
and will pay to the State and to any such person all moneys that 
may become due or owing to the State and to such person from said 
obligor under and by virtue of the provision of this act. 

(c) If in the opinion of the board the bond shall at any time ap- 
pear to be insecure or exhausted or otherwise doubtful, an additional 
bond in the sum of not more than one thousand dollars satisfactory 
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to the board shall be filed within ten days after notice to the licensee ; 
and upon failure of the obligor to file additional bond the license 
shall be revoked by the board. 


SECTION 4. Issuance or denial of license—-(a) Upon the fil-. 
ing of the application and payment of the fees, the board shall in- 
vestigate the facts concerning the application and the requirements 
provided for in subsection (b) of this section. The board shall notify 
the applicant and each licensee having a place of business in the 
community where the applicant proposes to do business of such 
application of a day it proposes to consider the application, which 
shall be not less than fifteen days nor more than thirty days after 
the date of filing. If any licensee having a place of business in the 
community or other person files an objection within thirty days after 
the date of mailing such notice, or if as a result of a preliminary in- 
vestigation the board has any doubt of the applicant meeting the 
standards of subsection (b), the board shall set a date and a time 
for a hearing of such application not less than forty days nor more 
than sixty days from the date of such mailing. 

(b) The board shall grant or deny each application for a license 
which is accompanied by the required fees, within sixty days from 
the date of mailing said notice, unless extended by written agree- 
ment of the applicant and board, if it shall find (1) that the financial 
responsibility, character, experience and general fitness of the ap- 
plicant are such as to command the confidence of the public and to 
warrant belief that the business will be operated lawfully, honestly, 
fairly and efficiently within the purposes of this act, which require- 
ments shall be maintained during the period of the license, (2) that 
the applicant has available adequate funds in the discretion of the 
board for the operation of such business at the specified location, 
and (3) allowing such applicant to engage in business will promote 
the convenience and advantage of the community in which the li- 
censed office is to be located; thereupon it shall enter an order 
granting the application, place on file its findings of fact and forth- 
with issue a license to the applicant. However, where the number 
of licensees in a community is less than four, upon properly quali- 
fied applications under clauses (1) and (2) hereof, the board shall 
issue additional licenses as to bring the number of licenses to four 
in such community. 

(c) Any person to whom a license has been issued to make loans 
of two hundred dollars or less by the State Board of Bank Control 
and whose license has not been revoked or surrendered prior to or 
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as of the effective date of this act, shall upon application and pay- 
ment of the license fee, be granted a license under this act; provided, 
however, that such application must be made within thirty days after 
the effective date of this act; and further provided that such persons 
shall be authorized to operate under the terms of this act for a 
period of sixty days after the effective date of this act pending 
the issuance of a license hereunder; further provided that any li- 
cense fees paid to the State Board of Bank Control for the calendar 
year 1957 shall be credited against the license fees required by this 
act. 

‘(d) If the findings of the board are not favorable, it shall place 
on file its findings of fact and enter an order denying the application 
and notifying the applicant of the denial, returning the license fee 
but retaining the investigation fee. 


SECTION 5. License—contents—posting—continuing. 

(a) Each license shall state the address at which the business is 
to be conducted and shall state fully the name of the licensee, and 
if the licensee is a copartnership, or association, the names of the 
members thereof, and if a corporation, the date and place of its in- 
corporation. Each license shall be kept posted in the licensed place 
of business and shall not be transferable or assignable. 

(b) Each license shall remain in full force and effect until sur- 
rendered, revoked or suspended as hereinafter provided. Each li- 
censee shall, on or before the tenth day of each December, pay to 
the board the sum of two hundred dollars for each license held by 
such licensee, as a license fee for the succeeding calendar year. 


SECTION 6. Licensee may obtain more than one license—move 
place of business only on request. 


(a) Not more than one place of business shall be maintained un- 
der the same license, but the board may issue more than one license 
to the same licensee upon compliance with all the provisions of this 
act governing issuance of a single license; provided, however, that 
no license need be obtained for an accounting record-keeping place 
of business or other internal place of business control. 

(b) No change in the place of business for the making and col- 
lecting of loans made pursuant to this act, of a licensee to a loca- 
tion outside of the original city or town shall be permitted under 
the same license. When a licensee wishes to change his place of 
business within a city or town he shall give written notice thereof to 
the board, accompanied by the license certificate and the board shall 
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engross the address change upon the certificate and return it to the 
licensee. 

SECTION 7. Revocation, suspension and reinstatement of li- 
cense. 


(a) The board may, if it has reason to believe that grounds for 
revocation of a license may exist, notify the licensee not less than 
thirty days before revoking the license and it shall specify in the 
notice the particulars of the alleged grounds for revocation, and 
shall offer the licensee proper opportunity to be heard in answer 
thereto. The reason or reasons for revocation of a license shall be 
one or more of the following: 

(1) The licensee has failed to pay the annual license fee; 

(2) The licensee, either knowingly or without the exercise of 
due care to prevent the same, has violated any provisions 
of this act or any regulation or order lawfully made pur- 
suant to and within the authority of this act. 


(b) If the board finds that probable cause for revocation of 
any license exists and that enforcement of the act requires immedi- 
ate suspension of such license pending investigation, it may, upon 
ten days’ written notice and a hearing, enter an order prohibiting 
such licensee from making any loans for a period not exceeding 
thirty days. 

(c) Whenever the board shall revoke or suspend a license issued 
pursuant to this act, it shall enter an order to that effect and forth- 
with notify the licensee of the revocation or suspension. Within five 
days after the entry of such an order it shall place on file its find- 
ings of fact and a summary of the evidence supporting them and 
forthwith deliver a copy to the licensee. 

(d) Any licensee may surrender any license by delivering it to 
the board with written notice of its surrender, but such surrender 
shall not affect his civil or criminal liability for acts committed 
prior thereto. 

(e) No revocation, suspension or surrender of any license shall 
impair or affect the obligation of any pre-existing lawful contract 
between the licensee and any obligor. 

(£) The board may reinstate suspended licenses or issue new li- 
censes to a person whose license or licenses have been revoked, if 
no fact or condition then exists which clearly would have justified 
the board in refusing originally to issue such license under this act. 
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SECTION 8. Examinations, investigations and injunctions. 

(a) At least once each year a duly authorized representative of 
the board shall visit each place of business of each licensee and 
thoroughly inspect and examine its affairs, including the loans, trans- 
actions, books, papers, annual reports required by Section 9 (b) 
hereof and records of such licensee so far as they pertain to the 
business licensed under this act. The actual cost of any examina- 
tion shall be paid to the board by each licensee so examined, with 
the exception of the first examination in each licensed year, and 
the board may maintain an action for such costs in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. ; 

(b) For the purpose of discovering violations of this act or of 
securing information lawfully required hereunder, the board or its 
duly authorized representatives may at any time investigate the 
business and examine the books, accounts, papers and records used 
therein of (1) any licensee, (2) any other person engaged in the 
business described in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this act or 
participating in such business as principal, agent, broker or other- 
wise and (3) any person whom the board has reasonable cause to 
believe is violating or is about to violate any provision of this act, 
whether or not such person shall claim to be within the authority 
or beyond the scope of this act. For the purposes of this section, 
any person who shall advertise for, solicit or hold himself out as 
willing to make loan transactions in the amount of or the value of 
two hundred dollars or less shall be presumed to be engaged in the 
business described in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this act. 

(c) For the purposes of this section, the board or its duly au-— 
thorized representatives shall have and be given free access to the 
offices and places of business, files, safes and vaults of all such per- 
sons, and shall have authority to require the attendance of any per- 
son and to examine him under oath relative to such loans or such 
business or to the subject matter of any examination, investigation 
or hearing. 

(d) Whenever the board has reasonable cause to believe that any 
person is violating or is threatening to, or intends to violate any 
provisions of this act, it may, in addition to all the actions provided 
for in this act and without prejudice thereto, enter an order requir- 
ing such person to desist or refrain from such violations; and if it 
deems it necessary the board shall apply to a judge of the circuit 
court to issue an injunction restraining the licensee, in whole or in 
part, from proceeding, engaging in, or continuing such violation or 
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from doing any act or acts in furtherance thereof. The judge may 
issue an injunction forthwith, and upon notice and hearing thereon 
and after a full hearing of the matter, may dissolve or modify the 
injunction or make it permanent and may make all orders and 
judgments needful in the matter and may appoint agents or a re- 
ceiver to take possession of the property and effects of the licensee 
and settle its affairs subject to such rules and orders as the court 
shall prescribe from time to time. 


SECTION 9. Books, records and reports. 


(a) Each licensee shall keep and use in his business such full and 
correct books and accounting records as are in accordance with 
sound and accepted accounting principles and practices and such 
books and records, including cards used in the card system, if any, 
as are in accord with the rules and regulations lawfully made by 
the board. Each licensee shall preserve such books, accounts and 
records, including cards used in the card system, if any, for at 
least two years after making the final entry on any loan recorded 
thereon. The renewal or refinancing of a loan shall not constitute a 
final entry. 

(b) Every licensee shall file in the office of the board, on or 
before the first day of April, a report for the preceding calendar 
year. The report shall give information with respect to the financial 
condition of such licensee, and shall include the names and address 
of the licensee, balance sheets at the beginning and end of the 
accounting period, a statement of income and expenses for the period, 
a reconciliation of surplus with the balance sheets, a schedule of 

‘assets used and useful in the small loan business in the State, an 
analysis of charges, size of loans and types of security on loans, 
an analysis of delinquent accounts, court actions undertaken to effect 
collection and such other relevant information in form and detail 
as the board may prescribe. Such report shall be made under oath 
and shall be in the form prescribed by the board which shall make 
and publish annually an analysis and recapituation of such reports. 

(c) In addition to the report required by the provisions of Section _ 
9 (b), the board may under rules and regulations promulgated by 
it under the procedure provided in this act require quarterly and/or 
semiannual reports from licensees to facilitate the performance of 
its duties and to effectively regulate the making of loans under this 
act. : 
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SECTION 10. Rules and regulations. 


(a) The board shall have the power and authority to ae rules 
and regulations which interpret or explain another section or sections 
of this act, as it may deem necessary. Such regulations shall be refer- 
enced to the section or sections of this act which set forth the 
legislative standards which they interpret or explain. When promul- 
gated and made, the rules and regulations shall be filed with the 
Secretary of State and the board shall otherwise comply fully with 
the provisions of Sections 1-11 through 1-17, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952. 

(b) On application of any person and payment of the cost thereof, 
the board shali furnish under its seal and duly signed, a certified 
copy of any license, regulation or order. Such copy shall be prima 
facie evidence of the fact of the issuance of such license, regulation 
or order in any court or proceeding. 


SECTION 11. Advertising.—No licensee or other person subject 
to this act shall advertise, display, distribute, broadcast, televise or 
cause or permit to be advertised, displayed, distributed, broadcast 
or televised in any manner whatsoever, any false, misleading or de- 
ceptive statement or representation with regard to the rates, terms 
or conditions for loans. The board may require that charges or 
rates, if stated by a licensee, be stated fully and clearly in such man- 
ner as it may deem necessary to prevent misunderstanding thereof 
by prospective borrowers. The board may permit licensees to refer 
to their advertising to the fact that their business is under state 
supervision, subject to conditions imposed by it to prevent an er- 
roneous impression as to the scope or degree of protection provided by 
this act. 


SECTION 12. Business not to be conducted in same place as 
certain other businesses—loans to be made under name of licen- 
see.—(a) No licensee shall conduct the business of making loans. 
under this act within any office, room or place of business in which 
any other business is solicited or engaged in, or in association or 
conjunction therewith, if the board shall find, after a hearing, that the 
conduct of such business by the licensee concealed evasions of this 
act or of the rules and regulations made hereunder, and shall order 
such licensee in writing to desist from such conduct. 

(b) No licensee shall make any loan provided for by this act under 
any name other than that stated in the license.

SECTION 13. Loans—charges—computations—weekly charges 
permitted—loans not to be split—penalty for additional charges. 
—(a) A license hereunder may lend any sum of money or credit or 
both, by cash advance in the amount of two hundred dollars or less, 
with or without security, and may aggregate the cash advance, the in- 
terest provided for in paragraph (1) and the initial charge provided 
for in paragraph (2) at the date of the loan for the entire period of the 
loan and then divide the amount thus aggregated by the number of the 
monthly payment periods contracted for to determine the amount of 
each substantially equal periodic installment, not including the monthly 
or weekly charge provided for in paragraph (3) or subsection (c) 
below. 

Such licensee may : 

(1) Charge, contract for and collect interest in an amount not in 
excess of six dollars per one hundred dollars of the amount of the 
loan if the loan is repayable over a period of one year and at that 
rate for greater or lesser periods of time or for greater or lesser 
amounts. 

(2) Charge, contract for and collect, at the time of the making 
of any loan, an initial charge in such an amount as may be agreed 
upon in writing with the borrower, but not to exceed six per cent 
of the cash advance, for the expenses then or theretofore incurred 
and the services then or theretofore rendered by the lender incident 
to the said loan or the security therefor, such as investigating the 
moral and financial standing of the borrower, investigating the secur- 
ity, title and similar investigations and for closing the loan, including 
any and all expenses incurred or services rendered at the request 
of the borrower or on his behalf, in connection with the loan, provided 
such initial charge shall not be contracted for, collected or received 
on any renewal or other loan made to the same borrower more often 
than once in an eight-week period for a loan in excess of twenty 
‘dollars; provided, however, that upon any loan made to such a bor- 
rower of a sum in excess of the amount on which such initial charge 
may have been paid within the preceding sixty days, then such initial 
charge may be contracted for, collected or received on such excess. 

(3) Charge, contract for and collect on and after the date in each 
succeeding month corresponding to the date of making and granting 
the loan for each elapsed month, a monthly charge in such amount 
as'may be agreed upon in writing with the borrower for expenses 
or the fair and reasonable value of service subsequent to the making 
of the loan arising out of or deemed probable by the parties to arise 
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out of the agreement to repay in a series of installments, the default 
of the borrower, or in connection with such loan, the security therefor 
or the collection thereof or any part thereof, or the facilitation of such 
collection and for analyzing and readjusting the budget of the bor- 
rower, provided such monthly charge shall not be in excess of one 
dollar and seventy-five cents per month. 


(b) All loans governed by this act shall mature within twenty- 
four months from the date of the loan contract and in no event shall 
the amount of each monthly installment, exclusive of the monthly 
charge, be less than ten dollars. 

Any balance to become payable under any loan contract made under 
the provisions of this act may be repaid in full prior to maturity. 
When such balance is so repaid before maturity, whether by pay- 
ment in cash, a new loan, renewal or otherwise, the unearned portion 
of the interest shall be refunded or credited to the borrower. The 
amount of the refund credit shall represent at least as great a pro- 
portion of the total interest as the sum of the periodical time balances 
after the date of prepayment bears to the sum of all periodical time 
balances under the schedule of payments in the loan contract. 

(c) On loans where the cash advance is in the amount of one 
hundred dollars or less, a licensee may contract for a weekly in- 
stallment schedule in lieu of the monthly installment schedule pro- 
vided in subsection (a) and may determine the amount of each, 
substantially equal periodic installment provided for in subsection 
(a) by dividing the amounts aggregated according to said subsection 
(a) by the number of weekly payment periods contracted for, and 
may contract for, collect and receive in lieu of the monthly charge 
provided for in paragraph (3) of subsection (a) a weekly charge for 
each elapsed week in an amount not in excess of forty-five cents per . 
week. In no event shall the amount of each weekly installment, exclu- 
sive of the weekly charge, be less than two dollars and fifty cents. 

(d) No licensee shall induce or permit any person, nor any 
husband and wife, jointly or severally, to become obligated directly 
or contingently, or both, under more than one contract of loan at the 
same time, for the purpose of or with the result of obtaining a higher 
rate of interest or greater charge than would otherwise be permitted 
by this act. 

(e) In addition to the interest, charges and fees provided for 
by this act, no further or other amount whatsoever shall be directly 
or indirectly charged, contracted for, or received, except that a licensee 
hereunder may, if agreed to in writing, contract for, impose and 
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collect a delinquent charge of five cents per dollar for each full 
dollar of an installment which is delinquent for five or more days, 
which charge may be imposed only once on each delinquent install- 
‘ment. However, such restriction shall not apply to the actual fees 
paid a public official or agency of a state for filing, recording or 
releasing any instrument securing the loan, or actual and reason- 
able attorney fees as determined by the court in which suit is filed 
and court costs incurred in the collection in default, or to the actual 
and reasonable expenses of repossession, storing and selling of any 
property pledged as security on any contract in default or insur- 
ance premiums or identifiable charges for group insurance autho- 
rized in Section 15 of this act. If any amount in excess of the 
charges permitted by this act is charged, contracted for, or re- 
ceived, except as the result of an accidental or bona fide error, the 
contract of loan shall be void, and the licensee shall have no right 
to collect or receive any principal, interest, charges or recompense 
whatsoever; and the licensee and the several members, officers, di- 
rectors and agents thereof who shall have participated in such viola- 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred and 
not less than two hundred dollars or not less than thirty days or 
more than six months. : 


SECTION 14. Loans—payments—collateral_—(a) At the time of 
making any loan the licensee shall deliver to the customer a copy of 
the legal instrument evidencing the obligation, which shall disclose 
the full details of the transaction. 

(b) For each payment in cash made on any loan the licensee shall 
furnish a full and complete receipt. 

(c) Upon payment of any loan in full the licensee shall return 
to the customer, marked “paid”, the note or other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the loan and the security signed by any obligor and 
‘release any mortgage, restore any pledge and cancel and return any 
‘note and any assignment given to the licensee. 

(d) No licensee shall take any obligation evidencing a loan which 
does not disclose the amount of the loan, a schedule of the payments, 
the amount of the interest, charges, and amounts disbursed for the 
account of the borrower, nor shall the licensee take any instrument 
in which the blanks are left to be filled in after execution. 

(e) No licensee shall take any chattel mortgage or other lien on 
household furniture then in possession and use of the obligor unless 
it is in writing and signed by the obligor, and in case of a married 
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obligor, unless given with the consent of the spouse and such consent 
shall be evidenced by the spouse in the mortgage or other lien by 
the signing of his or her name thereto. The written consent shall 
not be required when husband and wife have been living separate 
and apart for a period of at least five months prior to the making of 
such mortgage or when such spouse is legally incompetent. 


. SECTION 15. Insurance.—Subject to the conditions provided in 
this section and notwithstanding any other provisions of this act, 
reasonable insurance may be sold to and required of the borrower 
for insuring ‘personal property securing a loan and for insuring the 
life and earning capacity of one party obligated on a loan. 

Property insurance shall be in an amount not to exceed the rea- 
sonable value of the property insured and for the customary term 
approximating the term of the loan contract. It shall be optional with 
the borrower to obtain such insurance in an amount greater than 
the amount of the loan or for a longer term. 

Life insurance shall be in an amount not to exceed the approximate 
amount of the loan and for a term not exceeding the approximate 
term of the loan contract; accident and health insurance shall pro- 
vide for periodic benefits which shall not exceed an amount which 
approximately equals the amount of each periodic installment pay- 
ment to be made under the loan contract; provided, however, that 
whenever a loan is discharged, or a new policy or policies of in- 
surance are issued, the life and/or accident and health insurance on 
such prior obligation shall be cancelled and the unearned portion of 
the insurance premium or premiums, or identifiable charge, shall 
be refunded to the borrower. 

All insurance sold or provided pursuant to this section shall bear 
a reasonable and bona fide relation to the existing hazard or risk of 
loss and shall be written by an agent or agency licensed in this State 
and by an insurance company authorized to conduct such business 
in this State. A licensee shall not require the purchasing of insurance 
from the licensee or any employee, affiliate, or associate of the licensee, 
as a condition precedent to the making of a loan and shall not decline 
existing insurance where such insurance is provided by an insurance 
company authorized to conduct such business in this State. 

The licensee shall within thirty days after the loan is made, deliver 
to the borrower, or if more than one, to one of them, a policy or 
certificate of insurance covering any insurance procured by or through 
the licensee or any employee, affiliate or associate of the licensee, 
which shall set forth the amount of any premium or identifiable 
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charge which the borrower ‘has paid or-is obligated to pay, the amount 
of insurance, the term of insurance, and a complete description of the 
risks insured. Such policy or certificate may contain a mortgage clause 
or other appropriate provisions to protect the insurable interest of 
the licensee. ; 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this act, any gain or ad- 
vantages in the form of commission, dividend, identifiable charge or 
otherwise, to the licensees or to any employee, affiliate or associate | 
of the licensee from such insurance or its sale shall not be deemed to 
be additional or further interest or charge in connection with such a 
loan. 


SECTION 16. No power of attorney or confession of judgment 
to be had.—No licensee shall take any confession of judgment or 
permit any borrower to execute a power of attorney in favor of any 
‘licensee or in favor of any third person to confess judgment or to 
appear for the borrower in any judicial proceeding and any such 
confession of judgment or power of attorney to confess judgment shall 
be absolutely void. 


SECTION 17. Loans in excess of two hundred dollars.—If a 
licensee makes a cash advance in excess of two hundred dollars, he 
may contract for, collect and receive interest and charges prescribed in 
subsection (a) of Section 13 on that part of the cash advance not in 
excess of two hundred dollars. On such portion of the cash advance in 
excess of two hundred dollars a licensee may charge, contract for and 
receive interest and charges in an amount not to exceed seven dollars 
per one hundred dollars of such additional cash advance where the 
loan is payable over a period of one year and proportionately at that 
rate for greater or lesser periods of time, or for greater or lesser 
amounts. Such interest and charges must be aggregated by adding 
them to the cash advance and dividing the total thereof by the number 
of monthly payment periods contracted for to determine the amount 
of each substantially equal monthly installment. Insurance written in 
connection with loans in excess of two hundred dollars shall be 
written according to the conditions and limitations prescribed in 
Section 15. 

In addition to the above, a licensee shall not contract for, or re- 
ceive directly or indirectly any further interest, charges, or compensa- 
tion on loans in excess of two hundred.dollars, except as prescribed 
in subsection (e) of Section 13. 
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SECTION 18. Petitions for judicial review—(a) Any order or 
decision made, issued or executed by the board or its deputies, shall be 
subject to review by the Circuit Court on petition by any person ag- 
“grieved if the petition is filed within thirty days from the date of the 
delivery of a copy of the order or decision made by the board upon 
such person. A copy of such petition for review as filed with and certi- 
fied by the clerk of court shall be served upon the board within five 
days after its filing. If the petition for review is not filed within thirty 
days, the parties aggrieved shall be deemed to have waived the right 
to have the merits of the order or decision reviewed and there shall 
be no trial of the merits thereof by any court to which application 
may be made by petition or otherwise, to enforce or restrain the 
enforcement of same. 

(b) The board shall within thirty days, unless the time is ex- 
tended by an order of the court, after the service of the copy of the 
petition for review upon it or its deputy, prepare and file with the 
clerk of the court a complete transcript of the record of the hearing, 
if any, and a true copy of the order or decision duly certified. The 
‘case shall be heard by the court as a civil case upon such transcript 
‘of the record and it shall be the duty of the court to hear and deter- 
‘mine the petition with all convenient speed. If, on the hearing before 
‘the court, it shall appear that the record filed by the board is incom- 
plete, the court may by appropriate order direct the board to certify 
‘any and all parts of the record so omitted. 

(c) The court shall have jurisdiction to review the facts and the 
law and to affirm, modify or to set aside the order or decision of the 
‘board and to restrain the enforcement thereof. Appeals from all final 
orders and judgments entered by the Circuit Court in reviewing the 
orders and decisions of the board may be taken to the Supreme Court 
‘by any party to the action as in other civil cases. 

The commencement of proceedings under this section shall not 
‘operate as a stay of the board’s order or decision unless ordered by 
the court. 


SECTION 19. Disposition of Fees.—All license fees, investiga- 
‘tion fees, and other funds collected by the board under the terms of 
this act, shall be paid over to the State Treasurer, and shall be used 
to defray costs of administering this act, including salaries of as- 
‘sistant examiners and other clerical help found necessary and neces- 
‘sary travel expense and subsistence. ‘ 


SECTION 20. Board to appoint personnel.—The board is autho- 
tized to designate or appoint a chief administrative officer and such 
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other personnel as it deems necessary to perform the duties and exer- 
cise the powers herein conferred. The chief administrative officer and 
all other personnel shall serve at the pleasure of the board. 


SECTION 21. Act may be modified to effect certain license 
cancellations—not to‘ affect prior obligations—(a) This act or 
any part thereof may be modified, amended or repealed so as to 
effect a cancellation or alteration of any license or right of a li- 
censee hereunder, provided, that such cancellation or alteration shall 
not impair or affect the obligations of any pre-existing lawful con- 
tract between any licensee and any obligor. 

(b) Nothing contained herein shall be so construed as to impair 
or affect the obligation of any contract of loan between any lender 
and any borrower which was entered into prior to the effective date 
of this act. 


SECTION 22. Saving clause.—If any provision of this act, or the 
application of such provision to any person or circumstances, shall be 
held invalid, the remainder of the act, and the application of such 
provision to person or circumstances other than those to which it is 
held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 


SECTION 23. Penalties—Any person who wilfully violates any 
provision of this act for which a penalty has not been provided shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not more than one 
thousand dollars nor less than one hundred dollars, in the discretion 
of the court. 


SECTION 24. Repeal—Act No. 834 of 1956, repealed. Act No. 
834 of the Acts of 1956 and all other acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 25. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Section 6 of Act 272 of 1955, amended—require- 
ments for licensing embalmers and funeral directors.—Act No. 
272 of the Acts of 1955 is amended in Section 6 by striking out 
the following in lines 2 and 3 of the first paragraph of the section: 
“a resident of South Carolina’, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: “a resident of South Carolina for at least one year”; and. 
in line 2 of the second paragraph of Section 6 by striking out the 
words “a resident of South Carolina”, and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words “a resident of South Carolina for at least one year”; and 
by changing the period at the end of the first sentence in the last 
paragraph of Section 6 to a comma and adding the following: “and 
the resident requirement of at least one year for a licensed embalmer:

prescribed by the Board of his qualifications and skill in embalming. 
Provided, however, that any person holding a valid embalmer’s. 
license in another state or territory which has been in effect con- 
tinuously for five years or more, shall not be required to serve an 
apprenticeship to qualify for examination before the Board. 

“No person shall be issued a license as a funeral director unless 
he is at least twenty-one years of age; a resident of South Carolina 
for at least one year; a citizen of the United States; of good moral 
character, as evidenced by at least two affidavits to that effect; 
possessed of a high school education or not less than sixteen Carnegie 
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units or the equivalent thereof (the equivalence to be determined by 
the Board in its discretion) ; has completed a minimum of twelve 
months of service as an apprentice funeral director under the 
direct supervision of a licensed funeral director actively engaged 
in the practice of funeral directing in this State; and has passed 
to the satisfaction of the Board an examination as prescribed by the 
Board of his qualifications and skill as a funeral director. Provided, 
however, that any person holding a valid funeral director’s license 
in another state or territory which has been in effect continuously 
for five years or more shall not be required to serve an apprenticeship 
to qualify for examination before the Board; and provided, further, 
that any person who, upon the effective date of this act, is actively 
engaged, either as owner or operator, in the practice of funeral 
directing, or is employed in the capacity of directing funerals in this 

. State, shall be entitled, upon satisfactory proof of those facts, to 
a license as funeral director without examination, if application for 
such license is made within six months after the effective date of 
this act; and provided, further, that any person, who, upon the 
effective date of this act, is a duly licensed embalmer under the laws 
of this State shall be entitled to a license as funeral director without 
apprenticeship and without examination, if application for such 
license is made within six months from the effective date of this 
act. 

“Provided, further, that any person enrolled in a school of em- 
balming on the effective date of this act, or registered as an em- 
balmer’s apprentice for the purpose of qualifying for an embalmer’s 
license under the law in effect’ prior to the passage of this act, shall 
be eligible to apply for an embalmer’s license and to take the ex- 
amination for embalmers without compliance with any of the other 
requirements of this act more stringent than those in effect mnder 
the laws heretofore existing. 

“Provided, further, that any licensed embalmer, qualified to em- 
balm under the laws of another state, who has held a valid license of 
such state for a period of at least five years, shall be authorized to 
practice embalming in this State, upon application and approval 
thereof and under the supervision and guidance of a funeral director 
duly licensed under the laws of South- Carolina, and the resident 
requirement of at least one year for a licensed embalmer shall not 
apply. Such embalmer shall be required to purchase the regular 
prescribed license set forth in this act. The State Board of Funeral 
Service shall have the authority to suspend such license upon request 
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of the respective funeral director having supervision and guidance 
over such licensee, or upon its own right on the grounds as defined in 
Section 8 of this act.”

Sound.—It shall be unlawful to trawl at any time in that area of 
Calibogue Sound beginning at a proposed Marker (SC 1) at Lati- 
tude 32-07.1 N and Longitude 80-50.4 W.; thence in a generally 
Northernly direction to Flashing Buoy No. 32; thence continuing 
199° true to a point at the mouth of the Western bank of Bryan 
Creek (excluding Bryan’s Creek) ; thence turning and running 90° 
true to Flashing Light No. 31; thence in a Southwesterly direction

An Act To Amend Act No. 902 Of The Acts Of 1956, Relating 
To Rules And Regulations For Building Construction In Cer- 
tain Counties, So As To Further Define Such Rules And Regu- 
lations. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 902 of 1956, amended—certain 
counties may regulate construction of buildings, electrical work 
and licensing of contractors.—Section 1 of Act 902 of the Acts of 
1956, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The governing body of each county in this State en- 
compassing a land area of more than eight hundred square miles and 
containing a city having a population of more than seventy thou- 
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sand, according to the most recent official United States Census, 
may determine those areas or sections in the county lying outside 
of the limits, of incorporated municipalities which, by reason of 
density of settlement or population, or urban growth and develop- 
ment, residential, commercial, business, or industrial, shall come 
within the purview of those rules and regulations for, (a) the con- 
struction, alteration or repair of all buildings and structures of 
every kind, (b) the installation of electrical wiring and appliances 
in such buildings, and (c) the licensing on the basis of their quali- 
fications, competence and performance record, of all contractors en- 
gaged in the construction, alteration or repair of such buildings, and 
all electrical contractors engaged in the installation of electrical wir- 
ing and appliances in such buildings, in such areas or sections as 
the governing body of the county may issue and which are neces- 
sary for the protection of public health and safety. The governing 
body may, either by resolution or ordinance, provide and prescribe 
reasonable rules and regulations for, (a) the construction, alteration 
or repair of all buildings and structures of every kind, (b) the in- 
stallation of electrical wiring and appliances in such buildings, and 
(c) the licensing on the basis of their qualifications, competence and 
performance record, of all contractors engaged in the construction, 
alteration or repair of such buildings, and all electrical contractors 
engaged in the installation of electrical wiring and appliances in 
such buildings, in any such area or section which the governing 
body shall deem to be necessary or proper for the protection of 
public health and safety in any such area or section.” 


SECTION 2. Section 2 of Act 902 of 1956, amended—licenses 
not required for certain persons.—Section 2 of Act No. 902 of the 
Acts of 1956 is amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 

“Provided, however, that no rule or regulation shall require a 
license for, or prohibit, the performance of any kind of construction, 
alteration, repair, electrical wiring installation or other work upon 
any property, by the owner thereof, or (a) by employees of the 
owner or members of the family of the owner; or (b) by or for 
public utility corporations subject to regulation by the duly con- 
stituted authorities of the: Public Service Commission and where 
such property is required as a part of the plant of any such cor- 
poration and is so utilized in rendering its service to the public.”

An Act To Amend Sections 23-163 And 47-1543, Code Of Laws 
Of South Carolina, 1952, Relating To Wards In The City Of 
Charleston And Polling Precincts And Voting Places In Charles- 
ton County, So As To Redefine Such Wards, Polling Precincts 
And Voting Places, And To Repeal Acts Of 1957 Bearing Rati- 
fication No. 258 And No. 158, Relating To Voting Precincts In 
St. Andrews Parish And Moultrieville In Charleston County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 23-163, 1952 Code, amended—names of 
voting precincts in Charleston County.—Section 23-163, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 23-163. In Charleston County, outside the corporate 
limits of the City of Charleston, there shall be voting places as fol- 
lows: At or near the intersection of King’s Highway road and Folly 
Beach road on James Island; Folly Beach; Sullivan’s Island; Mc- 
Clellanville ; at or near Awendaw Bridge, in the parish of St. James 
Santee; Mount Pleasant, in Christ Church Parish; Agricultural 
Hall on John’s Island; Bogles on Wadmalaw Island; high school 
auditorium on Edisto Island; at or near North Charleston school 
building; in St. Andrews Parish, Precinct No. 1, to include all that 
area of the Parish lying south of U. S. Highway No. 17 and east 
of the Harrison Farm Road, with a poll at or near the St. Andrews 
Elementary School; in St. Andrews Parish, Precinct No. 2, to in- 
clude all that area of the Parish lying north of U. S. Highway No. 17 
and east of a line running north from Highway No. 17 along Mag- 
nolia Road to S. C. Highway No. 61, along S. C. Highway No. 61 
to the Old Town Road, along the Old Town Road to S. C. High- 
way No. 171, along S. C. Highway No. 171 to S. C. Highway No. 
7, and along S. C. Highway No. 7 to the Ashley River, with a poll 
at or near the Albemarle Elementary School; in St. Andrews 
Parish, Precinct No. 3, to include all that area of the Parish lying 
south of U. S. Highway No. 17 and west of the Harrison Farm 
Road, and including Edgewater Park, with a poll at or near the 
Stono Park Elementary School; in St. Andrews Parish, Precinct

Andrews High School; in Meggetts, at or near the school building ;

Lemacks; in Ravenel, at or near the school building; in Ladson, at 
or near the intersection of the Ladson road with State Highway No. 
2; at Midland Park; a voting place to be known as Garden-Kiawah, 
at or in the vicinity of Rutledge Avenue and Heriot Street, includ- 
ing all that area bounded on the north by the south side of Heriot 
Street and its line of prolongation to the Cooper River, on the west 
by the Ashley River and the right of way of the Ashley River and 
on the south by the north side of Mt. Pleasant Street and its line 
of prolongation to the Cooper and Ashley Rivers; at or near Chicora 
High School bounded as follows: on the south by the north side of 
Heriot Street and its line of prolongation eastward to the Cooper 
River, on the east by the Cooper River, on the west by the Ashley 
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River and the right of way of the main line of the Southern Rail- 
road, on the north by that part of the spur railroad track immediately 
north of Pinehaven Sanatorium and lying east of the right of way 
of the Southern Railroad and running from the right of way of the 
Southern Railroad to the Charleston Navy Yard and Oconee and 
Pickens Streets west of the Southern Railroad right of way; at or 
near the Dorchester-Waylyn Grammar School embracing the area 
bounded as follows: on the north by the right of way of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad (Main track-Bennett yards), on the east by 
the right of way of the Southern Railroad, on the west by the Ash- 
ley River and on the south by Oconee and Pickens Streets; and on 
the Isle of Palms embracing the geographic area of the Isle of Palms. 

The voting precincts in Charleston County within the limits of 
the City of Charleston shall conform to the wards in which the City 
of Charleston is by law divided, and registration and voting pre- 
cincts are hereby established therein as follows: 

The first precinct of Ward One shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying east of a line running from Broad Street southward 
through Church Street to Water Street, thence westward through 
Water Street to Meeting Street, and thence southward through 
Meeting Street and an imaginary extension thereof to the Ashley 
River; and the second precinct of Ward One shall embrace all that 
portion of the ward lying west of the said line. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward One shall be located 
at or near the East Bay Street Playground. 

The first precinct of Ward Two shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying east of a line beginning at Broad Street and run- 
ning southward through Logan Street to Tradd Street, thence west- 
ward through Tradd Street to Council Street, thence southward 
through Council Street to the Ashley River; and the second pre- 
cinct of Ward Two shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying 
west of the said line. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Two shall be lo- 
cated at or near the Murray Vocational School. 

The first precinct of Ward Three shall embrace all that portion 
of the ward lying east of a line beginning at Hasell Street and run- 
ning southward through Maiden Lane to Pinckney Street, thence 
eastward through Pinckney Street to Church Street, thence south- 
ward through Church Street to Broad Street; and the second pre- 
cinct of Ward Three shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying 
west of the said line. ; 
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The voting places for both precincts of Ward Three shall be lo- 
cated at or near the City Market. 

The first precinct of Ward Four shall embrace all that portion 
of the ward lying east of a line beginning at Wentworth Street and 
running southward through Coming Street to Beaufain Street, 
thence westward through Beaufain Street to Wilson Street, thence 
southward through Wilson and Franklin Streets to Broad Street ; and 
the second precinct of Ward Four shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying west of the said line. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Four shall be lo- 
cated at or near the southwest corner of Legare and Queen Streets. 

The first precinct of Ward Five shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying east of Anson Street; and the second precinct of 
Ward Five shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying west 
of Anson Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Five shall be lo- 
cated at or near Buist School. 

The first precinct of Ward Six shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying east of Smith Street; and the second precinct of 
Ward Six shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying west of 
Smith Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Six shall be located 
at or near the southwest corner of George and St. Phillip Streets. 

The first precinct of Ward Seven shall embrace all that portion 
of the ward lying east of Elizabeth Street; and the second precinct 
of Ward Seven shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying west 
of Elizabeth Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Seven shall be Jo- 
cated at or near the Courtenay School. 

The first precinct of Ward Eight shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying east of Smith Street; and the second precinct of 
Ward Eight shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying west 
of Smith Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Eight shall be lo- 
cated at or near the High School of Charleston. 

The first precinct of Ward Nine shall embrace all that portion of 
the ward lying south of Columbus Street; and the second precinct 
of Ward Nine shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying north 
of Columbus Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Nine shall be lo- 
cated at or near East Bay Elementary School. 
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The first precinct of Ward Ten shall embrace all that portion of 

the ward lying south of Lee Street and an imaginary line extending - 
Lee Street westward to King Street; and the second precinct of 

Ward Ten shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying north 
“of Lee Street and an imaginary line extending Lee Street west- 

ward to King Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Ten shall be located 
at or near Rivers High School. 

The first precinct of Ward Eleven shall embrace all that portion 
of the ward lying south of Fishburne Street; and the second pre- 
cinct of Ward Eleven shall embrace all that portion of the ward 
lying north of Fishburne Street. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Eleven shall be lo- 
cated at or near James Simons School. 

The first precinct of Ward Twelve shall embrace all that portion 
of the ward lying east of a line beginning at the northern boundary 
line of the City of Charleston and running southward through Hes- 
ter Street and an imaginary line extending Hester Street to Simons 
Street, thence westward through Simons Street to Tenth Avenue, 
thence southward through Tenth Avenue to Hampton Park, thence 
across Hampton Park to President Street, thence southward through 
President Street to Bee Street; and the second precinct of Ward 
Twelve shall embrace all that portion of the ward lying west of the 
said line. 

The voting places for both precincts of Ward Twelve shall be 
located at or near Burke High School.” 


SECTION 2. Section 47-1543, 1952 Code, amended—number 
and designation of wards for City of Charleston.—Section 47- 
1543, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Section 47-1543. The City of Charleston is divided into twelve © 
wards bounded and described as follows; Ward One shall be 
bounded on the north by a line running from King Street east- 
ward through Broad Street to East Bay Street, thence southward 
through East Bay Street to Exchange Street, thence eastward 
through Exchange Street to the Cooper River; on the east by the 
Cooper River; on the south by the Ashley River; and on the west ~ 
by King Street. ; 

Ward Two shall be bounded on the north by Broad Street; on 
the east by King Street; on the south and west by the Ashley . 
River. 
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Ward Three shall be bounded on the north by Hasell Street; on 
theseast by the Cooper River; on the south by a line beginning at 
King Street and running eastward through Broad Street to East 
Bay Street, thence southward through East Bay Street to Ex- 
change Street, thence eastward through Exchange Street to the 
Cooper River; and on the west by King Street. 

Ward Four shall be bounded on the north by Wentworth Street ; 
on the east by King Street; on the south by Broad Street; on the 
west by the Ashley River. 

Ward Five shall be bounded on the north by Calhoun Street; on 
the east by the Cooper River; on the south by Hasell Street; and on 
the west by King Street. 

Ward Six shall be bounded on the north by Calhoun Street; on 
the east by King Street; on the south by Wentworth Street; and 
on the west by the Ashley River. 

Ward Seven shall be bounded on the north by Mary Street and 
an imaginary line extending Mary- Street eastward to the Cooper 
River; on the east by the Cooper River; on the south by Calhoun 
Street; and on the west by King Street. 

Ward Eight shall be bounded on the north by a line beginning 
on the shores of the Ashley River and running eastward through 
Bee Street to Rutledge Avenue, thence southward through Rutledge 
Avenue to Radcliffe Street, thence eastward through Radcliffe Street 
to King Street ; on the east by King Street; on the south by Calhoun 
Street ; and on the west by the Ashley River. 

Ward Nine shall be bounded on the north by the northern bound- 
ary line of the City of Charleston; on the east by the Cooper River; 
on the south by Mary Street and an imaginary line extending Mary 
Street eastward to the Cooper River; and on the west by a line

Ward Ten shall be bounded on the north by the northern bound- 
ary line of the City of Charleston; on the east by a line beginning 
at Mary Street and running northward through Nassau Street to 
Amherst Street, thence eastward through Amherst Street to Han- 
over Street and an imaginary line extending Hanover Street to the 
northern boundary line of the City of Charleston; on the south by 
“Mary Street; and on the west by King Street. 
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Ward Eleven shall be bounded on the north by the northern 
boundary line of the City of Charleston; on the east by King Street ; 
on the south by Radcliffe Street; and on the west by Rutledge 
Avenue. 

Ward Twelve shall be bounded on the north by the northern 
boundary line of the City of Charleston; on the east by Rutledge 
Avenue; on the south by Bee Street and an imaginary line extend- 
ing Bee Street westward to the shores of the Ashley River; and on 
the west by the Ashley River. ; 

Whenever a street or a line running through a street is the bound- 
ary line of a ward or the division line between precincts, the bound- 
ary or division line shall be the center line of such street.” 


SECTION 3. Repeal—Acts 109 and 174 of 1957, repealed.—Acts 
of 1957 Bearing Ratification No. 258 and No. 158, and all other acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are repealed.

An Act To Require Certain Persons Soliciting Membership In 
An Organization Among The Residents Of Lee County To Ob- 
tain Permits For Soliciting And To Provide A Penalty For Vio- 
lation Thereof. , 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in Lee 
County to obtain permits.—Before any person in Lee County, who 
receives a fee for soliciting memberships or who is a salaried employee 
of or an officer in the organization, for which membership is solicited, 
shall solicit membership, in any organization, union or society which 
requires from its members the payment of membership fees or dues 
or assesses its members, such person shall first obtain a permit in 
writing from the clerk and a majority of the county commissioners 
of Lee County to do such soliciting. Any person making applica- 
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tion for a permit, as required by this act, must have been a resident 
of Lee County for a period of one year immediately preceding the 
date of the application. 


SECTION 2. Application for permit—The permit, provided for 
herein, shall be issued and signed by the clerk and a majority of the 
county commissioners upon application being made to them, in writ- 
ing, by the person desiring to solicit members in such organizations. 
The application shall give the name and nature of such organization 
for which the applicant desires to solicit members, whether such or- 
ganization is incorporated or unincorporated, the location of its prin- 
cipal office and place of business and names of its officers, along with 
the date of its organization and its assets and liabilities. Such applica- 
tion shall further contain the age and residence of the applicant in- 
cluding places of residence of the applicant for the past ten years, as 
well as the business or profession in which such applicant has been en- 
gaged during such times and shall furnish at least three persons as 
reference to the applicant’s character. The application shall also 
furnish the information as to whether the applicant is a salaried em- 
ployee of the organization for which he is soliciting members, and 
what compensation, if any, he receives for obtaining members. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by the applicant on forms provided by the county commissioners and 
the permit issued thereunder shall be kept on the person of the appli- 
cant at all times while engaged in the solicitation of membership, 
and shall be effective from the date specified therein for a period 
of sixty days thence ensuing, after which time the permit must be 
renewed if so desired by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. Permits may be revoked or denied.—The county 
commissioners shall have the power to revoke any permit upon the 
showing of false statements made by the applicant in obtaining such 
permit or for any good and sufficient cause found by the county com- 
missioners to exist. The county commissioners shall have the power 
to refuse to issue any permit for any just reason and for the peace 
and good order of the residents of Lee County; provided, however, 
that should the clerk and a majority of the county commissioners re- 
fuse to issue a permit or should revoke a permit previously issued, 
the applicant or holder of the permit shall have the right and priv- 
ilege of appealing the decision of the clerk and county commissioners 
to the Court of Common Pleas for Lee County. 
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SECTION 5. Penalties—Any person, within the purview of this 
act, who shall solicit members for any organization from among the 
residents of Lee County, or persons within Lee County, without first 
obtaining a permit as provided herein, or who shall knowingly give 
false information in any application for a permit as required here- 
in shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars 
or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. Each instance of solicitation without the re- 
quired permit shall be considered a separate offense. 


SECTION 6. Not to affect certain organizations—Nothing in 
this act shall be construed so as to affect an organization limiting its 
membership to one hazardous occupation. , 


SECTION 7. Repeal—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Require Certain Persons Soliciting Membership In

To Obtain Permits For Soliciting And To Provide A Penalty 
For Violation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in Wil- 
liamsburg County to obtain permits.—Before any person shall so- 
licit membership in Williamsburg County for’ any organization, 
union or society of any sort which requires from its members the 
payment of membership fees, dues or is entitled to make assessments 
against its members, if such person is a salaried employee or officer of 
the organization for which membership is solicited, or receives a fee 
of any sort for such solicitation, such person shall obtain a permit 
in writing, from the supervisor and the county commissioners of 
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Williamsburg County, to solicit members in such organization from 
among the residents of Williamsburg County. 


SECTION 2. Application for permit—The permit, provided for 
herein, shall be issued by the supervisor and county commissioners 
upon application being made to them, in writing, by the person, de- 
siring to solicit members in such organizations. The application shall 
give the name and nature of such organization for which the appli- 
cant desires to solicit members, whether such organization is in- 
corporated or unincorporated, the location of its principal office and 
place of business and names of its officers, along with the date of its 
organization and its assets and liabilities. Such application shall fur- 
ther contain the age and residence of the applicant including places 
of residence of the applicant for the past ten years, as well as the 
business or profession in which such applicant has been engaged dur- 
ing such times and shall furnish at least three persons as reference 
to the applicant’s character. The application shall also furnish the in- 
formation as to whether the applicant is a salaried employee of the 
organization for which he is soliciting members, and what compensa- 
tion, if any, he receives for obtaining members. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by the applicant on forms provided by the supervisor and county com- 
missioners and the permit issued thereunder shall be kept on the 
person of the applicant at all times while engaged in the solicitation 
of membership, and shall be effective from the date specified therein 
for a period of sixty days thence ensuing, after which time the permit 
must be renewed if so desired by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. Permits may be revoked or denied—The super-

for, Their Appointment, Powers, And Duties; And To Author-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. School District of Williamsburg County cre- 
ated—County Board to be governing body—members.—There 
is hereby created the School District of Williamsburg County, 
hereafter referred to as the “School District”, which shall be co- 
extensive in area with Williamsburg County. The governing 
body of the School District of Williamsburg County shall be the 
County Board of Education of Williamsburg County, hereafter re- 
ferred to as the “County Board”.

(6) Provide for a schedule of salaries to be paid teachers in the ~ 
schools of the county and revise such schedule when necessary, 

(7) Provide for special studies and surveys to be made for the 
accumulation of data incident to promoting improvements in the 
educational program of the schools of the county. 

(8) Designate the schools the various pupils shall attend under 
regulations as it shall prescribe. 

(9) Draw warrants upon school funds in the hands of the treas- 
urer for payment of services contracted for by the Board and for all 
other purposes authorized by law, provided, however, that no school 
warrants issued by the Board against any public school fund shall be 
paid by the treasurer or any other officer having custody of such 
fund until the warrant has been approved by the County Superintend- 

-ent of Education or by such person in the office of the County Super- 
intendent as may be designated by him in writing, provided the 
person designated shall have furnished good and sufficient bond pay- 
able to the county for the faithful performance of his duties in the 
sum of one thousand dollars or in the sum of the bond of the County 
Superintendent of Education, whichever is higher. 


SECTION 5. County Superintendent of Education—election— 
term—vacancies—powers and duties.—There shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of Williamsburg County a County Superin- 
tendent of Education, who shall hold his office for a term of four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualified.

Street That Lies Between Marion Street And Sumter Street 
In The City Of Columbia. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


PART I 
Maintenance and Operation of State Government 


SECTION 1 

For the fiscal year 1957-58, except as hereinafter specifically pro- 
vided, all general state revenues derived from taxation, licenses, fees 
or from any other source whatsoever, and all institutional and depart- 
mental revenues or collections, including income from taxes, licenses, 
fees, the sale of commodities and services, and income derived from 
any other departmental or institutional source or activity, shall be 
remitted to the State Treasurer, as collected when practicable, but at 
least on or before the last day of each month, for credit to the Gen- 
eral Fund of the State. Each institution, department or agency, in 
remitting such income to the State Treasurer, shall attach with each 
such remittance, a report or statement, showing in detail the sources 
from which such income was derived, and shall, at the same time, 
forward a copy of such report “or statement to the Comptroller 
General and the State Budget and Control Board. Provided, how- 
ever, That refunds of such collections by state institutions, when 
properly approved by the authorities of same, may be made before 
remittance to the State Treasurer, so that, to such extent, the re- 
mittances, and the accompanying report or statement, shall be 
on the basis of net income. Provided, further, That revenues derived 
from the General Retail Sales Tax, and the State’s portion of rev- 
nue derived from the Alcoholic Liquors Tax, shall be credited to a 
Special School Fund, and no payments shall be made from this fund 
except to cover appropriations herein made for the support of the 
public school system of the State, but any amount of such appro- 
priations in excess of revenues credited to the Special School Fund 
shall be paid from the General Fund of the State. 
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SECTION 2 


Subject to the terms and conditions of this Act, the sums of money 
provided herein, if so much be necessary, be, and the same are, hereby 
appropriated out of the State Treasury, to meet the ordinary operating 
expenses of the State Government applicable to the fiscal year 1957- 
58, and for such other purposes as may be hereinafter specifically 
designated.

Provided, That the Clerk of the House is authorized to have pre- 
pared a House Journal Index at a cost not to exceed Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars, and the Clerk of the Senate is authorized to 
have prepared a Senate Journal Index at a cost not to exceed Three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars, same to be paid from approved accounts ; 
Provided, Further, That the Comptroller General is authorized to 
honor warrants for operation of the offices of the Clerks of the House 
and Senate between sessions of the General Assembly on the approval 
of the Clerk of each House. Provided, Further, That appropriations 
for salaries under this section shall be paid at such intervals and 
in such amounts as may be determined by the presiding officer and/or 
Clerk of the respective branches of the General Assembly. Provided, 
Further, That the clerks of the respective legislative departments may 
pay laborers and porters for necessary work before the convening 
and after the adjournment of the General Assembly. Provided Fur- 
ther, That all supplies and equipment for use of the General Assembly 
shall be purchased only upon written authority of either the Clerk 
of the Senate, Clerk of the House or the Legislative Council for the 
respective branches of the General Assembly, and that a copy of 
such written authority shall be attached to all warrants in payment 
thereof before such warrants are honored by the Comptroller General. 
Provided, Further, That in the Senate, the Assistant Clerk, the Gen- 
eral Desk Clerk, the Bill Clerk, the Journal Clerk, the General Com- 
mittee Clerks, the Committee Sergeant, the Amendment Clerk, the 
Assistant Amendment Clerks, and the Attendants shall be appointed 
by the Clerk of the Senate. Provided, Further, That the Clerk of the 
Senate may employ two additional clerks for his office between 
sessions at a salary of $137.50 bi-weekly, the same to be paid from

approved accounts of the Senate. Provided, Further, That all em- 
ployees of the General Assembly, with the exceptions of the Clerk 
of the House, the Clerk of the Senate, and the Assistant Amendment 
Clerks and Attendants of the Senate, shall be paid for six (6) days of 
each week of the entire session. 


‘Provided, Further, That the Lieutenant Governor shall receive 
mileage as paid to members of the General Assembly during the ses- 
sions of the General Assembly. 

Provided, Further, That the Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House, and the Committee Sergeants of each House shall be paid 
for two (2) weeks before and two (2) weeks after the said session; 
the same to be paid from Approved Accounts of the respective Houses. 
Provided, Further, That the Clerks of the two (2) Houses are au- 
thorized to issue their warrants on Approved Accounts for necessary 
extra clerical services. Provided, Further, That necessary temporary 
clerical help for the Chairman of the Senate Finance and House Ways 
and Means Committees may be paid from Approved Accounts of 
the respective Houses upon recommendation of the Chairmen. Pro- 
vided, Further, That the Sergeants-at-Arms and Assistant Sergeants- 
at-Arms of the Senate and the House are authorized to make neces- 
sary repairs to the Senate Chamber and the Hall of the House of 
Representatives between the 1957 and 1958 sessions of the General 
Assembly, and shall be paid therefor their regular per diem allowance 
for necessary time, but not to exceed sixty (60) days each for the 
Assistant Sergeants-at-Arms, and no such repairs shall be made ex- 
cept with the approval of the presiding officer, Provided, That the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate shall keep the Hall of the Senate 
open to visitors every day between sessions, and he shall be paid 
his per diem for such services. Provided, Further, That the Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the House shall keep the Hall of the House open to 
visitors every day between sessions, and he shall remain on duty 
each day during the week from 9:00 A. M. to 5:00 P. M., except 
that on Saturdays he shall remain on duty from 9:00 A. M. to 1:00 
P. M., for which he shall be paid his regular per diem compensation. 
All such services rendered by the Sergeant-at-Arms shall be under 
the direction of the Presiding Officer of the House. Provided, Fur- 
ther, That the records accumulated by the Legislative Committee 
on State Employees shall be preserved and the procuring of such 
records shall be continued during the fiscal year 1957-58 in the Senate 
Finance Committee Room, for such future use as may develop there- 
for, the cost thereof to be paid from approved accounts of the Senate. 
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Provided, Further, That members of Legislative Committees shall 
be paid the regular per diem and expenses from Approved Accounts 
of the House which the respective committee members represent. 
Provided, Further, That the joint committee consisting of six mem- 
bers, three from the Senate and three from the House, created in 
the 1945 Deficiency Bill to investigate the feasibility of completing 
the State House according to the plans of the original architect, or 
according to plans which might be considered more suitable, is hereby 
increased to include the presiding officers of the two Houses, and 
the committee is authorized to continue such work. 

Provided, That the Legislative Council is authorized to employ 
additional stenographic or other help between sessions as the Council 
may deem necessary at such salary or salaries as the Council may set, 
to be paid from approved accounts. 

Provided, Further, That the Clerks of the two Houses of the 
General Assembly are hereby authorized and directed to have printed 
all State-wide Acts immediately after their approval by the Governor, 
and to place upon the desk of each member of the General Assembly, 
‘within one week after the approval date, a copy of said Acts, and to 
mail another copy to the home address of each member of the General 
Assembly, and three copies to each ‘Clerk of Court in the State, and 
to the head of each State department and Institution. Likewise, 
printed copies of local Acts approved by the Governor shall be fur- 
nished to the members of the Legislative Delegation from the County 
involved. The Secretary of State shall notify the respective Clerks 
immediately upon receipt of all Acts approved by the Governor and 
make such Acts available to them for proof reading. All expenses 
in connection with the distribution of said approved Acts shall be 
paid from Approved Accounts for special services for both Houses. 

_ Provided, Further, That copies of printed advance sheets of the 
Acts of the General Assembly shall be supplied to the County Clerks 
of Court and County Boards of Commissioners.

Provided, 
Further, That not more than one pension shall be allowed or paid 
after the death of a pensioner, the said amount after death being for 
the purpose of defraying the funeral expenses of the said pensioner, 
but such funeral expense shall not exceed the sum of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars. Provided, Further, That for the year 1957-58 
pensions shall be paid directly from the office of the Comptroller 
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General, in a single payment, and as early after the beginning of 
the fiscal year as may be practical. 

Provided, Further, The Comptroller General is hereby authorized 
to deputize any clerk or clerks in his employ to sign, in his stead, 
warrants drawn against the treasurer in payment of fixed appropriated 
items including salaries and other routine payments, or to employ 
the use of a mechanical signer, and the State Treasurer is hereby

State Highway Department 
For Operation, Maintenance and Con- 
struction ............... $49,360,000.00 


Provided, That the State Highway Department is hereby au- 
thorized to spend all cash balances brought forward from the previous 
year and all income including Federal Funds and proceeds from 
bond sales accruing to the State Highway Department, but in no 
case shall the expenditures of the State Highway Department exceed 
the amount of cash balances brought forward from the preceding 
year plus the amount of all income including Federal Funds and 
proceeds from bond sales. 


Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department, with the 
approval of the State Treasurer, is hereby authorized to set up with 
the State Treasurer such special funds out of State Highway funds 
as may be deemed advisable for proper accounting purposes. 


Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department is hereby 
authorized to provide reasonable aid or assistance to its regular 
employees in moving their personal effects from one town or place 
to another town or place where their headquarters are so moved in 
the course of the business of the Department. 


Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department is hereby 
authorized to secure bonds and insurance covering such activities of 
the Department as may be deemed proper and advisable, due con- 
sideration being given to the security offered and the service of 
claims. 
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Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department is hereby 
authorized to own and maintain roadside parks adjacent to State 
highways, provided that no State Highway funds shall be used for 
the acquisition of lands for such roadside parks, and Provided, 
Further, That this authorization shall not serve to broaden the 
liability of the State Highway Department for damages to persons 
or property to include any damages which may be suffered by any 
person, firm or corporation, occurring within such roadside parks 
or by reason of the ownership and maintenance of same by the State 
Highway Department. 

Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department may set 
aside and deposit in its name the sum of three hundred thousand 
dollars as a revolving fund, and all payments from such fund shall 
be restored to the fund by vouchers drawn on the Comptroller Gen- 
eral against the State Highway fund. 

Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department is au- 
thorized to pay the cost of lighting the Gervais Street Bridge, be- 
tween Columbia and West Columbia. 

Provided, Further, That the State Highway Department is hereby 
authorized to charge a fee of thirty cents postage for every vehicle 
license mailed to the owner. 

Provided, Further, That employees of the State Highway Depart- 
ment shall receive a wage of not less than 8734 cents per hour. 

Provided, Further, That the Highway Department shall pay into 
the General Fund of the State the sum of $194,000.00 as its propor- 
tionate share of the cost of administration of the following depart- 
ments :

SECTION 70. The expenditure of moneys appropriated in this Act 
shall be by warrant requisitions directed to the Comptroller General. 
Upon receipt of the requisition, accompanied by invoices or other 
satisfactory evidence of the propriety of the payment, and itemized 
according to standard budget classifications, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral shall issue his warrant on the State Treasurer to the payee des- 
ignated in the requisition. Provided, However, That, upon approval 
and designation by the State Budget and Control Board, state in- 
stitutions may requisition funds in favor of their own treasurer, item- 
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ized only to the extent of the purpose of the appropriation as ex- 
pressed in this Act, and may deposit such funds in the name of the 
institution, and disburse same by check to meet the purposes of the 
appropriation, but strict account shall be kept of all such expenditures 
according to standard budget classifications. 


SECTION 71. Upon the approval and designation of the State 
Budget and Control Board, state institutions may, at the beginning 
of the fiscal year, requisition from their respective appropriations, a 
sum of money, the amount of same to be approved by the State 
Budget and Control Board, to be used throughout the year as a 
revolving fund for the handling of payrolls and other necessary op- 
erating expenses, all payments from such revolving funds to be re- 
imbursed to them by regular requisitions on the Comptroller General. 

Provided, Further, That at all state institutions where institu- 
tional revenue is available for operation, such revenue shall, as far 
as practicable. be used before apnrorriations from the State’s General 
Fund are requisitioned ; and no funds shall be requisitioned from such 
appropriation except to meet actual operating obligations of the year 
for which such appropriations are provided. 


SECTION 72. During the fiscal year 1957-58 the State’s institutions 
of higher learning shall maintain rates not less than those charged 
during the year 1956-57 for tuition, maintenance, and all other costs 
heretofore borne by those attending the said institutions, except the 
student activity fee, the amount of which may be fixed by the respec- 
tive boards of trustees, and in all cases it is hereby required that such 
institutions shall charge a fee which will fully cover all subsistence, 
laundry, infirmary treatment, and such other personal expenses, Pro- 
vided, Further, That the University of South Carolina, The Citadel, 
Clemson College, Winthrop College, S. C. State College, the South 
Carolina Medical College, and the South Carolina Opportunity School 
shall remit all revenues and income, collected at the respective insti- 
tutions, to the State Treasurer according to the terms of Section 1 of 
this Act, but all such revenues or income so collected, except fees 
received as regular term tuition, matriculation, and registration, shall 
be carried in a special continuing account by the State Treasurer, to 
the credit of the respective institutions, and may be requisitioned by 
said institutions, in the manner prescribed in Section 70 of this Act, 
and expended to fulfill the purpose for which such fees or income 
were levied ; and it is further required that no such fee or income shall 
be charged in an amount in excess of what is necessary to supply the 
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service, or fulfill the purpose for which such fee or income was 
charged. Provided, Further, That money derived wholly from athletic 
or other student contests, and any other funds derived wholly from 
the activities of student organizations, shall not be considered as State 
funds, and may be retained at the institutions. Provided, Further, That 
the University of South Carolina may operate its Law School in the 
Summer of 1957, both summer school and summer term, as it may be 
advised, and retain all additional tuition and other fees charged the 
law students therefor to aid it in such operation. 


SECTION 73. All departments, institutions, and agencies of the 
State are hereby required and directed to budget and allocate the 
appropriations herein made to them, so as to provide for operation on 
uniform standards throughout the fiscal year 1957-58, and in order to 
avoid a deficiency in such appropriations, and upon request of the 
Budget and Control Board to submit to the Board its budget or plan of 
operation for the year, and the said Board is authorized to restrict the 
rate of expenditures of such agency if it appears that an unjustifiable 
deficit is likely to occur. Provided, Further, That the bonds of State 
officials violating the terms of this section shall be held liable therefor, 
unless the State Budget and Control Board has been advised of, and 
officially recognizes, the necessity for such deficit. 


SECTION 74. Each department, institution, or other agency of the 
State is authorized to accept and receive such Federal Aid or grants 
as are or may be made available by the Federal Government for use 
in carrying out the purposes and functions of the department, institu- 
tion or agency, but such funds when and as received, shall be de 
posited in the state treasury, if not in conflict with Federal regulations, 
and withdrawn therefrom as needed, in the same manner as that 
provided for the disbursement of state funds. Provided, that donations 
or contributions from sources other than the Federal Government, 
for use by any state agency, shall be deposited in the state treasury, 
but in special accounts, and shall be withdrawn from the treasury 
as needed to fulfill the purposes and conditions of the said donations, 
or contributions, if specified, and, if not specified, as may be directed 
by the proper authorities of the department or institution. 


SECTION 75. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, every ap- 
propriation under the classification of A-1 Salaries for a designated 
position shall be paid in monthly or bi-weekly installments to the 
person holding such position, but where a group appropriation is 
made for Personal Service, such appropriation shall be expended as 
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may be determined by the officer in charge of such appropriation. 
Provided, Further, That the appropriated salaries for specified posi- 
tions shall mean the maximum compensation for such position, and 
in any case where the head of any department can secure the services 
for a particular position or work at a lower rate than the salary 
specified in this Act, authority for so doing is hereby given. 

Provided, Further, That no full-time employee of any State de- 
partment or institution shall be paid any compensation or travel 
from any other department of the State Government except with the 
approval of the State Budget and Control Board. 

Provided, Further, That for the fiscal year 1957-58, in those agen- 
cies for which an appropriation is provided for salary and wage ad- 
justments, the Department Head may adjust any or all salaries and 
wages paid from State funds in his Department, after first submitting 
to and obtaining from the State Budget and Control Board, in writ- 
ing, the Board’s approval of the proposed salaries. The State Budget 
and Control Board shall report all such salary and wage changes to 
the Comptroller General. 


SECTION 76. That salaries paid to officers and employees of the 
State, including its several boards, commissions and institutions shal] 
be in full for all services rendered, and no perquisites of office or of 
employment shall be allowed in addition thereto, but such perquisites, 
commodities, services or other benefits shall be charged for at the 
prevailing local value and without the purpose or effect of increas- 
ing the compensation of said officer or employee; Provided, However, 
That this shall not apply to the Governor’s Mansion, nor to guards 
at any of the State’s penal institutions and nurses and attendants at 
the State Hospital, State Training School, and the S. C. Sanatorium, 
when the cash compensation of such employees is less than $2,640.00 
per year. Provided, Further, That the Presidents of the State’s in- 
stitutions of higher learning may be permitted to occupy a residence 
on the grounds of such institutions without charge. Provided, Fur- 
ther, That the Farm Director, Farm Managers and specialists em- 
ployed at State Farms Nos. 1 and 3 may be permitted to occupy 
residences situated on such farms without charge. 

Provided, Further, That all salaries paid by State institutions and 
departments ‘for which a lump sum appropriation is made, and from 
all departmental appropriations for groups of employees, shall be 
submitted to and approved by the State Budget and Control Board 
before becoming effective; and in submitting said salaries for ap- 
proval of the said Board, the total salary paid to each officer and 
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employee, included in such lump sum or group appropriations, shall 
be shown; and in any institution or department where one or more 
salaries are supplemented, the amount of such supplement shall be 
reported to the said Board for approval, and the source of such 
supplement: 


SECTION 77. That the authorities of all institutions and depart- 
ments for which a lump sum appropriation is made shall make an 
itemized report to the State Budget and Control Board of all expendi- 
tures at such intervals as may be required by said Board. Provided, 
Further, That no part of such lump sum appropriations shall be 
used for permanent improvements unless specifically authorized 
herein. 


SECTION 78. That except as otherwise hereinbefore provided the 
base pay of legislative clerks and attaches, designated in Section 3 
of this Act, shall apply to a session of forty legislative days, and that 
each Clerk and attache shall receive additional compensation for such 
service at the same rate for each legislative day in excess thereof, the 
same to be paid from the approved accounts of the respective houses. 
Provided, However, That laborers and porters shall be paid for six 
days of each week of the entire session. Provided, Further, That the 
salary appropriated under Sec. 3, Item 1, Secretary (Between ses- 
sions), and all salaries under Items 5 and 6 shall apply to a period 
of six months between sessions of the General Assembly, and each 
Clerk and attache provided for therein shall be paid at the same rate 
from approved accounts of the respective houses for any period in 
excess thereof. Provided, Further, That no salaries shall be paid 
under these items during any period when the General Assembly is 
‘in regular or special session. 

Provided, Further, That for each session of the General Assembly, 
including the session of 1957, all attaches and/or employees of the 
General Assembly shall receive as additional compensation an in- 
crease of ten per cent over the rate paid for the 1956 session. Such 
sums shall be paid from the Approved Accounts of the respective 
Houses, services to both Houses, and the Legislative Council. 


SECTION 79. That all employees of the State of South Carolina 
or any agency thereof while traveling on the business of the State, 
shall be allowed the sum of $7.50 per day as subsistence expenses. 
No expense shall be allowed an employee either at his place of resi- 
dence or at the official headquarters of the agency by which he is 
employed. When an emplovee is assigned to work a particular terri- 
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tory or district, and such territory or district and his official head- 
quarters are in different localities, or sections of the State, expenses 
may be allowed for necessary travel to his official headquarters. Pro- 
vided, that members of the State Boards, Commissions or Committees, 
whose duties are not full time, and who are paid on a per diem basis, 
shall be allowed subsistence expenses while away from their places 
of residence on official business of the State. Provided, Further, that 
employees of the State traveling outside of the State on official busi- 
ness, shall be allowed the sum of $10.00 per day as subsistence ex- 
penses, except that the Governor, State Treasurer, and Secretary of 
State shall be allowed actual expenses. Provided, further, that each 
Circuit Judge while holding Court within or without the circuit in 
which he resides, and each Justice of the Supreme Court, while at- 
tending the sessions of said Court at Columbia, shall be allowed the 
sum of ten ($10.00) dollars per day as subsistence expenses, and 
each Justice and Judge shall further receive such mileage allowance 
for travel as is provided for other employees of the State. One mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court shall be entitled to subsistence and travel 
allowances on the same basis while attending the National Conven- 
tion of Chief Justices. Provided, Further, Whenever Agents, Audi- 
tors, Investigators, or other such employees of the State, are required 
in the performance of their regular audit or investigation duties to 
travel to cities of two hundred fifty (250,000) thousand, or greater, 
population, such employees shall be allowed the sum of five ($5.00) 
dollars per day additional as subsistence expenses. 

That when an employee of the State shall use his or her personal 
automobile in traveling on necessary official business, a charge of 
7 cents per mile will be allowed for the use of such automobile, and 
the employee shall bear the expense of supplies and upkeep thereof. 
When such travel is by a state-owned automobile, the State shall 
bear the expense of supplies and upkeep thereof, but no mileage 
will be allowed. Provided, that in traveling on the business of the 
State, employees are required to use the most economical mode of 
transportation, due consideration being given to urgency, schedules, 
and like factors. 


SECTION 80. That the Legislative members of State Boards and 
commissions shall serve in their respective capacities as members of 
said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed, and qualified. 

SECTION 81. That the per diem allowance of all boards, commis- 
sions and committees shall be at the rate of Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
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per day. Provided, that no full-time officer or employee of the State 
shall draw any per diem allowance for service on such boards, com- 
missions or committees. 


SECTION 82. That if necessary the board of trustees of State 
institutions of higher learning may limit the admission of students 
upon the basis of scholarship standing, or upon any other basis 
determined upon by the respective boards. Provided, Further, That no 
State scholarships shall be granted by State institutions of higher 
learning, namely: The University of South Carolina, The Citadel, 
Clemson College, and Winthrop College. 


SECTION 83. That members of the armed forces and federal em- 
ployees stationed in South Carolina shall have the privilege of send- 
ing their children to the State educational institutions for the fees 
charged to citizens of this State; and where such persons are ordered 
away from the State, the children may continue to have this privilege 
while they attend the institutions. 

Provided, Further, That foreign citizens, friendly to the United 
States, who are beneficiaries of scholarships to any of the State’s 
institutions of higher learning, which scholarships are provided for 
by the student body of such institution, or donation from private 
citizens of South Carolina, s:all be allowed to pay tuition at the 
same rates as residents of the State. 


SECTION 84. The Boards of Trustees of the University of South 
Carolina, The Citadel, Winthrop College, Clemson College, and S. C. 
State College, are hereby authorized to abate the tuition fee charged at 
these institutions to the extent of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars to the winner 
of the American Legion High School Oratorical Contest and to the 
Governor of Boys’ State and to the highest ranking student in the 
State in the annual National Science Talent. Search and to the Gov- 
ernor of Girls’ State; the said abatements to be for four (4) years in 
each instance. As to the winner of the American Legion High School 
Oratorical Contest and the Governor of Boys’ State, the abatement 
shall be granted only when the American Legion, Department of 
South Carolina, shall have contributed a like amount per year. The 
abatement of tuition herein provided is for the purpose of furnishing 
a scholarship of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per year to the win- 
ners of the above contests, the State of South Carolina and the 
American Legion, Department of South Carolina, co-operating on an 
equal basis in providing these scholarships. 
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SECTION 85. In addition to the powers and duties devolved upon 
the Budget and Control Board by the 1952 Code of Laws of this State, 
the said Board is hereby given full power and authority to make 
surveys, studies, and examinations of .departments, institutions, and 
agencies of this State, as well as its problems, so as to determine 
whether there may be an overlapping in the performance of the duties 
of the several departments, institutions, and agencies of the State, 
that proper administrative and organizational economy is being ob- 
served, and for the purpose of determining whether a proper system 
of accounting is maintained in such departments, institutions, com- 
missions, and agencies, and to require and enforce the adoption of 
such policies as are deemed necessary to accomplish these purposes; 
and to survey, appraise, examine and inspect, and determine the true 
condition of all property of the State, and what may be necessary to 
protect it against fire hazard or deterioration, and to conserve its use 
for State purposes, and to make and issue and to enforce all necessary, 
needful, and convenient rules and regulations for the enforcement 
of this provision and to approve the destruction or disposal of records 
of no value to the State. Provided, Further, That the State Budget 
and Control Board may require that all plans and specifications for 
permanent improvements of any nature by any state department or 
institution shall be submitted to the said Board for approval prior to 
the awarding of any contract therefor, or prior to construction by any 
other means. Provided, Further, That the State Budget and Control 
Board shall have the authority to designate State officials and em- 
ployees who should be bonded, and the amounts for which such bonds 
should be written, and to require the same to be done. 


SECTION 86. Any maintenance appropriations made herein or by 
special act now or hereafter, are hereby declared to be maximum, 
conditional and proportionate, the purpose being to make them pay- 
able in full in the amount named herein, if necessary, but only in the 
event the aggregate revenues available during the period for which 
the appropriation is made are sufficient to pay them in full. The 
State Budget and Control Board shall have full power and authority 
to survey the progress of the collection of revenue and the expenditure 
of funds by all departments and institutions, and is hereby authorized 
and directed to make such reductions of appropriations as may be 
necessary to prevent a deficit; Provided, That no institution or activity 
for which the General Assembly has herein provided shall be dis- 
continued. Provided, Further, That any reduction of appropriations 
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by the said Board, under authority of this Act, shall be uniform,, 
and shall apply to all appropriations provided in this Act, except any 
part of such appropriations which may be encumbered by a written 
contract with an agency not connected with the State Government; 
and Provided, Further, That in making such reductions earmarked 
revenues shall be considered as a part of the amounts appropriated. 
Provided, Further, That no such reduction shall be ordered by the 
State Budget and Control Board while the General Assembly is 
in session, without first reporting such necessity to the General As- 
sembly. 

Provided, Further, That the State Budget and Control Board is 
hereby authorized to borrow such amounts of money as may be 
necessary to pay appropriations made by the General Assembly, and 
to pledge for the payment of such loans any General Fund assets, 
including revenues of the next succeeding fiscal year. 

Provided, Further, That the expenditure of funds, heretofore or 
hereafter provided, by any State Agency, except the State Highway 
Department, for permanent improvements, shall be subject to ap- 
proval and regulations of the State Budget and Control Board. The 
Board shall have authority to allot to specific projects from funds 
made available for such purposes, such amounts as are estimated to 
cover the respective costs of such projects, to declare the completion 
of any such project, and to dispose, according ‘to law, of any unex- 
pended balances of allotments, or appropriations, or funds otherwise 
provided for such projects, upon the completion thereof. 


SECTION 87, ‘That transfers of appropriations herein provided may 
be made within departments, upon the unanimous approval of the 
State Budget and Control Board, but no such transfer shall be per- 
mitted for the purpose of increasing the compensation of any State 
employee which is specifically fixed in this Act. 


SECTION 88. That unless specifically authorized herein, the ap- 
propriations provided in this Act as ordinary operating expenses 
of the State Government shall lapse on August 31, 1958. Provided, 
That appropriations for permanent improvements, or for other spe- 
cific purposes aside from ordinary operating expenses, now out- 
standing or hereafter provided, shall lapse at the end of the second 
fiscal year following the close of the fiscal year in which such ap- 
propriations were provided, unless definite commitments shall have 
teen made, with the approval of the State Budget and Control Board, 
toward the accomplishment of the purposes for which the appro- 
priations were provided. : 
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SECTION 89. The departments‘of the State Government except 
where full time services are maintained shall remain open from 9:00 
A. M. until 5:00 P. M. from Monday through Friday, both in- 
clusive, except on holidays fixed by law. On Saturdays such depart- 
ments may close at 1:00 P. M. Skeleton forces may be maintained 
on Saturday and so staggered that each employee shall work not 
less than one Saturday out of each month, All employees of the vari- 
out departments shal! be entitled to an annual vacation not exceed- 
ing two weeks with pay. Provided, That any department cr agency 
of the State Government having an existing merit system may con- 
tinue to operate under the terms of such system. 


SECTION 90. The Board of Health is authorized to continue the 
employment of Dr. W. K. Fishburne, County Health Officer of 
Berkeley County, Dr. L. A. Hartzog, Health Officer of Bamberg 
County, and Dr. L. C. Stukes, Health Officer of Clarendon County. 


SECTION 91. There is hereby constituted a special committee to 
study the apportionment formula now prescribed by law for allocat- 
ing to this State that proportion of the income of foreign corpora- 
tions that shall be taxable by the State, and to study all other cor- 
porate taxation to determine the State’s competitive industrial tax sit- 
uation as compared with other states. 

The Committee shall be composed of nine members, three of which 
shall be appointed by the President of the Senate from the member- 
ship of the Senate, three by the Speaker of the House from the mem- 
bership of the House, and three, not present members of the General 
Assembly, by the Governor. The Committee shall select from its 
members a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Secretary. 

The Committee shall meet in Columbia, or at such other place as 
may be designated by the Committee or its Chairman, as soon as 
practicable after the passage of this Act, shall select such help as 
may be necessary, and shall continue to study as rapidly and as 
thoroughly as possible, with particular emphasis on the fairness of 
the said formula to the taxpayer and to the State, and as to the 
effect of such formula and other taxes as an inducement to industry 
to locate in the State. 

Upon the completion of its study, the Committee shall report to 
the next General Assembly its findings and its recommendations, 
together with such Bill or Bills as it may think to be proper for 
legislative consideration. 

The exvenses of said Committee shall be paid from the Approved 
Accounts of each House together with a per diem of $10.00 and 
mileage to the members for each day of attendance. 
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PART I 
Permanent Provisions 


SECTION 1 


Following sections to be permanent laws: 

It is hereby declared to be the intent of the General Assembly 
that the following sections shall constitute a part of the permanent 
laws of the State of South Carolina, and the Code Commissioner is 
hereby directed to include same in the next edition of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina and all supplements to the Code. 


SECTION 2 


Tax on building and loan associations. 

A. Every building and loan association, savings and loan asso- 
ciation, and Federal savings and loan association organized under 
the laws of this State, or any other state in the United States, or 
under the laws of the United States of America, located or doing 
business within the State of South Carolina shall annually pay a 
tax of four and one-half per cent on its net income. 

B. In computing net income as herein used and defined, the term 
shall mean income after deducting all operating expenses, all earn- 
ings paid to holders of savings and/or investment accounts, and any 
additions to reserves which are required by law, regulation, or di- 
rection of appropriate supervisory agencies; Provided, However, 
That no deductions from income shall be allowed for any additions 
to undivided profits or surplus accounts other than herein required ; 
and Provided, Further, That for the purposes of this Act, a state 
organized association shall be allowed the same deductions for re- 
serves if actually set aside as those allowed to Federally organized 
associations. 

C. The income tax imposed by this Act shall be administered by 
the South Carolina Tax Commission, which is authorized and di- 
rected to make such rules and regulations not inconsistent with law 
as may be required for the proper administration and enforcement 
of this Act, and such rules and regulations shall have the full force 
and effect of law. 

D. The tax imposed by this section shall be effective on July 1, 
1957, and shall apply to income earned within the last regularly 
established fiscal year of the association which ends on or after that 
date. Provided, Further, That any such association shall be exempt 
from the tax imposed by this section during the first three years of 
its operation. Provided, Further, That the terms of this section 
shall not apply to Employee Credit Unions. 
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SECTION 3 
Section 65-901, 1952 Code, amended—maximum tax on electric 
power sold to industrial customers: 


Section 65-901 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is hereby amended by changing the period at the end of the section 
to a comma and adding the following words: 

“Provided, However, That after June 30, 1958, no generation or 
sales tax shall be assessed upon or collected from any person on 
‘account of the generation or sale of electric power to or for industrial 
customers by such person in excess of the amounts of electric power. 
generated for and/or sold to industrial customers by such person 
during the corresponding months of the state’s fiscal year 1957-58; 
but all sales to and generation of electric power to or for any class 
of customers other than industrial customers shall continue to be 
assessed and taxed as in this article provided. 

“As used in this section ‘industrial customers’ shall mean that 
class of customer engaged in the business of manufacture, iepricaon, 
processing and related work.” 


SECTION 4 
‘Section 15-103, 1952 Code, amended—salaries of Supreme Court 
Justices : 

Section 15-103 of the Code of Laws of 1952 is hereby amended 
by striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following : 

“Section 15-103. At the expiration of the present term of office 
the Chief Justice shall receive an annual salary of Fifteen Thousand 
Dollars, and at the expiration of the present terms of office the 
Associate Justices shall receive an annual salary of Fourteen Thou- 
sand Dollars. They shall not be allowed any fees or perquisites of 
office nor shall they hold-any other office of trust or profit under the 
State, the United States or any other power.” 


SECTION 5 
Section 15-212, 1952 Code, amended—salaries of Circuit Judges: 
- Section 15-212 of the Code of Laws of 1952 is hereby amended 


by striking out all of said Section and mee in lieu thereof the 
following : : 


“Section 15-212.. At the expiration of the present terms of office 


‘all Circuit Judges shall receive an annual salary of Fourteen Thou- 
sand Dollars per annum.’ 
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SECTION 6 
Section 61-255, 1952 Code, amended—justices or judges not to 
receive retirement benefits unless certain conditions are met: 

Section 61-255 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
hereby amended by inserting after the word “therein” and before 
the word “shall” on line 4 of said section a comma and the words 
“or who, having elected to come under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall attempt to retain his office after having reached the age of 
seventy-two years,” so that the said section, as so amended, shall read 
as follows: 

“61-255. Any justice or judge who does not elect to come under 
the provisions of this chapter and does not authorize and instruct 
the State Treasurer and Comptroller General within the time specified 
in Section 61-254 to make the deduction from his salary as provided 
therein, or who, having elected to come under the provisions of this 
chapter, shall attempt to retain his office after having reached the 
age of seventy-two years, shall forever be barred from enjoying and 
receiving the benefits of the retirement provided for in this chapter.” 


SECTION 7 
Section 1-201, 1-231, 1-812, 21-21 and 44-22, 1952 Code, amended— 
salaries of Constitutional Officers: 

Sections 1-201, 1-231, 1-812, 21-21 and 44-22, as amended by 
Section 12 of Part III of Act No. 644 of the Acts of 1954, wherein 
the salaries of Constitutional Officers were fixed at $10,000.00 per 
annum, is hereby further amended by striking out the words and 
figures $10,000.00 in each of said Sections and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words and figures $11,000.00 per annum, so that when 
so amended said Section will provide for an annual salary of $11,000- 
.00 for each Constitutional Officer beginning with the term of office 
following the next General Election. 


SECTION 8 
Section 4 of Act 52 of 1955, amended—requirements for visiting 
teachers: . 

Act No. 52, of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of the General 
Assembly of-South Carolina, 1955, is amended by striking out Sec- 
tion 4 in its entirety and inserting in lieu thereof the following which 
shall be Section 4: 

“Section 4. The visiting teacher shall possess the qualities essen- 
tial to a proper approach to children and their parents or guardians. 
No person shall be employed as visiting teacher or remain employed 
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in any county in this State unless he shall within thirty days after 
such employment, and annually thereafter, present to the county 
superintendent of education for the county in which such visiting 
teacher is employed a health certificate from a reputable practicing 
physician certifying that he has no contagious or communicable dis- 
ease. The county superintendent of education shall file such certificate 
in his office.” 
SECTION 9 

Section 12 of Act 139 of 1953, amended—maximum amount of 
State Institution Bonds which may be outstanding: 


Act No. 139 of 1953, as amended, providing for the issuance by 
the State of South Carolina of its State Institution Bonds, is hereby 
amended by striking out the words and figures “fourteen million 
dollars ($14,000,000.00)” found in the last line of Section 12, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words and figures “twenty million dollars 
($20,000,000.00)”, so that when so amended Section 12 shall read 
as follows: : 

“Section 12. Other provisions of this act to the contrary not- 
withstanding, there shall not be outstanding at any given time State 
Institution Bonds for all institutions in excess of twenty million 
dollars ($20,000,000.00).”

Each issue of the State 
Institution Bonds shall mature in annual series of instalments, the 
last of which shall mature not more than twenty years after the 
date of the bonds, but no bonds shall be issued under the au- 
thority of this Act to ‘mature after the year 1983. The instalments or 
series may be equal or unequal in amount. The State Institution 
Bonds may, in the discretion of the State Board, be made sub- 
ject to redemption at par and accrued interest, plus such redemp- 
tion premium as it shall approve, and on such occasions as it may 
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specify in its request for the issuance of the State Institution Bonds. 
The State Institution Bonds shall not be redeemable before maturity 
unless they contain a statement to that effect.”

SECTION 14 
' Land transferred to University of 8. C. 


The State of South Carolina does hereby transfer to the University 
of South Carolina that portion of land bounded on the South by 
property of the University of South Carolina and on the North by 
property of the University of South Carolina, and on the West by 
the east side of Sumter Street, and bounded on the East by the west 
side of Marion Street. That said parcel of land, in shape a parallelo- 
gram, is hereby abandoned as a street and highway for the use of 
the public, and the use of said parcel by the University of South 
Carolina shall be unlimited by any prior use, or any use heretofore 
made of it as a public streét or highway.

_ An Act To Amend Section 28-334, Code Of Laws Of South Car- 
olina, 1952, Relating To Hunting Seasons In Game Zone 2, So As 
To Change The Quail, Opossum And Raccoon Seasons, and To 
Provide For Shortening Hunting Seasons. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 28-334, 1952 Code, amended—hunting 
seasons in Game Zone 2—penalties.—Section 28-334, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows:. 

“Section 28-334. There are hereby created open and closed sea- 
sons for the hunting of game in Game Zone No, 2 as follows: 

(1) There shall be no open season for the hunting of turkeys; 
except as provided for in Act No. 667 of the Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tions of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1956; 

(2) There shall be no open season for the hunting of deer; except 
as provided for in Act No. 667 of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of 
the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1956; 

(3) The open season for hunting squirrels shall be from October 
Ist to February 15th of each year; 

(4) The open season for the hunting of opossum and raccoons 
shall be from September Ist to March Ist of each year; and 

(5) The open season for the hunting of quail shall be from and 
including Thanksgiving Day to March first of each year; 

(6) The open season for hunting rabbits shall be from Thanks- 
giving Day to February first of each year, but rabbits may be hunted 
without guns, and with dogs only, from September first to Thanks- 
giving Day of each year. 

Provided, that the South Carolina Wildlife Resources. Commission, 
in case of emergency, shall shorten the hunting season in any county 
upon the written request of a majority of the legislative delegation 
from the county, and such hunting season shall be thusly shortened 
in accordance with the terms of the request. 

Any violation of any of the provisions of this section and Section 
28-358 shall be punishable by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars nor less than ten dollars or by imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 
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SECTION 3. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Confer Additional Powers Upon The Governor 
For The Protection Of Persons And Property And To Provide 
For The Enforcement Thereof. 


Whereas, the State of South Carolina through its constitutional 
officers, under the Constitution, the statutory law and police power 
of the State, may control violence or threatened violence against 
persons and property ; and 

Whereas, this State has the dominant interest in and is the natural 
guardian of the public against violence and is empowered under the 
general sovereign authority of the State to prevent violence or threats 
of violence. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Additional powers for Governor.—The Governor 
“is hereby authorized and empowered to take such measures and to 
do all and every act and thing which he may deem necessary in order 
to prevent violence or threats of violence to the person or property 
of citizens of the State and to maintain peace, tranquility and good 
order in the State, and in any political subdivision thereof, and in 
any particular area of the State of South Carolina designated by him. 


SECTION 2. Governor to issue proclamations.—The Governor, 
when in his opinion the facts warrant, shall, by proclamation, de- 
clare that, because of unlawful assemblage, violence or threats of 
violence, a danger exists to the person or property of any citizen 
and that the peace and tranquility of the State of South Carolina, 
or any political subdivision thereof, or any particular area of the 
State designated by him, is threatened, and because thereof an 
emergency, with reference to such threats and danger, exists. In 
all such cases when the Governor shall issue his proclamation as 
herein provided he is hereby further authorized and empowered to 
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cope with such threats and danger, to order and direct arly person, 
corporation, association or group of persons to do any act which 
would in his opinion prevent or minimize danger to life, limb or 
property, or prevent a breach of the peace; and he may order any 
person, corporation, association or group of persons to refrain from 
doing any act or thing which would, in his opinion, endanger life, 
limb or property, or cause, or tend to cause, a breach of the peace, 
or endanger the peace and good order of the State or any section or 
community thereof, and shall have full power by use of all appropriate 
available means to enforce such order or proclamation. 


SECTION 3. Enforcement of proclamations.—The Governor, 
upon the issuance of a proclamation as provided for in Section 2 
hereof, shall forthwith file such proclamation in the office of the 
Secretary of State, which proclamation shall be effective upon is- 
suance and remain in full force and effect until revoked by the Gov- 
ernor, and for the purposes already stated he is hereby authorized and 
empowered to take and exercise any or all of the following actions: 

(a) Call out the military forces of the State (State Militia) or 
any unit or units thereof and order and direct them to take such 
action as in his judgment may be necessary to avert any threatened 
danger and to maintain peace and good order. 

(b) Order any and all law enforcement officers of the State or 
any of its subdivisions to do whatever may be deemed necessary to 
maintain peace and good order. 

(c) Order the discontinuance of any transportation or other public — 
facilities, or, in the alternative, to direct that such facilities be 
operated by a State agency. 

(d) Authorize, order or direct any state, county or city official 
to enforce the provisions of such proclamation in the courts of the 
State by injunction, mandamus, or other appropriate legal action. 


SECTION 4. Powers—further.—The Governor is hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to intervene in any situation where there exists 
violence, or threats of violence to persons or property and take com- 
plete control thereof to prevent violence, riotous conduct, public dis- 
order or breaches of the peace.

(i) for a dedimus potestatem to Pere a will or qualify an exe- 
cutor, two dollars; 

(j) recording each inventory and appraisement of account of sales, 
each figure counting for a word, per copy sheet of ninety words, fif- 
teen cents;

An Act To Authorize And Empower Certain Municipal Cor- 
porations In South Carolina To Extend Its Water Or Sewer 
Systems Beyond The City Limits; And To Provide For The 
Payment Of The Cost Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Certain municipalities may extend water and sewer 
systems beyond city limits——Any municipal corporation in this State 
having a population of between three thousand and three thousand five 
hundred based upon the latest United States Census is hereby autho- 
rized and empowered, through action of its town council, to extend its 
water or sewer disposal facilities, any one or both, to any persons or 
corporations without the corporate limits of such municipality and to 
enter into contracts with such persons or corporations, or both, for 
the furnishing of water or sewerage disposal facilities, any one or 
both, upon such terms, rates and charges as may be fixed by town 
council, either for domestic or industrial purposes, or both, when 
in the judgment of the town council it is for the best interest of 
the municipality so to do. No such contract shall be for a longer 
period than ten years but any such contract may be renewed from 
time to time for successive periods of ten years, 


SECTION 2. Payment of extensions.—Municipalities, as provided 
in Section 1 hereof, may provide by ordinance for the payment of the 
costs of extending its water or sewer system, any one or both, to any 
property owner by assessments as herein provided. 
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SECTION 3. Assessment book to be kept.—Assessments shall be 
entered in an assessment book, to be entitled “Water and Sewer As- 
sessment Liens for the Town of —..-.__-_____________- ”, and shall 
state the names of the owners, the location of the property, the 
amount of the assessment and the time or times of payment, and such 
assessment book shall be furnished by the municipality and kept in the 
office of the clerk of the court for the county in which such munici- 
pality is located. 


SECTION 4. Assessment to constitute lien —The assessments so 
laid shall constitute a lien upon the property so assessed which shall 
be superior to all other liens except the liens for county and state taxes 
and payment may be enforced as the payment of city or town taxes is 
enforced. Such lien shall continue from the date of entry on the “water 
and sewer assessment liens” book until the expiration of five years 
from the date when final payment is due and payable, unless sooner 
paid. 


SECTION 5. Assessments in arrears—collection of.—Upon de- 
fault in the payment of ‘any installment or deferred portion-of any as- 
sessment, at the time and in accordance with the terms and conditions 
fixed by ordinance, the total amount of such assessment then unpaid, 
including deferred installments or payments and interest, shall im- 
mediately become due and collectible, at the option of the municipality, 
and shall be collectible as city or town taxes are collected, with such 
penalties and costs as are provided for the payment of such taxes. 


SECTION 6. Entry to be made when assessments satisfied.— 
The municipality shall require the town clerk to make entry of satis- 
faction on such Water and Sewer Assessment Liens Book as soon as. 
full payment is made and the lien shall be thereby extinguished, and 
such municipality shall adopt a suitable ordinance to require this 
duty of the clerk. 


SECTION 7. Assessment fund to be kept.—The amounts of 
money raised by such assessments shall constitute and be kept as a 
separate fund, to be used for the purpose for which it was raised. 


SECTION 8. Certificate of indebtedness may be issued by mu- 
nicipalities—The town council of any municipality as provided 
herein may issue certificates of indebtedness showing the amounts 
of money due to such municipality by property owners as deferred 
payments or installments upon such assessments and may sell any 
such certificates of indebtedness or borrow money by pledging any of 
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them as collateral security for the payment of such debt or debts, 
and, in the event of either a sale or collateral pledge of such 
certificates, or any of them, may pledge the faith and credit of such 
municipality for the payment thereof and guarantee the payment 
thereof for and in the name of such city or town. In any such 
case it shall not be necessary for a separate certificate of indebtedness 
to be issued showing the amount due from each property owner, 
but such certificates may be issued in denominations of one hundred 
dollars, or any multiple thereof. Nor shall it be necessary for the 
maturities of such certificates of indebtedness to correspond exactly 
to the maturities of such deferred payments or installments of the 
assessments and such certificates may be issued having fixed dates of 
maturities, but, in the event of payment of the assessments before the 
maturity of the certificates, the amount of such assessments so paid 
shall be placed in a sinking fund and held solely for the payment of 
the certificates of indebtedness issued against them.

The 
townships of Waxhaw and Indian Land shall be represented together 
by one member who may be a resident of either township. Also 
except Gills Creek and Pleasant Hill which townships shall have two 
members each. The Superintendent of Education for Lancaster 
County shall be ex officio the tenth member of the board and shall 
serve as secretary and executive officer of the board. No member of 
the board, except the superintendent of education, shall hold any 
other public office. The board shall by a majority vote elect its chair- 
man. Members of the board shall receive no salary but shall receive 
in lieu thereof twenty-five dollars per diem and mileage for each 
meeting of the board pursuant to the terms of this act. In case of 
any vacancy occurring on the county board of education the Governor, — 
upon the recommendation of the Senator and at least one-half of the 
members of the House of Representatives from Lancaster County, 
shall make an appointment for the unexpired term.

An Act To Provide For Operating Licenses For Shooting Pre- 
serves And The Shooting Of Nonnative Game Thereon. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Shooting preserves may be licensed.—The South 
Carolina Wildlife Resources Department is hereby empowered to 
grant operating licenses for shooting preserves which shall be privately 
owned and operated under such terms and provisions as provided 
herein. 


SECTION 2. Season.—The shooting preserve season shall run a 
minimum of one hundred and eighty days to be set by the ‘Wildlife 
Resources Department, and such season shall run consecutively 
during the seven month period beginning September first and ending 
the following April first. 


SECTION 3. Species of game which may be taken—bag limits. 
—tLegal shooting preserve game shall be nonnative, pen-raised 
pheasants, chukar partridge, and such other nonnative game species 
as may be designated by the Wildlife Resources Department, with- 
out regard to sex; pen-raised mallards and black ducks, more than 
two generations removed from the wild and in conformance with 
the United States Fish and Wildlife Service regulations; all such 
waterfowl released for shooting shall be banded. Provided, that it 
shall be illegal to shoot pen-raised ducks in Game Zones 6 and 
7 and such other areas as may be designated by the Wildlife 
Resources Department; the Wildlife Resources Department is also 
empowered to designate as legal shooting preserve game other types 
and species of game, aside from those specified above, which accord- 
ing to its judgment and discretion might be suitable for preserve 
hunting. Provided, that should native species of game be so desig- 
nated they must be taken only during the open season provided by 
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law, and bag limits for native species on shooting preserves shall 
be the same as now provided by laws of the State. 


SECTION 4. Number of each species to be released.—Shooting 
preserve operators shall be required to release within the preserve 
area during the established preserve season a minimum of one hundred 
of each species to be hunted, with the exception of experimental re- 
leases made under special permit which may be granted at the discre- 
tion of the Wildlife Resources Department. 


SECTION 5. Number of species which may be recovered.— 
Shooting preserve operators shall be allowed to recover not more 
than eighty per cent of any upland game species native to South 
Carolina released during the established season, with the excep- 
tion that one hundred per cent recovery shall be allowed for pen- 
raised nonnative species released during the established season. There 
shall be no bag or possession limit on pen-raised and released species, 
except for native species as provided in paragraph 3 hereof. 


SECTION 6. Required amount of land.—Shooting preserve ope- 
rators shall be required to own or lease a minimum of one hundred 
contiguous acres (including whatever water area may lie therein). 
The preserve shall be restricted to not more than one thousand con- 
tiguous acres (including whatever water area may lie therein), except 
that preserve operators releasing ducks only may own or lease a 
minimum of fifty contiguous acres (including whatever water area 
may lie therein). 


SECTION 7. License fee—The annual fee for obtaining a shooting 
preserve operator’s license shall be twenty-five dollars for the first one 
hundred acres of shooting preserve area, plus five dollars for each 
additional one hundred acres or parts thereof. 


SECTION 8. Game to be tagged prior to removal from pre- 
serve.—All harvested game shall be tagged prior to removal from 
a shooting preserve, such tags to remain affixed until the game 
is prepared for consumption; the Wildlife Resources Department 
shail furnish tags at nominal cost to shooting preserve operators, 
and such tags shall be numbered consecutively. 


SECTION 9. Operators to maintain registration books—rec- 
ords.—Each shooting preserve operator shall maintain a registra- 
tion book listing names, addresses, and hunting license numbers 
of all hunters, the dates on which they hunted, the amount of 
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game and species harvested, and tag numbers affixed to each carcass; 
the operator shall also maintain a record of the number of each 
species of game raised and/or purchased, and the number released ; 
and other records which the Wildlife Resources Department may 
designate; these records may be inspected by an authorized member 
of the Wildlife Resources Department or such person or persons 
as it may designate or employ at any time. Failure to provide accurate 
legible records of operation shall be a misdemeanor. 


SECTION 10. Boundary signs to be posted.—Shooting preserve 
operators shall maintain a clearly defined boundary on which signs 
designating the area as a shooting preserve shall be posted at intervals 
of one hundred and fifty feet or less, the wording on the posting signs 
to be prescribed by the Wildlife Resources Department. 


SECTION 11. Hunting licenses required.—Hunting licenses on 
shooting preserves shall be required of State residents in accordance 
with regularly established game and hunting laws. Nonresidents shall 
be required to possess a regular nonresident license or a special shoot- 
ing preserve license furished by the State, applicable for the entire pre- 
serve season on any preserve in the State, for released species only, at 
a cost not to exceed five dollars and twenty-five cents. The Wildlife 
Resources Department shall have the authority to distribute and regu- 
late the issuance of special, nonresident shooting preserve hunting 
licenses. 


SECTION 12. License to designate type of preserve.—Each 
shooting preserve license issued to an operator shall designate if the 
area is open to the public on a commercial basis, or otherwise indicate 
that the preserve grounds are for the restricted use of a private or 
membership group. In the latter case the license shall list the area as 
a “Private Shooting Preserve.” 


SECTION 13. Wildlife Department not to furnish game.—The 
Wildlife Resources Department shall furnish no game for the stock- 
ing of any preserve provided for by this act. 


SECTION 14. Penalties—county legislative delegations to ap- 
prove new preserves.—The manager, owner or licensee or anyone or 
more of them of any shooting preserve provided for herein shall be re- 
sponsible for any violation of this act on such preserve and for 
any violation shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars or imprisoned for not less than fifteen days nor 
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more than thirty days and his or their license revoked, within the 
discretion of the Wildlife Resources Department. The preserve may 
not be eligible for another license during such calendar year, nor 
thereafter except on such terms and conditions as may be prescribed 
by the Wildlife Resources Department, and the operation of a shoot- 
ing preserve as herein provided for without a license shall be a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof the operator shall be fined 
not less than two hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars 
or be imprisoned not less than thirty days nor more than six months. 
Provided, that no new preserve may be licensed by the Wildlife 
Resources Department without the approval of the Senator and 
at least one-half of the members of the House of Representatives 
from the county in which such preserve is to be located. 


SECTION 15. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 16. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Require Certain Persons Soliciting Membership In 
An Organization Among The Residents Of Edgefield County To 
Obtain Permits For Soliciting And To Provide A Penalty For 
Violation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in Edge- 
field County to obtain permits—Before any person in Edgefield 
County, who receives a fee for soliciting memberships or who is a 
salaried employee of or an officer in the organization for which 
membership is solicited, shall solicit membership in any organiza- 
tion, union or society which requires from its members the payment 
of membership fees or dues or assesses its members, such person 
shall first obtain a permit‘in writing from the clerk and a majority 
of the county commissioners of Edgefield County to do such so- 
liciting. Any person making application for a permit, as required 
by this act, must .have been a resident of Edgefield County for a 
period of one year immediately preceding the date of the application. 


SECTION 2. Application for permit—The permit provided for 
herein shall be issued and signed by the clerk and a majority of 
the county commissioners upon application being made to them, in 
writing, by the person desiring to solicit members in such organiza- 
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tions. The application shall give the name and nature of such or- 
ganization for which the applicant desires to solicit members, whether 
such organization is incorporated or unincorporated, the location of 
its principal office and place of business and names of its officers, 
along with the date of its organization and its assets and liabilities. 
Such application shall further contain the age and residence of the 
applicant, including places of residence of the applicant for the past 
ten years, as well as the business or profession in which such ap- 
plicant has been engaged during such times and shall furnish at least 
three persons as reference to the applicant’s character. The appli- 
cation shall also furnish the information as to whether the applicant 
is a salaried employee of the organization for which he is soliciting 
members, and what compensation, if any, he receives for obtaining 
members. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by the applicant on forms provided by the county commissioners and 
the permit issued thereunder shall be kept on the person of the appli- 
cant at all times while engaged in the solicitation of membership, and 
shall be effective from the date specified therein for a period of sixty 
days thence ensuing, after which time the permit must be renewed if 
so desired by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. Permits may be revoked or denied.—The county 
commissioners shall have the power to revoke any permit upon the 
‘showing of false statements made by the applicant in obtaining such 
“permit or for any good and sufficient cause found by the county 
commissioners to exist. The county commissioners shall have the 
‘power to refuse to issue any permit for any just reason and for the 
. peace and good order of the residents of Edgefield County ; provided, 
however, that should the clerk and a majority of the county com- 
missioners refuse to issue a permit or should they revoke a permit 
previously issued, the applicant or holder of the permit shall have 
the right and privilege of appealing the decision of the clerk and 
county commissioners to the Court of Common Pleas for Edgefield 
County. 


SECTION 5. Penalties—Any person, within the purview of this 
act, who shall solicit members for any organization from among the 
residents of Edgefield County, or persons within Edgefield County, 
without ‘first Obtaining a permit as provided herein, or who shall 
knowingly give false information in any application for a permit as 
required herein shall be punished by a ‘fine of not more than one 
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hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. Each instance of solicitation 
without the required permit shall be considered a separate offense.

SECTION 1. Treasurer of Laurens County responsible for col- 
lecting delinquent taxes—tax collector—appointment—term— 
vacancy—duties—bond—salary—field assistants — appointments 
—disposition of fees—compensation—The Treasurer of Laurens 
County is hereby vested with the responsibility for the collection of 
delinquent taxes for the county, and he shall be assisted by a tax 
collector. Such tax collector shall be appointed by the treasurer of 
the county for a term of office of two years, beginning July 1, 1957. 
In case of a vacancy in the office of the tax collector before the ex- 
piration of any term of office, his successor shall be appointed for the 
unexpired portion of the term. The tax collector shall be charged 
with the collection of delinquent taxes, the levying upon the property 
of delinquent taxpayers, the execution of proper deeds in case of 
sale under tax executions, and all other duties pertaining to the 
collection of delinquent taxes that may be given him by the treasurer 
of the county. The tax collector shall be bonded by a bonding com- 
pany approved by the county legislative delegation in the sum of five 
thousand dollars, the premium of which shall be paid from the general 
fund of the county. The tax collector shall receive such salary as may 
be provided for in the annual appropriations act of the county. 
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Such field assistants as may be necessary for the tax collector shall 
be appointed by the treasurer and all fees and penalties collécted by 
‘either the tax collector or any of the field assistants shall be turned 
in to the general fund of the county.

“Section 9. The board of trustees for the school district of Lan- 
caster County shall be elected or appointed, at the expiration of the 
term of the present trustees, as provided in this section.

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Springs High School District, five members from that area formerly

designated as Indian Land High School District, seventy-five of 
the qualified electors from that area formerly designated as Buford 
High School District, seventy-five of the qualified electors from that 
area formerly designated as Flat Creek High School District, seventy- 
five of the qualified electors from that area formerly designated as 
Heath Springs High School District, fifty of the qualified electors 
from that area formerly designated as Kershaw High School Dis- 
trict, fifty of the qualified electors from that area formerly designated 
as Antioch School District, fifty of the qualified electors from that 
area formerly designated as Elgin School District, seventy-five of 
the qualified electors from that area formerly designated as Mc- 
Donald Green School District, seventy-five of the qualified electors 
from that area formerly designated as Shiloh School District.

Ward Four, bounded on West by Middleton 
Street from Carolina to Broughton and by Broughton from Middle- 
ton to Hillsboro Road; on the North by City limits from Broughton 
to intersection of Chestnut and Ellis; on the East by Ellis from Chest- 
nut to Boulevard; on the South by Boulevard from Ellis to Carolina 
and by Carolina from Boulevard to Middleton. Ward Five, all that 
area within the City limits lying East of the Southern Railroad. 
Suburban No. 1; Suburban No. 2; Suburban No. 3, to include the 
area heretofore forming a part of Suburban No. 1 lying north of the

An Act Defining The Term “Automobile Utility Trailer” And 
Providing For Classification Of And Licensing And Registration 
Of “Automobile Utility Trailers” For Purposes Of Interstate, 
Intrastate And Combined Interstate And Intrastate Reciprocity. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. “Automobile utility trailer” defined—The term 
“automobile utility trailer’ when used herein shall mean and include 
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any trailers suitable for towing by a private passenger automobile, 
the use ‘of which is confined to the private hauling of personal prop- 
erty for intrastate or interstate use, or combined intrastate and inter- 
state use. The term “automobile utility trailer” shall not include 
trailers or semitrailers rented or leased to any person for use by 
such lessee in the furtherance of or as an incident to any commercial | 
or industrial enterprise in interstate commerce or for the use in 
connection with any business or occupation carried on in interstate 
commerce by the lessee. 


SECTION 2. Owners and lessors of automobile utility trailers 
granted certain licensing reciprocity—conditions.—For the pur- 
pose of interstate and combined interstate and intrastate reciprocity 
provisions of this act, automobile utility trailers shall be extended full 
reciprocity provided that: 

a. Every person who owns automobile utility trailers within this 
State and who is engaged in the business of leasing such trailers for 
use in interstate, intrastate or combined interstate and intrastate 
commerce, registers and licenses all automobile utility trailers owned 
by him in the State wherein the owner actually resides, provided, that 
such state affords equal recognition either in fact or in law, to such 
trailers ‘licensed in the State of South Carolina; or provided that 

b. Every person: who owns automobile utility trailers within this 
State and who is engaged in the business of leasing such trailers 
for use in interstate, intrastate or combined interstate and intrastate 
commerce, registers and licenses in the State of South Carolina the 
average number of automobile utility trailers operated in and through 
the State of South Carolina during the licensing year. In such in- 
stances, the person shall register with the Highway Department the 
fact that he is engaged in such business and shall file data in such 
form and verified in such manner as shall be required by the De- 
partment, estimating the average number of automobile utility trailers 
he leases for operation in and through the State during the licensing 
year. The Department shall then determine the average number of _ 
such trailers operated in and through the State of South Carolina 
during the licensing year and such determination shall be final. 
Upon payment of the fee required by Section 46-35, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, the Department shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 of this act, issue registration certificates and 
license plates for the average number of such automobile utility 
trailers as above determined and that number of trailers shall display 
the license plates. Thereafter, all trailers properly identified and 
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licensed in any state, territory, province, country, or the District 
of Columbia, and belonging to such person shall be permitted to 
operate in this State on an interstate, intrastate or combined inter- 
state and intrastate basis; provided, that such trailers are towed by 
private passenger cars duly registered and licensed in this State or 
in another state and legally operated in this State under the reciproc- 
ity laws of this State. 


SECTION 3. Grounds for refusal to license or register certain 
automobile utility trailers—The Department may refuse to license 
and register any automobile utility trailer if: 

(a) Any required fee is not paid; or 

(b) The application contains a false or fraudulent statement; or 

(c) The applicant fails to furnish information or documents or 
any additional information the Department reasonably requires.

An Act To Provide For The Adoption And Promulgation By 
The Supreme Court Of South Carolina Of Rules And Regula- 
tions Defining And Regulating The Practice Of Law, Determin- 
ing The Qualifications And Requirements For Admission To 
The Practice Of Law, Establishing Rules Of Professional Con- 
duct For Attorneys At Law, And Establishing Practice And Pro- 
cedure For Disciplining, Suspending And Disbarring Attorneys 
At Law. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Supreme Court may promulgate certain rules and 
regulations concerning the practice of law.—The Supreme Court 
of South Carolina may from time to time prescribe, adopt, promul- 
gate and amend such rules and regulations as it may deem proper 
(a) defining and regulating the practice of law; (b) determining 
the qualifications and requirements for admission to the practice of 
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law; (c) prescribing a code of ethics governing the professional 
conduct of attorneys at law; and (d) prescribing the procedure for 
disciplining, suspending, disbarring and reinstating attorneys at law. 


SECTION 2. Supreme Court may appoint certain boards or 
committees——The Supreme Court may appoint boards or commit- 
tees to examine all applicants for admission to the Bar, and boards 
or committees to act as administrative agencies of the court for the 
purpose of investigating and reporting the violation of such rules 
and regulations as are adopted by the court and to hear all causes 
involving discipline, disbarment, suspension or reinstaternent of at- 
torneys and to make recommendations thereon to the Supreme Court. 
Such hearings shall be had under such procedure as may be estab- 
lished by the court. Any such administrative agency created by the 
Supreme Court shall have the power of subpoena for the purpose 
of aiding it in hearing cases of discipline, suspension or disbarment. 


SECTION 3. Rules and regulations—filing—when effective.—

Orangeburg County to provide book for record- 
ing service discharges.—There shall be provided and at all times 
maintained in the office of the service officer of Orangeburg County 
a special and permanent book in which shall be recorded official

index and the pages of it shall be printed in the form of discharge 
papers, with sufficient blank lines for the recording of such dates as 
may be contained in the discharge papers offered for registration. 


SECTION 2. Service officer to record discharge free—Upon the 
presentation of any official discharge or official certificate of lost dis- 
charge from the armed services of the United States, the service 
officr of Orangeburg County shall record free such discharge in the 
book provided for in Section 1. 


SECTION 3. Oath to be administered to person recording dis- 
charge.—If the service officer shall be in doubt as to whether or - 
not any paper so presented for registration is an official discharge 
from the Army, Navy or Marine Corps of the United States or an 
official certificate of lost discharge, he may examine, under oath, the’ 
person so presenting such discharge or otherwise inquire into its 
validity. The service officer to whom a discharge or certificate of lost 
discharge is presented for registration shall administer to the person 
offering such discharge or certificate of lost discharge for registration 
’ the following oath, te be recorded with and form a part of the regis- 
tration of such discharge or certificate of lost discharge:

SECTION 4. Penalties—Any person who shall forge or in any 
manner alter any discharge or certificate of lost discharge issued by 
the government of the United States and offer it for registration or 
secure the registration of it under the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be fined or im- 
prisoned in the discretion of the court. 


SECTION 5. Certified copies—fee——Any person desiring a certi- 
fied copy of any such discharge or certificate of lost discharge, regis-

“Section 55-6. It shall be.unlawful for any person, being law- 
fully confined in any prison or upon the public works of any county 
or while in the custody of any superintendent, guard or officer, to 
escape, to attempt to escape or to have in his possession tools or 
weapons which may be used to facilitate an escape, and any person 
so doing or so possessing such tools or weapons shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and punished by a sentence of not less than six 
months nor more than two years, such sentence to be consecutive to 
the original sentence and to any other sentences theretofore imposed 
upon such escapee by any court of this State. But when the original 
sentence was one year or less the sentence to be imposed in addition 
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to any remaining unserved portion of the original sentence shall not 
be longer than the original sentence. 

Provided, However, That should said escapee be recaptured else- 
where than in South Carolina the sentence to be imposed in addition 
to any remaining unserved portion of the original sentence shall be 
not less than one year nor more than three years, such sentence to 
be consecutive to any other sentences theretofore imposed upon such 
escapee by any court of this State.”

To The Civil And Domestic Relations Court Of Sumter County, 
By Adding Section 22A, So As To Further Provide For The 
Procedures And Powers Of The Court In Non-Support Cases. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Act 575 of 1954, amended—Section 22A added— 
Civil and Domestic Relations Court of Sumter County—powers 
and procedures in non-support cases.—Act No. 575 of 1954, as 
amended, is further amended by adding a new section to be desig- 
nated as Section 22A, to read as follows: 
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“Section 22A. When any person accused of failing to support 
or furnish the necessities of life to his wife or minor unmarried chil- 
dren cannot be found within the County of Sumter, it shall be the 
duty of the magistrate, after receiving an affidavit to such effect, to 
issue his warrant for the arrest of such person and as soon as he 
is apprehended the magistrate shall transfer such person to the 
custody of the Domestic Relations Court which shall assume jurisdic- 
tion of such person. 

In any such case such person may enter his plea and the judge shall 
issue his order of support as he might have issued had such person 
been summoned to appear before the court as is otherwise provided 
for in this act. If such person enters a plea of ‘not guilty’ or demands 
a trial by jury, the court shall refer the case to the county attorney 
who shall represent the county and the petitioner in all other pro- 
cedures. The case shall then be placed on the docket of the Civil 
Court for Sumter County and the question of innocence or guilt 
shall be determined by a jury at the next term of court without 
the necessity of further pleadings. Should the jury find beyond a 
reasonable doubt that such person is guilty, then the judge shall 
issue such order of support as he might have issued had such person 
entered a plea of guilty to such offense. 

Failure to obey any such order of the court shall constitute 4 con- 

_ tempt of court, and the court may issue its rule or bench warrant for 
such offender to be brought before the court for appropriate action, 
regardless of where such offender may be found within the State.

An Act To Establish An Horry County Educational Fund For 
(1) Scholarships And (2) Furthering Education In Horry County ; 
To Create An Horry County Scholarship Board And To Pre- 
scribe Its Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Horry County Educational Fund established.— 
There is hereby established an Horry County Educational Fund for 
(1) scholarships and (2) the financial support of the Coastal Caro-. 
lina Junior College, such fund to be administered by the Horry 
County Scholatship Board as hereinafter provided. 


SECTION 2. Horry County Scholarship Board created.—There 
is hereby created a board to be known as the Horry County Scholar- 
ship Board and it shall have the duties and powers herein set forth. 
“Board” as used in this act shall refer to this board. 


SECTION 3. Appointment—terms—members.—The members of 
the Horry County Scholarship Board shall be appointed by the

terms of three years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified, except that of the members first appointed, one-third shall 
serve for one year, one-third shall serve for two years and one-third 
shall serve for three years. The membership of the board shall include 
at least one person from each of the eight high school areas in Horry 
County, the number of members from each such area to be in the 
same ratio to the total membership of the board that the enrollment 
in the senior grades of the high schools in such area bears to the 
enrollment in the senior grades for the county as a whole. 


SECTION 4. Scholarships—number—value—eligibility require- 
ments.—As aid and encouragement to students who, for lack of 
financial means, are not able to attend a college of higher learn- 
ing, there are established a number of beneficiary scholarships. The 
number of scholarships in any one scholastic year shall be determined 
by the board, within the limit of the applicable funds. The value of a 
scholarship shall not exceed three hundred dollars per year for four 
years and may be of such lesser amounts as fixed by the board. 
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The scholarship fund shall be available to any student attending any 
college or university, which may be a public or nonpublic-supported 
institution. In order to provide for an equitable distribution of the 
scholarships, they shall be allocated for each scholastic year in the 
ratio that the enrollment in the senior grade of any particular high 
school bears to the enrollment in the senior grades for the county 
as a whole. 


In order to be eligible for a scholarship, the applicant must be 
a resident of Horry County and be able to meet the entrance require- 
ments of the college of his choice and must meet such other standards 
as may from time to time be fixed by the board. 

Before granting any scholarship, it is made the duty of the board 
to make careful examination as to the worthiness of any applicant 
for a scholarship and to satisfy itself that the applicant, his parents, 
guardian or other person who may be under obligation to provide 
him with an education is without financial means to do so. In selecting 
a beneficiary due consideration shall be given not only to the need 
of financial aid, but also to those moral and mental qualities which 
give promise of development by education into the making of worthy 
and useful citizens, and in making these selections the board shall 
confer and advise with the faculty of the school who have taught and 
been most intimately associated with the applicants for the aid pro- 
vided by this act. 


SECTION 5. Grounds for revocation of scholarship.—Should 
any student who has been awarded a scholarship fail to progress in 
the school activities to the satisfaction of the faculty of the institution 
or to the board, or who may be found to be unworthy of the scholar- 
ship in the opinion of the board or who, as a result of change in fi- 
nancial ability, becomes able to pay his own expenses at the institu- 
tion, the board is authorized and empowered to revoke in part or in 
whole the value of the scholarship awarded to such student. Should 
the competent authority of any institution expel any such student, 
it shall thereupon become the duty of the board to discontinue his 
benefits. 


SECTION 6. Notes for annual value of scholarship to be ex- 
executed by recipient—notes immediately due upon failure of cer- 
tain obligations—Any student who has been awarded a scholarship 
shall execute and deliver to the president of the institution to which 
the scholarship is granted a note payable to the Coastal Educational 
Foundation, Inc., in the amount of the annual value of the scholarship 
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as fixed by the board, upon such terms and conditions as the board 
shall prescribe. Upon its execution and delivery, the president of 
the institution shall forward the note to The Coastal Educational 
Foundation, Inc. Should any student who has been awarded a scholar- 
ship voluntarily withdraw from the institution before graduation, 
without the approval of the board, and fail to enter another college, 
the full amount of the loan or loans made to him shall immediately 
become due and payable and, in like manner, the full amount of the 
advances to any student shall immediately become due if for any 
reason the benefits accruing to him under the scholarship awards shall 
be discontinued. 


SECTION 7. Terms of notes may be modified by board—notes 
may be discharged by teaching—no interest if notes retired ac- 
cording to terms.—The terms on which the student shall be required 
to discharge himself of his obligation under the terms of the notes 
which he shall have executed shall be determined by the board and, to 
this end, the board is authorized in its discretion to modify the 
terms of any obligation theretofore made in favor of The Coastal 
Educational Foundation, Inc., but except for special reasons as may 
be shown, all obligations created hereunder in favor of The Coastal 
Educational Foundation, Inc. shall be liquidated within five years 
from the date thereof. 

Provided, that any student after graduation from college who 
engages in the teaching profession as a classroom teacher in the 
public schools of Horry County shali be able to fully and completely 
discharge his obligation hereunder by teaching, that is to say, for 
each year of teaching in the public schools of Horry County, the 
board shall return to such student one note representing the amount 
__ of one year’s scholarship. 

Should repayment of the loan be made, provided herein, or as may 
be made in accordance with the modified terms of any obligation in 
the discretion of the board, no interest shall be charged, but interest 
shall run at the rate of four per cent per annum from the due date 
of any obligation. 


SECTION 8. Obligations deemed to comply herewith—special 
fund for payments.—Any obligation executed pursuant to the terms 
of this act shall’ be deemed to include the provisions hereof as much 
as if the same had been written into the body of any such obligation. 

All sums repaid shall be placed in a special fund by the board 
treasurer designated as the Horry County Educational Fund, and 
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this fund, together with such other funds as may be provided in 
this act, shall be disbursed by the board for the purposes herein 
stated under such rules and regulations as the board may prescribe. 


SECTION 9. Board may accept certain gifts—The board may 
acccept gifts and grants of money or property from either private or 
public sources to be used in the promotion of this program. 


SECTION 10. Board may expend monies from fund for benefit 
of Coastal Carolina Junior College.—The monies paid into the Hor- 
ry County Educational Fund, in addition to providing scholarships, 
shall, in the discretion of the board, be expended in financial support 
of the Coastal Carolina Junior College, an institution of higher learn- 
ing located in Conway, Horry County, South Carolina. 


SECTION 11. Powers of board.—All power and authority reason- 
ably necessary for carrying out the purposes of this act are hereby 
vested in and conferred upon the Horry County Scholarship Board 
as the same is constituted under this act or as may be constituted 
in any acts amendatory hereto. 


SECTION 12. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 13. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Pike limit in Game Zone 5.—In Game Zone 5 no 
person shall daily catch or have in his possession more than thirty 
pike.

For Sumter County And To Provide For Its Membership, Pow- 
ers And Duties. 


Whereas, Sumter County offers great opportunities for expansion 
of agriculture, industry and commerce; and 


Whereas, it is desired to bring about further agricultural, indus- 
trial and commercial development of the county. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Sumter County Planning and Development Com- 
mission created — members — terms — appointments.—There is 
hereby created a commission in and for Sumter County to be 
known as the Sumter County Planning and Development Commis- 
sion which shall be composed of seven active members, to ive ap- 
pointed as follows: two by a majority vote of the City Council 
of the City of Sumter, two by the Sumter Chamber of Commerce, 
Inc., two by a majority vote of the Sumter County Board of 
Commissioners and one by the Pinewood Chamber of Commerce. 
The terms of office shall be for two years and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified, except that of the members first ap- 
pointed the City Council of Sumter, the Sumter Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Sumter County Board of Commissioners shall each 
appoint one member to serve for one year and one member to 
serve for two years. Any vacancy shall be filled in the manner of 
the original appointment for the unexpired portion of the term. All 
appointments to membership on the commission shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk of Court for Sumter County who shall properly record 
the same on the permanent records in his office. 


SECTION 2. Purpose.—The commission is created for the pur- 
pose of aiding the Chambers of Commerce of Sumter County in 
the promotion of the agricultural, industrial and commercial ex- 
pansion and development in Sumter County. 


SECTION 3. Officers — meetings — records. — The commission 
shall elect one of its number as chairman and shall appoint as 
secretary-treasurer the manager of the Sumter Chamber of Com- 
merce who shall be an ex-officio member of the commission. Meet- 
ings of the commission shall be held at the call of the chairman 
and at such other times as the commission may determine. The 
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members of the commission shall serve without pay but may be 
reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in attending meetings 
and other necessary expenses incurred in connection with business 
of the commission. The commission shall keep minutes of its pro- 
ceedings and shall make records of all official actions, which minutes 
and records shall be available for inspection at all times by the Sumter 
County Legislative Delegation, the Sumter County Board of Com- 
missioners and the City Council of the City of Sumter. 


SECTION 4, Powers.—The commission, in carrying out the pur- 
poses of this act, shall have power to employ personnel, enter into 
contracts and other necessary powers incident to the purposes of 
this act. . 


SECTION 5. Appropriations—expenditures—gifts and grants. 
—To pay for industrial surveys, geological surveys and such other 
necessary expenses of the commission a sum shall be appropriated 
in the annual county supply act, such sum to be matched by the 
City of Sumter. The commission may draw the proceeds of s:tch 
appropriations and future authorizations, and deposit the same 
in a bank insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, 
to be expended under the provisions of this act; provided, a semi- 
annual itemized verified statement of all expenditures signed by the 
chairman and secretary-treasurer shall be filed with the City Council 
of the City of Sumter, the Sumter County. Legislative Delegation 
and the Sumter County Board of Commissioners. The commission 
may accept gifts and grants of money from either private or public 
sources to be used in the promotion of this program and all such 
monies shall be accounted for in the same manner as funds appro- 
priated by Sumter County and the City of Sumter. 


SECTION 6. Audits.—The books and records of the commission 
shall be audited annually by the same person or firm who audits the 
books and records of Sumter County. Copies of such audit shall be 
made available to the Sumter County Legislative Delegation, the 
Sumter County Board of Commissioners and the City Council of 
the City of Sumter. 


SECTION 7. Cooperate with other agencies.—For the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act the commission is au- 
thorized to cooperate with the Research, Planning and Develop-

rent, guardian, custodian or other lawful authority ; to become and be 
habitually truant; to without just cause and without the consent of 
his or her parent, guardian or other custodian, repeatedly desert 
his or her home or place of abode; to engage in any occupation 
which is in violation of law; to associate with immoral or vicious 
persons; to frequent any place the existence of which is in violation 
of law; to habitually use obscene or profane language or to beg 
or solicit alms in any public places under any pretense; to so 
deport himself or herself as to wilfully injure or endanger his or 
her morals or health or the morals or health of others. 


SECTION 2. Penalties——Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall upon conviction be fined not more than three thousand 
dollars or imprisoned for not more than three years or both in the 
discretion of the court.

Treasurer of Chesterfield County to make monthly 
report to sinking fund commission.—The Treasurer of Chesterfield 
County shall on or before the fifteenth of each month mail to each 
member of the Chesterfield County Sinking Fund Commission a 
complete report of the previous month’s financial operations and a 
complete report of the financial condition of the county. This report 
shall be made on forms to be mutually agreed upon: by the treasurer 
and the sinking fund commission. 


SECTION 2. Mail reports to members of commission and Legis- 
lative delegation.—The Treasurer of Chesterfield County shall on or 
before the fifteenth of each month mail to each member of the 
county sinking fund commission and all members of the county 
legislative delegation a copy of all reports made to any department 
of the county. 


SECTION 3. Allow members of commission or delegation to 
examine or copy records.—The Treasurer of Chesterfield County 
shall allow any member of the Chesterfield County Sinking Fund

An Act To Authorize The County Manager Of Chester County 
To Work Prisoners Awaiting Trial Under Certain Conditions.

SECTION 1. Persons awaiting trial in Chester County may 
serve on chain gang.— Whenever any person is duly committed to the 
Chester County jail in default of bond, is awaiting trial, intends to 
plead guilty at the term of court next ensuing and desires to enter 
service upon the public roads of the county, such person may indi- 
cate such desire by filing with the clerk of the court a written state- 
ment to that effect and thereupon the County Manager of Chester 
County may cause such person to be taken from the jail and worked 
upon the chain gang, provided the supervisor can decline to work 
said prisoner, if for any reason it would not be to the best interest 
of the county. 


SECTION 2. Persons in jail may serve on chain gang.—Should 
any person be confined in the county jail upon any charge or 
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held for any reason and be unable to give recognizance for his 
appearance and, not intending to plead guilty, desire to work 
upon the chain gang and receive remuneration provided for in Sec- 
tion 55-503, he shall be permitted to do so upon his filing a request 
to so work, provided the manager can decline to work said prisoner, 
if, in his discretion it would not be to the best interest of the county. 


SECTION 3. Persons serving on chaingang to be returned to 
jail—The County Manager of Chester County shall have any such 
person returned to the county jail at least one day before the 
convening of the term of court at which he expects to enter a 
plea of guilty or is to be tried and shall at the same time certify to 
the clerk of court of general sessions the length of time served by 
any such person. 


SECTION 4. County manager to certify length of time served. 
—The county manager shall certify to the court the length of time 
served by any person under the provisions of this act prior to such 
person being sentenced. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herc- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Amend Title 68 Of The Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, As Amended, Known And Cited As The South 
Carolina Unemployment Compensation Law, So As To Correct 
References To The Secretary Of Labor And To The Federal In- 
ternal Revenue Code; To Redefine “Wages” And “Unemploy- 
ment”; To Give The Commission Authority To Operate Emergen- 
cy Unemployment Compensation System In The Event Of An En- 
emy Attack; To Provide For Refund Of Contributions Erroneous- 
ly Paid To South Carolina; To Lower The Interest On Delinquent 
Contributions; And To Provide Authority For Legislative Appro- 
priation Of Funds Credited To The State’s Account In The Un- 
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employment Trust Fund Pursuant To The Provisions Of Sec- 
tion 903 Of The Social Security Act, As Amended. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Item (3) of Section 68-13, 1952 Code amended— 
services performed outside of State further defined for unem- 
ployment compensation purposes.—Item (3) of Section 68-13, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“(3) Services not covered under item (2) of this section and 
performed entirely without this State, with respect to no part of 
which contributions are required and paid under an unemployment 
compensation law of any other state or of the Federal Government, 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this Title if the in- 
dividual performing such services is a resident of this State and the 
Commission approves the election of the employing unit for whom 
such services are performed that the entire service of such individual 
shall be deemed to be employed subject to this Title.” 


SECTION 2. Second paragraph of Section 68-17, 1952 Code, 
amended—unemployment further defined.—The second para- 
graph of Section 68-17, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“No individual shall be considered as unemployed in any week 
(not to exceed two in any benefit year) in which the Commission

This section shall not be applicable to any 
claimant whose employer shall fail to comply, in respect to such 
vacation period, with the requirements of all rules, regulations or 
procedures of the Commission regarding the filing of notices, reports, 
information or claims in connection with individual, group or mass 
separations arising from the vacation.”

Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, are amended to read as 
follows: 

“(6) Service performed in the employ of the United States Gov- 
ernment or any instrumentality of the United ‘States immune under 
the Constitution of the United States from the contributions imposed 
by this Title, except that to the extent the Congress of the United 
States shall permit states to require instrumentalities of the United 
States to make payments into an unemployment fund under a state 
unemployment compensation act all of the provisions of this Title 
shall be applicable to such instrumentalities and to services performed 
for such instrumentalities, in the same manner, to the same extent 
and on the same terms as to all other employers.

Reimbursement so payable shall be deemed to be benefits for the 
purpose of Section 68-105, and Article 1 of Chapter 6 of this Title, 
but no reimbursement so payable shall be charged against any em- 
ployer’s account for the purpose of Article 2 of Chapter 4 of this 
Title. The Commission may make to other state or Federal agencies 
and receive from such state or Federal agencies reimbursements from 
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or to the fund, in accordance with arrangements made pursuant to 
this section.” © 


SECTION 9. Section 68-72, 1952 Code, amended—Commission 
may check on returns of national banks.—Section 68-72, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 68-72. The Commission may request the Comptroller 
of the Currency of the United States to cause an examination of the

withdrawn from the trust fund, shall be excluded from the unémploy- 
ment fund balance in computing the statewide reserve ratio. When 
the statewide reserve ratio computed during any calendar year equals 
or exceeds seven per cent, contribution rates applicable to the fol- 
lowing calendar year will be computed in accordance with Sections 
68-174 and 68-175. When the statewide reserve ratio computed dur- 
ing any calendar year is less than seven per cent, all contribution 
rates applicable to the following calendar year shall be increased 
over those computed in accordance with Sections 68-174 and 68-175, 
by the following : 

(1) Thirty-five hundredths of one per cent if the statewide re- 
serve ratio equals or exceeds six per cent but is less than seven per 
cent ; 

(2) Seven-tenths of one per cent, if the statewide reserve ratio 
equals or exceeds five per cent but is less than six per cent; 

(3) One and five hundredths per cent, if the statewide reserve 
ratio is less than five per cent. 

Provided, however, that no employer’s rate shall exceed two and 
seven-tenths per cent by reason of the application of this section.” 


SECTION 13. Section 68-205, 1952 Code, amended—new para- 
graph added—refunds and adjustments when payments made in 
error.—Section 68-205, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended by adding the following new paragraph at the end thereof: 
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“A refund or adjustment will be made in any case where the 
Commission finds that contributions or interest were erroneously 
paid by an employing unit to South Carolina upon wages earned by 
individuals in employment in another state. Such refund or adjust- 
ment will be made upon satisfactory proof to the Commission that 
the payment of such contributions or interest has been made to such 
other state.”

“Section 68-308. Except as provided in Section 68-315, moneys 
shall be requisitioned from this State’s account in the unemployment 
trust fund solely for the payment of benefits or refunds pursuant to 
Section 68-205 or item (6) of Section 68-22 and in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by the Commission, except that money credited 
to this account pursuant to Section 903 of the Social Security Act,

313(2). The Commission shall from time to time requisition from 
the unemployment trust fund such amounts, not exceeding the

“Section 68-313.. Expenditures of moneys in the benefit account 
and refunds from the clearing account shall not be subject to any 
provisions of law requiring specific appropriations or other formal 
release by State dfficers of money in their custody. All warrants 
issued for the payment of benefits and refunds shall bear the signa- 
ture of the Commission or a duly authorized agent.for that purpose. 


(1) Money credited to the account of this State in the Unemploy- 
ment Trust Fund by the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States of America pursuant to Section 903 of the Social Security 
Act, as amended, may be requisitioned and used for the payment 
of expenses incurred for the administration of this act pursuant to 
a specific appropriation by the Legislature, provided that the ex- 
penses are incurred and the money is requisitioned after the enact- 
ment of an appropriation law which: ; 

(a) Specifies the purposes for which such money is appropriated 
and the amounts appropriated therefor ; 

(b) Limits the period within which such money may be expended 
to a period ending not more than two years after the date of the en- 
actment of the appropriation law; and 

(c) Limits the amount which may be used during a twelve month 
pericd beginning on July first and ending on the next June thirtieth 
to an amount which does not exceed the amount by which (i) the 
aggregate of the amounts credited to the account of this State pur- 
suant to Section 903 of the Social Security Act; as amended, during 
the same twelve month period and the four preceding twelve month 
periods, exceeds (ii) the aggregate of the amounts used pursuant 
to this subsection and charged against the amounts credited to the 
account of this State during any of such five twelve month periods. 
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For the purposes of this subsection, amounts used during any such 
twelve month period shall be charged against equivalent amounts 
which were first credited and which are not already so charged; ex- 
cept that no amount used for administration during any such twelve 
month period may be charged against any amount credited during 
such a twelve month period earlier than the fourth preceding such 
period. 

(2) Money credited to the account of this State pursuant to Sec- 
‘tion 903 of the Social Security Act, as amended, may not be with- 
drawn or used except for the payment of benefits and for the pay- 
ment of expenses for the administration of this act and of public 
employment offices pursuant to this subsection. 

(3) Money requisitioned for the payment of expenses of adminis- 
tration pursuant to this subsection shall be deposited in the employ- 
ment security administration fund, but, until expended, shall remain 
a part of the unemployment fund. The Commission shall maintain 
a separate record of the deposit, obligation, expenditure and return 
of funds so deposited. If any money so deposited is, for any reason, 
not to be expended for the purpose for which it was appropriated, or, 
if it remains unexpended at the end of the period specified by the 
law appropriating such money, it shall be withdrawn and returned to 
the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States for credit to this 
State’s account in the Unemployment Trust Fund.” 


SECTION 18. Section 68-331, 1952 Code, amended—employ- 
ment security administration fund created—money fund to con- 
sist of.—Section 68-331, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 68-331. There is hereby created in the State Treasury 
a special fund to be known as the employment security administra- 
tion fund. The fund shall consist of any money appropriated by this 
State in accordance with Section 68-336; all-money received from 
the United States of America, or any agency thereof, and all money 
received from any other source for the administration of this act; 
all money received from any agency of the United States or any 
other state as compensation for services or facilities supplied to such 
agency; all amounts received pursuant to any surety bond or insur- 
ance policy or from other sources for losses sustained by the employ- 
ment security administration fund or by reason of damage to prop- 
erty, equipment or supplies purchased from money in such fund; 
and all proceeds realized from the sale or disposition of any such 
property, equipment or supplies which may no longer be necessary 
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’ for the proper administration of this act. Notwithstanding any pro- 
vision of this section, all money requisitioned and deposited in this 
fund pursuant to Section 68-313 (3) shall remain part of the un- 
employment fund and shall be used only in accordance with the 
conditions specified in Section 68-313.” 


SECTION 19. Section 68-332, 1952 Code, amended—deposit and 
administration of fund—separate account.—Section 68-332, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 68-332. All money in the employment security adminis- 
tration fund shall be deposited, administered and disbursed in the 
same manner and under the same conditions and requirements as 
‘are prov:ded by law for other special funds in the State Treasury, 
except that money in this fund shall not be commingled with other 
State funds, but shall be maintained in a separate account on the 
books of a depository bank. They shall be secured by such bank 
or banks by such securities or surety bond as required by law of 
depositories of State funds.” 


SECTION 20. Section 68-333, 1952 Code, amended—purpose of 
fund—requisitions.—Section 68-333, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 68-333. All moneys which are deposited or paid into the 
fund are appropriated and made available to the Commission. All 
moneys in this fund shall be expended solely for the purpose of 
defraying the cost of the administration of this Title and for no 
other purpose whatsoever. Any balances in the fund shall not lapse 
at any time but shall be continuously available to the Commission 
for expenditure consistent with this Title. The Commission shall 
issue its requisition approved by the chairman or any designated 
member, officer or agent for payment of such costs of administration 
to the Comptroller General who shall draw his warrant in the usual 
form provided by law on the State Treasurer, who shall pay it by 
check on the employment security administration fund.” 


SECTION 21. Section 68-334, 1952 Code, amended—expendi- 
ture of funds by Secretary of Labor.—Section 68-334, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 68-334. All moneys in the employment security adminis- 
trative fund except money received pursuant to Section 68-313 (3) 
shall be expended solely for the purposes and in the amounts found 
necessary by the Secretary of Labor, or his successors, for the proper 
and efficient administration of this Title.” 
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SECTION 22. Section 68-335, 1952 Code, amended—liability of 
State Treasurer.—Section 68-335, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 68-335. The State Treasurer shall be liable on his official 
bond for the faithful performance of his duties in connection with 
the employment security administration fund.” 


SECTION 23. Section 68-336, 1952 Code, amended—State to 
replace funds lost or improperly spent.—Section 68-336, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 68-336. If any money in the employment security admin- 
istration fund, paid to this State under Title III of the Social Secur- 
ity Act, and the Wagner-Peyser Act, is found by the Secretary of 
Labor, or his successors, because of any action or contingency, to 
have been lost or to have been expended for purposes other than, or 
in amounts in excess of, those found necessary by the Secretary of 
Labor, or his successors, for the proper administration of the em- 
ployment security program, it is the policy of this State that such 
money shall be replaced by money appropriated for such purposes 
from the general funds of this State to the employment security 
administration fund for expenditures as provided in Section 68-333. 
But funds which have been expended by the Commission or its 
agents in accordance with a budget approved by the Secretary of 
Labor, or his successors, or in accordance with the general standards 
and limitations promulgated by the Secretary of Labor, or his suc- 
cessors, prior to such expenditure (when proposed expenditures 
have not been specifically disapproved by the Secretary of Labor or 
his successors) shall not be deemed to require replacement.” 


SECTION 24. Paragraph two of Section 68-403, 1952 Code, 
amended—penalties for making false statements.——The second 
paragraph of Section 68-403, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Any claimant found by the Commission knowingly to have made 
a false statement or who knowingly failed to disclose’ a material 
fact when filing a compensable claim to establish his right to or 
increase the amount of his benefits, shall be ineligible to receive any 
further benefits for a period of one year from the date upon which 
such claim was filed.”

An Act To Provide For The Establishment Of The Anderson 
County Development Board. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Anderson County Development Board created— 
members—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby created the Anderson 
County Development Board which shall consist of eleven members to 
be appointed by the Governor as follows: The governing bodies of the 
incorporated municipalities of Anderson, Belton, Honea Path, Iva,. 
Pelzer, West Pelzer, Pendleton, Starr and Williamston shall each 
recommend one member and two members shall be recommended 
by a majority of the Anderson County Legislative Delegation, in- 
cluding the Senator, to represent Townville and Piedmont. The 
terms of office shall be for four years and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified, except that of the members first appointed 
five shall be appointed for terms of two years. It shall be decided by 
lot which members shall serve for four years and which members 
shall serve for two years. Vacancies shall be filled in the manner of 
the original appointment for the unexpired portion of the term. 


SECTION 2. Purpose.—The function of the board shall be to en- 
courage the location of industry and the tourist trade and the promo- 
tion of adequate markets for the products grown by the farmers ‘of 
Anderson County through the institution of an advertising program, 
through cooperative efforts with municipalities of the county and or- 
ganizations having similar aims, and through such other activities as 
will tend to accomplish the purposes of the board. 


SECTION 3. Meetings—officers——The board shall hold its first 
meeting within ten days after its appointment. At its first meeting 
the board shall elect a chairman and a secretary from its member- 
ship. The board shall meet at such other times and places as may be 
determined by the chairman and shall meet at least once each quarter. 


SECTION 4. Cooperate with other agencies.—For the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of this act the board is authorized to 
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cooperate with the Development Board of the State of South Caro- 
lina, all towns, chambers of commerce, business leagues, civic clubs 
and other similar organizations in Anderson County and all other 
agencies and organizations within and without the county which the 
board may desire to cooperate with in the furtherance of the develop- 
ment and advertisement of Anderson County. 


SECTION 5. Gifts and grants.—The board may accept gifts and 
grants of money from either private or public sources to be used in 
the promotion of this program. 


SECTION 6. Appropriations.—Such money as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act shall be appropriated upon 
authorizations of a majority of the county legislative delegation, in- 
cluding the senator. 


SECTION 7. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Section 35 Of Act No. 898 Of The Acts Of 
1952, Relating To Hunting Licenses, So As To Further Provide 
Therefor And To Increase The Fees For Such Licenses And To 
Provide For An Increase Of The Salaries Of The Game Wardens. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 35 of Act 898 of 1952, amended—hunting 
licenses—fee—form—carry on person—unlawful to loan—dupli- 
cates—penalties.—Section 35 of Act No. 898 of the Acts of 1952, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 35. (a) For the privilege of hunting throughout the 
State by residents of the State, a statewide license shall be issued for 
a fee of four dollars and twenty-five cents, of which amount twenty- 
five cents shall be retained by the issuing agent. For the privilege of 
hunting only in the county of which the hunter is a resident, a county 
license shall be issued upon payment of a fee of one dollar and thirty- 
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five cents, of which amount ten cents shall be retained by the issuing 
agent. No holder of a county license only shall hunt in any county of 
which he is not a resident. Resident landowners and lessees of lands 
and members of their families hunting on the lands owned or leased 
by them shall not be required to procure any such license, but this 
shall not apply to the lessees of hunting rights only. The term mem- 
bers of their families means members of the landowner’s or lessee’s 
family living in the same household with him. Every nonresident 
of the State shall pay a hunter’s license fee of twenty dollars and 
twenty-five cents for the privilege of hunting in the State during any 
one season or ten dollars and twenty-five cents for a temporary 
license, of which amount twenty-five cents shall be retained by the 
issuing agent. Any such temporary license shall be valid for a period 
of three specified consecutive days. 

(b) The form of all hunting licenses shall be of such quality or 
other suitable design as may be designated by the director, the cost 
to be paid out of the Game Protection Fund. 

(c) Every licensee while hunting shall carry on his person his 
hunting license and upon demand shall show his license to any game 
warden or officer of the law. 

(d) It shall be unlawful for any person to borrow, loan, or ex- 
change a hunting license with another person. 

(e) Duplicate hunting licenses shall be issued by the director only, 
upon affidavit from the licensee that he has lost his license and upon 
payment by the licensee of the cost of the duplicate. 

(f) Any resident of the State who violates any of the provisions 
of subsection (c) or (d) of this section shall upon conviction be fined 
not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars 
or be imprisoned for not more than thirty days. 

(g) Any person convicted of borrowing, lending, or exchanging 
a hunting license with another person, in addition to suffering the 
penalties set forth in subsection (f) of this section shall forfeit any 
tight to any hunting licenses issued to him, and shall be prohibited 
from procuring another hunting license for the season for which the 
hunting license so borrowed, exchanged, or loaned was issued. Any 
person who attempts to hunt or hunts while under such prohibition, 
shall upon conviction be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned for not less than ten days 
nor more than thirty days. 

(h) All game wardens and their respective agents are hereby pro- 
hibited from postdating or altering any hunting licenses. Any game 
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warden or his agent who violates the provisions of this subsection 
shall upon conviction be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned for not less than 
ten days nor more than thirty days. ¢ 

(i) Any nonresident who violates any of the provisions of this 
section shall upon conviction be fined not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars or be imprisoned for not less than 
ten days nor more than thirty days. 

(j) The joint committee on printing shall purchase the licenses 
and other forms to be used each season, such purchasing to be done 
on competitive bids.” 


SECTION 2. Increase salaries of game wardens.—Of the fees 
retained by the State, the Wildlife Resources Commission is hereby 
directed to use a portion of such fees for the purpose of increasing 
the salaries of all game wardens by at least ten per cent. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor. :

An Act To Protect The Title Of Motor Vehicles Within This 
State; To Provide For The Issuance Of Certificates Of Title; To 
Regulate Purchase And Sale Or Other Transfer Of Ownership; To 
Facilitate The Recovery Of Motor Vehicles Stolen Or Otherwise 
Unlawfully Taken; To Prescribe The Powers And Duties Of The 
State Highway Department Hereunder; And To Provide Penalties 
For The Violation Of The Provisions Hereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
SECTION 1. Definitions.—For the purposes of this act the terms 
set forth below shall have the following meanings: 


(a) “Authorized emergency vehicle.” Vehicles of the fire depart- 
ment, police vehicles and such ambulances and emergency vehicles of 
municipal departments or public service corporations as are desig- 
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nated or authorized by the chief of police or governing body of any 
municipality. 

. (b) “Bicycle.” Every device propelled by human power upon 
which any person may ride, having two tandem wheels either of 
which is more than twenty inches in diameter. 

(c) “Bus.” Every motor vehicle designed for carrying more than 
ten passengers and used: for the transportation of persons; and every 
motor vehicle, other than a taxicab, designed and used for the trans- 
portation of persons for compensation. 

(d) “Dealer.” Every person engaged in the business of buying, 
selling, or exchanging vehicles who has an established place of busi- 
ness for such purpose in this State. 

(e) “Department.” The South Carolina State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

(f) “Driver.” Every person who drives or is in actual physical 
control of a vehicle. 

(g) “Essential parts.” All integral and body parts of a vehicle of 
a type required to be registered hereunder, the removal, alteration or 
substitution of which would tend to conceal the identity of the vehicle 
or substantially alter its appearance, model, type or mode of operation. 

(h) “Established place of business.” The place actually occupied 
either continuously or at regular periods by a dealer or manufacturer 
where his books and records are kept and a large share of his busi- 
ness is transacted. 

(i) “Farm tractor.” Every motor vehicle designed and used pri- 
marily as a farm implement, for drawing plows, mowing machines 
and other implements of husbandry. 

(j) “Foreign vehicle.” Every vehicle of a type required to be reg- 
istered hereunder brought into this State from another state, terri- 
. tory or country other than in the ordinary course of business by or 
through a manufacturer or dealer and not registered in this State. 

(k) “House trailer.” (1) A trailer or semitrailer which is de- 
signed, constructed and equipped as a dwelling place, living abode or 
sleeping place (either permanently or temporarily) and is equipped 
for use as a conveyance on streets and highways, or 
' (2) A trailer or a semitrailer whose chassis and exterior shell is 
designed and constructed for use as a house trailer, as defined in 
paragraph (1), but which is used instead permanently or temporarily 
for the advertising, sales, display or promotion of merchandise or 
services or for any other commercial purpose except the transporta- 
tion of property for hire or the transportation of property for dis- 
tibution by a private carrier. 
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(1) “Identifying number.” The numbers and letters if any, on a 
vehicle designated by the department for the purpose of identifying 
the vehicle. 

(m) “Implement of husbandry.” Every vehicle designed and 
adapted exclusively for agricultural, horticultural or livestock raising 
operations or for lifting or carrying an implement of husbandry and 
in either case not subject to registration if used upon the highways. 

(n) “Lienholder.” A person holding a security interest in a ve- 
hicle. 

(o) “Mail.” To deposit in the United States mail properly ad- 
dressed and with postage prepaid. 

(p) “Manufacturer.” Every person engaged in the business of 
constructing or assembling vehicles of a type required to be registered 
hereunder at an established place of business in this State. 

(q) “Motor Vehicle.” Every vehicle which is self-propelled and 
every vehicle which is propelled by electric power obtained from 
overhead trolley wires, but not operated upon rails. 

(r) “Motorcycle.” Every motor vehicle having a seat or saddle 
for the use of the rider and designed to travel on not more than three 
wheels in contact with the ground, but excluding a tractor. 

(s) “Motor-driven cycle.” Every motorcycle, including every 
motor scooter, with a motor which produces not to exceed five horse- 
power and every bicycle with motor attached. 

(t) “Nonresident.” Every person who is not a resident of this 
State. 

(u) “Operator.” Every person, other than a chauffeur, who drives 
or is in actual physical control of a motor vehicle upon a highway or 
who is exercising control over or steering a vehicle being towed by a 
motor vehicle. 

(v) “Owner.” A person, other than a lienholder, having the prop- 
erty in or title to a vehicle. The term includes a person entitled to the 
use and possession of a vehicle subject to a security interest in an- 
other person but excludes a lessee under a lease not dntended as se- 
curity. 

(w) “Pole trailer.” Every vehicle without motive power designed 
to be drawn by another vehicle and attached to the towing vehicle by 
means of a reach or pole, or by being boomed or otherwise secured 
to the towing vehicle, and ordinarily used for transporting long or 
irregularly shaped loads such as poles, pipes or structural members 
capable, generally, of sustaining themselves as beams between the 
supporting connections. 


” 
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(x) “Reconstructed vehicle.” Every vehicle of a type required to 
be.registered hereunder materially altered from its original construc- 
tion by the removal, addition or substitution of essential parts, new . 
or used, 

(y) “Registration.” The registration certificate or certificates and 
registration plates issued under the laws of this State, pertaining to 
the registration of vehicles. 

(z) “Road tractor.” Every motor vehicle designed and used for 
drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry any load 
thereon either independently or any part of the weight of a vehicle 
or load so drawn. 

(aa) “School bus.” Every motor vehicle owned by a public or gov- 
ernmental agency and operated for the transportation of children to 
or from school or privately owned and operated for compensation for 
the transportation of children to or from school. 

(bb) “Security agreement.” A written agreement which reserves 
or creates a security interest. 

(cc) “Security interest.” An interest in a vehicle reserved or cre- 
ated by agreement and which secures payment or performance of an 
obligation, conditional sale contract, conditional lease, chattel mort- 
gage, or other lien or encumbrance (except taxes or attachment liens 
provided for in Section 45-551, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952.) The term includes the interest of a lessor under a lease in- 
tended as security. A security interest is “perfected” when it is valid 
against third parties generally, subject only to specific statutory ex- 
ceptions, 

(dd) “Semitrailer.” Every vehicle with or without motive power, 
other than a pole trailer, designed for carrying persons or property 
and for being drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that some 
part of its weight and that of its load rests upon or is carried by 
another vehicle. 

(ee) “Special mobile equipment.” Every vehicle not designed or 
used primarily for the transportation of persons or property and 
only incidentally operated or moved over a highway, including but 
not limited to: ditch digging apparatus, well boring apparatus and 
road construction and maintenance machinery such as asphalt 
spreaders, bituminous mixers, bucket loaders, tractors other than 
truck tractors, ditchers, levelling graders, finishing machines, motor 
graders, road rollers, scarifiers, earth moving carryalls and scrapers, 
power shovels and draglines, and self-propelled cranes and earth 
moving equipment. The term does not include house trailers, dump 
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trucks, truck mounted transit mixers, cranes or shovels, or other 
vehicles designed for the transportation of persons or property to 
which machinery has been attached. 

(ff) “Specifically constructed vehicle.” Every vehicle of a type re- 
quired to be registered hereunder not originally constructed under a 
distinctive name, make, model or type by a generally recognized man- 
ufacturer of vehicles and not materially altered from its original con- 
struction, 

(gg) “Trackless trolley coach.”” Every motor vehicle which is pro- 
pelled by electric power obtained from overhead trolley wires but 
not operated upon rails. 

(hh) “Trailer.” Every vehicle with or without motive power, other 
than a pole trailer, designed for carrying persons or property and for 
being drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that no part of 
its weight rests upon the towing vehicle. 

(ii) “Transporter.” Every person engaged in the business of de- 
livering vehicles of a type required to be registered hereunder from a 
manufacturing, assembling or distributing plant to dealers or sales 
agents of a manufacturer. 

(jj) “Truck.” Every motor vehicle designed, used or maintained 
primarily for the transportation of property. 

(kk) “Truck tractor.” Every motor vehicle designed and used 
primarily for drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to 
carry a load other than a part of the weight of the vehicle and load 
so drawn. 

(ll) “Vehicle.” Every device in, upon or by which any person or 
property is or may be transported or drawn upon a highway, except- 
ing devices moved by human power or used exclusively upon sta- 
tionary rails or tracks. 


SECTION 2. Highway Department to administer act—rules and 
regulations—forms—destroy old records.—(a) The department is 
hereby vested with the power and is charged with the duty of ob- 
serving, administering and enforcing the provisions of this act. 

(b) The department is hereby authorized to adopt and enforce 
such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act. 

(c) The department shall prescribe and provide suitable forms of 
applications, certificates of title and all other forms requisite or 
deemed necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 

(d) The department may destroy any records pertaining to the 
administration of this act which have been maintained on file for 
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five years which may be deemed obsolete and of no further service in 
carrying out the powers and duties of the department. 


SECTION 3. Examine applications for registrations and certifi- 
cates of title—investigations—rejections—The department shall 
examine and determine the genuineness, regularity and legality of 
every application for registration of a vehicle, for a certificate of title 
therefor, and of any other application lawfully made to the depart- 
ment, and may in all cases make investigations as may be deemed 
necessary or require additional information, and shall reject any 
such application if not satisfied of the genuineness, regularity or 
legality thereof or the truth of any statement contained therein, or 
for any other reason, when authorized by law. 


SECTION 4, Take possession of certain certificates and per- 
mits, ete.—The department is hereby authorized to take posses- 
sion of any certificate of title, registration card, permit, license or 
registration: plate issued by it upon expiration, revocation, cancella- 
tion or suspension thereof, or which is fictitious, or which has been 
unlawfully or erroneously issued. 


SECTION 5. Procedure for giving notice—Whenever the de- 
partment is authorized or required to give any notice under this act, 
unless a different method of giving such notice is otherwise expressly 
prescribed, such notice shall be given either by personal delivery 
thereof to the person to be so notified or by deposit in the United 
States mail of such notice by certified mail in an envelope with pos- 
tage prepaid, addressed to such person at his address as shown by 
the records of the department. The giving of notice by mail is com- 
plete upon the expiration of ten days after the deposit of the notice. 
Proof of the giving of notice in either such manner may be made 
by the certificate of any officer or employee of the department or 
affidavit of any person over eighteen years of age, naming the person 
to whom such notice was given and specifying the time, place and 
manner of the giving thereof. 


SECTION 6. Owners of vehicles required to apply for certifi- 
cates of title—vehicles not to be registered unless certificates ap- 
plied for.—(a) Except as otherwise provided for in this act, every 
owner of a vehicle which is in this State and for which no cer- 
tificate of title has been issued by the department shall make appli- 
cation to the department for a certificate of title of the vehicle. 
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(b) Except as otherwise provided for in this act, the department 
shall not register or renew the registration of a vehicle unless a cer- 
tificate of title has been issued by the department to the owner or an 
application therefor has been delivered by the owner to the depart- 
ment. 


SECTION 7. Certificates not required for certain vehicles —No 
certificate of title need be obtained for: 

(a) a vehicle owned by the United States unless it is registered 
in this State; 

(b) a vehicle owned by a manufacturer o- dealer and held for sale, 
even though incidentally moved on the highway or used for pur- 
poses of testing or demonstration; or a vehicle used by the manu- 
facturer solely for testing; 

(c) a vehicle owned by a nonresident of this State and not re- 
quired by law to be registered in this State; 

(d) a vehicle regularly engaged in the interstate transportation of 
persons or property for which a currently-effective certificate of title 
has been issued in another State; 

(e) a vehicle moved solely by animal power; 

(f) an implement of husbandry ; 

(g) special mobile equipment not required to be registered and 
licensed in this State; 

(h) pole trailer; 

(i) vehicles not required to be licensed and registered in this 
State. 


SECTION 8. Unlawful to sell or mortgage vehicle without cer- 
tificate after January 1, 1961—exceptions.—On and after January 
1, 1961 it shall be unlawful for any person to sell or offer for sale 
or mortgage in this State any vehicle of a type required to be regis- 
tered and licensed in this State unless a certificate of title has been 
issued therefor and is currently valid; but this provision shall not 
apply to South Carolina dealers in the sale or offering for sale of 
new vehicles for which there is a manufacturer’s certificate of origin 
made out to the person, firm, or corporation offering such vehicle 
for sale. 


SECTION 9. Application for first certificate of title—(a) The 
application for the first certificate of title of a vehicle in this State 
shall be made by the owner to the department on the form it pre- 
scribes, and shall contain:. 
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(1) the name, residence and mail address of the owner; 

(2) a description of the vehicle, including, so far as the following 
data exists: its make, model, identifying number, type of body, the 
number of cylinders and whether new or used; 

(3) the date of purchase by applicant, the name and address of 
the person from whom the vehicle was acquired and the names and 
addresses of any lienholders in the order of their priority, the amounts 
and the dates of their security agreements; and 

(4) any further information the department reasonably requires to 
identify the vehicle and to enable it to determine whether the owner 
is entitled to a certificate of title and the existence or nonexistence of 
security interests in the vehicle. 

(b) If the application refers to a vehicle purchased from a dealer, 
it shall contain the name and address of any lienholder holding a 
security interest created or reserved at the time of the sale and the 
date of his security agreement and be signed by the dealer as well as 
the owner, and the dealer shall promptly mail or deliver the applica- 
tion to the department. If the application refers to a new vehicle puz- 
chased from a dealer, the application shall also be accompanied by 
the manufacturer’s certificate of origin. 

(c) If the application refers to a vehicle last previously registered 
in another state or country, the application shall contain or be ac- 
companied by: 

(1) any certificate of title issued by the other state or country; 

(2) any other information and documents the department rea- 
sonably requires to establish the ownership of the vehicle and the 
existence or nonexistence of security interests in it. 


SECTION 10. Highway Department to check applications 
against list of stolen vehicles.—The department, upon receiving ap- 
plication for a first certificate of title, shall check the identifying 
number of the vehicle shown in the application against the record of 
stolen and converted vehicles required by this act to be maintained by 
the department. 


SECTION 11. File applications and issue certificates——(a) The 
department shall file each application received and, when satisfied 
as to its genuineness and regularity and that the applicant is entitled 
to the issuance of a certificate of title, shall issue a certificate of title 
of the vehicle. 

(b) The Department shall maintain a record of all certificates of 
title issued by it. . - 
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SECTION 12. Contents of certificate—(a) Each certificate of 
title issued by the department shall contain: 

(1) the date issued ; 

(2) the name and address of the owner; 

(3) the names and addresses of any lienholders, in the order of 
priority as shown on the application and amounts and date of such 
liens, or if the application is based on a certificate of title, as shown 
on the certificate ; 

(4) the title number assigned to the vehicle. The certificate of 
title issued to the first owner of a new vehicle shall be designated by 
the letter suffix “A” after the title number. Titles- issued to subse- 
quent owners of such a vehicle shall be designated “B”, “C”, “D” 
and “E”, in the order of ownership. Titles issued to subsequent 
owners shall contain no letter suffix. The transfer or sale through an 
auction sale where the auctioneer gives title, shall be considered a 
sale, thus if a car bearing an “A” title is sold through the sale the 
transfer to the sale would be a “B” title and to the purchaser would 
make it a “C” title. 

(5) a description of the vehicle including, so far as the following 
data exist: its make, model, identifying number and type of body; 
and 

(6) any other data the department prescribes. 

(b) A distinctive certificate of title shall be issued for a vehicle 
last previously registered in another state or country, the laws of 
which do not require that lienholders be named on a certificate of title 
to perfect their security interests. The certificate shall contain the 
legend “THIS VEHICLE MAY BE SUBJECT TO AN UNDIS- 
CLOSED LIEN” and may contain any other information the de- 
partment prescribes. 

(c) The certificate of title shall contain forms for assignment and 
warranty of title by the owner, and for reassignment and warranty 
of title by a dealer, and may contain forms for applications for a 
certificate of title by a transferee, the naming of a lienholder and the 
assignment or release of the security interest of a lienholder. 

(d) A certificate of title issued by the department is prima facie 
evidence of the facts appearing on it. 


SECTION 13. Mail to owner.—The certificate of title shall be 
mailed to the owner named in it. 


SECTION 14. Department may refuse to issue certificates— 
grounds.—The department shall refuse issuance of a certificate of 
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title if any required fee is not paid or if it has reasonable grounds 
to believe that: 
(a) the applicant is not the owner of the vehicle; 
(b) the application contains a false or fraudulent statement; or 
(c) the applicant fails to furnish required information or docu- 


ments or any additional information the department reasonably re- 
quires. 


SECTION 15. Duplicates.—(a) If a certificate of title is lost, 
stolen, mutilated or destroyed or becomes illegible, the owner or legal 
representative of. the owner named in the certificate, as shown by 
the records of the department, shall promptly make application for 
and may obtain a duplicate upon furnishing information satisfactory 
to the department. The duplicate certificate of title shall contain the 
legend “This is a duplicate certificate and may be subject to the rights 
of a person under the original certificate.” It shall be mailed to the 
owner named in it, or legal representative. 


(b) A person recovering an original certificate of title for which 
a duplicate has been issued shall promptly surrender the original 
certificate to the department. 


SECTION 16. Procedure when vehicle being transferred.—(a) 
If an owner, manufacturer or dealer transfers his interest in a ve- 
hicle, other than by the creation of a security interest, he shall, at 
the time of the delivery of the vehicle, execute an assignment and 
warranty of title to transferee in the space provided therefor on the 
certificate or as the department prescribes, and cause the certificate 
and assignment to be mailed or delivered to the transferee or to the 
department. 

(b) Except as provided in Section 17 of this act, the transferee 
shall, promptly after delivery to him of the vehicle, execute the ap- 
plication for a new certificate of title in the space provided therefor 
on the certificate or as the department prescribes, and cause the cer- 
tificate and application to be mailed or delivered to the department. 

(c) Except as provided in Section 17 of this act, and as between 
the parties, a transfer by an owner is not effective until the provisions 
of this section have been complied with. 


SECTION 17. Procedure when dealer purchases vehicle for 
resale—If a dealer buys a vehicle and holds it for resale and 
procures the certificate of title from the owner within ten days after 
delivery to him of the vehicle, he need not send the certificate to the 
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department, but upon transferring the vehicle to another person other 
than by the creation of a security interest, shall promptly execute the 
assignment and warranty of title by a dealer, showing the names and 
addresses of the transferee and of any lienholder holding a security 
interest created or reserved at the time of the resale and the date of 
his security agreement, in the spaces provided therefor on the cer- 
tificate or as the department prescribes, and mail or deliver the cer- 
tificate to the department with the transferee’s application for a new 
certificate. 


SECTION 18. Procedure for transfers other than voluntary.— 
(a) If the interest of an owner in a vehicle -passes to another other 
than by voluntary transfer, the transferee shall, except as provided 
in subsection (b), promptly mail or deliver to the department the 
last certificate of title, if available, proof of the transfer, and his 
application for a new certificate in the form the department prescribes. 

(b) If the interest of the owner is terminated or the vehicle is 
sold under a security agreement by a lienholder named in the cer- 
tificate of title, the transferee shall promptly mail or deliver to the 
department the last certificate of title, his application for a new cer- 
tificate in the form the department prescribes, and an affidavit made 
by or on behalf of the lienholder that the vehicle was repossessed and 
that the security interest of the owner was lawfully terminated or sold 
pursuant to the terms of the security agreement. If the lienholder suc- 
ceeds to the interest of the owner and holds the vehicle for resale, he 
need not secure a new certificate of title, but upon transfer to another 
person, shall promptly mail or deliver to the transferee or to the de- 
partment the certificate, affidavit and other documents required to be 
sent to the department by the transferee. 

(c) A person holding a certificate whose interest in the vehicle has 
been extinguished or transferred other than by voluntary transfer 
shall mail or deliver the certificate to the department upon request of 
the department. The delivery of the certificate pursuant to the re- 
quest of the department does not affect the rights of the person sur- 
rendering the certificate, and the action of the department in issuing 
a new certificate of title as provided herein is not conclusive upon the 
rights of an owner or lienholder named in the old certificate. 


SECTION 19. Fees.—The department shall charge the following 
fees: 

(a) fifty cents for every certificate of title issued ; 

(b) fifty cents for transferring a certificate of title; and 

(c) fifty cents for issuing a duplicate certificate of title. 
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SECTION 20. Issuance of certificates to transferees——(a) The 
department, upon receipt of a properly assigned certificate of title, 
with an application for a new certificate of title, the required fee 
and any other documents required by law, shall issue a new certificate 
of title in the name of the transferee as owner and mail it to the 
owner named in it, or legal representative. 

(b) The department, upon receipt of an application for a new 
certificate of title by a transferee other than by voluntary transfer, 
with proof of the transfer, the required fee and any other documents 
required by law, shall issue a new certificate of title in the name of 
the transferee as owner, If the outstanding certificate of title is not 
delivered to it, the department shall make demand therefor from the 
holder thereof. 

(c) The department shall file and retain for five years every sur- 
rendered certificate of title, the file to be maintained so as to permit 
the tracing of title of the vehicle designated therein. 


SECTION 21. Certificates to be surrendered if car destroyed or 
scrapped.—An owner who scraps, dismantles or destroys a vehicle 
and a person who purchases a vehicle as scrap or to- be dismantled 
or destroyed shall immediately cause the certificate of title to be 
mailed or delivered to the department for cancellation. A certificate 
of title of the vehicle shall not again be issued except upon appli- 
cation containing the information the department requires. 


SECTION 22. When not to apply.—This act does not apply to 
or affect: 

(a) a lien given by statute or rule of law to a supplier of services 
or materials for the vehicle; 

(b) a lien given by statute to the United States, this State or any 
political subdivision of this State; provided, however, said lien is re- 
corded on the title; 

(c) a security interest in a vehicle created by a manufacturer or 
dealer who holds the vehicle for sale; 

(d) attachment liens provided for in Section 45-551, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952. , 


SECTION 23. Security interest—how perfected—(a) Unless 
excepted by Section 22 of this act, a security interest in a vehicle of 
a type for which a certificate of title is required is net valid against 
creditors of the owner or subsequent transferees or lienholders of 
the vehicle unless perfected as provided in this act. 
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(b) A security interest is perfected by the delivery to the depart- 
. ment of the existing certificate of title, if any, an application for a 
certificate of title containing the name and address of the lienholder 
and the date of his security agreement and the required fee. It is per- 
fected as of the time of its creation if the delivery is completed within 
ten days thereafter, otherwise, as of the time of the delivery. 

(c) Ifa vehicle is subject to a security interest when brought into 
this State, the validity of the security interest is determined by the 
law of the jurisdiction where the vehicle was when the’ security in- _ 
terest attached, subject to the following: 

(1) If the parties understood at the time the security interest 
attached that the vehicle would be kept in this State and it was 
brought into this State within thirty days thereafter for purposes 
other than transportation through this State, the validity of the se- 
curity interest in this State is determined by the law.of this State. 

(2) If the security interest was perfected under the law of the 
jurisdiction where the vehicle was when the security interest at- 
tached, the following rules apply : 

(A) If the name of the lienholder is shown on an existing certifi- 
cate of title issued by that jurisdiction, his security interest continues 
perfected in this State. 

(B) If the name of the lienholder is not shown on an existing 
certificate of title issued by that jurisdiction, the security interest con- 
tinues perfected in this State for four months after a first certificate 
of title of the vehicle is issued in this State, and also, thereafter if, 
within the four month period, it is perfected in this State. The se- 
curity interest may also be perfected in this State after the expiration 
of the four month period; in that case perfection dates from the time 
of perfection in this State. , 

(3) If the security interest was not perfected under the law of 
the jurisdiction where the vehicle was when the security interest 
attached, it may be perfected in this State; in that case, perfection 
dates from the time of perfection in this State. 

(4) A security interest may be perfected under paragraph (2) (B) 
or paragraph (3) of this section either as provided in subsection (b) 
or by the lienholder delivering to the department a notice of security 
interest in the form the department prescribes and the required fee. 


SECTION 24. Procedure when owner creates a security inter- 
est.—If an owner creates a security interest in a vehicle: . 

(a) the owner shall immediately execute the application, in the 
space provided therefor on the certificate of title or on a separate 
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form the department prescribes, to name the lienholder on the certifi- 
cate, showing the name and address of the lienholder and the date of 
his security agreement. 

. (b) The lienholder shall immediately cause the certificate, appli- 
cation and the required fee to be mailed or delivered to the depart- 
ment. 

(c) Upon receipt of the certificate of title, application and the 
required fee, the department shall issue a new certificate containing 
the name and address of the new lienholder, and mail the certificate 

“to the owner named in it. : 


SECTION 25. Security interest to be recorded.—Security in- 
terests subject to this act are also required to be recorded as pro- 
vided for in Section 60-101 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, in order to be valid against creditors of the owner or subse- 
quent transferees or lienholders of the vehicle. 


SECTION '26.: Department to suspend or revoke certificates 
—grounds.—(a) The department shall suspend or revoke a cer- 
tificate of title, if it finds: 

(1) The certificate of title was fraudulently procured or errone- 
ously issued, or 

-(2) The vehicle has been scrapped, dismantled or destroyed. 

-(3) When the department determines that the fee has not been 
paid ‘and the same is ‘not paid under redsonable notice and demand. 

**(4)-When the department determines that the owner has com- 
mitted any offense under this act involvirig the certificate to be sus- 
pended or revoked. 

. (b) Suspension-‘or revocation of a certificate of title does not, in 
itself, affect the validity of a security interest noted on it. 
* (c) When the department suspends or revokes a certificate of 
title, the owner or person in possession of it shall, immeditaely upon 
receiving notice of the suspension or revocation, mail or deliver the 
certificate to the department. 

.(d) The department may seize and impound any eeelihcate of title 
which has been suspended or revoked. 


SECTION 27. Department may assign new identifying num- 
bers.—The department may assign a new identifying number to 
a vehicle if it has none, or its identifying number is destroyed 
or obliterated, or its motor is changed, and shall either issue a new 
certificate of title showing the new identifying number or make an 
appropriate endorsement on the original certificate. 
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SECTION 28. Appeals.—A person aggrieved by an act or omis- 
sion to act by the department under this act is also entitled to a 
review thereof by the circuit court in accordance with laws of this 
State relating to appeals. 


SECTION 29. Act not to apply to certain previously registered 
vehicles.—(a) This act shall not apply to a previously registered 
vehicle until: ; 

(1) it is purchased from a dealer in this State after this act takes 
effect ; 

(2) the department issues a certificate of title for the vehicle; or 

(3) three years elapse from the date this act takes effect. 

(b) A “previously registered vehicle’ means a vehicle registered 
in this State when this act takes effect or a vehicle whose last regis- 
tration before this act takes effect was in this State. 


SECTION 30. Act not to affect certain security interests.—This 
act shall in no wise affect or impair any chattel mortgage, lien, or 
other security interests in a previously registered vehicle for which 
no certificate of title or application for a certificate of title is re- 
quired under this act. 


SECTION 31. Certain perfected security interests to continue 
perfected.—If a security interest in a previously registered ve- 
hicle is perfected under any other applicable law of this State at the 
time this act takes effect, the security interest continues perfected: 

(a) until its perfection lapses under the law under which it was 
perfected or would lapse in the absence of a further recording; or 

(b) until the earlier lapse of two years and nine months from the 
date this act takes effect; and 

(c) thereafter if previously perfected under Section 30 of this act. 


SECTION 382. Notices of security interests to be filed—(a) The 
department shall file each notice of security interest received by it 
with the required fee and maintain a record of all notices of security 
interests filed by it. 


SECTION 33. Lienholder may assign his security interest— 
procedure.—(a) A lienholder may assign, absolutely or other- 
wise, his security interest in the vehicle to a person other than the 
owner without affecting the interest of the owner or the validity of 
the security interest, but any person without notice of the assignment 
is protected in dealing with the lienholder as the holder of the se-

curity interest and the lienholder remains liable for any obligations 
as lienholder until an assignment by the lienholder is delivered to 
the department as provided in subsection (b). 

(b) The assignee, to perfect the assignment, may deliver to the 
department an assignment by the lienholder in the form the depart- 
ment prescribes with the required fee. 

(c) The department shall file each assignment received by it with 
the required fee and note the assignee as lienholder upon the record 
of security interests maintained by the department pursuant to Sec- 
tion 32 of this act. 


SECTION 34. Procedure when security interest of lienholder 
satisfied—(a) If the security interest of a lienholder named in 
a notice of security interest filed by the department is satisfied, he 
shall, within ten days after demand, execute a release of the security 
interest in the form the department prescribes and mail or deliver the 
release to the owner. 

(b) Upon receipt of the release of security interest the department 
shall file the release and note it upon the record of security interests 
maintained by the department pursuant to Section 32 of this act. 


SECTION 35. Lienholder to disclose information to other lien- 
holders.—A lienholder named in a notice of security interest filed 
by the department shall, upon written request of the owner or 
of another lienholder, disclose any pertinent information as to his se- 
curity agreement and the indebtedness secured by it. 


SECTION 36. Certificates not to be loaned—penalties. —No 
person shall lend to another any certificate of title issued to him 
if the person desiring to borrow the same would not be entitled to 
the use thereof, nor shall any person knowingly permit the use of 
any of the same by one not entitled thereto. Any violation of this 
section is a misdemeanor. 


SECTION 37. Refunds of fees—(a) Whenever any application 
to the department is accompanied by any fee as required by law 
and such application is refused or rejected the fee shall be returned 
to the applicant. 

(b) Whenever the department through error collects any fee not 
required to be paid hereunder the same may be refunded on its own 
initiative, and shall be refunded to the person paying the same upon 
application therefor made within six months after the date of such 
payment. 
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SECTION 38. Disposition of fees.—All fees and penalties col- 

lected by the department pursuant to the provisions of this act shall 

be placed in the State Highway Fund for the administration of 
_ this act and for other Highway Department purposes. 


SECTION 39. Penalties for possession of vehicle without con- 
sent of owner.—A person not entitled to possession of a vehicle who, 
without the consent of the owner and with intent to deprive him, 
temporarily or otherwise, of the vehicle or its possession, takes, uses 
or drives the vehicle is guilty of a felony, but if the deprivation of the 
owner was for a temporary purpose only, unconnected with the com- 
mission of or intent to commit a crime other than the taking of the 
vehicle, the offense is a misdemeanor. 


SECTION 40. Penalties for disposing of or receiving stolen 
vehicles.—A person not entitled to the possession of a vehicle 
who receives, possesses, conceals, sells or disposes of it, knowing it 
to be stolen or converted under circumstances constituting a crime, 
is guilty of a felony. 


SECTION 41. Penalties for damaging or tampering with ve- 
hicles——(a) A person who, with intent and without right to do 
so, damages a vehicle or damages or removes any of its parts or 
components is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(b) A person who, without right to do so and with intent to com- 
mit a crime, tampers with a vehicle, or goes in or on it, or works or 
attempts to work any of its parts or components, or sets or attempts 
to set it in motion, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


SECTION 42. Officers to report thefts and recoveries—reports 
by others—officers not liable when reports false—garages and 
parking lots to report unclaimed vehicles—penalties—depart- 
ment to distribute lists of stolen vehicles—suspend registrations 
of vehicles reported stolen—(a) A peace officer who learns of the 
theft of a vehicle not since recovered, or of the recovery of a vehicle 
whose theft or’ conversion he knows or has reason to believe has 
been reported to the department, shall forthwith report the theft or 
recovery to the department. 

(b) An owner or a lienholder may report the theft of a vehicle, 
or its conversion if a crime, to the department, but the department 
may disregard the report of a conversion unless a warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of a person charged with the conversion. A per- 
son who has so reported the theft or conversion of a vehicle shall, 
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forthwith after learning of its recovery, pepore the recovery to the 
department. 

(1) No peace officer or government agency shall be criminally or 
civilly liable for any act done in good faith as a result of a false report 
of the theft of a vehicle if no liability would have resulted from such 
act had the report been true. ; 

(c) An operator of a place of business for garaging, repairing, 
parking or storing vehicles for the public, in which a vehicle remains 
unclaimed for a period of thirty days, shall, within five days after the 
expiration of that period, report the vehicle as unclaimed to the de- 
partment. Such report shall be on a form prescribed by the depart- 
ment. 

A vehicle left by its owner whose name and address are known to 
the operator or his employee is not considered unclaimed. A person 
who fails to report a vehicle as unclaimed in accordance with this 
subsection forfeits all claims and liens for its garaging, parking or 
storing and is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not 
more than twenty-five dollars. 

(d) The department shall maintain and appropriately index cumu- 
lative public records of stolen, converted, recovered and unclaimed 
vehicles reported to it pursuant to this section. The department may 
make and distribute weekly lists of such vehicles so reported to it to 
peace officers. 

(e) The department may suspend the registration of a vehicle 
whose theft or conversion is reported to it pursuant to this section ; 
until the department learns of its recovery or that the report of its 
theft or conversion was erroneous, it shall not issue a certificate of 
title for the vehicle. 


SECTION 43. Penalties for false reports—A person who know- 
ingly makes a false report of the theft or conversion of a vehicle to 
a peace officer or to the department is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


‘ SECTION 44. Penalties for certain acts—definitions—(a) A 
person who wilfully removes or falsifies an identification number of 
a vehicle or an engine for a vehicle is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(b) A person who, wilfully and with intent to conceal or misrep- 
resent the identity of a vehicle or engine, removes or falsifies an iden- 
tification number of the vehicle or engine, is guilty of a felony. 

(c) A person who buys, receives, possesses, sells or disposes of a 
vehicle or an engine for a vehicle, knowing that an identification num- 
ber of the vehicle or engine has been removed or falsified, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
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(d) A person who buys, receives, possesses, sells or disposes of a 
vehicle or an engine for a vehicle, with knowledge that an identifica- 
tion number of the vehicle or engine has been removed or falsified 
and with intent to conceal or misrepresent the identity of the vehicle 
or engine, is guilty of a felony. 

(e) A person who removes a (license) plate from a vehicle or 
‘affixes to a vehicle a (license) plate not authorized by law for use on 
it, in either case with intent to conceal or misrepresent the identity 
of the vehicle or its owner, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(f) As used in this section: 

1. “Identification number” includes an identifying number, serial 
number, engine number or other distinguishing number or mark, 
placed on a vehicle or engine by its manufacturer or by authority of 
the department or in accordance with the laws of another state or 
country. 

2. “Remove” includes deface, cover and destroy. 

3. “Falsify” includes alter and forge. 

(g) An identification number may be placed on a vehicle or engine 
by its manufacturer in the regular course of business or placed or 
restored on a vehicle or engine by authority of the department with- 
out violating this section; an identification number so placed or te- 
stored is not falsified. 


SECTION 45. Prior acts admissible as evidence.—In a prose- 
cution for a crime specified in this act, evidence that the defendant 
has committed a prior act or acts of the same kind is admissible to 
prove criminal intent or knowledge. 


SECTION 46. Penalties for aiding or abetting unlawful acts.— 
A person who, whether present or absent, aids, abets, induces, pro- 
cures or causes the commission of an act which, if done directly 
by him, would be a felony or a misdemeanor under a provision of 
this act, is guilty of the same felony or misdemeanor. 


SECTION 47. Certain acts felonies—A person is guilty of a 
felony who, with fraudulent intent: 

(a) Alters, forges or counterfeits a certificate of title, registration 
card or license plate. 

(b) Alters or forges an assignment of a certificate of title, or an 
assignment or release of a security interest, on a certificate of title or 
- ona form the department prescribes. 

(c) Has possession of or uses a certificate of title, registration card 
or license plate, knowing it to have been altered, forged or counter- 
feited ; or

(d) Uses a false or fictitious name or address, or makes a material 
false statement, or fails to disclose a security interest, or conceals any 
other material fact, in an application for a certificate of title, or for 
registration. 


SECTION 48. Certain acts misdemeanors.—A person is guilty 
of a misdemeanor who: 

(a) With fraudulent intent, permits another, not entitled thereto, 
to use or have possession of a certificate of title, registration card or 
license plate. 

(b) Wilfully fails to mail or deliver a certificate of title or appli- 
cation therefor to the department within ten days after the time re- 
quired by this act. 

(c) Wilfully fails to deliver to his transferee a certificate of title 
within ten days after the time required by this act; or 

(d) Commits a fraud in any application for a title or registra- 
tion; or 

(e) Wilfully violates any other provision of this act, except as 
otherwise provided in this act. 


SECTION 49. Penalties for felonies and misdemeanors.—Anv 
person guilty of a felony for violation of any provision of this act 
shall be punished by imprisonment of not more than five years, at 
the discretion of the presiding judge. 

Any person guilty of a misdemeanor for violation of any provision 
of this act shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or both. 


SECTION 50. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 51.” Time effective ——This act shall take effect on Jan- 
uary 1, 1958, or upon its approval by the Governor, whichever - 
shall happen last.

An Act Prohibiting The Trawling For Shrimp And Crabs In 
. Certain Areas And To Provide Penalties For Violating The 
Provisions Hereof.

No. 403] OF SOUTH CAROLINA 615 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Unlawful to trawl for shrimp and crabs in certain 
areas.—It shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp and crabs: 

(a) within one-half mile of any fishing pier extending into the 
ocean ; and 

(b) within one-half mile of the shoreline of Horry County. 

Provided, it shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp and crabs on 
the. oceanward side of Hilton Head Island in Beaufort County for 
a distance of one and one-half miles extending northeastward from 
the center of the paved highway circle on the island and for one and 
one-half miles extending in a southwesterly direction from the center 
of the circle and extending oceanward for a distance of one-half mile; 
and it also shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp and crabs in 
Trunchard Sound with a line of demarcation from Bull Point to Bay 
Point, any law, rule or regulation to the contrary notwithstanding 
in both instances. 


SECTION 2. Division of Fisheries to mark restricted areas—cer- 
tain trawling lawful.—The Division of Fisheries shall place a stake 
or piling and attach to it a sign at least two feet by three feet in size, 
painted white, at the highwater mark at each end of the prohibited 
area defined above which shall extend above the ground a minimum of 
ten feet. Another stake shall be placed one hundred feet inland of the 
stake or piling at the highwater mark of the same size and design 
which shall extend at least twelve feet above the ground. These 
signs shall be printed so as to clearly define the closed area. Like- 
wise, the Division of Fisheries shall place a visible marker or buoy 
opposite and in an oceanward direction from each stake at the 
highwater mark at a point one-half mile from the stake at the high- 
water mark so as to clearly define the area in which trawling is 
prohibited. 

Provided, from the fifteenth day of August to the fifteenth day 
of December, both inclusive, it shall be lawful to trawl for shrimp 
or prawn from the present boundary along the northeasterly shore 
line of Daws Island to the southeast point of Rose Island not in- 
cluding the creek separating Rose Island and Daws Island. 


SECTION 3. Penalties.—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars, or be imprisoned for not more than thirty days. 
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SECTION 4. Repeal._—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Extend The Liens Of The South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission On Personal Property Or Chattels Defined As Such. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Liens of Tax Commission to be lien on personal 
property.—The liens effected for the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission, pursuant to authority vested in the Commission, shall 
attach to and become a lien upon the title to and interest in personal 
property or chattels defined as personal property of the taxpayer - 
against whom it is issued. The lien shall attach when duly filed and 
recorded in the office of the clerk of court of the county in which the 
taxpayer resides or possesses such property. No such lien shall 
operate so as to prevent a merchant from selling items from his 
stock of goods in trade for a fair consideration in the normal and 
ordinary course of business until and unless a levy shall have been 
made thereupon. As used herein, the word “merchant” includes a 
retailer, a wholesale, or a jobber. : 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Section 71-31, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To County Departments And Boards Of 
Public Welfare, So As To Increase The Membership Of The 
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Board In Counties Having A Population, According To The 
Latest United States Official Census, Of Between FPifty-Three And 
Pifty-Four Thousand, And To Provide For Their Terms Of 
Office. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 71-31, 1952 Code, amended—paragraph 
added—county departments and boards of public welfare— 
membership of certain county boards increased.—Section 71-31, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding the 
following paragraph at the end thereof: 

“From and after the effective date of this act in any county of the 
State having a population of between fifty-three and fifty-four thou- 
sand, according to the latest United States official census, the county 
board of public welfare shall be composed of five members. The 
initial terms of the two new members of the board shall be for one and 
two years, respectively, after which their successors shall be appointed 
for regular terms of three years each.”, so that when amended the 
section shall read as follows: 

“Section 71-31. There is created in each county of the State a 
county department of public welfare, referred to in this chapter as 
the county department, and in each county a county board of public 
welfare, referred to in this chapter as the county board, ‘to be com- 
posed of three members, who shall be appointed by the State Board 
or the State Director upon the recommendation of a majority, in- 
cluding the Senator, of the county legislative delegation. The terms 
of the first members having been so fixed that one terminated each 
year for three years, the members appointed thereafter have been and 
shall hereafter be appointed for terms of three years and until their 
successors have been appointed and qualified. If at the end of forty 
days after the State Department notifies the respective county legisla- 
tive delegations in any year to make such recommendations any 
county legislative delegation has not recommended a person as a 
member of a county board of public welfare, to succeed the member 
whose term expires in such year the State Board may appoint such 
member, who may be the member whose term is expiring. In case 
of a vacancy caused by death, removal, resignation or otherwise, 
such vacancy shall be filled as provided in this section but only for 
the unexpired term. 

From and after the effective date of this act in any county of the 
State having a population of between fifty-three and fifty-four thou- 
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sand, according to the latest United States official census, the county 
board of public welfare shall be composed of five members. The 
initial terms of the two new members of the board shall be for one 
and two years, respectively, after which their successors shall be 
appointed for regular terms of three years each.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Require All Persons Soliciting Membership In An 
Organization Among The Residents Of McCormick County To 
Obtain Permits For Soliciting And To Provide A Penalty For Vio- 
lation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in McCor- 
mick County to obtain permits—Before any person shall solicit 
membership in McCormick County for any organization, union or 
society of any sort which requires from its members the payment 
of membership fees, dues or is entitled to make assessments against 
its members in event that such person is a salaried employee or of- 
ficer of the organization for which membership is solicited, or receives 
a fee of any sort for such solicitation, such person shall obtain a 
permit in writing, from the supervisor and the county commissioners 
of McCormick County, to solicit members in such organization from 
among the residents of McCormick County. 


SECTION 2. Application for permit.—The permit, provided for 
herein, shall be issued by the supervisor and county commissioners 
upon application being made to them, in writing, by the person de- 
siring to solicit members in such organizations. The application shall 
give the name and nature of such organization for which the appli- 
cant desires to solicit members, whether such organization is in- 
corporated or unincorporated, the location of its principal office and 

place of business and names of its officers, along with the date of its 
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organization and its assets and liabilities. Such application shall fur- 
ther contain the age and residence of the applicant, including places 
of residence of the applicant for the past ten years, as well as the 
business or profession in which such applicant has been engaged 
during such times and shall furnish at least three persons as ref- 
erence to the applicant’s character. The application shall also furnish 
the information as to whether the applicant is a salaried employee of 
the organization for which he is soliciting members, and what com- 
pensation, if any, he receives for obtaining members. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by the applicant on forms provided by thé supervisor and county 
commissioners and the permit issued thereunder shall be kept on the 
person of the applicant at all times while engaged in the solicitation of 
membership, and shall be effective from the date specified therein 
for a period of sixty days thence ensuing, after which time the 
permit must be renewed if so desired by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. Permits may be revoked or denied.—The supervisor 
and county commissioners shall have the power to revoke any per- 
mit upon the showing of false statements made by the applicant in 
obtaining such permit or for any good and sufficient cause found 
by the supervisor and county commissioners to exist. The supervisor 
and county commissioners shall have the power to refuse to issue any 
permit for any just reason and for the peace and good order of the 
residents of McCormick County; provided, however, that should the 
supervisor and county commissioners refuse to issue a permit or 
should revoke a permit previously issued, the applicant or holder of 
the permit shall have the right and privilege of appealing the de- 
cision of the supervisor and county commissioners to the Court of 
Common Pleas for McCormick County. 


SECTION 5. Penalties.—Any person, within the purview of this 
act, who shall solicit members for any organization from among the 
residents of McCormick County, or persons within McCormick 
County, without first obtaining a permit as provided herein, or who 
shall knowingly give false information in any application for a permit 
as required herein shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. Each instance of solicitation 
without the required permit shall be considered a separate offense. 
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SECTION 6. Not to affect certain organizations.—Nothing in 
this act shall be construed so as to affect such organizations which 
limit their membership to ones engaged in a hazardous occupation. 


SECTION 7. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Create Florence County Courts Of Limited Juris- 
diction; To Prescribe Their Powers And Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Florence County Courts of Limited Jurisdiction 
created—area.—There is hereby established a civil court of limited 
jurisdiction for the Cities of Florence and Lake City and the fol- 
lowing territory adjacent thereto, in the County of Florence, to-wit: 
the townships of Florence, Back Swamp, Jefferies, McMillian, Cain, 
Pee Dee, Lake, Lee, Lake City, Motts, Lynch, Effingham, James 
Cross Roads, Cartersville, Timmonsville, Ebenezer and Tans Bay, 
with such jurisdiction, powers and rules as herein provided. The 
civil court so established shall be inferior to the circuit court and 
the civil court of Florence and shall be known as Florence County 
Courts of Limited Jurisdiction. 


SECTION 2. Judges—in lieu of magistrates—territorial juris- 
diction—oaths.—There shall be two judges of the Courts of Limited 
Jurisdiction who shall be attorneys resident within the jurisdictional 
limits thereof, and shall be appointed and commissioned by the 
Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate. The judges 
provided herein shall be in lieu of the magistrates for Florence and 
Lake City provided for by Section 43-771 of the 1952 Code of 
Laws, and the judge in Florence shall have jurisdiction in those 
cases arising in School Districts No. 1 and No. 4, and the judge 
in Lake City shall have jurisdiction in those cases arising in School 
Districts No. 2 and No. 3. The judges, before entering upon the 
duties of office, shall take the same oath of office as required by law 
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of circuit and county judges. They shall hold court simultaneously 
and continuously as formerly done by the two magistrates herein 
named. 


SECTION 3. Powers—salaries—The judges shall possess all of 
the powers in respect to preserving order or punishing for contempt 
of court as are possessed by circuit judges. Their salaries shall be 
such as the General Assembly may provide to be paid by the county in 
monthly installments, together with the fees normally collected by the 
magistrates of Florence and Lake City. 


SECTION 4. Laws governing circuit courts to apply.—All gen- 
eral laws and statutory provisions applicable generally to the circuit 
courts of this State and trial of cases therein, shall apply to the court 
and to the conduct and trial of cases therein; but any judgment ren- 
dered, other than that upon the verdict of a jury, may be entered 
upon the day of such rendition. 


SECTION 5. Same jurisdiction and powers as magistrates.— 
The judges shall have the jurisdiction, power and authority, both 
criminal and civil, conferred upon magistrates generally throughout 
the county, and nothing in this act shall be construed to alter or 
change the law applicable thereto or the procedure, rules, methods 
and manner of performing their duties as an ordinary magistrate in 
cases and matters within the jurisdiction of magistrates generally 
throughout the county except as is specifically hereinafter set forth. 


SECTION 6. Process — pleadings —rules of procedure.—The 
same form of process and pleadings and the same rules of pro- 
cedure, practice and evidence shall obtain in any case, other than 
those referred to in Section 5 above, before a judge as is pro- 
vided by law for the court of common pleas and the civil court 
of Florence, respectively, when not inconsistent with any of the 
provisions of this act. 


SECTION 7. Jurisdiction in law cases.—The judges, in addition 
to their jurisdictional power and authority referred to above, shall 
have the same jurisdiction as the civil court of Florence and the 
court of common pleas, and the judges thereof, and concurrent 
therewith, in all cases in law when the value of the property in 
controversy or the amount claimed does not exceed the sum of one 
thousand dollars. But they shall not have jurisdiction in any case 
when title to real estate is involved, and they shall not have appellate 
jurisdiction. 
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SECTION 8. When jurisdiction to be surrendered.—The juris- 
diction of any civil case when once acquired by a judge shall not 
before the termination of such case be surrendered, except by ap- 
peal, and except such case may, at any time after the issues have been 
joined and before trial, be transferred as follows: (1) To the court 
of common pleas or civil court of Florence upon the written consent 
of all parties to the case not in default; (2) to the other judge of 
the court upon the written consent of the judge to whom the transfer 
is to-be made and the written consent of all parties to the case not 
in default; or (3) to the other judge, if there be another judge, and, 
if not, to the civil court of Florence or the court of common pleas, 
whenever any party to the case, or the cause, not in default, shall 
file with the judge from whom such case is sought to be transferred 
an affidavit to the effect that he does not believe that he can get 
a fair trial before such judge, if such affidavit shall set forth the 
grounds of such belief and five days’ notice in writing shall have been 
given to each party to the case not in default. 


SECTION 9. When judge performing duties of magistrate — 
A judge in performing his duties as an ordinary magistrate shall per- 
form them in like manner as if he were an ordinary magistrate only. 


SECTION 10. Judge to ascertain if jury trial desired—terms 
of court.—In all cases pending before a judge, other than the 
cases referred to in Section 5 above, such judge shall as soon as 
practicable ascertain from all parties to such action, not in default, 
whether a jury trial is desired. If such a jury trial is desired then 
in that event the trial of such case shall be before a jury, otherwise 
the right of trial by jury shall be deemed waived and the case shall 
be tried without a jury. The court shall be held at the discretion of 
the judge at such times as he may deem necessary and continue 
for such time as is required to dispose of the business before the 
court; however, the court shall always be open for cases and hear- 
ings such as can be disposed of without a jury. 


SECTION 11. Appeals.—In all cases of which the court shall have 
jurisdiction the right of appeal shall be to the civil court of Florence 
for civil cases, in the same manner and pursuant to the same rules, 
practices and procedures as now govern appeals from circuit courts, 
except that the record need not be printed. 


SECTION 12. Security required in attachment cases.—The pro- 
cedure and security required in attachment and in claim and de- 
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livery before a judge shall be the same as provided by law for at- 
tachment and claim and delivery cases in ordinary magistrates’ 
courts, except however that in attachment cases the security re- 
quired by the plaintiff shall be two hundred and fifty dollars in all 
the cases in which the plaintiff’s demand exceeds two hundred and 
fifty dollars and in cases in which such demand does not exceed 
two hundred and fifty dollars the security shall be at least twenty- 
five per cent of such demand. 


SECTION 13. Jury box for each judge.—On or before the first 
day of each year the jury commission shall prepare for each judge 
a jury box for use in his court in the trial of all jury cases, except 
those referred to in Section 5. The box shall be furnished by the 
governing body of the county and shall have two compartments 
marked A and B respectively. In compartment A the jury commis- 
sion shall place the names of not less than five hundred qualified 
electors who are subject to jury duty in the courts of general ses- 
sions, common pleas and the civil court of Florence, residing within 
the territorial jurisdiction of said court, and shall cause each of such 
names to be written on a separate piece of paper, shall fold up such 
pieces of paper so as to resemble each other as much as practicable 
and so that the names thereon shall not be visible from the outside 
and shall place such pieces of paper with such names written thereon 
in compartment A of such box. The names of all jurors, except in 
case of emergency as provided in Section 14 and except extra venire- 
men as provided in Section 18 in all jury trials before the judge 
except those causes referred to in Section 5 shall be drawn from 
compartment A of such box in the manner herein provided. 


SECTION 14. Judge may prepare jury box in emergency.— 
In case of an emergency the judge may, at such time or times as 
he may deem advisable, prepare a jury box to be used by him as 
such judge in the same manner as provided in Section 13 for the 
annual preparation of such box. 


SECTION 15. Jurors—number—drawing of.—The trial of jury 
cases before a judge shall be before six jurors who shall be selected 
in the following manner, to wit: before trial the judge shall draw 
from compartment A of the jury box slips of paper with names writ- 
ten thereon until he has drawn the names of seventeen prospective 
jurors and shall prepare a list of them in the order drawn. If in 
the case to be tried there be more than one defendant, not in de- 
fault, the number of names so drawn and listed shall be an additional 
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four names for each defendant not in default in such case in excess 
of one. In drawing and listing such prospective jurors the judge may 
as he sees fit lay aside and not list one or more of the names drawn 
and such names shall not be considered as having been drawn, pro- 
vided the number of such names laid aside and not listed shall not 
exceed six in any one cause. ; 


SECTION 16. Selection of jury.—Before trial of any cause to be 
tried with a jury the judge shall notify all parties to the cause not in 
default of the time and place of the selection of the jurors to serve in 
the cause. At the designated time and place the list of prospective 
jurors shall be submitted to the parties and thereupon the plaintiff or 
plaintiffs in civil causes shall strike from the list the name of one of 
the prospective jurors. Upon this being done each defendant not in de- 
fault in civil causes shall strike one name from the list. This procedure 
shall be repeated until the number of names left upon the list shall 
be nine, all of whom shall be summoned to appear for service upon 
the cause. At the commencement of the trial of the cause the judge 
shall select six of the jurors summoned as above provided who 
have not been adjudged disqualified or excused, to comprise the 
jury panel in the cause. In the event any of the parties do not appear 
and participate in the striking of the names from the list as above 
' provided, the judge shall strike for and in behalf of such party 
not participating in the striking ‘so many of the names on the list 
as will leave the required number of nine to be summoned. 


SECTION 17. Further.—The judge before whom a case is to be 
tried may, in any case he deems advisable, in lieu of the procedure set 
out in Section 16 summon all of the men whose names appear on the 
jury list to appear for service as jurors in the cause to be tried. In this 
event, -the striking of the names of those appearing from the list 
after the names of any who have been disqualified or excused have 
been stricken off by the judge and the selection of the six men to 
serve as jurors shall be at the time of the commencement of the 
trial in the same manner as. prescribed in Section 16. The first six 
jurors not objected to shall constitute the jury to try the cause, 


SECTION 18. Shortage of jurors.—If at the time of the com- 
mencement of the trial of ‘any cause there are not sufficient jurors who 
have not been objected to, to fill the panel of six, for the reason that 
one or more have failed to atterid as required by the summons, have 
not been summoned after due diligence on the part of the’person serv- 
ing the summons or have been excused or declared disqualified by the 
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court, the jurors necessary to fill the panel may be selected in the usual 
manner as jurors are selected to try cases before ordinary magis- 
trates, that is those cases referred to in Section 5. By consent of 
all parties not in default fewer than six jurors may be used. 


SECTION 19. Jurors serve entire term when necessary.—lIf 
in the opinion of the judge there are a sufficient number of cases 
to be tried to warrant jurors serving in more than one case, the 
judge shall make up a jury list as provided in Section 15, except 
that the list shall contain eighteen names listed instead of seven- 
teen. The eighteen proposed jurors whose names appear on the 
list shall be summoned to appear before the judge at the com- 
mencement, and they shall be liable for jury duty during the entire 
term of the court. A term of court shall not be for more than six 
days. If, however, the trial of a case goes beyond the six days the 
jurors in said case shall continue as jurors until the case is con- 
cluded. The judge may ‘at any time require the attendance upon 
the court of such number of additional jurors or extra veniremen 
as he may deem advisable, who shall be selected by the judge in 
the manner provided for in the selection of additional jurors in 
Section 18. 


SECTION 20. Unintentional errors in selecting jurors.—If 
before, during or after the trial of any jury case before a judge 
it should appear that, on account of an unintentional error in mak- 
ing up the jury box or on account of a change of residence since 
the making up of the box, one or more of the jurors or prospective 
jurors reside without the territorial jurisdiction of said court in 
said county, such fact shall not disqualify such juror or prospective 
juror and he shall be competent, if not otherwise disqualified, to 
serve in like manner as if such error had not occurred or as if 
such change of residence had not been made. 


SECTION 21. Placing of jurors’ names in boxes.—All names 
drawn from compartment A of the jury box in selecting a jury as 
in this act provided shall as soon as practicable be returned to said 
compartment A, except, however, the names of jurors who have 
been finally selected to and do participate in the trial of the cause 
and the names of these men shall be placed in compartment B of 
the box. At intervals of not less than three months and not more 
than six months all names in compartment B of the box shall be ~ 
returned to and placed in compartment A of the box. But if at 
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any time the names in compartment A shall become exhausted the 
names in compartment B shall forthwith be returned to and placed 
in compartment A. 


SECTION 22. Compensation of jurors.—Jurors summoned as 
herein provided shall be paid as follows: 

(1) Each and every juror actually serving on a case shall be paid 
as follows: the sum of six ($6.00) dollars per day and mileage at 
five (5¢) cents per mile one way the nearest travelling distance from 
the residence of such juror to the place of trial. 

(2) Each juror appearing for service, not actually serving on 
the case, but being retained as available for jury service for more 
than half of the day, shall be paid the sum of six ($6.00) dollars 
plus mileage as set forth above in subsection one (1) of this section. 
Provided, however, that jurors who appear for service and are ex- 
cused at their own request, shall not receive any pay or mileage. 

(3) Each and every juror serving more than one consecutive day, 
shall be paid for each additional day in the same manner as set forth 
in subsection (1) of this section, except that they shall receive no 
mileage for the additional day or days. 


SECTION 23. Judge to issue pay certificates.—The judge in al- 
lowing pay and mileage to witnesses and jurors shall issue pay cer- 
tificates similar to those used by the clerk of the court of common 
pleas and the civil court of Florence. The county treasurer shall, 
upon presentation, honor and pay the amount called for by such 
certificates in like manner as is done for certificates issued to the 
jurors and witnesses in the court of common pleas and the civil 
court of Florence. 


SECTION 24. Judge to issue transcripts of cases to court of 
common pleas.—Upon the demand of any party litigant in any civil 
case in which judgment has been entered, other than those referred 
to in Section 5, the judge shall issue a transcript thereof and shall 
forward it together with the pleadings and exhibits, if practicable, 
in the case to the clerk of the court of common pleas to be filed and 
docketed in his office; provided, the party demanding such transcript 
shall pay to such judge the clerk of court’s cost in such matters, 
which shall be forwarded to the clerk along with the transcript. 
Upon receipt of the transcript and papers and fee accompanying 
them the clerk of court shall file and docket the case in the manner 
provided by law for the transcript of judgment in cases referred to 
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in Section 5 and from that time such judgment shall be a judgment 
of the circuit court. 


SECTION 25. Stenographers — salaries — duties—Each judge 
shall appoint an official stenographer who shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the judge and who shall be paid by the county such per 
diem compensation as the General Assembly may designate, to take 
down and transcribe the testimony and the judges’ rulings and 
charges in cases before them. The stenographer shall furnish any 
party litigant with a transcript of the testimony and the judge’s 
rulings and charge. Except as may be otherwise provided in this 
act the stenographer’s fees or charges for furnishing transcripts or 
testimony, rulings and charges shall be reasonable. Materials and 
supplies used by the stenographer shall be paid for by the county, 
except materials and supplies used in furnishing a transcript for 
which he or she is paid by party litigants. 


SECTION 26. Testimony and rulings in cases to be taken down 
in writing.—The testimony of witnesses and the judge’s rulings 
and charges in all cases before him, other than cases referred to in 
Section 5 hereof, shall be taken down in writing, either in longhand 
or in shorthand, and later if necessary transcribed. But such testi- 
mony and the judge’s charges need not be taken down in default 
civil cases and the parties not in default in civil cases may waive 
the writing down of the testimony and the judge’s rulings and 
charge. 


SECTION 27. Transcribed testimony furnished upon pay- 
ment.—The transcribed testimony in civil cases except those re- 
ferred to in Section 5 shall, upon request of the party appealing, 
be furnished by the stenographer upon payment by the party re- 
questing such transcribed testimony legal charges for service for 
transcribing such testimony. Legal charges as above used shall be 
construed to mean such charges as are provided by law for the 
civil court of Florence stenographer or the stenographer of the 
Twelfth Judicial Circuit for furnishing transcript of testimony and 
such charges shall be taxable as costs in the case. 


SECTION 28. Judges to make reports in criminal cases.—The 
judges shall make reports in all criminal cases to the same extent 
and in the same manner as is now provided for reporting criminal 
cases in magitsrates’ courts. 
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SECTION 29. Jurisdiction and powers of succeeding judges. 
—Whenever a vacancy exists in the office herein provided the suc- 
ceeding judge shall have the same jurisdiction, power and authority 
as his predecessor in all matters, cases and proceedings pending be- 
fore his predecessor at the time of the creation of such vacancy 
and which have not been transferred as provided in Section 30. 


SECTION 30. Transfer of cases during vacancy in office.— 
Whenever such vacancy exists in the offices hereby.created, any mat- 
ter, case or proceeding pending before such judge at the time of 
the creation of such vacancy may be transferred at any time 
before a succeeding judge shall have been appointed and quali- 
fied. In all civil matters, cases and proceedings, such transfer may 
be made by the judge of the civil court of Florence or any circuit 
judge of the State Court to the circuit court or the civil court of 
Florence or to the other judge of this court as in the discretion of 
the judge so transferring is deemed advisable. In civil matters, cases 
and proceedings, applications for transfer may be made by any 
party to the matter, case or proceeding sought to be transferred 
upon five days’ notice of the application for such transfer given to 
all parties thereto. 


SECTION 31. Secretaries—salaries—duties—Each judge shall 
appoint a secretary who shall hold office at the pleasure of the 
judge and who shall be paid by the county such salary or compensa- 
tion as the General Assembly may designate, to do stenographic 
work or other work pertinent to their magisterial duties, including 
matters pertinent to their work under their power and sa : 
referred to in Section 5. 


SECTION 32. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 33. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Establish The Tax Study Board For Marlboro 
County, To Provide For Its Powers, Duties, Compensation And 
Privileges, And To Repeal Sections 65-1877 And 65-1878, Code 
Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, Relating To The Tax Board 
Of Appeals Of Marlboro County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Tax study board created for Marlboro County— 
members—officers.—There is hereby created in Marlboro County a 
tax study board to consist of, ex officio, members of the tax assessors 
board, members of the county board of education, and the mayors of 
the five incorporated towns in Marlboro County. Immediately after 
passage of this act the chairman of the tax assessors board shall 
call a meeting of the tax study board which shall organize by the 
election of a chairman, vice chairman and secretary. 


SECTION 2. Duties.—The tax study board may make a study of 
tax asesssments for Marlboro County, concluding the same during the 
coming year and complete its investigation and study in such manner 
as the board shall deem appropriate, employ personnel for the purpose 
and make a report and recommendations of its findings to the county 
legislative delegation and the board of tax assessors, with particular 
emphasis on equalization of assessments. 


SECTION 3. Duties of tax assessors board upon receipt of re- 
port from tax study board.—The tax assessors board shall, upon 
receipt of the report and recommendations of the tax study board, 
prepare equalized assessments of all property in Marlboro County 
and transmit the same to the auditor who shall enter the assessments 
upon his books for the purpose of taxation for the year 1958, which 
shall be the valuation for tax purposes for the year 1958, and there- 
after unless and until changed by action of the tax assessments board, 
or on appeal, by the Comptroller General of South Carolina as here- 
inafter provided. 


SECTION 4. Tax study board to have access to records.—The 
tax study board or its designated agents shall have access to records 
of the Marlboro County Auditor’s office and Treasurer’s office as 
well as records of the South Carolina Tax Commission pertaining to 
assessments in Marlboro County. 
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SECTION 5. Taxpayers to get written notice of assessments— 
appeals.—Ejach taxpayer shall be notified in writing of his assess- 
ment and shall have the right of appeal of said assessment to the 
Comptroller General of South Carolina, provided written notice of 
appeal is filed with the Comptroller General and the chairman of 
the county board of tax assessors within thirty days of the mailing 
of such notice, and the decision of the Comptroller General in such 
appeal shall be final. 


SECTION 6. Certain records and papers transferred to tax 
study board.—All records, surveys, maps, recommendations and 
other papers of the tax assessors board, including all previous studies, 
are hereby transferred for the purpose of this study to the custody of 
the tax study board. 


SECTION 7. Compensation of employees for tax study board. 
—Employees of the tax study board shall be paid by the Marlboro 
County Treasurer from funds provided for such purpose by the 
Marlboro County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 8. Repeal—Sections 65-1877 and 65-1878, 1952 Code, 
repealed.—Sections 65-1877 and 65-1878, Code of Laws of South - 
Carolina, 1952, and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. :

An Act To Establish The Berkeley County Library Board And 
To Define Its Powers And Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Berkeley County Library Board created.—There 
is hereby created the Berkeley County Library Board as a body cor- 
porate and politic. 


SECTION 2. Members—terms of present members—vacancies. 
—The board shall be self perpetuating and shall consist of nine 
members, whose terms of office shall be two years. The present mem- 
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bers of the Berkeley County Library Board shall continue in office 
for a term of two years. All vacancies existing on the board shall be 
filled by the board. 


SECTION 3. Officers—bond of treasurer—From among them- 
selves the board shall elect a president, a vice-president, a secretary 
and a treasurer. The treasurer shall be bonded by a surety company 
doing business in Berkeley County in an amount sufficient to insure 
the faithful performance of his duties. The cost of such bond shall be 
paid out of funds of the board. 


SECTION 4. Meetings—bylaws.—The board shall meet at such 
times as it may deem necessary but in no event shall it meet less than 
four times annually. Meetings of the board shall be called by the presi- 
dent or by a majority of its members. The board is authorized to 
adopt such bylaws as it deems necessary for its proper functioning. 


SECTION 5. Powers and duties—hire librarian.—The board shall 
have the entire and exclusive control and management of the county 
library ; shall hire and fire all library employees. The person hired as 
librarian shall be qualified in library science, or have sufficient ex- 
perience to conduct and administer public library service to the entire 
county. 


SECTION 6. Powers—further.—In addition to the powers set 
forth in Section 5 of this act, the board shall be authorized to: (a) 
purchase, lease, hold and dispose of real estate; (b) establish, equip, 
maintain and operate a county library system with branches, book de- 
posits and bookmobiles; (c) enter into contracts; (d) accept dona- 
tions of land, service, materials, funds and other things for the better 
operation of the county library service; (e) enter into agreements for 
the suitable designation and marking of equipment, rooms, buildings 
and other library facilities to commemorate the memory of individuals ; 
(f) cooperate with any state or Federal agency when by so doing it 
will receive substantial aid in improving and extending public library 
service in the county; and (g) generally doing all things necessary 
and proper to establish, equip and maintain and operate a county 
library system. 


SECTION 7. Appropriations.—The expenses to defray the cost of 
the provisions of this act shall be annually provided for in the Berkeley 
County Supply Act. 

The county treasurer shall be the custodian of all appropriations for 
the board, with such funds to be disbursed by warrants drawn by the 
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board, signed by its secretary and countersigned by its president, and 
approved by the County Supervisor. 


SECTION 8. Audits.—The books of the board shall be audited as 
are other offices and agencies of Berkeley County and an annual 
financial report shall be filed with the Clerk of Court for Berkeley 
County. 


SECTION 9. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 10. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Increase The Jurisdiction Of The Magistrate For 
The City Of Greenwood And To Provide For The Trial Of Cases 
And The Operation Of The Office. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Office of magistrate for City of Greenwood—two 
divisions—jurisdiction—qualifications of magistrate.—The office 
of magistrate of the City of Greenwood is hereby divided into two 
divisions and shall be organized as provided in this act. 

First Division shall encompass cases involving sums not in excess 
of one hundred dollars. 

Second Division shall encompass cases involving sums in excess 
of one hundred dollars and not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

The magistrate for the City of Greenwood shall be a practicing at- 
torney who must have had at least two years’ experience in the 
practice of law in order to be eligible for qualification as such magis- 
trate. The court shall remain in session at all times for the disposition 
of any matters to be heard, tried or disposed of. 


SECTION 2. First division to continue to function as present 
magistrates court.—First division of the office of magistrate shall 
continue to function in the same manner as that provided on the 
effective date of this act regarding proceedings, practice, appeals, 
pleadings, the jury and jurors and other matters and customs per- 
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taining to the operation of the magistrate’s court, and the discharge 
of the duties of the office of magistrate generally. 


SECTION 3. Jurisdiction of second division —The second divi- 
sion of the office of magistrate shall have concurrent jurisdiction with 
the court of common pleas in all civil cases where the amount de- 
manded in the complaint does not exceed one thousand dollars, or 
when the value of the property involved does not exceed one thou- 
sand dollars. Jurisdiction in cases of counterclaim, set off, etc., in 
excess of one thousand dollars, shall be in the court of common pleas. 
Provided, however, that such increased jurisdiction shall not extend 
to cases involving titles to or interest in real estate, nor shall it extend 
to jurisdiction over equity matters. The law, rules and regulations 
pertaining to pleadings, motions and procedure shall conform to that 
provided for civil proceedings in the court of common pleas, except 
as otherwise provided herein. 


SECTION 4. Jury box.—On or before the first day of each year 
the jury commissioners shall prepare a jury box for use in his court in 
the trial of all jury cases, except those the jurisdiction of which falls in 
the first division. The box shall be furinshed by the governing body of 
Greenwood County and shal] have two compartments, marked “A” 
and “B” respectively. In compartment “A” the commissioners shall 
place the names of not less than eight hundred qualified electors who 
are subject to jury duty in the courts of general sessions and com- 
mon pleas, and shall cause each of such names to be written on a 
separate piece of paper, shall fold up such piece of paper so as to 
resemble each other as much as practicable and so that the names 
thereon shall not be visible from the outside, and shall place such 
pieces of paper with such names written thereon in compartment 
_ “A” of such box. The names of all jurors in all trials before the 
magistrate shall be drawn from compartment “A” of such box in the 
manner provided for herein. The box shall contain two locks. The key 
to one shall be in the possession of the magistrate and the key to the 
other shall be in the possession of the clerk of court. 


SECTION 5. Selection of jurors for second division—For the 
trial of all cases in the second division of the court, except such 
cases wherein the parties or- their attorneys may agree for the 
magistrate to pass on all questions both of law and fact, the jury 
box shall be unlocked in the presence of the participating litigants 
or their representatives and eighteen names shall be drawn there- 
from. Each party shall strike six of such names and the remaining 
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six shall constitute the jury. When the list is prepared by the 
magistrate and presented to the parties or their attorneys, objections 
for cause must be made before striking, and if any such objec- 
tion is sustained, the magistrate must fill up the list before it is 
stricken. But if after the jury has been struck as herein provided, it 
is discovered that any one or more of the jurors whose names remain 
upon the list are disqualified, the magistrate shall furnish the parties 
or their attorneys with an additional list of three times as many 
jurors as may be found to be disqualified, to be drawn as the first 
list was drawn, from which the parties or their attorneys shall al- 
ternately strike, until there shall be left the number necessary to 
empanel the jury, unless the parties or their attorneys shall agree to 
proceed to trial without the full jury. 

All names drawn from compartment “A” of the jury box in 
selecting a jury shall, as soon as practicable after the jury is drawn, 
be returned to compartment “A,” except, however, the names of 
jurors who are finally selected and do actually participate in the trial 
of the cause, and the names of these jurors shall be placed in com- 
partment “B” of the box. At intervals of not less than three months 
and not more than six months, all names in compartment “B” of the 
box shall be returned to and placed in compartment “A” of the box. 
However, if at any time the names in compartment “A” become 
- exhausted, the names in compartment “B” shall forthwith be returned 
to and placed in compartment “A.” The manner of drawing of the 
jury and challenges shall be as now provided by law for magistrates’ 
courts generally, except where specifically provided for herein. The 
drawing of the jury shall be at such time and place as shall be desig- 
nated by the magistrate. Provided, at least three days’ notice shall 
be given to the litigating parties before any jury is drawn. 


SECTION 6. Compensation of jurors.—Compensation of jurors 
shall conform to the present allowance with mileage as provided for 
jurors serving in the court of common pleas of Greenwood County. 


SECTION 7. Second division—court of record—reporter—ap- 
peals costs.—The second division of the magistrate’s court shall 
be a court of record. The magistrate and Finance Board of Green- 
wood County shall provide for a reporter and from county funds 
provide compensation for the reporter by salary or per diem. Appeals 
shall be made to the circuit court. Appeals shall be heard on the 
transcribed record, unless otherwise agreed. Notice of appeal shall be 
served within ten days of entry of judgment. Such appeal shall be 
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perfected within thirty days and may be heard by. a circuit judge 
having jurisdiction in the circuit, at chambers, upon ten days notice 
of such hearing. Costs shall be taxable as now provided in the court 
of common pleas. In case of appeal from the second division of the 
magistrate’s court to the circuit court the cost of such appeal, including 
the transcribing of the record, shall be paid for by the litigating 
parties as now provided by law, rule or regulation for appeals from 
the court of common pleas. 


SECTION 8. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 9. Time effective —This act shall take effect.on January 
1, 1958.

SECTION 1. Investment of funds by treasurers of certain coun- 
ties—disposition of interest.—Whenever there is in the hands of the

An Act Making It Unlawful To Make Improvements To Cer- 
tain Real Estate In Counties Containing A Municipality With 
A Population Of Over Eighty Thousand, According To The 
Latest Official United States Census, Without A Permit. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Building permit required in certain counties—not 
to apply to certain municipalities—It shall be unlawful for any 
person to erect or construct any improvements on real estate, which 
cost in excess of one thousand dollars, in any county containing a 
municipality with a population of more than eighty thousand, ac- 
cording to the latest official United States Census, unless an applica- 
tion has been filed with and a permit granted by the magistrate in 
whose district the property is located to erect or construct such im- 
provements ; provided, that no application or permit shall be required 
for such improvements upon real estate situate within any incorpo- 
rated municipality, which requires a permit for the erection or con- 
struction of such improvements. 


SECTION 2. Applications — form — information.— The auditor 
shall prepare and furnish the magistrates with the application forms, 
which shall show information to be of assistance to him in locating 
the real estate on which such improvements are to be made and in 
checking tax returns. Such information shall include, but shall not be 
limited to, the following: (a) name of owner of the real estate; (b) 
school district ; (c) street number or road and rural Post Office box 
number ; (d) estimated cost of construction ; (e) estimated total floor 
area in square feet; (f) type of construction; (g) type of roof; (h) 
number of stories; (i) number of rooms; (j) use to be made of im- 
provements; (k) width of right of way of street; and (1) approxi- 
mate distance from the limits of the nearest municipality. 


SECTION 3. Permit—issuance—fee.—The magistrate shall issue 
the permit to be furnished by the auditor upon the applicant’s paying 
a fee of one dollar when the construction will cost less than two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars or two dollars when the construction will 
cost more than two thousand five hundred dollars. The permit shall be 
numbered and a card issued to be posted on the real estate on which 
the improvements are to be made. The permit shall be made in 
duplicate and the original shall be filed with the county auditor. The 
issuing magistrate shall retain one-half of the fee collected for issuing 
such permits and shall remit the remaining one-half of the fee to the 
county treasurer on or before the tenth day of the succeeding month. 


SECTION 4. Municipalities to furnish auditor copies of permits. 
—Every municipality, in such county, requiring permits for the erec- 
tion or construction of any improvements upon real estate situate 
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within such municipality shall furnish to the auditor copies of all 
such permits issued by such municipality. 


SECTION 5. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars or imprisoned for not more than thirty days. 


SECTION 6. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Create A Research, Planning And Development 
Commission For Chesterfield County And To Provide For Its 
Membership, Powers And Duties. 


Whereas, Chesterfield County offers great opportunities for ex- 
pansion of agriculture, industry and commerce; and 


Whereas, it is desired to bring about further agricultural, indus- 
trial and commercial development of the county. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chesterfield County Research, Planning and De- 
velopment Commission created—members—officers.—There is 
hereby created a commission in and for Chesterfield County to 
be known as the Chesterfield County Research, Planning and 
Development Commission, which shall be composed of nine mem- 
bers, The mayors of the towns of Chesterfield, Ruby, Mt. Crog- 
han, Pageland, Jefferson, McBee, Patrick and Cheraw shall be 
ex Officio members of the said Commission. The President of the 
Chesterfield County Farm Bureau shall be the ninth member of said 
commission, and he shall be appointed to said commission by the 
Clerk of Court of Chesterfield County upon notification by the Sec- 
retary of said Farm Bureau as to the person qualified to be so ap- 
pointed. The said commission shall organize on call of the Chester- 
field County Legislative Delegation, and shall elect one member as 
Chairman, one member as Vice-Chairman; and shall elect a Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, who may,.but need not, be a member of the said 
commission. 


SECTION 2. Purpose.—The commission is created for the pur- 
pose of promoting the agricultural, industrial and commercial ex- 
pansion and development in Chesterfield County. 


SECTION 3. Compensation — records — expenditure of funds. 
—The members of the commission shall serve without pay, but may 
provide for the reimbursement of the members for actual expenses 
incurred in connection with business for the commission. The com- 
mission shall keep minutes of its proceedings, and shall make records 
of all official actions, which minutes and actions shall be available 
for inspection by the Chesterfield County Legislative Delegation at 
all times. The commission may expend funds appropriated or do- 
nated to it for printing, postage, services, or any other expenses 
which are reasonably necessary. 
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SECTION 4. Annual appropriation—gifts and grants.—For car- 
rying out the purposes of this act, there is hereby appropriated from 
the treasury of Chesterfield County the sum of one thousand dollars 
annually. The county treasurer is hereby directed and required to 
disburse the within appropriation upon the warrants of the Research, 
Planning and Development Commission. The commission may accept 
gifts and grants of money from either private or public sources to 
be used in the promotion of this program and all such monies shall 
be accounted for in the same manner as funds appropriated by Ches- 
terfield County. 


SECTION 5. Cooperate with other agencies—For the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act, the commission is author- 
ized to cooperate with the Department of Development of the State 
of South Carolina, all towns, chambers of commerce, business 
leagues, civic clubs, and other similar organizations in Chesterfield 
County and all other agencies and organizations within and without 
the county which the commission may desire to cooperate with in 
the furtherance of the development and advertisement of Chester- 
field County.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 21-1816, 1952 Code, amended—tax levies 
for schools in Chester County—levies in excess of certain millage 
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to be submitted to electors—referendum—conduct of.—Section 
21-1816, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read 
as follows: 

Section 21-1816. The Auditor of Chester County shall levy the 
school taxes as provided in this chapter. All levies shall be set by 
the auditor after he has received written instructions from the board 
of trustees signed by the chairman and secretary. At any time it 
is deemed necessary to levy school taxes at a rate in excess of thirty- 
one mills, the board of trustees shall submit the question of such 
levy to the qualified voters of the county at the next regular primary 
election. At the referendum the question shall be clearly stated so 
that the voters of the county shall be able to intelligently vote as 
to whether or not they favor the levy of the higher millage. Ample 
notice of the referendum shall be given stating the time, place and 
purpose of the referendum. In the event the vote is favorable, then 
the millage voted upon may be levied. The county treasurer shall 
collect all school taxes, receive from the State and any other sources 
all school funds and keep an accurate record of the receipt and dis- 
bursement of these funds.

An Act To Create The Florence County Industrial Loan And 
Development Commission. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Florence County Industrial Loan and Develop- 
ment Commission created — members — appointments — terms — 
meetings.—There is hereby created the Florence County Indus- 
trial Loan and Development Commission. The commission shall be 
composed of twelve members. Five of these members shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator 
and a majority of the members of the House of Representatives from 
Florence County. The other seven members shall be the mayors of 
the seven incorporated municipalities of Florence. County, to wit: 
Florence, Lake City, Timmonsville, Olanta, Pamplico, Johnsonville 
and Scranton. Should the mayor of any of these municipalities desire, 
he may appoint another resident of the municipality to serve in his 
place, which appointment shall be in writing and shall be furnished 
to and filed with the commission. The five members appointed by the 
Governor shall each have one vote with the other seven members 
having a one-half vote each. The executive secretary of the Florence 
Chamber of Commerce shall serve without compensation as the secre- 
tary of the commission and shall give written notice to the members 
of the commission of all meetings. The members appointed by the 
Governor shall serve for a period of two years or until their suc- 
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cessors have been appointed and qualify. Provided, however, the first 
term of two of these members shall be by appointment for a term 
of one year, after which their successors shall be appointed for a 
regular term of two years. The members from the municipalities or 
the appointees of the mayor shall serve during the particular term 
of the mayor. 

All members of the commission shall serve without compensation. 

After the appointment of all five members to the commission, it 
shall meet and the voting members shall elect a chairman and draw 
up bylaws and rules of procedure, which the commission shall file in 
the office of the Clerk of Court for Florence County. The meetings 
of the commission shall be held at a time and place designated by 
the chairman or upon the written request of three members of the 
commission, provided, however, that at least one meeting shall be 
held during each quarter of the calendar year. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties.—The commission shall operate 
as a board of directors under the provisions of this act and accord- 
ing to its duly promulgated and recorded bylaws and rules of pro- 
cedure. The commission shall have the power by majority vote to 
enter into contracts consistent with its purposes of promoting and 
encouraging the industrial development of Florence County. The 
commission shall have full power and authority. to acquire, hold, 
option, encumber, and convey outright for consideration or by gift 
any and all lands, leases, structures and facilities that are designed 
to promote and accomplish the purposes of this act, provided, how- 
ever, that any and all outright gifts or donations by the commission 
must be concurred in and ratified by the Florence County Legisla- 
tive Delegation before they shall be effective. 

The County of Florence, however, shall not be held liable for any 
acts of omission or commission of the Florence County Industrial 
Loan and Development Commission, or by any contract express or 
implied made by the commission except as follows: 

(a) The commission may obligate itself for the expenditure of a 
sum for the purposes of this act in an amount not to exceed that 
which is appropriated by the Florence County Delegation. 

(b) The commission is authorized to accept such gifts as may be 
appropriate to carry out the provisions of this act. The commission 
shall submit a written report and an accounting to. the Florence 
County Legislative Delegation annually. 
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SECTION 3. Appropriation.—For the purposes of this act the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars is hereby appropriated to the Florence 
County Industrial Loan and Development Commission; provided, 
however, that only so much of these funds as may be consistent with 
the purposes of this act be used, and any funds not so used shall 
revert to the general funds of Florence County upon the dissolution 
or abolition of the commission or upon affirmative call of the Flor- 
ence County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 4. Legislative Delegation to approve certain actions 
by commission.—Before any funds appropriated under the provisions 
of this act can be spent, the commission must first acquire the written 
approval of the Senator and a majority of the members of the House 
of Representatives from Florence County. The commission shall not - 
sell, convey, mortgage or place any incumbrance or lien on any of 
_the property it owns without first acquiring the written approval of 
the Senator and a majority of the House members of Florence 
County. 


SECTION 5. Service on commission not dual office holding— 
monies appropriated to remain in general fund.—Service on this 
commission shall not constitute dual office holding. Any funds ap- 
propriated under the provisions of this act shall remain in the gen- 
eral fund of the county until authorized to be disbursed. 


SECTION 6. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

Certain Roads In York County, To Provide That Vehicles Shall 
Not Park Within Five Hundred Feet Of Fire Apparatus Stopped 
In Answer To A Fire Alarm In Rural Areas In York County, To 
Provide A Penalty For The Violation Thereof, And To Repeal 
Act No. 52 of 1957, Relating To Following Fire Apparatus Or 
Driving Or Parking Near Fire Apparatus In York County. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Vehicles not to block certain roads in York 
County.—No one shall cause any highway or road, either public 
or private, in York County to be blocked by his vehicle so that fire 
apparatus will be hindered in reaching the scene of any fire. 


SECTION 2. Vehicles not to. park near fire apparatus in York 
County.—It shall be unlawful to park within five hundred feet 
of where fire apparatus is stopped in answer to a fire alarm in rural 
areas of York County. 


SECTION 3. Penalties—Anyone violating the provisions of this 
act shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than one hun- 


- dred dollars. 


SECTION 4. Repeal—Act 52 of 1957, repealed.—Act No. 52 
of 1957 and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are- 
repealed.

An Act To Define The Voting Precincts And Voting Places For 
North.Charleston In The County Of Charleston.

North Charleston voting precincts defined.—Not- 
withstanding the provisions of Section 23-163, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended, the voting precincts within 
North Charleston shall consist of two precincts described as fol- 
lows: The first precinct shall embrace all that area bounded on 
the south by McMillan Ave. and the A.C.L. Navy Yard Spur 
from Cooper River to that point where the A.C.L. Spur inter- 
sects the tracks of the Southern Railroad, thence north along the 
Southern Railroad tracks to the point on the railroad tracks where 
such railroad tracks intersect Goodrich Road, thence east along 
Goodrich Road to U. S. Highway 52, thence north along U. 5S. 
Highway 52 to Montague Ave., thence east along Montague Ave. 
to Park Circle, thence northeast along Park Circle to North Rhett

the point of beginning. The voting place for precinct one shall be at 
or near the North Charleston High School.

Persons awaiting trial in Greenwood County may 
serve on chain gang.— Whenever any person is duly committed to the 
Greenwood County Jail in default of bond, is awaiting trial, intends 
to plead guilty at the term of court next ensuing and desires to 
enter service upon the public roads of the county, such person may 
indicate such desire by filing with the clerk of the court a written 
statement to that effect and thereupon the Supervisor of Greenwood 
County may cause such person to be taken from the jail and worked 
upon the chain gang. 


SECTION 2. Prisoners to be returned to jail before trial—The 
Supervisor of Greenwood County shall have any such person re- 
turned to the county jail at least two days before the convening 
of the term of court at which he expects to enter a plea of guilty 
or is to be tried and shall at the same time certify to the clerk of 
court of general sessions the length of time served by any such 
person.

An Act To Require All Persons Or Agents Soliciting Member- 
ship In Organizations Among The Citizens Of Kershaw County, 
State Of South Carolina, To Obtain Permits For Such Solicit- 
ing, And To Provide A Penalty For Violation Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Persons soliciting certain memberships in Kershaw 
County to obtain permits.—Before any non-resident person, persons, 
firms or corporations shall solicit membership in Kershaw County, 
South Carolina, for any organization, union or society which organiza- 
tion, union or society operates in a state other than South Carolina, or 
is affiliated with any organization operating in a state other than 
South Carolina, and which requires from its members the payment 
of membership fees, dues or is entitled to make assessments against 
its members, in event that such person or persons, firm or corporation 
are salaried employees or officers of the organization for which mem- 
bership is solicited, or receives a fee of any sort for such solicitation, 
_such person, persons, firm or corporation shall obtain a permit, in 
writing, from the Kershaw County Board of Commissioners to solicit 
members in such organization from among the citizens of the county. 


SECTION 2. Application for permit.—The permit, provided for 
herein, shall be issued by the board of commissioners upon applica- 
tion being made to them, in writing, by the person or persons, firm 
or corporation desiring to solicit members in such organizations. The 
application shall give the name and nature of such organization for 
which applicant desires to solicit members, whether such organiza- 
tion is incorporated or unincorporated, the location of its principal 
office and place of business and the names of its officers, along with 
date of its organization, and its assets and liabilities. Such application 
shall further contain the age and residence of applicant including 
places of residence of applicant for past ten years, as well as business 
or profession in which such applicant has been engaged during such 
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time, and shall furnish at least three persons as references to appli- 
cant’s character. The application shall also furnish the information as 
to whether applicant is a salaried employee of the organization for 
which he is soliciting members, and what compensation, if any, he 
receives for obtaining members. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The application shall be made and signed 
by the applicant on forms provided by the board of commissioners and 
the permit issued thereunder shall be kept on the person of the appli- 
cant at all times while engaged in the solicitation of membership, and 
shall be effective from the date specified therein for a period of sixty 
days thence ensuing, after which time the same must be renewed if 
so desired by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. Permits may be revoked or denied.—The board of 
commissioners shall have the power to revoke any permit upon the 
showing of false statements made by the applicant in obtaining such 
permit or for any other good and sufficient cause found by the board 
of commissioners to exist. The board shall have power to refuse to 
issue any permit for any just reason and for the peace and good 
order of the citizens of Kershaw County. 


SECTION 5. Penalties.—Any person, persons, firm or corporation 
within the purview of this act who shall solicit members for any or- 
ganization from among citizens or persons within the County of Ker- 
shaw without first obtaining a permit as provided herein, or who shall 
knowingly give false information in any application for a permit as 
required herein shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction therefor shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than ninety days, 
or both, in the discretion of the court. Each instance of solicitation 
without the required permit shall be considered a separate offense. 


SECTION 6. Saving clause—repeal_—Should any section or por- 
tion of this act be held void it shall not affect the remaining sections 
or portions thereof, and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of The Several 
School Districts In Lexington County To Borrow A Sum Of 
Money Not Exceeding Ten Per Cent Of The Prior Years. Opera- 
tional Costs For Each District And To Provide For The Payment 
Of The Indebtedness. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. School districts in Lexington County may bor- 
row money.—Each of the several boards of trustees of the several 
school districts in Lexington County is hereby authorized to borrow a 
sum of money not exceeding ten per cent of the total of the prior fiscal 
years operational costs, said sum so borrowed to be used for opera- 
tional purposes within the respective districts, with the written con- 
sent of the legislative delegation. 


SECTION 2. Notes — execution — interest.—The indebtedness 
shall be represented by note or notes executed by a majority of the 
board of trustees of the borrowing district. The note or notes shall 
bear interest at the best obtainable rates and shall be payable within 
one year from the date of the note or notes, provided, however, the 
note or notes may be renewed for an additional period of one year 
if the same be necessary. 


SECTION 3. Payment.—To pay the amount of indebtedness and 
interest thereon when the same becomes due, the normal revenue re- 
ceived by the borrowing district for operational purposes is hereby 
pledged, provided, however, that in the event the said revenue proves 
insufficient to maintain normal operations and discharge and pay off 
the indebtedness within the year, the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of the district are hereby pledged, and the Auditor and 
Treasurer of Lexington County are hereby respectively authorized 
to levy and collect, during the second year of the indebtedness, a 
sufficient millage upon all taxable property of the borrowing district 
to pay the indebtedness and interest. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Further Regulate The Registration Of Voters And 
To Provide An Appropriation Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. When boards of registration to be open—notice.— 
Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 23-53, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, hereafter boards of registration shall remain 
open as now provided by law, and in addition thereto, shall re- 
main open and available for registration on any additional days and 
during such hours as the boards may determine. Due notice of the 
time and place shall be given by publication in a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation in the county at least one week in advance. 


SECTION 2. Section 23-66, 1952 Code, amended—closing of 
registration books—registration of persons to come of age during 
time when books closed—duplicate certificates—books may be 
carried to precincts.—Section 23-66, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 23-66. The registration books shall be closed thirty days 
before any election, general, special or primary, and remain closed 
until such election shall have taken place, anything in this article 
to the contrary notwithstanding. They shall thereafter be opened 
from time to time in accordance with the provisions of this article. 
Such persons as shall become of age during any such period of thirty 
days shall be entitled to registration before the closing of the books 
if otherwise qualified. Provided, however, that a duplicate certificate 
may be issued during such thirty-day period when the registration 
books are closed by any member of the board or the clerk. 

“The members of the Board of Registration shall be allowed to 
carry the books to the various precincts in order for persons to 
register.” 


SECTION 3. Section 23-67, 1952 Code, amended—registration of 
persons not previously registered—general registration every ten 
years.—Section 23-67, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 23-67. The registration of persons not previously reg- 
istered and entitled to registration who shall apply therefor shall be 
made annually by the boards of registration until the year 1958, when 
the registration of all electors entitled to registration who shall apply 
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therefor shall be made, and thereafter there shall be a like annual 
registration of electors and a like general registration of electors every 
tenth year. Registration that is good and valid in the year 1957 
shall be good and valid until May 1, 1958, and thereafter registra- 
tion that is good and valid in the year immediately preceding any 
year of general registration shall continue to be good and valid only 
during the first four months of the year of general registration, The

An Act To Provide For The Method Of Collecting Fees, Com- 
missions, Court Costs And Other Costs In Chester County; To 
Direct All Fees Collected Be Turned Over To The County Treas- 
urer And That Salaries Appropriated In The Annual Supply 
Act Are In Lieu Of Fees Collected; And To Provide For Penal- 
ties For Violating The Provisions Of This Act. 


° 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chester County officials not to receive fees—dis- 
position of fees.—Salaries for all county officers and offices, including 
the Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Treasurer, Judge of Probate, Tax Col- 
lector, Magistrates and all other county employees, officers and 
offices, appropriated annually in the Chester County Supply Act, 
shall be in lieu of all fees now or heretofore provided by law and shall 
be paid in lieu of such fees. All fees, mileages, licenses, costs, com- 
missions and other compensations, including fees for searches and 
certificates, shall be paid into the general fund of the county by each 
of the respective officers. 


SECTION 2. Payment of court costs.—A litigant in the courts of 
common pleas or general sessions of the county shall not be required 
to pay in advance any fee for the filing of the necessary papers in the 
office of the clerk of court, and the payment of all costs may await the 
final outcome of the action and shall be taxed against the losing party 
or as ordered by the Court. Upon such taxation all costs properly 
taxable shall be taxed in accordance with law; provided, however, 
that : 

(1) No judgment shall be entered by the clerk of court for the 
county until the costs then accrued have been paid; 

(2) When a complaint has been filed, a certificate of the clerk of 
court that the costs have been paid shall be necessary before any 
settlement of the case shall be valid; and 

(3) All costs and fees in actions of foreclosure of mortgages of 
real estate or other liens on real or personal property and in actions 
for partition of real estate through a sale thereof may be taxed 
and paid out of the proceeds of sale of the property by the officer 
making the sale. 


SECTION 3. Certain endorsements to be made on documents.— 
Before any paper or document is recorded, photostated, certified or 
served such paper or document shall have stamped or endorsed on 
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it the filing date, the fees paid and the receipt number for the fee 
paid. Provided, that the photostat machine located in the office of 
the Clerk of Court and operated by his office shall be available to 
all county offices.” ; 


SECTION 4. Governmental agencies to be given credit regard- 
ing fees and commissions.—Reasonable credit may be extended by 
the Sheriff or the clerk of the court to the governments of the United 
States and the State of South Carolina and any department or sub- 
division thereof for fees, costs or commissions which might other- 
wise be payable in advance by them. 


SECTION 5. County officers to issue r2ceipts in triplicate — 
The county manager shall prepare and have printed receipt books 
in triplicate consecutively numbered which he shall deliver to the 
county treasurer who in turn shall charge the same out to the 
respective offices. The person collecting the fee shall fill out the 
receipt in triplicate, delivering the original to the party paying such 
fee and temporarily retain the other two copies. On the first of 
the month following the date the fee was collected, the officer shail 
deliver the duplicate copies to the county treasurer together with a 
sworn affidavit on forms prescribed by the County Manager showing 
the total amount of fees collected by that office for the previous month. 
The fees shall be delivered to the treasurer for deposit to the credit 
of the general fund of the county. The county treasurer shall retain 
the duplicate copy and the triplicate receipt shall be retained by the 
officer issuing same and shall by him be filed as a permanent record 
of that office for audit and inspection by the public. 


SECTION 6. Treasurer to certify act complied with before of- 
ficer is paid.—Upon the filing of the duplicate receipts, as required 
' by Section’5 of this act, by any such officer, it appearing correct in 
form to the treasurer and the payment of the sum due having been 
made, the treasurer shall then certify to the county manager that 
such officer has complied with the provisions of this act and until 
receipt of such certificate is had, the board shall not issue any warrant 
to any such county officer for his salary for the preceding month and 
such salary shall not be paid. 


SECTION 7. Personal liability of officers——Any of such officers 
who shall fail to collect such fees, mileages, costs or charges in ad- 
vance, except as otherwise herein permitted, shall be personally 
liable therefor and shall make payment thereof as if he had. collected 
the same. 
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SECTION 8. Grounds for removal of officers.—Any wilful or in- 
tentional violation of any of the provisions of this act by any of the 
county officers shall be a ground for removal from office by the 
Governor in the manner now provided by law for the removal of 
officers by the Governor. 


SECTION 9. Further—penalties.—Any official violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall be subject to the payment of a fine of 
not exceeding five hundred dollars or imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months and shall be subject to removal from office by 
the Governor. The official bond of such official shall be responsible 
for the collection of all of such fees, mileages, costs and commissions 
and for their full payment over to the county treasurer in the manner 
aforesaid.

An Act To Continue The State Port Planning Committee Cre- 
ated By A Joint Resolution Designated As No. 929, Acts Of 
1956, And To Enlarge And Extend Its Powers And Duties. 


Whereas, by a joint resolution designated as No. 929, Acts of 1956, 
there was created the State Port Planning Committee with certain 
duties and powers therein set forth; and 

Whereas, it is deemed advisable to continue the State Port Planning 
Committee and to enlarge and extend its powers and duties. Now, 
therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Terms and vacancies of members of the State Port 
Planning Committee—The members of the State Port Planning 
Committee shall hold office until their successors shall be appointed 
and shall qualify. Any member of the committee, as now or hereafter 
constituted, may be reappointed upon the expiration of his term of 
office for an additional term or terms of two years. In the event of 
a vacancy, however caused, a successor for the unexpired term shall 
be appointed in the manner of the original appointment. 


SECTION 2. Additional powers.—The committee, in addition to 
its present powers and authority, may act as an advisory group upon 
questions relating in general to planning, financing and executing 
programs recommended by it for the enlargement, development and 
improvement of port facilities in South Carolina, including, without 
limitation of its general powers, the following specific authority to 
act as an advisory group upon questions of: 

(a) The design and construction of buildings and facilities of all 
kinds, and the selection of engineers, 

(b) The awarding of contracts, 

(c) The issuance of bonds and raising of funds for capital ex- 
penditures. 


SECTION 3. Work with other agencies—The committee shall 
act as a liaison or coordinating agency between the South Carolina 
State Ports Authority and other State agencies and officials. 
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SECTION 4. 1956 resolution to continue in force.—The joint 
resolution designated as No. 929, Acts of 1956, shall continue in full 
force as amended hereby. 


SECTION 5. Repeal. All acts or pare af acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 6. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor. .

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. School for Deaf and Blind may convey property 
to Cedar Springs Baptist Church.—The Board of Commissioners of 
the South Carolina School for the Deaf and Blind is authorized to 
convey by fee simple deed to such officials of the Cedar .Springs 
Baptist Church as the church may designate the following described 
real property: : 
All those two tracts of land situate in the County of Stare 
burg, State of South Carolina, shown as Tracts B & C on plat 
made by Gooch & Taylor, Surveyors, for Cedar Springs Bap- 
tist Church on October 6, 1955, and containing a total of four 
and fifty-seven hundredths (4.57) acres, more or less, and is 
bounded as follows: on the North by property of the Cedar 
i Springs Baptist Church and by estate lands of A. B. Locklier, 
on the East by lands now or formerly owned by Spartanburg 
County Foundation, on the South by S. C. Highway No. 88, 
and on the West by other property of the South Carolina 
School for the Deaf and Blind. ; 
The property may be sold at such price and on such terms and con- 
ditions as may be agreed upon by-the Board of Commissioners of 
the South Carolina School for the Deaf and Blind and the officials 
of the Cedar Springs Baptist Church.

An Act To Authorize The State Forestry Commission To En- 
ter Into An Agreement With Springs Foundation, Inc., For The 
Construction Of A Swimming Pool At Myrtle Beach State Park. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Forestry Commission may make agreement with 
Springs Foundation for construction of a4 swimming pool._—The 
State Forestry Commission is hereby authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the Springs Foundation, Inc., whereby the Springs 
Foundation, Inc., will agree to construct a swimming pool at Myrtle 
Beach State Park, at a point to be agreed upon with the Springs 
Foundation, Inc., the entire cost of the project to be borne by the 
Springs Foundation, Inc. The Forestry Commission shall main- 
tain and operate the pool out of the revenue derived therefrom, 
and shall pay to the Springs Foundation, Inc., all revenue from 
the pool in excess of maintenance and operating cost, until the 
Springs Foundation, Inc., has been reimbursed the full cost of 
the pool, with an interest rate of two per cent. Thereafter, all 
revenue from the pool shall belong to the State of South Carolina 
for the operation and improvement of the pool. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Amendment to Article V, Section 20, State Consti- 
tution, proposed—magistrates—number—terms—constables—jur- 
isdiction—compensation.—There is proposed the following amend- 
ment to Section 20 of Article V of the Constitution of this State: 
strike out the entire section, and all amendments thereto, and insert 
in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 20. The number of magistrates authorized by law for 
each county shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor, 
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by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. They shall hold 
their offices for terms as may be fixed by the General Assembly and 
until their successors are appointed and qualify. The terms need not 
be uniform in the State or in any county. Any vacancy occurring in 
the office of any magistrate prior to the expiration of his term shall 
be filled in the manner provided by law for the original appointment 
for the unexpired term only. Each magistrate in the several counties 
shall have the power, when authorized under the laws governing 
his county, to appoint such constables as may be authorized, which 
constable shall execute writs and processes issued by him. The 
magistrates now in office shall serve until the expiration of their 
present terms. Their successors shall hold for terms now provided 
by law, unless changed by the General Assembly. Magistrates in 
the several counties shall have such jurisdiction in civil matters as 
may be fixed by the General Assembly. Each magistrate shall receive 
a salary, to be fixed by the General Assembly, in lieu of all fees in 
criminal cases.”

“The Trustees of the College of Charleston shall be empowered to 
receive endowments and other gifts in trust and to that end they 
shall be empowered to receive and retain moneys and investments

of the same and to reinvest the proceeds thereof in such securities 
and real estate as they shall approve, to include, without limiting the

An Act To Authorize The Wildlife Resources Department 
To Attempt To Reach Certain Reciprocal Agreements With The 
State Of Georgia Relating To Fishing Licenses And Bag Limits 
In Certain Waters Forming Boundaries Between The Two States, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Wildlife Resources Department to reach certain 
reciprocal agreements relating to fishing with Georgia.—The 
Wildlife Resources Department shall negotiate with the State of 
Georgia and if possible reach a reciprocal agreement whereby the 
owner of a fishing license of either state shall be entitled to fish in 
that portion of the Savannah and Tugaloo Rivers which borders 
on the State of Georgia and the counties of McCormick, Abbeville, 
Anderson and Oconee in South Carolina without being required to 
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purchase a license from the other state. The states shall also by 
agreement set a bag limit on game fish taken from such waters. If 
and when the proposed Hartwell Dam is built the provisions of this 
act shall apply to the back waters of such dam which form a boun- 
dary between the State of South Carolina and the State of Georgia. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Make Provision For The Enlargement And Im- 
provement Of The Stadia Of The University Of South Carolina 
And The Clemson Agricultural College Of South Carolina, To 
Make Provision For The Financing Of The Cost Thereof By The 
Issuance Of Notes Of The State Of South Carolina, To Prescribe 
The Terms And Conditions Under Which The Notes May Bo 
Issued And Their Proceeds Expended, And To Make Provision 
For The Payment Thereof, And To Provide That Act No. 605 
Of 1954 Shall Not Apply To The Provisions Of This Act. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Need for enlarged stadia at University of S. C. and 
Clemson established.—The General Assembly finds that the athletic 
stadium of the University of South Carolina and the athletic stadium 
of The Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina require en- 
largements and improvements, and has determined to make the sum 
of three hundred thousand dollars available to the respective boards 
of trustees of each institution for that purpose. 


SECTION 2. Construction authorized — University of 8S. C.— 
The General Assembly authorizes the construction of enlargements 
and improvements to the stadium of the University of South Caro- 
lina, at a cost of not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars. Such 
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enlargements and improvements shall be effected under the super- 
vision of th Board of Trustees of the University of South Carolina. 


SECTION 3. Further—Clemson.—The General Assembly author- 
izes the construction of enlargements and improvements to the stadium 
of The Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina, at a cost 
of not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars. Such enlargements 
ar.d improvements shall be effected under the suprvision of the Board 
of Trustees of The Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina. 


SECTION 4. State notes to be issue€c—maturity—redemption 
—interest.—In order to provide funds for the expenditures au- 
thorized by this act, and with the approval of the State Budget and 
Control Board having first been expressed by proper resolution, the 
Governor and the State Treasurer shall be empowered to issue notes 
of the State to the extent of not exceeding six hundred thousand 
dollars. They shall mature in fifteen successive annual instalments, 
each in the amount of forty thousand dollars, and each maturing on 
anniversaries of the date the notes bear. The notes may, at the dis- 
cretion of the State Budget and Control Board, be made subject to 
redemption prior to their stated maturities on such occasions and 
under such conditions as the State Budget and Control Board shall 
prescribe. The notes shall bear interest payable annually or semi- 
annually, at such rate or rates as the State Budget and Control Board 
may prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Form—exempt from taxes.—All notes issued under 
this act shall be signed by the Governor and the State Treasurer. 
The great Seal of the State shall be affixed to or reproduced upon 
each of them, and each shall be attested by the Secretary of State. 
The delivery of the notes so executed and authenticated shall be 
valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or seal occurring 
after such execution or authentication. The notes shall be in such 
form as the State Budget and Control Board shall prescribe. 

The principal and interest on the notes issued pursuant to this act 
shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730 of 1952; 
and it shall be lawful for State funds and pension funds to be invested 
in the notes. 


SECTION 6. Payment.—For the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the notes issued pursuant to this act there shall be pledged 
so much thereof as may be needed of the revenue derived from the tax 
imposed pursuant to Article 1, Chapter 11, Title 65, Code of Laws of 
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South Carolina, 1952, as amended, and the fee or charge prescribed by 
Section 7 of this act. Until payment of such principal and interest has 
been made or has been provided for, all sums received in each fiscal 
year from the tax referred to above shall be delivered to the State 
Treasurer and shall be applied by him to the payment of such prin- 
cipal and interest. Thereafter, further revenues from such tax for 
such fiscal year may be used for other purposes. The pledge of rev- 
enues derived from the tax above referred to shall not preclude the 
issuance by the State of further obligations secured, in. whole, or in 
part, by a pledge of such revenues on a parity with the pledge herein 
authorized, nor shall the pledge of revenue derived from such tax 
preclude the revision of such tax as to rate or.method, either or 
both, if the State Auditor shall certify that his estimate of the rev- 
enue to be derived annually from the tax as thus revised will not be 
less than one hundred and twenty-five per cent of that sum which 
is equal to the maximum annual principal and interest requirements 
on all notes issued pursuant to this act then outstanding. Such certi- 
ficate shall be appended to the enrolled act and be presented to the 
Joint Assembly on the occasion such act is presented for ratification. 


SECTION 7. Additional entrance fee.—Simultaneously with the 
delivery of the notes, whose issuance is authorized by this act, the 
State Treasurer shall compute the aggregate amount to be paid on the 
notes by way of principal and interest, and prior to making any por- 
tion of the principal proceeds of the notes available to the respective 
Boards of Trustees of the University of South Carolina and The Clem- 
son Agricultural College of South Carolina, the State Treasurer shall 
require, for the benefit of the purchaser of the notes and all subsequent 
holders thereof, from each board a formal undertaking (herewith au- 
thorized) obligating each respective board to impose an additional fee 
or charge of twenty-five cents upon each person admitted to the stadi- 
um of the institution, from whom an admission charge of fifty cents or 
more is required. The proceeds from such fees or charges shall be 
remitted to the State Treasurer on such occasions and under such 
conditions as he shall from time to time prescribe and shall be de- 
posited by him in a special fund. To the extent that moneys which 
shall be realized from the fees or charges herein required shall be 
available, they shall be used to discharge principal and interest due or 
falling due on the notes issued pursuant to this act. When the aggre- 
gate sums received from the fees or charges herein required shall, in 
the instance of either institution, equal one-half of the aggregate to 
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become due by way of principal and interest of all notes issued pur- 
suant to this act, then, on such occasion, but not sooner, the fees or 
charges herein required for such institution shall be discontinued; 
but the discontinuance of the fee or charge by one institution shall 
not relieve the other institution from the requirement to continue the 
fee or charge at such institution. The charge herein required shall be 
in addition to any other sum charged for admission and shall not be 
in lieu of any admission now or hereafter imposed pursuant to law. 


SECTION 8. Provisions of Act No. 605 of 1954 not to apply 
hereto.—The provisions of Section 1, Act No. 605, entitled “An Act 
to Require That The Contract For Any Public Building To Be 
Constructed Out of State Funds Costing In Excess of Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars be Let on Competitive Bids and To Provide For The 
Manner of Awarding Such Contracts” and appearing in Acts and 
Joint Resolutions of South Carolina, 1954, Vol. 48, page 1506, shall 
not apply to any construction herein authorized. 


SECTION 9. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 10. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Require The South Carolina Tax Commission To 
Compile And Publish A Real Property Appraisal Manual. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Tax Commission to publish real property appraisal 
manual—distribution—sale.—The South Carolina Tax Commission 
shall compile and publish a real property appraisal manual which 
may be used by the counties in assessing real property for purposes 
of taxation. The commission shall furnish without charge copies of 
the manual to each county and to any state official or department 
which has use for it and may sell copies of the manual to any person 
requesting them at such amount as may be determined by the com- 
mission. 
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SECTION 1A. Foreword.—The foreword of such manual shall as 
nearly as practicable contain the following statement: “This manual is 
prepared for the guidance of such political subdivisions of the State of 
South Carolina as may desire to use it and it is not intended that 
this manual be used as a basis for the statewide reassessment of prop- 
erty.” Provided, that prior to the publication of the tax manual, ap- 
proval of the Comptroller General of South Carolina and a committee 
of the Association of Auditors and Treasurers of the State, appointed 
by the president of the association, shall first be obtained. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or ee of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

A Joint Resolution To Establish A Committee To Study And 
Investigate The Curricula And Sufficiency Of The Public Schools 
Of South Carolina. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Public school curricula committee established—ap- 
pointment.—A committee of nine members to be known as The 
Public School Curricula Committee is hereby established. Three mem- 
bers shall be appointed by the Governor, three by the President of 
the Senate from the membership of the Senate, and three by the 
Speaker of the House from the membership of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, 


SECTION 2. Organization.—The first meeting of the Committee 
shall be called by the Governor before July 1, 1957. At the first 
meeting the Committee shall organize by selecting from its member- 
ship a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Secretary and such other officers 
as the Committee may determine. The Committee may select educa- 
tional and legal consultants if it so desires. 
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SECTION 3. Duties—report.—The Committee shall make a study 
of the standards and curricula of the public schools of this State. It 
shall study and evaluate the present effectiveness of public school ed- 
ucation in South Carolina and shall determine whether or not the 
twelfth grade is a necessary and indispensable part of the system. 
In addition the Committee shall study the feasibility of setting stand- 
ards and establishing an appropriate curricula for the public schools 
of the State to be applied uniformly where conditions warrant in the 
public schools of the State. The Committee shall report its findings 
and its recommendations to the General Assembly not later than the 
fifteenth day of January, 1958, together with appropriate bills to carry 
out the recommendations. 


SECTION 4. Educational departments to cooperate.—All educa- 
tional departments of the State Government shall cooperate fully with 
the Committee in the discharge of its duties‘and shall furinsh any 
information requested from them by the Committee. 


SECTION 5. Compensation.—The members of the Committee shall 
receive the usual per diem and expenses for attending all meetings. 


SECTION 6. Appropriation—The sum of fifteen thousand dol- 
lars is hereby appropriated from the General Fund for the purpose 
of paying all necessary expenses incurred by the Committee. 


SECTION 7. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Sum Of Ten Thousand Dollars 
To Be Appropriated By The General Assembly For Use In Con- 
ducting A Survey Of Needs And Potential Commercial Airline 
Services For All Communities In This State. 


Whereas, a nonprofit organization known as the South Carolina 
Aviation Council has been organized to foster and promote avia- 
tion in the State of South Carolina, particularly to obtain additional 
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and adequate airline service to and from the communities of the 
State; and 


Whereas, it has been recommended by the commercial airlines, 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, the South Carolina Aeronautics Com- 
mission and various representatives of interested communities that 
a firm or firms be employed to conduct a survey of traffic needs 
on Commercial airlines; and 


Whereas, an investigation has been undertaken by the South Caro- 
lina Aviation Council and it has been determined that a sum, not 
to exceed ten thousand dollars, is necessary to conduct this survey. 
Now, therefore, : 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Appropriation for airline service survey—A sum 
not to exceed ten thousand dollars is hereby appropriated to the State 
Development Board to be used by the board to engage a concern of 
their choice to conduct a survey to determine the needs and poten- 
tial for commercial aviation passenger service of the various com- 
munities throughout the State. 


SECTION 2. Repeal—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of Clemson Ag- 
ricultural College Of South Carolina To Acquire Additional Stu- 
dent And Faculty Housing Facilities, To Empower Said Board 
Of Trustees To Obtain Loans For Such Purposes Pursuant To 
The Authorizations Made By This Act, To Define The Procedure 
By Which Such Loans May Be Made And The Covenants And 
Undertakings To Secure The Same, And To Make Provision For 
The Payment Of Said Loans. 


Whereas, by Act No. 1059 of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of 
the General Assembly for 1950 (46th Statutes at Large, page 2665), 
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as implemented by Act No. 907 of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of 
the General Assembly for the year 1952 (47th Statutes at Large, page 
2228), the Board of Trustees of Clemson Agricultural College of 
South Carolina was empowered to borrow the sum of two million 
five hundred thousand dollars to obtain faculty housing facilities ; and 

Whereas, pursuant to said authorization the Board of Trustees of 
Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina did under date of 
September 1, 1950, issue two million five hundred thousand dollars 
in revenue bonds which were secured by the pledge of the revenucs 
from the faculty housing facilities constructed with the proceeds 
thereof and contingently secured by a pledge which could require the 
use of revenue from after-acquired student and faculty housing facili- 
ties; and 

Whereas, by Act No. 369 of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of the 
General Assembly for the year 1953 (48th Statutes at Large, page 
661), the Board of Trustees of Clemson Agricultural College of 
South Carolina was empowered to obtain further student housing 
facilities and to borrow in the manner specified by said act the sum 
of four million dollars; and 

Whereas, under Section 16, paragraph 6, of said Act No. 369, the 
Board of Trustees of Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina 
was empowered to reserve the right under such terms as it should 
prescribe to issue additional bonds on a parity with the bonds au- 
thorized by said act if at some later date said Board of Trustees 
should obtain legislative authorization for the issuance of such bonds ; 
and 

Whereas, in the Resolution authorizing the issuance of the bonds 
under said act, the Board of Trustees did not reserve the right to 
issue additional parity bonds, but said Board has obtained the con- 
sent of the holders of all outstanding bonds issued under said Reso- 
lution to the issuance of additional bonds on a parity therewith not 
to exceed two million five hundred thousand dollars if the necessary 
legislative authorization be obtained ; and 

Whereas, the General Assembly has now ascertained that Clem- 
son Agricultural College of South Carolina needs additional student 
and faculty housing facilities, the cost of which is estimated to be 
two million five hundred thousand dollars. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Clemson to borrow money.—The Board of Trustees 
of Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina shall be empow- 
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ered to acquire further student and faculty housing facilities to the 
extent permitted them by the authorizations granted by this act. 
To that end the said Board of Trustees, subject to the approval of 
the State Budget and Control Board, expressed by appropriate reso- 
lution, shall be empowered to borrow two million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars and to apply the proceeds of such loan to the construct- 
ing and equipping of buildings to be used for housing the members of 
the faculty and male and married students only of Clemson Agricul- 
tural College of South Carolina. 


SECTION 2. Bond issue.—To evidence the loan hereby authorized 
the Board of Trustees of Clemson Agricultural College of South Car- 
olina (hereinafter referred to as the “Board of Trustees”) shall be 
empowered to issue revenue bonds of Clemson Agricultural College 
of South Carolina (hereinafter referred to as the “College”) on a par- 
ity with the four million dollars in bonds issued under the authority 
of Act No. 369 of the 1953 Acts. Said bonds may be issued as a 
single issue or from time to time as several separate issues, but all 
bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be on a parity among them- 
selves. 


SECTION 3. Payment.—The bonds issued by Clemson Agricul- 
tural College of South Carolina shall be on a parity with the four 
million dollars in bonds issued under Act No. 369 of the 1953 Acts 
when the consent of the holders in writing shall be obtained and shall 
be payable from the revenues derived by the College from the opera- 
tion of all of the student housing facilities now existing or hereafter 
constructed and shall be further payable from such of the revenues 
derived from the College from the operation of all of the faculty hous- 
ing facilities now existing or hereafter constructed as are not needed 
to discharge all of the obligations of the College on the two million 
five hundred thousand dollars of revenue bonds issued September 
1, 1950. All revenues shall be pledged to the payment of the principal 
and interest of such bonds in the manner herein provided. 


SECTION 4. State not to be liable for payment—trustees not to 
be personally liable-—The faith and credit of the State of South Car- 
olina shall not be pledged for the payment of the principal and interest 
of such bonds and there shall be on the face of each bond a statement 
plainly worded to that effect. Neither the members of said Board 
of Trustees nor any person signing the bonds shall be personally 
liable therefor. 
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SECTION 5. Resolutions — maturity of bonds — interest — re- 
demption.—In order to avail itself of the authorization of this act 
the Board of Trustees shall adopt Resolutions providing for the issu- 
ance of the bonds of Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina 
within the limits herein mentioned, which Resolutions shall prescribe 
the tenor, terms and conditions of the bonds authorized thereby. Such 
bonds shall be issued as serial bonds, maturing in unequal or equal 
amounts, at such times and on such occasions as said Board of Trus- 
tees shall determine, provided always that the last maturing bonds 
shall become due not later than fifty years from their date, and the 
first maturing of any bonds issued pursuant to this act shall fall due 
within five years from the date bonds bear. They shall bear interest 
at a rate or rates not exceeding four per cent per annum, payable on 
such occasions as said Board of Trustees shall prescribe, shall be in 
such denominations, shall be payable in such medium of payment, and 
at such place or places as such Resolution may prescribe. All bonds 
maturing subsequent to fifteen years from their date shall be subject 
to redemption not later than fifteen years from their date, and on 
all subsequent interest payment dates prior to their respective ma- 
turities. All bonds may be issued with a provision permitting their 
redemption on any interest payment date prior to their respective 
maturities. Bonds made subject to redemption prior to their stated 
maturities may contain a provision requiring the institution to pay 
a premium for the privilege of exercising the right of redemption, in 
such amount as the Board of Trustees shall prescribe in the Resolu- 
tion authorizing their issuance. All bonds that are subject to re- 
demption shall contain a statement to that effect on the face of each 
bond. The Resolution authorizing their issuance shall contain pro- 
visions, specifying the manner of call and the notice of the same that 
must be given. 


SECTION 6. Form.—Such bonds may be in the form of negotiable 
coupon bonds payable to bearer, but with the privilege of registration 
as to principal only, or may be issued in registered form in multiples 
of one thousand dollars. If issued in coupon form such bonds shall 
have all the qualities of negotiable instruments under the law mer- 
chant and the negotiable instruments law. If issued in registered 
form, such bonds shall be transferable in such manner as prescribed 
in the Resolution authorizing their issuance, and if issued in regis- 
tered form, provision may be made for their conversion into coupon 
bonds of the tenor above provided for. 
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SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds authorized by this 
act and all interest to become due thereon shall have the tax exempt 
status prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of the General Assembly 
for the year 1952 (47 Statutes at Large, page 1878). 


SECTION 8. Certain persons may invest.—It shall be lawful for 
all executors, administrators, guardians and fiduciaries, and all pub- 
lic sinking fund commissions or trustees to invest any moneys in their 
hands in such bonds. 


SECTION 9. Execution.—Such bonds shall be executed in the 
name of the Clemson Agricultural College of South Carolina by such 
persons as the Board of Trustees shall from time to time determine, 
and the seal of the College shall be affixed to or impressed on each 
bond. If issued in coupon form the coupons attached to such bonds 
shall be authenticated by the facsimile signature of one or more of 
the persons signing the bonds. The delivery of the bonds so executed 
shall be valid notwithstanding changes in officers or seal occurring 
after such execution. 


SECTION 10. Sale.—Said bonds shall be dipsosed of in such man- 
ner as the Board of Trustees shall determine, except that no sale, pri- 
vately negotiated without public advertisements, shall be consummated 
without the approval of the State Budget and Control Board. If the 
Board of Trustees shall elect to sell its bonds at public sale, at least 
one (1) advertisement thereof shall appear in some newspaper of 
general circulation in South Carolina not less than ten days prior to 
the occasion fixed for the opening of bids. 


SECTION 11. Powers of the board of trustees.—To the end that 
the payment of the principal and interest of all such bonds shall be 
adequately secured, the Board of Trustees shall be empowered, in 
its discretion : 

1. To issue bonds in such amount, within the limitation herein 
provided for, as the Board of Trustees shall deem necessary, pro- 
vided that it shall be lawful for the Board of Trustees to use a por- 
tion of the principal proceeds derived from any sale of bonds to meet 
the payment of interest on such bonds for a period of two years; it 
being recognized by the General Assembly, that until the facilities, 
to be constructed with the proceeds of the loan, shall be completed, 
adequate revenues to defray interest charges might not otherwise 
exist during this period. 
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2. To pledge the entire revenue specified in Section 3, supra, for 
the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds as the 
same respectively mature. 

3. To covenant that no housing facilities owned by the institutions 
will be used free of charge, or to specify and limit the facilities which 
may be made use of free of charge. 


4. To covenant to establish and maintain such system of parietal 
rules as will insure the continuous use and occupancy of the facilities, 
whose revenues are pledged to secure any bonds. 

5. To covenant that an adequate schedule of charges will be estab- 
lished and maintained for all the facilities, whose revenues shall be 
pledged to secure any bonds, to the extent necessary to produce suf- 
ficient revenues to: 

(a) Pay the cost of operating and maintaining the facilities, 
whose revenues shall be pledged for the payment of said bonds, 
including the cost of fire, extended coverage and use and occu- 
pancy insurance; 

(b) Discharge its obligation to the holders of the Sunk: 
ing obligations referred to in the preambles of this act; 

(c) Pay the principal and interest of the bonds as the same 
Tespectively become due; 

(d) Create and at all times maintain an adequate Debt Serv- 
ice Reserve Fund to meet the payment of such principal and 
interest; and 

(e) Create and at all times maintain an adequate reserve for 
contingencies and for major repairs and replacements. 


6. To covenant against the mortgaging or disposing of the facili- 
ties whose revenues shall be pledged for the payment of such bonds, 
and against permitting or suffering any lien to be created thereon, 
equal or superior to the lien created for the benefit of such bonds; 
provided, always, that the Board of Trustees shall be empowered to 
reserve the right, under such terms as they shall prescribe, to issue 
additional bonds on a parity with the bonds authorized by this act, 
if at some later date it shall obtain legislative authorization for the 
issuance of such further bonds. 

7. To covenant as to the use of the proceeds derived from the sale 
of any bonds issued pursuant to this act. 

8. To provide for the terms, form, registration, exchange, execu- 
tion and authentication of bonds, and for the replacement of lost, de- 
stroyed or mutilated bonds. 
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9. To make covenants with respect to the use of the facilities, to 
be constructed with the proceeds of the bonds authorized hereby, and 
of the other facilities, whose revenues shall be pledged for the pay- 
ment of said bonds. 


10. To covenant that all revenues pledged for the payment of said 
bonds shall be duly segregated into special funds, and that such funds 
will be used solely for the purposes for which the same are intended 
and for no other purpose. 


11. To covenant for the mandatory redemption of bonds on such 
terms and conditions as the Resolution authorizing such bonds shall 
prescribe. 


12. To prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of the 
contract with the bondholders may be amended, the number of bonds 
whose holders must consent thereto, and the manner in which such 
consent shall be given. , 


13. To covenant as to the maintenance of the facilities, whose rev- 
enues shall be pledged for the payment of said bonds, the insurance to 
be carried thereon, and the use and disposition of proceeds from any 
insurance policy. 


14. To prescribe the events of default and the terms and condi- 
tions upon which all or any bonds shall become or may be declared 
due before maturity, and the terms and conditions upon which such 
declaration and its consequences may be waived. 


15. To impose a statutory lien upon the facilities, whose revenues 
shall be pledged to secure the bonds. Such lien shall extend to such 
facilities, to their appurtenances and extensions, to their additions, 
improvements and enlargements to the extent specified in the reso- 
lution and shall inure to the benefit of the holders of the bonds se- 
cured thereby. Such facilities shall remain subject to such statutory 
lien until the payment in full of the principal and interest of the 
bonds. Any holder of any of the bonds, or any of the coupons rep- 
resenting interest thereon, may, either at law or in equity, by suit, 
action, mandamus or other proceedings, protect and enforce said sta- 
tutory lien, and may, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceedings, 
enforce and compel performance of all duties of the Board of Trus- 
tees, including the fixing of sufficient rates, the proper segregation 
of the revenues, and the proper application thereof. Provided, how- 
ever, that said statutory lien shall not be construed to give any such 
bond or coupon holder authority to compel the sale of any of said 
facilities, or any part thereof. 
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16. To covenant that if there be any default in the payment of the 
principal of or interest upon any of said bonds, any court having 
jurisdiction in any proper action may appoint a receiver to administer 
_ and operate the facilities, whose revenues shall be pledged for the 
payment of such bonds, with power to fix rates and charges for the 
said facilities, sufficient to provide for the payment of the bonds and 
the interest thereon, and for the payment of the expenses of operat- 
ing and maintaining such facilities, and to apply the income and 
revenues of such facilities to the payment of such bonds, and the 
interest thereon. 

17. To enter into a loan agreement with the United States of 
America, the State of South Carolina, or any agency of either, con- 
taining such provisions, terms and conditions not inconsistent with 
this act, as the Board of Trustees may agree to, and to consent to 
any modification thereof. 


SECTION 12. Authorizations to remain in force until subse- 
quent enactment.—The authorizations granted by this act shall re- 
main of full force and effect until the same shall be rescinded by 
subsequent enactment. 


SECTION 13. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 14. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Make Provision For The Construction Of Public 
Armories In South Carolina; To Provide For The Repair And 
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Improvement To Existing Public Armories; To Make Provision 
For The Construction Of Other Public Buildings; To Provide For 
Permanent Improvements At Certain State Institutions; To Make 
Provision For The Financing Of The Cost Thereof By The Is- 
suance Of Notes Of The State Of South Carolina; To Prescribe 
The Terms And Conditions Under Which Said Notes May Be 
Issued And Their Proceeds Expended, And To Make Provision 
For The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Need for armories established—cost—The Gen- 
eral Assembly finds that further public armories are needed for 
use by the South Carolina Units of the National Guard and the 
State Guard, and that improvements and renovations are required 
to existing armories to the extent hereinafter set forth. It is esti- 
mated the cost of constructing ten additional armories, hereinafter 
authorized, to be $400,000.00, exclusive of Federal Aid, and has 
likewise estimated the cost of renovations and additions to existing 
armories to be $200,000.00, exclusive of Federal Aid. 

The General Assembly has likewise found that the construction of 
public buildings for the purposes enumerated in Section 4 hereof, 
and the improvements and extensions of facilities for the State insti- 
tutions, also enumerated in Section 4 hereof, are required. It is esti- 
mated that the total expenditure to be made for the items set forth 
in Section 4 will be $1,525,200.00. 


SECTION. 2. Construction of armories authorized—conditions. 
—The General Assembly authorizes the construction of ten ad- 
ditional armories under the supervision of the Adjutant General 
of South Carolina, and in accordance with regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the State Budget and Control Board. Such regulations 
shall be designed to insure suitability of location, adequacy of con- 
struction, and economy in the cost thereof. Such armories shall be 
constructed on sites which shall be acquired by the State of South 
Carolina without cost, as authorized by Section 44-101, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952. Prior to the construction of any armory 
authorized herein, its site shall be approved by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of South Carolina and the State Budget and Control Board. 
Prior to the institution of construction of any armory the site shall 
be deeded in fee simple to the State without reversionary provisions. 
Provided, however, that no armory shall be built in any county hav- 
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ing an armory until every county in South Carolina, which has a 
National Guard unit, has an armory. 


SECTION 3. Renovatons of existing armories authorized.— 
The General Assembly authorizes expenditures not to exceed two 
hundred thousand dollars for the purpose of effecting renovations 
and the constructing of additions to existing armories now owned 
by the State of South Carolina. All expenditures hereby author- 
ized shall be made under the supervision of the Adjutant General 
of the State of South Carolina and under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the State Budget and Control Board. Such regulations 
shall be designed to insure adequacy of construction and economy in 
cost. 


SECTION 4. Improvements for certain institutions authorized. 
—The General Assembly authorizes the following undertakings: 

(1) The construction of an Alcoholic Rehabilitation Center, at a 
cost of not exceeding seventy-five thousand dollars. Such Center 
shall be constructed on land owned by the State of South Carolina 
in fee simple, and shall be effected under the supervision of the State 
Budget and Control Board. In the event that a state agency or com- 
mission is legally established to operate the Alcoholic Rehabilitation 
Center, then, in such event, the construction of the same shall be 
effected under the supervision of such agency or commission, but 
under such regulations as shall be prescribed by the State Budget 
and Control Board. Such regulations shall be designed to insure 
suitability of location, adequacy of construction, and economy in cost. 

(2) Extensions, improvements and additions to the water system 
of the John de la Howe School, at a cost of not exceeding fifty thou- 
sand dollars. The project here authorized shall be undertaken under 
the supervision of the Board of Trustees of the John de la Howe 
School. 

(3) Additional dormitory facilities for the summer training camp 
located on the tract of land situate near East Cherry Grove Beach, 
in Horry County, which is operated under the supervision of the 
State Superintendent of education and the State Supervisor of Vo- 
cational Agriculture, not exceeding sixty-five thousand two hundred 
dollars. The training camp is known as the Future Farmers of 
America Camp. The facilities here authorized shall be constructed 
under the supervision of the State Superintendent of Education and 
the State Supervisor of Vocational Agriculture. 
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(4) The completion of a dormitory now under construction at 
the South Carolina School for the Deaf and the Blind, near Spartan- 
burg, not exceeding nineteen thousand dollars. The work here au- 
thorized shall be performed under the supervision of the board of 
commissioners of said institution. 


(5) The completion of the Intensive Treatment Building of the 
South Carolina State Hospital, located on the State Hospital grounds, 
not exceeding two hundred forty thousand dollars. The facilities here 
authorized shall be constructed under the supervision of the South 
Carolina Mental Health Commission. 


(6) The construction of five dormitories and ten housing units for 
the staff, at the South Carolina Industrial School at Florence, at an 
aggregate cost of not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars. The 
project here authorized shall be undertaken under the supervision 
of the Board of State Industrial Schools. 

(7) The construction of a laundry building at the John G. Rich- 
ards Industrial School, at a cost of not exceeding twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars. The project here authorized shall be constructed under 
the supervision of the Board of State Industrial Schools. 

(8) The construction of additional facilities at Whitten Village 
near Clinton, at a cost of not exceeding four hundred ninety-five 
thousand dollars. The facilities here authorized shall be constructed 
under the supervision of the governing board of the institution. 

(9) The construction of a dining hall at Camp Bob Cooper in 
Clarendon County, which is operated under the 4-H Program, at a 
cost of not exceeding fifty-five thousand dollars. The facilities here 
authorized shall be constructed under the supervision of the State 
Budget and Control Board. 

The undertakings authorized under paragraphs numbered (2) 
through (9), inclusive, shall be effected under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the State Budget and Control Board. Such regulations 
shall be designed to insure adequacy of construction and economy in 
cost, and, where appropriate, suitability of site or location. 


SECTION 5. Issue notes—maturity—interest.—In order to pro- 
vide funds for the expenditures authorized by this act, and with 
the approval of the State Budget and Control Board having first 
been expressed by proper resolution, the Governor and the State 
Treasurer shall be empowered to issue notes of the State to the 
_ extent of not exceeding two million one hundred twenty-five thou- 
sand, two hundred dollars. Such notes shall be sold in such se- 
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ries, at such times, and in such amounts (within the total author- 
ized herein), under such conditions, and on such terms as the 
State Budget and Control Board shall prescribe. They shall mature 
in such successive annual instalments, in such amounts, as the State 
Budget and Control Board shall determine, except that the last in- 
stalment shall fall due'on the tenth anniversary of the date the notes 
bear. The notes shall bear interest payable annually or semiannually, 
at such rate or rates as the State Budget and Control Board may 
prescribe. 


SECTION 6. Execution—form—exempt from taxes.—All notes 
issued under this act shall be signed by the Governor and the 
State Treasurer. The great seal of the State shall be affixed to or 
reproduced upon each of them, and each shall be attested by the 
Secretary of State. The delivery of the notes so executed and au- 
thenticated shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers 
or seal occurring after such execution or authentication. The notes 
shall be in such form as the State Budget and Control Board may 
prescribe. 

The principal and interest on the notes issued pursuant to this act 
shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730 of 1952; 
and it shall be lawful for State funds and pension funds to be in- 
vested in the notes. 


SECTION 7. Payment.—For the payment of the principal of and 
interest on all notes issued pursuant to this act there shall be pledged 
so much thereof as may be needed of the revenue derived from the tax 
imposed pursuant to Article I, Chapter II, Title 65, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended, but until payment of such prin- 
cipal and interest has been made or has been provided for, all sums 
received in each fiscal year from such tax shall be delivered to the 
State Treasurer and shall be applied by him to the payment of such 
principal and interest. Thereafter, further revenues from such tax 
for such fiscal year may be used for other purposes. 

The pledge of revenue derived from such tax shall not preclude the 
"revision of such tax as to rate or method, either or both, if the State 
Auditor shall certify that his estimate of the revenue to be derived 
annually from the tax as thus revised will not be less than one hun- 
dred and twenty-five per cent of that sum which is equal to the 
maximum annual principal and interest requirements on all notes 
issued pursuant to this act then outstanding. Such certificate shall be _ 
appended to the enrolled act and be presented to the Joint Assembly 
on thé occasion such act is presented for ratification. _ 
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SECTION 8. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

SECTION 2. The county commissioners shall have equal authority 
in county matters with the supervisors; provided, that the statement 
of affairs of the county shall be posted on the bulletin board in front 
of the courthouse and published in the newspapers as now provided 
by law; that unless the supervisor publishes the statement it shall be 
unlawful for the county treasurer to pay the salary of the supervisor ; 
provided, that the county treasurer shall pay all county officers 
monthly instead of quarterly. Provided, further, that in the mainte- 
nance of county roads the supervisor is hereby authorized to expend 
not more than one-fourth of the appropriation during each quarter 
during the calendar year. 


SECTION 3. The Board of Trustees of School District No. 60 
of Abbeville County shall prepare a budget for cost of operation of 
the schools, maintenance of buildings and equipment within the dis- 
trict, and determine the number of mills required to be levied to 
finance same. They shall then certify at an appropriate date the

budget and the millage required for the year to the county board 
of education. The county board of education shall review the budget 
and recommend millage so submitted, making such changes as the 
board of education may deem necessary, then, with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Delegation, the county board of education 
shall certify the millage required to the auditor of Abbeville County, 
whereupon the county auditor shall levy the required tax upon all 
the taxable property within the district, and the treasurer of Abbe- 
ville County shail collect the same in like manner as all taxes are 
collected, and place the same in said district school account, to be 
disbursed for the declared purposes in the manner fixed by law. 


SECTION 4, The Administrative Superintendent of the School 
System of Abbeville County on the fifteenth day of each month shall 
file with School District No. 60 of the county a statement showing 
the amount of monies on hand to the credit of the school district, 
and the county treasurer shall file with the supervisor, on the 
fifteenth day of each month a statement showing the amount on 
hand to the credit of the county. 


SECTION 5. The money appropriated above as a contingent fund 
is to be used and paid out at the direction of the county delegation. 


SECTION 6. The various items herein appropriated for the pur- 
poses herein specified shall be used exclusively as provided for in 
this act, and any transfer of funds from one item to another is hereby 
specifically prohibited, and any officer who violates this provision 
shall be deemed and considered guilty of malfeasance in office. Pro- 
vided, that the transfer of any of the said items may be made by 
the written consent of the Abbeville County Delegation, and upon 
such transfers being made, said sum shall be expended only for the 
purposes designated by such transfers. 


SECTION 7. If, owing to the nonpayment of taxes caused by the 
extension of time for payment of taxes, or otherwise, there shall 
not be sufficient funds available for the full payment of the notes 
executed by the county board to secure the loans for the fiscal year 
1956-57 ending June 30, 1957, then in that case the county board 
is authorized to renew such note or notes for any balance or balances 
which may be due and unpaid for such time as funds may become 
available for the payment of same. 


SECTION 8. Any unexpended balance in any department, at the 
end of the fiscal year 1956-1957 with all delinquent taxes, other than 
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school taxes, which shall be collected in the fiscal year 1957-1958, 
shall be placed in the contingent fund. The Legislative Delegation 
shall direct that this fund be used for county purposes and if it is 
found that the tax levy can be reduced, the delegation shall instruct 
the auditor to reduce the same. Provided, however, that any un- 
expended balance in the budget for the County Health Department at 
the end of the fiscal year 1956-1957 shall be retained by the depart- 
ment and added to appropriation made herein for the 1957-1958 fiscal 
year for use by the County Health Department in carrying on 
proper health program to be agreed upon by the County Legislative 
Delegation and the State Board of Health. 


SECTION 9. The Abbeville County Delegation may, at any time, 
order the discontinuance and storage of any motor car or other 
equipment owned or hereafter to be owned by Abbeville County. 


SECTION 10. The county delegation is hereby authorized and 
empowered to secure the services of a certified public accountant 
to make an audit of the county books for the fiscal year 1957-1958 
beginning July 1, 1957. 


SECTION 11. The supervisor and county board of commission- 
ers are to employ a county physician. — 


SECTION 12. The supervisor and the county board of commis- 
sioners are to employ a county attorney. 


SECTION 13. The salaries fixed herein for the clerk of court of 
common pleas and general sessions and register of mesne conveyance, 
sheriff, county treasurer, judge of probate and county auditor shall 
be in full compensation and all fees to be collected by law for items 
placed in their hands, on and after July 1, 1957, shall be turned 
over to the county treasurer as provided by Act No. 7 of the Acts 
of 1935 and Act No. 655 of the Acts of 1936. 


SECTION 14. The Abbeville County Delegation may add new 
items to Item K, Miscellaneous, and transfer from the Contingent 
Fund 1957 for the payment thereof. 


SECTION 15. The supervisor and the county board of commis- 
sioners are hereby prohibited from entering into a contract for the 
county whereby additional legal counsel is employed to prosecute 
or defend any suit in the State, county, or any official thereof, or 
agree to pay any legal feés to counsel other than the duly authorized 
salary of the county attorney whether authorized by the courts, or

not, without having first obtained the written consent of the Abbeville

SECTION 16. The Abbeville County Delegation is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to pay to the members of the Forestry Com- 
mittee or any other members of a committee authorized by legisla- 
tion, meeting during the fiscal year 1957-1958, ending June 30, 1958, 
the sum of five dollars per day from the Contingent Fund under Item 
E; provided, however, none of the committee shall be paid for 
more than twelve meetings during the fiscal year 1957-1958.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Board Of Trustees 
Of The School District Of Abbeville County To Issue Not Ex- 
ceeding Three Hundred Thousand Dollars Of General Obliga- 
tion Bonds Of The Schoo! District, To Prescribe The Conditions 
Under Which The Bonds May Be Issued And The Purposes For 
Which Their Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Pro- 
vision For The Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. School District of Abbeville County—issue bonds. 
—The General Assembly finds that the School District of Abbe- 
ville County (sometimes known as Abbeville County School Dis- 
trict No. 60) has a need for further school facilities in order to 
accommodate pupils attending the public school system in the school 
district. It has therefore determined to authorize the board of trus- 
tees of the school district to effect the acquisition of further school 
facilities through the constructing and equipping of buildings and the 
renovation and improvement of existing buildings to the extent of 
three hundred thousand dollars or such lesser sum as may, upon the 
occasion of issuance of bonds, be determined to be within the con- 
_Stitutional limitation applicable to the school district. 


SECTION 2. Use of proceeds.—The Board of Trustees of the 
School District of Abbeville County are empowered to acquire 
such further school facilities as may be procured through the is- 
suance and sale of the bonds authorized hereby and through such 
other funds made available to the board of trustees, and to that 
end, shall be empowered to construct and equip new school build- 
ings, to improve, enlarge and re-equip existing school buildings, and 
to acquire such land as may be needed therefor. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue—disposition of proceeds.—In order to 
obtain funds for the purposes above set forth, the board of trus- 
tees is hereby authorized and empowered to issue not exceeding 
three hundred thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of the 
School District of Abbeville County, or such lesser amount as on 
the occasion of the issuance of such bonds is found to be within 
the constitutional limitation applicable to the school district. The 
proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds shall be disposed of 
as follows: 
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(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first instalment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
instalment of principal of such bonds. 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the bonds authorized hereby, and to acquire further school 
facilities as provided herein. 

(d) If any balance remain, the same shall be held by the Treasurer 
of Abbeville County in a special fund and used to effect the retire- 
ment of bonds authorized hereby. 


SECTION 4. Form — maturity — redemption — interest.—The 
bonds shall be issued as a single issue, or from time to time as 
several separate issues in the discretion of the Board of trustees 
of the school district, provided, that no bonds shall be issued later 
than three years after the effective date of this act. All bonds 
shall mature serially in successive annual instalments of such 
amounts as may be determined by the board of trustees, except that 
the maturity date of the last instalment of any bonds issued here- 
under shall fall due not later than twenty-five years from the date 
such bonds bear, and the first maturity date may be postponed not 
more than two years from the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued 
pursuant to this act may, at the discretion of the board of trustees, 
contain a provision permitting its redemption prior to its stated 
maturity at such redemption premiums as the board of trustees shall 
prescribe. The bonds shall be of such denomination, shall bear such 
rate or rates of interest as the board of trustees may determine, pay- 
able on such occasions as the board shall determine, but the average 
rate of interest for any issue of bonds sold pursuant to the authori- 
zations of this act shall not exceed four per cent. The bonds may be 
issued with the privilege to the holder of having them registered as 
to principal on the books of the Treasurer of Abbeville County, and 
the principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the 
last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such con- 
ditions as the board of trustees may prescribe. They shall bear such 
date or dates and be payable at such places as the board of trustees 
may likewise prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution—The bonds and the interest coupons 
thereto attached shall be executed in such manner as the board of 
trustees shall prescribe. ;

SECTION 6. Sale——The bonds shall be sold by the board of 
trustees at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their 
respective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to 
any sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the 
sale of any bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds and all interest 
to become due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed 
by Act No. 730, Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 8. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of the School District 
of Abbeville County shall be irrevocably pledged, and there shall be 
levied annually by the Auditor of Abbeville County, and collected by 
the Treasurer of Abbeville County, in the same manner as county 
taxes are levied and collected, a tax without limit, on all taxable 
property in the school district, sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of such bonds as they respectively mature and to create such 
sinking fund as may be necessary therefor; provided, that, until 
changed by subsequent enactment, the ad valorem tax levy shall be 
reduced to the extent that there is on deposit with the County Treas- 
urer of Abbeville County, on the occasion in each year when the ad 
valorem tax levy is to be made, moneys derived from contributions 
or grants from the State of South Carolina to the School District 
of Abbeville County for capital improvements for school facilities 
which can be used for the payment of such principal and interest, 
and in all instances where an annual tax levy is so reduced, the 
moneys derived from such contributions and grants shall be applied 
to the payment of such principal and interest and to no other purpose. 


SECTION 9. Actions by trustees.—Any action required of the 
board of trustees may be taken at any meeting of the board of trus- 
tees, regular or special, and at such meeting a majority of the 
members of the board of trustees shall constitute a quorum.for the 
purpose of adopting a resolution making provision for the issuance 
of bonds pursuant to this act, awarding the sale of such bonds, or 
taking any other action permitted or required of the board of trus- 
tees by the provisions of this act.

An Act To Create The Upper Savannah River Valley Natural 
Gas Authority; To Define Its Service Area; To Prescribe Its 
Functions And Powers; To Authorize The Authority To Bor- 
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row Money; To Confer Upon It All Powers Contained In Sec- 
tions 59-361 Through 59-415 And 59-651 Through 59-682, Code 
‘Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, As Now Or Hereafter 
Amended; To Make Provision For The Disposition Of The Rev- 
enues And Earnings Of Such Authority; To Make It Unlawful 
To Hurt Or Damage The System Or Property Of The Authority 
Or To Obtain Gas Therefrom Except In Accordance With The 
Regulations Of The Authority; And To Prescribe Penalties For 
Violations Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Upper Savannah River Valley Natural Gas Au- 
thority created—purpose—‘“System” defined.—There is hereby 
created a body corporate and politic of perpetual succession to 
be known as the Upper Savannah River Valley Natural Gas Au- 
thority, hereinafter referred to as the Authority. It shall be the 
function of the Authority to cause the construction of natural gas 
transmission lines and distribution systems, which will serve per- 
sons resident in the service area of the Authority as hereinafter 
designated. Such transmission lines, distribution systems, their 
component parts, all apparatus, equipment and property incident 
thereto or used or useful in the operation thereof, and all additions, 
improvements, extensions and enlargements to any of the same, shall 
henceforth be referred to collectively in this act as the System. The 
Authority shall have the further functions and duties prescribed by 
this act, and shall have all of the powers herein granted. 


SECTION 2. To serve Abbeville County—not to compete with 
certain bodies.—The Authority shall be empowered to furnish natural 
gas service throughout the County of Abbeville, so long as this Au- 
thority does not compete with any now existing or later to be created 
public authorities or bodies who are first operating in Abbeville 
County and no public authority or body shall operate a competing 
system within Abbeville County, excepting incorporated municipalities 
of Abbeville County and those public authorities or bodies now 
operating within an area or municipality of Abbeville County; pro- 
vided, that this provision shall not be construed to deny others the 
right to construct transmission lines through the service area of this 
Authority. 


SECTION 3. Members of Authority—appointment—terms—va- 
cancies — compensation — records — organization—The Au- 
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thority shall consist of a board of five members, the first three 
to be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of 
the town council of Calhoun Falls, South Carolina, the mem- 
bers to have terms of one, two and three years, as designated 
by the town council of Calhoun Falls, South Carolina. Within 
one year from the date of appointment the Governor, upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the aforementioned three members, shall 
appoint two additional members who shall have terms of four and 
five years to be determined by lots. The initial terms of office shall 
begin as of the effective date of this act, notwithstanding that this 
may effect a lessening of the duration of the term of office of the 
initial members of the Authority. All subsequent terms shall be 
for a period of five years. Upon the termination of office of any 
member of the board, whether an initial or subsequent appointee, 
or upon a vacancy in membership from any other cause, such vacancy 
shall be filled, either for a full term or for the remainder of any 
unexpired term as appropriate through appointment by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the board. In all cases 
those persons holding office shall continue to hold office until their 
“successors have been appointed and qualify, notwithstanding that 
their term of office may have expired. The members of the Authority 
shall serve without salary, and shall be compensated only for the 
actual expenses incurred on official business of the Authority, and a 
full record of all expenses that may be incurred by the members of 
the Authority shall be kept and shall at all reasonable times be open 
to public inspection. As soon as convenient, the members of the 
Authority shall convene and shall elect one of their number as chair- 
man and another as secretary, each of whom shall hold office for 
terms to be fixed by the Authority. The secretary of the Authority 
shall, from time to time, file in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Abbeville County appropriate certificates showing the personnel of 
the Authority and the duration of the terms of the respective mem- 
bers. 


SECTION 4. Powers.—In order that the Authority shall be fully 
empowered to construct the system, to operate it, and to enlarge 
and extend the same within the limits of its service area, it shall 
be empowered : 

a. To sue and be sued. 

b. To adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 

c. To make bylaws for the management and regulation of its affairs 
and to define a quorum for its meetings. 
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d. To build, construct, maintain and operate transmission lines 
and distribution systems within its service area, and from time to 
time enlarge and extend the same. 

e. To acquire, purchase, hold, use, lease, mortgage, sell, transfer, 
and dispose of any property, real, personal or mixed, or any interest 
therein. 

f. To purchase, manufacture, produce and transport, or in any 
other manner secure supplies of natural or manufactured gas, or 
both, and to enter into contracts for the acquisition of such gas, of 
such duration as the Authority shall approve; and to transport within 
the service area of this Authority for any other natural gas authority, 
whose service area shall be adjacent to the service area of this Au- 
thority or for any municipality located in’ any county adjacent to 
the service area of this Authority, any natural gas which such 
adjacent authority or such municipality shall have procured from any 
supplier of natural gas on such terms as shall be mutually agreed 
upon. 

g. To enter into contracts of long duration for the sale of inter- 
ruptible gas only, but all such contracts shall contain a provision 
permitting the Authority to increase the price charged its customers 
for gas if the Authority, in turn, shall be required to pay more for 
its gas than it did on the occasion that such contract was entered 
into, and no contract of any sort shall be entered into which shall 
not in all respects be subordinate to any covenant or undertaking 
which the Authority may make in the proceedings taken in con- 
nection with the issuance of any bond or other obligation of the 
Authority. And no contract of any sort shall be made respecting 
the sale of firm gas, which shall be sold in accordance with such 
schedule of rates as shall from time to time be in effect. 

h. To transport gas and to sell gas on such terms and rates as it 
shall approve. To that end, the Authority shall be fully empowered to 
place into effect and to revise whenever it wishes or may be so re- 
quired, a schedule of rates and charges for all gas and all services 
furnished by the System, which shall be fixed for the area being 
served on a basis reasonably commensurate with the cost of pro- 
viding service to the area. 

i. To make use of county and state highway rights of way, in 
which to lay pipes and lines, in such manner and under such con- 
ditions as the appropriate officials in charge of such rights of way 
shall approve. 
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j. Subject always to the limitations of Section 4, Article VIII of 
the Constitution of this State, to make use of the streets and public 
ways of any incorporated municipality for the purpose of laying 
” pipes and lines. 

k. To exercise the power of eminent domain for any corporate 
function, including the right to acquire, through the exercise of 
eminent domain, any existing gas distribution system, anywhere with- 
in its service area. The power of eminent domain may be exercised 
through any procedure prescribed by Sections 25-101 through 25- 
140 and 33-121 through 33-148, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, as now or hereafter constituted, it being the intent of this 
provision that further amendments and modifications of these code 
provisions shall be deemed to amend and revise correspondingly the 
powers granted by this paragraph. 

1. To appoint officers, agents, employees and servants, prescribe 
the duties of such, fix their compensation, and determine if and to 
what extent they shall be bonded for the faithful performance of 
their duties. 

m. In its discretion, to employ any person or corporation to op- 
erate its system for any fixed period of time, upon such terms and 
conditions as the Authority may deem proper. 

n. To make contracts for construction, engineering and other serv- 
ices, with or without competitive bidding. 

o. To borrow money and to make and issue negotiable bonds, notes 
and other evidences of indebtedness, payable from all or any part 
of the revenues derived from the operation of its System. The sums 
borrowed may be those needed to pay all costs incident to the con- 
struction and establishment of the System, and any extension, addi- 
tion and improvement thereto, including engineering costs, construc- 
tion costs, the sum needed to pay interest during the period prior to 
which the System, or any extension, addition or improvement there- 
to, shall be fully in operation, such sum as is needed to supply 
working capital to place the System in operation, and all other ex- 
penses of any sort that the Authority may incur in establishing, ex- 
tending and enlarging the System. Neither the faith and credit of 
the State of South Carolina nor of the municipalities nor of the 
county of its area, shall be pledged for the payment of the principal 
and interest of the obligations, and there shall be on the face of each 
obligation a statement, plainly worded to that effect. Neither the 
members of the Authority nor any person signing the obligations, 
shall be personally liable thereon. To the end that a convenient pro- 
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cedure for borrowing money may be prescribed the Authority shall 
be fully empowered to avail itself of all powers granted by Sections 
59-361 through 59-415 and 59-651 through 59-682, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, as now or hereafter constituted, it being 
the intent of this provision that further amendments and modifications 
of these code provisions shall be deemed to amend and revise cor- 
respondingly the powers granted by this paragraph. In exercising 
the powers conferred upon the Authority by such code provisions, 
the Authority may make all pledges and covenants authorized by 
any provision thereof, and may confer upon the holders of its securities 
all rights and liens authorized by such code provisions. Specifically, 
and notwithstanding contrary provisions in any of such code pro- 
visions, if contrary provisions there be, the Authority may: 

(1) Provide that such bonds, notes or other evidences of indebted- 
ness be payable, both as to principal and interest, from the net rev- 
enues derived from the operation of its System, as such net revenues 
derived may be defined by the Authority. 

(2) Covenant and agree that upon it being adjudged in default 
as to the payment of any installment of principal or interest upon 
any obligation issued by it, or in default as to the performance of 
any covenant or undertaking made by it, that in such event the 
principal of all obligations of such issue may be declared forthwith 
due and payable, notwithstanding that any of them may not have 
then matured. 

(3) Confer upon a corporate trustee the power to make disposition 
of the proceeds from all borrowings, and of all revenues derived 
from the operation of the System, in accordance with the resolutions 
adopted by the Authority as an incident to the issuance of any notes, 
bonds or other types of securities. 

(4) Dispose of all obligations at public or private sale, and upon 
such items and conditions as it shall approve. 

(5) Make such provision for the redemption of any obligations 
issued by it prior to their stated maturity, with or without premium, 
and on such terms and conditions as the Authority shall approve. 

(6) Covenant and agree that any cushion fund established to 
further secure the payment of the principal and interest of any ob- 
ligations shall be in a fixed amount. 


(7) Covenant and agree that no free service will be furnished to 


any person, firm, corporation, municipal corporation, or any sub- 
division or division of the State. 
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(8) Prescribe the procedure, if any, by which terms of the con- 
tract with the holders of its obligations may be amended, the number 
of obligations whose holders must consent thereto, and the manner 
in which such consent shall be given. 

(9) Prescribe the events of default and the terms and conditions 
upon which all or any obligations shall become or may be declared 
due before maturity and the terms and conditions upon which such 
declaration and its consequences may be waived. 

p. To do all other acts and things necessary or convenient to carry 
out any function or power committed or granted to the Authority. 


SECTION 5. Disposition of revenues.—All net revenues derived 
from the System, whose disposition the Authority shall not have 
covenanted or contracted to otherwise dispose of, shall be paid over 
to the county and municipalities which may from time to time be 
served by it including the municipalities and others that may later 
be served by the System of the Authority, the county shall receive 
a share thereof in the proportion that the per annum consumption 
of gas outside of the corporate areas therein bears, and each mu- 
nicipality receiving a share thereof in the proportion that the per 
annum consumption of gas therein bears to the aggregate per annum 
consumption of gas by the entire Service Area of the Authority. 


SECTION 6. Rates.—The rates charged for services furnished by 
the System, as constructed, improved, enlarged and extended shall not 
be subject to supervision or regulation by any state bureau, board, 
commission or other like instrumentality or agency thereof. 


SECTION 7. Exemption from taxation.—All property of and in- 
come of the Authority shall be exempt from all taxes levied by the 
State, county or any municipality, division, subdivision or agency 
thereof, direct or indirect. 


SECTION 8. Provisions hereof to be part of contract between 
Authority and holders of notes or obligations.—So long as the 
Authority shall be indebted to any person, firm or corporation on 
any bonds, notes or other obligations issued pursuant to the au- 
thority of this act, the provisions of this act and the powers granted 
to the Authority shall not be in any way diminished, restricted or 
changed and this provision of this act shall be deemed a part of 
the contract between the Authority and the holders of such ob- 
ligations. 
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SECTION 9. Penalties.—It shall be unlawful for any person to 
wilfully injure or destroy, or in any manner hurt, damage, tamper 
with, or impair the System of the Authority, or any part of the same, 
or any apparatus, property or equipment incident thereto or used or 
useful in the operation of such System, or to obtain gas therefrom 
except in accordance with the regulations promulgated by the Au- 
thority. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
not Jess than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or be 
imprisoned for not more than thirty days at the discretion of the 
court, and shall be further liable to pay all damages suffered by the 
Authority. 


SECTION 10. Saving clause.—If any part of this act shall be held 
unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect the remainder 
of this act. : , 


SECTION 11. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 12. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Provided, that services of all equipment opera- 
tors, when such machinery is under repairs, 
shall be used in other work at the direction of 
the commissioners and supervisor.

The employment of all guards of pris- 
oners shall be with the approval of the county 
supervisor, and such guard shall be subject to 
his authority and control while on duty at the 
county centralized convict camp. The Supervisor 
shall inspect all roads and make the same re- 
ports required of the commissioners and coope- 
rate with the commissioners in maintaining the 
roads, so as to keep the same in good condition 
for public use. All monies received from rents 
and sale of commodities shall be turned over to 
the treasurer of the county monthly.

Permanent Provisions

SECTION 2. Payment.—For the payment of the note the annual 
grant from the State Educational Finance Commission is hereby 
pledged for the repayment of the note and the interest thereon.

SECTION 3. The amount of commutation tax which shall hereafter 
be levied in Allendale County shall be the sum of two dollars per 
person subject to such tax. Persons actually in the armed service 
of the country shall, during such service, be exempt from payment 
of such road tax.

Whenever it shall be necessary to meet the expenses 
of foreclosing any real estate mortgage owned by or pledged with 
the county, or to buy in such property on behalf of the county, the 
payment of such expense shall be made from the contingent fund, or 
other available funds, and the rents received from such property 
shall be’ carried to the general county fund, or restored to the 
contingent fund in the discretion of the legislative delegation. Such 
property may be sold by the county board on the written approval 
of the legislative delegation, the proceeds of sale to be applied to 
such account or placed in such fund as the legislative delegation may 
direct, or as provided in Section 4 of this act. 


SECTION 9. The legislative delegation is hereby granted full 
power and authority to direct and provide for the expenditure of 
such sums as in its discretion may be deemed necessary for any 
purpose not herein provided.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Jail Building Com- 
mission Of Anderson County To Issue Not Exceeding Five Hun- 
dred Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds 
Of Anderson County, To Prescribe The Conditions Under Which 
They May Be Issued, To Prescribe The Purposes To Which The 
Proceeds Shall Be Applied, To Make Provision For The Payment 
Of The Bonds And To Validate The Organization Of The Jail 
Building Commission. 

Whereas, heretofore, during the tenure of the offices of the mem- 
bers of the Anderson County Legislative Delegation elected to serve 
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during the legislative years 1955 and 1956, said members saw fit 
to create the Jail Building Commission of Anderson County and did, 
through provisions of Act No. 384 of the Acts of 1955, as amended 
by Acts Nos. 940 and 941 of the Acts of 1956, create said Jail Build- 
ing Commission of Anderson County and empower it to build, con- 
struct and furnish a jail for Anderson County; and 

Whereas, said commission was organized and, in furtherance of 
the powers granted to it, has undertaken the construction of a jail 
for Anderson County, which has been partially financed by notes of 
Anderson County as authorized by Section 13 of Act No. 384 of 
1955; and 

Whereas, the members of the 1955-1956 Anderson County Legis- 
lative Delegation heretofore authorized and approved a general ob- 
ligation bond issue in a sum not to exceed three hundred seventy-five 
thousand dollars and since said action and before the present Ander- 
son County Legislative members entered upon the duties of their 
office, it was ascertained that the cost of construction and furnishing 
of said jail will exceed the amount originally estimated and au- 
thorized and that a maximum expenditure of five hundred twenty-five 
thousand dollars will be necessary for that purpose; and 

Whereas, said jail is now nearing completion and the members of 
the present Anderson County Legislative Delegation recognize the 
fact that said project must be paid for in full, that they are con- 
fronted with a debt or obligation on the part of Anderson County 
which must be paid to protect the full faith and credit of Anderson 
County and realize that the only manner in which this can be ac- 
complished is to provide that the original authorization to issue bonds 
be enlarged to five hundred twenty-five thousand dollars; and 

Whereas, the members of the present Anderson County Legislative 
Delegation are appreciative and grateful for the effort and time ex- 
pended by the members of the Jail Commission ; and 

Whereas, the General Assembly proposes to effect the financing 
of the cost of the jail through the means of this act. Now, therefore, 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly has duly investigated and finds the facts set forth in the pre- 
amble of this act to be true and correct. 


SECTION 2. Actions of Jail Building Commission ratified — 
All steps taken by those appointed to the Jail Building Commission 
of Anderson County, in effecting the organization of the commis- 
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sion, are ratified and confirmed, and the commission is declared to 
have de jure status and to be lawfully organized. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue authorized—purpose.—In order to ef- 
fect the payment of all outstanding indebtedness incurred pursuant 
to the authorizations of Act No. 384 of 1955, as amended, and 
in order to defray the remaining costs of constructing and equip- 
ping the jail for Anderson County, including costs that may be 
incurred in the issuance of the bonds authorized by this act, the 
Jail Building Commission of Anderson County, as constituted 
by Act No. 384 of 1955, as amended, shall be empowered to issue 
and sell general obligation bonds of Anderson County in the prin- 
cipal amount of not exceeding five hundred twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 


SECTION 4. Dates — redemption — maturity — interest.—The 
bonds shall be issued either as a single issue or from time to time 
in several separate issues. Each issue of bonds shall mature se- 
rially in successive annual installments of such amounts as may 
be determined by the commission. The maturity date of the first 
installment of any series shall be not later than two years from 
date, and the maturity date of the last installment of such series shall 
be not later than fifteen years from date. The bonds may contain a 
provision permitting their redemption prior to their stated maturity 
at premium figures. They shall bear such rates of interest as the 
commission may determine, payable semiannually, but the interest 
cost of any issue shall not exceed four per cent per annum. They 
shall bear such dates and be payable at such places as the commis- 
sion may determine. The bonds may be issued with the privilege to 
the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books of 
the county treasurer, and the principal thus made payable to the 
registered holder, unless the last registered transfer shall have been 
to bearer, upon such conditions as the commission may prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the name 
of Anderson County by the chairman of the Jail Building Commission 
and shall be attested by the Treasurer of Anderson County, under 
such seal as the commission shall designate. The coupons appertaining 
to such bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by the fac- 
simile signatures of the chairman of the commission and the treasurer 
of the county lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 6. Sale.—The bonds shall be sold by the commission 
at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of delivery at 
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public sale. The form, manner and occasion of the advertisement 
shall be determined by the commission. 


SECTION 7. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Anderson County in 
a special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and shall be 
expended upon the order or warrant of the Jail Building Commission 
of Anderson County for the following purposes and for no other: 

(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the first 
installment of interest to become due on the bonds. 

(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the payment 
- of the first installment of principal to become due. 

(3) The principal proceeds shall be applied to: 

(a) the cost of issuing the bonds; 

(b) effecting payment, as soon as possible following the delivery 
of the bonds, of all notes and other indebtedness incurred by the Jail 
Building Commission of Anderson County which shall be outstanding 
on the respective occasions of the delivery of the bonds; and 

(c) effecting the payment of the remaining costs of constructing, . 
equipping and furnishing the jail for Anderson County. If any 
moneys shall remain after making the foregoing applications, it shall 
be applied to the retirement of bonds issued pursuant to this act. No 
purchaser or subsequent holder of any of the bonds shall be respon- 
sible for the proper application of the proceeds to the purposes for 
which the bonds are issued. 


SECTION 8. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Anderson County shall be pledged for the payment of the bonds 
and interest, and the auditor and treasurer, respectively, shall levy 
and collect annually a tax upon all taxable property in the county, 
sufficient to pay such principal and interest as they respectively 
mature. 


SECTION 9. Exempt from taxes.—Both the principal of and all 
interest to be paid on the bonds shall be exempt from all state, county, 
municipal, school district and other taxes or assessments of the State 
of South Carolina, direct or indirect, general or: special, whether im- 
posed for the purpose of general revenue or otherwise. 


SECTION 10. Act 384 of 1955, terminated.—In view of the au- 
thorizations to issue bonds set forth in this act, the authorizations to 
issue bonds and borrow money as set forth in Act No. 384 of 1955, 
as amended, shall forthwith terminate.

SECTION 1. Highway Department to construct road in Ander- 
son County.—The State Highway Department is hereby authorized 
to survey, construct and maintain the following section of road in 
Anderson County : 

Street at the City of Belton extending from Carroll Lane southerly 
along the common boundary of W. C. Brown and Harris property, 
also through property of the City of Belton and Belton Hosiery Mills 
across Hencoop Creek, including an extension around the common 
boundary of said mill property and of W. C. Brown, a distance of 
approximately 1.0 mile.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of School Dis- 
trict No. 3:Of Anderson County To Borrow Not In Excess. Of 
Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars If The Election Required 
By This Act Shall Result Favorably; To Prescribe The Condi- 
tions Under Which The Bonds May Be Issued And The Pur- 
poses For Which Such Funds May Be Expended And To Make 
Provision For Their Repayment. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Referendum on borrowing of money by Anderson 
County School District 3.—To determine the wishes of the electors of 
School District No. 3 of Anderson County, the Board of Trustees of 
School District No. 3 is hereby authorized to hold an election at any 
time the board may deem it necessary to determine whether or not the 
electors desire the board to borrow not exceeding two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars, to be used for school building construction in the 
district. When it is determined by the board that an election should 
be held, it shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of 
the South Carolina Election Law and any amendatory acts thereto; 
and all persons residing in the school district and qualified to vote 
under the Constitution and laws of the State shall be permitted to 
vote. 


SECTION 2. Question.—The question to be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors in the election shall be substantially in the following 
form: “Shall the Board of Trustees of School District No. 3 of An- 
derson County be empowered to borrow not exceeding two hundred 
fifty thousand dollars tq be used for school building construction in 
the district and to issue notes or bonds for its repayment?’ The 
question shall be followed by the words “Yes” and “No” and with 
suitable instructions to those voting indicating that those who favor 
the issuance of notes or bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word 
“No” stricken through, while those who oppose the issuance of 
notes or bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word “Yes” stricken’ 
through. 


SECTION 3. Conduct of election.—Polling places for voting in the 
election shall be located in each voting precinct lying in whole or in 
part in the school district. Notice of the holding of such election shall 
be given by the Commissioners uf Election of Anderson County by 
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publication thereof in a newspaper having general circulation in the 
county. The first advertisement shall appear not less than fifteen days 
prior to the date of the election and the second advertisement shall 
appear not more than ten days prior to the date of the election. Such 
notice shall state: (1) the date on which the election is to be held; 
(2) the location of the several polling places; (3) the qualifications 
that are applicable to voting; (4) the amount of money to be bor- 
rowed; and (5) the purpose for which the sum borrowed is to be 
expended. 


SECTION 4. Results.—As soon as convenient following the elec- 
tion, the Commissioners of Election of Anderson County shall render 
a return of the results of the election to the board and the board 
shall, by resolution, declare such results. The board may provide for 
filing a certified copy of such resolution in the office of the Clerk of 
Court of Anderson County. In such event, neither the result of the 
election as declared by the resolution nor the manner of holding the 
election shall be open to question except by a suit or proceeding in- 
stituted within thirty days from the date of the filing of the reso- 
lution in the clerk’s office.

SECTION 3. The county health officer is hereby authorized and 
directed to treat persons in Anderson County, regardless of whether 
they live in rural communities or in municipalities, who desire treat- 
ment for syphilis and gonorrhea and to charge for such treatment the 
sum of two and one-half dollars, and any funds accruing from such 
treatment shall be used only for the purchase of supplies and drugs 
for this treatment; provided, however, that in the event the county 
health officer finds that such afflicted person is financially unable to 
pay the above charge, then the official may give such treatment with- 
out costs; provided, further, that in carrying out the treatment here- 
in provided, the county health officer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected, if he deems it necessary, to call upon the county physician as 
provided in Item I-9 hereof from time to time to assist in such treat- 
ment and it is hereby made the duty of the county physician to ren- 
der such assistance; provided, further, that the county health officer 
is hereby authorized and directed to administer drugs and biologicals 
to residents of municipalities in Anderson County to the same extent 
and under the same circumstances as now administered by him to 
residents of Anderson County living outside of municipalities and, 
in doing this, he is hereby given the right to require the services of 
the county physician. 


SECTION 4. For the services as jurors in coroner’s inquests each 
person so drawn and who serves shall receive compensation in the 
sum of two dollars for each inquest, to be paid out of the amount 
appropriated under Item N. 


SECTION 5. The county supervisor is hereby directed to pay the 
members of the Township Boards of Assessors immediately upon 
completion of their work being certified to by the county auditor, and 
funds for this payment are provided under Item F of this act. 
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SECTION 6. The county board of commissioners is further au- 
thorized to pay to the supervisor from the amount appropriated for 
road maintenance in Item A-1 of Section 2 of this act, the estimated 
actual expenses of the supervisor’s travel in the performance of his 
necessary duties in the supervision of roads and convicts, not to ex- 
ceed nine hundred dollars. 


SECTION 7. An additional tax of one and one-half mills on the 
taxable property of Anderson County, except old District No. 23 
Piedmont, is hereby levied for public school purposes. Of this amount, 
an amount not greater than the revenue realized from the levy of one- 
half mill shall be used to pay the cost of free readers as now provided 
by law; provided, that all funds raised by the one and one-half mill 
levy above referred to, not above allocated or the expenditure thereof 
hereafter provided, shall be used in the payment of such public school 
costs in Andrson County as the county board of education may deem 
necessary; provided, that the amount of eight thousand dollars be 
allocated to the five districts on a per pupil basis for free lunches to 
children certified by their teachers as being unable to pay for them; 
provided, further, that from the amount received by the county board 
of education from the collection of the one and one-half mill tax not 
above allocated and from the collection of delinquent taxes and the 
sale of marriage licenses, the county board of education is hereby 
authorized and directed to pay the salary of the assistant superin- 
tendent of education in an amount within the discretion of the board; 
the salary of the members of the county board of education shall be 
‘paid at the rate of ten dollars per meeting for each meeting attended ; 
the trustees of all districts in Anderson County shall receive ten 
dollars for travel and expenses for each monthly meeting attended 
and the estimated actual expense travel within the county by the 
superintendent of education not to exceed six hundred dollars per 
annum; provided, further, the county board of education is author- 
ized to employ a supervisor of school bus transportation, whose duties 
shall be under the direction of the county board of education and the 
county superintendent of education; but all bus routes or any changes 
of the bus routes shall be with the consent and approval of the board 
of trustees of the district in which the routes are located. The local 
trustees, with the bus supervisor, may make any arrangements needed 
to serve all the children of each district. The supervisor of school bus 
transportation shall be paid a salary in an amount within the discre- 
tion of the county board and the supervisor of school bus transporta- 
tion shall be paid actual necessary travel in an amount not to exceed 
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seventy-five dollars per month. He shall also be paid additional nec- 
essary travel in securing new bus equipment from the State; and 
amount not to exceed twenty-five hundred dollars for furnishing free 
text books to the poor pupils of the public schools of Anderson County 
and an amount not to exceed two thousand five hundred dollars to 
purchase books for the circulating library, and the remainder re- 
ceived by the county board of education from the delinquent taxes 
shall be used for general school purposes; provided, further, that out 
of the money raised by the one and one-half mill levy provided here- 
in, the county board of education is authorized to use a sum not to 
exceed nine thousand dollars for public school music in the schools of 
Anderson County under such a program as the county board of 
education, including the county superintendent of education, may 
deem proper and may employ the personnel to carry out such pro- 
gram within the sum allocated for this purpose; provided, further, 
that the county board of education is hereby authorized to pay two 
employees of the circulating library, one a monthly salary of two hun- 
dred dollars and one a monthly salary of one hundred ninety-one 
dollars and fifty cents; provided, further, that no funds coming into 
the hands of the county board of education, from any source, shall 
be used by the superintendent of education and/or the county board 
of education to be distributed among the various districts of Ander- 
son County as building aid; provided, further, the county board of 
education is authorized and empowered to expend a sum not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars for adult education, the same to be paid out 
of general school funds; provided, further, the county board of edu- 
cation is empowered to expend such amount as is necessary for the 
operation and upkeep of the county circulating library truck, the 
same to be paid out of general funds. Provided, further, that the sec- 
retary to Lunch Supervisor and Visiting Teacher shall receive two 
thousand four hundred and thirty dollars yearly. Provided, further, 
that the secretary to County Superintendent of Education shall re- 
ceive two thousand five hundred forty-one dollars yearly. The county 
board of education is authorized to employ one additional visiting 
teacher to assist in attendance problems at a salary of two hundred 
sixty dollars per month with necessary travel not to exceed forty 
dollars per month. 

The appropriations made in this section are made for the benefit 
of the public schools in Anderson County and are made in lieu of 
any and all funds accruing to schools from the fines collected from 
the violation of any criminal laws of this State. The acceptance by 
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the county board of education of any portion of the funds appropri- 
ated in this section shall be construed as a relinquishment of any 
right of the board and any of the schools in the county to receive 
any portion of any fines imposed for violation of any of the criminal 
laws; provided, further, that all materials and supplies used by the 
county board of education and in the office of the county superin- 
tendent of education in Anderson County shall be bought and paid 
for through the office of the county supervisor and board of county 
commissioners, as materials and supplies for other county offices are 
bought and paid for, as set forth in Item A. ; 
It is hereby made a part of the duties of the Superintendent of 
Education of Anderson County to prepare and submit to the board 
of trustees of each school district in Anderson County a detailed 
statement at the end of the fiscal year, showing all claims approved 
for the preceding year made from funds of the respective school dis- 
tricts and to whom paid and for what purpose, along with a list of 
all revenues and from what source derived that have been credited 
to the respective districts. The report shall also set forth the amounts 
of any funds left on hand by each of the districts, together with any 
outstanding indebtedness and the status of same. 


SECTION 8. The supervisor or other proper county officer is here- 
by authorized to pay the premium on the official bonds required of the 
ten deputy sheriffs of Anderson County, and of the three deputies 
to serve magistrates in the City of Anderson, the jailor, and the clerks 
in the office of the county treasurer and tax collector. The supervisor 
or other proper county officer is also authorized to pay the premiums 
on burglary or theft insurance upon funds in the custody of the 
Treasurer of Anderson County. 


SECTION 9. All salaries as set out in this act are intended as the 
annual salary of the person designated and are to be paid upon a 
bi-monthly basis of twenty-four installments to be paid on the fif- 
teenth and thirtieth of each month, for such time as: such person 
shall be in actual service in their respective positions. All other items 
herein are to be expended upon approximately a monthly basis unless 
such expenditure is inconsistent with the purpose of the appropria- 
tion, but in no event shall a deficit be allowed in any appropriation 
made herein. 


SECTION 10. Out of the appropriation under Item J-2, Section 2, 
one thousand five hundred dollars shall be held subject to the order 
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of the Anderson County Federation of Women’s Clubs, to pay the 
expenses of patients cared for by the Maternity Fund of the organi- 
zation. The Anderson County Federation of Women’s Clubs shall 
work in conjunction with the Anderson County Hospital Certifica- 
tion Officer to determine and approve all charity cases hereunder. 


SECTION 11. Out of the amount appropriated herein under Item 
N, the supervisor and board of county commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to pay the costs of post mortems and lunacy 
examinations at the rate of pay prescribed by law. Payment herein 
provided for shall be made upon certification by the coroner as to 
post mortems and by the probate judge as to lunacy examinations. 


SECTION 12. The Coroner of Anderson County is hereby author- 
ized to employ the stenographer serving the Special Magistrate in 
Anderson County, or any other suitable person, to take testimony at 
coroner’s inquests in Anderson County and pay for such service not 
more than five dollars per inquest. Said payment shall be made by 
the Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners of Anderson 
County out of the funds herein appropriated as Court Expenses, and 
the payments shall be made upon vouchers approved by the Cor- 
oner of Anderson County. 


SECTION 13. The supervisor and board of county commissioners 
are hereby directed to pay the sum of three hundred dollars to the 
Solicitor of the Tenth Judicial Circuit for his expenses and for his 
services in attending Special Magistrate’s Court, and to pay the sum 
of two hundred two dollars and fifty cents per month for a secretary 
to the Solicitor. This sum shall be paid in bimonthly installments out 
of the amount appropriated herein as Court Expenses, Item D-1. 


SECTION 14. Upon the estreating of any bond and upon the 
amount adjudged against the bondmen being paid to the Clerk of 
Anderson County before judgment is entered upon in judgment roll, 
then in such event, the clerk is authorized to enter collection of the 
amount in his fine book and it shall not be necessary for the clerk to 
enter up judgment in customary judgment roll. He, however, shall 
file the papers connected with the estreating of the bond along with 
the warrant, etc., in the case in which such bond was given. 


SECTION 15. Out of the fines collected by the Clerk of Court of 
General Sessions and paid over to the county treasurer, the county 
treasurer is hereby authorized to remit to the South Carolina Police 
Insurance and Annuity Fund such sums as may be due the fund 
under the South Carolina law. 
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SECTION 16. The county board of commissioners is further au- 
thorized to pay out of the amount appropriated under Item A-1 of 
Section 2 of this act, a sum not exceeding three thousand seven hun- 
dred and twenty dollars for a county engineer. 


SECTION 17. The supervisor and county board of commissioners 
are hereby authorized and directed to equitably distribute road and 
highway improvements throughout Anderson County, including the 
incorporated municipalities therein, so that every section of the 
county shall receive work and improvement on roads, highway and/or 
streets in the different localities of the entire county. Provided, that 
if it will be to the interest of the traveling public the surface treating 
of a road in the program may be extended to a distance not exceed- 
ing one-half mile. 


SECTION 18. Any funds now in the hands of the Treasurer of 
Anderson County, not heretofore or hereby designated to be used for 
some specified purpose, shall be held by the Treasurer of Anderson 
County in a fund to be known as the Anderson County Surplus 
Fund. Also, any funds coming into the hands of the county treas- 
urer from any source provided by this act, not herein appropriated 
for some particular purpose, shall, at the close of the fiscal year cov- 
ered by this act, be added to the Anderson County Surplus Fund as 
provided for in this section. The Anderson County Surplus Fund 
shall not be used for any purpose except upon the written author 
ization and direction of the County Treasurer of Anderson County 
by the Senator of Anderson County and at least one-half of the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives of Anderson County. 


SECTION 19. The supervisor and board of county commissioners 
are hereby authorized to pay the Anderson County Deputy Sheriffs 
located in the industrial communities, the sum of seventy dollars per 
month. The same number of deputy sheriffs shall serve the respective 
industrial communities of Anderson County as are now employed, 
irrespective of the number allowed by permanent law. 


SECTION 20. It is hereby provided that no new highway or road 
or street shall be opened in Anderson County at the county’s expense 
unless the opening of such highway, road or street is approved in 
writing by a majority of the county board of commissioners, includ- 
ing the supervisor, and they are hereby prohibited from opening any 
new street for private development. 
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SECTION 21. All monies appropriated and designated in the fore- 
going sections shall be for the purposes designated and any transfer 
of funds shall be approved by the Anderson County Delegation. 


SECTION 22. Any unused funds in the 1956-1957 budget for the 
county health department shall be retained by the department and 
added to the budget made herein for the 1957-1958 fiscal year to be 
used by the Anderson County Health Officer and County Board of 
Health as they may see fit. 


SECTION 23. The treasurer is hereby directed to pay over to the 
County Public Welfare Department the sum of one‘thousand four 
hundred dollars, provided for under Item J-1 for emergency relief. 
At the end of each quarter the Department of Public Welfare shall 
file a statement of the expenditures of this fund with the county — 
supervisor. 


SECTION 24. All purchases by any county department shall have 
a purchase order signed by the department head. 


SECTION 25. If any word, clause, sentence or section of this act 
be declared unconstitutional, such shall not affect any other word, 
clause, sentence or section hereof. 


SECTION 26. Ali acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 27. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Provide For Presenting The Question In Anderson 
County At The Next Regular Democratic Primary Of 1958 To 
Determine If Anderson County Shall Issue Two Million Dollars 
Of General Obligation Bonds For Hospital Facilities, To Pro- 
vide For The Issuance And Payment Of Such Bonds If Such 
Election Results Favorably, To Prescribe The Hospital Facili- 
ties To Be Acquired With The Proceeds Of Such Bonds, To 
Empower The County Board Of Commissioners Of Anderson 
County To Make Such Hospital Facilities Available For Use By 
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The Anderson County Hospital Association, And To Provide For 
The Appointment Of Trustees. 

Whereas, providing hospital facilities to serve the needs of the 
sick and suffering for surgical and medical treatment has long been 
recognized by the General Assembly and the courts as a legitimate 
function of government and as subserving a public use within the 
meaning of the governmental power to tax for a public purpose; and 

Whereas, Anderson County Hospital Association is an eleemosy- 

‘nary corporation with a membership composed of thousands of 
Anderson County citizens who have contributed amounts to its 
funds, and which has in past years erected and now operates a hospital 
plant in Anderson with a capacity of approximately two hundred 
, forty beds together with operating rooms and facilities, kitchen and 
dining facilities, and laundry and heating equipment capable of supply- 
ing the needs of patients of more beds than the hospital now has 
available, and has provided a home and school for student nurses, 
and over many years has furnished hospital treatment for a large 
number of charity cases, a part of the cost of which has been paid 
by Anderson County and the remainder by the hospital itself, with - 
the aid of some support by the Duke Endowment; and 


Whereas, this hospital, which is the principal reliance of the 
people of Anderson County for hospital service, has become so 
overcrowded that it cannot now supply the demands for hospital 
attention on the part of the many citizens of the county who apply 
for and need treatment therein, so that additional facilities are now 
necessary to provide for the hospitalization of the sick of the county, 
both charity and paying patients ; and 

Whereas, it is neither economical nor desirable for the county 
to build and operate another and a separate hospital which would 
be adequate for the demands upon it, and the requirement to supply 
the additional hospital needs can be best met by providing additional 
hospital beds and other facilities to complement and supplement the 
existing facilities of the Association; and 

Whereas, this can be done by the county erecting and equipping 
a separate building or buildings owned by the county located on 
* land owned by it, and designed to complement and supplement the 
existing plant and facilities of the Association under agreement here- 
inafter authorized, or, if it should become necessary, used inde- 
pendently of the existing facilities as a completely owned and operated 
county hospital. Now, therefore, 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Preamble found to be factual—The General As- 
sembly finds the recitals of the foregoing preamble to be facts. 


SECTION 2. Referendum on issuance of bonds of Anderson 
County for hospital facilities—question.—At the next regular Dem- 
ocratic Primary of 1958 in Anderson County, there shall be presented 
to the qualified electors of the county the following question: “Shall 
there be issued two million dollars of general obligation bonds of An- 
derson County, whose proceeds shall be used to provide hospital fa- 
cilities for the residents of Anderson County under such conditions as 
the County Board of Commissioners of Anderson County shall deter- 
mine?” The question thus submitted shall appear on the ballot to be 
used in such election, and shall be followed by the words “Yes” and 
“No” and appropriate instructions shall likewise appear on the ballot 
advising those who favor the issuance of bonds to strike through the 
word “No”, and those who oppose the issuance of bonds to strike 
through the word “Yes”. 


SECTION 3. Notice of election —The Board of County Commis- 
sioners shall give notice in a daily newspaper, published in Anderson 
County, at least once a week during the three weeks preceding the 
Democratic Primary of 1958, of the fact that such question, as pro- 
vided for in Section 2 of this act, shall be presented to the qualified 
electors at the primary. 


SECTION 4. Results of election—Upon receipt of the returns of 
the election as pertaining to the bond issue, the County Board of Com- 
missioners shall by resolution declare the results thereof and may 
provide for the filing of a certified copy of such resolution declaring 
the results of the election in the office of the Clerk of Court for An- 
derson County. In such event, the results of the election, as declared 
by resolution of the County Board, so certified and filed, shall not be 
open to question except by a suit or proceeding instituted within 
thirty days from the date of the filing thereof. 


SECTION 5. Provisions for building and equipping hospital fa- 
cilities if election favorable—trustees—terms—appointments.— 
If the election shall result favorably, the County Board shall se- 
lect an appropriate site for a building or buildings, to complement 
and supplement the hospital facilities now furnished by the Asso- 
ciation. Such building or buildings shall be constructed so that 
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it or they may be converted into a separate unit for independent 
use if this shall afterwards prove necessary, but they may be attached 
to and connected with the present buildings of the Association and 
other buildings which it purposes to erect from other funds to become 
available therefor. The County Board shall be empowered to accept, 
as an appropriate site for such building or buildings, a lot of land 
in the City of Anderson, adjoining the present plant of the Associa- 
tion, provided that the deed thereto is in fee simple, and does not 
require the payment of monetary consideration by the County Board. 

The building and equipment herein provided for may be planned 
and erected in conjunction with other additions to the Hospital 
which the Association may procure under grants in aid allotted by the 
State Board of Health, acting for the Federal government under the 
provisions of the Act.of Congress popularly known as the Hill Burton 
Act, as amended, and the County Board shall approve such architects 
and adopt such plans and specifications for construction as shall be 
approved by the State Board of Health. 

The County Board shall likewise enter into negotiations with the 
Association, for leasing to the Association the hospital facilities to 
be made available through this act, upon conditions, terms and 
regulations, which will make those facilities and the existing facilities 
of the Association available for the benefit of the public of Anderson 
County. Such conditions and regulations shall provide for the greatest 
amount of free service, practicable within the resources of the As-: 
sociation, to the sick who are unable to pay for same. The Association 
may be required to pay ‘only a nominal rental for the use of the 
hospital facilities made available by this act, the General Assembly 
having found that the use of such facilities by the Association, under 

“the conditions prescribed by this act, discharges public functions 
corporate in nature to Anderson County. 

If the election shall result favorably, there shall be appointed six 
trustees for the operation of the hospital, and such trustees shall be 
appointed by the Governor for terms of four years, beginning January 
1, 1959, upon the recommendation of a majority of the legislative 
delegation from the county, including the Senator. The qualifications 
of the members of the Board of Trustees shall be such as to insure 
the legislative delegation of their ability to supervise the construction 
work of the hospital and its operation. 


SECTION 6. Resolutions of the county board—issue bonds.— 
When the County Board shall be assured that a proper site is avail- 
able, and is likewise satisfied that the conditions and regulations 
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agreed to by it and the Association meet the requirements of this 
act, it shall so declare by resolution, and the adoption of such reso- 
lution shall be conclusive upon all persons. Upon the adoption of 
such resolution, it shall thereupon be empowered to make provi- 
sion for the issuance of two million dollars of General Obligation 
Hospital Bonds of Anderson County. 


SECTION 7. Maturity of bonds.—Such bonds shall mature in such 
annual series or instalments as the County Board shall provide, ex- 
cept that: (1) the first maturing bonds shall mature within three 
years from the date as of which they may be issued; (2) not less 
than three per cent of the aggregate of the issue shall mature in any 
year; and (3) no bond shall mature later than twenty-five years 
from the date as of which it may be issued. The provisions of this 
section shall not prevent the County Board from issuing the aggre- 
gate of the bonds authorized by the election on one or more oc- 
casions, as two or more issues.’ 


SECTION 8. Redemption.—Any bonds issued pursuant to this act 
may be issued with a provision providing for their redemption prior 
to their stated maturity at par and accrued interest, plus such re- 
demption premium as may be prescribed by the County Board, but 
no bond shall be redeemable before maturity unless it contains a 
statement to that effect. In the proceedings authorizing the issuance 
of such bonds, provisions shall be made -specifying the manner of 
call and the notice thereof that must be given. 


SECTION 9. Form—to be negotiable if not registered by 
holder.—Such bonds shall be in the form of negotiable coupon 
bonds, payable to bearer, with the privilege to the holder of having 
them registered as to principal on the books of the Treasurer of 
Anderson County and the principal thus made payable to the reg- 
istered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall have been 
to bearer) upon such conditions as the County Board may prescribe. 
Unless registered, such bonds shall have all the qualities of negotiable 
instruments under the law merchant and the negotiable instruments 
law. 


SECTION 10. Place of payment.—Any bonds issued pursuant 
to this act shall be payable at such places, within or without the 
State as the County Board shall provide. 

SECTION 11. Interest.—Any bonds issued pursuant to this act 
shall bear interest at rate or rates to be named by the County Board. 
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SECTION 12. Execution—Any bonds issued pursuant to this act 
shall be executed in the name of Anderson County by the County 
Supervisor or by such other person as shall be designated by the 
County Board and by the Treasurer of Anderson County, under such 
seal as the County Board shall adopt, it being hereby expressly em- 
powered to adopt a seal. The coupons attached to such bonds shall be 
authenticated by the facsimile signature of the Treasurer of Ander- 
son County, who is in office on the date of such bonds. The delivery 
of any bonds so executed and authenticated shall be valid notwith- 
standing any changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution 
or authentication. 


SECTION 13. Sale.—Any bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold by the County Board at not less than par and accrued interest to 
the date of their respective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten 
days prior to any sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids 
for the sale of any bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a 
daily newspaper of general circulation in the State of South Carolina. 
In offering the bonds for sale, the right shall be reserved to reject 
any and all bids, and if all bids are rejected, it shall be lawful to 
dispose of the bonds at private sale. 


SECTION 14. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of the bonds issued pursuant to this act, as they respectively ma- 
ture, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Anderson County 
are irrevocably pledged and there shall be levied annually by the coun- 
ty auditor and collected by the county treasurer, in the same manner 
as other county taxes are levied and collected, a tax, without limit, 
on all taxable property in Anderson County sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest of such bonds as they respectively mature and 
to create such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor. 


SECTION 15. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds issued pursuant to 
this act and all interest to become due thereon shall have the tax ex- 
empt status prescribed by Act 730 of the Acts of 1952 (47 Statutes 
at Large, page 1878). 


SECTION 16. Proceeds.—The proceeds of all bonds issued by the 
County Board shall be disposed of as follows: Any accrued interest 
shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Anderson County and by him 
applied to the first instalment of interest becoming due on the bonds. 
Any premium received shall be deposited with the Treasurer of 
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Anderson County and by him applied to the first instalment of princi- 
pal becoming due on the bonds. The remainder of the proceeds shall 
be deposited with the Treasurer of Anderson County in a separate 
and special fund, to be entitled “Hospital Fund” and shall be ex- 
pended upon the warrants of the County Board for the following 
purposes, viz: (1) to pay the expenses incident to the issuance and 
sale of the bonds and the election held hereunder; and (2) to defray 
the cost of constructing and equipping a hospital building as herein- 
before provided.

SECTION 17. Action of the county oe ee er action required 
of the County Board may be taken at any meeting of the County

Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 21. Time effective ——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Board Of Trustees 
Of School District No. 2, Of Bamberg County, To Issue Not Ex- 
ceeding One Hundred Twenty Thousand Dollars Of General Ob- 
ligation Bonds Of The School District, To Prescribe The Condi- 
tions Under Which The Bonds May Be Issued And The Purposes 
For Which Their Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Pro- 
vision For The Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Fifgilings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that further school facilities are needed by School 
District No. 2, of Bamberg County, and has determined to authorize 
the Board of Trustees of the School District, under the conditions 
herein prescribed, to acquire such facilities through the expenditure 
of the proceeds of the bonds authorized hereby. 


SECTION 2. Bamberg County School District 2 may acquire ad- 
ditional facilities—The Board of Trustees of School District No. 2, 
of Bamberg County, is hereby empowered to acquire further school 
facilities by building, equipping, renovating and repairing school 
buildings of the School District. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue authorized—proceeds.—In order to ob- 
tain funds for the purpose above set forth, the Board of Trustees is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue not exceeding one hun- 
dred twenty thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of School 
District No. 2, of Bamberg County, the State of South Carolina. 
The proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds shall be disposed 
of as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first instalment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
instalment of principal of such bonds. 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the bonds authorized hereby, and to acquire further school 
facilities in the district in the manner authorized by Section 2 of 
this act. 

(d) If any balance remain, the same shall be held by the Treas- 
urer of Bamberg County in a special fund and used to effect the 
retirement of bonds authorized hereby. 
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SECTION 4. Maturity—interest—redemption.—The bonds shall 
be issued as a single issue. All bonds shall mature serially in suc- 
cessive annual instalments of such amounts as may be determined 
by the board, except that the maturity date of the last instalment 
shall fall due not later than twenty years from the date the bonds 
bear, and the first maturity date may be postponed not more than 
two years from the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pursuant 
to this act may, at the discretion of the Board of Trustees, con- 
tain a provision permitting its redemption premiums as the board 
shall prescribe. The bonds shall be of such denomination, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest as the Board of Trustees may 
determine, payable on such occasions as the board shall determine, 
but the average rate of interest for the issue of bonds sold pur- 
suant to the authorizations of this act shall not exceed three and 
three-quarters per cent. The bonds may be issued with the priv- 
ilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal on 
the books of the Treasurer of Bamberg County, and the principal 
thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the last regis- 
tered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such conditions as 
the Board of Trustees may prescribe. They shall bear such date or 
dates and be payable at such place or places as the Board of Trus- 
tees may likewise prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution—The bonds and the interest coupons 
thereto attached shall be executed in such manner as the Board of 
Trustees shall prescribe. 


SECTION 6. Sale.—The bonds shall be sold by the Board of Trus- 
tees at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
spective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to any 
sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale of any 
bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds and all interest to 
become due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by 
Act No. 730, of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 8. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may bé necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of School District 
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No. 2, of Bamberg County, the State of South Carolina, shall be 
irrevocably pledged, and there shall be levied annually by the Audi- 
tor of Bamberg County and collected by the Treasurer of Bam- 
berg County, in the same manner as county taxes are levied and 
collected, a tax without limit, on all taxable property in the School 
District, sufficient to pay the principal and interest of such bonds 
as they respectively mature and to create such sinking fund as may 
be necessary therefor. 


SECTION 9. Action may be taken at board meetings.—Any ac- 
tion required of the Board of Trustees may be taken at any meeting 
of the Board of Trustees, regular or special, and at such meeting a 
majority of the members of the Board of Trustees shall constitute a 
quorum for the purpose of adopting a resolution making provision 
for the issuance of bonds pursuant to this act, awarding the sale of 
such bonds, or taking any other action permitted or required of the 
Board of Trustees by the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 10. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 11. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Levy Of Taxes For County Pur- 
poses In Bamberg County For The Fiscal Year Beginning July 1, 
1957, And Ending June 30, 1958, And For The Expenditure There- 
of; To Fix The Compensation Of Certain Officers; And Other- 
wise Relating To The Fiscal Affairs Of Bamberg County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. The County Auditor of Bamberg County is hereby 
directed to levy a tax of five mills on all of the taxable property in

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SECTION 2. On and after the passage of this act, until specifically 
repealed, the road tax in Barnwell County shall be $2.00 per year. 


SECTION 3. The contingent fund herein created shall be spent 
only upon the written approval by the Legislative Delegation after 
being first approved by the County Board of Managers. 


SECTION 4. The county jail physician and the county health 
officers are hereby constituted the board of physicians to examine all 
lunacy cases. Post mortem examinations in all cases of death shall 
be made by some local physician residing near the scene, and shall 
be paid for at the usual rate from the appropriation herein made for 
that purpose. 


SECTION 5. Provided, That, beginning June 30, 1957, and at the 
close of each school year thereafter, the County Superintendent of 
Education of Barnwell County shall prepare a report which shall 
include all of the compensation paid every employee of the public 
schools and public school system within Barnwell County including 
the name of every school superintendent, principal and teacher in 
every grade in the county and setting forth the compensation paid 
each such person each month and a total of all compensation paid 
such person during the period covered by the report. The report 
shall be made to the county legislative delegation and the County 
Board of Managers, which said Board shall cause the same to be 
immediately published in a newspaper having general circulation in 
the county. The word “compensation” shall mean money received 
from any source, Federal government, state, county or district, and 
shall include per diem, subsistence, mileage or any other travel 
allowance. 


Provided, further, That instead of the County Board of Managers 
publishing a quarterly report of all claims paid through the Super- 
visor’s office, said County Board of Managers shall, at the end of 
each fiscal year, beginning June 30, 1957, discontinue the publishing 
of a quarterly report of expenditures through that office and instead 
shall immediately compile and furnish to the Delegation a statement 
showing all claims paid by and through said office during the past 
fiscal year, including the salaries, wages, travel or compensation 
of any sort or character of any county employee during the said 
past fiscal year and the said statement shall include the name of 
every official and/or county employee setting forth the compensation 
paid each such person during the period covered by the report, and 
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the County Board of Managers shall cause the same to be published 
in a newspaper having general circulation in the county. 

Tt is the intent of these provisos that there shall be published an 
annual statement showing all moneys received from any public source 
by any and all employees of the county and school districts or sub- 
divisions of the county. 

Provided, further, That this section shall be and remain a perma- 
nent law.

Provided, That at the end of the fiscal year 1957-58 
the county treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to transfer 
any surplus appearing in any account to any deficit appearing in any 
other account, and if the surpluses are not sufficient to cover deficits 
the treasurer is authorized and directed to charge said deficit against 
any surplus funds in hand, upon the written authority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation. 


SECTION 9. In anticipation of the collection of taxes herein pro- 
vided for, the Board of County Managers and the treasurer are 
authorized and empowered to borrow, on the credit of the county, 
such sums as are necessary to carry out the provisions of this act 
and to pledge current taxes in payment therefor. Such obligations 
shall be signed by the treasurer and the chairman of the Board of 
County Managers, attested by the clerk of such board. 

The county treasurer is hereby authorized upon the approval of 
the Barnwell County Legislative Delegation at any time to borrow 
any such sum or sums of money on the credit of the county, as 
are necessary, for county purposes including necessary contributions 
to the maintenance and support of the Barnwell County Hospital.

That no lunatics shall hereafter be confined in or 
committed to the county jail except for a period not exceeding five 
days awaiting transfer to the State Hospital; and the Probate Judge 
shall make no charge for any lunacy proceedings held unless the 
lunatic in question shall actually be committed to the State Hospital. 


SECTION 18. The County Board of Managers and/or Super- 
visor are hereby directed to furnish from the chaingang a suitable 
trusty or trusties to be assigned for work in and about the court- 
house, Barnwell County Hospital and other public buildings and 
grounds, for the maintenance and upkeep of same, and such shall 
be under the direction and control of the Superintendent and Main- 
tenance Engineer for Public Buildings. Provided, The Board of 
Managers is authorized and directed to assign a trusty from the 
chaingang as a laborer at the county jail. 


SECTION 14. The charge for weighing cotton in Barnwell County 
shall be twenty cents per bale, one-half of which shall be paid by 
the buyer and one-half by the seller. 


SECTION 15. In the expenditure of the money appropriated in 
this act, only one-twelfth shall be spent each month, unless upon the 
written approval of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 16, There is hereby created a County Board of Health 
for Barnwell County, which shall be constituted as follows: a medical 
doctor to be named by the Barnwell County Medical Association, 
a veterinarian to be named by the veterinarians of Barnwell County, 
one citizen to be named by the Mayor and Town Council of the 
Town of Barnwell and one citizen to be named by the Mayor and 
Town Council of the Town of Blackville and one citizen to be named 
by the Mayor and Town Council of the Town of Williston. Said 
Board shall organize and elect a chairman and a secretary; it shall 
establish rules and regulations and enforce the same to the end 
that the health of the people of Barnwell County shall be promoted 
and protected. Said Board shall have all the powers and authorities 
usually performed by a Board of Health, shall meet on the call of 
the chairman at such times as the public health requires, in cases 
of emergency and otherwise, and the members shall receive a per 
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diem of $5.00 each per day in attendance upon meetings of the Board 
and travel at 5¢ per mile to and from their places of residence. 


SECTION 17. Provided, further, That, with the permission of the 
heirs-at-law of the late L. P. Boyleston, under his will, a certain 
“dedicated” plot of land known as Healing Springs, in Barnwell 
County, shall be improved by the erection of a spring house, a foun- 
tain and necessary pavement around the same, so as to further make 
available the Healing Springs water to the public. 

Expenditures are hereby authorized not in excess of Seven Hun- 
dred and Fifty ($750.00) Dollars for ‘such improvements and the 
County Supervisor is authorized and directed to make available the 
services of any prisoners necessary to effect these improvements. 


SECTION 18. All expenditures heretofore made upon the approval 
of the Barnwell County Board of Managers or the County Delegation 
from either the general, special or surplus funds of the county are 
hereby approved and ratified. 


SECTION 19. Any overdrafts authorized by the County Board of 
Managers or by the County Delegation shall be charged to the general 
funds of the county and any funds so far or hereafter paid out in 
accordance with this plan are hereby validated. 


SECTION 20. Grand and petit jurors shall each hereafter be paid 
at the rate of $5.00 per court attendance day. 


SECTION 21. Provided, That the maintenance and supervision of 
all public buildings in Barnwell County shall be under the supervision 
of the County Supervisor, and the office hours and the days the 
said offices shall be open shall be designated by the County Board 
of Managers.

SECTION 1. Committee created in Beaufort County to make 
study of public offices and boards.—There is hereby created a com- 
mittee of three citizens of Beaufort County which shall have the duty 
of examining into all public offices and boards of the county with 
a view of recommending changes and improvements, if any, which 
would provide better or more efficient and economical services for 
the citizens of the county. 
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SECTION 2. Appointment—expenses.—The committee shall be - 
appointed by the Governor upon the recmmendation of the majority 

of the Legislative Delegation, and they shall serve until their work 

is completed and they have made a final report, their term, however, 

not to exceed four years. The members of the committee shall re- 

ceive a per diem of ten dollars per day for the days actually engaged 

in making its examinations and mileage at the rate of seven cents 

per mile.

And Other Purposes For The Year 1957-1958, And Direct The 
Expenditure Thereof, In Beaufort County; To Provide For Bor- 
rowing Money Under Certain Circumstances; And To Otherwise 
Regulate The Fiscal And Financial Affairs Of The County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. A tax of so many mills as are necessary is hereby 
levied on all taxable property in Beaufort County, for county and 
school purposes, for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1957, and end- 
ing June 30, 1958, for the amounts and purposes hereinafter men- 
tioned. The millage levy shall not exceed that number of mills, or 
fractions thereof, actually necessary to raise the sums herein ap- 
propriated.

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SECTION 3. (a) So much of the appropriation stated in Item 
1 hereof made for roads and bridges as may be necessary shall be 
used for the payment of any unpaid bills and claims heretofore au- 
thorized, and for which payment has not been made; (b) the ap- 
propriation made under Item 3 herein, for expense of Health Unit, 
shall be paid out as directed by the State Health Officer; provided, 
that there shall be employed for Beaufort County a Health Officer, 
two nurses, two sanitary inspectors and two clerks, unless waived in 
writing by the Beaufort County Legislative Delegation; (c) the 
appropriation made under Item 3, for Social Diseases, shall not be 
used until the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is made 
available by the State Board of Health, the Federal Government, 
or any agency thereof; (d) the travel expenses of the County Farm 
and Home Demonstration Agents shall be allowed at the rate of 
seven cents per mile and the mimeograph machine now in the office 
of the Farm and Home Agents shall be available for the use of other 
officials of the county, but shall remain in the office of the Farm 
and Home Demonstration Agents; (e) the amount of money herein 
appropriated under Item 8 for jail expenses shall include the dieting 
of prisoners; provided, that the jailer shall diet all prisoners in his 
care at cost, such cost not to exceed seventy cents per day for each 
prisoner. The jailer shall, at the end of each month, file with the 
county board of directors an itemized statement showing the num- 
ber of prisoners dieted each day during the month and he shall be 
reimbursed at the rate of seventy cents per day for each prisoner 
dieted. The City of Beaufort prisoners may be lodged at a charge of’ 
one dollar per diem per prisoner, which total amount shall be credited 
to Item 8; the jailer is hereby authorized to use one thousand forty 
dollars of Item 8, if so much be necessary, for the salary of a turn- 
key; (f) the members of the county board of directors shall be al- 
lowed seven cents per mile for actual distance traveled in attend- 
ance on meetings of the board and, in addition to such mileage, shall 
receive actual expenses not exceeding two dollars per day for each 
day in attendance on such meetings of the board. The directors, 
showing mileage traveled and expenses incurred in attendance, shall 
file a statement with the clerk of the board of directors; (g) the 
amount herein appropriated for Sheriff’s Expenses shall cover all 
fees allowed in Section 27-401, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, and cover all other authorized expenses and all service of 
jury venire; (h) the funds appropriated in Item 15 for the Historical 
Society shall be used by the society for marking such sites as the 
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membership of the society shall select; (i) of the amount appro- 
priated herein for the Department of Public Welfare, not more than 
sixty-five dollars per month shall be expended for emergency wel- 
fare purposes and not more than ten dollars per month shall be 
spent for administrative purposes; (j) bailiffs shall be paid the same 
per diem as jurors, and witnesses shall be paid three dollars per 
diem; (k) the funds appropriated in Item 9 shall be expended upon 
the approval of the county board of directors for the purposes of 
bond premiums, rents, Workmen’s Compensation and Insurance, 
premiums and freight; (1) the sum appropriated herein for the 
purchase or trade of automobiles by the Sheriff of Beaufort County 
or his deputies shall be expended as and if directed by the Beaufort 
County Board of Directors; (m) the funds appropriated in Item 
‘12 shall be expended for the hospitalization of Beaufort County 
citizens at the Beaufort Memorial Hospital, and the administrator 
of charity care shall be paid the sum of eight hundred twenty-five 
dollars from this item. The above funds shall be disbursed only 
upon vouchers prepared by the county administrator of charity care, 
and approved by the county board of directors; (n) the Judge of 
Probate of Beaufort County is authorized to charge a fee of five 
dollars for marriage licenses; (0) the money appropriated in Item 
15 shall be expended by the Beaufort County Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Hilton Head Chamber of Commerce for the purpose 
of promoting the development of Beaufort County. There shall be 
paid to the Treasurer of the Beaufort County Chamber of Com- 
merce the sum of two thousand four hundred dollars by the county 
treasurer in four equal quarterly installments, beginning on July 
1, 1957; and there shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Hilton Head 
Chamber of Commerce the sum of twelve hundred dollars by the 
county treasurer in four equal installments beginning July 1, 1957; 
(p) the amount of money herein appropriated for the above buildings 
shall also include fuel necessary for the use of the Beaufort County 
Jail and the monthly base rate for phone service at the Ladies Island 
fire tower. 


SECTION 4. There is hereby appropriated out of the general 
county funds the sum of twenty thousand dollars, if so much be 
necessary, as a contingent fund, five thousand dollars of which may 
be spent upon the direction of the county board of directors to take 
care of any contingencies arising in the administration of matters 
for which appropriations are made, and fifteen thousand dollars of 
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which may be spent upon the direction of a majority of the legisla- 
tive delegation, including the Senator, to take care of any con- 
tingencies arising for which no appropriations are made. 


SECTION 5. Ail monies paid to the Treasurer, the Sheriff or other 
public officials of Beaufort County, as interest on the deposit of 
public funds, shall be accounted for by such official as other public 
funds are accounted for, and the funds so received shall be used for 
the purpose designated for by such funds. 


SECTION 6. All claims upon accounts, special expense accounts 
and expenditures herein authorized to be paid by the county board 
of directors, the county board of education and all other county 
agencies, except the salaries of officials as fixed herein and salaries 
of school teachers, shall first be itemized and verified by the payee 
and filed in the office of the respective board or agency before being 
paid by same. All authorized mileage shall be paid at the rate of 
seven cents per mile. 


SECTION 7. The county treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow, 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes herein levied for general 
purposes and of other funds to be credited to the general county ac- 
count, in an amount not to exceed fifty thousand dollars, if same be 
necessary; and he is hereby also authorized to borrow, in anticipa- 
tion of school taxes herein levied, in an amount not to exceed one 
hundred fifty thousand dollars; if the funds are available in sinking 
funds in his hands the treasurer may loan such amount, taking the 
note of the county board of education, payable in not more than ten 
months, and bearing interest at not more than four per cent per 
annum. All interest earned on such loans shall be credited to the 
account from which the loan was made.

SECTION 8. The county’treasurer is hereby authorized to trans- 
fer from the general fund to the county board of directors the sum 
of seven thousand five hundred dollars to be used for payment of 
office equipment purchased for the Clerk of Court’s office. 


SECTION 9. For the maintenance of Beaufort Township Library 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of seven thousand dollars and 
the Auditor and Treasurer of Beaufort County are hereby author- 
ized to levy and collect the necessary number of mills on all tax- 
able property in Beaufort Township, to be expended by the trus- 
tees of the library. The county treasurer, on or about the first of 
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February of each year, shall report to the Legislative Delegation all 
funds collected from this source as well as showing all amounts 
turned over to the trustees of the library. All unexpended funds 
collected for the purpose herein stated, which remain unexpended 
at the end of each year, shall be credited by the county treasurer to 
the trustees of the library for the ensuing year and shall not be 
turned into the county funds. 


SECTION 10. To finance the maintenance and operation of the 
public school system of Beaufort County in accordance with the es- 
timated budget for the school year 1957-1958 transmitted to the 
‘Legislative Delegation by letter of March 20, 1957 from the county 
board of education, there is hereby appropriated the sum of one 
million four hundred sixty-nine thousand six hundred and eighty- 
one dollars. This appropriation is based on the estimated revenue 
as furnished the Legislative Delegation by the county board of edu- 
cation in their letter of transmittal dated March 20, 1957, and if 
such funds as estimated in the above letter from the county board 
of education are not available, the operating budget shall be reduced 
to conform to the revenue. 

All liquor tax, beer and wine tax, poll tax, dog tax, and marriage 
and license fees accruing to the county shall be credited to the 
school fund from which the above appropriation is made, and all 
State aid to teachers’ salaries accruing or paid to the county by 
the State and all Federal aid under the Farm Veterans program, 
the G. I. Training program, and the School Lunch program, and 
any other funds which may be available, shall be paid into the fund. 
There shall also be paid into the fund all other Federal aid accruing 
or paid to the county for school purposes, and to raise the balance, 
if any be necessary, the Auditor and Treasurer of Beaufort County 
are hereby authorized to levy and collect thirty-eight mills upon all 
the taxable property of Beaufort County. 


SECTION 11. The county board of education is directed and au- 
thorized to pay out of the school taxes collected in the county the 
following : 

Salary—Superintendent of Education ........ $ 1,320.00 
The salary herein provided for the Superintendent of Education shall 
be in addition to and shall supplement the appropriation made in 
the State Appropriation Act for the salary of the county superin- 
tendent of education. The salary hereinabove provided to be paid 
by Beaufort County shall be paid in equal monthly installments. 
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SECTION 12. Any additional clerical assistance mentioned in this 
act shall only be paid for on a properly completed voucher filed 
with the county board of directors for payment. 


SECTION 13. The Beaufort County Board of Directors is au- 
thorized and empowered to rent, lease or sell to any person, firm or 
corporation, public or private, the road equipment or concrete pipe 
of Beaufort County when same is for the best interest of the county. 
The funds so derived from the rental or sale of any of the road 
machinery or concrete pipe of Beaufort County shall be paid to the 
county treasurer and applied by him as a credit to the Roads and 
Bridges Account in Section 2, Item 1, of this act. . 

The Beaufort County Board of Directors is hereby authorized and 
empowered when such will not interfere with the road and con- 
struction work of Beaufort County, to rent to farmers or property 
owners of Beaufort County, under the supervision of a proper 
employee of Beaufort County, the road machinery equipment for 
the purpose of building roads, causeways and other similar pur- 
poses on the farm or property of persons, firms or corporations 
owning such property in Beaufort County. The board shall set the 
rental rates for county equipment to conform with prevailing rates 
in the area for equivalent machinery and equipment. Any county 
equipment rented shall be appropriately marked. Markings shall in- 
clude “Beaufort County” printed in full and in letters -contrasting 
with the colors of the equipment, or an appropriate decal. The su- 
pervisor shall be empowered to enter into rental contracts, in an 
amount not to exceed three hundred dollars. Above this amount 
shall be by the written approval of ‘the Director of the Township 
in which the work is to be performed or contracted. 


SECTION 14. For the operation and maintenance of Beaufort 
Memorial Hospital there is hereby appropriated the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, if so much be necessary, to be paid to Beaufort 
Memorial Hospital in equal quarterly installments. The Auditor 
and Treasurer of Beaufort County are hereby authorized to levy 
and collect a sufficient number of mills for the payment of the ap- 
propriation provided for in this section. 


SECTION 15. In order to facilitate the preparing of the county 
supply act by the Legislative Delegation, the county treasurer shall 
on or before the first day of February of each year, in writing, re- 
port to the Legislative Delegation the amount of county funds com-

ing into his hands during the preceding calendar year, giving the 
source of such funds. He shall further report the disbursements 
made by him during the preceding calendar year showing the 
amounts disbursed on vouchers by the board of education, certifi- 
cates or warrants of the clerk of court, and interest and principal 
paid on bonds. The county treasurer shall annually, not later than 
February first of each year, furnish the members of the Legislative 
Delegation with a detailed statement of the status of the bond ac- 
count, school, county and Township of Beaufort County. 

The County Board of Education of Beaufort County shall on or 
before the first day of February of each year report to the Legis- 
lative Delegation, in writing, a detailed statement of all revenues 
allotted for school purposes for the preceding school fiscal year and 
all disbursements made by it for school purposes for the preceding 
fiscal year. It shall also furnish to the Legislative Delegation on or 
before February first of each year an estimate of all anticipated 
revenues for the present school fiscal year. It shall also furnish to 
the Legislative Delegation an estimate of all revenues to be alloted 
or received for school purposes for the next school fiscal year, and 
also an estimate of all disbursements for the next school fiscal year. 


SECTION 16. On the request of the Board of Regents of the 
Beaufort Memorial Hospital Association, or its duly authorized 
agent, the Sheriff of Beaufort County shall provide transportation 
from any part of Beaufort County to the Beaufort Memorial Hos- 
pital of charity patients in the event of an emergency or a great need 
for the early transportation of such patient or patients to the hospital 
for the emergency or urgent treatment, operation, etc. 


SECTION 17. The clerk of court and the sheriff are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to pay a per diem of five dollars to all per- 
sons serving as jurors or court bailiffs. 


SECTION 18. There is hereby appropriated out of the Beaufort-St. 
Helena funds, the sum of four thousand four hundred dollars, if so 
much is necessary, for the completion of the County Airport. 

The county board of directors is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to enter into an agreement with the South Carolina Aeronautics 
Commission for the operation and maintenance of the Airport. Any 
expenses incurred are to be paid out of the above appropriated 
moneys. 
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SECTION 19. There is hereby appropriated out of ordinary county 
funds of the county the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, if so much 
be necessary, to have an audit made of county offices, and a copy 
of the audit be forwarded to each member of the Legislative Del- 
egation, solicitor and foreman of the Grand Jury. 


SECTION 20. For the maintenance of the Saint Helena Town- 
ship Library there is appropriated the sum of one thousand eight 
hundred dollars to be expended by the trustees of the library. The 
Auditor and Treasurer of Beaufort County are authorized to levy 
and collect on all the taxable property of Saint Helena Township 
the necessary number of mills to raise an amount sufficient to make 
the above amount available for the fiscal year 1957-58. 


SECTION 21. There is hereby appropriated out of the general 
county funds the sum of thirty-five hundred dollars, if so much be 
necessary, and the county board of directors is hereby authorized to 
use these funds for the maintenance.of property valuations for the 
year 1957-58 to record all ownership changes and maintain an equal- 
ization of valuations by revaluing any properties to be found in- 
consistent with equalization. 


SECTION 22. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 23. This -act shall take effect upon approval by the

An Act To Validate An Election Held In Hanahan Public 
Service District In Berkeley County, South Carolina, On June 
12, 1956, Pursuant To Act No. 957 Of 1956, Resulting Favorably 
To The Issuance Of Bonds Of The Public Service District, And 
To Prescribe The Purposes For Which Such Bonds May Be 
Issued. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Bond issue election in Hanahan Public Service Dis- 
trict validated—proceeds.—The election held in Hanahan Public 
Service District in Berkeley County on June 12, 1956, pursuant to the 
directive set forth in Act No. 957 of 1956, approved April 19, 1956, at 
which election there was submitted the question of whether Hanahan 
Public Service District of Berkeley County might issue forty thousand 
dollars of general obligation bonds of the district, whose proceeds 
shall be expended to pay off existing indebtednesses and for capital 
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improvements, and which resulted favorably to the issuance of the 
said bonds by a vote of four hundred to two hundred and seventy-

hereby authorized to borrow from time to time as may be necessary, 
in their judgment, on note or notes, or other evidence, or evidences, 
of indebtedness of the said county executed by the said county officials 
from any person, firm or corporation, or from the Treasurer’s Sink- 
ing Fund, or other dormant funds, and the sum or sums so borrowed 
shall constitute a valid claim against the county; and the monies 
derived from the six mills tax levied in Section 1 hereof, and the six 
mills levied in Section 2 hereof, said six mills to be used for the 
purposes set forth in Section 2, and the commutation taxes, are 
pledged to secure the payment thereof, and it shall not be incumbent 
upon the person, firm or corporation making such loan or loans to 
see that the monies loaned are applied for the purpose for which they 
are borrowed. 


SECTION 6. For the purpose of providing for the maintenance 
and operation of Hanahan Public Service District, the Auditor of the 
County of Berkeley shall levy a tax of not exceeding twenty-eight 
mills, the exact number of mills to be specified by a resolution adopted 
by the Commissioners of said district prior to July 1, 1957, and ap- 
proved by a majority of the County Legislative Delegation, upon the

SECTION 3. The county board of commissioners (including the 
supervisor) is directed to work all roads, streets, alleys and public 
parking areas in the towns and villages, incorporated or unincorpo- 
rated, in Calhoun County; and may, in its discretion, perform such 
work in and around other county and municipal buildings, parks, 
public landings and facilities as may be deemed necessary and ad- 
visable. 


SECTION 4. All disbursements for travel allowance and for re- 
pairs for county-owned cars shall be evidenced by itemized state- 
ments that have actually been paid and so marked. 


SECTION 5. If any of the sums above mentioned, or any portion 
thereof, are not used or expended for the specific purposes for which 
appropriated, the whole or any balance shall be expended only upon 
written authorization of the Legislative Delegation of Calhoun 
County. 


SECTION 6. It shall be unlawful for any officer of this county to 
approve or pay any claims against the county, or any school district, _ 
unless the funds are on hand for the payment of same, and also it 
shall be unlawful for the county board of commissioners to exceed 
the appropriations made for the several items in this act, unless au-

thorized by the county delegation, and any county officer on his offi- 
cial bond; provided, however, that the county treasurer and super- 
visor are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow so much money 
as is necessary to defray the county expenses, not exceeding the 
total amount herein appropriated, and are authorized to pledge the 
taxes, when so collected, for the payment of the same; provided, fur- 
ther, that all monies coming into the county treasury to the credit 
of the county by reason of contracts made and work done by the 
‘county or its authorities in the working or building of roads and 
bridges :nay be used and expended by the board of commissioners in 
the maintenance and support of the county chain gang and in build- 
ing bridges and maintenance of roads, permanent and otherwise. 


SECTION 7. The board of county commissioners shall pay the 
regular commercial rate for publication of quarterly reports. 


SECTION 8. The clerk of court shall have entire oversight and 
care of the courthouse building and grounds, and he shall supervise 
the care of same, and the janitor for the courthouse shall be em- 
ployed by the clerk of court, and it shall be his duty to supervise the 
janitor and see that he keeps the courthouse grounds in proper con- 
dition; provided, however, the sheriff shall have entire oversight and 
care of the jail, and he shall employ the jailor for the same. 


SECTION 9. All appropriations made herein are subject to the 
right and authority of the Calhoun County Delegation to change, 
alter or deduct therefrom at any time without notice, when in its 
judgment, such change, alteration or deduction is necessary for the 
best interests of the county, and to conform with revenue expected 
during the life of this act.

Sullivan’s Island may close certain streets—The 
Board of Town Commissioners of Sullivan’s Island is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered upon the consent of the adjoining land-

Carolina, is hereby authorized to close the following two streets, both 
of which are shown on a plat by J. B. Weston, Engineer, dated July, 
1956, and entitled “Town of Mt. Pleasant, Charleston County, South 
Carolina, showing blocks 30, 33 and 34”, and described as follows, 
according to such plat: 

“(a) Carr Street, formerly or sometimes known as Jugnot Street, 
between Bank Street and Ferry Street, and being the property con- 
tained within the area formed by joining the points O, K, C, M, N, 
D, J, P, and O, as shown on such plat, and butting and bounding 
northeast on lots in Block 30 and on portions of another street 
‘or road hereinafter described; Southeast 40 feet on Ferry Street; 
Southwest on lots in Blocks 33 and 34, and on portions of another 
street or road hereinafter described, and northwest 40 feet on Bank — 
Street; and also 

“(b) An unnamed street or road comprising the property within 
the lines formed by joining the points A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, 
J, K, L and A, as shown on the aforesaid plat”.

An Act To Authorize The St, Andrew’s Public Service District 
Of Charleston County To Issue Not Exceeding Sixteen Thousand 
Dollars Of General Obligation Notes Of The District To Ob- 
tain Funds For The Purchase Of A Fire Engine And Equipment 
And Accessories And To Provide For The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. St. Andrew’s Public Service District may issue 
notes—purpose.—In order to finance the purchase of a fire engine 
and equipment and accessories, any or all of such purposes, for the St. 
Andrew’s Public Service District in Charleston County, the St. 
Andrew’s Public Service District Commission may issue and sell not 
exceeding sixteen thousand dollars of general obligation notes of the 
district. 


SECTION 2. Denominations — interest — maturity.—The notes 
shall be in such denomination or denominations, and shall bear such 
date and such rate of interest, and shall mature on such date or dates, 
as may be fixed by the St. Andrew’s Public Service District Com- 
mission in its resolution for the issuance thereof, provided, that not 
more than one-fourth of the principal shall mature in each year. 


SECTION 3. Sale.—The notes shall be sold at public sale, after ad- 
vertisement of sale by publication in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in Charleston County, for not less than one week prior to the date 
of such sale. 


SECTION 4. Execution.—The notes shall be executed in the name 
of St. Andrew’s Public Service District by the chairman of the 
commission. 


SECTION 5. Interest.—The interest on the notes’ shall be payable 
at such intervals as may be determined by the commission in its res- 
olution for the issuance thereof. The interest on any or all of the 
notes may, at the discretion of the commission, be evidenced by cou- 
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pons, and if such coupons are appended to the note or notes, such 
coupons may be signed by a facsimile signature of the chairman of 
the commission lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 6. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of

And To Provide Penalties For The Violation Thereof.

SECTION 1. Section 4 of Act 443 of 1949, amended—subsection 
17 added—St. Andrews Public Service District—adopt fire reg- 
ulations.—Section 4 of Act No. 443 of the Acts of 1949, is amended 
by adding at the end of the section the following to be known as 
subsection 17: ; 
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“17, To adopt a code of rules and regulations regarding fire 
hazards and the protection therefrom within the St. Andrew’s Public 
Service District, including appropriate powers to enforce the ob- 
servance thereof, and provide for penalties for the nonobservance 
thereof.”

An Act To Grant Certain Tidelands And Marshlands Along 
The East Line Of Shem Creek And Charleston Harbor, In The 
County Of Charleston, Unto The Owners Of Record Of Ad- 
joining Land. 

Whereas, R. H. Pinckney did purchase from W. Huger Fitzsimons, 
as receiver, certain property in the County of Charleston, which was 
described as being bounded to the north and west by Shem Creek, 
west and south by Shem Creek and Charleston Harbor and to the 
south and east by Charleston Harbor, the deed being dated July 3, 
1894, and duly recorded in the RMC Office for Charleston County 
in Book A-39, page 37, being the same description used in the deeds 
to the prior owners of record; and 

Whereas, R. H. Pinckney did pay taxes on the property for a 
great number of years; and 

Whereas, Joseph M. Poulnot, as Sheriff of Charleston County, 
did sell the property to Edward H. Pinckney for nonpayment of 
taxes for the year 1928, and by deed dated February 10, 1931, re- 
corded in the RMC Office for Charleston County in Book W-48, 
page 511, the property was described as: Butting and Bounding to 
the south and west on Charleston Harbor at low watermark and 
north and west on Shem Creek at low watermark; and 

Whereas, the heirs of R. H. Pinckney did convey to Edward H. 
Pinckney all of their right, title and interest in and to the property 
with the deed being properly recorded in the RMC Office for 
Charleston County; and 

Whereas, a grant by the State of South Carolina to the land and 
marshes has not been Jocated; and 
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Whereas, the greater portion of the property has been filled in 
and the property has been subdivided into lots and by various con-

SECTION 1. Charleston County—marshlands near Shem Creek 
transferred to owners of adjoining lands — conditions.—The 
State of South Carolina hereby grants unto the present prop- 
erty owners of record, their heirs and assigns forever in fee simple, 
all of its right, title, interest and property, of, in and to all those 
certain lands, tidelands and marshlands adjacent to the east line 
of Shem Creek and Charleston Harbor and as particularly shown 
on a plat by Francis M. Harleston, Registered Land Surveyor, 
dated the twenty-eighth day of August, 1948, and duly recorded 
in Plat Book G, page 58-A RMC Office for Charleston County and 
subdivided at the request of Edward H. Pinckney by Francis M. 
Harleston, Registered Land Surveyor on January 8, 1949, which 
plat is duly recorded in Plat Book G at page 72 in the RMC Office 
for Charleston County. 

Provided, that the State Budget and Control Board for valuable 
consideration has issued its quitclaim deed conveying the rights and 
interest of the State of South Carolina to the present owners of 
record.

An Act To Authorize The Trustees Of School District No. 10 
In Charleston County To Issue Bonds Not Exceeding Sixty-Five 
Thousand Dollars To Obtain Additional School Facilities And 
To Provide For The Repayment. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Charleston County School District 10—issue bonds 
if election favorable.—If the election herein provided for shall result 
favorably, the Trustees of School District No. 10, of Charleston 
County, are authorized and empowered to issue not exceeding sixty- 
five thousand dollars of bonds of the school district to obtain funds 
for the purpose of acquiring additional school facilities, including the 
construction of a stadium and dressing rooms. 


SECTION 2. Denominations — interest — maturity.—The bonds 
shall be negotiable coupon bonds of such denomination or denomi- 
nations as the trustees shall determine, shall bear such date and 
rate or rates of interest, payable annually or semiannually, shall ma- 
ture at such times and be payable at such place as the trustees shall 
determine. 


SECTION 3. Execution.—The bonds shall be signed by the trus- 
tees in the name of the school district, under its corporate seal, but 
the interest coupons attached thereto need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by the facsimile signature of the chairman of the board of 
trustees lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 4. Sale—The bonds, or any portion thereof, shall be 
sold at such time, at private or public sale, with or without advertise- 
ment, as the trustees may determine. 


SECTION 5. Payment.—The full faith, credit and resources of the 
school district are hereby pledged for the payment of the bonds and 
interest, and the Auditor and Treasurer of Charleston County, re- 
spectively, are hereby authorized and directed to levy and collect an- 
nually a tax upon all taxable property within the school district, 
sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds and the bonds as they re- 
spectively mature, and to create a sinking fund for the redemption of 
the bonds and interest at respective maturities. 


SECTION 6. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds issued hereunder 
shall be exempted from all State, county, municipal and school taxes. 
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SECTION 7. Additional to other issues.—The bonds herein au- 
thorized to be issued are in addition to all other bonds or notes pre- 
viously authorized to be issued by the school district for any purpose 
whatsoever. 


SECTION 8. Election—conduct of.—Prior to the issuance of any 
bonds hereunder, the trustees shall hold an election in the school 
district, at which there shall be submitted to the qualified voters of 
the school district the question of the issuance of the bonds. The 
election shall be held at such time and at such place or places within 
the school district as the trustees shall approve. Notice of the elec- 
tion shall be given by the publication of a notice in a daily news- 
paper published in the City of Charleston, and by posting a notice in 
three places in the school district at least ten days prior to the date 
set for the election. The notices shall designate the place or places 
where the election is to be held, the date thereof, the hours during 
which the polls shall be kept open, and the purpose for which the 
election is to be held. 

The trustees shall appoint managers of the election, who shall 
submit a return to the trustees, who shall thereupon declare the 
result of the election. 


SECTION 9. Question.—The ballot used in the election shall be in 
the form substantially as follows: “Shall the Board of Trustees of 
School District No. 10, of Charleston County, be authorized and em- 
powered to issue sixty-five thousand dollars of bonds of the school 
district, either as a single issue, or from time to time in several sep- 
arate issues, the proceeds of which to be used for the purpose of ac- 
quiring additional school facilities, including the construction of a 
stadium and dressing rooms?’

An Act To Empower The Cooper River Park And Playground 
Commission To Issue Not Exceeding Two Hundred Fifty Thou- 
sand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of Cooper River 
Park And Playground District, If The Election Required By 
This Act Shall Result Favorably, To Prescribe The Conditions 
Under Which The Bonds May Be Issued And The Purposes For 
Which Their Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Pro- 
vision For The Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that by statute heretofore enacted and now codified as 
Article 8 of Chapter 4 of Title 51 of the 1952 Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, as amended, the General Assembly did create a special pur- 
pose district in Charleston County designated as Cooper River Park 
and Playground District (hereinafter called the “District”), and did 
commit to its governing body designated as Cooper River Park and 
Playground Commission (hereinafter called the “Commission”) the 
function of creating, developing, operating and maintaining a public 
system of parks and playgrounds within the: District for the use and 
benefit of the residents, inhabitants and institutions therein located. It 
further finds that the population of such area has grown to the point 
where further recreational facilities are needed to promote the health 
and welfare of those within its territorial area. It has therefore deter- 
mined to empower the Commission to issue not exceeding two hun- 
drd fifty thousand dollars of General Obligation bonds of the Dis- 
trict, whose proceeds shall be applied in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act, if the election hereby imposed as a condition prece- 
dent shall result favorably. 


SECTION 2. Commission may order election concerning bond 
issue—conduct of election—The Commission is empowered to or- 
der, by resolution duly adopted, a special election to be held in the 
District in order to determine if the Commission shall be empowered 
to issue the bonds authorized by this act. Such election shall be held 
on such date as shall be designated by the Commission, provided the 
date fixed shall permit the advertisement of the election as required by 
this act. The election shall be conducted by the Commissioners of 
Election for Charleston County and except as otherwise provided in 
this act, the election shall be conducted in accordance with the 
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provisions of the “South Carolina Election Law” (Title 23, Volume 
3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended), and all 
persons resident in the District and qualified to vote under the Con- 
stitution and laws of the State shall be permitted to vote. 


SECTION 3. Question—The question submitted to the qualified 
electors in the election shall be substantially in form as follows: 
“Shall there be issued on behalf of Cooper River Park and 
Playground District, either as a single issue or from time to 
time as several separate issues, not exceeding two hundred 
fifty thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of Cooper 
River Park and Playground District, whose proceeds shall be 
expended for the acquisition of new park and playground fa- 
cilities and the improvement of existing park and playground 
facilities and for the purchase of such additional real estate as 
may be necessary therefor, all or any of such purposes?” 
The question shall be followed by the words 
YES 
NO 
and with suitable instructions to those voting indicating that those 
who favor the issuance of bonds shall deposit a ballot with the 
word “NO” stricken through, while those who oppose the issuance 
of bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word “YES” stricken through. 


SECTION 4. Polling places.—A polling place for voting in the 
election shall be located in each voting precinct in the District. 


SECTION 5. Notice.—Notice of the holding of such election shall 

be given by the Commissioners of Election for Charleston County by 

publication thereof in a newspaper published in Charleston County at 

least twice. The first advertisement shall appear not less than fifteen 

days prior to the date of the election and the second publication shall 

appear not more than ten days prior to such occasion. Such notice 

shall state: 

. The date on which the election is to be held. 

. The location of the several polling places. 

. The qualifications that are applicable to voting. 

. The amount of, bonds to be issued. 

. The purposes for which the proceeds of the bonds are to be 
expended. 


SECTION 6. Results.—As soon as convenient following the elec- 
tion, the Commissioners of Election for Charleston County shall ren- 
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der a return of the results of the election to the Commission, and the 
Commission shall by resolution declare such results. The Commission 
may provide for the filing of a certified copy of such resolution de- 
claring such results in the office of the Clerk of Court for Charleston 
County. In such event, neither the results of such election, as de- 
clared by the aforesaid resolution, nor the manner of holding the 
election shall be open to question except by a suit or proceedings 
instituted within thirty days from the date of the filing of such 
certified copy of such resolution. 


SECTION 7 Issue bonds if election favorable—maturity.—If 
the election herein required shall result favorably, the Commis- 
sion may issue the bonds authorized hereby either as a single issue 
or from time to time as several separate issues. All bonds issued pur- 
suant to this act shall mature in such annual series or instalments 
as the Commission shall provide for, except that the first maturing 
bonds of any issue shall mature within three years from the date as 
of which they shall be issued; not less than three per cent of any 
issue shall mature in any year; and no bond shall mature later than 
twenty years from the date as of which it shall be issued. 


SECTION 8. Redemption.—Any bond issued pursuant to this act 
“may be issued with a provision for its redemption prior to its stated 
maturity at par and accrued interest, plus such redemption premium 
as may be prescribed by the Commission, but no bond shall be re- 
deemable before maturity unless it contains a statement to that effect. 
In the proceedings authorizing the issuance of such bonds, provision 
shall be made specifying the manner of call and the notice thereof that 
must be given. 


SECTION 9. Form.—The bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
in the form of negotiable coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be 
issued with the privilege to any holder of having them registered as 
to principal on the books of the Treasurer of Cooper River Park 
and Playground District, upon such conditions as the Commission 
may prescribe. Except when so registered, all bonds issued pursuant 
to this act, shall have all attributes of negotiable instruments under 
the law merchant and the negotiable instruments. law. 


SECTION 10. Payable.——The bonds issued pursuant to this act 
shall be made payable at such places, within or without the State, as 
the Commissioners shall provide. 
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SECTION 11. Interest.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall 
bear interest at rates determined by the Commission. 


SECTION 12. Execution.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act and 
all coupons annexed thereunto shall be executed in the manner pro- 
vided for by the Commission. 


SECTION 13. Sale.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at a price of not less than par and accrued interest to the date of 
their respective deliveries. They shall be sold after public advertise- 
ment of their sale in a newspaper of general circulation in South Car- 
olina. Such publishd notice shall appear not less than ten days prior 
to the occasion set for opening bids. 


SECTION 14. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Cooper River Park 
and Playground District shall be irrevocably pledged, and there shall 
be levied annually by the Auditor of Charleston County and collected 
by the Treasurer of Charleston County, in the same manner as 
county taxes are levied and collected, a tax without limit, on all 
taxable property in Cooper River Park and Playground District, 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest of such bonds as they 
respectively mature and to create such sinking fund as may be neces- 
sary therefor. 


SECTION 15. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 
bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status pre- 
scribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 16. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of 
any bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of Charleston County, to be deposited in a Bond Account Fund for 
Cooper River Park and Playground District, and shall be expended 
and made use of by the Commission as follows: 
(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of 
the first instalment of interest to become due on such bonds. 
(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
instalment of principal of such bonds. 
(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost 
of holding the election, issuing the bonds, and to defray the 
cost of acquiring new park and playground facilities and the 
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improvement of existing park and playground facilities and for 
the purchase of such additional real estate as may be necessary 
therefor, all or any of such purposes. 

(d) No bonds may be issued pursuant to this act after the 
thirty-first day of December, 1959. 


SECTION 17. Powers additional to others.—The powers and au- 
thorizations hereby conferred upon the Commission shall be in addi- 
tion to all other powers and authorizations previously vested in the 
Commission. 


SECTION 18. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 19. Time effective. —This act shall take effect’ upon: ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act Confirming The Title Of Gulf Oil Corporation To Cer- 
tain Tidelands In Christ Church Parish, Charleston COUMEY: 
South Carolina. 

Whereas, Gulf Oil Corporation has acquired or has obligated itself 
to acquire a number of contiguous tracts of land in Christ Church 
Parish, Charleston County, by deeds which conveyed title to the 
same to the mean low water mark of the adjacent tidal waters, in- 
cluding the Wando River, Hobcaw Creek, Rat Hall Creek and Dock 
Landing Creek, and their tributaries ; and 

Whereas, its several grantors and their Sieleiasote: in title have 
held possession of the portions of such tracts of land which lie be- 
tween the mean high water mark and the mean low water mark of 
the said tidal waters, and have paid taxes eee for many years; 
and 

Whereas, it is in the public interest that the General Assembly con- 
firm the title of Gulf Oil Corporation, its. successors and assigns, in 
and to such portions of the said tracts of land, so far as any claim 
in relation thereto of the State of South Carolina is concerned.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 

Gulf Oil Co. granted certain tidelands in Charles- 
ton County.—The State of South Carolina hereby grants unto Gulf 
Oil Corporation, its successors and assigns, forever in fee simple, 
all of the right, title, interest and estate of the State of South Car- 
olina, as the same may now be, of, in and to all of the real property 
designated SHERIDAN, HUMPHREYS, CHEVES, NORTH- 
EAST, STONEY, NEWMAN D. BUCK & HELEN LOUISE 
BUCK, and RAY M. BUCK & LAURETA U. BUCK on a map 
entitled “Map of Lands in Christ Church Parish, Charleston County, 
South Carolina, under Options to Gulf-Oil Corporation,” made by 
The John McCrady Co. in January, 1957, and recorded in the R. 
M. C. Office for Charleston County in Plat Book K, page 193, which 
lies between the mean high water mark and the mean low water mark 
of tidal waters, including the Wando River, Hobcaw Creek, Rat Hall 
Creek and Dock Landing Creek, and their tributaries, and hereby 
confirms the title of Gulf Oil Corporation to the same so far as any 
claim in relation thereto of the State of South Carolina is concerned.

An Act To Establish A Courthouse Commission For Charles- 
ton County, To Define Its Powers, To Make Provisions For The 
Acquisition By Charleston County Of New Or Additional Court- 
house And Public Facilities, And To Provide That The Same 
May Be Acquired By The Issuance Of General Obligation Bonds 
Of Charleston County By The County Council Of Charleston 
County. 

Whereas, it appears to the General Assembly that further and im- 
proved courthouse and other public facilities are badly needed by 
Charleston County; and 

Whereas, while the County Council of Charleston County has full 
power to acquire the same, the General Assembly is of the opinion 
that a special survey and study should be made by the commission 
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‘created by this act, which should consider the question of present 
and future needs for both courthouse and other public facilities re- 
quired by the functioning of the county government of Charleston 
County ; and 

Whereas, such study should require consideration of whether the 
present courthouse building could be utilized through improvements 
and additions, whether near-by property should be acquired and 
utilized in connection with the existing courthouse building, or 
whether an entirely new facility should be constructed elsewhere 
within the county seat of Charleston County for such purposes; and 

Whereas, it is intended that the commission herein created file a 
report and recommendations with the County Council of Charleston, 
County, and that if such report and recommendations be agreed to bv 
the County Council of Charleston County, that thereupon, the 
county council should issue general obligation bonds of Charleston 
County to such extent as may be needed, to fully implement the 
report, in order that proper courthouse and public facilities be 
obtained for Charleston County, located on a site or sites approved 
by the commission herein created and by county council. Now, there- 
fore, , 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Courthouse and Public Building Commission of 
Charleston County created—members—appointments—terms.— 
There is hereby created a commission to be known as the “Court- 
house and Public Building Commission” of Charleston County, 
to be composed of ten members, including ex officio, the Chair- 
man of the County Council of Charleston County; the Director 
of the Charleston County Planning Board; the State Senator for 
Charleston County; the Chairman of the Charleston County Legis- 
lative Delegation; and the following individual or appointed mem- 
bers: O. T. Wallace, Thomas P. Stoney, R. McC. Figg, Jr., M. L. 
McCray, Charles H. Gibbs and Kenneth Rentiers. 

Each of the individuals named to membership on the commission 
shall, within thirty days following the approval of this act, file a 
written notice of his acceptance of the appointment with the county 
council. Failure to file such acceptance within the time hereby pre- 
scribed shall nullify the particular appointment. Any vacancy caused 
thereby, or for any other reason, then or afterwards, shall be filled 
by appointment by the Governor upon the recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the Legislative Delegation of Charleston County. The com- 
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mission may organize and function when as many as three of those 
appointed pursuant to this section qualify by accepting their appoint- 
ments. Each member of the commission shall hold office for a term 
of four years following the date of the approval of this act, or until 
the purposes intended to be accomplished by this act shall have 
been fulfilled at an earlier date. 


SECTION 2. Organization—Within forty days after the approval 
of this act, or at such time as three of the named members to this com- 
mission shall have accepted their respective appointments, the Chair- 
man of the County Council of Charleston County shall give written 
notice to each member of the commission of the time and place where 
the commission shall meet and organize. The commission shall organ- 
ize by the election of one of its members as chairman, and by the elec- 
tion of a secretary who need not be a member of the commission. The 
members of the commission shall serve without compensation. The 
commission shall take no action unless the same be approved ed not 
less than six of its members. 


SECTION 3. County Council to furnish clerks for the commis- 
sion and pay certain costs.—The county council shall furnish such 
clerical and stenographic assistance as the commission shall require 
and shall pay the cost of the same, charging it as an ordinary ex- 
pense of county government. 


SECTION 4. Duties of the Commission.—Following its organiza- 
tion, the commission shall fully investigate and survey the needs of 
Charleston County for courthouse facilities and the other facilities 
needed by Charleston County to adequately provide for the proper 
functioning of the county government of Charleston County. It shall 
first survey all present buildings used in connection with the county 
government of Charleston County and determine to what extent such 
buildings can be further utilized through improvements or additions, 
paying particular heed in its investigation to the requirements for 
courthouse facilities. It shall then undertake to determine the proper 
location for improved facilities. After a full investigation the com- 
mission shall file its report and recommendations to the County 
Council of Charleston County, setting forth: 
(a) The nature of the improvements or new buildings it rec- 
ommends ; 
(b) The location of such improvements or new buildings; and 
(c) The anticipated cost thereof including the cost of land to 
be acquired as a site or sites therefor. 
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SECTION 5. County Council may issue bonds.—If the county 
council shall approve such recommendations, it shall thereafter pro- 
ceed with the issuance of such general obligation bonds of Charles- 
ton County as it shall determine to be necessary to defray the an- 
ticipated cost of the improved facilities. 


SECTION 6. Referendum.—Such bonds shall be issued in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the County Bond Act (Section 14-511 to 
Section 14-529, inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952), 
but only if the election required by the County Bond Act shall be 
held on a date specified by the county council and shall result fav- 
orably to the issuance of bonds. The provisions and procedures pre- 
scribed by the County Bond Act shall be fully observed, and bonds 
issued in pursuance thereof shall constitute valid and binding general 
obligations of Charleston County. 


SECTION 7. Commission and County Council to supervise im- 
provements—competitive bids.—If the election required by Section 
6, supra, shall result favorably, and general obligation bonds of 
Charleston County shall be issued, the construction of the improve- 
ments and additions shall be forthwith undertaken, under the super- 
vision of the commission and county council. All contracts required 
for the acquisition of the improvements shall be let by the commis- 
sion and by county council, but in all instances where it is practicable, 
competitive bidding shall be required.

An Act To Create North Charleston Consolidated Public Serv- 
ice District Through The Consolidation Of Two Existing Public 
Service Districts Known As St. Phillips & St. Michaels Public 
Service District And North Charleston Public Service District; 
To Establish A Governing Commission Therefor; To Prescribe 
The Functions And Powers Of The District And Its Commis- 
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sion; To Make Provisions For The Operation Of Such District; 
And To Provide Certain Penalties. 

Whereas, the General Assembly, after due investigation, finds 
that the need for the governmental services proposed to be furnished 
by this act of those living in that section of Charleston County 
known as St. Phillips & St. Michaels Public Service District and 
North Charleston Public Service District would be better served 
through the consolidation of the two existing public service dis- 
tricts known as St. Phillips & St. Michaels Public Service District 
and North Charleston Public Service District into a single district. 
In reaching this determination, the General Assembly has taken due 
note that both districts are thickly populated, and in order to pre- 
serve the health of the inhabitants of the said districts and to pro- 
tect life and property therein, certain governmental services are 
essential. As a consequence of these findings, the General Assembly 
has determined to create North Charleston Consolidated Public 
Service District through the consolidation of the two existing public 
service districts referred to above. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. North Charleston Consolidated Public Service Dis- 
trict created—There is hereby created, through the consolidation 
of the existing public service districts in Charleston County known 
as St. Phillips & St. Michaels Public Service District and North 
Charleston Public Service District, a district hereby designated as 
North Charleston Consolidated Public Service District (hereafter 
called the “District”). The District shall include and be comprised 
of so much of that portion of Charleston County lying generally 
to the North of the boundaries of the City of Charleston as is set 
forth and delineated on a map or plat thereof made by The John 
McCrady Co., dated April, 1957, and recorded in the R.M.C. Office 
for Charleston County on the 30th day of April, 1957, in Plat Book 
“LL”, page 23. 


SECTION 2. District a body politic and corporate—succes- 
sion—The North Charleston Consolidated Public Service District 
shall be a body politic and corporate with perpetual succession, and 
shall exercise, through its Commission, the functions committed to 
it by this act and acts amendatory hereof. 


SECTION 3. Commission created — members — appointment— 
terms—vacancies—compensation.—The District shall be governed 
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by a Commission to be known as the North Charleston Consolidated 
- Public Service District Commission, (hereafter called the “Commis- 
sion”), and all functions committed to the District shall be exercised 
by the Commission. The Commission shall consist of five members who 
shall be appointed by the Governor upon the written recommendation 
of the Senator and a majority of the Charleston County Legislative 
Delegation. Except as provided herein for those initially appointed, 
each member of the Commission shall hold office for a term of five 
years and until their successors shall be appointed and shall qualify. 
Of those initially appointed hereunder, one shall serve for one year, 
one for two years, one for three years, one for four years, and one 
for five years. Immediately following the appointment of the Com- 
mission, it shall. meet and organize by electing a chairman and a 
secretary; thereupon the duration of the term of the initial ap- 
pointees shall be determined by lot. Whereupon the secretary shall 
file with the Clerk of Court for Charleston County and the Secre- 
tary of State of South Carolina a certificate establishing the dura- 
tion of the terms of the initial appointees. All terms of office (of 
both initial and subsequent appointees) shali expire on June first in 
the year in which the term of office would expire had the initial 
appointees been appointed on June 1, 1957, irrespective of whether 
delay in appointment or failure to qualify shall result in the lessening 
of the term of office. Any vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired 
term in the manner of the original appointment. The members of 
the Commission shall be paid compensation, from the funds of the 
Commission, in such amount as is approved as an item in the 
Annual Budget of the Commission. 


SECTION 4. Duties.—The following functions are hereby com- 
mitted to the North Charleston Consolidated Public Service District, 
viz. : . 

(1) The -construction, -operation, maintenance and enlargement 
of such system of sewers and sewage disposal as the Commission 
shall from time to time deem necessary to protect the health of 
those living in the District. 

(2) The construction, operation, maintenance and enlargement 
of such system of water distribution as the Commission shall from 
time to time deem necessary to protect the health of those living 
in the District. 

(3) The construction, operation, maintenance and enlargement 
of such system of fire protection as the Commission shall from 
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time to time deem necessary to protect life and property within the 
District. 

(4) The construction, operation, maintenance and enlargement 
of such system of street lighting as the Commission shall from time 
to time deem necessary to protect the safety of those living in the 
District. 

(5) The construction, operation, maintenance and enlargement of 
such system of garbage disposal as the Commission shall from time 
to time deem necessary to protect the health of those living in the 
District. 


SECTION 5. Powers.—To the end that the functions of the District 
may be conveniently exercised, its Commission shall be empowered 
to: 

(1) Expend the proceeds of any tax levy made for the District, 
for such purposes and under such conditions as such tax levy shall 
from time to time be made. 

(2) Sue and be sued, (except that the right to be sued shall not 
extend any waiver of sovereign immunity). 

(3) Adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 

(4) Make bylaws for the management and regulation of its af- 
fairs, and to define a quorum for its meetings. 

(5) Accept gifts and grants. 

(6) Prescribe regulations requiring persons who shall be resi- 
dents of the District to make use of any water or sewer system 
which the District shall place in operation. Such regulations shall, 
however, become effective only after they have been adopted by 
resolution of the Commission, a certified copy thereof has been 
recorded in the office of the Register of Mesne Conveyance for 
Charleston County, a copy has been posted in the Charleston County 
Courthouse, and the notice of the adoption of the regulations shall 
be published at least once for three successive weeks in a news- 
paper published in Charleston County, and having general circu- 
lation in the District. The notice shall specify in brief the scope of 
the regulations, and shall state the date on which the same shall 
become effective. Prior to the adoption of the aforesaid resolution, 
the Commission shall give public notice of the meeting which is to 
be held to consider their adoption, and the notice shall appear in a 
newspaper published in Charleston County, and having general cir- 
culation in the District, not less than seven days prior to the oc- 
casion fixed for the holding of such meeting. Any persons affected 
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may attend such meeting and express their views on the proposed 
regulation. The provisions of this paragraph, prescribing conditions 
upon the effectiveness of regulations adopted to require compulsory 
use of water and sewer facilities, shall not be deemed to impose 
mandatory conditions upon the making or adoption of any other 
type of regulation authorized by this act. 

(7) Acquire, purchase, hold, use, lease, mortgage, sell, trans- 
fer and dispose of any property, real, personal or mixed, or any 
interest therein. - 

(8) Build, construct, operate and maintain water lines and water 
mains throughout the district, and all apparatus necessary for the 
proper functioning of the same, and from time to time to enlarge 
and extend the same. 

(9) Build, construct, operate and maintain a system for the 
collection and disposal of sewage, including: the construction of 
sewer mains, sewer lines and sewage treatment and disposal plants, 
and from time to time to enlarge and extend the same. 

(10) Establish, operate and maintain a system of fire protection. 

(11) Establish, operate and maintain a garbage collection service. 

(12) Build, construct, operate and maintain a system for the 
lighting of streets. 

(13) Purchase, or otherwise acquire, a supply of water for any 
water distribution system it may acquire and to that end to build, 
construct, maintain and operate water tanks, reservoirs, pumps and 
such other apparatus as may be necessary to obtain and distribute 
water, and to enter into contracts for the purchase of water at 
wholesale. 

(14) Distribute and sell water on such terms and rates as it 
shall from time to time approve. To that end, the Commission shall 
be empowered to place into effect and to’ revise, whenever it so 
wishes or may be so required, a schedule of rates and charges for 
water furnished by its water distribution system. ° 

(15) Contract with any existing water company or municipality 
having mains adjacent to or in the District for the furnishing of 
water to the Commission, whether for resale or otherwise, and for 
the providing of any other services in connection with the operation 
of a water distribution system. 

(16) Construct, purchase, acquire, lease or otherwise provide 
poles, wires, transformers and all other material, equipment and 
instrumentalities for street lighting, and to make contracts and 
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agreements for such purposes, and for electrical current for such 
system. 

(17) Name all streets in the District, and promulgate a num- 
bering system and purchase and erect street name markers. 

(18) Promulgate rules and regulations relating to the disposal of 
garbage throughout the District. 

(19) Require a permit for connection with any sewer constructed 
and maintained by the Commission, and as a condition to the issu- 
ance of such permits to promulgate uniform regulations prescribing 
the type and manner of connections permitted to be made therewith, 
and to inspect such-connections to insure compliance, and to make 
a reasonable charge for permits sufficient to cover the cost thereof 
and of such inspection. 

(20) Place into effect and to revise, whenever it so wishes or may 
be required, a schedule of rates and charges for the use made of 
its sewage disposal system. 

(21) Promulgate rules and regulations regarding fire hazards 
and the protection therefrom within the district, including appro- 
priate powers to enforce the observance thereof, and provide for 
penalties for the non-observance thereof. 

(22) Make use of county and State highway rights of way in 
which to lay pipes and lines in such manner and under such condi- 
tions as the appropriate officials in charge of such rights of way 
shall approve. 

(23) Exercise the power of eminent domain for any corporate 
function. The power of eminent domain may be exercised through 
any procedure prescribed by Chapter 3, Title 25, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, or by following the procedure for the exercise 
of eminent domain by the State Highway Department, prescribed 
by Article 2, Chapter 3, Title 33, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952. 

(24) Appoint officers, agents, employees and servants, to pre- 
scribe the duties of such, to fix their compensation, and to de- 
termine if and to what extent they shall be bonded for the faithful 
performance of their duties. 

(25) On behalf of the District, borrow money and make and 
issue negotiable bonds, notes and other evidences of indebtedness 
payable solely from all or any part of the revenues derived from 
the operation of any revenue-producing facility. The sums bor- 
rowed may be those needed to pay all costs incident to the construc- 
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tion and establishment of its water system, its- sewer system, or 
both, or such sum as may be needed to pay the cost of any extension, 
addition and improvement to the water system, the sewer system 
or both. If the method of financing authorized by this paragraph 
is used, neither the faith and credit of the State of South Carolina, 
nor of the County of Charleston, nor of the District shall be pledged 
for the payment of the principal and interest of the obligations, and 
there shall be on the face of each obligation a statement, plainly 
worded, to that effect. Neither the members of the Commission nor 
any person signing the obligations shall be personally liable thereon. 
That a convenient procedure for borrowing money pursuant to this 
paragraph may be prescribed, the District shall be fully empowered 
to avail itself of all powers granted by Article 9, Chapter 3, Title 59, 
and by Chapter 5, Title 59, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952. 
In exercising the powers conferred upon the District by such code 
provisions, the District may make all pledges and covenants au- 
thorized by any provision of either of the aforesaid statutes, and 
may confer upon the holders of its securities all rights and liens au- 
thorized by such code provisions. Specifically, and notwithstanding 
contrary provisions in any such code provisions, the District may: 

(a) Provide that such bonds, notes or other evidences of indebt- 
edness be payable, both as to principal and interest, from the net 
revenues derived from the operation:of any revenue-producing fa- 
cility, as such net revenues may be defined by the Commission. - 

(b) Covenant and agree that, upon its being adjudged in default 
as to the payment of any instalment of principal or interest upon 
any obligation issued by it or in default as to the performance of 
any covenant or undertaking made by it, the principal of all ob- 
ligations of such issue may be declared forthwith due and payable, 
notwithstanding that any of them may not have then matured. 

(c) Confer upon a corporate trustee the power to make dispo- 
sition of the proceeds from all borrowings and also of all revenues 
derived from the operation of the revenue-producing facility, whose 
revenues are pledged for the payment of such obligations, in ac- 
cordance with and in the order of priority prescribed by the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Commission as an incident to the issuance of 
any notes, bonds or other evidences of indebtedness. 

(d) Dispose of its obligations at public or private sale, and upon 
such terms and conditions as it shall approve. 

(e) Make such provision for the redemption of any obligations 
issued by it prior to their stated maturity, with or without premium, 
and on such terms and conditions as the Commission shall approve. 
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(£) Covenant and agree that any cushion fund established to 
further secure the payment of the principal and interest of any ob- 
ligations shall be in a fixed amount. 

(g) Covenant and agree that no free service will be furnished to 
any person, firm, corporation, municipal corporation, or any sub- 
division or division of the State. 

(h) Prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of the 
contract with the holders of its obligations may be amended, the 
number of obligations whose holders must consent thereto, and the 
manner in which such consent shall be given. 

(i) Prescribe the events of default and the terms and conditions 
upon which all or any obligations shall become or may be declared 
due before maturity and the terms and conditions upon which such 
declaration and its consequences may be waived. 

(26) To contract with the Commissioners of Public Works of 
the City of Charleston for the collection of sewer charges imposed 
for the use of any public sewage disposal system maintained by the 
District. Such contract may empower the Commissioners of Public 
Works to add charges made for the use of the sewage disposal sys- 
tem to the water bill of any person who shall obtain water from 
the Waterworks System operated by the said Commissioners of 
Public Works. 

(27) To exercise powers now committed by special statutory 
enactments to either of St. Phillips & St. Michaels Public Service 
District or North Charleston Public Service District for the issu- 
ance of general obligation bonds. Such bonds, however, shall be 
issued in the name of North Charleston Consolidated Public Serv- 
ice District and shall be direct and general obligations of the Dis- 
trict, payable from ad valorem taxes levied through the District. 
The proceeds of any such bonds shall be expended for the pur- 
poses set forth in the statutes authorizing their issuance. 

(28) Exercise any and all powers vested in the St. Phillips and 
St. Michaels Public Service District Commission and/or the North 
Charleston Public Service District Commission immediately prior 
to the effective date of this act. ; 


SECTION 6. Funds.—Upon the effective date of this act, all 
moneys, property, and assets now belonging to or standing to the 
credit of St. Phillips & St. Michaels Public Service District and 
North Charleston Public Service District shall vest in and become the 
absolute property of North Charleston Consolidated Public Service 
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District. Similarly, all obligations of St. Phillips and St. Michaels 
Public Service District and North Charleston Public Service Dis- 
trict shall be fully assumed by the District. 


SECTION 7. Tax exemption—The property of the District shall 
be exempt from all taxes of whatever kind or nature. 


SECTION 8. Tax levy.—In addition to the tax necessary to meet 
the obligations assumed pursuant to Section 6 hereof the County Au- 
ditor shall levy and Treasurer of Charleston County shall annually 
collect a tax of sufficient millage as is approved pursuant to Section 
14-1182, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, on all taxable prop- 
erty in the territorial limits of the district, the proceeds of which tax 
shall be placed to the credit of the North Charleston Consolidated 
Public Service District Commission and paid out under warrants of 
its chairman and secretary for carrying out the purposes of this act 
and the functions of the commission. 


SECTION 9. Bids—records.—The commission shall advertise for 
bids for at least thirty days in one or more newspapers for all work to 
be done and the material to be used in constructing water, sewer or 
light systems and for fire apparatus, with the right to reject any and all 
bids, to enter into contracts with the lowest responsible bidder thereon, 
and to secure competent persons, if deemed advisable, to superin- 
tend the construction thereof and counsel and advise in all matters 
relating thereto. A permanent record shall be kept by the Com- 
mission of all its proceedings, contracts and other matters done and 
performed by it, including an accurate plan of the work done, and 
proper books shall be kept, showing in detail all moneys and funds 
received and disbursed by it. The books of the Commission shall 
be audited annually, and at such other times as the Charleston Del- 
egation shall direct, by a certified public accountant and a copy of 
such audit filed with the delegation. All books and records of the 
Commission shall be open at all times to the inspection of any 
citizen of the District. 


SECTION 10. Penalties—Any person, firm or corporation, wilful- 
ly failing or refusing to comply with any rule or regulation of the Com- 
mission promulgated or adopted under authority duly vested in it, af- 
ter written notice of such rule or regulation and demand for compli- 
ance therewith, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars or imprisonment of not exceeding ten days; provided, 
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that each day after conviction of such failure or refusal to comply 
that the same shall continue shall constitute a separate offence, and 
be subject to like punishment. 


SECTION 11. Further.—It shall be unlawful for any person to wil- 
fully injure or destroy, or in any manner hurt, damage, tamper with 
or impair any facility of the District, or any part of the same, or any 
apparatus or equipment incident thereto or used or useful in the 
operation of such facility, or to obtain water from its water dis- 
tribution system or to connect to its sewers except in accordance 
with the regulations promulgated by the Commission. Any person 
so offending shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned for not more than thirty 
days at the discretion of the Court, and shall be further liable to 
pay all damages suffered by the District. 


SECTION 12. Saving clause.—If any part of this act shall be held 
unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect the remainder 
of this act. 


SECTION 13, Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 14. Time effective—The consolidation of districts here- 
with effected, and the establishment of North Charleston Consolidated 
Public Service District shall become effective on May 31, 1957, or 
upon the effective date of this act, whichever shall last occur. 


SECTION 15. Further.—This act shall take effect upon approval 
by the Governor.

Service District Commission In Charleston County To Issue Not © 
Exceeding Two Hundred Thousand Dollars Of General Obliga- 
tion Bonds Of North Charleston Consolidated Public Service 
District; To Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The Same 
May Be Issued And The Purposes For Which Their Proceeds 
Shall Be Expended; To Make Provision For The Payment There- 
of; And To Empower The North Charleston Consolidated Public 
Service District Commission To Impose Charges For The Use 
Of The Water Mains And Sewer Mains To Be Constructed With 
The Proceeds Of The Bonds Authorized By This Act. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Bond issue authorized for North Charleston Con- 
solidated Public Service District.—North Charleston Consolidated 
Public Service District Commission is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to issue and sell general obligation bonds of North Charleston 
Consolidated Public Service District, Charleston County, South 
Carolina, in the aggregate principal amount of not éxceeding two 
hundred thousand dollars. 


SECTION 2. How proceeds to be used.—The proceeds of such 
bonds shall be used by the Commission for the purpose of construct- 
ing additional sewer lines and sewage disposal facilities in the district 
and of constructing additional water distribution facilities in the dis~- 
trict, and to pay any expenses incurred in the issuance of the bonds. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue—dates—interest—maturity — redemp- 
tion—where payable.—The bonds may be issued either as a single is- 
sue or, from time to time, in several separate issues. They shall bear 
such date or dates, rate or rates of interest, shall mature at such 
time or times, with or without privilege of redemption and if with 
privilege of redemption at such redemption premium as the Com- 
mission shall prescribe, and shall be payable at such places as the 
North Charleston Consolidated Public Service District Commission 
may by resolution provide, except that no bond issued pursuant to 
this act shall mature subsequent to twenty-five years from its date, 
and no issue of bonds shall be sold at an interest cost in excess of 
four per cent. 


SECTION 4. Form—execution.—The bonds shall be negotiable in- 
struments, issued in coupon form; they shall be in denominations of 
one thousand dollars each, and shall be executed in the name of North 
Charleston Consolidated Public Service District by the chairman and 
the secretary of the Commission. The Seal of the district shall be af- 
fixed to or impressed upon the bonds. The coupons on the bonds need 
not be authenticated other than by the facsimile signatures of the 
chairman and the secretary lithographed, engraved or printed thereon. 


SECTION 5. Sale.—The bonds shall be sold at public sale after at 
least ten days’ notice. Such notice may be given by publication one or 
more times in any newspaper of general circulation in the State of 
South Carolina. 


SECTION 6. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds and all interest to 
become due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by 
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Act No. 730 of the Acts of the General Assembly for the ale 1952 
(47 Statutes at Large, page 1878). 


SECTION 7. Payment.—For the payment of the principal sum of 
and interest on the bonds herein authorized, the full faith, credit, tax- 
ing power and resources of the district shall be irrevocably pledged, 
and there shall be levied annually by the Auditor of Charleston Coun- 
ty, and collected by the Treasurer of Charleston County, in the same 
manner as ordinary taxes are levied and collected, a tax upon all 
taxable property in the district, without limitation as to rate or 
amount, sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds, 
as the same respectively mature. 


SECTION 8. Certain charges authorized—funds to be separate 
—payment section separable.—The Commission shall be empowered 
to impose a charge or fee for the privilege of tapping into and connect- 
ing with any sewer mains or water mains constructed with the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds herein authorized, and to impose a periodic charge 
for the continued use of such mains, until the cost thereof shall have 
been paid for. All funds derived from the charge hereby authorized 
shall be kept separate and apart from other funds of the district, 
and shall be remitted from time to time to the Treasurer of Charles- 
ton County, with instructions that he make use of the same for the 
payment of the principal and interest on the bonds hereby authorized. 
If, on the occasion in each year when the tax levy for such year is 
made, the treasurer shall have on hand funds from the source hereby 
created, -applicable to the payment of the principal or interest on 
the bonds, he shall notify the Auditor of Charleston County who 
shall thereupon reduce the ad valorem levy to the extent that such 
moneys in the hands of the treasurer are available for payment of 
principal or interest on the bonds.

SECTION 2. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to transfer to the credit of the County Board 
of Education the sum of thirty thousand dollars from the beer, wine 
and liquor taxes accruing to Cherokee County to be used to pur- 
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chase school textbooks to be furnished free to the school children of 
Cherokee County and to pay for such books already purchased. 

Provided, that any balance brought forward from the 1956 County 
Supply Act shall be included in the thirty thousand dollars herein 
appropriated. 


SECTION 3. The county treasurer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay upon warrants issued by the county board of commis- 
sioners the sum of twenty thousand dollars from the county’s share 
of the one cent gasoline tax now cn hand for the purpose of surface 
treating roads or streets in and around the towns and populous sec- 
tions of Cherokee County; provided, that the grading and preparing 
of such roads and streets for surface treating shall be done by the 
city or county road forces under the supervision of a competent 
engineer and the work shall be done in accordance with the State 
Highway Department’s specifications, and no surface treating shall 
be done without approval of the engineer. Provided, further, that 
the roads and streets to be improved under the terms of this section 
shall be agreed to, in writing, by a majority of the County Dele- 
gation. 

SECTION 4. The county treasurer shall pay, upon warrants issued 
by the county board of commissioners, the sum of four thousand three 
hundred twelve dollars and forty-four cents to the City of Gaffney 
as reimbursement for certain work upon roads and streets performed 
during 1956, such payment to be made out of the surplus funds on 
hand received by the county from the one-cent gasoline tax. 


SECTION 5. ‘The court crier, jury boy and bailiffs in the Circuit 
Court of Cherokee County shall be paid a per diem of five dollars for 
the actual number of days served, and the jurors and the members of 
the board of assessors and the board of equalization shall be paid a 
per diem of ten dollars for the actual number of days served. 


SECTION 6. The working of the chain gang shall be under the 
management of the county board of commissioners; provided, how- 
ever, that before any employee or help is secured, or any discharged, 
same must meet with the approval and sanction of the board of 
county commissioners. When differences arise between the super- 
visor and commissioners, a majority vote of the commission shall 
control; provided, that the rural mail carrier shall notify the county 
board, supervisor, or the township commissioner, when a bad place 
occurs in any mail road, and the supervisor or township commis- 
sioner shall send someone to fix same. 
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SECTION 7. The clerk of the county board of commissioners shall 
have authority to make purchases of necessary supplies, not to exceed 
fifty dollars, without first receiving approval of the county board 
of commissioners. However, any purchases exceeding fifty dollars 
must first be approved by the county board of commissioners, and all 
claims before paid shall be approved by the county board of com- 
missioners. 


SECTION 8. The amount herein appropriated shall be paid out as 
near as practicable one-twelfth each month during the year 1957, 
and, if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, such 
overpayment shall be deducted from the following month. Any 
note or contract made by any officer of the county or by the board 
of county commissioners for any amount not included in this Supply 
Act shall be null and void; any officer or employee who disregards 
any of the provisions hereof without the written consent of a majority 
of the Cherokee County Delegation to the General Assembly, kept 
on file in the treasurer’s office, shall be guilty of a malfeasance in 
office and subject to removal. If the county supervisor or the board 
of commissioners at any time finds that the appropriation or monthly 
allotment is not sufficient to maintain the maximum chain gang and 
equipment or road maintenance, then, in that event, they are re- 
quired to send to the State Penitentiary a sufficient number of long 
term chain gang prisoners and reduce equipment and other expenses 
so that expense will come within the monthly allotment herein pro- 
vided. All appropriations herein made are subject to the right and 
authority of the majority of the Cherokee County Delegation to 
change, alter or deduct therefrom at any time without notice, when 
in its judgement such change, alteration or deduction is necessary for 
the best interest of the county or to conform with the revenue ex- 
pected during the life of this act. Provided, that the changes made 
by the delegation pursuant to the authority herein conferred shall 
not operate to increase the total amount herein appropriated. 


SECTION 9. The supervisor and the chain gang and employees 
of Cherokee County are hereby prohibited from doing any private 
work and spending any money of the county on any private roads or 
private property. 


SECTION 10. The clerk of the county board of commissioners 
shall, during each month, send to each member of the Cherokee 
County Delegation an itemized list of all expenditures of the county 
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for the preceding month, and also an itemized list of all obligations 
incurred and not paid. 


SECTION 11. Immediately following each meeting of the county 
board of commissioners, the clerk of the board shall send each mem- 
ber of the Cherokee County Legislative Delegation a certified copy 
of the minutes of such meeting. 


SECTION 12. The county attorney shall give legal advice to all 
county officers, including the grand jury, on any subject affecting the 
official matters of Cherokee County, and the amount herein ap- 
propriated shall be in full for all services of the county attorney, 
except litigated cases brought or defended with the approval of the 
Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 13. Whenever references are made in this act to any 
action of or by the Legislative Delegation or County Delegation, the 
same means the joint approval, agreement, or order of the Senator 
and at least one-half of the Representatives of Cherokee County in 
the General Assembly. In the event, however, of the death, resigna- 
tion or removal of any one or more of the members of the delegation, 
the remaining members shall have the right to execute any such 
approval, agreement or order. 


SECTION 14. There shall be elected by the county delegation, or 
a majority thereof, a supply clerk at a salary of two hundred and 
thirty-five dollars per month. His duties shall consist of checking in 
and out materials and supplies purchased by the county for chain 
gang and road building purposes which shall be subject to his in- 
spection at all times, and keeping proper records of such transactions. 
The supply clerk shall be furnished, by the county board of com- 
missioners, with an office and a building for storage of all such 
materials and supplies. No warrant for the payment of any such 
materials and supplies shall be issued until the supply clerk shall 
certify, in writing, to the receipt of same, and he shall keep proper 
records to show to which agency of the county such materials and 
supplies were issued or delivered. Provided, monthly reports shall 
be made to the Cherokee County Delegation. 


SECTION 15. No long distance telephone calls shall be charged 
to the county except such as are necessary in performing a public 
duty in connection with the administration of the affairs of the 
county, and no claim for any such calls shall be approved or paid 
unless on a verified itemized claim showing the name of the person 
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making the call, the person to whom the call was made and the date 
and purpose thereof. , 


SECTION 16. The attendance teacher and the school lunch super- 
visor shall be paid sixty-five dollars per month each from the County 
Board of Education Contingent Fund (Item 7 (c)). Travel shall 
be paid at the prevailing rate of mileage allowed by the State. A 
report of the number of. miles traveled on official business shall be 
submitted monthly to the county board of education for approval, and 
a warrant of the board shall be issued in payment thereof. 
Beginning with the school year of 1957-1958 the attendance teacher 
shall receive a salary supplement during each school month sufficient 
to make such teacher’s monthly salary during the school months 
equal to the monthly salary which would be paid to such teacher for 
teaching in the public schools of Cherokee County. The supplement 
provided for herein shall be paid from the Contingent Fund of the 
County Board of Education. 


SECTION 17. There may be expended for county purposes during 
the months of January, February and March of 1958, the amounts 
authorized herein to be expended for the same months during the 
year 1957. All such expenditures shall be made from the general 
fund of the county. This provision is included in this act so that the 
activities of the county may continue uninterrupted until the Appro- 
priation Act for the calendar year 1958 is adopted. 


SECTION 18, The County Board of Commissioners of Cherokee 
County may rent office space in the Cherokee County Court House 
and: the Cherokee County Agricultural Building for use by persons 
or organizations in the performance of State or Federal functions, 
No office space in such building shall be occupied by any person or 
organization not using such office space in the performance of State, 
county or Federal functions. Any person or organization using such 
office space in performance of a function of the Federal Government 
shall be charged a reasonable rental, based upon the space occupied 
and the services provided, as determined by the county board of 
commissioners. 


SECTION 19. The transfer heretofore made of a confiscated motor 
vehicle by the Sheriff of Cherokee County to the Fire Department of © 
the City of Gaffney is hereby validated. 


SECTION 20. The Cherokee County Board of Commissioners may, 
upon such terms and conditions. as are satisfactory to the board, 
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convey to the Midway Baptist Church a part of the County Home 
property containing approximately one acre. 


SECTION 21. The appointive members of the Cherokee County 
Board of Education and the elective members of the Board of Trustees 
of Cherokee County School District No. 1 shall receive per diem of 
ten dollars and mileage at the rate of seven cents a mile for at- 
tendance upon meetings of their respective boards, but the payment 
of such per diem and mileage shall be limited to not more than one 
meeting during each month. The per diem and mileage of the mem- 
bers of the board of education provided for in this section shall be 
paid from the Contingent Fund of the County Board of Education 
and the per diem and mileage of the members of the board of trustees 
provided for herein shall be paid from the general school funds. 


SECTION 22. (a) Subsection (b) of this section shall consti- 
tute a part of the permanent law of this State. 

(b) Article 11 of Chapter 5 of Title 43, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding the following section to be desig- 
nated as Section 43-663: 

“Section 43-663. The territorial jurisdiction of the two magis- 
trates in the City of Gaffney shall consist of all that territory em- 
braced within Draytonville, Limestone, Gowdeysville, Morgan and 
White Plains Townships. The territorial jurisdiction of the magistrate 
in the Town of Blacksburg shall consist of all that territory embraced 
in Cherokee Township.” 

(c) Nothing in this section is intended to limit the right of change 
of venue as set forth in Section 43-131, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952. 


SECTION 23. The amount to be expended for hospital purposes 
shall be determined monthly by the legislative delegation but in no 
event shall the total of such monthly expenditures during the year 
exceed the sum of sixty thousand dollars appropriated in Section 1 
hereof. 


SECTION 24. (a) Upon approval of the County Legislative Dele- 
gation, the Board of Public Works of the Town of Blacksburg in 
Cherokee County may borrow from the County of Cherokee forty 
thousand dollars, if so much be necessary, at such rate of interest as 
may be satisfactory to the County Treasurer and the Board of Public 
Works of the Town of Blacksburg, the proceeds of which shall be 
used for construction of a reservoir, water and sewer lines for the 
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Town of Blacksburg and for the purchase of necessary equipment 
incidental to extending its water and sewer lines. 

(b) The Board of Public Works may execute a note or notes 
evidencing the indebtedness which shali be signed by a majority of 
the members of the Board of Public Works and by a majority of the 
aldermen of the Town of Blacksburg. The note shall contain an obli- 
gation on the part of the Board of Public Works of Blacksburg to 
apply monthly such portion of the income derived monthly from the 
sewer and water works system as is agreed upon and approved 
by a majority of the members of the Board of Public Works, by a 
majority of the aldermen of the Town of Blacksburg and by the 
county treasurer. Otherwise the note shall be in usual form. The 
form of the note on the part of the county shall be agreed upon by the 
county treasurer and upon the part of the town by the Board of 
Public Works of the Town of Blacksburg. The payments shall be 
made to the county treasurer. Upon delivery of the note or notes 

‘duly signed as provided herein the treasurer of the county may 
advance the amount of the loan out of any funds in his hands not 
otherwise specifically appropriated. 

(c) The note or notes when executed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act shall constitute a binding obligation upon the 
Town of Blacksburg, and the full faith, credit and taxing power of 
the town are hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment thereof. 


SECTION 25. Should any section of this act be declared uncon- 
stitutional the remaining sections shall remain and be in full force 
and effect. 


SECTION 26. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 27. This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

An Act To Amend Section 3 Of Act No. 802 Of The Acts And 
Joint Resolutions Of South Carolina, 1954, Relating To Ches- 
ter County Natural Gas Authority So As To Increase Member- 
ship Of The Board. . : 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 3 of Act 802 of 1954, amended—Chester 
County Natural Gas Authority Board—members—terms—vacan- 
' cies—compensation—officers.—Section 3 of Act No. 802 of the 
Acts of 1954 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. The Authority shall consist of a board of five mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor, two upon the recommendation of the 
City Council of the City of Chester, one upon the recommendation 
of the Great Falls Public Service Commission and two upon the 
recommendation of the Senator and one-half of the members of the 
House from the county at large. The present members of the board 
shall continue to serve for the term for which they were appointed 
and the new members shall be appointed for six year terms. Here- 
after all terms shall be for six years and until their successors are 
appointed and qualify. In case any vacancy occurs in the membership 
of the board either during the initial or regular term, such vacancy 
shall be filled for the unexpired term as provided for the original 
appointment. No person shall be appointed as a member of the 
board who holds any public office with the City of Chester or the 
Great Falls Public Service District. The members of the Authority 
shall serve without salary, and shall be compensated only for actual 
expenses incurred on official business of the Authority, and a full 
record of all expenses that may be incurred by the members of 
the Authority shall be kept and shall at all reasonable times be open 
to public inspection. As soon as convenient, the members of the 
Authority shall convene and shall elect one of their number as 
chairman and another as secretary, each of whom shall hold office 
for terms to be fixed by the Authority. The secretary of the Authority 
shall from time to time file, in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Chester County, appropriate certificates showing the personnel of the 
Authority, and the duration of the terms of the respective members.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Amend Act No. 802 Of The Acts And Joint Reso- 
lutions Of 1954, So As To Redefine The Service Area And To 
Further Prescribe The Functions And Powers Of The Chester 
County Natural Gas Authority. 

Whereas, at the time the Chester County Natural Gas Authority’ 
was created by Act No. 802 of the Acts of 1954, it was contemplated 
that the Chester County Natural Gas Authority would construct 
a transmission line connecting with the line of Transcontinental Gas 
Pipeline Corporation in the vicinity of Blacksburg in Cherokee Coun- 
ty, which contemplated transmission line of Chester County Natural 
Gas Authority would be constructed into Chester County to serve the 
service area prescribed in Section 2 of the act; and 

Whereas, since the adoption of the act Carolina Pipeline Company 
has been granted a certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity 
by the South Carolina: Public Service Commission to construct a 
gas transmission line from the transmission line of Transcontinental 
Gas Pipeline Corporation in the vicinity of Blacksburg through 
Chester County ; and 

Whereas, Carolina Pipeline Company has. also been granted an 
allocation of natural gas by the Federal Power Commission, a portion 
of which gas it intends to sell and deliver to Chester County Natural 
Gas Authority through the transmission line to be constructed by 
Carolina Pipeline Company ; and 

Whereas, by reason of the foregoing developments it is proper 
that the act of 1954 be amended so as to permit the Chester County 
Natural Gas Authority to function under the changed circumstances, 
Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 802 of 1954, amended—Chester 
County Natural Gas Authority created—powers and duties—area. 
—Section 1 of Act No. 802 of the Acts of 1954, is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 1. There is hereby created a body corporate and politic 
of perpetual succession to be known as the Chester County Natural 
Gas Authority (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the authority). 
It shall be the function of the authority to purchase, lease, acquire, 
build, construct, maintain and operate natural gas distribution systems 
within the service area hereinafter defined and such transmission 
lines as may be necessary to transport natural gas to the distribution 
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systems from the transmission lines to be constructed by Carolina 
Pipeline Company or other sources from which natural gas’ may 
now or hereafter become available, which transmission lines and 
distribution systems will serve persons, firms, corporations, municipal 
corporations, and any subdivision or division of the State located in 
and nearby to the City of Chester and the Great Falls Public Service 
District or any other municipality or thickly populated area in Chester 
County. The transmission lines, distribution systems, their component 
parts, all apparatus, equipment and property incident thereto or used 
or useful in the operation thereof, and all additions, improvements, 
extensions and enlargements to any of the same, shall henceforth be 
referred to collectively in this act as the system. The authority shall 
have the further functions and duties prescribed by this act, and shall 
have all of the powers herein granted.” 


SECTION 2. Item e, Section 4 of Act 802 of 1954, amended— 
powers and duties of Chester County Natural Gas Authority.— 
Item e of Section 4 of Act No. 802 of the Acts of 1954, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“e. To purchase, lease, acquire, build, construct; maintain and 
operate distribution systems within its service area and such trans- 
mission lines as may be necessary to serve the distribution systems 
and from time to time enlarge and extend such distribution systems 
and transmission lines.” 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 802 Of The Acts And Joint Reso- 
lutions Of South Carolina, 1954, Relating To Chester County 
Natural Gas Authority, So As To Further Define’ The Powers 
And Duties Of The Authority With Respect To The Management 
Of Its Gas System. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Item m of Section 4 of Act 802 of 1954, amended 
—powers and duties of Chester County Natural Gas Authority.— 
Item m. of Section 4 of Act No. 802 of the Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tions of South Carolina, 1954, is amended to read as follows: 

“m. In its discretion, to employ any person or corporation to 
operate its system for any fixed period of time, upon such terms and 
conditions as the authority may deem proper; or to enter into a 
contract of long duration, with any person or corporation skilled 
in the management of natural gas properties, for the provision of 
complete management and operational service for its system. Such 
contract may provide for compensation of the management agency 
through a fixed fee, a fixed per customer or per meter fee, a per- 
centage fee against gross or net receipts, or any one or more of 
them. The authority may require positive assurance or guarantee 
from such agency, in exchange for the agreed fee, that its operating 
costs shall be held within certain fixed limits and/or that sufficient 
sums shall be available to enable it to discharge all obligations, falling 
due during the term of the agreement, incurred by the authority 
through the issuance of revenue bonds to finance construction of its 
system.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time. effective.—This act shall -take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor. 


This act was presented to the Governor the 11th day of June, A. D., 
1957, and was not returned by him to the House in which it orig-

Provided, further, that the auditor of Chester County is hereby 
prohibited from the levying of any tax not approved by a majority 
of the Chester County Legislative Delegation.

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SECTION 2, The following taxes are levied upon the taxable 
property of Chester County for the year 1957 for expenditure dur- 
ing the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1957, and ending June 30, 
1958, for the following purposes: 


(a) To provide funds for retiring and paying interest on Chester 
County Hospital bonds (issue of 1950) and War Memorial Building 
bonds (issue of 1949), two and one-half mills; 

(b) For Chester County Hospital, two and one-half mills, if so 
much be necessary, for medical treatment and hospitalization of all 
charity patients only. Provided, however, that no more than one- 
twelfth of the above amount, if so much be necessary shall be spent 
in any one month; provided, further, that the treasurer shall make 
these funds available direct to the Chester County Hospital Board. 
Provided, further, the Chester County Hospital Board is responsible 
for and charged with the expenditure of the above levy for hospital- 
ization of charity patients and is hereby authorized and directed to 
make such investigations in order to determine who is eligible for 
‘charity hospitalization as they deem wise.

Such expenditure shall include labor, roads, bridges, culverts 
and pipe lines and the construction program operated in connection 
with and under the supervision of the State Highway Department 
on roads now in or roads to be placed in the State Highway Sys- 
tem. The funds raised: from this levy are appropriated for the above- 
stated purposes only, and any new roads, construction or projects 
shall not be undertaken by the county manager or the County Board 
of Directors unless an appropriation has been made therefor by the 
county legislative delegation ; 

(d) For Chester County Library, one and three-quarters mills; 
provided, this levy shall supersede levy made in Act No. 293 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1949. 

Provided, however, that the Auditor of Chester County is hereby 
vested with the authority, upon the written approval of a majority of 
the Chester County Legislative Deelgation, to reduce these levies or 
to eliminate them entirely. Provided, further, that in case the funds 
provided by the above levies prove to be more than enough for such 
purposes, the treasurer, upon the written authority of the majority 
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of the Chester County Legislative Delegation, shall transfer such 
excess funds to the Chester County Contingent Fund. 


SECTION 3. The county treasurer is empowered to borrow in an- 
ticipation of taxes levied so much money as may be necessary to pay 
the authorized expenses of the county in case of emergency; provided, 
it shall be borrowed upon the request of the board of county directors, 
with the approval in writing of a majority of the Chester County 
Legislative Delegation.

An Act To Authorize The Sheriff Of Chesterfield County To 
Exchange The Mobile Radio Sets In Certain Automobiles For 
More Modern Equipment, And To Provide Funds Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Sheriff to get modern radio equipment.—The Sher- 
iff of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized to dispose of the 
present mobile radios in the automobiles of the sheriff and his deputies 
and to acquire through purchase or exchange more modern equip- 
ment. To defray the cost of the equipment provided for herein the 
sum of three thousand three hundred twenty-seven dollars and ninety- 
three cents is hereby appropriated from the General Fund of Ches- 
terfield County; out of the sum herein appropriated the sum of 
twelve hundred three dollars and four cents is appropriated to the 
Chesterfield County Contingent Fund to replace money heretofore 
paid from said fund for radios.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Board Of Trustees 
Of School District No. 6 Of Chesterfield County, The State Of 
South Carolina, To Issue Not Exceeding Ninety Thousand Dol- 
lars Of General Obligation Bonds Of The School District, To 
Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The Bonds May Be Is- 
sued And The Purposes For Which Their Proceeds May Be Ex- 
pended, To Make Provision For The Payment Of Such Bonds, 
- And To Approve And Confirm An Agreement Made Relating 
To The Sale Of The Bonds. 

Whereas, by reason of the election held in School District No. 6 
of Chesterfield County on December 10, 1955, pursuant to the School 
Bond Act (Codified as Sections 21-971, et seq., Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952), the Board of Trustees of School District No. 
6 of Chesterfield County became empowered to issue bonds of the 
school district in an amount not exceeding ninety thousand dollars ; 
and 

Whereas, by Act No. 981 of the Acts of the General Assembly for 
the year 1956, the election held on December 10, 1955, was vali- 
dated, and it was declared by the General Assembly that the condi- 
tion precedent to the issue of bonds, imposed by the School Bond 
Act, was met and discharged; and 

Whereas, thereafter, in accordance with provisions of Code Sec- 
tion 21-983, bonds were offered at public sale but no bids were re- 
ceived; and 

Whereas, after considerable negotiations, the board of trustees has 
arranged, subject to the enactment of this act, to sell the bonds au- 
thorized hereby on the terms herein set forth; and 

Whereas, in view of the matters recited above, the General As- 
sembly is minded to confirm the arrangements made by the board 
of trustees and to authorize the sale and issuance of ninety thousand 
dollars of general obligation bonds of School District No. 6, under 
the terms and conditions set forth herein; Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that the statements made in the preamble hereof are 
correct and that additional school facilities are needed in School Dis- 
trict No. 6 of Chesterfield County, the State of South Carolina. It 
has, therefore, determined to authorize the board of trustees of the 
school district to acquire, construct and equip the same and to finance 
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the cost thereof, to the extent required, from the proceeds of the 
bonds authorized by this act. 


SECTION 2. Chesterfield County School District 6 may acquire 
additional facilities—-The Board of Trustees of School District No. 
6 of Chesterfield County is hereby empowered to acquire, construct 
and equip further school facilities in the school district. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue authorized—proceeds.—In order to ob- 
tain funds for the purposes above set forth, the board of trustees is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue not exceeding ninety 
thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of School District No. 
6 of Chesterfield County, the State of South Carolina. The proceeds 
derived from the sale of such bonds shall be disposed of as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest that may be received shall be applied 
to the payment of the first instalment of interest to become due on 
such bonds. 

(b) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the bonds authorized hereby, and to acquire, construct and 
‘equip further school facilities in the district. 

(c) If any balance remain, the same shall be held by the Treasurer 
of Chesterfield County in a special fund and used to effect the re- 
tirement of bonds authorized hereby. 


SECTION 4. Maturity—interest — denominations—The bonds 
shall be issued as a single issue, dated March 1, 1957. The bonds 
shall mature serially in successive annual instalments of five thousand 
dollars, on the first day of March in each of the years 1959 to 1976, 
inclusive. Of such bonds, those maturing in the years 1966 to 1976, 
inclusive, shall be subject to redemption prior to their stated ma- 
turities, on March 1, 1965, and all subsequent interest payment dates, 
in whole or in part, but if in part, in inverse numerical order, at 
par, plus a premium of thirty dollars per bond for each bond re- 
deemed, plus accrued interest to the date of such redemption.

An Act To Provide For Remodeling The County Jail Of Ches- 
terfield County And To Provide For The Payment Thereof. 
Whereas, the jail of the County of Chesterfield has become out- 
moded and dilapidated with the passage of time; and 
Whereas, the grand jury, after a thorough investigation and in con- 
sultation and cooperation with the office of sheriff, has seen fit to 
recommend that the jail be remodeled and modernized in accordance 
with accepted practices of today. Now, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chesterfield County may borrow money to remodel 
jail—notes—interest—payment.—The County Board of Commis- 
sioners of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized to borrow from 
the Division of Sinking Funds and Property not to exceed the sum 
of forty thousand dollars to be used for remodeling and modernizing 
the jail of the county. The amount so borrowed shall be evidenced 
by notes to be executed by each member of the board and the treas- 
urer, and shall bear interest not exceeding four per cent and payable 
with interest in five successive annual installments. 

In order to provide for the payment of the loan and interest thereon, 
the Treasurer of Chesterfield County is directed to pay annually 
so much money as may be necessary from the one cent gasoline tax 
‘allocated to Chesterfield County, which is deposited in a fund desig- 
nated as the “Chesterfield County Highway Fund” pursuant to Sec- 
tion 3 of the annual county supply act. No monies shall be paid from 
the Chesterfield County Highway Fund until the annual payment 
provided for by this act is made or so much money as may be 
necessary to make such payment is set aside for such payment. 
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In the event that sufficient money is not appropriated to the 
Chesterfield County Highway Fund to make such annual payments, 
the Auditor of Chesterfield County shall levy and the Treasurer 
shall collect an annual tax upon all of the taxable property of the 
county sufficient to retire the loan plus interest within a period of 
five years.

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SECTION 2. All appropriations made and provided herein shall 
lapse, cease and terminate at the end of the fiscal year for which 
they are made except that appropriations for the payment of bonds 
or notes or interest on bonds or notes shall remain effective until 
such bonds, notes or interest are paid. 


SECTION 3. The County Treasurer is hereby directed and re- 
quired to deposit Chesterfield County’s annual share or allotment 
of the one cent State Gasoline Tax in a separate fund to be desig- 
nated as the “Chesterfield County Highway Fund.” The sum of 
seventy-five thousand dollars is hereby appropriated and the said 
Chesterfield County Highway Fund is to be expended by the Board 
of County Commissioners for the construction, improvement and 
maintenance of county public roads and bridges, for the purchase, 
repair, replacement and maintenance of road building and mainte- 
nance machinery and equipment and for the purposes specified in 
this act and for purposes set forth in the official budget of the Board 
of County Commissioners and for incidental purposes. 

Eleven thousand six hundred dollars of said gasoline tax money, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be set aside to pay 
interest and installment of principal to the South Carolina Sinking 
Fund Commission on notes given to secure funds for the renova- 
tion of Chesterfield County jail. 


SECTION 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to 
keep 2 separate account covering the various items of the supply act 
and not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein 
provided for each item, and for any such excess allowed or per- 
mitted, said officers shall be held liable on their official bonds. The 
clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall make monthly 
statements of expenditures and balances of the different items, both 
to the board, and to each member of the Legislative Delegation from 
Chsterfield County. Any contract made in violation of this act shall 
not be a valid claim against Chesterfield County. 


SECTION 5. All departments of the County Government shall 
make requisition to the County Board of Commissioners for all 
stationery, books, blanks and supplies and the board shall purchase 
and provide so much thereof as in its judgment is necessary and 
proper, and the board shall not approve any account or issue its 
voucher for any supplies, etc., purchased or ordered by any office 
or officer of the county. Nothing contained in this section shall be 
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construed to authorize the Board of County Commissioners to 
make any disbursements in excess of the appropriation made herein. 


SECTION 6. All purchases made by the Board of County .Com- 
missioners in excess of two hundred dollars must be made upon 
sealed competitive bids, or proposals, to the lowest bidder, after ad- 
vertisement thereof in the newspaper in Chesterfield County. All 
purchases in excess of two hundred dollars of motor vehicles, trucks, 
tractors, road building and maintenance machinery and equipment 
and parts, replacements and repairs therefor, and all commodities 
and supplies of any and ‘every character for the use of the county, 
its departments, officers and agencies must be purchased by the 
Board of County Commissioners, upon sealed competitive bids or 
proposals, after two weeks’ publication of the invitations for bids or 
proposals therefor in the newspaper in Chesterfield County. All bids 
or proposals for the purchase of road building machinery shall be 
advertised in one or ‘tore newspapers published i in the City of Co- 
lumbia, S. C. 

All bids or proposals must provide that sealed competitive bids 
or proposals will be publicly received by the Board of County Com- 
missioners at a specific hour, on a named day, and that said sealed 
bids or proposals shall be then and there publicly opened and pub- 
lished. In all instances the lowest bids or proposals must be ac- 
cepted or all bids or proposals rejected. The Board of County Com- 
missioners may, at its option and in lieu of advertising for sealed 
competitive: bids, contract for the purchase of motor vehicles, trucks, 
tractors, road building and maintenance machinery and equipment, 
and parts, replacements therefor, through the Purchasing and Prop- 
erty Division of the State Budget and Control Board. The Board of 
County Commissioners is hereby authorized and empowered to 
contract by public bids or proposals, as herein provided, for the 
commodities and supplies required for the period of a fiscal year, or 
any part thereof. All of said bids or proposals with the printer’s 
proof of the advertisement for the bids shall be preserved by. the 
Clerk to the Board of County Commissioners as a permanent record 
in the office of the County Commissioners. 


SECTION 7. The County Treasurer and Clerk of Court are re- 
quired to file quarterly statements’ in duplicate with the County 
Board of Commissioners, which shall show the amount of fees col- 
lected by each of them. In addition the Treasurer’s report shall show 
the amount of cash on hand, the amount of cash in banks, the name 
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of the banks in which deposited; provided, that no county warrant 
for salary shall be issued to the Clerk of Court until said statement 
is filed as herein directed, and the provisions of this section shall 
apply to the county peace officers. Provided, further, that a copy of 
the Treasurer’s report shall be delivered by him to each member of 
-the County Legislative Delegation and the Chairman of the County 
Sinking Fund Commission. 


SECTION 8. All officers and employees of Chesterfield County 
are hereby expressly forbidden to contract to perform any work, 
or services for the county, other than their regular employment, 
or to furnish any materials, or supplies, to the county, and any 
disbursement made in violation of the provisions of this section, 
shall be unlawful and any officer making any such contract, or dis- 
bursement, shall be liable to the county personally, and on his of- 
ficial bond, for and to the amount of any such contract or dis- 
bursement. 


SECTION 9. The county auditor is directed to levy ten mills tax 
for the Chesterfield County Board of Education, the funds de- 
rived from said tax to be used for the operation of the County 
Board of Education, for the insurance of school buildings, and for 
the purchase or rental of textbooks for the public schools of Ches- 
terfield County. 


SECTION 10. The county auditor is directed to levy seven mills 
tax for the payment of principal and interest on bonds of Chester- 
field County and on bonds of subdivisions of Chesterfield County 
which have heretofore been assumed by the county. 


SECTION 11. The County Auditor shall have the power and au- 
thority to raise or lower the number of mills herein levied, as may 
be deemed necessary to meet the absolute needs of the county. 


SECTION 12. The County Treasurer of Chesterfield County is 
hereby authorized and directed to mail to every taxpayer of Ches- 
terfield County, on or before October first, next, a statement of the 
amount of the 1957 taxes of the said taxpayer. The notice shall 
show the school district and township in which the property of the 
taxpayer is assessed. 

Said statement shall include a notice that a penalty of one per 
cent will be added to said taxes on January 1, 1958, one per cent on 
February 1, 1958, and an additional one per cent on March 1, 
1958, and an additional four per cent on April 1, 1958. The cost of 
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the mailing of the notices shall be paid out of the ordinary county 
fund on the approval of the Board ‘of County Commissioners. A 
second notice shall be mailed on or before April tenth. 

An additional statement shall be included showing all levies in 
the taxpayer’s particular School District. 


SECTION 13. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to pay out of the county contingent fund 
all necessary costs and expenses incurred by the Tax Collector or 
the Forfeited Land Commission in connection with the seizure, sale 
and disposition of real or personal property sold under delinquent 
tax execution. 


SECTION 14. No county gasoline or oil shall be sold to any per- 
son or used in any privately owned vehicle, except as otherwise here- 
in provided. 


SECTION 15. The Board of County Commissioners is authorized 
on the filing with it of an official certificate of the County Auditor 
that any taxpayer is entitled to a refund of taxes erroneously paid, 
to issue its voucher for the refund of the tax so erroneously paid. 
The certificate of the Auditor must be annexed to the voucher for 
the payment of the claim. Said tax refund shall be paid out of the 
general county fund. 


SECTION 16. The deputy sheriff, magistrates and constables, and 
county game wardens, the State constables, the State highway pa- 
trolmen, and all other State or County peace officers are hereby 
directed and required to report to the Sheriff of Chesterfield County, 
on or before the tenth day of the following month, a schedule or 
statement of all cases made by each of them before the Magistrates 
of Chesterfield County. The reports shall show the judgment and 
sentence imposed by the magistrate in each of such cases so re- 
ported and the money fines paid or collected from the defendant in 
each case. The Sheriff and the Treasurer shall compare the said 
reports of such law enforcement officers with the reports of the 
county magistrates to be filed monthly, and if there are any ma- 
terial or substantial discrepancies with respect to the monies col- 
lected and paid to the treasurer by the magistrates and the amounts 
of fines reported by said law enforcement officers, the County 
Treasurer shall refer the matter to the solicitor for investigation. 
The County Treasurer is directed and required to refuse the pay- 
ment of any voucher for the salary of any county magistrate or law 
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enforcement officer until the reports have been made to the Sheriff 
and the Treasurer. 


SECTION 17. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby di- 
rected and required to keep a separate itemized account of all ex- 
penditures and disbursements made for each office and department of 
the County Government, and shall set out the same in the quarterly 
report required by the provisions of Section 4 of this act. 


SECTION 18. The Board of Trustees of each school district of 
Chesterfield County shall, within thirty days after the approval of 
the official budget of such school district by the County Board of. 
Education, have the said budget published at least once in a news- 
paper published in the said school district, or in a newspaper pub- 
lished at the County Seat, if there be no newspaper published in the 
particular school district; provided, that the County Board of Edu- 
cation shall adopt, prescribe and require the use of a uniform, stand- 
ard and comprehensive form of school budget. 


SECTION 19. In the event any tax increases are proposed for any 
purpose, the County Legislative Delegation is hereby authorized to 
direct the proper officials to hold an advisory referendum on the 
question of whether or not such taxes should be increased. The 
cost of any such referendum shall be paid from the General Fund 
of the County. 


SECTION 20. There is hereby appropriated for clerical help to 
probate judge the sum of two thousand one hundred dollars. This 
appropriation is on condition that the probate judge reimburse the. 
county out of the fees received by him for the entire sum of two 
thousand one hundred dollars, to be paid to the county treasurer in 
monthly installments of one hundred seventy-five dollars each, which 
shall begin July 1, 1957, which shall be placed in the general fund 
of the county. . 


SECTION 21. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

Clarendon County to loan money to School Dis- 
trict 3—The Treasurer of Clarendon County is authorized and 
directed to loan the sum of twelve thousand dollars from the general 
county funds to School District No. 3. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—The trustees of School District No. 3, 
Clarendon County, shall execute a note, or notes, payable to the 
Treasurer of Clarendon County for the sum of twelve thousand dol- 
lars, bearing interest at the. rate of two and one-half per cent per 
annum.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Clarendon County School District 2 may borrow 
money.—The Board of Trustees of School District No. 2 and the 
Treasurer of Clarendon County are authorized and empowered to 
borrow not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars from the South 
Carolina State Sinking Fund. ° 


SECTION 2. Payment.—There is hereby imposed an additional tax 
of ten mills upon all of the taxable property within School District 
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No. 2 and the Treasurer of Clarendon County shall annually collect 
same as other taxes are collected. This additional levy shall be used 
for the payment of the principal and interest on the loan authorized 
by Section 1 of this act when they respectively fall due. 


SECTION 3. Maximum millage—The operating millage. for 
School District No. 2 shall not exceed thirty-five mills. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Empower The Town Council Of The Town Of 
Turbeville, In Clarendon County, To Dispose Of Not Exceed- 
ing Fifty Thousand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds At 
A Private Sale, If The Issuance Of Such Bonds Be Duly Au- 
thorized By A Special Election To Be Held In The Town. 


Whereas, there is pending in the Town of Turbeville, in Claren- 
don County, a proceeding looking to the establishment of a public 
waterworks system in the Town of Turbeville, and the issuance of 
not exceeding fifty thousand dollars of general obligation bonds 
to finance the cost thereof; and 

Whereas, the Town of Turbeville has no bonds outstanding and 
has therefore no established credit; and 

Whereas, in view of the relatively unsettled condition of the mar- 
ket in which public securities are bought and sold, it has been, de- 
termined that the provisions of Section 47-853, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, should be relaxed to permit the town of- 
ficials to dispose of the bonds which are to be issued, at private sale, 
with or without the services of a financial consultant. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Town of Turbeville to dispose of bonds—condi- 
tions.—The provisions of Section 47-853, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, to the contrary notwithstanding, the Town Coun- 
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cil of the Town of Turbeville, in Clarendon County, shall be em- 
powered to dispose of not exceeding fifty thousand dollars of gen- 
eral obligation bonds if such be authorized by the favorable vote 
in a special election held in the town, at private sale, and the town 
council shall be empowered at its discretion to employ a financial 
consultant: to aid it in the disposition of the bonds and to pay any 
costs thus incurred from the proceeds of such bonds. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1-A. All moneys which may hereafter come into the 
hands of the treasurer whether the same be from the tax levied 
herein or from other sources shall be deposited in the general fund 
of the county for the payment of the sums appropriated herein; 
provided, that the tax levied in School District No. 2 and School 
District No. 3 for the retirement of debts or bonds shali be kept 
in a separate fund. 


SECTION 2. Expenditures from Item (k), Charity Hospitalization 
appropriations, shall be made by the county treasurer upon orders 
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or warrants in such forms as may be prescribed by him, issued and 
signed in behalf of the county board of public welfare, for charity 
hospitalization and contributions toward the funeral expenses of such 
needy residents of the county whose financial circumstances and 
the ability of whose relatives to pay the same have been fully inves- 
tigated and determined by the board of public welfare. 


SECTION 3. All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the Clarendon County Delegation to change, 
alter, increase or deduct therefrom at any time without notice, when 
in its judgment such change, alteration, increase or deduction is 
necessary for the best interest of the county or to conform with the 
revenue expected during the life of this act. This act is intended and 
is construed to make appropriations for the operation and activities 
of Clarendon County for the period beginning July 1, 1957 and 
ending June 30, 1958. 


Balances from appropriations in former years, unexpended on 
August 1, 1958 shall terminate and end as of that date. The super- 
visor shall not spend or contract to spend in excess of any amount 
appropriated for any item, and he shall keep accurate records and 
books of account of all expenditures and contracts for expenditures 
in accordance with the classification and items as they appear in 
this act. The supervisor and treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of revenues to be expended under 
this act, not to exceed twenty thousand dollars for ordinary county 
purposes, and for any sum or sums so borrowed and interest thereon, 
not to exceed four per cent per annum, the officers shall issue the 
promissory note or notes of the county therefor and as a security 
for the payment thereof pledge the aforementioned revenues, and 
former years (uncollected) property taxes and any and all other 
county revenues, and the full faith and credit of the county. 


SECTION 4. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon 
the unanimous written request of the school trustees of any school 
district in the county, endorsed by the superintendent of education 
of the county and approved by a majority of the legislative delegation, 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered, in anticipation of 
taxes for the year 1957 and also in anticipation of the collection of 
uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow for ordinary school 
purposes in such school district an amount not exceeding eighty 
per cent of the amount that will be raised by the tax levy for the 
year 1957 and the amount due on account of uncollected taxes, at 
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a rate of interest not to exceed four per cent, and issue the promis- 
sory note or other obligation of the county therefor, and as security 
for the payment of the loan or loans to pledge the taxes to be 
collected for such school district for the year; provided, that the 
proceeds arising from the authority therein given shall be used solely 
for the payment of ordinary school expenses in keeping schools open 
in the respective school districts in the county until the schools can 
realize from the collection of taxes. ° 


SECTION 5. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceed- 
ing the total authorization herein shall be null and void unless au- 
thorized in writing by a majority of the Clarendon County Delegation 
in the General Assembly. No county officer charged with disbursing 
the funds herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under 
any general item any sum greater than the amount for each general 
item being appropriated, without the written consent of a majority 
‘of the members of the county delegation to the General Assembly. 
Any violation of the provisions herein is hereby declared a malfeas- 
ance in office and such officer shall be subject to removal by the 
_Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the delegation. 
He shall be liable on his official bond for all such expended or con- 
tracted to be spent in excess of the appropriation without first getting 
the written consent of a majority of the delegation as hereinabove 
provided. 


SECTION 6. All purchases of property or supplies of any kind or- 
dinarily purchased within the county, for the use of the county of 
the value of two hundred dollars or more, shall be made only after 
ten days’ notice inviting bids, the notice being posted on the bulletin 
board in’front of the courthouse door, and all bids, received pursuant 
to such notice, shall be considered and acted upon by the board of 
county commissioners in open meeting. All printing, postage and 
stationery shall be first approved by the county board of commis- 
sioners before purchases or obligations are made. 


SECTION 7. The county treasurer is hereby charged with the ad- 
ditional duty of keeping a record of all disbursements in accordance 
with the classification and items of the appropriations herein made; 
and the county supervisor shall enter upon each check or warrant 
drawn by him the name of the fund or appropriation against which 
it is drawn and by such entry the treasurer shall charge the expen- 
diture upon his records. 


. 
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SECTION 8. The county treasurer shall set up and keep suffi- 
cient books and records, in addition to such now kept or required 
by law, to fully comply with the foregoing section; and he shall re- 
fuse payment of any check or warrant in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each 
calendar month thereafter he shall prepare a statement of the total 
amount paid out upon the various appropriations items, except 
salaries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of which 
statement he shall deliver or mail to the supervisor, each member 
of the county board of commissioners and to each member of the 
county legislative delegation, and such statement shall include a state- 
ment of the cash balance of ordinary county funds in hand and the 
amounts invested stated separately. 


SECTION 9. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted 
before the end of the fiscal year covered by this act, and in the 
opinion of the county board or county legislative delegation, addi- 
tional funds are necessary for such purposes, the necessity and the 
grounds therefor may be presented to the county legislative dele- 
gation and a majority of the members thereof may authorize addi- 
tional expenditures, and the written direction of such majority will 
authorize the county treasurer to pay such excess amounts out of 
any available funds in his hand. 


SECTION 10. Whenever it appears to the county board that a 
purchaser at a tax sale received nothing for his bid, because of double 
entries or other errors in the county records, they may refund the 
amount paid on account of such bids by approving a claim therefor 
against the county which may be paid from collections from forfeited 
lands or from the appropriation herein for contingent expenses, but 
nothing herein shall be construed as a warrant or representation by 
the county of the validity of any title acquired at tax sale now or 
hereafter. 


SECTION 11. An audit of the office and records or any part 
thereof of the county may be had at any time in the fiscal year 
1957-1958 by the county legislative delegation or a majority thereof, 
and the expenses therefor paid on their written order to the super- 
visor and treasurer from any available funds in the hands of the 
latter. 


SECTION 12. The auditor and treasurer of the county shall so 
complete the necessary work in their respective offices in order to 
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open the treasurer’s books for the collection of the 1957 state and 
county taxes on September 1, 1957 and the collection of the taxes 
shall begin on that date. 


SECTION 13. No person, firm or corporation (except recipients 
from charity appropriation and except witnesses and jurors paid by 
the county) shall be paid any monies herein appropriated unless he 
or it shall first pay in full any and all outstanding tax executions 
against him or it or his or its property, provided, that such tax ex- 
ecutions may be in monthly installments satisfactory to the tax 
collector. The board of county commissioners shall be responsibile 
upon their respective official bonds for any violation hereof as for 
any other failure in the porformance of their duties. 


SECTION 14. The Towns of Manning, Summerton, Turbeville 
and Paxville may use the county jail for the confinement of their 
prisoners but shall be required to pay to the county the sum of one 
dollar per prisoner per day; which sum shall be remitted to the 
county board of commissioners monthly by the Towns of Manning, 
Summerton, Turbeville and Paxville, together with the statement 
of the jailor of the names of the prisoners and the days each was 
confined. 


SECTION 15. The county board of education shall appoint a quali- 
fied auditor annually for each of the school districts in Clarendon 
County, which audit shall be filed with the clerk of court. The trus- 
tees of each district shall make an agreement with the auditor so 
appointed as to the cost prior to commencement of the work and 
should they fail to agree then the County Board shall fix his com- 
pensation and in this event the County Delegation may provide by 
written order for the payment of the same. 


SECTION 16. The bus transportation safety officer shall be re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of the safety laws for the operation of 
the school buses, and such other duties as the county board of edu- 
cation may direct. 


SECTION 17. The Magistrates’ Constables shall have the same 
powers and duties as Deputy Sheriffs and shall be appointed by the 
respective Magistrates. 


SECTION 18. The county board of commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized to build a new County Office, Agriculture and Health Center 
Building, and renovate, remodel and make additions to the present 
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courthouse, whenever the funds are appropriated by a written au- 
thorization by the county delegation. This section shall be part of 
the permanent statute laws of South Carolina, 


SECTION 19. Alli appropriations herein for the operation of the 
public school system, shall cease and become inoperative for the time 
that any pupil or pupils shall by order of any court attend a school 
other than that which he or she is now attending or may be assigned 
by local board of trustees or other governing body of such school. 
This provision shall not in any way affect the operation of any 
school other than the school affected by such court order. 


SECTION 20. The Forest Fire Warden provided herein shall be 
appointed by the Governor upon the written recommendation of a 
majority of the Clarendon County Forestry Board and shall dis- 
charge such duties as said board shall impose upon him from October 
fifteenth each year to the following March fifteenth. The appointment 
hereunder shall be for a term of two years. The Forest Fire Warden 
provided for herein may be removed by the Governor upon the 
written request of a majority of the Clarendon County Forestry 
Board to that effect. 


SECTION 20A. The County Board of Commissioners upon the ap- 
proval of a majority of the members of the General Assembly are 
authorized and empowered to borrow a sum not to exceed $200,000- 
.00 for permanent improvements authorized herein and to issue 
notes of the County payable in series at an interest rate not to 
exceed 4% the full faith credit and taxing power of the County 
is hereby irrevocably pledged to the repayment of the said interest 
and principal of the obligations issued hereunder. This shall be a 
permanent section of the statute laws of South Carolina. 


SECTION 21. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 22. This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

SECTION 2. The county treasurer, after applying all current cash 
revenues, is hereby authorized and empowered to pay from the 
special reserve or surplus fund any items of the appropriations made 
in Section 1 hereof which may be expended before the collection of 
taxes for the year 1957, and before other current revenues shall 
accrue in sufficient amount to pay such appropriations; but the 
county treasurer, when taxes are collected and current revenues are 
received sufficient for such purposes, shall reimburse the special re- 
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serve or surplus fund for any monies expended therefrom for the 
purpose of paying such appropriations. 


SECTION 3. The county auditor shall determine the amount of tax 
levy necessary to pay the appropriations hereinabove made and for 
debt service and shall use same in preparing the tax books for Col- 
leton County. 


SECTION 4. If any of the items, or portions thereof, for which 
funds are herein appropriated should be assumed by the State and: 
appropriations therefor be made by the State, or if the same shall be- 
come available in any other manner, then the amounts for such pur- 
’ poses herein appropriated shall be paid to the special reserve fund in 
the amount herein appropriated if the State appropriations or other 
available funds be sufficient for that amount, and, if the State appro- 
priations or other available funds should not be sufficient, then only 
so much of the funds herein appropriated as may be necessary shall 
be used with the balance to be paid to the special reserve fund. 


SECTION 5. All funds received by the county from whatever 
source realized above the amount necessary to pay the appropriations 
hereinabove made, all unused amounts of appropriations for previous 
fiscal years and the proceeds of all delinquent tax collections for prior 
years not otherwise pledged shall be transferred by the treasurer to 
the special reserve fund as now provided by law. 


SECTION 6. The county supervisor is authorized and directed to 
call to his assistance in maintaining the courthouse and other public 
grounds the Campbell Ashley Garden Club, and to furnish plants, 
fertilizer and labor for the beautification of the grounds. 


SECTION 7. ‘Travel allowances for county officers who are allowed 
travel on a mileage basis hereafter shall be at the rate of seven cents 
per mile and this shall become a part of the permanent law. 


SECTION 8. From the County Board of Education Fund all 

members of the county board of education, except the superintendent 
of education, shall be paid ten dollars per day for each day in at- 
tendance upon meetings of the county board and mileage from the 
homes of the members each way at the rate of seven cents per mile. 


SECTION 9. The schools of Colleton County being operated on a 
county unit system, the District Boards of School Trustees of Col- 
leton County, with the approval of the county board of education, are 
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hereby authorized to make application for and receive in behalf of 
all the schools of the county such building funds as may be available 
under the terms of the State Appropriations Act for the fiscal year 
1957-1958, and all subsequent aid to schoolhouse construction. The 
county board of education is authorized to establish and operate 
schools in such locations as will best serve the educational needs of 
the county and to pay the county’s portion of the expense of operat- 
ing such schools from the general school funds of the county, but 
the county board shall have no power to move the general locations 
of schools now operating as high schools so long as such high schools 
may meet enrollment and average attendance requirements as now 
provided by law. The county board in its discretion may establish a 
new high school or high schools wherever the same will best serve 
the educational interests of the county. The county board of educa- 
tion shall establish for approval by the State Educational Finance 
Commission bus routes for transporting school children. 


SECTION 10. All funds to be received from the Federal Govern- 
ment for the maintenance and operation of schools shall be deposited 
with the county treasurer to the credit of the particular district for 
which payment was made and shall be withdrawn for proper expendi- 
ture by regular school vouchers signed by the district superintend- 
ents and approved by the county superintendent of education. 


SECTION 11. The South Carolina State Commission of Forestry 
in cooperation with the Colleton County Forestry Board is hereby 
authorized and empowered to sell or trade the two county-owned 
Ford tractor units and the two trailers, so as to obtain a heavier 
crawler tractor, the sale or trade to be made when the South Caro- 
lina State Commission of Forestry agrees to equip and operate the 
heavier unit in the control of forest fires. 


SECTION 12. The county superintendent of education is hereby 
authorized to accept for school purposes from E. E. Jones, former 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Colleton County Fair Association, now 
in liquidation, the sum of twelve hundred dollars in the hands of 
E. E. Jones as the balance of the funds available for the redemption 
of stock in the association, it now being impossible to establish the 
identity and location of the stockholders who would be entitled to 
such funds. In the event that any stockholder of the Colleton County 
Fair Association who has not been reimbursed for his stock should 
apply for same and present certificate of shares, the county super- 
intendent of education may redeem such stock from school funds, 
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but not to exceed the sum of twelve hundred dollars. The county 
superintendent of education is hereby authorized to use the funds for 
the best interests of the schools of Colleton County. 


SECTION 13. The county treasurer is hereby authorized to trans- 
fer from the special reserve fund to appropriate accounts and the 
county supervisor to disburse the following sums for the following 
purposes, to wit: 

(a) The sum of eighteen hundred doings if so much be neces- 
sary, for the purpose of preparing new indexes to judgments and a 
new abstract of judgments and for the rebinding of title books, in 
the office of the clerk of court in accordance with the resolutions of 
the Colleton County Bar Association adopted on March 25, 1957, 
the work to be under the direction of the clerk of court, with the 
cooperation of the Colleton County Bar Association; 

(b) The sum of twenty-six thousand dollars, if so much be nec- 
essary, twenty-four thousand dollars of which is for the purpose of 
completely renovating the County Office Building known as the Old 
Jail, in accordance with the estimate of John H. Truluck, Architect, 
of date February 14, 1957, and two thousand dollars of which is for 
renovating, painting and repairing the building known as the Annex 
to the Old Jail. The renovation and repair work hereby provided for 
shall be under the supervision of the county supervisor with such 
architectural assistance as the supervisor may determine to be nec- 
essary; and ; 

(c) The sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars to be trans- 
ferred on January 1, 1958, for the use of the Colleton County De- 
velopment Board in its operation for the period January 1, 1958, to 
June 30, 1958. 


SECTION 14. The County Superintendent of Education and the 
County Board of Education, in their discretion, may pay to every 
school teacher in Colleton County as a supplement to the State salary 
schedule a sum equivalent to twenty per cent of the State salary 
schedule for the school year 1956-1957. For the payment of said 
supplement, in addition to the funds available in Item 16 above, ad- 
, ditional expenditures may be made in a total sum not exceeding ~ 
thirty-one thousand dollars. All moneys to be received by Colleton 
County from the State from a distribution of the surplus funds of 
the State as of June 30, 1957, shall first be applied upon the thirty- 
one thousand dollars, with the remainder to be paid by the County 
Treasurer from the county reserve fund.

SECTION 2. The County Advisory Commission is hereby em- 
powered to borrow money for current expenses and road maintenance 
in anticipation of taxes to be collected; provided, that before bor- 
rowing any funds or issuing any notes, the Commission must first 
obtain the written approval of a majority of the county legislative 
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delegation. The amount provided herein in Item 15, subitem (q), 
(contingent account) shall not be expended except on approval of 
the Darlington County Advisory Commission, at a regular or special 
meeting of the Commission, by majority vote, and recorded in the 
minutes of the meeting, except for the expense of an annual audit, 
as hereinafter provided.

There shall ‘be employed annually, about July, a 
competent auditor, to be appointed by a majority of the delegation, 
including the Senator, to audit the books of the county. The work 
shall be done under the supervision of the delegation and the cost 
shall be determined by the delegation and paid out of the contingent 
fund. 


SECTION 9. The amounts herein appropriated. are to be con- 
tingent upon the collection of revenue sufficient to pay the same. If 
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at any time during the fiscal year, it shall appear that there will be a 
shortage in revenue to pay the amount herein appropriated, a majority 
of the delegation, including the Senator, is hereby authorized and 
directed to reduce such appropriations as the delegation deems ad- 
visable in such amount or amounts as to bring expenditures for the 
fiscal year within the anticipated revenue; provided, that in the event 
and at any time during the fiscal year it shall appear that the taxes 
collected from indirect sources, such as from the State of South 
Carolina, and any other source, be more than sufficient to pay the 
appropriation herein made, such surplus funds at any time may be 
transferred from one fund to another upon the written authorization 
directed to the county treasurer and signed by a majority of the 
legislative delegation, including the Senator; provided, further, that 
any surplus funds now on hand in any department of Darlington 
County may be, after the passage of this act and any time during the 
fiscal year, transferred to another department or into the general 
funds, upon authorization by a majority of the members of the 
legislative delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 10. The amount provided in Item 15, subitem (s) shall 
not be expended except on approval of the Circuit Judge of the 
Fourth Judicial Circuit. 


SECTION 11. The amounts herein appropriated to salaries and 
roads and bridges shall be paid out one-twelfth each month during the 
fiscal year 1957-1958. Any note or contract made by any officer of 
the county or by the county manager for any amount not included in 
this supply act shall be null and void ; any officer or employee who dis- 
regards any of the provisions hereof, without the consent of a ma- 
jority of the Darlington County Legislative Delegation, including 
the Senator, kept on file in the county manager’s office, shall be 
guilty of a malfeasance in office and subject to removal. If the County 
Advisory Commission at any time finds that the appropriation or 
monthly allotment is not sufficient to maintain the maximum chain 
gang and equipment or road maintenance then, in that event, they 
are required to send to the State Penitentiary a sufficient number of 
long term chain gang prisoners and reduce equipment and other 
expenses so that the expense will come within the monthly allotment 
herein provided. All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the majority of the Darlington County Legis- 
lative Delegation, including the Senator, to change, alter or deduct 
therefrom when, in its judgment, such change, alteration or deduction 
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is necessary for the best interests of the county and to conform with 
revenue expected during the life of this act.

SECTION 2. Supplies such as coal, fuel, food, office and other 
supplies for operation of the County Courthouse, Agricultural Build- 
ing, Health Centers, Jail and Chaingang shall be purchased by the 
board of county commissioners. No salaries shall be paid in advance. 


SECTION 3. The Road Supervisor of Dillon County shall per- 
form his duties under the direction and control of the county board 
of commissioners, The county board of commissioners shall control 
and maintain strict supervision of all county roads and all equipment 
and installations at the chaingang camp. Supplies and equipment for 
the chaingang shall be purchased by or at the direction of the county 
board of commissioners. 


SECTION 4. The appointment of the jailor shall remain with and 
in the hands of the county board of commissioners as has heretofore 
been the practice. The jailor is also to be radio operator at the jail’s 
remote control station. 


SECTION 4-A. The County Treasurer of Dillon County, and other 
officers of the county who may handle funds of the county, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to deposit funds of the county or sub- 
divisions thereof, both current or sinking funds in any bank or banks, 
but before making such deposits, shall require from such bank or 
banks a bond equal to or in excess of funds deposited, secured by 
bonds of the United States Government, or State, county, or any 
political subdivision thereof, and approved by a majority of the fol- 
lowing: chairman of the board of county commissioners, county 
auditor, county treasurer, chairman of the county board of education, 
in writing and filed with the clerk of court for public inspection, to 
indemnify the county against loss. Provided, further, that the county 
treasurer is hereby authorized, in his discretion, to use any sinking 
fund money on hand to buy any of the bonds or notes of the county 
or any school district thereof. No county funds shall be used for 
bringing fugitives from the county back into the State, except the 
amount therefor first be approved by the board of county commis- 
sioners. 


SECTION 4-B. The county auditor is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to charge the following levies against all taxable 
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property of the County of Dillon for the fiscal year 1957-58 for the 
following purposes: county ordinary, twelve mills; teachers’ salaries, 
thirteen mills; incidental expenses for schools, eight mills; building 
repairs for schools, six mills; insurance on public school buildings, 
two mills; and school lunches, one mill, to be used for lunches upon 
recommendation of county board of education, provided, no dog tax 
shall be levied. 


SECTION 5. The commutation road tax for the year 1957-1958 
shall be two dollars and shall so remain at the same annual rate until 
changed by the Dillon County Delegation in the annual supply act. 


SECTION 6. The amounts appropriated herein, under the several 
items for the several purposes as indicated, are the maximum amounts 
appropriated for such purposes, and it shall be unlawful for the vari- 
ous county boards or officers to make contract or contracts, for the 
expenditure of the monies, or the county treasurer to pay any sums 
in excess of the amount appropriated under such item, unless other- 
wise provided by law, or without the consent in writing, of a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator from Dillon 
County. Provided, further, that no funds shall be transferred from 
one appropriation to another without the consent in writing of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation, ‘including the Senator from 
Dillon County. 


SECTION 6-A. The legal office hours for the County of Dillon shall 
be from 8 A. M. to 5 P.M., except Saturdays when the hours shall 
be from 8 A.M. to 12 noon. Provided, further, that all holidays 
declared legal holidays by the State of South Carolina are excepted 
from the provisions thereof. Provided, further, November eleventh, 
December twenty-sixth, and Thursday during the week which the 
South Carolina State Fair is held, are hereby designated as legal 
holidays in Dillon County. 


SECTION 7. Ali funds remaining in the treasurer’s accounts other 
than appropriated funds shall be set aside as permanent reserve funds 
and shall be used subject to the same terms and conditions as apply 
to county sinking funds. The accountant, making annual audit of the 
county, shall cause such transfers as are necessary to be made in the 
event such entries have not been made by the office, or officer having 
such funds in his custody. Before charging off any tax execution as 
nulla bona, it shall be the duty of the delinquent tax collector to call 
in session the members of the board of assessors of the district, or 
districts affected, who shall examine all items proposed to be charged 
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off as uncollectiblé and no such execution or charge shall be elimi- 
nated unless it bears the written approval of the board or the members 
of the district comprising the board in which the charge was made, 
and the reason for charging off any nulla bona item shall be written 
on the face thereof. 


SECTION 7-A. The Superintendent of Education of Dillon Coun- 
ty is hereby authorized and directed to establish and keep complete 
records, subject to yearly audit, of all receipts.and disbursements of 
funds of all school hot lunch operations in Dillon County. All school 
officials, receiving or disbursing school hot lunch funds, shall submit 
to the Superintendent of Education of Dillon County monthly reports 
or statements of their receipts and disbursements of school hot lunch 
funds. 


SECTION 8. The county auditor is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to raise or lower the levies herein provided as may be 
necessary to meet the appropriations herein made after taking into 
consideration the other revenues accruing to or to accrue to the 
county. Provided, such change in levy is approved in writing by a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator from 
Dillon County. 


SECTION 9. All unexpended appropriated funds in any item of 
this act shall revert back to the general funds of Dillon County at the 
end of the fiscal year. 


SECTION 10. It shall be the duty of the probate judge to make 
a charge of one dollar for issuance of certified copies of marriage 
licenses, to a nonresident of Dillon County. All fees collected under 
this section shall be paid to the Treasurer of Dillon County and 
credited to the general funds. 


SECTION 11. Each month all monies turned over to the county 
treasurer by the delinquent tax collector shall be distributed equally 
among the three school districts by the county treasurer, and shall be 
expended on this basis as directed by the County Board of Education. 


SECTION 12. There shall be a Rabies Control Officer for Dillon 
County who shall be appointed annually by the State Board of Health 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, 
including the Senator. This officer shall carry out the provisions of 
the “Rabies Control Act” and shall receive such compensation as is 
provided for in the annual county supply act. 
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SECTION 13. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. , 


SECTION 14. This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

SECTION 2. The board of county commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized to divide the expenditures of such appropriations in month- 
ly payments as nearly as practicable, and borrow money, if neces- 
sary, in sufficient sums to meet the expenses of the year 1957-1958. 


SECTION 3. The jailer of the county shall be appointed by the 
sheriff and shall serve at the pleasure of the sheriff; and shall receive 
one dollar per day for dieting each prisoner, to be paid out of the 
fund for dieting prisoners and jail. 


SECTION 4. The court crier, jurors, jury boy and bailiffs shall 
receive five dollars per day for each day’s service in attendance upon 
court. 


SECTION 5. In addition to the other costs and fees now allowed 
by law to the’ Probate Judge of Edgefield County for his services, 
he shall be entitled to the fees allowed him by law for issuing mar- 
riage licenses. 


SECTION 6. No gasoline or oil purchased by the county shall be 
used by any officer except the county supervisor, who shall also have 
the use of a county-owned and maintained automobile. The gasoline, 
oil and automobile are to be used exclusively for county purposes. 
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SECTION 7. All payments herein provided for shall be made direct 
to the person receiving same. 


SECTION 8. No telephone shall be maintained by the county 
except with the written approval of the county supervisor and at 
least one commissioner. 


SECTION 9. No office supplies, postage or stationery, or fuel for 
any county office shall be bought except through the county super- 
visor who shall authorize all purchases, keeping an itemized state- 
ment of the same, for which office bought, and shall furnish a state- 
ment of items each month to the county board and shall authorize 
no purchase beyond the appropriation herein provided. 


SECTION 10. No office equipment, furniture and fixtures shall 
be bought except upon the written approval of the county supervisor 
and at least one commissioner. 


SECTION 11. No property shall be rented for the use of the 
county, or any department thereof except with the written permis- 
sion of the county supervisor and at least one commissioner. 


SECTION 12. All purchases for gang, road, bridges, buildings and 
their maintenance, of any kind whatsoever, must be made by the 
supervisor personally, or on his written order; provided, that no 
item costing over one hundred dollars shall be bought by the su- 
pervisor without the written consent of at feast one of the county 
commissioners. 


SECTION 13. No tractors, trucks, scrapes, wagons, scoops or any 
kind of road machinery can be purchased with county funds with- 
out the written consent of the county legislative delegation. 


SECTION 14. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
of Edgefield County for the recording, filing, indexing or regis- 
tering any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, 
or creating a lien on crops growing or to be grown or personal 
property and made to any corporation organized under the Acts 
of Congress, known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, if -and as 
amended, a Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank, or any other corporation which redis- 
counts notes or other obligations with or procures loans from a 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration or the Government of the United States or any depart- 
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ment, agency, instrumentality or office thereof, shall be one dollar; 
and a copy or duplicate of such instrument shall be furnished to the 
recording officer. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
for search and a certificate or priority liens on crops for each loan 
shall be fifty cents; provided, that Edgefield County is specifically 
excepted from the provisions of Section 27-61, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952. 

The fee for recording a deed to real estate when the number of 
words does not exceed one thousand shall be one dollar and fifty 
cents, and when the number of words exceeds one thousand it shall 
be at the rate of fifteen cents per hundred words. 


SECTION 15. The county legislative delegation shall have the 
right at any time to alter any of the salaries or appropriations here- 
in, provided, the alteration shall be in the form of a letter addressed 
to the proper authorities and signed by both members of the del- 
egation. 


SECTION 16. The amounts provided for herein for the several 
purposes shall be expended for the purpose stated and none other, 
and any unexpended balance on hand at the expiration of the period 
herein provided for shall revert to the general funds of the county. 
No county funds shall be expended for any purpose unless such 
expenditure is specifically authorized by the provisions of this act, 
or by the written authorization of the members of the Edgefield 
County Delegation. 


SECTION 17. In the event it should be determined by the proper 
authorities that the amount herein appropriated for any purpose is 
insufficient, then the supervisor is directed to notify the legislative 
delegation and the legislative delegation shall have the authority to 
transfer sufficient funds to take care of same, and the legislative 
delegation shall have the authority to transfer from the county sur- 
plus funds or any other fund, such sum or sums as in the opinion 
of the legislative delegation may be in the best interest of the county. 


SECTION 18. All funds received from the State Forestry Com- 
mission shall be placed by the Treasurer of Edgefield County to the 
credit of the general funds of the county. 


SECTION 19. Each and every claim drawn against the county 
and to be paid under the provisions of this act shall be marked as 
to what fund or account it is to be paid and charged against, and 
the records of the supervisor’s office shall be set up by having a 
separate and distinct page for each item and account contained herein. 
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SECTION 20. The miscellaneous account herein set up shall be 
spent only upon the written approval of the County Legislative 
Delegation. 


SECTION 21. The allotment of office space in the courthouse to 
the various officers and departments shall be made by the supervisor 
who shall have complete charge of the courthouse. 


SECTION 22. All funds not herein specifically appropriated or 
designated for some special purpose which may now be in the hands 
of the treasurer or may hereafter'come into the hands of the treas- 
urer shall be placed in the general funds of the county.

‘An Act To Create And Establish The Edgefield County Hospital 
Board; To Prescribe Its Duties And Define Its Powers And Au- 
thority; To Authorize The Board To Issue Bonds Of Edgefield 
County Upon Certain Conditions; To Provide For The Payment 
Of The Bonds; To Provide For The Construction, Maintenance 
And Establishment Of A Public Hospital; And To Protect And 
Promote The Public Health In Edgefield County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Edgefield County Hospital Board established— 
member's — terms — appointments — vacancies——There is hereby 
established in Edgefield County a board to be known as Edgefield 
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County Hospital Board, to be composed of seven members, who 
shall serve without compensation. The term of office of the mem- 
bers of the board, other than the first board, shall be for three years 
and until their successors are appointed and shall have qualified. The 
members of the board shall be appointed by the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the Edgefield County Legisla- 
tive Delegation. All vacancies shall be filled in the same manner. The 
Secretary of State shall issue commissions to the members of the 
board. 

The initial term of office of the first board shall be as follows: two 
members for a period of one year; two members for a period of two 
years; and three members for a period of three years. The length of 
term of each member of the first board shall be determined by lot. 
No person shall be eligible to serve as a member of the board for 
more than two consecutive three year terms. 


SECTION 2. Organization—Immediately upon receiving their 
commissions the members of the board shall organize by electing 
one of their number as chairman, another as vice-chairman and 
another as secretary. A majority of the members of the board at 
any meeting shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. The board shall have the powers, functions and duties herein 
prescribed. 


SECTION 3. Duties.—The Edgefield County Hospital Board, im- 
mediately upon being organized, shall investigate the feasibility of 
establishing, maintaining and operating a public hospital in Edgefield 
County. 


SECTION 4. Powers.—The Edgefield County Hospital Board is 
authorized and empowered to do all matters necessary or convenient 
for the establishment and maintenance of a hospital for the county, 
including, but without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the 
following powers: 

(1) To adopt and use a corporate seal. 

(2) To acquire by purchase or gift a suitable site for the establish- 
ment of a hospital. 

(3) To acquire by purchase or gift tangible personal property. 

(4) To accept gifts, grants, donations, devises and bequests. 

(5) To employ architects or engineers to supervise the construc- 
tion of a hospital building, and to let contracts for the construction of | 
said buildings. 
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(6) To apply to the Federal Government and any other govern- 
mental agency for a grant of moneys to aid in the construction and 
equipment of the hospital. 

(7) To employ supervisors, assistants and such personnel as may 
be necessary to operate and maintain the hospital, including the ap- 
pointment of a medical staff. 

(8) To provide reasonable regulations concerning the use of the 
facilities and services of the hospital. 

(9) To establish and promulgate reasonable rates for the use of 
the services and facilities afforded by said hospital. In promulgating 
rates, the board shall be especially empowered to provide a higher 
schedule of charges for persons who are not residents within the 
county. 

(10) To operate and maintain a charity ward and free services 
for residents of the county who are destitute and unable to pay for 
needed hospitalization. 

(11) To expend the proceeds derived from the charges made for 
the use of the facilities and services of the hospital for the operation 
and maintenance of the hospital. 

(12) To determine the fiscal year upon which the affairs of the 
hospital board shall be conducted. 

(13) To expend any funds received in any manner, and the pro- 
ceeds derived from the issue of bonds hereinafter authorized, to defray 
the cost of establishing and equipping a hospital. 

(14) To direct the Auditor and Treasurer of Edgefield County to 
levy and collect during each year beginning with the year of the 
establishment of the hospital a tax of not exceeding eight mills upon 
all taxable property in the county to be used to augment the income 
of the hospital, and to be used for the operation and maintenance of 
said hospital. 


SECTION 5. Board to issue bonds—interest—redemption—sale. 
—lIn order to obtain funds to establish and equip the hospital, the 
board shall be authorized and empowered to issue for and in be- 
half of Edgefield County such amount of bonds of Edgefield Coun- 
ty, not to exceed one hundred fifty thousand dollars, as it de- 
termines is necessary to construct and establish a hospital for the 
county, if the election herein required as a condition precedent to the 
issuance of bonds, results favorably. The bonds may be issued either 
as a single issue or from time to time in several separate issues. Such 
bonds shall be of such denomination, bear such rate or rates of 
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interest, be payable in such place and at such times as the board may 
by resolution determine. They may be issued with the privilege of 
redemption reserved to Edgefield County prior to the stated maturity 
of any of the bonds at premium figures. Such bonds may be sold 
at public or private sale in the manner determined by the board. 


SECTION 6. Payment — execution — exempt from taxes.—For 
the payment of the bonds, both as to principal and interest, the full 
faith and taxing power of Edgefield County shall be pledged and 
the auditor and treasurer of the county shall annually levy and 
collect ad valorem taxes upon all taxable property in the county 
sufficient to meet the payment of the principal and interest as they 
respectively mature. 

The bonds shall be executed in the name of Edgefield County by 
the chairman of the board and attested by the county treasurer under 
the seal of the board. The coupons appertaining to such bonds need 
not be authenticated other than by the facsimile signature of the 
officials. The bonds shall be exempt from all taxation by the State of 
South Carolina and its political subdivisions except inheritance taxes. 


SECTION 7. Payment—submission to electors—question.—Dur- 
ing the year of the establishment of the hospital and annually 
thereafter the board shall be empowered to direct the Auditor and 
Treasurer of Edgefield County to levy and collect during each year 
a tax of not exceeding eight mills upon all taxable property in the 
county for the annual operation and maintenance of the hospital. 

Prior to the issuance of such bonds and the levy of the tax pro- 
vided for in this act, there shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of Edgefield County the following question: 

“Shall the Edgefield County Hospital Board be empowered to issue 
not exceeding one hundred fifty thousand dollars of bonds of Edge- 
field County, payable from an unlimited ad valorem levy of taxes on 
all taxable property in the county, which proceeds shall be used to 
defray the cost of establishing a county hospital for the county, and 
further to order an annual levy of not exceeding eight mills for the 
operation and maintenance of the hospital?” 

The question shall be submitted by the board at a special election 
which the board shall be authorized to order. Notice of the submission 
of the question shall be given by published advertisement thereof in 
at least one newspaper of general circulation in the county, which 
notice shall be published not less than once a week for three succes- 
sive weeks prior to the occasion on which the question is to be 
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voted on. The board shali, by resolution, order a special election to be 
held in the county for the purpose of submitting the question ; in which 
event, it shall fix the time for such election, name the managers 
thereof, receive the returns of the managers of the election and de- 
clare the results thereof. The form of ballot to be used shall contain 
the question herein set forth with the words “Yes” and “No” printed 
clearly thereon. Persons favoring the bond issue and the tax levy 
shall strike the word ‘‘No” while those opposed shall strike the word 
“Yes”, Said board shall be further empowered to do all other acts 
and things necessary. or incidental to the proper holding of such elec- 
tion. The declared results of the election shall not be open to question 
except by a suit or proceeding instituted within thirty days from 
the time of the declaration of the results of the election: 

All persons qualified to vote under the laws of South Carolina per- 
taining to general elections shall be eligible to vote in the election. 


SECTION 8. Appropriation for election expenses.—In order to 
provide funds to the board to make the investigations required of it 
and to defray the cost of any election held pursuant to this act, there 
is hereby appropriated from the general fund of Edgefield County 
the sum of two thousand dollars. This fund may be expended on 
warrants of the board signed by the officers designated by it. 


SECTION 9. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 10. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1-A. A tax of two mills is levied upon all the taxable 
property in the County of Fairfield for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1957, and ending June 30, 1958, to be collected and paid 
over to the Fairfield County Board of Education to be applied to 
the retirement of existing bonded debt. 


SECTION 2. So much of the amount hereinabove appropriated of 
the County Health Unit under Item 5 shall be expended as may be 
necessary to meet the requirements established under the State 
Appropriation Act for Health Department work. This fund shall 
be expended under the following provisions: Provided, that the 
physician to be employed shall be a graduate of a regular medical 
college and skilled in hygiene and sanitary science, the physician 
shall be designated County Health Officer, and shall perform all 
such duties as may be imposed upon him by the sanitary laws of the 
State and shall discharge all the duties of County Physician; and 
that a trained public nurse shall be employed who shall devote her 
whole time to public works in Fairfield County, and such other 
workers as may be found necessary and desirable to properly carry 
out a public health program; provided, however, that as far as 
possible a medical inspection of all school children in Fairfield County 
shall be made by the physician in charge and that all trustees and 
principals shall give every assistance in carrying out this program; 
provided, further, that this appropriation is contingent upon the 
full compliance with this section. 


SECTION 3. The salaries of the magistrates in the various dis- 
tricts for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1957, and ending June 30, 
1958, are hereby fixed as follows: 
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Magistrates at Winnsboro and Winnsboro Mills, twelve hundred 
and one thousand dollars, respectively, per year ; 

Magistrate at Ridgeway, eight hundred dollars; 

Magistrates at Jenkinsville, Feasterville, Mitford, Jackson Creek 
and Greenbrier, six hundred dollars each. 


SECTION 4. All warrants drawn on county funds shall specify on 
what fund they are drawn, and no warrant shall be drawn on any 
fund other than specified in this act. 


SECTION 5. The Sheriff of Fairfield County shall receive not ex- 
ceeding one dollar per day for dieting prisoners. The sheriff shall 
be allowed a turnkey fee of fifty cents per prisoner actually com- 
mitted to and confined within the jail. Provided, that in the case of 
all temporary prisoners committed by the Town of Winnsboro, the 
turnkey fee shall be paid by the town. 


SECTION 6. All funds now in the hands of the treasurer and all 
funds that may come into his hands during the year 1957-1958, and 
monies in the hands of the treasurer received by the collection of 
tax executions during the year 1957-1958 are hereby transferred and 
made a part of the contingent fund. All funds of the county on hand 
July 1, 1957, by reason of unexpended balance of appropriations for 
the period ending June 30, 1958, are likewise made a part of the 
contingent fund. No part of the contingent fund shall be spent 
except on an order or orders signed by the Senator and the other 
member of the Legislative Delegation of Fairfield County. Approval 
of such appropriations shall be made only at a meeting of the entire 
legislative delegation. At least one such meeting shall be held once 
each calendar month. 


SECTION 7. The county board of commissioners is hereby directed 
to assume the office of Budget Officer for Fairfield County as part 
of their duties as county commissioners, and they are hereby au- 
thorized to reduce the appropriations for the various items in this 
act whenever they see that the revenue will not be available to meet 
the required appropriations. 


SECTION 8. The sum of five hundred dollars shall be placed to 
the credit of the Farm Demonstration Agent, to be used by him for. 
prizes for the boys’ and-girls’ clubs, and to be divided between such 
annually. He is directed to file at the end of the year with the county 
board of commissioners a statement showing how such funds are 
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expended. The appropriation hereinbefore provided for prizes for 
the Future Farmers of America Livestock Show shall be withdrawn 
only on proper request submitted to and approved by the County 
Farm Demonstration Agent, who shall file at the end of each year 
with the county board of commissioners an itemized statement show- 
ing how such funds were expended. 


SECTION 9. In the event the clerk of court or judge of probate 
should have, in their official capacity, any funds which have been 
unclaimed for as long as seven years, they are hereby authorized to 
pay the same over to the county treasurer, taking his receipt for the 
same. The county treasurer shall deposit any amount so received as 
a part of the fund for ordinary county purposes. 


SECTION 10. The county board of commissioners shall fix the 
salary of the superintendent of the county chain gang, to be paid out 
of the appropriation for Item 1, and all chain gang employees like- 
wise shall have their salaries set by the said board. 


SECTION 11. All orders or warrants upon the county treasurer 
in the payment of approved claims shall be signed by the chairman 
of the board of county commissioners, attested by the clerk of the 
board. 


There is hereby laid a tax of one mill upon all of 
the taxable property in the county, the proceeds of which are to be 
used for the operation and maintenance of the Fairfield County Li- 
brary. The auditor of the county is hereby directed to levy the tax 
so laid and the treasurer is directed to collect the tax so levied in like 
manner as other taxes are collected. 


SECTION 13. The county board of commissioners, out of the ap- 
propriations for public buildings and insurance, shall draw a warrant 
in favor of the caretaker of the courthouse for twenty dollars, the 
sum to be used by him as a petty cash fund to buy minor supplies, 
the fund to be accounted for by him to the county board. 


SECTION 14. The full-time clerks for the county auditor and 
county treasurer’s offices as herein provided shall be competent 
persons and capable of carrying on the duties of each office in the 
absence of the auditor and treasurer. 


SECTION 15. The treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
place all taxes which were collected for purposes set forth in Section 
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15 of the 1952 Fairfield County Appropriation Act into the general 
fund, and is further directed to place any such taxes which might 
hereinafter be collected for the funds, which taxes are now all delin- 
quent, into the general fund upon their collection. 


SECTION 16. The county, or any subdivision thereof, or any per- 
son purchasing on behalf of the county, shall not buy any item over 
one hundred dollars without first receiving competitive bids and, 
in the event the item shall cost more than four hundred dollars, re- 
quest for bids shall be advertised in the newspaper published in the 
county; provided, however, that if the item to be purchased is the 
only one of its kind and there are no competitive sellers or manu- 
facturers, then advertisement shall not be necessary. 


SECTION 17. Before any carnival, road show or circus shall be 
allowed to operate or set up for operation in the County of Fairfield, 
they shall pay a license fee to the Clerk of Court for Fairfield County 
in the amount of one hundred twenty-five dollars a week. Provided, 
however, that such must be sponsored by a recognized civic organi- 
zation, or on a daily basis the sum of twenty-five dollars. In the 
absence of such payment, the carnival, road show or circus shall not 
be allowed to set up in the county. The clerk shall turn over the 
license fee so collected to the treasurer who shall credit same to the 
general fund. . 


SECTION 18. The treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
pay from the general fund of the county to any insurance company 
selected by the county board of commissioners, for the purpose of 
hospitalization and life policies for county employees, not to exceed 
the amount appropriated in Item 31.

Section 4 of Act 463 of 1955, amended—Florence 
County Election Commissioners to hold elections regarding mo- 
tion pictures in Florence County.—Section 4 of Act No. 463 of the 
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Acts and Joint Resolutions of South Carolina, 1955, is amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: “The county manager shall, 
at the same time any permit is issued, notify the election commis- 
sioners of the issuance of such permit in order that necessary prep- 
arations can be made to hold such election.”

An Act To Create A Historical Commission For Florence 
County, And To Prescribe Its Powers, Duties, Functions And 
Authorities. 


_ Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Historical Commission for Florence County cre- 
ated.—There is hereby created and established the Historical Com- 
mission for Florence County with such duties, functions, purposes, 
powers and authorities as herein provided. 


SECTION 2. Members—terms—vacancies,—The commission shall 
consist of five members; one to be appointed to serve for one year; 
one for two years; one for three years; one for four years; and one 
for five years or until a successor is appointed. All the commission- 
ers thereafter appointed shall be appointed for a term of five years or 
until a successor is appointed. The original members of the commis- 
sion shall be appointed as follows: two by the Mayor of the City of 
Florence with the approval of city council to serve for one and two 
years respectively ; two by the Senator for Florence County by and 
with the approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation for 
Florence County, to serve for three and four years respectively ; and 
one elected by the four members appointed by these governmental 
bodies, to serve for a five-year term. Thereafter, the members shall 
be appointed for five-year terms in the same manner. All vacancies 
occurring shall be filled in the same manner. 
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SECTION 3. Powers and duties.—The commission shall have the 
authority to procure and purchase books, documents, transcripts or 
documents, or other historical materials, paintings, works of art or 
any artistic objects of historic interest ; to collect and preserve objects 
of historic interest ; to collect and preserve objects of interest pertain- 
ing to natural history of the County of Florence or the State of South 
Carolina and other like property; to arrange and catalogue same; to

The commission is hereby authorized to 
enter into agreements, leases, working arrangements with other 
museums, art centers, or eleemosynary corporations in the City and 
County of Florence, whose purpose is the maintenance of museums 
or art centers for a joint program in the furtherance of the purpose 
of this act.

SECTION 1. The sum of seventy-two thousand nine hundred 
twenty-four dollars is hereby appropriated for educational pur- 
poses for the County of Florence for the fiscal year 1957-1958, and 
a tax of three and one-half mills to raise that sum is hereby levied 
upon all taxable property of Florence County which sum shall be 
expended for the following purposes:

SECTION 2. In order to carry out the purpose of this act and 
for the operation of schools in Florence County, the board of edu- 
cation for the county is authorized to borrow such sum of money as 
may be necessary, the amount not to exceed fifty per cent of the 
taxes pledged for the payment thereof, and shall have the power to 
pledge any part or all of the school taxes levied in Florence County 
as security therefor. In the event it becomes necessary to borrow

A Joint Resolution Providing For A Referendum To Deter- 
mine The Wishes Of Taxpayers In The Vicinity Of The City Of 
Florence Concerning A Rural Fire Department. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Florence County—election to be held in certain 
area concerning establishment of a rural fire department.—The 
Florence County Commissioners of Election shall conduct a refer- 
endum on the second Tuesday in September, 1957, to ascertain the 
affirmative and negative votes of persons holding and presenting 
a tax receipt for the year 1956 upon real or personal property sit- 
uate within the area hereinafter described upon the question of 
whether or not additional mills shall be levied against all taxable 
property within such area for the specific purpose of establishing 
and operating a rural fire department within such area. 


SECTION 2. Conduct of election.—In order to carry out such 
referendum, the commissioners of election shall select an adequate 
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number of voting places within such area, not to exceed four, and 
shall appoint managers or clerks to conduct the voting at each such 
voting place. They shall also fix the time for the opening and clos- 
ing of such voting places and make all other necessary arrange- 
ments for the proper conduct thereof. The Commissioners of Elec- 
tion shall publish the information relating to the referendum, such 
as the question to be voted upon, places of voting and time of open- 
ing and ‘closing of polls, once a week for two consecutive weeks in 
a newspaper having general circulation within the area. 


SECTION 3. Question.—The commissioners shall have printed a 
sufficient number of ballots and have them distributed at the voting 
places. The ballot shall read as follows “Do you favor establishing and 
operating a rural fire department and the necessary tax levy? 
In favor of FJ 
Opposed to [J 
Those voting in favor of the establishment of a rural fire depart- 
ment shall deposit a ballot with a check or cross mark in the square 
after the words ‘In favor of’, and those voting against the estab- 
lishment of a rural fire department shall deposit a ballot with a 
check or cross mark in the square after the words ‘Opposed to’.” 


SECTION 4. Persons eligible to vote.—Only those persons owning 
taxable property within the area and presenting a tax receipt for 
the year 1956 shall be entitled to vote. The commissioners shall pro- 
vide a notebook at each poll wherein each voter must sign his name 
before casting his vote, and these notebooks shall be collected upon 
the closing of the poll and kept by the commissioners in some safe 
place for the period of one year. 


SECTION 5. Results—Upon the final tabulation of the results of 
the referendum, the commissioners of election shall certify the re- 
sults to the Florence County Legislative Delegation,’ showing the © 
number of affirmative and negative votes. 


SECTION 6. Designation of area.—The area referred to in this 
act shall be known as Rural Fire District No. 1 which shall be all of 
that area six miles beyond the present limits of the City of Florence 
in all directions.

Commissioners Of Georgetown County To Issue Sixty Thousand 
Dollars Of General Obligation Notes Of Georgetown County For 
The Purpose Of Constructing An Addition To The County Office

May Be Issued And To Make Provision For The Payment 
Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Georgetown County to enlarge and improve coun- 
ty office building.—The General Assembly authorizes the construc- 
tion of enlargements and improvements to the existing office build- 
ing of Georgetown County, South Carolina, at a cost of not exceed- 
ing sixty thousand dollars.

SECTION 3. Subitems of subdivisions under Section 2, Item 1 and 
Item 2 of this act may be diverted to any other subdivision under the 
same item, where such action is found to meet the deficiency in such 
subitem or subdivision such diversions to be made by the County 
Board of Commissioners, and upon and after the approval of the 
Greenville County Legislative Delegation at a duly called meeting; 
provided, the total appropriation of Item 1 be not thereby exceeded ; 
provided, further, that like diversion in other items under Section 2 
may be likewise made where no salary or fixed charge is thereby 
affected. 

SECTION 4. No per diem shall be allowed out of Items 9 and 10 


to any salaried officer of Greenville County. 


SECTION 5. Subitem B under Item 2, entitled “Contingent 
Fund” of fifteen thousand dollars hereinabove referred to shall be 
expended in the discretion of, and under the direction of the Green- 
ville County Delegation upon claims, demands and petitions previ- 
ously approved by the County Board of Commissioners and for such 
purposes as may be prescribed by the delegation at regular called 
meetings duly assembled. Provided, that notices of any meetings shall 
state the matters to be considered, and any question or proposal not 
stated in the notice of a called meeting shall not be passed upon at 
such meetings unless as many as six members present vote in favor 
of considering the same. 
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SECTION 6. The amount hereinabove appropriated as salary for 
the county auditor and county treasurer are estimates only. The exact 
amount to be paid by this act appropriated as salary for each of said 
officers is a sufficient sum to make a total of five thousand three hun- 
dred eighty-two dollars and thirty cents when added to the amount 
paid by the State. 


SECTION 6-A. Members of the Board of Assessors for Greenville 
County except the members of the Special Board of Assessors for 
the City of Greenville shall be paid seven dollars and fifty cents per 
day for their services, and the members of the Special Board for the 
City of Greenville shall be paid ten dollars per day for their services. 
The members of the board shall be paid five cents per mile for all 
necessary travel incident to their work. The Special Board for the 
City of Greenville may employ a clerk, who shall receive as compen- 
sation for his or her services the sum of five dollars per day for not 
exceeding ninety days. Provided, that no one shall be employed for 
the purpose without the prior approval and authorization of the 
chairman of the board. 


SECTION 7. The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County is hereby authorized to reduce the annual tax levy of any 
subdistrict of Greater Greenville Sewer District, whenever it shall 
appear to the commission that the levy of any such subdistrict is 
excessive and higher than necessary to meet the debt service require- 
ments and operating expenses of such subdistricts. 


SECTION 7-A. The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County with the approval of the Greenville County Legislative Dele- 
gation is hereby authorized to acquire from the United States of 
America, or any agency, department, authority, corporation or com- 
mission thereof, by purchase, lease, loan, gift, or otherwise, such 
equipment, machinery, supplies, materials, or property, real or per- 
sonal both as the county board of commissioners in its discretion 
shall deem necessary or beneficial to Greenville County or to any of 
its political subdivisions and to execute and deliver for and on behalf 
of the county, or any of its political subdivisions, any contract, lease 
or other instruments as may be necessary to consummate any trans- 
action. And the county board of commissioners shall make payment 
from the general funds of Greenville County for any property pur- 
chased hereunder, and there is hereby appropriated for such purpose 
from the general funds of Greenville County whatever sum or sums 
shall be necessary to carry out the purposes of this section. 
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SECTION 7-B. The County Board of Commissioners of Green- 
_ ville County, subject to the written approval of the Supervisor of 
Greenville County, is hereby authorized to contract with. the South 
Carolina Highway Department for the construction by the county 
of any road or roads or street or streets within the county, and to 
pay all cost of construction thereof out of the general fund of Green- 
ville County pending the payment from the Highway Department 
for such construction. Any excess funds which may be received from 
the Highway Department over and above construction costs may be 
used by the Supervisor of Greenville County in improving and con- 
structing roads within the county. 


SECTION 7-C. No department head of Greenville County shall 
make any purchase, or contract to purchase, any materials, supplies, 
equipment or services in excess of one hundred dollars without a 
purchase order previously approved by the county board of commis- 
sioners, the board being hereby authorized and directed to prescribe 
such forms and bookkeeping methods, and to promulgate such rules 
as will carry out the purposes of this provision. The county board 
shall not approve any purchase order which will involve an obliga- 
tion over and above the appropriation provided for that purpose. 


SECTION 8. The county board of commissioners is authorized and 
directed to allow the Associate Justice of the Supreme Court resid- 
ing in the City or County of Greenville the use, without charge, of 
necessary office space in the Greenville County Courthouse and any 
allowance made by the State therefor may be used by him for other 
official expenses. 


SECTION 9. Should any part or section of this act be invalidated 
by court decision on the ground of illegality or unconstitutionality 
such decision shall render invalid or inoperative only such portion 
or portions of this act as may be specifically so invalidated, the re- 
mainder to continue in full force and effect. 


SECTION 10. All expenditures heretofore authorized by the 
Greenville County Legislative Delegation and not heretofore vali- 
dated are hereby ratified and ‘validated. 

SECTION 11. No department, agency, or officer of Greenville 
County shall receive additional pay or any overtime pay during the 
period for which the appropriations are made in this act.

An Act To Authorize And Empower Parker Water And Sewer 
Sub-District Commission To Issue Not Exceeding One Million 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds 
Of Parker Water And Sewer Sub-District, To Prescribe The 
Terms And Conditions Upon Which The Bonds May Be Issued 
And Their Proceeds Expended, And To Provide A Tax Levy 
For Their Payment. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Parker Water and Sewer Sub-District defined.— 
The Parker Water and Sewer Sub-District as referred to in this 
act shall mean the sub-district created by Act No. 1087 of the 
Acts of 1934 and which consists of the territory mentioned in 
Section 1 of the act and certain additional territory afterwards 
annexed to the sub-district by proceedings authorized by statutes 
amendatory to the act creating such sub-district, such annexation 
proceedings being hereby expressly validated. The territory of the 
entire sub-district, as it is now constituted, is set forth and delin- 
eated on plats on file in the office of the Register of Mesne Con- 
veyance of Greenville County. 


SECTION 2. Improvements, enlargements, additions by sub- 
district authorized.—The General Assembly finds that it is necessary 
to the health and welfare of the thickly populated Parker Water and 
Sewer Sub-District that further sewage disposal facilities be pro- 
vided for in order that adequate sanitary conditions be maintained in 
the sub-district. It, therefore, empowers the Parker Water and Sewer 
Sub-District Commission, the governing body of the Parker Water 
and Sewer Sub-District, to undertake improvements, extensions, en- 
largements and additions to existing facilities for the further and more 
adequate treatment and disposal of sewage, and which, in the dis- 
cretion of the commission may consist of trunk lines, or sewer mains, 
pumping stations, disposal or treatment plants, such water lines or 
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water mains as may be incident-to the foregoing and all other equip- 
ment or apparatus reasonably nESESTArY. thereto, including necessary 
real estate and rights of way. 


SECTION 3. Issue bonds.—In order to anon funds for the un- 
dertakings authorized by Section 2, the Parker Water and Sewer 
Sub-District Commission may issue, either as a single issue or from 
time to time as several separate issues, not exceeding one million five 
hundred thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of Parker Wa- 
ter and Sewer Sub-District. 


SECTION 4. Maturity—where payable—interest — registration 
—redemption.—The bonds shall bear such date or dates as the 
Parker Water and Sewer Sub-District Commission shall determine, 
and any issue or series thereof shall mature in such equal or unequal 
annual installments as may be determined by the commission, except 
that the first maturing bonds of any issue or series shall mature not 
later than three years from their date and the last maturing bonds 
of any issue or series shall mature not later than thirty years from 
their date. They shall be made payable at such place or places as the 
commission shall prescribe, and they shall bear interest at such rate 
or rates, payable semiannually, as the successful bidder at any sale 
thereof shall name, provided that no rate of interest borne by any 
bond shall be in excess of six per cent per annum. The bonds may 
be issued with the privilege to the holder. of having the same registered 
as to principal on the books of the Treasurer of Greenville County, 
and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder, unless 
the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer, upon such con- 
ditions as the commission may prescribe. Any bond issued pursuant 
to the provisions of this act may be made subject to redemption prior 
to its stated maturity on such terms and conditions and with such 
redemption premium as the commission shall prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Sale.—All bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
spective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to any 
sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale of any 
bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a financial news- 
paper published in the City of New York. In offering the bonds for 
sale, the commission may reserve the right to reject any and all bids, 
but if all bids are rejected, the bonds shall be re-advertised for sale 
in the manner of the original notice. If a second call for bids shall 
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produce results unsatisfactory to the commission, the commission 
may effect a private sale at a price not less than the best bid received 
on the occasion of the two public offerings. 


SECTION 6. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 
all bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 7. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the name 
of Parker Water and Sewer Sub-District by the chairman of Parker 
Water and Sewer Sub-District Commission and Treasurer of Green- 
ville County, under the seal of the commission. The coupons attached 
to the bonds shall be authenticated by the facsimile signatures of the 
chairman and the Treasurer of Greenville County, who are in office 
on the date of such bonds. The delivery of any bonds so executed and 
authenticated shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers 
or seal occurring after such execution or such authentication. 


SECTION 8. Payment.—For the payment of the bonds, both prin- 
cipal and interest, as the same respectively mature, the full faith, credit, 
resources and taxing power of Parker Water and Sewer Sub-District 
shall be pledged, and there shall be levied and collected by the Auditor 
and Treasurer of Greenville County, respectively, an ad valorem tax 
upon all taxable property in the Parker Water and Sewer Sub-Dis- 
trict without limitation as to rate or amount, sufficient to pay the 
interest on the bonds and the bonds as they respectively mature, and 
to create such sinking fund as may be necessary for the redemption 
of the bonds and interest at respective maturities. The taxes, when 
so levied and collected shall be held by the Treasurer of Greenville 
County separate and distinct from all other funds and used solely 
for the purposes for which levied and collected under the terms of 
this act. 


SECTION 9. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Greenville County in a 
special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and shall be 
expended upon an order or warrant of the Parker Water and Sewer 
Sub-District Commission, for the following purposes and for no 
other : 
(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the 
first installment of interest to become due on the bonds. 
(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of the first installment of principal to become due.

(3) The principal proceeds shall be applied to: 
(a) the cost of issuing the bonds; 
(b) defraying the cost of the undertakings authorized by 
this act and described in Section 2 hereof. 


SECTION 10. Powers to be additional —The power and authority 
hereby conferred shall be in addition to all presently existing power 
and authority, and not in abrogation thereof, except that authority to 
issue bonds by reason of previous enactments of the General As- 
sembly not made use of on the occasion of the effective date of this 
act shall be deemed to have lapsed and to be of no further force or 
effect. 


SECTION 11. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 12. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The County Board Of 
Commissioners Of Greenville County To Issue Not Exceeding 
One Million Dollars Of Bonds Of Greenville County To Provide 
Further Public Hospital Facilities For The County, To Pre- 
scribe The Conditions Under Which The Bonds May Be Issued, 
To Specify The Purposes To Which The Proceeds Shall Be Ap- 
plied, And To Make Provision For The Payment Of The Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Need for additional hospital facilities in Greenville 
County established.—The General Assembly finds that Greenville 
County is maintaining public hospital facilities under the supervision 
and control of the Greenville General Hospital Board of Trustees, as 
constituted by Act No. 432 of the Acts of 1947, as amended. The 
General Assembly further finds that additional hospital facilities are 
needed in order to render proper care for the residents of Greenville 
County requiring hospitalization, and is now minded to make provi- 
sion for the enlargement and improvement of public hospital facilities 
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in Greenville County through the construction of additional hospital 
facilities, equipping the same, and the renovation and improvement 
of existing facilities. 


SECTION 2. Bond issue authorized.—The General Assembly au- 
thorizes the Greenville General Hospital Board of Trustees, herein 
called board of trustees, to acquire additional hospital facilities and to 
improve existing facilities with the proceeds of funds derived from 
the bonds authorized by this act, and used alone or together with other 
funds which may be or might become available to the board of trus- 
tees. 


SECTION 3. County board to sell bonds.—In order to provide 
funds which shall be expended to the extent herein provided for fur- 
ther hospital facilities and for the renovation and improvement of 
existing hospital facilities, the County Board of Commissioners of . 
Greenville County, herein called the county board, is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to issue and sell general obligation bonds of 
Greenville County in the principal amount of one million dollars. 


SECTION 4. Maturity — redemption — interest — where pay- 
able—registration.—The bonds shall be issued either as a single issue 
or from time to time in several separate issues. Each issue of bonds 
shall mature serially in successive annual installments of such amounts 
as may be determined by the county board. The maturity date of the 
first installment of any series shall be not later than two years after 
the date of such series, and the maturity date of the last installment 
of such series shall be not later than twenty-five years from date of 
such series. The bonds may contain a provision permitting their re- 
demption prior to their stated maturity at such premiums as shall be 
prescribed by the county board. They shall bear such rates of in- 
terest as the county board may determine, payable semiannually, but 
the interest cost of any issue shall not exceed four per cent per 
annum. They shall bear such dates and be payable at such places as 
the county board may determine. The bonds may be issued with the 
privilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal on 
the books of the County Treasurer of Greenville County, and the 
principal thus made payable to the registered holder, unless the last 
registered transfer shall have been to bearer, upon such conditions 
as the county board may prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the name 
of Greenville County by the chairman of the county board and shall be 
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attested by the Treasurer of Greenville County, under the seal of the 
county board. The coupons appertaining to such bonds need not be 
authenticated otherwise than by the facsimile signatures of the chair- 
man of the county board and the treasurer of the county lithographed 
or engraved thereon. 


- SECTION 6. Sale.—All bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at not less than par’and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
spective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to any sale, 
notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale of any 
bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a financial news- 
paper published in the City of, New York. In offering the bonds for 
sale the county board may reserve the right to reject any and all 
bids, but if all bids are rejected, the bonds shall be readvertised for 
sale in the manner of-the original notice. If a second call for bids 
‘ shall produce results unsatisfactory to the county board, the county 
board shall be empowered to effect a private sale at a price not less 
than the best bid received on the occasion of the two public offerings. 


SECTION 7. Fund—disposition of proceeds.—The proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of the bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer 
of Greenville County in a special fund, separate and distinct from all 
other funds, and shall be expended for the following purposes: 
(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the first 
installment of interest to become due on the bonds. 
(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of the first installment of principal to become due. 
(3) The principal proceeds shall be expended upon the order or 
warrant of the board of trustees for: 
(a) the cost of issuing the bonds ; 
(b) providing additional public hospital facilities in Green- 
ville County and renovating and improving existing publi 
hospital facilities. ; 
If any moneys shall remain after making the foregoing applications, 
the same shall be applied to the retirement of bonds issued pursuant 
to this act.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Finance Board Of 
Greenwood County To Issue Two Hundred Sixty-Three Thou- 
sand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of Greenwood Coun- 
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ty, To Prescribe The Terms And Conditions Under Which The 
Same Shall Be Issued, To Make Provision For The Payment Of 
The Same, To Validate Certain Outstanding Obligations Of 
Greenwood County To Be Refunded With A Portion Of The 
Proceeds Of Such Bonds, And To Approve And Confirm An 
Agreement Heretofore Made Relating To The Sale And Dis- 
position Of Said Bonds. 

Whereas, by the terms of Act No. 1024 of the Acts and Joint 
Resolutions of the General Assembly for the year 1956, approved 
April 19, 1956, the Finance Board of Greenwood County was au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow money and to issue notes of 
Greenwood County in a sum not to exceed five hundred thousand 
dollars, whose proceeds were to be expended pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of the act; and . 

Whereas, it was provided by Section 3 of the act that bonds is~ 
sued pursuant to such act should bear interest at a rate not to exceed 
two and one-half per cent per annum, payable semiannually; and 

Whereas, it was further provided in the act that said bonds should 
be sold at not less than par and accrued interest to their delivery; 
and 

Whereas, subsequent to the approval of the act conditions con- 
trolling interest rates paid by states and political subdivisions thereof 
drastically changed, with the result that it became impossible to sell 
bonds pursuant to the authorization of said act; and 

Whereas, following the approval date of the act, and in order to 
accomplish certain of the purposes intended thereby, notes of Green- 
wood County were issued to the extent of seventy-three thousand 
five hundred dollars for the purchase of a site whereon to erect the 
Public Library Building authorized by the act and to build and im- 
prove county roads in Greenwood County, which notes should now 
be funded: and 

Whereas, one hundred forty nine thousand five hundred dollars is 
needed to construct and equip the public library which has been 
planned as a consequence of the authorization of the 1956 act, and 
the further sum of forty thousand dollars is still needed to buy ma- 
chinerv for the maintenance and construction of county roads; and 

Whereas, the total amount required to be raised amounts to two 
hundred sixty three thousand dollars; and 

Whereas, in view of the difficulty of borrowing money on a rea- 
sonable basis, negotiations have been conducted contemplating a 
sale of two hundred sixty three thousand dollars of bonds, and an 
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arrangement has been made for the sale of the bonds in such 
amount, to be dated, to mature and to be redeemable as herein pro- 
vided, at a rate of three and one-fourth per cent per annum; and 

Whereas, by reason of the matters and things above recited, it 
has been determined to empower the Finance Board of Greenwood 
County to issue general obligation bonds of Greenwood County to 
the extent of two hundred sixty three thousand dollars to validate 
the temporary financing to the extent of seventy three thousand five 
hundred dollars above referred to, and to approve and confirm the 
arrangements made for the sale and disposition of said bonds. Now, 
therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly has duly considered and investigated the statements of fact 
set forth in the preambles to this act and finds them in all respects 
correct. 


SECTION 2. Actions by Finance Board of Greenwood County 
ratified.—The action taken by the Finance Board of Greenwood 
County in borrowing, on behalf of Greenwood County, forty 
thousand five hundred dollars to defray the cost of acquiring a lot 
whereon to erect a public library, and the sum of thirty three thou- 
sand dollars later expended in building and maintaining county 
roads, is hereby approved and confirmed and such indebtedness 
is hereby declared to be valid and binding upon Greenwood County. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue—purpose.—lIn order to raise the sum of 
two hundred sixty three thousand dollars which shall be applied to 
the following purposes, viz. : 
(1) to the payment of the irfdebtedness referred to in Section 2, 
supra, $73,500.00. 
(2) to defray the cost of constructing and equipping a public 
library building for Greenwood County, $149,500.00, and 
(3) to purchase machinery to be used in the construction and 
maintenance of county roads, $40,000.00, 
- the Finance Board of Greenwood County, as constituted by Code 
Section 14-2211, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, shall be 
empowered to issue two hundred sixty three thousand dollars of 
general obligation bonds of Greenwood County, such bonds to be 
designated VARIOUS PURPOSES GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BONDS. 
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SECTION 4. Date—maturity—redemption.—Such bonds shall be 
dated January 15, 1957, shall mature in annual series or installments 
as follows, viz.: 


$20,000 on the 1st day of January, in the year 1961; 

$20,000 on the 1st day of January, in the year 1962; 

$40,000 on the 1st day of January, in the year 1963; 

$40,000 on the Ist day of January, in the year 1964; 

$40,000 on the Ist day of January, in the year 1965; 

$25,000 on the Ist day of January, in the year 1966; 

$50,000 on the Ist day of January, in the year 1967; and 

$28,000 on the 1st day of January, in the year 1968. 
Of such bonds, those maturing subsequent to January 15, 1962, shall 
be subject to redemption at the option of the County, in whole, or 
in part, but if in part, in inverse numerical order, on January 15, 
1962, and all subsequent interest payment dates, at par, plus a 
premium of twenty dollars per bond for each bond redeemed, and 
accrued interest to the date of such redemption.

SECTION 3. The appropriation made under Item 9 of Section 2 
is made for the purpose of taking care of the expenses hereinafter 
provided for in this act, and in addition thereto for the purpose 
of taking care of emergencies that may arise and unforeseen expen- 
ditures during the fiscal year 1957-1958. Provided, that in no event 
shall any portion of this appropriation be used for an account for 
which there is a specific appropriation made in this act. 


SECTION 3-A. Ali fines collected in the Circuit Court in Green- 
wood County shall in all cases where the arrest was made or the 
charges preferred by the police officers of the City of Greenwood 
or of the Town of Ninety Six and where they appear as material 
witnesses in such cases, be equally divided, one-half thereof being 
paid into the county treasury, and one-half thereof being paid to 
the City Clerk and Treasurer of the City of Greenwood or the City 
Clerk of the Town of Ninety Six, as the case may be. 


SECTION 4. The amounts herein appropriated shall be paid out 
as near as practicable one-twelfth each month during the year 1957- 
1958, and if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, 
such overpayment shall be deducted the following month. All ac- 
counts shall be kept separate and distinct and expended only for 
the purposes for which appropriated; provided, the amounts herein 
appropriated for the specific items as set out herein shall not, nor 
shall any part thereof, be used for any other purpose except upon 
the written consent of the Senator and a majority of the members 
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of the House of Representatives from Greenwood County. Provided, 
further, no claim or bill shall be approved or paid unless same shall 
state fully, under oath, what it is for, or give the kind or quality 
of thing or commodity which it represents, in addition to the amount 
and time furnished. The money herein appropriated for auto upkeep 
and travel and for other expenses of county officials shall be paid 
out only upon itemized claims which have been verified by the official 
incurring the expenses and approved by the Supervisor and the 
Clerk to the Finance Board. 


SECTION 5. The County Supervisor shall on or before the fif- 
teenth day of each month deliver to the Foreman of the Greenwood 
County Grand Jury and to the Secretary of the Greenwood County 
Legislative Delegation itemized statements of receipts and disburse- 
ments of county funds and the purposes for which same were used 
during the preceding month; and shall cause a copy to be published 
in a local paper. : 


SECTION 6. The Finance Board of Greenwood County, with the 
approval of the Senator and a majority of the members of the House 
of Representatives from Greenwood County, be, and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to make such regulations or take such 
action as may be necessary under the emergency, which may arise 
before the convening of the next session of the General Assembly, 
for the financing of the affairs of Greenwood County, both the general 
county matters and all school matters, with the further provision 
that a full and complete record of any action taken under the pro- 
visions of this section shall be kept by the Secretary of the Finance 
Board; provided, before any action is taken by the Finance Board 
in connection with this section, it shall call a joint meeting of the 
members of the Greenwood County Legislative Delegation in the 
General Assembly and the Finance Board to discuss such action. 


SECTION 6-A. In case of emergency the Finance Board of Green- 
wood County may with written approval of the Greenwood County 
Legislative Delegation borrow sufficient funds to carry out the terms 
of this act or to meet such emergency, pledging as security therefor 
any surplus in the sinking fund, general fund, or by tax levy when 
approved by the Delegation. 


SECTION 7. In addition to his duties as now provided by law 
the Clerk to the Finance Board shall act as Purchasing Agent for 
Greenwood County. All items or articles to be purchased except 
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purchases .arising under a regular expense account set up in this 
act shall be proceeded through the Clerk to the Finance Board, and 
before any such purchase is made same must be acted on and ap- 
proved by the Finance Board. 


SECTION 8. The Finance Board is hereby directed and empow- 
ered to take charge of, maintain, and operate the water line or main 
leading to the Greenwood County Fair Grounds. The board is 
further empowered to fix charges for tapping and to permit tapping 
under such conditions and terms as the board may prescribe. 


SECTION 9. Immediately upon receiving tax duplicates from the 
County Auditor, the County Treasurer shall cause to be mailed to 
each taxpayer listed thereon, whose post office address is available, 
a written or printed notice stating thereon the amount of taxes 
assessed against the said taxpayer for the current year, with such 
other information as the said County Treasurer may deem desirable. 
This service to the taxpayers being gratuitous, no obligation shall 
rest upon the County or State, or County Treasurer for any failure 
or mistake on the part of the County Treasurer in giving or failing 
to give the notice. 


SECTION 10. The Senator and a majority of the members of the 
House of Representatives from Greenwood County after consulting 
with the Superintendent of Education and the trustees of the re- 
spective school districts as to their respective needs are hereby au- 
thorized to determine and fix the levy for school purposes for each 
school district in Greenwood County. The school trustees in each 
district in Greenwood County are hereby directed to see that all 
claims presented for payment are duly itemized and verified and shall 
state the purpose for which the said claims are drawn and the County 
Superintendent of Education is hereby prohibited from approving 
any claim unless so drawn. 


SECTION 11. There is hereby levied on all the taxable property 
of Greenwood County such millage as shall be determined by the 
Senator and the majority of the Greenwood County Legislative Dele- 
gation for the following purposes, to wit: clerical assistance to the 
Board, compensation and travel expenses of the appointed members 
of the County Board of Education, aid for school bus transportation, 
and for such other educational purposes as may be determined by 
the County Board of Education. Each of these members shall be paid 
five dollars per day for each day’s attendance on meetings of the 
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board, and travel at the rate of five cents per mile in going to and 
from the place of meeting and the secretary in addition thereto 
shall receive five dollars per month. The auditor is hereby authorized 
to put on the books, and the treasurer to collect and hold, the 
proceeds therefrom, subject to the orders of the County Board of 
Education for Greenwood County. 


SECTION 12. The equipment owned by Greenwood County, the 
chaingang labor and labor of county employees shall not be used 
except on the public works and for the public purposes of Green- 
wood County; provided, however, the Finance Board may in cases 
of urgency, by resolution, a record of which shall be kept, permit 
the use of such equipment and labor in aid of eleemosynary institu- 
tions serving the people of Greenwood County on such terms as the 
board may deem proper. The County Supervisor shall report the 
use of such equipment and labor by eleemosynary institutions in his 
monthly reports of receipts and disbursements. 


SECTION 13. Any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions of this act without the written consent of the Senator 
and a majority of the members of the House of Representatives 
from Greenwood County kept on file in the office of the County 
Treasurer, shall be guilty of a malfeasance in office and subject to 
removal, in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


SECTION 14. The Clerk of Court and the Judge of Probate of 
Greenwood County may make a charge of fifteen cents per hundred 
words for the recording of all documents required to be typewritten, 
which are actually typed in the respective offices and for which 
there is no regular form. 


SECTION 15. A majority of the qualified electors of Greenwood 
County having voted in favor of financial support of Lander College 
at the election held on May 2, 1951, the Auditor of Greenwood County 
is authorized and directed to levy, and the Treasurer of Greenwood 
County to collect, a tax not to exceed four mills on all of the taxable 
property in Greenwood County, the proceeds of which shall be 
used in conjunction with other college revenues to defray the operat- 
ing expenses of the college. 


SECTION 16. The Finance Board will pay claims out of the ap- 
propriation of Item 5-C for the benefit of white charity patients 
who are citizens of Greenwood County only when submitted in an 
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itemized form by the hospital rendering the services, showing the 
name of each person hospitalized supported by the affidavit of the 
proper officer of the hospital and certificate of the Department of 
Public Welfare to the effect that they have examined the person’s 
financial ability, and that they have found such person financially 
unable to pay for his hospitalization, provided the hospital will 
agree that claims submitted for payment will not exceed the actual 
cost of services rendered which will include only ward rates. 

The Department of Public Welfare is hereby designated as the 
agency to make financial investigations for those patients requesting 
charity hospitalization. This investigation by the County Department 
will only be approved for such aid which shows the applicant to 
be unable to pay for treatment and would suffer unless the county 
so provides. The Department will be furnished the names of patients 
by their attending physician prior to hospitalization, and no claim 
for patients shall be paid until the investigation of this department 
has been completed. Only in cases of emergency will patients be hos- 
pitalized prior to the investigation of the Department of Public 
Welfare. 

In making this investigation, the department will take into con- 
sideration any available savings, insurance, property or responsible 
relatives. Temporarily unemployed persons will be required to make 
arrangements with the hospital to reimburse the county for any claim 
paid during a period of unemployment, provided the wage is adequate. 

Provided, further, that Greenwood County will not pay the cost 
of specific cases which have been or will be paid for from other 
revenues designated for such cases. 

Provided, that no person shall be hospitalized as a charity patient 
for a period of time in excess of fifteen days, unless the Finance 
Board shall have previously approved a longer stay. The Finance 
Board may approve a longer stay if it is made to satisfactorily appear 
from statements from the Superintendent of the hospital, the doctor 
in charge of the patient, and the Department of Public Welfare that 
a longer stay is absolutely necessary from the standpoint of the 
patient and the financial condition of the patient warrants a further 
extension of charity from the county. No extension shall be for a 
period in excess of fifteen days. Provided, further, that in no event 
shall more than one thousand seven hundred fifty dollars be expended 
or obligated in any one calendar month. 


SECTION 17. After deducting all necessary payments and expen- 
ditures in connection with the outstanding bonds for the one cent 
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gasoline tax for the fiscal year 1957-1958, any monies accruing to 
Greenwood County from this source for that fiscal year shall be used 
as follows: 

(1) Thirty thousand dollars shall be used to supplement antici- 
pated revenue other than taxation ; 

(2) Twenty-three thousand five hundred dollars to the City of 
Greenwood for street improvements ; 

(3) Fifteen hundred dollars to the Town of Ninety Six for street 
improvements ; and 

(4) The remaining portion shall be placed in the general fund of 
Greenwood County. 

Provided, however, that the sums appropriated to the City of 
Greenwood and the Town of Ninety Six shall not become due and 
payable until the amounts above pledged to the bond issue and to 
anticipated revenue have been paid. 


SECTION 18. Any funds accumulating in the hands of the treas- 
urer from the General Operating Fund during the fiscal year 1957- 
1958 in excess of the funds required for the purposes specified by 
this act shall be used for a contingent fund and shall be expended 
only upon the approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, 
including the Senator. 


SECTION 19. If any clause, phrase, sentence, paragraph, or sec- 
tion of this act shall be held invalid, same shall not affect the validity 
of remaining phrases, clauses, sentences, paragraphs or sections. 


SECTION 20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

Provided, that the county attorney of Hampton 
County is hereby required to give each county 
officer of the county advice when requested for 
same; provided, further, that the Farm Dem- 
onstration Agent shall be appointed by the 
proper authorities by and with the consent of the 
Legislative Delegation from Hampton County, 
and shall be subject to removal on request of the 
Legislative Delegation. 

Provided, further, that all revenues provided for 
by law be collected and placed in ordinary coun- 
ty funds to supplement and provide sufficient 
funds for all ordinary county purposes. 
Provided, that hereafter the janitors of the 
Courthouse and the county office buildings shall 
work and perform their duties under the control 
and direction of the Clerk of Court and Farm 
Demonstration Agent, respectively. All claims 
‘shall have the approval before payment by at 
least two members of the County Board and such 
approval by any two members shall be sufficient 
to constitute the board’s approval. 


SECTION 2. No road tax shall be levied except a commutation 
road tax of three dollars to be assessed and collected from each male 
citizen between the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five years, inclusive. 
No one shall be exempt from the payment of the commutation tax, 
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except persons totally disabled. All commutation taxes shall be ex- 
pended on roads and bridges and all of the commutation tax collected 
from citizens of incorporated towns by the county treasurer shall be 
returned to the respective towns. Provided, that the town authorities 
of Brunson, Hampton, Varnville, Yemassee, Estill, Scotia and Fur- 
man be empowered to collect the commutation tax from residents 
within their respective corporate limits. Provided, further, that the 
clerks of the respective towns, on or before September first of each 
year, furnish a list, duly sworn to, of all persons in their respective 
towns who are liable to such commutation tax. 


SECTION 8. The Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County shall 
be and they are hereby, constituted a Sinking Fund Commission of 
Hampton County, whose duty it shall be to handle all funds collected 
for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the retirement of all 
bonds of the county. , 

No public funds of Hampton County shall be deposited in any bank 
or depository unless the bank or depository shall tender to the Treas- 
urer of Hampton County a security equal in value to the funds de- 
posited. The security shall consist of either a surety bond executed 
by a licensed surety company, United States Government bonds, 
bonds of the State of South Carolina, Federal Land Bank Bonds, or 
bonds of any political subdivision of the State of South Carolina, 
after Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation guarantees have been 
considered, or such other security or securities as shall be approved 
in writing from time to time by a majority of the legislative dele- 
gation. 


SECTION 4. The clerk of the county board of commissioners may, 
at its discretion, and in lieu of requiring submission of salary and 
expense claims monthly, prepare a monthly payroll in duplicate list- 
ing each county employee with supply bill item number, monthly sal- 
ary and/or expense, less required and/or authorized pay deductions, 
and issue County Board of Commissioners’ “County Check” in the 
usual manner for balance due to each county employee at the close 
of the last day of each month. The county check number, date and 
amount shall be entered on the appropriate line on the payroll. Said 
“County Checks” shall be drawn against the county treasurer, pay- 
able from the “County Fund” account in the usual manner. Each 
said monthly payroll shall be approved by the County Board of Com- 
missioners and duplicate filed with the county treasurer. The county 
board of commissioners or its clerk may withhold, or delay issuing a 
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county check to any employee when believed necessary to protect 
the county’s interest. 


SECTION 5. The county supervisor and the county commissioners 
are hereby prohibited to issue any check to any magistrate of Hamp- 
ton County until the magistrate has filed statement of the names of 
all parties against whom warrants have been issued during the pre- 
vious months and the disposal of each case and a receipt from the 
treasurer for the fines and costs collected by the magistrates during 
the previous month. 


SECTION 6. The county supervisor, upon the request of any 
county commissioner is hereby authorized to furnish from the chain 
gang a truck and sufficient number of convicts to do such work on 
roads and bridges in the county as such commissioners deem nec- 
essary. 


‘ SECTION 7. All lumber purchased shall be with the approval of 
two county commissioners and the county supervisor. 


SECTION 8. Ali notices by the county supervisor, county treas- 
urer, county superintendent of education, county auditor and other 
county officers, provided by statute to be given, may be published in 
any newspaper published or having circulation in Hampton County; 
and three hundred dollars set out in Item 4 for the payment in full 
of such notices as are published in said paper during the year. Pro- 
vided, however, that the word “notices” above used shall not be 
deemed to include notices and advertisements of tax sales, and the 
sum of three hundred dollars is not in payment of the costs of adver- 
tising tax sales. 


SECTION 9. The county supervisor, treasurer, auditor and clerk 
of court shall compose a board to purchase all books and stationery 
for the county. 


SECTION 10. No property owned by Hampton County shall be 
sold, rented or leased unless the approval of the legislative delegation 
shall be first secured. 


SECTION 11. The County Treasurer of Hampton County, upon 
the written direction of a majority of the Hampton County Delega- 
tion in the General Assembly, is hereby authorized and empowered 
to lend from any available funds of Hampton County, to the school 
district or county board of education from the county general fund, 
or the county surplus fund, such sum or sums of money as may be 
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directed in writing, to any school district or county board of educa- 
tion in Hampton County in need of funds. 


SECTION 12. The courthouse and grounds shall be under the 
custody and control of the Clerk of Court for Hampton County, ex-. 
cept that the county office building shall be under the custody of the 
Farm Demonstration Agent for Hampton County. 


SECTION 13. Wherever in the conduct of the affairs of the county, 
it becomes necessary for the county treasurer to expend money for 
any matters and things not foreseen at this time, and when the leg- 
islative delegation shall approve the expenditure in writing and the 
approval has been signed by both members thereof, then such expendi- 
tures made under such authority are hereby validated. 


SECTION 14. On the maturity or payment of any bonded indebt- 
edness of any school district in Hampton County by the county treas- 
urer, the same may be paid by the county treasurer without securing - 
a voucher therefor from the school district trustees, provided the 
county superintendent of education authorizes such payment in 
writing. 


SECTION 15. From and after the effective. date of this act the 
Sheriff of Hampton County shall not be required to personally ‘serve 
grand jurors or petit jurors requiring their attendance upon either 
the Court of General Sessions or the Court of Common Pleas, but 
such service shall be made by mailing a summons to the last known 
address of such prospective jurors and no charge shall be made or 
collected for such service. Provided, that the presiding Judge may 
otherwise order service made personally by the sheriff and in such 
event, the sheriff shall be paid for same the amounts now allowed for 
same. Likewise, hereafter the Sheriff of Hampton County shall not 
be required to serve or summon witnesses in criminal cases except 
by subpoena duly issued on motion of solicitor or as ordered so to 
do by the presiding Judge. Such witnesses may be served by mailing 
a summons to the last known address of such witnesses for which 
no charge shall be made or collectible; and it shall be the duty of all 
magistrates in Hampton County to place under bond all witnesses for 
the state, blanks for same to be furnished by the clerk of court to 
the various magistrates. 


SECTION 16. All persons actually in the Armed Forces of the 
United States on active duty shall during such service be exempt from 
payment of personal property taxes on one vehicle and from payment 
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of road, poll and dog taxes levied for 1957 and/or for any prior year 
when the above conditions have been met. The county auditor, treas- 
urer, and/or tax collector is authorized to abate or mark “Nulla 
Bona” such taxes as may be levied; and the county auditor may ap- 
prove county claim for refund when such taxes have been paid; and - 
in all the foregoing cases be subject to presentation of satisfactory 
evidence of service in the Armed Forces, provided no dog tax shall 
be levied for 1957 against any person. 


SECTION 17. In the event the clerk of court should have in his 
official capacity any funds which have been unclaimed for as long as 
five years, he is hereby authorized to pay same over to the county 
treasurer, taking his receipt for the same. The county treasurer shall 
deposit any amount so received in the general county fund. 


SECTION 18. There is hereby appropriated the sum of six thou- 
sand dollars as carried in Item 3-H of Section 1, if so much be nec- 
essary, to Hampton County Hospital for operating expenses. The 
county treasurer shall make this fund available to Hampton County 
Hospital on the demand of the board of directors. Provided, that the 
county treasurer shall not make said fund or any portion thereof avail- 
able without first obtaining the written approval of both members 
of the legislative delegation. Any additional appropriations that may 
be necessary in the operation of the hospital may be made by the 
county treasurer by and with the approval and direction of the leg- 
islative delegation of the county. 


SECTION 19. All county officers for Hampton County may close 
their respective offices at twelve o’clock noon on each Thursday and 
Saturday throughout the year and keep same closed for the remainder 
of the day, and all day of the Watermelon Festival; except, that any 
officer may keep his office open for the ‘necessary performance of 
his duties. 


SECTION 20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 21. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

SECTION 2. The county board of commissioners is hereby in- 
structed and required to use the money herein appropriated for the 
purposes specified and for no other purpose or purposes, and it is 
hereby forbidden to in any way overdraw or exceed the appropriation 
herein made for any purpose whatever, except upon the written con- 
sent of the Senator and a majority of the House Delegation. For the 
items covered in Section 1 of this act, it shall be unlawful for the 
clerk of the County Board of Commissioners or the Purchasing 
Agent of Horry County to draw or sign any warrant or draft on the 
County Treasurer overdrawing any appropriation or authorization. 
For the items covered in Section 1 of this act, it shall be unlawful for 
the Treasurer of Horry County to pay from funds in his hands any 
amount not covered by the appropriation herein made or authorized 
by the written consent of the Senator and a majority of the House 
Delegation. Any appropriation herein made may be increased or de- 
creased by the written consent of the Senator and a majority of the 
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House Delegation. Provided, further, that the County Board of 
Commissioners of Horry County is hereby instructed to prorate the 
amount of money herein appropriated for County Roads and Chain- 
gang and all other divisions and departments of the county govern- 
ment, except regular salaries which are to be paid monthly, on a 
quarterly basis, to the end that no department shall expend more 
than one-fourth of the appropriated funds during any quarterly 
period of the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1957 and ending June 30, 
1958. Provided, that the amounts appropriated in Item 5 of Section 
1 of this act shall be expended only after the written approval and 
authorization of a majority of the Horry County Board of Commis- 
sioners. The county board of commissioners shall use as much as 
may be necessary of the amounts appropriated therein for setting up 
a road program in Horry County, which program shall be carried 
out by the county road commissioners under the direction and con- 
trol of the county board of commissioners. 


SECTION 3. From the funds provided for Jail in the Administra- 
tive Expenses of Section 1 of this act, the jailor of Horry County 
shall be paid the sum of one hundred fifty dollars per month for his 
services as jailor and a matron for the jail shall be paid the sum of 
sixty dollars per month, both to be employed by the Sheriff of Horry 
County upon approval of the county board of commissioners, and 
the jailor and/or matron shall receive no fees for dieting prisoners. 
The Horry County Board of Commissioners shall have the duty to 
inspect the Horry County Jail at least once a month to see that it is 
kept clean at all times and that a jailor or deputy sheriff is on duty 
at all times. The purchasing agent is authorized to make purchases 
of all food, supplies, equipment and any and all things necessary for 
the proper maintenance of the county jail and the food and clothing 
of the prisoners therein. 


SECTION 4. The county board of commissioners shall employ a 
certified public accountant (CPA) for the purpose of auditing semi- 
annually the books, and examining the offices of Horry County, in- 
cluding the Department of Education, and the county board of com- 
missioners may make payment for such services not to exceed two 
thousand five hundred dollars, as provided in this act. Each member 
of the Legislative Delegation from Horry County shall be furnished 
by the accountant making the audit, a copy of the audit. 


SECTION 4-A. The County Board of Commissioners of Horry 
County shall employ some suitable person at the pleasure of the board 
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of commissioners, who shall be designated custodian of the Horry 
County Courthouse and grounds. The custodian shall be charged with 
the responsibility for all janitor service at the Horry County Court- 
house, the Horry County Department of Education Building, the 
county office building on 4th Avenue, and the Horry County Me- 
morial Library. The custodian of the courthouse and grounds is fur- 
ther charged with the responsibility of maintaining the grounds and 
protecting the shrubbery and such other duties as may be imposed 
upon him by the county board of commissioners. The custodian shall 
be given such assistants as the county board of commissioners may 
deem necessary. 


SECTION 5. The Senator and a majority of the House Delegation 
may employ a county attorney and pay same an amount not to exceed 
that provided for this purpose in Section 1 of this act. It shall be the 
duty of the attorney selected by the Horry Legislative Delegation to 
advise all boards, magistrates, and officers of the county, and in ad- 
dition thereto, it shall be his duty to represent the county in all cases 
wherein the county’s interest is affected, and he shall represent the 
sheriff’s office in criminal proceedings when called upon. 


SECTION 6. Before taking office each magistrate shall give bond 
in a sum to be fixed by the county board of commissioners, condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance of his duties. The premiums on 
the bonds shall be paid by the county. The magistrate and coroner 
shall be required to put all material state witnesses under bond as now 
provided by law, and at least ten days before the meeting of the Court 
of General Sessions shall lodge all papers pertaining to said court 
with the clerk of court, except cases which happen within the said 
ten day period, and cases where defendants have demanded pre- 
liminary hearings in writing and for good cause the magistrate has 
been unable to give a preliminary hearing. It shall be the duty of the 
sheriff to confer with the magistrates from time to time, familiarizing 
himself with pending cases, attend inquests and see that witnesses 
are subpoenaed, placed under bond and the papers lodged in the 
clerk’s hands as herein provided. The sheriff shall assign one deputy 
to each of the magisterial districts, which deputy shall serve the mag- 
istrate in the district assigned to him in the enforcement of law, and 
service of all legal process placed with said deputy and shall cooperate 
with and assist the magistrate’s constable in enforcing the law and 
preserving the peace arid good order of the community. 
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SECTION 7. All books, supplies and material purchased under 
the provisions of this act shall be purchased by the Horry County 
Purchasing Agent as provided by special act. 


SECTION 8. Out of the funds provided for “County Roads and 
County Road Machinery” in Section 1 of this act, the County Board 
of Commissioners of Horry County is hereby authorized to purchase 
any. necessary new machinery for road purposes through the Horry 
County Purchasing Agent. Provided, that the county enter into a 
contract with the State Highway Department for constructing road 
beds for hard surfacing. 


SECTION 9. The Auditor of Horry County is hereby required to 
put the address of the taxpayer on each treasurer’s duplicate. The 
Treasurer of Horry County is hereby authorized and directed to 
mail to taxpayers notice of taxes due in his office. Both the auditor 
and treasurer shall pay for the work required in this section from 
funds provided for clerical help in their respective offices in Section 
1 of this act. The failure of the treasurer to mail any tax notice shall 
in no wise relieve the taxpayer of obligation to pay such tax. 


SECTION 10. Twenty per cent of the liquor, wine and beer tax 
alloted to Horry County shall, as received by the treasurer be paid 
to the Horry County Memorial Library Commission, and the com- 
mission shall use the funds for the operation of the Horry County 
Memorial Library and for the purchase of equipment, books, and 
other necessaries for the Horry County Memorial Library, and for 
the equipping and purchasing of equipment for the school libraries 
of Horry County, the said funds to be spent and allotted to the libra- 
ries as the Library Commission, or a majority thereof, shall de- 
termine, 


SECTION 11. A majority of the Delegation, including the Senator, 
shall employ the Horry County Tax Collector and up to four Deputy 
Tax Collectors. The Tax Collector shall receive as compensation in 
lieu of salary the sum of one dollar for each execution collected and 
two per cent commission of all taxes collected. The Deputy Tax Col- 
lector shall receive one dollar on each execution collected. 

Provided, the Horry County Board of Commissioners shall pre- 
scribe the necessary procedure for the keeping of records and mak- 
ing of reports for the office of the Tax Collector, not otherwise cov- 
ered by existing law, subject to the approval of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation, including the Senator. 
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SECTION 12. The clerk of the county board of commissioners and 
the Horry County Purchasing Agent shall furnish to the Senator and 
each member of the delegation, monthly, a statement in detail show- 
ing each expenditure made during the month, for what purpose ex- 
pended and amount of the expenditure and the balance remaining in 
the account from which the expenditure was made. The clerk of 
the county board of commissioners and the Horry County Purchas- 
ing Agent shall each make a written report to each member of the 
county board of commissioners of his activities during the month and 
proposals that he intends to make to the county board of commis- 
sioners five days prior to the regular meeting of the county board 
of commissioners. 


SECTION 13. The county board of commissioners shall furnish to 
the Senator and each member of the House Delegation, a statement 
before the fifteenth day of December of each year, showing their 
activities during each quarterly period, along with a report of the 
financial status of the account and any recommendations that they 
see fit to make to the delegation. The county board of commissioners 
shall furnish to the Senator and each member of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, a statement in detail showing a proposed county supply bill 
for the following year and also any legislation that, in their opinion, 
they think should be enacted. 


SECTION 13-A. No magistrate shall receive any part of fees, 
compensation or mileage in connection with tax execution warrants 
except the one dollar allowed him by law. No county officials shall 
receive any fees or compensation unless provided by law. 


SECTION 14. The house now owned by Horry County, on Sec- 
ond Avenue in the Town of Conway shall be used by the jailor of 
Horry County as his residence. No part of the county jail shall be 
used for residential purposes. 


SECTION 15. Any special authorization for county purposes to 
be hereafter made from the contingent account in Section 1, Item 2 
of this act by the Senator and members of the House of Representa- 
tives in excess of one hundred dollars shall first have the approval 
of the Board of County Commissioners of Horry County or a ma- 
jority thereof. 


SECTION 16. All regular county employees, receiving regular sal- 
aries shall be allowed two weeks vacation with pay and the admin- 
istrative heads of all departments are hereby instructed and required 
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to arrange their work so that each employee of the county shall be 
allowed: the two weeks vacation with pay with the least possible in- 
convenience to the work of the office or department affected. In ad- 
dition the following legal holidays and no others shall be observed 
by the employees of Horry County: New Year’s Day, Independence 
Day—July fourth, Labor Day—the first Monday in September, 
Armistice Day—November eleventh, Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
Whenever any of these fall on Sunday, the Monday following is 
prescribed. 


SECTION 17. The Clerk of Court shall, after each term of court, 
make a detailed report to the County Board of Commissioners and 
Legislative Delegation on the amount of jury and witness fees spent 
for said term of court. 


SECTION 18. It is further provided by the provisions of this act, 
that any Assistant Steno-Clerk beginning work in any county office 
shall have a base starting salary of nineteen hundred eighty dollars; | 
provided, that such person, after being employed for a period of one 
year, shall receive a five dollar per month increase in salary ; provided, 
further, that such person, after being employed for a period of two 
years, shall receive a ten dollar per month increase in salary, the 
maximum amount for such employment not to exceed twenty-one 
hundred dollars. 


SECTION 19. The county board of commissioners is hereby in- 
structed to require out of the Jurors and Witness fees an itemized 
statement of all disbursements, such statement to be made after each 
term of court. 


SECTION 20. The Clerk of Court’s bond shall be increased to 
twenty-five thousand dollars and the fees charged for recording deeds 
shall be increased to two dollars to cover cost of same. 


SECTION 21. Immediately after Magistrate and City Courts all 
prisoners sentenced to County Chaingang shall be transferred to the 
County Jail by the Magistrate’s Deputy or Sheriff’s Deputy serving 
the Magistrate or Court and a Deputy Sheriff shall be instructed by 
the Sheriff to transfer City prisoners to county jail on same day of 
trial, 


SECTION 22. All travel shall be paid on a monthly basis of not 
more than one-twelfth of the total amount appropriated for travel. 
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SECTION 23. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are repealed. If any section or provision of this act shall be held un- 
constitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect, impair, or in- 
validate any of the remaining sections or provisions. 


SECTION 24. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Create The Jasper County Farm Bureau Marketing 
Commission; To Authorize Construction Of An Agricultural 
Building; To Provide Funds And To Validate Actions And Ex- 
penditures Of The Farm Bureau Marketing Committee. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Jasper County Farm Bureau Marketing Commis- 
sion created—members—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby cre- 
ated a commission to be known as the “Jasper County Farm Bureau 
Marketing Commission”. The commission shall be composed of the 
following members: J. I. Wells, who shall serve for a term of three 
years; Dewey Floyd, who shall serve for a term of two years; and 
W. J. Getsinger, who shall serve for a term of one year. Promptly 
after the passage of this act the members shall meet and elect a chair- 
man and secretary. The Jasper County Farm Bureau shall annually 
recommend three of its members to the Legislative Delegation and 
one of the members so recommended shall be commissioned by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation for 
a term of three years. Any vacancy occurring in the membership of 
the commission shall be filled for the unexpired term by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 2. Duties—lIt shall be the duty of the commission to 
construct such agricultural marketing facilities as it deems necessary. 
It is authorized to expend such amount from the general fund of the 
county as it deems. advisable not to, exceed twenty thousand dollars. 
All warrants for such expenses shall be signed by the chairman. 


SECTION 3, Transfer of funds.—There is hereby transferred from 
the sinking fund to the General Fund of Jasper County the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars. : 
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SECTION 4, Actions of Farm Bureau Committee validated.— 
All actions and expenditures of the Farm Bureau Committee hereto- 
fore taken or made are hereby validated. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 6. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

An Act Authorizing The State Highway Department To Con- 
struct A Certain Road In Jasper County And To Provide That 
The Cost Of The Construction Shall Be Paid From Funds Ac- 
cruing To Jasper County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Highway Department may construct road in Jas- 
per County.—The State Highway Department is authorized to con- 
struct in Jasper County a connecting road, beginning at a point on 
Route 17 approximately 0.77 mile north of the junction of Route 46 
in Hardeeville, and running approximately eight miles northeasterly 
to a point on Route 170 to a point approximately 1.5 miles north of 
the Beaufort-Jasper County line, including a bridge over New River. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—The cost of this construction shall be paid 
from the apportionment of State Highway funds for Jasper County 
for Farm-to-Market or Secondary Roads and construction shall not 
begin until after the State Highway Department is authorized in 
writing by the Legislative Delegation of Jasper County and sufficient 
funds are available for this purpose. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. . 


SECTION 4. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Appraisal And Listing Of All 
Real Estate In Jasper County, To Authorize The Treasurer To 
Borrow Funds To Defray This Expense And To Provide For 
Its Repayment, To Direct That All Property Be Listed With The 
Auditor Of The County And That Taxes Be Paid Thereon, To 
Direct The Landowner Or His Agent To Show Property Lines 
And Otherwise Cooperate With The Appraising Firm, And To 
Provide A Penalty For Violations. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Jasper County may hire firm to survey all land 
in county—The Jasper County Legislative Delegation is author- 
ized to enter into a contract with some suitable firm or person to 
conduct and make a land survey of all lands situate in Jasper County. 
The parties making the survey shall simultaneously therewith ap- 
praise the value of each parcel so that the same may be equitably 
taxed by the county. The person or firm that enters the contract 
with the delegation shall post a surety bond in an amount not less 
than the price stipulated in the contract to insure that the provisions 
of the contract will be complied with. 


SECTION 2. Funds for survey.—The Treasurer of Jasper County 
is authorized to borrow a sum not to exceed twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars to defray the cost of making the survey and appraisal as provided 
for in this act, which sum shall not be borrowed until the funds are 
needed. 


SECTION 3. Further.—The auditor of the county is directed to 
levy a tax of two mills on all of the taxable property in the county 
and the treasurer is directed to collect the same annually until the 
sum borrowed is repaid. 


SECTION 4. File survey with auditor.—The results of the survey, 
when completed, shall be filed with the auditor of the county who shall 
forthwith enter the same on the tax books of the county and, in the 
event property heretofore not ljsted is listed as a result of the survey, 
the auditor shall list the same for at least the present and nine pre- 
vious years. : 


SECTION 5. Treasurer to notify persons owing taxes.—The 
treasurer of the county shall immediately notify land owners of the 
taxes due for the present year and for the nine previous years of the 
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amount due with all accrued interest and penalties thereon and, in 
the event the same are not immediately paid, the property shall be 
levied upon for taxes as is now provided for by law.

SECTION 4. The sheriff and any other police officer shall receive, 
in addition to their regular salaries, actual expenses excluding mile- 
age, when called beyond the limits of the county on official business 


such as 


searching for fugitives, conveying prisoners to the State 


Reformatory, to the State Penitentiary, etc. The sheriff shall also 
receive fifty cents per meal for dieting each prisoner for each meal 
consumed while the prisoner is detained in the county jail or other- 
wise in his custody. Provided, however, that the above expenses 
shall be paid only when a notarized statement is filed with their 
‘requisitions for such expenses and meals with the County Adminis- 


trator. 
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SECTION 5. The Magistrates of Kershaw County are hereby re- 
quired to enter all cases brought before them on their docket and 
to show on said dockets what disposition is made of each case, and 
shall enter on said dockets all costs which may be assessed against the 
parties of said case, and shall collect the same and shall pay over to 
the county treasurer monthly all fines and costs in criminal cases 
which may have been collected by them and shall submit their dockets 
to the board of county directors monthly for audit. Provided, how- 
ever, that no Magistrate in Kershaw County shall be paid his 
monthly salary until the above section has been complied with on 
or before the tenth day of each month. 


SECTION 6. The appropriations herein made for salaries of the 
various county officers and other county employees shall be paid to 
said officers and employees in semimonthly installments upon in- 
dividual claims to be submitted to the county board of directors. 
Provided, however, that all salaries appropriated are in lieu of all 
fees. 


SECTION 7. Clerical employees other than elected officials who 
have had at least ten years of satisfactory service in the employ of 
the county and whose compensation is less than $3,000.00 per year 
shall receive a supplement to their salary in the sum of twenty dol- 
lars per month. Provided, that any such employees with more than 
five years of satisfactory service shall receive a supplement of ten 
dollars per month. Provided, further, that any such employees with 
more than one year of satisfactory service shall receive a supple- 
ment of five dollars per month. Provided, further, that the director 
and employees of the Kershaw County Welfare Department shall 
be included in this section. 


SECTION 8. The coroner shall receive, in addition to his regular 
salary, the sum of five dollars for each inquest in the event he shall 
employ a stenographer to record the testimony, payment to be made 
to such stenographer. 


SECTION 9. It shall be unlawful for any county official or em- 
ployee to use any automobile, truck, tractor, gasoline or oil, or 
other property belonging to the county, except for county purposes. 
The county board of education is hereby authorized and directed to 
furnish school bus transportation for all activities of the 4-H Boys 
and Girls, Vocational and Agricultural Boys, Home Economic 
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Girls and Junior. Homemakers of America in attending inter- and 
intra county meetings pertaining to their respective endeavors. - 


SECTION 10. If circumstances arise, which in the judgment of a 
majority of the Kershaw County Legislative Delegation, require the 
expenditure of a greater amount than herein provided for any 
purposes or should in the judgment of said majority of the delega- 
tion, the affairs of Kershaw County increase the expenditure of 
‘funds for purposes not mentioned in this act and above enumerated, 
said delegation or a majority thereof, shall have, and are hereby 
given the right, by resolution to increase the amount appropriated 
in any item, and may also appropriate funds for purposes not men- 
tioned or referred to in this act, which resolution or resolutions, 
shall be filed with the County Administrator for Kershaw County 
as their authority for expending the funds thus appropriated, and 
the county administrator, the board of directors concurring, may 
borrow if necessary, ‘such amounts as may be required to make such 
increase or additional appropriations, and may pledge the full faith 
and credit of Kershaw County for the payment of the amount so 
borrowed. 


SECTION 11. The county administrator is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed, with the approval of a majority of the Ker- 
shaw County Governing Board, to borrow monies for such public 
purposes as may be necessary, and to pledge the levies and the faith, 
credit and taxing power of Kershaw County for the payment of all 
monies which may be borrowed hereunder. 


SECTION 12. It shall be unlawful for the Kershaw County Ad- 
ministrator to offer for sale or dispose of any property or equip- 
ment of any kind having a value of five hundred dollars or more, 
without first obtaining the written approval of a majority of the 
Kershaw County Board of Directors. 


SECTION 13. The county administrator is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay out of the general funds of Kershaw County a suf- 
ficient sum or sums of money to match other available funds for 
the retirement of all county officials or employees as now provided 
by law under the South Carolina Retirement Act. 


SECTION 14. The Kershaw County Board of Education is au- 
thorized and directed to prepare a budget for the operation of the 
Kershaw County schools for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1957 
and ending June 30, 1958, which budget shall be effective when ap- 


* 
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proved by a majority of the Kershaw County Delegation. The budget 
may include a supplement to the salary of the superintendent of edu- 
cation, provided that his total salary shall not exceed the sum of six 
thousand dollars; and provided, further, that the budget shall include 
a sum to pay expenses and per diem of the Kershaw County Board 
of Education and a sum to supplement the administrative personnel 
of the superintendent of education’s office, including the attendance 
teacher and the school lunch room supervisor. Provided, further 
that the children who reside in the attendance area of the Pine 
_ Grove School who are presently enrolled in the Camden City 
Schools shall be authorized to continue to attend the said schools 
during the period covered by this act. 


SECTION 15. The county administrator is directed, and it is made 
a part of his duty, to cooperate with the State Highway Department 
to increase the mileage of farm-to-market roads, and to use in the 
construction of such farm-to-market roads in Kershaw County all 
county equipment necessary. 


SECTION 16. A complete and accurate record of the cost of 
construction of all roads under contract and expenditures with the 
South Carolina Highway ‘Department will be maintained by the 
county administrator. All funds received pursuant to these con- 
tracts shall be kept by the Treasurer in a separate fund and shall 
be used to defray the cost of such construction. At the end of the 
fiscal year, any unexpended funds after making proper provision 
for a reserve for depreciation, shall be paid to the general fund. 
The county administrator is authorized to set the salaries of all 
personnel employed in the construction program subject to the ap- 
proval of the county governing board. The county governing board 
is authorized to supplement the salary of the county administrator 
from this fund so that his total compensation from all sources shall 
not exceed the sum of five thousand two hundred and forty dollars. 


SECTION 17. The Auditor and Treasurer of Kershaw County are 
hereby authorized and directed to levy upon all taxable property of 
Kershaw County not‘otherwise excluded by law, five mills, the sums 
raised to be paid over to the Kershaw County Hospital Board, to 
be used for the treatment of charity patients only under such rules 
and regulations as the board may adopt. 


SECTION 18. All materials, supplies or equipment shall be pur- 
chased for all departments of the county by the county administra- 
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tor, after having advertised for and received bids for the same. Such 
materials, supplies and equipment shall be requisitioned by each de- 
partment in writing at least thirty days in advance of their require- 
ments. No voucher for the payment of any purchase in excess of 
five hundred dollars shall be honored by the County Treasurer un- 
less the county administrator and clerk of the governing board shall 
certify in writing that the purchase was made after having received 
public bids for such commodity unless the transaction is approved 
by the unanimous vote of the Kershaw County Governing Board. 


SECTION 19. All monies received by Kershaw County from the 
one cent gasoline tax shall be expended by the County Administratof 
with the approval of the governing board in payment of all neces- 
sary expenses for the. building, maintenance and upkeep of county 
roads and buildings and all administrative expenses in connection 
therewith including salaries for the elected members of the county 
governing board not to exceed the sum of one thousand eighty dol- 
lars per year. ‘ 


SECTION 20. Members of all boards and commissions of Kershaw 
County shall receive seven cents per mile for travel in attendance of 
all meetings. 


SECTION 21. All prior actions or disbursements taken or made 
as a result of any resolution or action by the Legislative Delegation 
from Kershaw County are hereby validated, ratified, confirmed and 
declared to be legal and binding. 


SECTION 22. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. :

An Act To Amend Act No. 879 Of The Acts And Joint Reso- 
lutions Of 1954, So As To Redefine The Service Area And To 
Further Prescribe The Functions And Powers Of The Lancaster 
County Natural Gas Authority. 

Whereas, at the time the Lancaster County Natural Gas Author- 
ity was created by Act No. 879 of the Acts of 1954, it was con- 
templated that the Lancaster County Natural Gas Authority would 
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construct a transmission line connecting with the line of Transcon- 
tinental Gas Pipeline Corporation in the vicinity of Bldcksburg in 
Cherokee County, which contemplated transmission line of Lan- 
caster County Natural Gas Authority would be constructed into 
Lancaster County to serve the service area prescribed in Section 
2 of the act; and 

Whereas, since the adoption of the act Carolina Pipeline Com- 
pany has been granted a certificate of Public Convenience and Ne- 
cessity by the South Carolina Public Service Commission to con- 
struct a gas transmission line from the transmission line of Trans- 
continental Gas Pipeliné Corporation in the vicinity of Blacksburg 
through Lancaster County; and 

Whereas, Carolina Pipeline Company has also been granted an 
allocation of natural gas by the Federal Power Commission, a 
portion of which gas it intends to sell and deliver to Lancaster 
County Natural Gas Authority through the transmission line to 
be constructed by Carolina Pipeline Company; and 

Whereas, by reason of the foregoing developments it is proper 
that the act of 1954 be amended so as to permit the Lancaster County 


Natural Gas Authority to function under the changed circumstances. 
Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 879 of 1954, amended—Lancas- 
ter County Natural Gas Authority created.—Section 1 of Act No. 
879 of the Acts of 1954, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. There is hereby created a body corporate and politic 
of perpetual succession to be known as the Lancaster County Natural 
Gas Authority (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the Authority). 
It shall be the function of the authority to purchase, lease, acquire, 
build, construct, maintain and operate natural gas distribution sys- 
tems within the service area hereinafter defined and such trans- 
mission lines as may be necessary to transport natural gas to the 
distribution systems from the transmission lines to be constructed 
by Carolina Pipeline Company or other sources from which natural 
gas may now or hereafter become available, which transmission 
lines and distribution systems will serve persons, firms, corporations, 
municipal corporations, and any subdivision or division of the State 
located in and nearby to each of the incorporated municipalities of 
Lancaster, Kershaw, Heath Springs or any other municipality or 
thickly populated area in Lancaster County. The transmission lines, 
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distribution systems, their component parts, all apparatus, equip- 
ment and property incident thereto or used or useful in the opera- 
tion thereof, and all additions, improvements, extensions and en- 
largements to any of the same, shall henceforth be referred to col- 
lectively in this act as the system. The authority shall have the 
further functions and duties prescribed by this act, and shall have 
all of the powers herein granted.” 


SECTION 2. Item e, Section 4 of Act 879 of 1954, amended— 
powers.—Item e of Section 4 of Act No. 879 of the Acts of 1954, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“e. To purchase, lease, acquire, build, construct, maintain and 
operate distribution systems within its service area and such trans~- 
mission lines as may be necessary to serve the distribution systems 
and from time to time enlarge and extend such distribution sys- 
tems and transmission lines.”

An Act To Authorize The County Board Of Education Of 
Lancaster County To Borrow Not Exceeding Six Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars For School Purposes And To Provide For The Pay- 
ment Of Such Loan. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lancaster County Board of Education to borrow 
money—purpose—notes—execution—interest—sale.—The County 
Board of Education of Lancaster County is hereby authorized to 
borrow not exceeding six hundred thousand dollars for the follow- 
ing purposes: The construction of the consolidated Brooklyn-Springs 
Grammar School, the construction of the Flat Creek High School, 
the completion of Lancaster High School and for renovating and 
repairing the Kershaw gymnasium. The amount borrowed shall be 
evidenced by a note or notes to be executed by the chairman and 
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secretary of the county board of education and countersigned by the 
Treasurer of Lancaster County. The note or notes shall be in such 
denomination as the board, by resolution, may prescribe and shall 
bear interest not to exceed four per cent per annum. The note or 
notes shall become due and payable in not more than five years from 
the date of their execution. 

The board is authorized to borrow the sums necessary from any 
lending institution. The note or notes may be sold by negotiation 
or after public advertisement. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—For the payment of the note or notes the 
County Board of Education and the Treasurer of Lancaster County 
may apply all funds available from the State Educational Finance 
Commission. 


SECTION 3. Further.—As additional security for the loan, in the 
event the annual grant by the State Educational Finance Commission 
shall be insufficient to pay the principal and interest on the loan, the 
Auditor of Lancaster County shall levy and the Treasurer of Lancas- 
ter County shall collect an annual tax upon all of the taxable property 
in the county sufficient to retire the loan and interest due thereon, and 
the entire proceeds of such levy shall be applied to the payment of the 
note or notes, inclusive of interest, in full, at which time the levy | 
provided herein shall be terminated. The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of the county are hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment 
of the indebtedness provided for in this act. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5, Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize The County Board Of Directors Of 
Lancaster County To Issue Not Exceeding Two Hundred Fifty 
Thousand Dollars Of Bonds Of Lancaster County, To Set Forth 
The Purposes For Which The Proceeds Shall Be Expended And 
To Provide For Their Repayment. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Bond issue for Lancaster County.—The County 
Board of Directors of Lancaster County may issue and sell not ex- 
ceeding two hundred fifty thousand dollars, or so much as may be 
necessary, of general obligation bonds of Lancaster County, the pro- 
ceeds of which shall be expended for the purposes and in the manner 
prescribed by this act. 


SECTION 2. Designation—denominations—interest.—The bonds 
shall be known as the Lancaster County General Obligation Bonds of 
1957. They shall be in denominations of one thousand dollars and 
shall bear such rate or rates of interest, payable semiannually, as the 
County Board of Directors of Lancaster County shall by resolution 
determine, provided that they are sold at an average annual interest 
cost to the county of not exceeding three per cent. 


SECTION 3. Issue—maturity—Two hundred fifty thousand dol- 
lars of the bonds shall be issued as a single issue which shall mature 
serially in five equal successive annual instalments. The maturity date 
of the first installment of the series shall be not later than one year 
from its date of issue, and the maturity date of the last installment of 
the series shall be not later than five years from its date of issue. 


SECTION 4. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds provided in Section 3 shall be turned over to the State High- 
way Department for credit to Lancaster County’s account of funds for 
the farm-to-market construction program in Lancaster County and 
used to defray the cost of constructing and improving State sec- 
ondary highways, curbs, gutters and necessary sidewalks in and 
around the mill village (including Erwin Farm and Gooch’s Cross- 
roads) and repairing of 15th Street, in Lancaster County. 


SECTION 5. Execution.—The bonds issued pursuant to this act 
shall be executed in the name of Lancaster County by the Chairman of 
the County Board of Directors and the County Treasurer of Lancaster 
County under the seal of the county treasurer. The coupons ap- 
’ pertaining to the bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than 
by the facsimile signature of the county treasurer lithographed or 
engraved thereon. 


SECTION 6. Sale.—The bonds may be sold by the county board of 
directors at not less than par and accrued interest to date of de- 
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livery at public sale. The manner and occasion of advertisement 
shall be determined by the county board of diretcors. 


SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes—The bonds authorized by this 
act, both as to principal and interest, shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No: 730 of 1952. 


SECTION 8. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Lancaster County is hereby pledged for the payment of the bonds and 
the interest thereon, and the Auditor and. Treasurer of Lancaster 
County, respectively, are hereby directed to levy and collect an- 
nually a tax upon all taxable property in the county sufficient to 
pay the principal and interest on the bonds as they respectively 
mature, and to create such sinking fund as may be necessary for the 
redemption of the bonds and interest at respective maturities. 


SECTION 9. Reimbursement by Highway Department.—The 
State Highway Department is hereby authorized to reimburse Lan- 
caster County for all monies turned over to the Highway Depart- 
ment by Lancaster County pursuarit to Section 4 of this act. This re- 
imbursement shall be made in five equal annual installments be- 
ginning June 30, 1959, out of apportionments of funds accruing 
to Lancaster County under the State Highway Department’s farm- 
to-market construction program, if so much thereof shall accrue 
to Lancaster County. The State Highway Department shall not be 
obligated to the repayment to Lancaster County for any install- 
ment, unless sufficient amounts for such installments shall accrue to 
Lancaster County under the state farm-to-market construction pro- 
gram. The State Highway Department shall not be required to 
pay any interest to Lancaster County for funds turned over to 
the Department pursuant to the provisions of this act. Such sums 
of monies as may be reimbursed to Lancaster County by the High- 
way Department pursuant to the provisions of this act shall be 
used by the county treasurer to pay the principal and interest on 
bonds described in Section 3 and for no other purposes. To the 
extent that monies received pursuant to this section shall be actually 
in the hands of the Treasurer of Lancaster County at the time 
the annual tax levy is made by the county auditor, the tax levy’ 
ordered by Section 8 may be reduced.

Lancaster County to transfer certain funds.—The 
Treasurer of Lancaster County is hereby authorized and directed 
to transfer from the general fund of the county to the School Bond 
Sinking Fund the sum of twenty-four thousand four hundred sev- 
enty-three dollars and ninety cents, which is on deposit in the Bank 
of Lancaster. , 

The fund so transferred shall be used for the payment of school 
bonds, maturing during the year 1957 or any interest that may be 
due on school bonds during the year 1957. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Item m of Section 4 of Act 879 of 1954, amended— 
powers and duties of Lancaster County Natural Gas Authority.— 
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Item m. of Section 4 of Act No. 879 of the Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tions of South Carolina, 1954, is amended to read as follows: 

“m. In its discretion, to employ any person or corporation to op- 
erate its system for any fixed period of time, upon such terms and 
conditions as the authority may deem proper; or to enter into a con- 
tract of long duration, with any person or corporation skilled in the 
management of natural gas properties, for the provision of complete 
management and operational service for its system. Such contract 
may provide for compensation of the management agency through a 
fixed fee, a fixed per customer or per meter fee, a percentage fee 
against gross or net receipts, or any one or more of them. The au- 
thority may require positive assurance or guarantee from such agency, 
in exchange for the agreed fee, that its operating costs shall be held 
within certain fixed-limits and/or that sufficient sums shall be avail- 
able to enable it to discharge all obligations, falling due during the 
term of the agreement, incurred by the authority through the issuance 
of revenue bonds to finance construction of its system.”

County And Road Purposes For The Fiscal Year July 1, 1957 To 
July 1, 1958, And To Provide For The Expenditure Thereof In

Fiscal Affairs Of The County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. A sufficient tax, not to exceed fifty-five mills, less 
the estimated revenue to be received by Lancaster County, in 1957, 
to pay the appropriations hereafter made, the amount of such mill- 
age to be determined by the county auditor, after consulting with 
the members of the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, is 
hereby levied upon all the taxable property of Lancaster County for 
county purposes for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1957, and end- 
ing June 30, 1958, for the amounts and purposes hereinafter stated, 
as follows, to wit: 


SECTION 2. The fee for witnesses in the Court of General Ses- 
sions shall be three dollars per day and mileage, as now provided by 
law.

cluding the salary of the Road Supervisor, and for other county pur- 
poses.

The board shall fur- 
nish all necessary supplies needed for janitorial service. The appro- 
priation in this section shall be expended upon warrants approved 
by the county board of directors. All personnel employed for: road 
construction, road maintenance and chaingang employees shall be 
employed by the County Road Supervisor and shall receive such 
salaries as the Board of Directors shall provide.

Any sums not expended from the appropriations herein set forth, 
together with any surplus remaining over and above the total ap- 
propriations, shall be placed in the General Fund of the County. 


SECTION 5. The county board of directors is hereby authorized to 
set aside out of the road fund such stim of money as, in its judgment, 
may be required in the interim between the regular monthly meetings 
for use in meeting weekly payrolls for labor, and to pay for freight, 
express and repairs for machinery, and the county treasurer is here- 
by authorized to make disbursements out of such special fund only on 
itemized claims of the chairman of the county board, which claims 
shall be regularly filed by the county treasurer with the board of 
county directors for formal approval by a majority thereof; the said 
approval or disapproval shall be recorded in the minutes of the 
board. The board is authorized and directed to pay the expenses of 
the audit authorized by the board for the past fiscal year. All claims 
must be made out and listed separately. All other claims against the 
county, including direct appropriation herein, shall be paid by the 
county treasurer only upon claims approved by the county board of 
directors. 


SECTION 6. The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars, if 
so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated to be expended for 
needy and emergency cases of sickness; to be paid on recommenda- 
tion of the County Minister or the County Physician, with the ap- 
proval of the County Board of Directors. Provided, that no person 
shall receive more than twenty-five dollars during the fiscal year. 


SECTION 7. The jailer, under supervision of the sheriff, is hereby 
required to pay all operating expenses of the jail, except the per diem 
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for dieting prisoners, hereinafter provided for, and except water, 
rents, fuel and electric lights. The sheriff shall receive, in addition to 
his salary, his necessary expenses in going to and returning when 
called beyond the limits of the county on official business, and shall 
receive one dollar per day for dieting each prisoner. 

The above salary of the sheriff shall be in full for all services ren- 
dered the county, including the summoning of juries for the Court 
of General Sessions and Common Pleas; jailer to receive, in addi- 
tion to one hundred dollars per month, fifty cents for each commit- 
ment and fifty cents for each discharge. 


SECTION 8. The county board of directors is hereby authorized 
to pay the salaries of the county officers, magistrates and constables 
monthly; provided, the county board of directors shall not in any 
event appropriate or expend in excess of the amounts herein appro- 
priated ; provided, further, that the salaries of the clerks employed by 
the superintendent of education in his office shall be paid out of the 
county board of education funds. 


SECTION 9. It shall be unlawful for any county official or em- 
ployee to use any automobile, truck, tractor, gasoline or oil, or other 
property belonging to the county, except for county purposes. 


SECTION 10. The board of county directors is hereby authorized 
and directed to maintain telephone service in the ‘following offices: 
County Director’s office, Sheriff’s office, Treasurer’s office, Auditor’s 
office, Probate Judge’s office, Clerk of Court’s office, Department of 
Public Welfare, Magistrate of Gills Creek Township’s office, office of 
County Health Department, the County Service Officer and the 
Armory. Provided, that no long distance telephone calls shall be made 
from any telephone furnished by the county except for official calls 
made in connection with the particular office. Telephone service for 
superintendent of education’s office is to be paid from funds allotted 
to schools. Each county official in whose office a telephone is main- 
tained shall certify monthly to the board of directors that all long 
distance calls made from his office were for official county business. 
The payment of all long distance calls shall be approved by the county 
board of directors. 


SECTION 11. The board of county directors is hereby empowered 
and directed, upon the written authority of the Senator and at least 
one member of the House of Representatives from Lancaster County, 
to have an audit made of each county office from the time of the pre- 
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vious audit to July 1, 1957. An amount sufficient to defray the cost 
of such audit is hereby appropriated out of the general funds of Lan- 
caster County. All such audits are to be made by a certified public 
accountant. In addition to the audit above provided, any superin- 
tendent or principal or any other school employee of Lancaster 
County who handles any school funds shall maintain a complete rec- 
ord of all receipts and disbursements, and on or before August 1, 
1957, and each year thereafter, their books shall be audited by an 
accountant and a certified copy of same shall be filed with the county 
board of directors. Any necessary expenses for school audit shall be 
paid from the funds of the county board of education. 


SECTION 12. Each and every magistrate in Lancaster County is 
hereby required to file with the board of county directors each month 
a report showing the name of each party for whom a warrant was 
issued ; the amount of fines collected; sentences given; the cases ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Court and the cases sent up to the Circuit Court. 
It shall be unlawful for the board of county directors to issue pay 
warrants to any magistrate until such report is filed. 


SECTION 13. In order to secure a more adequate law enforcement, 
the Sheriff of Lancaster County is hereby empowered to employ an 
additional deputy or deputies, if such be necessary. This shall be 
done only on the, written direction of the Senator and at least one 
member of the House of Representatives from Lancaster County. The 
compensation of such deputy or deputies shall be fixed by the Sen- 
ator and at least one member of the House of Representatives from 
Lancaster County. Such amount as may be fixed by them is hereby 
appropriated out of the general funds of Lancaster County. 


SECTION 14. If circumstances arise, which, in the judgment of 
‘the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation or a majority thereof, 
including the Senator, require the expenditure of a greater amount 
than hereinabove provided for any purposes, or should, in the judg- 
ment of the delegation, or a majority thereof, including the Senator, 
the interest of Lancaster County require the expenditure of funds for 
purposes not mentioned in this act and above enumerated, then the 
delegation, or a majority thereof, shall have, and is hereby given the 
right by resolution to increase the amount appropriated for any item, 
and may also appropriate funds for purposes not mentioned or re- 
ferred to in this act, which resolution, or resolutions, shall be filed 
with the board of county directors for Lancaster County as its au- 
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thority for expending the funds thus appropriated, and the board of 
directors may borrow, if necessary, such amounts as may be required 
to meet such increases or additional appropriations, and may pledge 
the full faith and credit of Lancaster County for the payment of the 
amounts so borrowed. 


SECTION 15. The county board of directors of Lancaster County 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, with the approval of 
the Senator and at least one member of the House of Representatives 
from Lancaster County, to borrow money for such public purposes 
as may be necessary, and to irrevocably pledge the levies and the 
faith, credit and taxing power of Lancaster County for the payment 
of all monies which may be borrowed hereunder. 


SECTION 16. Any appropriation, expenditure or money borrowed 
or other acts made by the county board of directors under the au- 
thority of the Lancaster County Supply Act authorized by written 
authority of the Senator and one member of the Lancaster County 
Delegation are hereby validated. 


SECTION 17. There is hereby appropriated the sum of two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars for maintenance of historical sites, to be ex- 
pended by the Lancaster County Chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and seven hundred and fifty dollars for the 
Lancaster County Historical Society to be expended for necessary 
travel and all other expenses incident to the needs of the Society. 


SECTION 18. A tax of two mills is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in Lancaster County for school recreation purposes. Said 
money is to be disbursed by the county board of education to various 
schools or organizations of the county, allocations to be approved by 
the board of education and a majority of the legislative delegation, 
including the Senator. This provision for a two mill levy, countywide, 
is intended and hereby repeals any act or acts inconsistent with this 
provision. This levy shall be considered as a part of school levy. 

A tax of three mills is hereby levied upon all taxable property in 
Lancaster County for the upkeep of school buildings, grounds, labor, 
etc. This money shall be distributed as follows: Twenty thousand dol- 
lars shall remain with the board of education to be used for major 
repairs and upkeep of county school buildings; twenty-five thousand 
dollars shall be distributed to the Superintendents and Boards of 
Trustees of the Lancaster, Heath Springs, Kershaw, Flat Creek, 
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Buford and Indian Land High School Areas on the basis of two dol- 
lars and fifty cents per pupil for all pupils enrolled. 


SECTION 19. It shall be unlawful for the board of directors or 
supervisor of roads for Lancaster County to offer for sale or dis- 
pose of any property or equipment of any kind having a value of 
five hundred dollars, or more, without first obtaining the written 
approval of a majority of the legislative delegation, including the 
Senator. The supervisor of roads is hereby authorized to purchase 
any emergency repairs or equipment where ‘the item so purchased 
does not cost in excess of five hundred dollars. All major items or 
heavy road working equipment is to be purchased by majority ap- 
proval of the board after obtaining written authorization from a ma- 
jority of the legislative delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 20. In order for the county to participate in federal 
funds or other sources of funds for the construction and equipping of 
a health center or centers, and the right to acquire land for the same, 
the county board of directors shall provide the necessary legal au- 
thority for the board, through its chairman, to apply through the 
State Board of Health for federal funds to assist in the construction 
and equipping of such health center or centers, and for the purchase 
of necessary land or acquire the necessary land by gift, devise or 
otherwise. 

The authority granted shall enable the proper person or persons to 
legally apply and enter into agreements or contracts for federal and/ 
or other funds. It is further provided that if any funds are received, 
they shall be deposited in the county treasury and shall be paid out 
in accordance with the plans, agreements and contracts authorized to 
be entered into for such financial assistance as may be available. 

All such acts herein authorized shall be in accordance with Public 
Law 725 of the 79th Congress of the United States entitled “Hospital 
Survey and Construction Act” and the “State Hospital and Licensing 
Act” and regulations issued under the authority of the same. 


SECTION 21. The chairman of the county board. of education 
shall receive an annual salary of six hundred dollars and each mem- 
ber of the board shall receive the sum of five hundred dollars per 
annum. The chairman and the members of the board shall also be 
entitled to mileage at the rate of seven cents per mile traveled in 
attendance upon the meetings of the board; provided, that such sum 
shall be paid from funds allocated to the county board of education. 
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SECTION 22. The county board of directors is hereby authorized 
to expend a sum not to exceed one thousand dollars for the mainte- 
nance and operation of meeting room for Civil Air Patrol Unit at 
Kershaw, the sum to be expended for such purposes according to 
plans and/or regulations set forth by the board of directors. 


SECTION 23. Any or all funds received by Lancaster County un- 
der the provisions of the General Appropriations Act for the State of 
South Carolina for the fiscal year 1957-1958 for school purposes shall 
be used to defray costs of the budget for the Lancaster County schools 
for the year 1957-58. In preparing the school budget for the school 
year 1957-58, the county board of education is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay to all school teachers in Lancaster County seventy- 
five dollars per month supplement for nine months during the school 
year 1957-58; provided, that no school teacher shall receive less sal- 
ary than he or she received during the school year 1956-1957. 


SECTION 23-A. An amount of eighteen thousand dollars—Lan- 
caster, fourteen thousand; Heath Springs, one thousand; and Ker- 
shaw, two thousand—is hereby appropriated for parks and play- 
grounds; provided, that each town, by taxation, matches fifty per 
cent of the funds appropriated by the county; also any county com- 
munity project approved by a majority of the delegation, including 
the Senator. 


SECTION 23-B. For the fiscal year July 1, 1957 to July 1, 1958, 
any and all manufactories newly constructed, and any and all addi- 
tions and enlargements to existing manufactories in Lancaster 
County, involving an expenditure and investment of not less than 
two hundred thousand dollars shall be exempt from all county taxes 
for a period of five years from the time of completion of new con- 
struction, additions or enlargements. 


SECTION 23-C. The Board of Education is hereby instructed to 
sell and convey to the Van Wyck Community Commission, for the 
sum of one hundred fifty dollars all that school property in that 
community known as the Van Wyck School. At any time after con- 
veyance of deed this property ceases to be used as a Community Cen- 
ter it reverts back to Lancaster County. 


SECTION 24, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 


repealed. 
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SECTION 25. ‘This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Authorize The Trustees Of Laurens County School 
District No. 56, And The County Treasurer Of Laurens County 
To Borrow Not Exceeding One Hundred And Seventy-Five Thou- 
sand Dollars To Be Used For School Purposes, And To Provide 
For The Payment Of Such Loan. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Laurens County School District 56 may borrow 
money.—The Board of Trustees of School District No. 56 of Lau- 
rens County, and the County Treasurer of Laurens County may 
borrow not exceeding one hundred seventy-five thousand dollars 
from the State Sinking Fund, at the lowest interest rate possible, 
for the purpose of constructing additional facilities for school pur- 
poses and for equipping such facilities. The amount borrowed shall 
be evidenced by a note or notes to be executed by each member of 
the Board of Trustees of School District No. 56 of Laurens County 
and by the Treasurer of Laurens County. The note or notes shall 
bear interest at not exceeding four per cent per annum from the 
date thereof, interest to be paid annually, and shall be payable in 
five equal annual installments with the right to anticipate payment 
thereof at any annual interest paying date. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—For the payment of the note or notes, 
and the interest thereon, the Board of Trustees of School District 
No. 56 of Laurens County shall pledge such annual grants as may 
be available from the State Educational Finance Commission. 


SECTION 3. Further.—As security for the loan, in the event that 
the annual grants by the State Education Finance Commission shall 
not be sufficient to pay the principal and interest thereon, the Auditor 
of Laurens County shall levy, and the Treasurer of Laurens County 
shall collect an annual tax upon all the taxable property of School 
District No. 56 of Laurens County sufficient to retire the loan and 
the interest due thereon, and the proceeds of such levy shall be ap- 
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plied solely to the payment of such note or notes, inclusive of in- 
terest. , 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For A Board Of Trustees For The Lau- 
rens County Hospital, Their Terms Of Office And Their Pow- 
ers And Duties; To Establish An Executive Board From The 
Members Of The Board Of Trustees; To Establish Their Powers 
And Duties; And To Repeal Act No. 1035, Acts And Joint Res- 
olutions Of 1930, As Amended, Relating To The Establishment 
Of The Laurens County Hospital And The Creation Of A Board 
- Of Trustees To Supervise The Management Of Such Hospital. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Laurens County Hospital—board of trustees— 
members — terms — chairman — executive board.—The Laurens 
County Hospital shall be maintained and operated by a board of 
trustees consisting of fourteen members who shall be elected by 
a majority vote of the Laurens County Delegation. Their terms 
shall be for four years and until their successors are elected and 
qualify except that at the first election after the effective date of 
this act the Laurens County Delegation shall elect four members 
to serve for one year, four members to serve for two years, three 
members to serve for three years, and three members to serve for 
four years. The board shall meet quarterly. At the last quarterly 
meeting of each year a chairman for the next year shall be elected by 
a majority vote of the members of the board. At the first quarterly 
meeting of each year the chairman shall appoint three members 
who shall be known as the executive board. It shall be the exclusive 
duty of this executive board to determine which patients admitted 
to the hospital are to be classified as charity patients and which are 
not to be so classified. 
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SECTION 2. Powers and duties—The board shall have the power 
to make all contracts necessary for the maintenance’ and operation 
of the hospital, may sue and be sued under the name of Laurens Coun- 
ty Hospital and may make all necessary rules and regulations for the 
conduct of such hospital, may operate a school for training nurses 
and may receive for the use of the hospital any real or personal 
property of any kind and may hold such property and use it in the 
best interest of the hospital. 


SECTION 3. Reports—investment of funds.—The board shall 
render to the Laurens County Delegation a report of its acts and do- 
ings, including an annual audit report and a list of all patients re- 
ceiving charity. All funds now belonging to the Laurens County 
Hospital and all funds accruing to the hospital, in addition to the 
amount needed for the current operation of the same may be in- 
vested by the board in United States Government Securities only. 
All expenditures from the invested funds shall be approved by the 
board at a regular meeting of the board. 


SECTION 4. Repeal—Act 1035 of 1930, repealed—Act No. 
1035, Acts and Joint Resolutions of 1930, as amended, and all acts 
and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Incorporate The Sardis Cemetery Association, To 
Provide For The Election Of Its Officers And Trustees, To De- 
fine Their Powers And Duties, And To Provide For The Estab- 
lishment Of A Care Fund And A General Fund. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Sardis Cemetery Association of Laurens County 
incorporated — members — officers — trustees — meetings— 
reports.—The officers and trustees of the Sardis Cemetery Group 
in Laurens County are by this act now a body politic and cor- 
porate and the charter granted hereby shall continue in perpet- 
uity. The name of the corporation shall be the Sardis Cemetery 
Association of Laurens County, South Carolina. The assets of the 
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Sardis Cemetery Group are now the assets of the corporation and 
the present officers and trustees of the Sardis Cemetery Group are 
now officers and trustees of the corporation and shall continue to 
be so until the first meeting of the corporation. Any person who 
has relatives buried in the Sardis Cemetery or who contributes to 
the association may become members of the corporation. It shall 
be the duty of the corporation to elect trustees and outline their 
duties. It shall be the duty of the trustees to elect a president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer from their number. Only de- 
scendants or relatives of those buried in Sardis Cemetery, Jacks 
Township, Laurens County, who reside in Laurens County shall be 
elected as trustees or officers. All trustees and officers shall serve 
without pay. The president and treasurer of the corporation shall 
sign all checks except as hereinafter provided. The Sardis Ceme- 
tery Association shall meet annually on the second Tuesday in Sep- 
tember to elect trustees. The terms of the trustees so elected shall 
be for seven years or until their successors are elected and qualify. At 
the first meeting after the effective date of this act the members of 
the corporation shall elect seven trustees whose terms of office 
shall be as follows: one trustee to serve for seven years, one trus- 
tee to serve for six years, one trustee to serve for five years, one trus- 
tee to serve for four years, one trustee to serve for three years, one 
trustee to serve for two years, and one trustee to serve for one year. 
Also at the annual meeting the trustees and officers of the corpora- 
tion shall make a report of their activities during the preceding year 
and shall make a report which shall reflect the financial condition 
of the corporation. All matters relating to the operation of the 
association shall be transacted at the annual meeting or at such 
special called meetings as shall be necessary. In case any trustee 
shall die, resign or move away from Laurens County a successor 
shall be elected to fill the unexpired term of such trustee either at 
the next annual meeting or at a special meeting of the corporation. 
A majority vote of four shall decide all matters to be passed upon 
by the trustees of the association and a majority vote of the asso- 
ciation members present at any meeting shall decide all matters to 
be passed upon by the association. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties — care fund — general fund.— 
The association may purchase property or receive property by do- 
nation, which property shall be used for cemetery purposes. The 
association may protect the cemetery property by erecting en- 
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closures, walls or fences, may establish walks and ways over the 
cemetery grounds, and may beautify the grounds. The associa- 
tion shall have exclusive right over the management of the cem- 
etery property. The association may sell available lots at such 
prices as they may agree upon. The association may also receive 
contributions and donations for the care and upkeep of the cemetery 
property. The funds of the association shall be divided into two 
funds which shall be called the care fund and the general fund. 
These funds shall be maintained separately and shall be reported as 
separate funds on the treasurer’s records. The care fund shall be 
composed of all funds received by the association for the purpose 
of establishing care for the cemetery or cemetery grounds. This 
fund shall be held in trust and invested only in insured and guaran- 
teed investments, and the income received from investments shall 
be paid into the general fund. The care fund shall not be invaded. 
The care fund is not to be transferred from one investment or ac- 
count to another except over the written signature of at least four 
trustees of the association upon the written instrument affecting 
the transfer. The general fund shall consist of the income received 
from care fund investments and other income, contributions, dona- 
tions, etc., which may be made specifically to the general fund by 
friends of the association. This fund shall be used by the association 
to operate and maintain the cemetery grounds and for such other 
purposes which the trustees shall deem beneficial. The trustees and 
officers of the association shall have exclusive authority in handling 
this fund and they may add any surplus money in this fund to the 
care fund should they deem it necessary or advisable to do so. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. The County Auditor of Laurens County is hereby di- 
rected to levy a tax of nine mills on all taxable property of Laurens 
County for the year 1957 which, together with the estimated reve- 
nues for the fiscal year 1957-1958 from other sources applicable to 
county purposes, shall be sufficient to raise the sums of money here- 
inafter appropriated.

SECTION 2. Subject to the terms and conditions of this act, the

SECTION 4. The county sheriff is hereby authorized and required 
to make a monthly report to the Laurens County Treasurer and at 
the same time turn over to the county treasurer all fines, fees and 
mileage. including all fees and mileage collected for the service of 
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magistrates’ papers. The report shall be made on or before the tenth 
day of each month. 


SECTION 5. The county supervisor is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to make a quarterly report to the Laurens County Delegation 
in the General Assembly, giving an itemized and verified state- 
ment of all expenditures pertaining to his office which have been paid 
by him, and also an itemized statement of all debts and obligations 
incurred for which Laurens County is liable. The report shall be 
made on or before April fifteenth, July fifteenth, October fifteenth 
and January fifteenth of each year. 


SECTION 6. The supervisor and county commissioners are hereby 
required to keep a separate account covering the various items of 
the Supply Act and not to exceed in expenditure the amount herein 
provided for each item; and for any excess allowed or permitted, 
the officers shall be held liable on their official bond. It shall be 
unlawful for any county commissioner or commissioners or other 
officers of county government to purchase, bargain for, or contract 
for any materials or services which would create a deficit in any 
item or provisions hereof within the time covered by this act. 


SECTION 7. The county superintendent of education is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow not exceeding seventy per cent 
of taxes for school purposes estimated for the year 1957 for the 
purpose of paying salaries of teachers and other school purposes, to 
pledge the tax levy for school purposes; provided, that the boards of 
trustees of Laurens County School District No. 55 and Laurens 
County School District No. 56 are authorized and empowered to 
borrow money for school purposes as above provided upon obtaining 
the written permission of the county board of education. 


SECTION 8. The official bond for the County Supervisor of Lau- 
rens County shall be ten thousand dollars and no claim against 
Laurens County shall be paid until it has had the approval in writing 
of ‘the county supervisor and the two county commissioners. All ex- 

penditures in excess of the appropriations herein made, and not duly 
" authorized by law, made by the county supervisor and board of 
county commissioners for Laurens County, shall not constitute a 
valid indebtedness against Laurens County and all such contracts 
shall be null and void. The official bond of the county supervisor and 
county commissioners shall be responsible for all unauthorized ex- 
penditures and contracts made by such officers on behalf of Lau- 
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rens County. The supervisor is hereby required to notify the sheriff 
immediately upon the escape of any convict from the county chain 
gang, and the sheriff shall have his actual expenses for the capture 
of such escaped convict, when necessary to go out of the county. All 
claims must be signed by the supervisor and the two county com- 
missioners. 


SECTION 9. The board of county commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to divide the expenditures of such appropri- 
ations into monthly payments. 


SECTION 10. In the event of a vacancy or a new recommenda- 
tion, there shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of the sheriff and the head official of the 
mills herein named, three special deputies to have the usual author- 
ity of peace officers, and who shall be assigned to duty as follows: 
two at Joanna Mill and one at Lydia Mill, as the sheriff may desig- 
nate, and shall be paid by the Treasurer of Laurens County the sum 
of one hundred eighty-seven dollars each per year, and the two mills 
may supplement the salaries if they so desire, such appointments to 
be made for a period of two years; provided, however, that the 
terms of such appointments shall not extend beyond the term of 
the sheriff recommending the appointments. Provided, further, same 
may be revoked by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
sheriff at any time. Such deputies must be sworn in office before 
the Clerk of Court of Laurens County, and shall have the usual 
bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of duty. Provided, that all pay and allowances for 
mill deputies provided by this act shall be paid by the treasurer only 
when approved by the Sheriff of Laurens County. 


SECTION 11. The Board of County Commissioners of Laurens 
County is hereby authorized and required to advertise for competitive 
bids for the purchase of all supplies used by Laurens County, in- 
cluding the county home, and shall accept the lowest responsible bid 
for the same and any purchase not made in conformity thereto shall 
not be a debt against the county. Provided, however, the board of 
commissioners shall purchase any such supplies from the State 
Purchasing Agent if such purchases can be made at a cost less than 
the lowest bid herein referred to. Supplies herein mentioned include 
road materials, office equipment, and other equipment and machinery 
of a value of more than one hundred dollars, but does not include 
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purchase of parts or personal service for repairs of equipment where 
no competitive part or service is available; provided, that the board 
shall have the right to reject any bid which does not meet its re- 
quirements as to quality, specifications or description. Provided, fur- 
ther, that the term “board of commissioners” shall include the super- 
visor and the two county commissionets. 


SECTION 12. The salaries herein provided for the various officers 
of Laurens County, except magistrates, shall be in lieu of all fees 
and costs of whatsoever nature or description collectible by them 
for services rendered on or after April 1, 1935. All fees or costs 
collected by any of such officers under the law providing the same 
for services hereafter rendered shall be turned over by such officer 
to the County Treasurer of Laurens County monthly, together with 
a statement under oath, showing the amount collected during the 
month immediately preceding such statement. All county officers 
are hereby forbidden to deposit any monies belonging to the county 
with his or her personal accounts. 


SECTION 13. The official bond required of the Sheriff of Laurens 
County shall be five thousand dollars, for which amount he shall 
give bond for the faithful performance of his duties, the premium 
of which shall be paid by the county; provided, that each of his 
deputies is required to give surety bond, conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of his duties, in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
the premium of the bonds of such deputies to be paid by Laurens 
County. 


SECTION 14. There is hereby levied upon all the taxable property 
of Laurens County one mill, which shall be known as the hospital 
fund. Out of this fund there shall first be paid the insurance premium 
of the fire insurance policy covering the Laurens County Hospital 
and the balance thereof shall be expended for the care and support 
of the needy or charity patients of the County of Laurens, and it 
shall be the duty of the county board of commissioners to pass upon 
all claims approved by the operating board of trustees of the hospital. 


SECTION 15. Provisions made herein for additional clerical help 
in the several offices shall not be used to supplement salaries of 
regular employees. 


SECTION 16. The county treasurer is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to transfer from the county sinking fund to the 
general fund of the county the funds now in and hereafter accruing 
to the account for past indebtedness. 
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SECTION 17. ‘The auditor shall levy and the treasurer shall collect 
the tax on all of the taxable property of Laurens School District No. 
55 and Laurens School District No. 56, not to exceed thirty-five 
mills. Provided, that in School District No. 56 the above thirty-five 
mill levy shall include four mills for the payment of the bond levy 
and one mill which shall be applied to the existing deficit. Provided, 
further, that in School District No. 55 the above thirty-five mill levy 
shall include one mill which shall be applied to the existing deficit. 
Provided, further, that in the event any money shall remain in the 
current operating fund of School District No. 55 or School District 
No. 56, at the end of the fiscal year, all such money shall be applied 
to the deficit of the respective districts. The treasurer shall credit 
the amounts collected in the respective districts to the account of 
the districts, and the funds shall be expended under the supervision 
and direction of the trustees of such school districts for general 
school purposes.

Any funds received by the treasurer by reason of 
the terms of the Appropriations Act for 1957 for the benefit of the 
schools of Laurens County shall be credited to the districts as pro- 
vided by law and shall be expended by the trustees of the districts 
for general school purposes.

(c) That the county commissioners are hereby required to keep a 
separate account covering the various items of the supply act and 
not to exceed in expenditure the amount herein provided for each 
item; and for any excess allowed or permitted, such officers shall be 
held liable on their official bond.

SECTION 2. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used 
only for the purpose for which they are specifically appropriated and 
for no other; provided, that transfers from one appropriation to an- 
other may be made upon the written approval of the legislative dele- 
gation. It shall be unlawful for any officers of the county to exceed 
any appropriation or to contract any obligation of indebtedness in 
excess of any appropriation herein provided for, except upon the 
written authority of the Legislative Delegation of McCormick County, 
and obligations incurred without the written authority shall not be 
binding upon McCormick County. Any officer violating the provi- 
sions of this section may be removed from office by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of the legislative delegation, and his bond 
shall be liable for any expenditure or any debt incurred in excess 
of such appropriation should it be determined that the county is liable 
therefor. 


SECTION 3. The supervisor shall file an itemized statement of 
all expenditures for the previous month with the clerk of court and 
an itemized statement of all expenditures shall be published quarterly 
in the County Gazette, and the same shall become a public record. 
The county board of commissioners is hereby required to deliver to 
the county treasurer at the conclusion of the year 1957 an itemized 
sworn statement of all unexpended balances from the various items 
hereinabove appropriated, which statement shall be filed by the 
treasurer with the clerk of court and become a public record. The 
county supervisor is hereby required to keep a separate account of 
all funds expended from the various sums appropriated for county 
purposes and shall issue no warrant in excess of such appropriations. 
Provided, that the county commissioners shall have equal authority 
in county matters with the supervisor. 


SECTION 4. The auditor and treasurer are hereby authorized and 
required to levy and collect a sufficient tax as provided by law, to 
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raise sufficient money to meet and pay the amount appropriated by 
law for McCormick County for the year 1957. No money shall be 
spent otherwise than herein specifically authorized and none of the 
items shall be enlarged upon or construed as suggestive or directory, 
but are mandatory. _ 


SECTION 5. No money shall be borrowed by the county nor in- 
terest paid on same for longer period than the collection of taxes 
sufficient to pay the same makes it necessary, and no note in excess 
of the sum provided by law shall be made by the county commis- 
sioners, except upon the written authority of the county legislative 
delegation which shall be filed with the clerk of court. 


SECTION 6. The McCormick County Delegation is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to pay to the members of the forestry com- 
mittee, or any other members of a committee authorized by legisla- 
tion, meeting during the year 1957 the sum of five dollars per day 
from the Contingent Fund under Item K; provided, however, that 
none of the committee shall be paid for more than twelve meetings 
during the fiscal year 1957-58. 


SECTION 7. ‘The County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to appoint a practicing 
attorney as county attorney who shall render legal advice to any 
county officer of McCormick County when so requested by such of- 
ficer regarding official matters pertaining to any duty of any officer 
of McCormick County or as to the law pertaining to any matter 
connected with the administration of such office. 


SECTION 8. The County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to appoint a practicing 
physician whose duties shall be to look after the health condition of 
the county and attend any prisoner either on the chaingang or in the 
county jail and make such recommendation as he might think proper 
for the safeguarding of the health of the prisoners of the communities 
of the county. 


SECTION 9. The McCormick County Delegation may, at any time, 
order the discontinuance and storage of any motor car or other 
equipment owned or hereafter to be owned by McCormick County. 
Provided, further, that no equipment owned by McCormick County 
shall be used for anything but county or public purposes. 
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SECTION 10. No property owned by McCormick County shall 
be sold, rented, or leased unless the approval of the legislative dele- 
gation shall be first secured. 


SECTION 11. Unless otherwise specifically authorized herein no 
bill or claim against the County of McCormick shall be approved or 
paid unless the same is fully itemized and states, under oath, what it 
is for, giving the kind and quality of thing or commodity it repre- 
sents and carries the same number as the county voucher, in addition 
to the amount and the time furnished and no person shall make oath 
to such itemized statement or claim for any other person. 


SECTION 11-A. All expenditures over two hundred dollars for 
supplies and materials shall be purchased on competitive bids. 


SECTION 12. No officer of McCormick County shall charge or 
collect any money for an expense account except as herein provided 
for. ' 


SECTION 13. Any officer or employee of the County of McCor- 
mick who disregards the provisions of this act shall be guilty of 
misconduct in office and subject to removal in addition to the punish- 
ment now provided by law. 


SECTION 14. The officials at the McCormick County Courthouse 
are hereby authorized to close their offices on one afternoon during 
the week of the summer months provided the majority of the mer- 
chants in the town of McCormick close their places of business one 
afternoon of said week, and the afternoons taken off by the court- 
house officials shall be the same afternoon on which the business 
houses are closed. 


SECTION 15. For the year 1957 the supervisor shall employ such 
help as necessary, other than that herein provided for, upon the 
written approval of the Legislative Delegation from McCormick 
County. 


SECTION 16. Immediately upon receiving tax duplicates from the 
county auditor, the county treasurer shall cause to be mailed to each 
taxpayer listed thereon, whose post office address is available, a 
written or printed notice stating thereon the amount of taxes assessed 
against the taxpayer for the current year, with such other information 
as the county treasurer may deem desirable. This service to the tax- 
payer being gratuitous, no obligation shall rest upon the county or 
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state, or county treasurer for any failure or mistake on the part of 
the county treasurer in giving or failing to give said notice. 


SECTION 17. From the county board of education fund herein 
appropriated all members of the county board, except the super- 
intendent of education, shall be paid five dollars per day for each 
day in attendance upon meetings of the county board and mileage 
from the homes of the members each way at the rate of seven cents 
per mile. Provided, further, that the county board of education is 
hereby authorized to pay from this appropriation any clerical help 
or mileage necessary for the office of the superintendent of education 
as may be deemed necessary by the county board. 


SECTION 18. Custodian of the McCormick County office build- 
ing and grounds shall be designated by the McCormick Legislative 
Delegation and shall approve all claims for expenses necessary for 
the operation of the county office building. 


SECTION 19. The trustees of the McCormick County Schools 
are hereby authorized and directed to furnish to the county board of 
education a budget for the operation and maintenance of the schools 
of said county for the year 1957-58, The county board of education 
shall have the authority to increase or decrease the said budget as 
it may deem necessary. The county auditor is hereby authorized and 
directed to levy a sufficient number of mills on taxable property in 
McCormick County for the said purposes with the approval and 
consent of the county delegation. The county treasurer is hereby 
directed to collect said funds and place in the school fund and to 
disburse said funds as now prescribed by law. 


SECTION 20. Any surplus funds of McCormick County may be 
invested by the county treasurer upon written approval of the county 
delegation, 


SECTION 21. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 22, This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of Brittons Neck 
School District No. 4, In Marion County, To Borrow Not Ex- 
ceeding Twelve Thousand Dollars, For The Purpose Of Refinanc- 
ing Existing Indebtedness And For Operating Expenses For The 
1956-57 School Year. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Brittons Neck School District No. 4 in Marion 
County—borrow money—issue notes—interest—maturity.—The 
Board of Trustees of Brittons Neck School District No. 4, in Marion 
County, is authorized to borrow not exceeding twelve thousand dol- 
lars, for the purpose of refinancing existing indebtedness and for 
operating expenses for the 1956-57 school year. The loan shall be 
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secured by a note or notes to be executed by a majority of the board 
of trustees of the district. The notes shall bear interest at a rate not 
to exceed the legal rate and shall be made payable at such date or 
dates as the board may determine, not to exceed ten years from the 
date of issuance. 


SECTION 2. Refinance.—The board of trustees may refinance any 
portion of the outstanding indebtedness due on such note or notes 
at any time and from time to time within the ten year period by 
the issuance of new notes therefor, provided, such new notes shall 
mature not later than ten years from the date of their issuance. 


SECTION 3. Payment.—In order to provide for the repayment of 
such loan and interest thereof there is hereby levied an annual tax 
upon all of the taxable property of Brittons Neck School District No. 
4, Marion County, South Carolina, sufficient to pay all interest and 
the note or notes as they become due. The principal and interest may 
be paid annually. When the loan is paid the tax so levied for this 
purpose shall be no longer levied. It shall be the duty of the Auditor 
of Marion County to levy the special tax annually on all of the 
taxable property of the school district, and the duty of the county 
treasurer to collect the tax so levied as other taxes are collected by 
law and to pay the principal and interest on the note or notes as 
the same severally become due, according to the terms thereof. The 
full faith, credit and taxing power of Brittons’ Neck School District 
No. 4, Marion County, South Carolina, are hereby irrevocably 
pledged for the payment of the notes and interest.

An Act To Empower The Marion County Memorial Hospital 
Commission To Issue Not Exceeding One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of The Marion County 
Memorial Hospital District, If The Election Required By This 
Act Shall Result Favorably, To Prescribe The Conditions Under 
Which The Bonds May Be Issued And The Purposes For Which 
Their Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Provision For 
The Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Need for improvements of hospital of Marion 
County Memorial Hospital District established—The General As- 
sembly finds that pursuant to previous authorization, viz., Act 1073 
of the Acts of the General Assembly for the year 1948, a public hos- 
pital has been established in the district in Marion County known as 
the Marion County Memorial Hospital District, hereinafter called 
“the district”, which is being operated by the commission established 
by Act 1073 which is known as the Marion County Memorial Hos- 
pital Commission, hereinafter called “the commission”. It further 
finds that improvements and additions to the hospital are needed and 
enacts this act as a means of providing an opportunity whereby the 
same may be obtained. 


SECTION 2. Bonds of district to be issued if election favorable. 
—lIf the election required by this act shall result favorably to the is- 
suance of the bonds authorized by this act, then in such event, the 
commission shall be authorized and empowered to issue and sell, 
either as a single issue or from time to time as several separate issues, 
not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars of general obligation 
bonds of the district. 


SECTION 3. Election.—An election shall be held on a date to be 
fixed by the commission in order to determine if the commission shall 
be empowered to issue bonds under this act to the extent herein pre- 
scribed. The Commissioners of Election for Marion County shall 
conduct the election. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
election shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of the 
South Carolina Election Law, Title 23, Volume 3, Code of Laws 
. of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, and all persons resident in 
the district and qualified to vote under the Constitution and law of 
the State shall be permitted to vote. 
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SECTION 4. Question.—The question submitted to the qualified 
electors in the election shall be substantially in form as follows: 
“Shall there be issued on behalf of the Marion County Me- 
morial Hospital District, either as a single issue or as from 
time to time as several separate issues, not exceeding one 
hundred thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of 
Marion County Memorial Hospital District, whose proceeds 
shall be expended to defray the cost of improvements and 
additions to the public hospital established in the district, 
which bonds shall all be paid within twenty years from issuance 
to be retired on a levy of not exceeding two mills of the tax- 
able property in the district ?” 
The question shall be followed by the words 
YES 
: NO 
and with suitable instructions to those voting indicating that those 
who favor the issuance of bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word 
“NO” stricken through, while those who oppose the issuance of 
bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word “YES” stricken through. 


SECTION 5. Polling places.—A polling place for voting in the 
election shall be located in each voting precinct of Marion County, 
lying wholly or partially within the district. 


SECTION 6. Notice of election.—Notice of the holding of such’ 

election shall be given by the Commissioners of Election for Marion 

County by publication thereof in a newspaper published in Marion 

County and having circulation in the district, at least twice. The first 

advertisement shall appear not less than fifteen days prior to the date 

‘of the election and the second publication shall appear not more than 

ten days prior to such occasion. Such notice shall state: 

. The date on which the election is to be held; 

. The location of the several polling places ; 

. The qualifications that are applicable to voting ; 

. The amount of bonds to be issued; and 

. The purpose for which the proceeds of the bonds are to be 
expended.

SECTION 7. Results of election—As soon as convenient follow- 
ing the election, the Commissioners of Election for Marion County — 
shall render-a return of the results of the election to the commis- 
sion, and the commission shall by resolution declare such results. The 
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commission may provide for the filing of a certified copy of such reso- 
lution declaring such results in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Marion County. In such event, neither the results of such election, 
as declared by the aforesaid resolution, nor the manner of holding 
the election shall be open to question except by a suit or proceedings 
instituted within thirty days from date of the filing of such certi- 
fied copy of such resolution. 


SECTION 8. Bond issue—maturity.—All bonds issued pursuant 
to this act shall mature in such annual series or instalments as the 
commission shall provide for, except that the first maturing bonds 
of any issue shall mature within three years from the date as of 
which they shall be issued; not less than three per cent of any issue 
shall mature in any year; and no bond shall mature later than twenty 
years from the date as of which it shall be issued. 


SECTION 9. Redemption.—Any bond issued pursuant to this act 
may be issued with a provision for its redemption prior to its stated 
maturity at par and accrued interest, plus such redemption premium 
as may be prescribed by the commission, but no bond shall be re- 
deemable before maturity unless it contains a statement to that effect. 
In the proceedings authorizing the issuance of such bonds, provision 
shall be made specifying the manner of call and the notice thereof 
that must be given. 


SECTION 10. Form—registration—negotiability.—The bonds is- 
sued pursuant to this act shall be in the form of negotiable coupon 
bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to any 
holder of having them registered as to principal on the books of the 
Treasurer of Marion County, upon such conditions as the commission 
may prescribe. Except when so registered, all bonds issued pursuant 
to this act, shall have all attributes of negotiable instruments under 
the law merchant and the negotiable instruments law. 


SECTION 11. Where payable—The bonds issued pursuant to this 
act shall be made payable at such places, within or without the State, 
as the commission shall provide. 


SECTION 12. Interest.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall 
bear interest at rates determined by the commission. 


SECTION 13. Execution.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act and 
all coupons annexed thereto shall be executed in the manner pro- 
vided for by the commission. 
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SECTION 14. Sale-—Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at a price of not less than par and accrued interest to the date of 
their respective deliveries. They shall be sold after public advertise- 
ment of their sale in a newspaper of general circulation in South 
Carolina. Such published notice shall appear not less than ten days 
prior to the occasion set for opening bids. 


SECTION 15. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of the district shall 
be irrevocably pledged, and there shall be levied annually by the 
Auditor of Marion County and collected by the Treasurer of 
Marion County, in the same manner as county taxes are levied and 
collected a tax without limit, on all taxable property in the district, 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest of such bonds as they 
respectively mature and to create such sinking fund as may be 
necessary therefor. 


SECTION 16. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 
bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 17. Disposition of proceeds.—The proceeds derived 
from the sale of any bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be paid 
to the Treasurer of Marion County, to be deposited in a Bond Ac- 
count Fund for the district, and shall be expended and made use of 
by the commission as follows:

SECTION 1. Act 1063 of 1956, amended—Marlboro County 
to issue notes for hospital facilities—conditions—Act No. 1063 
' of 1956 is amended in Section 1 by striking out the word “bonds” 
in line three of the section and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“notes”, by striking out the word “bonds” in line six of the section 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word “notes”, by striking out the 
word “bonds” in line one of the second paragraph of the section 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word “notes”, and by striking out 
the last sentence of the first paragraph of the section, so that when 
so amended Section 1 shall read as follows:

SECTION 2. The Supervisor of Marlboro County is directed and

The Supervisor is further directed to use any other equipment 
bought or to be purchased for the Farm to Market Road program. 
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SECTION 3. The appropriations made in this act are intended to 
be the maximum ‘amounts to be expended for the purpose specified, 
and the Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other 
officers of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be econom- 
‘ical in the expenditure of all public funds, and to-keep the expense 
below the appropriations when practicable and consistent with public 
requirements, and no unused appropriated fund shall be carried 
forward for the particular use in the succeeding year but shall be 
transferred to the contingent fund provided for in this section. In 
no case shall the expenditure exceed the appropriation for any 
purpose; provided, that out of the surplus contingent fund is to be 
paid all necessary expenses for which no specified appropriation 
was made herein, and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the 
appropriations for any purpose. All officers, agents and employees 
of Marlboro County shall contract no debt for any purpose, or 
expend any sums in excess of the appropriations in this act providing 
for such specific purpose, and for all violations thereof they, and 
their bondsmen, shall be jointly and severally liable. Any officer, 
agent, or employee shall be personally liable for any such debt con- 
tracted. 


SECTION 4. The operation and management of the machine here- 
tofore purchased by Marlboro County for the writing of the auditor’s 
and treasurer’s tax books and receipts shall be the responsibility and 
obligation of the Auditor of Marlboro County and such clerical help 
as may be available for such purposes in both, or either, office shall 
be utilized to this end. 


SECTION 5. The sheriff of the county shall have the right when- 
ever he considers such necessary, to call in the county attorney to 
prosecute before any magistrate in any and all cases; the fee of 
the county attorney to be approved, and paid, by the county com- 
missioners. 


SECTION 6. The sheriff of the county is hereby directed to so 
* regulate the movement and activities of the rural policemen that all 
sections of the county shall enjoy the protection of the law without 
favor and without neglect. 

The protection of all school property is hereby made a special 
mission of the sheriff and his force. He is particularly directed to 
so regulate the enforcement of the law as to protect school property 
from injury, theft and destruction; and to enforce the law against 
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plowing in the roads. The contingent fund and uniform appropriation 
of one thousand five hundred dollars, hereinabove made, shall be 
expended by the Sheriff of Marlboro County for the enforcement of 
law and purchase of uniforms for county officers. 


SECTION 7. The County Board of Highway Commissioners of 
Marlboro County is hereby declared to be the sole financial and 
purchasing agent of Marlboro County, and when any officer or board 
of the county desires new equipment or supplies, or replacement, or 
extraordinary service in connection with his or their office, or de- 
sires that any expenditure be made, or expense be incurred in regard 
to his or their office, whether specifically appropriated in this act 
or not, or desires to make any purchase or incur any expense, he 
shall file his request for same, in writing, with the County Board 
of Highway Commissioners, who shall make such purchase in ac- 
cordance with provisions herein made. No office or board shall have 
any authority to make contracts of purchase or incur other obliga- 
tions in the name of the county except as authorized by law, and 
no contracts made except as herein provided, shall be valid to bind 
the county. Provided, however, the County Board of Commissioners 
shall employ a man with road building experience, who shall have 
charge of the Farm to Market program and certain equipment which 
has been allocated for the purpose of increasing mileage of paved 
roads in the county. 


SECTION 8. The appropriation of twenty-six thousand dollars 
for the treatment in the Marlboro County General Hospital of de- 
serving charity patients, whose condition demands hospital treat- 
ment, is made subject to the following conditions: that no deserving 
charity patient as above described shall be turned away as long as 
there are facilities and room in the hospital; that there shall be no 
charge for professional services to such patient, and no charge what- 
soever except the daily expense of eleven dollars and sixty-six cents 
per patient. Provided, that the funds shall be available for use of 
the Marlboro County General Hospital only upon itemized state- 
ments of the actual days spent in the hospital by charity patients, 
signed by each patient individually and certified by the hospital man- 
agement, said statement being presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners at their regular monthly meetings. The Duke Founda- 
tion payment for charity work of one dollar per day is to be deducted 
from the amount of twelve dollars and sixty-six cents, leaving eleven 
dollars and sixty-six cents per charity patient to be paid by the county. 
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These conditions and provisions are to be interpreted and enforced 
as meaning that when the Duke Endowment gives one dollar for 
charity work, the county will give eleven dollars and sixty-six cents, 
not to exceed in total amount the sum of twenty-six thousand dollars 
for the year 1956-1957. County funds shall be available only to 
match in this way funds coming from the Duke Foundation for 
charity beds, and shall be paid only in cases approved as charity 
cases by the Duke Foundation. The Board of County Commissioners 
is authorized and directed to prepare and have printed for use by 
the patient and hospital management, forms and blanks for making 
the above-mentioned certified statements. Provided, further that the 
charity patients herein referred to must be citizens of Marlboro 
County. Provided, however, that four thousand five hundred dollars 
of the within appropriation, if so much be necessary, shall be used 
for the hospitalization of charity patients who can qualify as such 
under this section in hospitals other than the Marlboro County Gen- 
eral Hospital, in the event they, because of their particular illness, 
are unable to obtain at such local hospital the specialized medical 
service needed. Of the sum of four thousand five hundred dollars 
herein appropriated the sum of one thousand dollars shall be applied 
to the 1956-57 deficit. 

In all such cases the maximum allowance per patient per day and 
for hospitalization only shall be the sum of eleven dollars and sixty- 
six cents for the requirement of said sum being matched by one 
dollar from the Duke Foundation is waived and excepted. 

As a condition of this general appropriation it shall be the duty 
of the executive committee of the Marlboro County General Hospital 
to carry out the proviso in cooperation with the County Department 
of Public Welfare. All monies disbursed under this proviso shall be 
in accordance with the conditions of this section except as modified in 
this proviso, and payment shall be made to the Marlboro County 
General Hospital, or its nominee and charged to their funds. 


SECTION 9. The sheriff shall be allowed ninety cents per day per 
prisoner for feeding prisoners, but no payment beyond the total sum 
of three thousand five hundred dollars is to be made. 


SECTION 10. The janitor of the courthouse shall be hired by the 
supervisor. 


SECTION 11. The county commissioners shall receive as pay for 
their services the sum of ten dollars for each day actually engaged 
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on official duty and mileage at the rate of seven cents per mile ac- 
tually traveled. All are to be paid from the contingent fund. 


SECTION 12. The sheriff’s stenographer shall also be available and 
provide such services as may be necessary for the Magistrates and 
the Coroner of Marlboro County. The coroner is authorized and 
directed to have the stenographer take down stenographically all 
testimony at inquests held in the county; and at such inquests the 
coroner shall swear and examine every eyewitness. The stenographer 
shall make an original and one copy of the testimony taken at such 
inquest, and he or she shall sign and deliver the original to the 
coroner, and one copy to the solicitor. 


SECTION 13. The sheriff is authorized to sell all materials, sup- 
plies or other property seized or confiscated by him or his officers, 
where not prohibited by law, and the proceeds shall be turned over 


to the sheriff’s contingent fund to be used for ordinary purposes of 
his office. 


SECTION 14. The Board of Commissioners shall publish once each 
month in some newspaper published in Marlboro County an itemized 
statement of all expenditures of county funds, contract for publishing 
the same to be let to the newspaper making the lowest bid. 


SECTION 15. The county supervisor shall be the executive head 
of the County Board of Highway Commissioners; but each member 
of the Board of County Highway Commissioners shall have equal 
authority and the board shall at each monthly meeting provide for 
and set out generally the work to be done the following month on 
the county road system. 


SECTION 15-A. The County Commissioners are hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow money for county purposes in anticipation 
of collection of taxes and to pledge said taxes when collected as well 
as the full faith and credit of Marlboro County for its repayment, 
upon the written approval of the Legislative Delegation. No amount 
shall be borrowed in excess of anticipated taxes. 


SECTION 16. The funds appropriated and set aside in this act 
shall be used only for the purposes set forth herein. In the event 
funds are used for items for which they were not appropriated, all 
officers, agents or employees who take part in or have anything what- 
soever to do with the transfer or use of said funds shall be deemed 
guilty of malfeasance in office and subject to removal at once by the 
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Governor of the State of South Carolina, or by the proper officials 
of Marlboro County. Monies may be transferred from any account, 
item, or county fund to any other account, item or county fund upon 
the written direction and approval of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 17. The Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
shall have no authority to make donations for any purpose. 


SECTION 18. At least fifteen hundred dollars of the six thousand 
six hundred twenty dollars appropriated to Library Association in 
Item 4 hereof, shall only be used by such- association for necessary 
expense in operating a circulating library over the county. 


SECTION 19. In order to raise the funds herein appropriated or 
authorized to be spent, not provided otherwise by law, the county 
auditor is authorized and directed to levy ten mills upon all taxable 
property in Marlboro County. 


SECTION 19-A. Any unexpended funds now in, or hereinafter due 
to, the Courthouse Fund shall be transferred by the Treasurer of 
Marlboro County to the County General Fund. 


SECTION 20. Funds of the Marlboro County Hospital and Health 
Center Fund may be used only upon the written authorization of the 
Legislative Delegation from Marlboro County. All or any part of 
such fund may be so transferred to appropriations for Marlboro 
County Hospital, or for other uses of the hospital, as herein provided 
or otherwise. ° 


SECTION 20-A. Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars in Item 5 
under Health Department appropriation shall be used to match the 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars from the State Health Depart- 
ment for purchase of an X-ray machine. One Thousand Four Hun- 
dred twenty-five Dollars and forty cents ($1,425.40) which is on 
deposit in the banks to the credit of the Marlboro County Health De- 
partment shall be used by the Marlboro County Health Department 
Contingent Fund for the 1957-58 fiscal year, also $1,000.00 of the 
Health Department appropriation. 


SECTION 21. Repairs and service to sheriff's radios and radio 
equipment shall be paid out of the sheriff’s contingent fund. 


SECTION 22. All funds herein provided for Marlboro County 
Health Department may be used only upon written authorization of 
the Legislative Delegation from Marlboro County. 
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SECTION 23. The county supervisor shall receive in addition to 
the amounts hereinbefore provided the sum of twelve hundred dollars 
for expenses in connection with his work in aid of the Farm to 
Market Road program. If the Legislative Delegation feels that it is 
in the best interest of Marlboro County that a special management 
be set up for the Farm to Market Road program then and in that 
event the additional sums of money paid the supervisor under this 
item for the services would be transferred upon the recommendation 
of the Legislative Delegation to the Farm to Market Road program 
appropriation. The supervisor is authorized and directed to use any 
convict labor and supervsion thereof to clear right-of-way and lay 
pipe on the Farm to Market Road system. 

The supervisor may use Farm to Market Road equipment on 
his county road system in case of emergency upon the approval of 
the Legislative Delegation. The supervisor is further directed to use 
mechanics and shop equipment to service Farm to Market Road 
equipment. He is also further directed to use mechanics and shop 
equipment, gasoline, oil and greases to service cars owned by Marl- 
boro County. 


SECTION 24. All funds herein provided in Item 3 for roads, 
bridges, tiling, trucks, machinery, maintenance and convicts shall not 
be expended at a rate in excess of three thousand dollars per month 
without prior authorization from the Marlboro County Highway 
Commission. 


SECTION 25. All funds herein provided in Item 3 for servicing 
law enforcement vehicles shall not be expended at a rate in excess 
of four hundred dollars per month without prior authorization from 
the Marlboro County Highway Commission. No bills for repairs 
on police cars at private garages or for gasoline bought on credit 
cards shall be paid by the supervisor’s office without approval prior 
to purchase by the county commission. 


SECTION 26. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

Oconee County As To Whether Or Not The Office Of Supervisor 
Shall Be Restored. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Referendum regarding office of supervisor.—In or- 
der to ascertain the wishes of the qualified electors of Oconee County 
as to whether or not the office of supervisor shall be restored, a ref- 
erendum shall be held on Tuesday, March 5, 1957, and the results 
of such referendum shall be advisory. 


SECTION 2. Conduct of election—The Commissioners of Elec- 
tion of Oconee County shall have full charge of holding the election, 
and shall have sufficient ballots printed and furnished to each of the 
various voting places of the county, shall appoint box managers and 
other necessary election officials, and shall have charge of counting 
the ballots and announcing the results. The box managers and other 
officials shall be paid five dollars per day and five cents per mile for 
the necessary mileage to and from Walhalla for their services. 


SECTION 3. Ballots—question—Ballots which are provided by 
the election commissioners at the various voting precincts shall have 
the following words and symbols printed thereon: 
“SHALL THE OFFICE OF SUPERVISOR OF OCONEE 

COUNTY BE RESTORED? 

Yes 1 

No 
Those voting in favor of restoring the supervisor’s office shall deposit 
their ballot with a check or cross mark in the square opposite 
‘Yes’, and those opposing restoring the office of supervisor shall place 
a check mark in the square opposite ‘No’.” 
Each ballot shall have the following footnote printed plainly thereon: 


“PLEASE TAKE NOTICE. Should the canvass of the vote 
cast result in a majority to restore the office of supervisor, it is the 
intention of the Oconee Delegation to enact the necessary legislation 
to restore the office and to continue the present five member board 
of commissioners in office the period for which they have been elected ; 
their duties being modified to function with the supervisor in a man- 
ner similar to that before the office was abolished. A special election 
will be provided, and the office of supervisor restored effective July 
1, 1957. 

Should the vote cast result in a majority against restoring the 
office of supervisor, it is the intention of the delegation to amend the 
present law so as to elect the commissioners for their next term of 
office from their respective districts, and to immediately provide for 
an engineer who will be given administrative authority under the 
direction of the commissioners.” ' 
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SECTION 4. Notice.—The election commissioners shall cause to be 
advertised the referendum in the three newspapers in Oconee County 
once a week for three consecutive weeks immediately preceding the 
election, and such notice shall give purpose of the election, the opening 
and closing of the polls, and the location of the various voting places. 


SECTION 5. Expenses.—The expenses of the election shall be paid 
from the general fund of the county on warrants signed by the chair- 
man of the election commissioners.

SECTION 5. The Auditor of Oconee County is hereby directed to 
prepare a tax return for each automobile in Oconee County as re- 
ported by the South Carolina Highway Department from vehicle reg- 
istration. The Auditor and Treasurer and Tax Collector of Oconee 
County are further enjoined to adopt such procedures and methods 
as shall assist the taxpayers and South Carolina Highway Depart- 
ment in complying with the acts of the General Assembly providing 
for the payment of property tax on motor vehicles before issuance 
of registration and license by the South Carolina Highway Depart- 
ment. 


SECTION 6. The tax collector shall assist the auditor wherever 


possible in returning any property for taxation not otherwise returned 
or where individuals or firms have failed to make returns.

When such purchasing or placing of orders is made, 
the equipment, materials, goods, wares, merchandise or services 
needed shall be purchased from firms or individuals within the county 
whenever such firms or individuals are reliable and offer equipment, 
material, goods, wares, merchandise or services of equal quality and 
specifications with like goods from outside of the county and at a 
price equal to or less than the price submitted by such nonresident 
bidders. 


SECTION 17. All claims for supplies and services furnished to the 
county during any calendar month shall be paid on the sixth day of 
each month. If this date should fall on a holiday, claims will be paid 
the following day. Should the sixth day of the month fall on Satur- 
day or Sunday, claims will be paid the following Monday. All claims 
against the county must be passed on by the comptroller as to the 
availability of the funds for the payment of same. The county comp- 
troller and the board of commissioners shall at all times maintain in 
their respective offices a list of all claims paid during the preceding 
month, showing the payee and the amount, and said records shall at 
all times be subject to public inspection.

SECTION.2. The sums herein appropriated for the specific pur-

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of School Dis- 
trict A Of Pickens County And The Treasurer Of Pickens Coun- 
ty To Borrow Not Exceeding Four Hundred Thousand Dollars, 
To Be Used For School Building Purposes, And To Provide For 
The Payment Of The Indebtedness. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Pickens County School District A may borrow 
money.—The Board of Trustees of School District A of Pick- 
ens County and the Treasurer of Pickens County are hereby au- 
thorized to borrow not exceeding four hundred thousand dollars 
from the State Sinking Fund, or other lending agency, at the lowest 
rate possible, for the purpose of constructing additional facilities for 
school purposes and for equipping such facilities.

252 Relating To Pickens County School Loan And To Author- 
ize And Empower The Board Of Trustees Of School District A 
Of Pickens County, The State Of South Carolina, To Issue Not 
Exceeding Four Hundred Thousand Dollars Of Notes Or Gen- 
eral Obligation Bonds Of The School District, To Prescribe The 
Conditions Under Which The Notes Or Bonds May Be Issued And 
The Purposes For Which Their Froceeds May Be Expended, And 
To Make Provision For The Payment Of Such Notes Or Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Repeal—Act 252 of 1957 repealed.—An act of 1957 
bearing Ratification No. 252, relating to Pickens County School Loan 
is hereby repealed. 


SECTION 2. Bond issue authorized by Pickens School District. 
A—The General Assembly finds that further school facilities are 
needed by School District A of Pickens County, the State of 
South Carolina, and has determined to authorize the Board of 
Trustees of the School District, under the conditions herein pre- 
scribed, to acquire such facilities through the expenditure of the 
proceeds of the notes or bonds authorized hereby. 
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SECTION 3. Powers of trustees.—The Board of Trustees of 
School District A of Pickens County, is hereby empowered to acquire 
further school facilities by acquiring land and/or by building, equip- 
ping, renovating and repairing school buildings in the school district. 


SECTION 4. Issue notes or bonds—disposition of proceeds.— 
In order to obtain funds for the purpose above set forth, the board 
of trustees is hereby authorized and empowered to issue not ex- 
ceeding four hundred thousand dollars of notes or general obliga- 
tion bonds of School District A of Pickens County, the State of 
South Carolina. The Board of Trustees of School District A of 
Pickens County shall determine whether notes or general obliga- 
tion bonds shall be issued. The proceeds derived from the sale of 
such notes or bonds shall be disposed of as follows: 
(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first instalment of interest to become due on such notes or bonds. 
(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
instalment of principal of such notes or bonds. 
(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the notes or bonds authorized hereby, and to acquire 
further school facilities in the school district in the manner au- 
thorized by Section 3 of this act. 
(d) If any balance remain, the same shall be held by the Treas- 
urer of Pickens County in a special fund and used to effect the 
retirement of the notes or bonds authorized hereby. 


SECTION 5. Form — maturity — redemption — interest — reg- 
istration—where payable.—(a) The notes issued hereunder shall be 
in such form as the Board of Trustees of School District A of Pick- 
ens County shall determine and shall contain the right to anticipate 
the payment thereof on any interest payment date. 

(b) The bonds issued hereunder shall be issued as a single issue. 
All bonds shall mature serially in successive annual instalments of 
such amounts as may be determined by the board, except that the 
maturity date of the last instalment shall fall due not later than 
twenty years from the date the bonds bear, and the first maturity 
date may be postponed not more than two years from the date the 
bonds bear. Any bonds issued pursuant to this act may, at the dis- 
cretion of the board of trustees, contain a provision permitting such 
redemption premiums as the board shall prescribe. 

(c) The notes or bonds shall be of such denomination, shall bear 
such rate or rates of interest as the board of trustees may determine, 
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payable on such occasions as the board shall determine, but the 
average rate of interest for the issue of notes or bonds sold pursuant 
to the authorizations of this act shall not exceed four per cent. 

(d) The bonds may be issued with the privilege to the holder of 
having them registered as to principal on the books of the Treasurer 
of Pickens County, and the principal thus made payable to the reg- 
istered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall have been to 
bearer), upon such conditions as the board of trustees may prescribe. 

(e) The notes or bonds shall bear such date or dates and be pay- 
able at such place or places as the board of trustees may likewise 
prescribe. 


SECTION 6. Execution.—The notes or bonds and the interest cou- 
pons thereto attached shall be executed in such manner as the board 
of trustees shall prescribe. 


SECTION 7. Sale.—The notes or bonds shall be sold by the board 
of trustees at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their 
respective deliveries, at public or private sale as the board of trus- 
tees may determine. If the notes or bonds are sold at public sale, at 
least ten days prior to any sale, notice, announcing the intention to 
receive bids for the sale of any notes or bonds authorized by this act, 
shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the State 
of South Carolina. 


SECTION 8. Exempt from taxes.—The notes or bonds and all 
interest to become due thereon shall have the tax exempt status pre- 
scribed by Act No. 730, Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 9. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all notes or bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same re- 
spectively mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be 
necessary therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of School 
District A of Pickens County, the State of South Carolina, shall be ir- 
revocably pledged, and there shall be levied annually by the Auditor of 
Pickens County and collected by the Treasurer of Pickens County, in 
the same manner as county taxes are levied and collected, a tax 
without limit, on all taxable property in the school district, sufficient 
to pay the principal and interest of such notes or bonds as they 
respectively mature and to create such sinking fund as may be neces- 
sary therefor, provided, that, until changed by subsequent enactment, 
the ad valorem tax levy shall be reduced to the extent that there 
is on deposit with the County Treasurer of Pickens County, on the 
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occasion in each year when the ad valorem tax levy is to be made, 
moneys derived from contributions or grants from the State of South 
Carolina to School District A of Pickens County for capital improve- 
ments for school facilities which can be used for the payment of such 
principal and interest, and in all instances where an annual tax levy 
is so reduced, the moneys derived from such contributions and grants 
shall be applied to the payment of such principal and interest and to 
no other purpose. 


SECTION 10. Actions of trustees——Any action required of the 
Board of Trustees may be taken at any meeting of the board of trus- 
tees, regular or special, and at such meeting a majority of the mem- 
bers of the board of trustees shall constitute a quorum for the purpose 
of adopting a resolution making provision for the issuance of notes or 
bonds pursuant to this act, awarding the sale of such notes or bonds, 
or taking any other action permitted or required of the board of trus- 
tees by the provisions of this act.

Owned By The County Of Richland Located Near Pontiac, Rich- 
land County, South Carolina. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Richland County may sell certain land to Seaboard 
Railroad Company.—The Supervisor and Board of Commissioners 
for Richland County are hereby authorized and empowered to sell and 
convey the property described below to the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
road Company upon such terms and conditions as the supervisor and 
board of commissioners may deem advisable, and to use and expend 
the proceeds of the sale thereof in such manner as the board may 
deem proper. 

All that certain area or parcel of land near Pontiac, Richland 
County, South Carolina, beginning at a point in the southerly right 
of way line of the SAL RR CO. 2082 feet, more or less, westwardly 
from Railroad’s Mile Post 344 and 50 feet southwardly from the 
center line of Railroad’s existing main tract as measured at right 
angles, said point also being the center line of a paved road; run 
thence in a westerly and southwesterly direction along the Railroad’s 
southerly right of way line for a distance of 2007 feet, more or less; 
run thence in a northeasterly direction parallel and concentric with 
and everywhere 50 feet southwardly from the center line of the Rail- 
‘ road’s proposed new main track for a distance of 1973 feet, more 
or less, to a point in the center line of the above mentioned paved 
road; run thence in a northerly direction along the center line of 
said paved road for a distance of 16 feet, more or less, to the point 
of beginning ; said parcel of land being shown in green and said center 
line of Railroad’s proposed new main track shown in red on copy 
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of Railroad’s Division Engineer’s drawing No. P-48 dated May 23, 
1956, which will be attached and made a part of said deed.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Board Of Commis- 
sioners Of Richland County To Issue Not Exceeding One Mil- 
lion Six Hundred Thousand Dollars Of Bonds Of Richland Coun- 
ty, To Provide Further Public Hospital Facilities For Said 
County If The Election Required By This Act Shall Result 
Favorably, To Prescribe The Conditions Under Which Said Bonds 
May Be Issued, To Specify The Purposes To Which The Pro- 
ceeds Shall Be Applied, And To Make Provision For The Pay- 
ment Of The Said Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Bond issue for Richland County if election fav- 
orable.—If the election required by this act shall result favor- 
ably to the issuance of the bonds authorized by this act, the Board 
of Commissioners of Richland County (hereinafter called “the 
board”), shall be authorized and empowered to issue and sell, either 
as a single issue or from time to time as several separate issues, not 
exceeding one million six hundred thousand dollars of general ob- 
ligations of Richland County. 


SECTION 2. Election—conduct of—An election shall be held on 
the fourth day of June, 1957, in order to determine if the board shall 
be empowered to issue bonds under this act to the extent herein pre- 
scribed. The Commissioners of Election for Richland County shall 
conduct the election. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
election shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of the 
South Carolina Election Law (Title 23, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended), and all persons residing in Rich- 
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land County and qualified to vote under the Constitution and Laws 
of the State shall be permitted to vote. 


SECTION 3. Question —The question submitted to the qualified 
electors in the election shall be substantially as follows: “Shall the 
Board of Commissioners of Richland County be empowered to issue, 
either as a single issue or from time to time as several separate issues, 
not exceeding one million six hundred thousand dollars of gen- 
eral obligation bonds of Richland County, whose proceeds shall 
be expended in payment of the cost of constructing and equipping 
hospital facilities in Richland County?

NO” 
Suitable instructions shall be given to those voting indicating that 
those who favor the issuance of bonds shall deposit a ballot with 
the word “NO” stricken through, while those who oppose the is- 
suance of bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word “YES” 
stricken through. 


SECTION 4. Polling places.—A polling place for voting in the 
election shall be located in each voting precinct in Richland County. 


SECTION 5. Notice.—Notice of the holding of such election shall 
be given by the Commissioners of Election for Richland County by 
publication thereof in a newspaper published in the City of Columbia 
at least twice. The first advertisement shall appear not less than fif- 
teen days prior to the date of the election and the second publica- 
tion shall appear not more than ten days prior to such occasion. 
Such notice shall state: 

a. The date on which the election is to be held. 

b. The location of the several polling places. 

c. The qualifications that are applicable to voting. 

d. The amount of bonds to be issued. 

e. The purpose for which the proceeds of the bonds are to be 
expended. 


SECTION 6. Results——As soon as convenient following the elec- 
tion, the Commissioners of Election for Richland County shall render 
a return of the results of the election to the board, and the board shall 
by resolution declare such results. The board may provide for the fil- 
ing of a certified copy of the resolution declaring the results in the of- 
fice of the Clerk of Court for Richland County. In such event, neither 
the results of such election, as declared by the aforesaid resolution, nor 
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the manner of holding the election shall be open to question except 
by a suit or proceedings instituted within thirty days from the date 
of the filing of such certified copy of such resolution. 


SECTION 7. Bonds—maturity.—All bonds issued pursuant to this 
act shall mature in such annual series or instalments as the board shall 
provide, except that the first maturing bonds of any issue shall mature 
within three years from the date of issuance; not less than three >er 
cent of any issue shall mature in any year; and no bond shall mature 
later than thirty years from the date of its issuance. 


SECTION 8. Redemption—Any bond issued pursuant to this act 
may be issued with a provision for its redemption prior to its stated 
maturity at par and accrued interest, plus such redemption premium 
as may be prescribed by the board; but no bond shall be redeemable 
before maturity unless it contains a statement to that effect. In the 
proceedings authorizing the issuance of such bonds, provision shall be 
made specifying the manner of call and the notice thereof that must 
be given. 


SECTION 9. Form—negotiability —The bonds issued pursuznt to 
this act shall be in the form of negotiable coupon bonds, payable to 
bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to any holder of having 
them registered as to principal on the books of the Treasurer of Rich- 
land County, upon such conditions as the board may prescribe.

SECTION 13. Sale.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be sold 
at a price of not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their 
respective deliveries. They shall be sold after public advertisement 
of their sale in a newspaper of general circulation in South Caro- 
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lina and in a financial publication published in the City of New 
York. Such published notice shall appear not less than ten days 
prior to the occasion set for opening bids. 


SECTION 14. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be neces- 
sary therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Richland 
County shall be irrevocably pledged; and there shall be levied an- 
nually by the Auditor of Richland County and collected by the 
Treasurer of Richland County, in the same manner as other county 
taxes are levied and collected, a tax without limit on all taxable 
property in Richland County sufficient to pay the principal and in- 
terest of such bonds as they respectively mature and to create such 
sinking fund as may be necessary therefor. 


SECTION 15. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 
bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status pre- 
scribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 16. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of 
any bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be paid to the County 
Treasurer of Richland County and shall be expended and made use of 
as follows: 


(a) Any accrued ‘interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first instalment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(b) Any premium ‘shall be applied to the payment of the first 
instalment of principal of such bonds. 


(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
capital improvements to hospital facilities in Richland County, ex- 
cept that so much thereof as is necessary may be used to defray 
the cost of issuing the bonds. For the purpose of this act capital 
improvements shall mean costs incurred in constructing, improving, 
equipping, renovating and repairing hospital buildings to supple- 
ment the existing hospital facilities now owned by Richland Coun- 
ty and operated under the name of the Columbia Hospital.

An Act To Provide A Levy Of Taxes For Richland County For 
School And County Purposes For The Fiscal Year 1957-58 And 
To Direct The Expenditures Thereof And To Repeal Act No. 152 
Of The Acts Of The General Assembly, 1957, Granting Certain 
Tax Exemptions. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby levied a tax of eight and three- 
fourths mills, if so much be necessary, on all taxable property in 
Richland County for ordinary county purposes, which together with 
all additional sums available for ordinary purposes, shall be used for 
the payment of the items hereinafter set forth. Provided, that the 
Richland County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
transfer any surplus exceeding twenty-five thousand dollars in the 
General Funds of Richland County as of June 30, 1957, to the 
various countywide Bond Accounts of the county and the Richland 
County Treasurer and Auditor are hereby authorized and directed 
to reduce the levies for those bond accounts in proportion to the 
amounts transferred to said bond accounts. Provided, further, that 
all salaries herein appropriated shall be paid in equal biweekly 
installments and the total of such items, other than salaries, shall be 
expended only if such be necessary. Provided, further, however, that 
implements and supplies of whatever kind to be purchased and/or 
sold under the terms of this act shall be purchased and/or sold only

upon competitive bids each quarter after advertisement for at least 
one week previous to the letting of such contract in at least two issues 
of a newspaper published in Columbia, S. C., which advertisements 
shall set forth the articles and the approximate amount, quantity, 
measure and number thereof to be purchased and/or sold, and the 
said contract of purchase and/or sale shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder for the period of one quarter. Provided, further, 
that in case of actual emergency, but in no other event, the supervisor 
may purchase without competitive bids, where the cost thereof does 
not exceed two hundred dollars, and under no circumstances shall 
purchases be divided in order to come within this limitation. Provided, 
further, that no bill, account or claim against the county shall be paid 
unless contracted for under such competition or purchased by the 
supervisor in the above-mentioned case of actual emergency and 
unless the claims be filed for audit within thirty days from the time 
a cause of action arises. Provided, further, that no official or board 
shall in any way create a debt or overdraw by warrant or otherwise 
the specific appropriations made for his or their specific office or de- 
partment. It shall be a criminal offense for any official or board to 
overdraw his or their appropriations, knowing in advance that such 
has been used.

There is hereby levied on all taxable property of Richland County 
a school equalization levy of fifteen mills, and in addition thereto, 
there is levied on all taxable property in the school district, respec- 
tively, the tax authorized by law, to wit: in School District No. 1, 
a tax of twenty-six mills for local school purposes; in School District 
No. 2, a tax of eight mills for local school purposes; in School Dis- 
trict No. 5, a tax of seven mills for local school purposes; in School 
District No. 6, a local school levy, as shall be recommended by the 
board of trustees of School District No. 5, of Lexington and Richland 
Counties, of which School District No. 6 is a part.

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the head of each department 
to inquire of the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners, at the 
close of each quarter, the status of the appropriation for his depart- 
ment; and it shall be the further duty of the head of each department, 
if expenditures are running ahead of appropriations, to bring such 
expenditures in line with the appropriation. Provided, that if any 
department head exceeds the appropriation for his department, such 
overdraft shall be deducted from said department head’s salary. 


SECTION 3. The Treasurer of Richland County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to turn over and deliver to the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Columbia Hospital of Richland County all operating 
funds legally due and in the control and possession of the Treasurer 
of Richland County for said hospital; and the Board of Trustees of 
Columbia Hospital of Richland County is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to receipt for and deposit same and deposit all future op- 
erating receipts and revenues to its own account or accounts in a 
bank or banks in the City of Columbia, S. C., and disburse same by 
checks issued by the duly authorized officer or employee of said 
hospital.

Provided, that all county offices shall be open 
not later than nine o’clock A. M., and close not sooner than five 
o’clock P. M., on all other work days; and provided, further, that the 
minimum work for all county employees shall be forty hours. 


- SECTION 5. The Board of Trustees of School District No. 1 shall 
file a copy of the annual audit of this school district in the office of 
the Clerk of Court within ten days from the preparation thereof, for 
the benefit of the public, as other public documents are filed in said 
office. All charitable and other organizations which receive any part 
of their income from Richland County are hereby required to have 
an annual audit made at the end of their fiscal year and to file a copy 
thereof with the Richland County Delegation within ten days after 
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the preparation thereof. Upon failure to ‘file such reports as herein 
provided for, the Treasurer of Richland County is hereby directed 
to withhold further payments to said organization until such audit is 
filed. 


SECTION 6. Nothing in this section contained shall apply to School 
District No. 1 of Richland County. In the payment of expenses in- 
curred in all other school districts of the County a separate warrant 
or order, directed to the County Treasurer, signed by a majority of 
the Board of Trustees of the disbursing district, shall be issued direct 
to each payee in strict conformity with the general school law of 
South Carolina; provided, nevertheless, as follows: 

In order to facilitate and expedite the payment of salaries of per- 
sonnel in all categories regularly employed for a scholastic or calen- 
dar year, also for the payment of separate bills, amounting to less 
than one hundred dollars each for special services of school materials 
properly payable from school operation and maintenance funds, it 
shall be lawful for a Board of Trustees to issue a consolidated or 
“master” warrant on the said County Treasurer in the aggregate 
amount of all or any portion of the aforesaid salaries-and bills due 
and payable in any current “school” or calendar month, such master 
warrant to be payable to the school district in the name of its pre- 
viously designated disbursing agent, preferably the school district 
superintendent, though any other full time, adult employee of the 
district shall be eligible. Each master warrant shall have on its face 
or back, or on a sheet securely attached thereto, a complete list of 
all ultimate payees with the amount due to each plainly set forth; 
and, except for salaries aforesaid, there shall also be securely at~- 
tached a separately printed or written, fully itemized statement from 
each ultimate payee showing the amount and nature of the services 
rendered or supplies furnished. The Richland County Board of 
Education may (by standing resolution embodying such restrictions 
as it may impose) authorize the County Superintendent of Education, 
in his discretion, to process all such master warrants for payment 
without prior reference to said county board. The processed master 
warrant shall be deposited by the district’s disbursing agent in a 
separate account in a Columbia F.D.1.C. bank to the credit of the 
school district and by such agent disbursed by check to the several 
payees named on the list afore-mentioned. All disbursing agents 
shall keep a neat and permanent record of all their transactions as 
such agents on uniform record and voucher prescribed by and fur- 
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nished through the county board aforesaid, and these records shall 
be available to the public for inspection at all reasonable times. The 
County Superintendent of Education shall require all disbursing 
agents at the proper time to submit their records and vouchers to 
the auditors employed to make the annual audits of the Richland 
County records and such auditors shall check and verify same as an 
integral portion of the county school accounts. Each disbursing agent 
shall furnish the district at its expense a fidelity bond in the penal 
sum of not less than five thousand dollars, or as much more as the 
district board of trustees may deem advisable. 

The conditions set forth in the foregoing proviso of this section 
are joint and not severable and the proviso, in its entirety is to be 
construed as an optional alternate procedure in paying salaries of 
whatever amount and separate bills, regardless of number, amount- 
ing to less than one hundred dollars each. 


SECTION 7. All appropriations made herein and all unappropriated 
and unpledged surplus funds in the hands of the Treasurer of Rich- 
land County are subject to the right and authority of the Senator 
and at least one-half of the members of the House Delegation from 
Richland County to alter, increase or deduct therefrom at any time, 
when in their judgment, such alterations, increases or deductions are 
necessary for the best interest of the county and/or to conform with 
the revenue expected during the life of this act. Provided, however, 
that no such action shall be taken except in the course of a duly 
called public meeting of the delegation, after due notice to the heads 
of the respective departments to be thereby affected. The Treasurer 
of Richland County is authorized to extend credit for recording 
Federal Agricultural papers. 


SECTION 8. All salaried Constables in Richland County shall be 
deputized to preserve order in their respective magisterial districts. 


SECTION 9. Of the amounts appropriated in this act as salaries 
for law enforcement officers, an amount of five dollars per day for 
each such officer is hereby designated as subsistence for each day of 
active law enforcement duty. 


SECTION 10. All County-owned automobiles, station wagons and 
trucks except two such automobiles used by the Sheriff’s Office, one 
for detective work and the other for process serving, and the auto- 
mobile used by the Supervisor of Richland County, shall be, within 
ten days from the effective date of this act, marked, stenciled or 
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painted on both front doors of said vehicles as follows: “Richland 
County” (in letters not less than three inches in height) and di- 
rectly under said words the name of the county department which 
operates these vehicles (in letters not less than two inches in 
height.) After ten days from the effective date of this act no person, 
company or corporation shall service, supply or equip any county- 
owned automobiles, station wagons or trucks which are not marked 
pursuant to the terms of this section. After ten days from the ef- 
fective date of this act no county funds shall be paid: out for services 
to or supplies and equipment furnished for county-owned auto- 
mobiles, station wagons or trucks which are not marked pursuant 
to the terms of this section. Heads of county departments or agen- 
cies shall maintain a list reflecting the make, model, serial number 
and South Carolina license number of all county-owned vehicles 
‘in his department or agency and shall report to the Richland County 
Delegation when any county-owned vehicles are traded or dis- 
‘posed of in any way whatsoever. The markings herein provided 
for shall be kept visible at all times. 


SECTION 11. Whenever, during the effective period of this act, 
a vacancy occurs in any employee position or classification pro- 
vided for in this act and in the judgment of the department or 
agency affected it is necessary to fill such position or classification, 
the person newly employed shall be hired at the lowest salary ap- 
propriated in this act for such position or classification within the 
department affected ; and if there be no such other position or classi- 
fication in such department the person newly employed shall be 
hired at the lowest salary for similar positions or classifications for 
other departments or agencies provided for herein. 


SECTION 12. All revenues accruing to Richland County for re- 
imbursement, or otherwise, in excess of the amount necessary to 


pay appropriations herein made, shall be allocated to the general 
fund. 


SECTION 13. All appropriations made in this act for travel and/or 
official expense shall be paid on voucher properly probated, as needed 
by officials. 


SECTION 14. If any section, paragraph, item or provision of this 
act shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such 
invalidity held shall not affect, impair or invalidate any remaining 
section, paragraph, item or provision of this act. 
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SECTION 15. Act No. 152 of the Acts of the General Assembly, 
1957, is repealed. This section is not to be construed as a mere sus- 
pension of said act during the fiscal year 1957-1958.

SECTION 2. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
for Saluda County for the recording, filing, indexing or registering 
any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or creating 
a lien on, the crops growing or to be grown, or on personal property, 
made to any corporation under the Act of Congress known as the 
Farm Credit Corporation of 1933, if and as amended, a Regional 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, 
or any other corporation which rediscounts notes or other obligations 
with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation or the Government of the United 
States or any department, agency, instrumentality or officer thereof,

later than the tenth of the following month. Without further notice, 
such reports shall be public records and subject to inspection by the 
people of the county.

County To Issue Not Exceeding Two Hundred Seventy-Five 
Thousand Dollars Of. Bonds Of Spartanburg County For The 
Purchase Of Stone, Asphalt, Culverts, Other Road Materials And 
Road Machinery; To Direct The Manner In Which The Bonds 
Shall Be Sold And The Proceeds Thereof Shall Be Expended; 
And To Provide For The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly’ of the State a South ins 


SECTION 1.—Spartanburg County may issue bonds—interest— 
installments—maturity.—The County Board of Spartanburg County 
may borrow from or through an agency of the United States Govern- 
ment, any bank, institution or lending agency, or as it may deem advis- 
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able, not exceeding two hundred seventy-five thousand dollars, to be 
evidenced by serial coupon bonds, bearing interest not exceeding four 
per cent per annum payable semiannually, or otherwise, the principal 
of which shall mature during each year and in such installments as 
the County Board of Spartanburg County shall determine, but no 
installment shall mature later than twenty years after date of issue. 


SECTION 2. Denominations—execution—sale——The bonds as 
authorized in Section 1 shall be issued at such time or times and shall 
mature at such times and shall be issued in such denominations as 
may be determined by the County Board of Spartanburg County, 
and in such amounts as necessary, based upon the requests of the 
Supervisor of Spartanburg County. The bonds shall be signed by 
the members of the county board, or a majority thereof, and coun- 
tersigned by the Clerk of the County Board of Spartanburg County, 
and the seal of the County Board of Spartanburg County shall be 
affixed to or impressed on each bond, but the coupons on the bonds 
need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of 
the county treasurer. The principal and interest on the bonds may 
be payable within or without the State of South Carolina. The bonds 
shall be payable to bearer but may be issued with the privilege to 
the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books 
of the county treasurer, and the principal thus made payable to 
the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall be to 
bearer) upon such conditions as the County Board of Spartanburg 
County may prescribe.

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amendments thereto, in the sum of five hundred thousand dollars; 
bonds authorized and issued under authority of Act No. 664 of the 
Acts of 1949, and any amendments thereto, in the sum of one million 
dollars; and bonds authorized and issued under authority of Act 
No. 524 of the Acts of 1953, and any amendments thereto, in the 
sum of two hundred fifty-three thousand dollars; and bonds author- 
ized and issued under authority of Act No. 934 of the Acts of 1954, 
and any amendments thereto, in the sum of two hundred fifty thou- 
sand dollars; and bonds authorized and issued under authority of 
Act No. 585 of the Acts of 1955, in the sum of two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars, are a prior lien until such bonds are fully retired. 
If for any reason whatsoever the gasoline tax is insufficient for the

annually upon all the taxable property in Spartanburg County, by 
the county auditor, and collected by the county treasurer, a tax 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest on the bonds as they 
respectively mature. 


SECTION 4. Deposit of proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of 
the bonds shall be deposited with the county treasurer in a special 
account to be disbursed for the purposes herein stated by the treas- 
urer on warrants drawn thereon by the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County, upon properly itemized and sworn statements of the 
county supervisor. 


SECTION 5. Procedure for purchases.—Ali stone, asphalt, cul- 
verts, road materials, and road machinery purchased from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the bonds herein authorized shall be purchased by 
the County Supervisor of Spartanburg County, subject, however, to 
the following provisions and conditions: 


The County Supervisor of Spartanburg County shall advertise for 
bidders to furnish such stoné, asphalt, culverts, other road materials 
or machinery in one or more of the daily Spartanburg papers and 
publish the same therein not less than one time at least two weeks 
prior to the date and place of sale, which shall be specified in such 
advertisement; the advertisement likewise shall contain a notice to 
prospective bidders requiring them to make up and file their bids, 
duly sealed, with the county supervisor, and a duplicate thereof in 
the office of the county board, none of such bids to be opened until 
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the time specified in the notice of sale for the opening of bids; the 
advertisement shall further contain a notice to the prospective bidders 
that all bids are subject to the final approval or disposal of the 
county board, and the county board is hereby given the power and 
authority, after receipt of such bids and the presentation to the board 
by the county supervisor of his recommendation as to the acceptance 
or rejection made and filed; and in the event of the rejection of all 
bids, new bids shall be advertised for by the county supervisor sub- 
ject to the terms and provisions hereinabove set forth. 


SECTION 6. Expenditure of proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale 
of the bonds authorized under this act shall be used for the purchase 
of stone, asphalt, culverts, road materials and road machinery for 
the construction and surface treatment of roads in Spartanburg Coun- 
ty. Provided, the County Board of Spartanburg County may use all 
or any part of the proceeds from the sale of bonds for matching or 
securing federal aid or any other aid to the extent deemed neces- 
sary or advisable by the County Board of Spartanburg County to 
the end that greater mileage of roads may be constructed and surface 
treated than would be without such grants or matching of federal or 
other funds. 

Provided, further, all the proceeds of this bond issue shall be ex- 
pended for stone, asphalt, culverts, and other road materials which 
are not expended for road machinery and the amount expended for 
road machinery shall not exceed fifty thousand dollars. 


SECTION 7. Saving clause.—The sections and provisions of this 
act are separable and not matters of mutual essential inducement, and 
it is intended to confer the whole or any part of the powers herein 
provided for; and if any of the sections or provisions or parts there- 
of are for any reason declared unconstitutional, it is intended that 
the remaining sections and provisions, or parts, shall remain in full 
force and effect. . 


SECTION 8. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Create The Reidville Water District In Spartan- 
burg County; To Define Its Area; To Establish A Governing 
Commission Therefor; To Prescribe The Functions And Pow- 
ers Of The District And Its Commission; To Make Provision For 
Borrowing By Reidville Water District, Including The Issuance. 
Of General Obligation Bonds Of Not Exceeding Two Hundred. 
Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars; To Prescribe The Terms And 
Conditions Under Which Such Money May Be Borrowed By 
The Reidville District And To Make Provision For Its Payment. 


Whereas, the General Assembly, after due investigation, has found 
that the area in Spartanburg County described below has become 
populated to an extent that makes it necessary and desirable for the 
health and welfare of the inhabitants thereof to be served by publicly 
operated water and sewer systems, and that in addition thereto the 
district hereby created should be empowered to furnish fire protection 
for the district ; and 
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Whereas, as a consequence of its findings above recited, the General 
Assembly has determined to constitute the area as a special purpose 
district, to provide a governing body for the district and to empower 
the governing body as hereinafter provided for. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Reidville Water District of Spartanburg County 
created—defined.—There is hereby created and established in Spar- 
tanburg County a district to be known as “Reidville Water District”, 
which district shall be a public corporation of perpetual succession 
and shall have the functions prescribed by this act. The district shall 
include and be comprised of thé following territory :, 
All of that property lying within the area shown on a plat 
prepared by Harwood Beebe Company, municipal and civil 
engineers, Spartanburg, South Carolina, dated May 1957, to be 
incorporated herein and made a part hereof and recorded in 
plat book 35 at page 542, R.M.C. Office, Spartanburg, South 
Carolina, with the included area being shown and set forth on 
said plat by a heavy line, which line is the outside boundaries, 
which plat by reference is incorporated and made a part hereof. 


SECTION 2. Reidville Water District Commission established— 
members—terms—vacancies—salaries.—The district shall be op- 
erated and managed by a commission to be known as “Reidville Water 
District Commission” which shall consist of five members. Mr. Ed- 
ward W. Hendrix, Mr. Julian E. Hankinson, Mr. Sam L. Nesbit, 
Mr. D. Forest Leonard and Mr. George Wood shall constitute 
the initial members of the commission, with the first two named here- 
in to be appointed for an initial term of two years, with the next two 
named herein to be appointed for an initial term of four years and 
the last named herein to be appointed for an initial term of six years. 
Thereafter, the regular terms of office of the members of the commis- 
sion shall be for six years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualify. The initial terms of office shall begin as of the effective date of 
this act. Upon the termination of office of any commissioner, a succes- 
sor shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation of Spartanburg County, in- 
cluding the Senator. Any vacancy occurring in the office of com- 
missioner by reason of death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled 
for the remainder of the unexpired term by appointment by the 
Governor, upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation of Spartanburg County, including the Senator. The salary 
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of the commissioners herein shall be six hundred dollars each per 
year for the first two years and thereafter the salary of each com- 
missioner shall not exceed three hundred dollars annually. 


SECTION 3. Dutes and powers.—There is hereby committed to 
the district the functions of constructing, operating, maintaining, im- 
. proving and extending a water distribution system, a sewer system, 
and a system for fire protection within the district. To that end, the 
commission shall be empowered as provided below: 

1. Have perpetual succession ; 

2. Sue and be sued; 

3. Adopt, use and alter a corporate seal ; 

4. Make bylaws for the management and regulation of its affairs, 
and to define a quorum for its meetings ; 

5. Deposit monies derived from revenue-producing facilities, and 
to withdraw the same for the purpose of operating and maintaining 
such facilities ; 

6. Prescribe regulations requiring persons who shall be residents 
of the district to make use of any water or sewer system which the 
district shall place in operation. Such regulations shall, however, 
become effective only after they have been adopted by resolution of 
the commission, a certified copy thereof has been recorded in the 
Register of Mesne Conveyance Office for Spartanburg County, a 
copy has been posted in the Spartanburg County Courthouse and in 
at least two other public places in the district, and the notice of the 
adoption of said regulations shall be published at least once for three 
successive weeks in a newspaper published in Spartanburg County, 
and having general circulation in the district. The notice shall specify 
in brief the scope of the regulations, and shall state the date on which 
the same shall become effective. Prior to the adoption of the afore- 
said resolution, the commission shall give public notice of the meet- 
ing which is to be held to consider their adoption, and the notice 
shall appear in a newspaper published in Spartanburg County, having 
general circulation in the district, not less than seven days prior to 
the occassion fixed for the holding of such meeting. The provisions of 
this paragraph, prescribing conditions upon the effectiveness of 
regulations adopted to require compulsory use of water and sewer 
facilities, shall not be deemed to impose conditions upon the making 
or adoption of any other type of regulation authorized by this act; 

7. Acquire, purchase, hold, use, lease, mortgage, sell, transfer and 
dispose of any property, real, personal or mixed, or any interest 
therein ; 
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8. Build, construct, operate and maintain water lines and water 
mains throughout the district, and all apparatus necessary for the 
proper functioning of the same, and from time to time to enlarge 
and extend the same; 

9. Build, construct, operate and maintain a system for the collec- 
tion and disposal of sewage, including the construction of sewer 
mains and sewer lines, and from time to time to enlarge and extend 
the same; 

10. Establish, operate and maintain a. system of fire protection; 

11. Purchase, or otherwise acquire, a supply of water for its 
water distribution system, and to that end to build, construct, main- 
tain and operate water tanks, reservoirs, pumps and such other 
apparatus as may be necessary to obtain and distribute water, and to 
enter into contracts for the purchase of water at wholesale ; 

12. Distribute and sell water on- such terms and rates as it shall 
from time to time approve. To that end, the commission shall be 
empowered to place into effect and to revise, whenever it so wishes 
or may be so required, a schedule of rates and charges for water 
furnished by its water distribution system ; 

13. Place into effect and to revise, whenever it so wishes or may 
be required, a schedule of rates and charges for the use made of 
its sewage disposal system ; 

14. Make use of county and State highway rights of way in which 
to lay pipes and lines in such manner and under such conditions as the 
appropriate officials in charge of such rights of way shall approve; 

15. Exercise the power of eminent domairi for any corporate func- 
tion. The power of eminent domain may be exercised through any 
procedure prescribed by Chapter 3, Title 25, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, or by following the procedure for the exercise of 
eminent domain by the State Highway Department, prescribed by 
Article 2, Chapter 3, Title 33, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952; 

16. Appoint officers, agents, employees and servants, to prescribe 
the duties of such, to fix their compensation, and to determine if 
and to what extent they shall be bonded for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties ; 

17. Make contracts for construction, engineering, and other serv- 
ices, with or without competitive bidding ; 

18. Issue, under the conditions prescribed by paragraph 21 of 
this section, general obligation bonds of the district, in the amount 
of not exceeding two hundred seventy-five thousand dollars;

19. In addition to the powers given by paragraph 18 of this sec- 
tion, the commission may, on behalf of the district, borrow money 
and make and issue negotiable bonds, notes and other evidences of 
indebtedness payable solely from all or any part of the revenues de- 
rived from the operation of any revenue-producing facility. The 
sums borrowed may be those needed to pay all costs incident to the 
construction and establishment of its water system, its sewer sys- 
tem, or both, or such sum as may be needed to pay the cost of any 
extension, addition and improvement to the water system, the sewer 
system, or both. If the method of financing authorized by this para- 
graph is used, neither the faith and credit of the State of South Caro- 
lina, nor of Spartanburg County, nor of the district, shall be 
pledged for the payment of the principal and interest of the obli- 
gations, and there shall be on the face of each obligation a state- 
ment, plainly worded, to that effect. Neither the members of the 
commission nor any person signing the obligations shall be personally 
liable thereon. That a convenient procedure for borrowing money 
pursuant to this paragraph may be prescribed, the district shall be 
fully empowered to avail itself of all powers granted by Article 9, 
Chapter 3, Title 59, and by Chapter 5, Title 59, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952.-In exercising the powers conferred upon the 
district by such code provisions, the district may make all pledges 
and covenants authorized by any provision thereof, and may confer 
upon the holders of its securities all rights and liens authorized by 
such code provisions. Specifically, and notwithstanding contrary 
provisions in any such code provisions, the district may: 

(a) Provide that such bonds, notes or other evidences of indebt- 
edness be payable, both as to principal and interest, from the net 
revenues derived from the operation of any revenue-producing facility, 
as such net revenues may be defined by the commission ; 

(b) Covenant and agree that upon it being adjudged in default 
as to the payment of any installment of principal or interest upon 
any obligation issued by it or in default as to the performance of any 
covenant or undertaking made by it, that in such event the principal 
of all obligations of such issue may be declared forthwith due and 
payable notwithstanding that any of them may not have then matured ; 

(c) Confer upon a corporate trustee the power to make disposi- 
tion of the proceeds from all borrowings and also of all revenues 
derived from the operation of the revenue-producing facility, whose 
revenues are pledged for the payment of such obligations, in ac- 
cordance with and in the order of priority prescribed by the reso- 
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lutions adopted by the commission as an incident to the issuance of 
any notes, bonds or other evidences of indebtedness ; 

(d) Dispose of its obligations at public or private sale, and upon 
such terms and conditions as it shall approve; 

(e) Make such provision for the redemption of any obligations 
issued by it prior to their stated maturity, with or without premium, 
and on such terms and conditions as the commission shall approve ; 

(f) Covenant and agree that any cushion fund established to 
further secure the payment of the principal and interest of any ob- 
ligations shall be in a fixed amount; 

(g) Covenant and agree that no free service will be furnished 
to any person, firm, corporation, municipal corporation, or any 
subdivision or division of the State; 

(h) Prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of the 
contract with the holders of its obligations may be amended, the num- 
ber of obligations whose holders must consent thereto, and the 
manner in which such consent shall be given; and 

(i) Prescribe the events of default and the terms and conditions 
upon which all or any obligations shall become or may be declared 
due before maturity and the terms and conditions upon which such 
declaration and its consequences may be waived. 

20. The commission, on behalf of the district, shall be empow- 
ered to issue not exceeding two hundred seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars of general obligation bonds of the district, whose proceeds shall 
be used to defray the cost of constructing and establishing a water 
system or a sewer system, or both, in the district. For the purpose 
of this section, the term “construct and establish” shall embrace 
the cost of. direct construction, the cost of all land, property, rights, 
easements and franchises acquired, which are deemed necessary for 
such water or sewer system, or both, the cost of all machinery and 
equipment needed therefor, payments to contractors, laborers or 
others for work done or material furnished, financing charges, in- 
terest prior to and during construction and for six months after 
completion of construction, cost of engineering services, legal serv- 
ices, legal expenses, plans, specifications, surveys, administrative 
expenses, and such other expenses as may be necessary or incident 
to the construction of the water or sewer system, or both, and the 
placing of the same in operation. General obligation bonds shall be 
issued only in the event the election required by this paragraph shall 
result favorably. All or any general obligation bonds issued pur- 
suant to this paragraph may be additionally secured by a pledge of 
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the net revenues to be derived from the operation of any revenue- 
producing facility operated and maintained by the district. The 
words “net revenues” as used in this paragraph shall mean that sum 
remaining from the aggregate of all monies realized by the district 
from rates and charges imposed and collected after paying the cost 
of operation and maintenance of the facility, whose revenues shall 
be pledged. If, pursuant to this paragraph, general obligation bonds 
are issued: 

(a) They shall be issued as a single issue or from time to time 
as several separate issues. They shall bear such date or dates as the 
commission shall determine and the bonds of any issue shall mature 
in such equal or unequal installments as may be determined by the 
commission. They shall be made payable at such place or places 
as the commission shall prescribe, and they shall bear interest at 
such rate or rates, and shall be payable in such manner as the com- 
mission may determine. The bonds may be issued with the privilege 
to the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books 
of the Treasurer of Spartanburg County, and the principal thus 
made payable to the registered holder (unless the last registered 
transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such conditions as the 
commission may prescribe. Any bond issued pursuant to this para- 
graph may be made subject to redemption prior to its stated ma- 
turity, on such terms and conditions, and with such redemption 
premium as the commission shall prescribe. 

(b) They shall be sold at not Iess than par and accrued interest 
to the date of their respective deliveries, at public sale, and at least 
ten days prior to any sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive 
bids for the sale of such bonds shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the State of South Carolina. In offering the 
bonds for sale, the commission shall reserve the right to reject any 
and all bids, and if all bids shall be rejected, the commission may 
negotiate privately for the disposition of such bonds. 

(c) Such bonds and all interest to become due thereon shall have 
the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730, Acts of South 
Carolina, 1952. 

(d) Such bonds shall be executed in the name of Reidville Water 
District by the chairman and the secretary of the Reidville Water 
District Commission, under the seal of the district. The coupons 
attached to such bonds may be authenticated by the facsimile sig- 
natures of the chairman and the secretary of the commission who 
are in office on the date of such bonds. The delivery of any bonds 
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so executed and authenticated shall be valid, notwithstanding any 
changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution or au- 
thentication. 

(e) There shall be irrevocably pledged for the payment of such 
bonds and interest as they mature, the full faith, credit and re- 
sources of the district, and the Auditor and Treasurer of Spartan- 
burg County are hereby authorized and directed to levy and collect 
annually a tax upon all taxable property within the district suf- 
ficient to pay such bonds and interest as they respectively mature, 
and to create such sinking fund as may be necessary for the re- 
demption of the bonds and interest at respective maturities. The 
bonds may be additionally secured by a pledge of the net revenues 
which the district may derive from the operation of any revenue- 
producing facility. In such event, such net revenues as shall be 
available, shall be delivered to the Treasurer of Spartanburg County, 
and he shall set them apart in a special fund and apply them solely 
to the payment of the principal and interest of the bonds, so addi- 
tionally secured by a pledge of the net revenues, so long as any 
principal or interest of the bonds remain outstanding. The annual 
ad valorem tax herein directed to be levied may be reduced in 
each year by the amount of net revenues, as aforesaid, actually in 
the hands of the Treasurer of Spartanburg County at the time - 
the tax for such year is required to be levied, and the tax may be 
entirely suspended for any year in case such monies on hand, ap- 
plicable as aforesaid, are sufficient to pay both principal and in- 
terest then due or falling due in such year and remaining unpaid. 

(f) The pledge of net revenues authorized by subparagraph (e) 
of this paragraph 20 need not, in the discretion of the commission, 
be exclusive, and the commission may reserve the right to issue 
further bonds payable in whole or in part from such net revenues 
on a parity with the bonds authorized by this paragraph under such 
conditions as the commission may prescribe. 

(g) The proceeds derived from the salé of such bonds shall be 
deposited with the Treasurer of Spartanburg County in a separate 
and special fund, and shall be expended upon the warrants or orders 
of the commission for the purposes specified herein, and no others, 
except that any premium received shall be deposited with the Treas- 
urer of Spartatnburg County and applied by him to the first in- 
stallment of principal becoming due on the bonds, and any accrued 
interest received shall be applied by the Treasurer of Spartanburg 
County to the first installment of interest becoming due on the bonds. 
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Neither the purchasers of the bonds, nor any subsequent holders 
thereof, shall be responsible for the proper application of the pro- 
ceeds of sales. 

21. Make provision for the holding of a special election in such 
district on a date to be fixed by the commission, at which time there 
shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the district the ques- 
tion of issuing bonds of the district for the purposes authorized by 
paragraph 20 of this section. The election shall be conducted by the 
Commissioners of Election for Spartanburg County, who shall give 
notice of the election by publication once each week, for three suc- 
cessive weeks prior thereto, in one or more newspapers with general 
circulation in the district, stating the question to be submitted at 
the election, and specifying the amount in dollars of the bonds pro- 
posed to be issued. The election shall be conducted at the several 
voting precincts in the district, as the same are now established by 
law. The question submitted shall show on its face the primary 
purpose or purposes for which the proceeds of the bond issue are 
to be expended, and with the blank set forth therein appropriately 
completed. The question shall be submitted in substantially the fol- 
lowing form: 

“Shall the Reidville Water District issue bonds in a sum not ex- 

ceeding two hundred seventy-five thousand dollars, the proceeds 

of which shall be used to construct and establish 

in said district? 

YES 
NO” 

The ballot shall contain suitable instruction, advising the voter that 
if he favors the issuance of bonds, he shall erase or strike through 
the word “NO”, and that if he is opposed to the issuance of bonds, 
he shall erase or strike through the word “YES”. The managers of 
election at each precinct shall count the ballots and forthwith return 
the result of the election, together with the original ballots and tally 
sheets, to the Commissioners of Election of Spartanburg County who 
shall declare the result of the election. If the commissioners deter- 
mine that a majority of those voting in the election voted in favor 
of the issuance of bonds, the bonds, or any part thereof, may be is- 
sued as provided in paragraph 20 of this section, but if the com- 
missioners determine that a majority of the ballots cast in the elec- 
tion be against the issuance of bonds, then no bonds shall be issued. 
Except as herein provided, the election shall be conducted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the South Carolina Election Law. 
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22. Do all other acts and things necessary or convenient to carry 
out any function or power committed or granted to the district. 


SECTION 4. Revenue.—All revenues derived by the commission 
from the operation of any revenue-producing facility which may not 
be required to discharge covenants made by it, in issuing bonds, notes 
or other obligations authorized by this act, shall be disposed of by the 
commission, from time to time, for purposes germane to the functions 
of the district. 


SECTION 5. Rates.—The rates charged for services furnished by 
any revenue-producing facility of the district as constructed, im- 
proved, enlarged or extended shall not be subject to supervision or 
regulation of any State bureau, commission, board or other like in- 
strumentality or agency thereof. 


SECTION 6. Exempt from taxes.—The property and income of 
the district shall be exempt from all taxes levied by the State, county 
or any municipality, division, subdivision or agency thereof, direct 
or indirect. 


SECTION 7. Obligations not to be impaired.—So long as the dis- 
trict shall be indebted to any person, firm or corporation on any 
bonds, notes or other obligations, issued pursuant to the authority of 
this act, the provisions of this act, and the powers granted to the 
district and the commission shall not be in any way diminished or 
restricted, and this provision of this act shall be deemed a part of 
the contract between the district and the holders of such obligations. 


SECTION 8. Penalties—It shall be unlawful for any person to 
wilfully injure or destroy, or in any manner hurt, damage, tamper 
with, or impair any facility of the district, or any part of the same, or 
any apparatus or equipment incident thereto or used or useful in the 
operation of such facility, or to obtain water from its water distribu- 
tion system except in accordance with the regulations promulgated 
by the commission. Any person so offending shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and.upon conviction shall be fined not less than 
ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned 
for not more than sixty days at the discretion of the court, and shall 
be further liable to pay all damages suffered by the district. 


SECTION 9. Saving clause.—If any part of this act shall be held 
unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect the remain- 
der of this act. 
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SECTION 10. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 11. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

The annual salary of the county auditor to be paid 
from State and county funds shall not exceed $6,475.00 and the ap- 
propriation for county auditor shall be adjusted accordingly.

An Act To Authorize The Trustees Of Sumter County School 
District No. 17, And The County Treasurer Of Sumter County 
To Borrow Not Exceeding One Hundred And Fifty Thousand 
Dollars To Be Used For School Purposes, And To Provide For 
The Payment Of Such Loan. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Sumter County School District No. 17 may issue 
notes—execution—interest.—The Board of Trustees of School Dis- 
trict No. 17 of Sumter County, and the County Treasurer of Sumter 
County, are hereby authorized to borrow not exceeding one hundred 
fifty thousand dollars from the State Sinking Fund, or any other lend- 
ing agency at the lowest interest rate available, for the purpose of con- 
structing additional facilities for school purposes or for equipping 
such facilities. The amount borrowed shall be evidenced by a note 
or notes to be executed by each member of the Board of Trustees 
of School District No. 17 of-Sumter County and by the Treasurer 
of Sumter County. The note or notes shall bear interest at not ex- 
ceeding four per cent per annum from the date thereof, interest to be 
paid annually, and shall be payable in five equal.annual installments 
with the right to anticipate payment thereof at any annual interest 
paying period. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—For the payment of the note or notes the 
Board of Trustees of School District No. 17 and the County Treas- 
urer of Sumter County shall pledge the annual grant from the State 
Educational Finance Commission for the repayment of the loan and 
the interest thereon. 


SECTION 3. Further.—As additional security for the loan, in the 
event the annual grant to the school district by the State Educational 
Finance Commission shall be insufficient to pay the principal and in- 
terest on the loan, the Auditor for Sumter County shall levy, and the 
Treasurer of Sumter County shall collect, an annual tax upon all 
of the taxable property of School District No. 17 of Sumter County 
sufficient to retire the loan and the interest due thereon, and the 
entire proceeds of such levy shall be applied to the payment of 
the note or notes, inclusive of interest, in full, at which time the levy 
provided herein shall be terminated.

SECTION 2. Before any new county employee is employed by any 
department, the County Board of Commissioners shall first approve 
the salary or compensation to be received by such new employee. 


SECTION 3, The amount herein provided for the salary of the 
Sheriff, Treasurer and Clerk of Court shall be in lieu of all fees, and 
the amounts herein provided shall be the salaries of said officers for 
all their services for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1957, except 
that the Sheriff shall be entitled to retain fees and filing costs for 
services in civil matters. a oS 


SECTION 4. The above accounts shall be kept separate and ex- 
pended for the purposes for which appropriated; and the County 
Board of Commissioners shall not expend or contract to expend 
under-any general item any sum greater than the amount:for such 
general item herein appropriated, except with the approval of a 
majority of the County Delegation, and no account against the county 
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shall be approved or paid except a properly authorized expenditure 
by the county board. 


SECTION 5. In the purchase of equipment, or articles needed in 
the operation of any branch of the county government, or in the 
employment of any person, firm or corporation, for any service to be 
rendered to the County of Sumter, price and quality being equal, 
preference shall be. given to citizens, firms or corporations of Sumter 
County, if available, but if not available within the county, then 
preference on same basis shall be given to persons, firms or cor- 
porations of the State of South Carolina, and where not available 
within the county or State, they may be procured to best advantage 
from other sources. All county supply purchases (except for schools) 
shall be made through the office of the County Board of Commis~ 
sioners and on purchases amounting to fifty dollars or more, where 
possible, bids from two or more vendors shall be called for. 


SECTION 6. The Treasurer of Sumter County is hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed to pay any sum or sums of money from 
such fund or funds and for such purposes as she may be directed 
in writing by a majority of the Sumter County Legislative Dele- 
gation. 


SECTION 7. The clerk of court shall have the custody and control 
of the second floor of the courthouse and no use shall be had of that 
part of the building without the consent and approval of the clerk. 


SECTION 8. The expense of jury pay and court, while herein 
fixed at eleven thousand dollars (Item A-120) and the payments 
due South Carolina Retirement System (A-213) may vary in ac- 
cordance with the fixed charges payable under such items, and by 
reason thereof the appropriations thereunder may not be -sufficient.

SECTION 10. The Treasurer of Sumter County is directed to pay 
to the City of Sumter one-fourth of all amounts received from the tax 
on gasolirie which ‘is designated for general county purposes to be 
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used for the maintenance of streets in the City of Sumter. The ac- 
count hereby limited is designated A-101 above, and the county 
treasurer is authorized to pay only the amount fixed by this section, 
whether more or less than the amount shown under A-101 above. 


SECTION 11. The county auditor shall deliver the tax books to 
the county treasurer not later than September first of each year. 


SECTION 12. The personal property, except motor vehicles, trail- 
ers, and housetrailers of the personnel on active duty in the United 
States Armed Forces shall be exempt from taxes. 


SECTION 13. Additional levies for school purposes shall not be 
made in any district unless approved by the county board of educa- 
tion.and a majority of the legislative delegation. 


SECTION 14. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. : 


SECTION 15. This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The County Governing 
Board Of Union County To Issue Not Exceeding One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of Union County, 
To Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The Bonds May Be Is- 
sued And The Purposes For Which Their Proceeds May Be Ex- 
pended, To Make Provision For The Payment Of Such Bonds, To 
Provide For The Establishing Of The Union Recreation Park 
Commission Of Union County, And To Prescribe Its Duties, And 
To Repeal Act No. 1116 Of 1956, Providing For A School Bond 
Issue. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Union Recreation Park Commission created—mem- 
bers—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby created and established 
the Union Recreation Park Commission of Union County, hereafter 
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referred to as “the commission,” which shall be composed of five mem- 
bers as follows: the Mayor of the City of Union, ex officio; the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Union County Fair Association, ex officio; 
and three members who are citizens of Union County shall be appointed 
by the Governor upon the unanimous recommendation of the Union 
County Legislative Delegation. The terms of office of the members 
of the commission appointed by the Governor shall be for four 
years and until their successors are appointed and qualify. Any 
vacancies shall be filled in the same manner as provided -for original 
appointment for the unexpired portion of the term. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties.—The commission is hereby em- 
powered to acquire a suitable tract of land for a recreational park and 
to construct thereon athletic fields and stadia for recreational purposes. 
Such facilities shall be available and shall be utilized under such 
reasonable regulations as the commission shall from .time to time pro- 
mulgate. Reasonable charges for admission to the recreational park 
may be prescribed by the commission. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue—proceeds.—In order to obtain funds to 
acquire the facilities above referred to, the county governing board 
is hereby authorized and empowered to issue not exceeding one hun- 
dred thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of Union County. 
The proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds shall be disposed of 
as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first installment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
installment of principal of such bonds. 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be turned over to the commis- 
sion and shall be used to defray the cost of acquiring the facility 
hereinbefore described. 


SECTION 4. Issues—maturity—interest.—The bonds may be is- 
sued either as a single issue or from time to time in several separate 
issues. All bonds shall mature serially in successive annual install- 
ments of such amounts as may be determined by the County Gov- 
erning Board of Union County, except that the maturity date of the 
last installment shall fall due not later than fifteen years from the date 
the bonds bear, and the first maturity date may be postponed three 
years from the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pursuant to this 
act may, at the discretion of the county governing board, contain a 
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provision permitting its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such 
redemption premiums as the county governing board shall prescribe. 
‘The bonds shall bear such rate or rates of interest as the county gov- 
erning board may determine, payable on such occasions as the board 
shall determine, but the average rate of interest for each issue of bonds 
sold pursuant to the authorizations of this act shall not exceed four per 
cent. The bonds may be issued with the privilege to the holder of hav- 
ing them registered as to principal on the books of the Treasurer of 
Union County, and the principal thus made payable to the registered 
holder (unless the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), 
upon such conditions as the county governing board may prescribe. 
They shall bear such date or dates and be payable at such place or 
places as the said board may likewise prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution—The bonds and the interest coupons 
thereunto attached shall be executed in such manner as the county 
governing board shall prescribe. 


SECTION 6. Sale——The bonds shall be sold by the county govern- 
ing board at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their 
respective deliveries at public sale and, at least ten days prior to 
any such sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the 
sale of any bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds and all interest to 
become due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by 
Act No. 730, Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 8. “Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Union County shall 
be irrevocably pledged ,and there shall be levied annually by the 
Auditor of Union County, and collected by the Treasurer of Union 
County, in the same manner as county taxes are levied and collected, 
a tax on all taxable property in Union County, sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest of such bonds as they respectively mature, 
and to create such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor; 
provided, that, until changed by subsequent enactment, the tax levy 
herein ordered may be reduced to the extent that there is on deposit 
with the County Treasurer of Union County, on the occasion in each 
year when the ad valorem tax levy is to be made, moneys received 
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by Union County as the county’s prorated share of the Alcoholic 
Liquor Tax, the Beer and Wine Tax and the Income Tax. 


SECTION 9. Action may be taken at board meetings——Any 
action required of the county governing board may be taken at 
any meeting of the county governing board, regular or special, 
and at such meeting a majority of the members of the board shall 
constitute a quorum for the purpose of adopting a resolution mak- 
ing provision for the issuance of bonds pursuant to this act, award- 
ing the sale of such bonds, or taking any other action permitted 
or required of the county governing board by the provisions of this 
act. 


SECTION 10. Proceeds.—The county governing board is authorized 
and directed to turn over to the commission all moneys'derived from the 
sale of the bonds, as provided for in this act, and such commission 
shall expend that portion of such moneys in connection with the 
athletic program for Union County, the acquiring of land for the 
recreational park and the construction, operation and maintenance 
of athletic fields and stadia for recreational purposes. The commission 
is authorized to let all contracts necessary in carrying out the duties 
for which appointed. The commission shall turn over to the Treas- 
urer of Union County all profits accruing from the athletic and recre- 
ational program and the operation of the athletic fields and stadia, 
and such profits shall be used for the benefit of Union County. 


SECTION 11. Gifts and grants.—The commission is hereby au- 
thorized to accept such gifts and grants as may be tendered and which 
are considered by the commission to be beneficial and which will 
further the athletic program of the county as provided by this act. 


SECTION 12. Use of facilities—The commission is authorized to 
allow the use of park and recreational facilities for any educational, 
professional or amateur athletic recreational programs which the com- 
mission may deem proper, and the commission is authorized to spon- 
sor any such contests and programs. 


SECTION 13. City of Union to participate in program.—The 
Mayor of the City of Union and the city council are hereby em- 
powered and authorized to participate in the athletic recreational 
program of Union County by grants or any lawful ways and means 
as provided by the commission. 


SECTION 14. Repeal—Act 1116 of 1956 repealed.—Act No. 1116 
of the Acts of 1956 and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are repealed.

An Act To Provide For A Special Election In Union County 
To Nominate A Coroner To Fill The Unexpired Portion Of The 
Term Of The Late George 8S. Noland. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Special election of Union County Coroner.—The 
Commissioners of Election of Union-County shall hold a special elec- 
tion on the fourth Tuesday in June, 1957, June 25, 1957, to nominate 
a candidate for coroner for Union County to fill the unexpired portion 
of the term of the late George S. Noland. Any qualified elector of 
Union County shall be eligible to offer for the nomination. 


SECTION 2. Entries—fees.—The entries for those wishing to offer 
for the nomination of coroner shall close at 12 o’clock noon Tuesday, 
June 11, 1957. The entrance fee shall be one hundred fifty dollars 
which shall be paid to the Treasurer of Union County, and shall be 
credited to the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 3. Conduct of election.—The election shall be held un- 
der the rules and regulations fixed by law for the holding of special 
elections, except as may be otherwise provided herein. The special 
election shall be held under the direction and control of the Election 
Commissioners of Union County who shall appoint two box managers 
for each box, prepare and deliver the ballots to the managers, and give 
notice of the election in a newspaper having general circulation in 
Union County at least ten days prior to the closing date for candidates. 
The box managers shall receive the same compensation as box man- 
agers receive in a general election. The expenses of the election shall 
be paid from the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 4, Further.—The managers of election shall report the 
results of the election, together with the ballots cast at the respective 
voting places, to the Board of Election Commissioners as soon as 
practicable after the closing of the polls. The County Board of Com- 
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missioners of Election shall canvass the ballots, declare the results and 
report the results of the election to the Legislative Delegation of the 
county. The results of the special election shall be advisory. 


SECTION 5. Provision for second election.—If no candidate re- 
ceives a majority of all votes cast in the election, a second election 
shall be held two weeks later, July 9, 1957. At such second election 
the two candidates receiving the highest number of votes at the first 
election shall run. 


SECTION 6. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 7. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize The State Highway Department To Con- 
struct A Road In Union County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Highway Department to construct road in Union 

County.—The State Highway Department is hereby authorized to 

survey, construct and maintain the following road in Union County: 
Proposed road from a point near the intersection of Road S-44- 
41 and Route 49 northerly across Buffalo Creek to a paved 
county road, approximately 0.75 mile. 


SECTION 2. Payment of cost.—The cost of construction for the 
road authorized by this act shall be charged to the State Highway 
secondary funds allotted to Union County.

SECTION 8. The supervisor and governing board of Union Coun- 
ty shall be the sole purchasing agent for all supplies, equipment, ma- 
chines, etc., used by any officer, agent or department of Union County, 
and all purchases in excess of one hundred dollars shall be made on 
a competitive bid basis after advertisement in the Union Daily Times 
for a period of ten days prior to such purchases; provided, that such 
advertisement shall be published twice during such ten day period. 
No vouchers or warrants for purchases made in violation of this 
section (except emergency purchases provided for in Section 14 
hereof) shall be approved for payment by the supervisor and govern- 
ing board or paid by the county treasurer. Provided, this section shall 
not apply to those items specifically exempted in Section 1 of this 
act. 


SECTION 9. The Sheriff of Union County shall be the custodian 
of the courthouse and courthouse grounds and shall have supervision 
over the courthouse janitor. 


SECTION 10. All fees and costs collected by any official of Union 
County shall be turned over to the Treasurer of Union County at 
least once each month. Provided, however, the magistrates shall be 
allowed to retain their respective costs and fees in all civil matters as 
a part of their compensation; and the sheriff, as constable for the 
magistrate at Union County Courthouse, shall likewise be allowed to 
retain his costs and fees as a part of his compensation. 


SECTION 11. The Supervisor of Union County shall appoint for 
a term beginning July 1, 1957, and ending June 30, 1958, a superin- 
tendent of the County Home and a Captain of the Union County 
Chain Gang. The Governing Body of Union County shall elect for a 
term beginning July 1, 1957, and ending June 30, 1958, a County 
Attorney, a County Physician, a County Mechanic, and eight (8) 
Chain Gang guards. The Commissioner from each of the respective 
Townships shall recommend the election of one (1) of said Chain 
Gang guards, and in the event any Commissioner or Commissioners 
shall fail or refuse to recommend the election of a Chain Gang guard 
or Chain Gang Guards, as hereinbefore provided, within a period of 
four (4) weeks of a vacancy in such position or positions, then the 
Governing Body of Union County shall elect a Chain Gang guard or 
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Chain Gang guards to fill such vacant position or positions. For the 
term beginning July 1, 1957 and ending June 30, 1958, the Union 
County Legislative Delegation shall name a superintendent of surface 
roads. The superintendent of surface-treated roads shall name two (2) 
convict camp guards from the County at large. One of the convict 
camp guards so appointed shall serve as day-yard-man at the Chain 
Gang Camp and the other convict camp guard shall assist with the 
surface-treating program under the superintendent of surface-treated 
roads. 


SECTION 12. The superintendent of surface-treated roads shall 
requisition the supervisor, county bookkeeper, the governing body of 
Union County, and the captain of the chain gang for the equipment 
and materials and personnel necessary and required by the superin- 
tendent of surface-treated roads to construct, maintain, and repair 
the surface-treated roads of Union County, including’ bridges thereon, 
and driveways, church yards and cemeteries, and all other surface- 
treated work and projects of Union County, and in the event of any 
dispute or conflict involving surface-treated roads, bridges thereon, 
and driveways and church yards and cemeteries, and all other sur- 
face-treated work and projects of Union County, or the equipment, 
materials or personnel used in the construction or maintenance or 
repair of same, arising between any of the officials or agencies of 
Union County, such dispute or conflict shall be unanimously resolved 
in writing by all members of the Union County Legislative Delega- 
tion, and such unanimous determination and decision by all members 
of the Union County Legislative Delegation, rendered in writing, 
shall be final and binding upon all officials and agencies of Union 
County concerned by the dispute or conflict involving surface-treated 
roads, bridges thereon, driveways, church yards and cemeteries, and 
all other surface-treated work and projects of Union County, or the 
equipment, materials or personnel used in the construction or main- 
tenance or repair of the same, or to be used for such purpose or 
purposes. Otherwise, the captain of the chain gang shall make all job 
and work assignments at the Union County chain gang, including 
both employees and prisoners, and, except as otherwise herein pro- 
vided, shall be in direct and immediate control at all times. All in- 
structions from the Union County Supervisor and the Governing 
Body of Union County concerning surface-treated roads, bridges 
‘thereon, driveways, church yards and cemeteries, and all other sur- 
face-treated work and projects of Union County, or the equipment, 
materials or personnel used or to be used in the construction or main- 
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tenance or repair of same shall be transmitted directly to the super- 
intendent of surface-treated roads and all other instructions from the 
Union County Supervisor or the Governing Body of Union County 
concerning matters other than matters and affairs related to surface- 
treated roads as aforesaid shall be transmitted directly to the captain 
of the Union County Chain Gang. 


SECTION 13 The Supervisor of Union County shall have gen- 
eral supervision of, and be responsible for, all roads and bridges, the 
county chain gang and the County Home. Provided, however, the 
superintendent of surface-treated roads shall be in immediate charge 
and control of all equipment, materials and personnel, used or to be 
used in the construction or maintenance or repair of surface-treated 
roads, bridges thereon, driveways, church yards and cemeteries, and 
all other surface-treated work and projects of Union County, and the 
captain of the chain gang shall be in immediate charge and control of 
all other persons employed at the Union County Chain Gang, and 
such persons, with the exception of the superintendent of surface- 
treated roads, shall be subordinated to the chain gang captain, re- 
gardless of their titles or duties, and for sufficient cause the captain 
of the chain gang is hereby empowered to dismiss permanently or 
suspend any such employee or employees, except the superintendent 
of surface-treated roads, for a period of not more than thirty days for 
any one cause and on any one occasion. Such suspended or dismissed 
employee shall have the right to appeal to the County Governing 
Board and the County Supervisor, who shall jointly hold such hear- 
ings as may be deemed necessary to determine the facts and pass on 
the merits of such dismissal or suspension, and in their discretion 
may either sustain or reverse such dismissal or suspension ; however, 
to override the action taken by the captain of the chain gang, it shall 
be necessary for no less than five board members and the County 
Supervisor to so vote. The superintendent of surface-treated roads 
shall be subject to suspension or dismissal by unanimous action in 
writing to be signed by all members of the Union County Legisla- 
tive Delegation. 


SECTION 14. The County Governing Board, by a majority vote 
of those present at a regular or special meeting thereof, shall have 
authority and is hereby required to order and direct the supervisor 
to provide for and cause to be done all proper and necessary repairs 
and maintenance work’ on roads and bridges, and may designate the 
roads or bridges to be repaired or maintained. It shall be the duty of 
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the supervisor to carry out such orders and directions of the board as 
fully and completely as may be possible, and in the absence of any 
orders or directions from the governing board, whether this be caused 
by completion of all work ordered by the board, or by failure of the 
board to direct a schedule of such work, or for any other cause, then 
it shall be the duty of the supervisor to direct and cause to be per- 
formed the proper and necessary repairs and maintenance work on 
roads and bridges. In cases of emergency, arising from any cause, 
where a county road or bridge has become or is about to become haz- 
ardous, dangerous or impassable to traffic, the supervisor shall take 
immediate action on his own initiative, even if it be necessary tem- 
porarily to stop work that has been ordered or directed by the gov- 
erning board, to meet and overcome such emergency, and he shall 
cause such work to be done so as to afford traffic reasonable and 
safe passage over such road or bridge. In order to carry out the 
orders and directions of the governing board, or to meet emergencies 
which may arise, the supervisor shall convey instructions and orders 
for such repair and maintenance work to the captain of the chain 
gang and should the captain fail or refuse to carry out orders and 
directions submitted to him by the supervisor, then and in such event, 
the supervisor may suspend the captain of the chain gang until the 
next regular meeting of the County Governing Board, and, after a 
proper hearing, the board may reinstate the captain immediately, or 
may suspend him for a definite or indefinite period, or may remove 
him permanently and elect another in his place and stead. Provided, 
further, that any county officer or employee who shall be suspended, 
removed or discharged as herein provided shall not be paid for any 
period during such time of suspension, and in case of removal or 
discharge, ‘shall not receive pay from and after the date thereof. 

The powers and authority enumerated and set forth in this section 
shall not nullify. or diminish or be in derogation of the powers and 
authority heretofore enumerated and set forth in the preceding sec- 
tions of this supply act concerning the superintendent of surface- 
treated roads. 


SECTION 15. The county supervisor and the Union County Gov- 
erning Board may authorize the clerk or bookkeeper to make pur- 
chases not exceeding one hundred dollars in cases of emergency. The 
clerk or bookkeeper shall give bond in the sum of one thousand. dol- 
lars, conditioned for ‘the faithful performance of his duties, the pre- 
mium for such bond to be paid as the premiums for the bonds of 
other county officers are now paid. 
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SECTION 16. All purchases for all supplies, equipment, machines, 
etc., and goods or services for Union County shall be made upon a. 
written order specifically designating whatever is to be purchased or 
paid for, signed by the county official or employee requesting same, 
and approved by the signature of the county supervisor or county 
bookkeeper endorsed on such order. No vouchers or warrants for 
purchases or payments made in violation of this section shall be ap- 
proved for payment by the county supervisor or governing board or 
paid by the county treasurer. The county supervisor or the county 
bookkeeper shall have the power of inspection of all purchases and 
services rendered for Union County at all times. Any county official 
or employee who makes any purchase or contract for services other 
than as herein provided shall be subject to immediate removal from 
office. Provided, this section shall not apply to those items specifically: 
exempted in Section 1 of this act. 


SECTION 17. It shall be unlawful to sell or offer for sale any 
wine or beer in Union County between the hours of 12 o’clock Satur-. 
day night and sunrise Monday morning. Any person, firm or corpo- 
ration violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not exceeding 
thirty days. The right of any person to sell wine and beer in Union 
County at any time, under a license issued by the State, shall be for- 
feited, and the license revoked, upon conviction of violating the pro-- 
visions of this section. 


SECTION 18. Any circus, carnival or other such admission charg- 
ing show or amusement that usually exhibits under a tent or out- 
doors may exhibit in Union County without payment of any license: 
fee or charge. Provided, that such exhibition is made under the au-- 
spices or sponsorship of a local eleemosynary association or organiza- 
tion and pursuant to a contract requiring such association or organi-- 
zation to pay the license for such exhibition; and provided, further,. 
that such exhibition is first approved by and the time and place set: 
by the Executive Secretary and Treasurer of Union County Fair 
Association. 

SECTION 19. No license shall be issued for the practice of for-. 
tunetelling and/or palm reading in Union County. 

SECTION 20. The members of the press shall be allowed to at- 
tend any meetings where the expenditure of county money, including 
money allocated to the county from State funds, or from any other 
sources, is under consideration. 
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SECTION 21. The salaries and/or supplements to salaries speci- 
fied in this appropriation act shall be paid every two weeks. © 


SECTION 22. All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the Union County Delegation to change, alter, 
increase, deduct therefrom, or transfer funds from one item and/or 
account to another, at any time, without notice, when in its judgment 
and discretion such change, alteration, transfer, increase or deduction 
is necessary to conform with revenue expected during the life of this 
act for the best interest of the county. 


SECTION 23. This act is continuous and of continuous force, and 
continuing into the future until changed by a repealing act of the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 24, If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, 
phrase, clause, word or provision of this act shall be held unconsti- 
tutional or invalid for any reason, the same shall not affect, impair or 
invalidate any of the remaining sections, subsections, paragraphs, sen- 
tences, phrases, clauses, words or provisions of this act.

The Treasurer Of Williamsburg County To Borrow Not Exceed- 
ing One Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars To Be Used For School 
Purposes In School District No. 1 And To Provide For The Pay- 
ment Of The Indebtedness. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Williamsburg County Board of Education may 
borrow money.—The County Board of Education and the Treasurer 
of Williamsburg County are hereby authorized to borrow not ex- 
ceeding one hundred fifty thousand dollars from the State Sinking 
Fund or any other lending agency at the lowest interest rate pos- 
sible, for the purpose of erecting a building and equipping same at 
Hebron Area School in School District No. 1 in Williamsburg 
County. The amount borrowed shall be evidenced by a note or notes. 
to he executed by the members of the County Board of Education 
and the Treasurer of Williamsburg County. The note or notes shall 
bear interest not exceeding four per cent per annum from the date 
thereof, interest to be paid annually, and shall be payable in five 
equal annual installments with the right to anticipate payment on any 
annual interest paying date. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—For the payment of the note or notes, and

Whereas, pursuant to Act No. 1123 of the Acts and Joint Res- 
olutions of South Carolina, 1956, a referendum was conducted in 
York County to determine the wishes of the voters on the question 
of establishing a County Children’s Nature Museum. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Election to establish Children’s Nature Museum in 
York County ratified —The election held June 12, 1956, in York 
County, in which the people voted favorably to establish the Children’s 
Nature Museum of York County, is hereby ratified and affirmed. 


SECTION 2. Children’s Nature Museum Commission created— 
members—terms.—There is hereby created the Children’s Nature 
Museum Commission of York County to consist of five members, one 
from each of the four school districts and one from the county at 
large. The members shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the 
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recommendation of a majority of the York County Legislative Del- 
egation, for terms of five years and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualify; except that of the members first appointed, one 
shall be appointed for one year, one shall be appointed for two years, 
one shall be appointed for three years, one shall be appointed for 
four years, and one shall be appointed for five years. The members 
shall not be eligible for reappointment. 


SECTION 3. Vacancies.—In the event any vacancy occurs on the 

board, it shall be filled in the same manner as the original appoint- ’ 
ment, except if the vacancy occurs within a school district, the board 

of trustees of the particular school district shall recommend to the 

Legislative Delegation a successor and should a vacancy occur on ac- 

count of death, resignation or otherwise of the member at large, the 

county board of education shall recommend some suitable person for 

appointment to the Legislative Delegation. The members of the com- 

mission shall receive for each day’s attendance at meetings a travel 

allowance of seven cents per mile. 


SECTION 4. Meetings—chairman.—The commission shall hold its 
first meeting as soon as practicable after its appoitnment, and shall 
elect a chairman from its membership. The commission shall meet at 
such times and places as may be determined by the chairman but any 
two members may call a special meeting. Three members shall be 
necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


SECTION 5. Powers and duties.—The powers and duties of the 
commission shall be to establish and manage the museum, to receive 
and disburse all funds available to the museum and to employ a di- 
rector at an annual salary not exceeding four thousand dollars, and to 
employ such other personnel as may be required for the proper ope- 
ration of the museum. The commission may accept donations of any 
kind for the purpose of assisting with the work of the museum and 
may purchase property, hold title to real estate, and enter into con- 
tracts and leases in the name of the Children’s Nature Museum of 
York County. The commission may promulgate such rules and regula- 
tions and do any other thing that it deems necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this act. ; 


Audits.——The books and records of the commission 
shall annually be audited by the auditing firm employed to audit the 
other county offices and agencies, and a copy of the audit report shall 
be filed with the county delegation.

Whrereas, Carolina Pipeline Company has also been granted an 
allocation of natural gas by the Federal Power Commission, a por- 
tion of which gas it intends to sell and deliver to York County

There is hereby created a body corporate and pol- 
itic of perpetual succession to be known as the York County Nat- 
ural Gas Authority (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the au- 
thority). It shall be the function of the authority to purchase, lease,

structed by Carolina Pipeline Company or other sources from which 
natural gas may now or hereafter become available, which trans- 
mission lines and distribution systems will serve persons, firms, 
corporations, municipal corporations, and any subdivision or di- 
vision of the State located in and nearby to each of the incorporated 
municipalities of Clover, York, Rock Hill, Fort Mill or any other 
municipality or thickly populated area in York County. The trans- 
mission lines, distribution systems, their component parts, all ap- 
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paratus, equipment and property incident thereto or used or useful 
in the operation thereof, and all additions, improvements, extensions 
and enlargements to any of the same, shall henceforth be referred 
to collectively in this act as the system. The authority shall have the 
further functions and duties prescribed by this act, and shall have 
all of the powers herein granted.”

“m. In its discretion, to employ any person or corporation to op- 
erate its system for any fixed period of time, upon such terms and 
conditions as the authority may deem proper; or to enter into a con- 
tract of long duration, with any person or corporation skilled in the 
management of natural gas properties, for the provision of complete 
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management and operational service for its system. Such contract 
may provide for compensation of the management agency through a 
fixed fee, a fixed per customer or per meter fee, a percentage fee 
against gross or net receipts, of any one or more of them.

To further meet the appropriations contained herein the auditor is 
authorized and directed to levy a tax of five and one-half mills upon 
the property of York County and the treasurer is directed to collect 
the same, and to credit the proceeds to the several purposes for 
which appropriations are herein made. 


SECTION 2. A record of ail sales and dispositions of all products 
and property of the County Home shall be kept by the Superin- 
tendent of the Home and filed annually with the supervisor’s office. 
The purchase of gasoline, oil and food for the use of the Prison Farm 
or at the County Home shall be made in wholesale quantities. 


SECTION 3. In the Township of York, a special levy of one-half

SECTION 7-A. The county supervisor and the county board of 
directors, or a majority thereof, are hereby empowered to borrow in 
anticipation of the revenue hereinabove provided any sum not ex- 
ceeding the amount appropriated and to not only pledge the revenue 
hereinabove provided but to pledge the full faith and credit of York 
County for the repayment of the same.

SECTION 2. Duties—organization—compensation. — The board 
shall consult with the authorities of Mecklenburg and Gaston Counties

in North Carolina and with such citizens and authorities of York 
County as will enable it to conduct an efficient study of the need for 
establishing such a river patrol. The board shall meet as soon as 
practicable after appointment and shall organize itself by electing one 
of its members as chairman and another as secretary. The board shall 
be allowed a per diem of ten dollars and mileage at the rate of seven 
cents per mile while in the performance of the duties for which ap- 
pointed, which sum shall not exceed three hundred dollars if so 
much be necessary and shall be paid from the general fund of the 
county on warrants signed by the chairman of the board. 


SECTION 3. Report—recommendations.—The board shall con- 
duct a thorough study of the matter referred to it herein and shall 
render a full and complete report to the County Legislative Delega- 
tion within thirty days after appointment, and such report shall con- 
tain such facts as were obtainable along with suitable recommendations 
in the premises.

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CIRCUIT COURT RULES 


Adopted December 14, 1956, pursuant to Section 10-16, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 

No. 81. When a case is reached on the Common Pleas trial roster and 
is called for trial, it shall not be continued by consent, and if counsel are 
not ready to go forward with the case it shall be placed by the clerk 
at the foot of the calendar, unless it is continued by the court for good 
cause arising after the trial roster was made up. 

No. 82. Whenever a case has been docketed by the clerk for six terms 
of court without being tried, the clerk shall not docket the case again 
without order of the Court obtained after notice to all parties concerned. 
If it appears to the Court that there has been no opportunity to try the 
case, the motion shall be granted as a matter of right and the case shall 
retain its place on the calendar, but if it appears that the case could have 
been reached, it may only as a matter of discretion be restored, and then 
only at the foot of the docket. 

No. 83. As soon as any clerk of court learns that the bar association 
will request that a week of Common Pleas court be not held, or learns that 
the solicitor will request that a week of General Sessions court be not 
held, he (or she) shall immediately notify the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 


No. 84. Every clerk of court shall, on the first of January, first of May, 
and first of September, submit to the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
such information as he requests relative to the status of the Common Pleas.

Farm Milk Tanks 
Promulgated under authority of Section 66-163, Code of Laws 
of S. C., 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State September 12, 1956) 
A. APPLICATION. 

A-1. This code applies to farm milk tanks, as defined, only when these 
are used, or are to be used, under an express contract between the pro- 
ducer and the purchaser and only on the premises of a single producer, 
for the commercial measurement of milk or other fluid dairy products. 
This code does not apply to tanks mounted on highway vehicles. If mea- 
surement is accomplished by means of a fluid meter, this code does not 
apply; in such case the meter shall be subject to the applicable provisions 
of the code for liquid-measuring devices. 
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D. DEFINITIONS. 


D-1. Farm Milk Tank.—A unit for measuring milk or other fluid dairy 
product, comprising a combination of (1) a stationary or portable tank, 
whether or not equipped with means for cooling its contents, (2) means 
for reading the level of liquid in the tank, such as a removable gage rod or 
a surface gage, and (3) a chart for converting level-of-liquid readings to 
gallons; or such a unit in which readings are made on gage rod or surface 
gage directly in terms of gallons. Each compartment of a subdivided tank 
shall, for purposes of this code, be construed to be a “farm milk tank”. 

D-2. Center-Reading Tank.—One so designed that the gage rod or sur- 
face gage, when properly positioned for use, will be approximately in the 
verticle axis of the tank, centrally positioned with respect to the tank walls. 

D-3. Gage Rod.—A graduated, “dip-stick” type of measuring rod de- 
signed to be partially immersed in the liquid and to be read at the point 
where the liquid surface crosses the rod. 

D-4. Surface Gage—A combination of (1) a stationary indicator and 
(2) a movable, graduated element designed to be brought in contact with 
the surface of the liquid from above. 


S. SPECIFICATIONS. 


S-1. Design. (See also S-3.) 

S-1. 1. Level—A farm milk tank shall be designed to be in normal op- 
erating position when it is in level. The tank shall be so constructed that 
it will maintain its condition of level under all normal conditions of lading. 

S-1. 2. Gage-Rod Bracket or Supports.—If a tank is designed for use 
with a gage rod, a substantial and rigid gage-rod bracket or other suitable 
supporting elements for positioning the gage rod shall be provided. A gage 
rod and its bracket or other supporting elements shall be so constructed 
that whenever the rod is placed in engagement with the bracket or sup- 
ports and released, the rod will automatically seat itself at a fixed height 
and in a vertical position. When a gage rod is properly seated on its bracket 
or supports, there shall be a clearance of at least 3 inches between the 
graduated face of the rod and any tank wall or other surface that it faces. 

S-1. 3. Surface Gage Bracket or Supports.—If a tank is designed for use 
with a surface gage, a substantial and rigid surface-gage bracket or other 
suitable supporting elements for positioning the surface gage shall be pro- 
vided. A surface gage and its bracket or other supporting elements shall 
be so constructed that whenever the gage assembly is placed in engage- 
ment with the bracket or supports, the indicator, if not permanently 
mounted on the tank, will automatically seat itself in correct operating 
position, and the graduated element will be vertically positioned and will 
be securely held at any height to which it may be manually set. 

S-1. 4. Portable Tank.—A portable tank shall be of the center-reading 
type. 

S-2. Indicating Means. 

S-2. 1. Gage Rod.—When properly seated in position, a rod shall not 
touch the bottom of the tank unless this is required by the design of the 
supporting elements. The rod shall be graduated throughout an interval 
corresponding to the gallonage range within which readings of liquid level 
are to be made. The graduated face of the rod shall have a dull finish. 
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S-2. 2. Surface Gage-——When properly engaged with its bracket and set 
to its lowest position, a surface gage shall not touch the bottom of the 
tank. The gage shall be graduated throughout an interval corresponding to 
the gallonage range within which readings of liquid level are to be made. 

S-2. 3. Spacing and Width of Graduations.—On a gage rod or surface 
gage, the spacing of the graduations, center to center, shall be not more 
than 0.0625 (1/16) inch and not less than 0.03125 (1/32) inch; the gradua- 
tions shall be not less than 0.005 inch in width, and the clear interval be- 
tween adjacent edges of successive graduations shall be not less than 
0.015625 (1/64) inch. The requirement of general specification G-S. 5. 1. 3. 
relative to minimum width of graduations, and the requirements of .general 
specification G-S. 5. 2., shall not apply to gage rods and surface gages. 

S-2. 4. Values of Graduations—On a gage rod or surface gage, the 
graduations may be designated in inches and fractions thereof, or may be 
identified in a numerical series without reference to inches or fractions 
thereof. In either of these cases there shall be provided for each such rod 
or gage and each tank with which it is associated, a gallonage chart show- 
ing values in terms of gallons of liquid in the tank, corresponding to each 
graduation on the rod or gage. If a rod or gage is associated with but one 
tank, in lieu of finear or numerical-series graduations and gallonage chart, 
values in terms of gallons of liquid in the tank may be shown directly on 
the rod or gage. 

S-3. Sensitiveness.—The value of a graduated interval on a gage rod or 
surface gage (exclusive of the interval from the bottom of the tank to the 
lowest graduation) shall not exceed 1 gallon for a tank of a nominal 
capacity of 500 gallons or less, and shall not exceed 2 gallons for a tank 
of a nominal capacity of more than 500 gallons. 

S-4. Gallonage Chart——A gallonage chart shall show gallonage values 
only, and shall show such values at least to the nearest % gallon for a 
tank: of a nominal capacity of 500 gallons or less, and at least to the nearest 
1 gallon for a tank of a nominal capacity of more than 500 gallons. All 
letters and figures on the chart shall be distinct and easily readable, the 
chart shall be substantially constructed, and the face of the chart shall be 
so protected that its lettering and figures will not tend easily to become 
obliterated or illegible. ; 

S-5. Level-Indicating Means—A tank shall be equipped with sensitive 
means by which the level of the tank can be determined. On a stationary 
tank such means shall be a two-way or circular fevel, a plumb bob, two- 
way leveling lugs, or the like; or the top edge or edges of the tank shall 
be so constructed throughout as to provide an accurate reference for level 
determinations. On a portable tank such means shall be either a two-way 
or a circular level. If a tank has a nominal capacity greater than 500 gallons, 
two level-indicating means shall be provided, in opposite positions on the tank. 
On a portable tank, the level indicating means, or one such means if two 
are provided, shall be readable by an observer from the position normally 
occupied when manipulating the gage rod or surface gage. A level, level- 
ing lugs, or the support and reference index for a plumb bob shall be 
permanently attached to the tank. 

S-6. Installation.—A stationary tank shall be rigidly installed in level 
without the use of removable blocks or shims under the fegs; if such tank

is not mounted permanently in position, the correct position on the floor 
for each leg shall be clearly and permanently defined. 

S-7. Identification —A tank and any gage rod or surface gage and gallon- 
age chart associated therewith shall be mutually identified, as by a common 
serial number, in a prominent and permanent manner. 


N. NOTES. 

N-1. Gaging and Testing. —Tanks shall be originally gaged and officially 
tested “to deliver”. (If a tank is gaged or tested by measuring test liquid 
into the tank, the inside tank walls shall be first thoroughly wetted and the 
tank shall be drained for 30 seconds after the main drainage flow has 
ceased.) A tank shall be in level, as shown by the level-indicating means 
required by S-5, during gaging and testing. 

N-2. Testing Medium.—Water shall be used as the testing medium in 
gaging and testing tanks. 

N-3. Approval Seals—When a tank is officially tested and approved, 
the gage rod, or surface gage, and the gallonage chart if a chart is utilized, 
as well as the tank itself, shall be suitably marked to indicate such approval. 

N-4. Preparation of Gallonage Chart-~—When a tank is gaged for the 
purposes of preparing a gallonage chart, tolerances are not applicable, and 
the chart shall be prepared as accurately as possible. 


P. PERFORMANCE REQUIREMENTS EXCEPT TOLERANCES. 
P-1. Operating Conditions for Portable Tanks.—The indications of a 

portable tank shall be accurate when the tank is out of level in any direc- 

tion by an amount not exceeding 5 percent or approximately 3 degrees. 


T. TOLERANCES. 

T-1. Minimum Tolerance Values.—On a particular tank, the maintenance 
and acceptance tolerances applied shall not be smaller than the smallest 
volume corresponding to a graduated interval at any point on the gage 
rod or surface gage. 

T-2. Basic Tolerance Values.—Basic maintenance and acceptance toler- 
ances on under-registration and on over-registration shall be as shown in 
Table I. (The error, at any liquid level, of a tank—to which the tolerance 
is applied—is the difference between the gallonage shown for that level on 
the gallonage chart and the corresponding gallonage determined by test.)

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R. REGULATIONS. 

R-1. Level Condition—A stationary farm milk tank shall be maintained 
in level. On a portable tank, measurement readings shall be made only 
when the tank is approximately level—that is, when it is not out of level 
by more than 5 percent or approximately 3 degrees in any direction. 

R-2. Storage of Gage Rod.—Between periods of actual use for measur- 
ing, a gage rod shall be stored at room temperature and shall not be placed 
inside a farm milk tank. (1956) 


Concentrated Commercial Feedstuffs Law

REGULATION NO. 25 


Customer-formula Feed is hereby defined as a mixture which contains 
commercial feeds, each batch of which mixture is formulated according 
to the specific instructions of the final purchaser. 

If the ingredients used in a customer-formula feed by a manufacturer 
are tagged and stamped, the finished product need not be stamped. But if 
the manufacturer uses any ingredients in a customer-formula feed which 
were not tagged and stamped, the entire mixed product must be stamped. 

All customer-formula feeds must be labeled by invoice, copy of which 
shall be furnished the purchaser and copy mailed immediately to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, carrying the following information: 

1. Name and address of Mixer. . 

2. Name and address of purchaser. 

3. Date of sale. 

4. Brand name and number of pounds of each feed ingredient used in 

the mixture which is furnished by the Mixer. 

5. The amount of each ingredient furnished by the Mixer which carries 

inspection stamp and analysis tag. 

6. The amount of each ingredient furnished by the Mixer which does not 

carry inspection stamp and analysis tag. 

Customer-formula feeds need not be registered with this Department. 
Any customer-formula feed containing a drug or other biologically active 
chemical must show on invoice the amount present, directions for use 
and warnings against misuse of feed.

Small Loan Companies 


Promulgated under authority of Section 8-56, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, and Act No. 834 of 1956 
REGULATION NO. 4-M 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State May 18, 1956) 

Section 3. Bonds.—The form and sufficiency of the bond required under 
the terms of the Act shall, at all times, be subject to the approval of the 
Board of Bank Control. In the event that a bonding company is used as 
surety on such bond, the company must be licensed to do business in the 
State of South Carolina. In the event that individual surety or sureties are 
used, the bond shall have as part and parcel thereof a certificate from the 
Clerk of Court or Register of Mesne Conveyance of the County of resi- 
dence of the individual surety or sureties, certifying that the said surety 
or sureties own sufficient real estate, free of encumbrances, to meet the 
obligations which may arise under the terms of the said bond. 
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Section 9. Books and Records.—Every licensee shall keep the following 
books and accounting records at the place of business designated in the 
license: 


1. Loan Register: Every loan shall be recorded in this register, which 
shall be kept currently posted, in consecutive numerical order showing the 
following information: 

1. Number of loan. 

2. Date of loan. 

3. Name of borrower. 

4. Amount of loan. 

5. Brief description of security. 

2. Individual Account Card: A separate account record shall be main- 
tained for each loan made to any one borrower. Each account card shall 
provide space for the recording of the following information: 

. Loan register number of loan. 
. Date of loan. 
. Name and address of borrower. 
. Brief description of security, if any. 
Terms of repayment. 
Face amount of note. 
. Insurance premium, if any. 
. Initial charge. 
. Interest. 
. Recording fees or non-recording insurance premium. 
. Payments received showing: 
Date of payment. 
Amount paid on principal. 
Amount of charges. 
Remaining principal balance. 
12. Name and address of co-maker or endorser, if any. 
13. Date of final payment on loan or expiration date.

If the balance of a former account is paid off by making a new loan to 
the same borrower, the account card must show the number of the former 
account, its original amount, date made, date paid, and principal balance. 

When an error is made on an individual account form, a line shall be 
drawn through the improper entry, the correct entry made on the follow- 
ing line, and the correcting entry initialed by the individual making such 
correction. The entries on the individual account shall correspond with the 
receipts given the borrower. No erasures, whatsoever, may be made on 
the face of the individual account. 

3. Cash Book: The cash book shall be of the columnar or cash book 
journal type, in which all transactions of receipts and disbursements of 
any amount whatsoever shall be entered. Separate columns shall be pro- 
vided for amounts received as payments on principal and for charges. All 
such entries shall be made as of the exact date collected. This cash book 
is to be balanced daily. This paragraph shall not prevent licensees from 
closing the books in the late afternoon, commonly known as providing for 
“late drawer” payments, so long as entries of loans and collections are 
made of their exact date. 
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4, General Ledger: The general ledger must show in full detail the assets 
and liabilities of the business conducted in the licensed office. If you have 
a general ledger reserve account for bad debts, all recoveries or collections 
on accounts previously charged off must be credited to this account. The 
general ledger shall be posted at least monthly and a trial balance or a 
balance sheet shall be prepared within ten days after the close of every 
monthly period. This trial balance or balance sheet shall be available to 
the Smali Loan Examiner for each month covering a period of at least 
two years prior to the examination. Organizations operating more than 
one licensed office may maintain the general ledger at their home office, 
provided the trial balance or balance sheet of the licensed offices are 
available to the Small Loan Examiner at the licensed office within ten 
days after the close of the monthly period, and are retained there for at 
least two years prior to the examination. 

The Board of Bank Control reserves the right to require that the general 
jedger maintained at the home office be produced promptly after notice to 
the licensee. Any charge made to any licensed office by the home office 
to cover any item of expense must be in such detail as to show the nature 
of the expense. The use of combination forms of daily reports or special 
systems must be approved by the Board of Bank Control. 

5. Filing of Original Papers: An envelope or other similar file must be 
maintained for each loan, in which shall be filed all the original notes or 
other evidence of indebtedness or security. If the original note is not on 
file, a memo indicating the whereabouts of the original shall be so filed in 
the said envelope. All legal instruments taken in connection with any 
loan contracts must bear the same loan number. 

Only one file shall be maintained for each borrower, regardless of the 
number of loans closed or outstanding, except where such borrower is a 
co-maker, guarantor, or endorser with other borrowers. 

6. Index of Borrowers, Endorsers, Etc.: Every licensee shall keep an 
index record, filed alphabetically, on which all loans to each individual shall 
be entered in order, showing date made, loan number, amount of loan, 
and date of cancellation. A separate index record shall be maintained for 
every endorser, co-maker, or surety. 

7. Records: All records and papers, including notes and other evidences 
of indebtedness or security signed by the borrower, shall be kept in the 
licensed place of business and made available to the representatives of the’ 
Board of Bank Control at any time without previous notice, unless the 
notes are hypothecated or deposited as collateral, in which case they must 
be under agreement permitting the representatives of the Board of Bank 
Control to examine the notes so hypothecated at any time. In the event 
such notes are deposited as collateral, a copy of the same shall be kept 
on hand for examination. 

The records of the licensee, such as the individual account cards or 
similar records, shall contain all essential details with respect to court 
actions involving collection of loans. The amount of court costs charged 
to the borrower shall be shown thereon. The files of the licensee must show 
that all pertinent provisions of the law have been complied with. 

If any other business than that authorized under the Small Loan Law 
is conducted in the same office, the licensee shall fairly and equitably allo- 
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cate all expenses for the purpose and with the result that the books relating 
to the licensee’s business under the act will fairly reflect the expense of 
conducting such business.

No licensee shall advertise that loans 
are made at low rates, nor shall such advertising contain phrases such 
as “lowest cost”, “lowest rates”, ‘no red tape”, “legal rates”, “lower rates”, 
“low cost”, “lower cost”, “easier to.repay”, or any other similar terms 
or phrases indicating that the charges for a loan are small or low. 

Section 11 of tthe Act, Rule 3. If any licensee advertises that loans 
will be made at a specified schedule, it must include the actual cash given 
to the borrower after ALL deductions have been made, together with the 
total number, time between and the amount of each payment. Loans 
actually made of the class advertised shall not be subject to any higher 
schedule of charges. , 

Section 11 of the Act, Rule 4. Each licensee shall maintain in its office 
or in a supervising office a file or other record of all advertising material 
with dates issued, including radio and TV commercials, for a period of 
one year from the date of use thereof and said file shall be made available 
to the Board of Bank Control at all times upon request. 

Section 11 of the Act, Rule 5. Licensees shall not state or suggest in 
any advertising in any manner that they will pay and discharge a loan 
which the prospective borrower has with another licensee, provided that 
advertising of loans for the purpose of consolidating outstanding obliga- 
tions shall be permitted. 

Section 11 of the Act, Rule 6. Licensees shall not. advertise or offer 
any monetary inducement, gifts, premiums, commissions, or anything of 
greater value than 25¢ per item by which persons will be encouraged 
to become borrowers, . 

Section 11 of the Act, Rule 7. No licensee shall advertise for or- solicit 
loans by having an agent or employee of such licensee make a door to . 
door campaign distributing hand bills, circulars or loan applications. 

Section 12 (b) of the Act, Rule 1. All loans shall be made at the 
place named in the license, except that in case of an emergency, loans may 
be made elsewhere with the permission of the Board of Bank Control. 

Section 12.(b) of the Act, Rule 2. The place of business designated in 
the license shall be open to receive payments from borrowers during 
customary hours of each business day (Sundays and holidays excepted). 

Section 12 (b) of the Act, Rule 3. A qualified agent of the company 
with a working knowledge of the South Carolina Small Loan Law must 
be present during business hours. 

Section 13 (a)—1 of the Act, Rule 1. The maximum interest allowed 
will be 6% per annum of the amount of the loan up to $212.00, then 7% 
on the remainder, provided it is written in the contract. 


RuLEs] OF SOUTH CAROLINA 1465 


Section 13 (a)—2 of the Act, Rule 2. The maximum initial charge 
allowed will be in such amount as may be agreed on in writing, but 
not to exceed 6% of the cash advance. Where the amount of loan exceeds 
$20.00, this initial charge can only be charged once every 60 days on a 
monthly contract and every 8 weeks or 56 days on a weekly contract. 
This charge cannot be prorated in any manner. ; 

Section 13 (a)—3 of the Act, Rule 3. The maximum collection charge 
allowed on a monthly contract will be $1.75 per calendar month. This 
will be from the date the loan was made until the corresponding day of 
the following month, whether the month has 28, 29, 30 or 31 days in it. 
If loan is paid out even one day prior to contract, then none of the 
collection charge of $1.75 can be earned or collected. 

Section 13 (c) of the Act, Rule 1. Where the cash advance is $100.00 or 
less, then maximum collection charge shall be 45¢ per week. This is 
earned on the anniversary day the loan was made, for example a loan 
made on Saturday, the weekly collection charge would be earned the 
following Saturday. If the loan is paid out even one day prior to contract, 
then none of the collection charge can be earned or collected. 

Section 13 (c) of the Act, Rule 2. Where the loan is set up bi-weekly, 
for example every other Saturday, then the maximum collection charge 
is 90¢ for each payment. This charge can be prorated by weeks only, for 
example if the loan is paid out one day prior to contract, then only one 
week or 45¢ collection charge is earned and collected. 

Section 13 (d) of the Act, Rule 1. Persons contingently liable. When 
loans are made on the security of endorsed or co-maker notes, endorsers 
and co-makers must be notified in writing if any obligation upon which 
such endorsers or co-makers are contingently liable become delinquent 
forty-two (42) days according to contract. 

Section 13 (d) of the Act, Rule 2. No licensee shall induce any person 
to become obligated directly or contingently, or both, under more than 
one contract of loan at the same time by referring such person to another 
licensed place of business in which such licensee has an interest directly 
or indirectly or by any plan or agreement betwen two licensees having 
no interest in the business of the other licensee for the purpose of or with 
the result of obtaining a higher rate of interest or greater charge than 
would otherwise be permitted by this Act. 

Section 13 (3) of the Act, Rule 1. The delinquent charge of 5¢ for 
each full dollar of an installment can be collected on the fifth day after an 
installment is due, if agreed to in writing. This charge can only be made 
once on each installment and cannot be charged on the balance due, for 
example 10 payments of $5.90 or a total of $59.00 past due 5 days the 
maximum delinquent charge allowed is 10 times 25¢ or $2.50--NOT 
5¢ on $59.00 or $2.95. 

Section 14 (a) of the Act, Rule 1. Disclosures. The licensee shall give 
the borrower a copy of every paper evidencing indebtedness which he is 
called upon to sign and upon request give to co-maker, endorser, or 
surety a copy of every paper evidencing indebtedness which he is called 
upon to sign. 
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Section 14 (d) of the Act, Rule 1. Blanks in Loan Papers. Before the 
borrower’s signature is affixed, fill in all blank spaces on every document 
which a borrower is required to sign in obtaining a loan, except that the 
date on the note may be left blank at the time signatures are affixed 
and filled in at the time the loan is actually granted. Where the combina- 
tion note and mortgage is used and the borrower has to sign at the 
bottom, the mortgage must be marked NONE, when only the note is 
used. 

Section 14 (e) of the Act, Rule 1. All chattel mortgages taken as 
security on a loan must have the signature of the spouse when the 
mortgage applies to household furniture. Household furniture can be 
defined as anything in the house which is used by the whole family and if 
taken by legal action would create a hardship—for example, a bedroom 
suite, refrigerator, washing machine, living room suite, etc., would be 
considered household furniture and requires both signatures. Lawn mower, 
sewing machine, gun and tools, automobile, etc., would not be considered 
household furniture for the purpose of this section. 

Section 14 (e) of the Act, Rule 2. No power of attorney can be used. 

Section 17 of the Act. On loans where the cash advance is in excess 
of $100.00, it must be contracted for on a monthly schedule as printed in 
Section 13 (3) (a) (1) insofar as collection charges and refunds are 
concerned, but can be set up on a weekly payment plan. For example, 
a loan for one year the collection charge has to be 12 times $1.75 or 
$21.00, and the total note divided by 52 in order to determine the weekly 
payment and if paid out one (1) day prior to the contract then one (1) full 
month collection charge is not earned or collected. In no case can the 
payments be less than $10.00 per month. 


Loans on Forest Tracts By State Chartered Banks 


‘ REGULATION 4-P 


Promulgated under authority of Section 8-56, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 

(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State September 14, 1956) 
Any State chartered bank may make real estate loans secured by first 
liens upon forest tracts which are properly managed in all respects. Such 
loans shall be in the form of an obligation or obligations secured by 
mortgage or other such instrument; and any State chartered bank may 
purchase any obligation so secured when the entire amount of such obliga- 
tion is sold to the bank. The amount of any such loan shall not exceed 
40 per centum of the appraised value of the economically marketable 
timber offered as security and the loan shall be made upon such terms 
and conditions as to assure that at no time shall the loan balance exceed 
40 per centum of the original appraised value of the economically market- 
able timber then remaining. No such loan shall be made for a longer 
term than two years; except that any such loan may be made for a term 
not longer than ten years if the loan is secured by an amortized mortgage 
or other such instrument under the terms of which the installment pay- — 
ments are sufficient to amortize the principal of the loan within a period 
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of not more than ten years and at a rate of at least 10 per centum per 
annum. 

No State chartered bank shall make forest-tract loans in an aggregate 
sum in excess of 50 per centum of its capital stock paid in and unimpaired 
plus 50 per centum of its unimpaired surplus fund. 

Provided further, that the total amount of any such loan to any one 
person shall not exceed 10% of the capital and surplus of any such bank, 
except that by approval, in writing, by two-thirds of the Directors of the 
bank, the amount may be extended to 15% of the bank’s capital and 
surplus. 

In addition to the above, the general conditions of loans on forest tracts 
are as follows: 

1. The obligation evidencing the loan must be secured by a mortgage 
or other such instrument which is a first lien upon a forest tract 
which is properly managed in all respects. 

2.The bank may purchase such obligation only if the entire amount 
is sold to the bank. : 

3, The loan must not exceed 40% of the appraised value of the econom- 
ically marketable timber offered as security, which means 40% of 
the value at the time the loan is made and not the value which it is 
estimated the timber will have at the time it is to be cut or 
at the maturity date of the loan. The loan balance may at no time 
exceed 40% of the original appraised value of the economically 
marketable timber then remaining, which means that as the timber 
is cut at least a portion of the proceeds must be used toward payment 
of the loan if the maximum permissible loan were made at the outset. 

4. Forest tract loans may run for only two years, except that they 
may run for ten years if provision is made for amortization of at least 
10% per annum. 

5. The aggregate amount of forest tract loans which a bank may have 
outstanding may not exceed 50% ‘of the bank’s capital and surplus. 

To further clarify the meaning of “properly managed”, there is issued 
the following ruling: 

Proper forest management in all respects is the application of suitable 
and economically sound forestry principles relating to protection, utilization 
and reproduction of forest tracts, and the following are indicative of such 
management: 

A. Organized protection against forest fires is provided by the State 
Forest Service or other protective public or private fire protection 
agencies. Such protection should include provision for prompt detec- 
tion and suppression of forest fires, and where considered necessary 
by local foresters presuppression measures such as construction of 
fire-breaks and fire roads. 

B. In cases where hazards from attack by insects or disease are un- 
usually high, protection is provided by an effective public or private 
organization, or existing roads and logging conditions are such as 
to make salvage of killed timber feasible. 
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C. Any cutting conducted during the period of the loan is of .such 
nature as to insure reproduction and continued growth of timber 
tracts. Where a borrower following the advice of a qualified person 
in timber marking for example, this would ordinarily indicate accept- 
able cutting practice. 


STATE CEMETERY BOARD 


Perpetual Care Cemeteries 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 704 of 1954 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State February 21, 1957) 

1, All perpetual care cemeteries in South Carolina shall pay a license 
fee not later than the 15th day of April of the current calendar year and 
each calendar year thereafter until furthers notice in the amount of $25.00 
to The State Cemetery Board. 


2. Financial statements by a C. P. A. of the trust fund of each 
cemetery shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State, Ex Officio 
Chairman of The State Cemetery Board, not later than 30 days after the 
filing of the income tax return covering the business of the preceding year. 


3. Each cemetery under the Act should file immediately in the office of 
the Secretary of State, Ex Officio Chairman of The State Cemetery 
Board, the date of its accounting year; that is, the date of the end of the 
cemetery’s financial year. 


CONTRACTORS LICENSING BOARD 


Rules and By-Laws 


Promulgated under authority of Section 56-404, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 5, 1957) 

Section 1. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of Chapter 8, 
Volume 5, Sections 56-401 through 56-428, (1952) Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, as amended, there shall be elected from the members of the 
South Carolina Licensing Board for Contractors, which is hereinafter 
referred to as the Board, a chairman and vice-chairman, the election of 
which shall take place at the April meeting of each year and the elected 
chairman and vice-chairman shall assume office immediately following the 
election. It shall be the duty of the chairman to call and preside over all 
meetings of the Board and perform such, duties as may come within the 
jurisdiction of his office. It shall be the duty of the vice-chairman to 
function as chairman in the absence of the chairman. 

Section 2, The Board shall employ a Secretary-Treasurer or a Secre- 
tary and a Treasurer who need not be a member of the Board. The 
Secretary-Treasurer shall keep a record of the proceedings of the said 
Board and shall receive and account for all monies derived from the 
operation of Chapter 8, Volume 5, Sections 56-401 through 56-428 and 
amendments.- The Secretary-Treasurer shall give bond in such sum as the 
Board shall determine with such surety as shall be approved by the Board. 
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Said bond shall be conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of his office and for the faithful accounting of all monies and other prop- 
erty as shall come into his hands. The Secretary-Treasurer shall have the 
power to employ the necessary clerical and legal service to assist in 
carrying out the provisions of this Article. The salary of such personnel 
shall be fixed by the Board. The Secretary-Treasurer shall also have the 
power to purchase whatever office equipment, stationery, rent, or other 
miscellaneous articles as may be necessary for the operation of the Board. 
Any expenditures from the funds of the Board shall be made by voucher, 
which shall be signed by the Secretary-Treasurer, 

Regular meetings of the Board shall be held during April and October 
of each year and additional meetings may be held at such other times 
and places as the Board shall deem necessary. Special meetings will be 
held at the call of the chairman at the request of any two members of 
the Board. Three members of the Board which shall include either the 
chairman or vice-chairman shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 3. For the purpose of this Chapter: A general contractor shall 
be one who for a fixed price, commission, fee or wage undertakes or offers 
to undertake the construction or superintending of construction of any 
building, highway, sewer, grading, improvement, re-improvement, struc- 
ture, or part thereof, when the cost of the undertaking is $20,000.00 or 
more. Anyone who engages or offers to engage in such undertaking in the 
State of South Carolina shall be deemed to have engaged in the business 
of general contracting in this State. 

A Mechanical Contractor shall be one who for a fixed price, commission, 
fee or wage undertakes or offers to undertake any plumbing, heating, air 
conditioning or electrical work when the cost of the undertaking is seven 
thousand five hundred ($7,500.00) dollars or more. Anyone who engages 
or offer to engage in such undertaking in this State shall be deemed to 
have engaged in the business of mechanical contracting in this State. 

Section 4. All persons, firms, or corporations desiring to be licensed as 
a general or mechanical contractor in the State of South Carolina shall 
make and file with the Board, at least thirty days prior to any regular 
or special meeting thereof, a written application on such form as may 
be prescribed by the Board, said application to be accompanied by the 
sum of $60.00. Before being permitted to take the examination the ap- 
plicant shall furnish evidence through applicant’s surety company of its 
ability to furnish bond for an amount in excess of the minimum estab- 
lished by those Rules and By-Laws for the limitation and classification 
applied for. It shall be the responsibility of the Board to ascertain from the 
application and proofs furnished that the applicant is possessed of good 
character and is otherwise qualified as to competency, ability and integrity 
and that the applicant has not committed any act which if committed by 
any licensed contractor would be grounds under the provisions hereinafter 
set forth for the suspension or revocation of contractor’s license, or that 
the applicant has not committed any act involving dishonesty, fraud, or 
deceit; provided, no applicant shall be refused the right to an examination 
without being given an opportunity, upon such notice, as may be prescribed 
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by the Board to appear before the Board and produce evidence in support 
of his application. If an applicant is an individual, examination may be 
taken by his personal appearance for examination, or by the appearance 
for examination of oné or more of his responsible managing employees, 
and if a co-partnership or corporation, or any other combination or 
organization, by the examination of one or more of the responsible 
managing officers or members of the personnel of the applicant, and if 
the person, or persons, so examined shall cease to be connected with the 
applicant, the license shall be cancelled immediately; however, if the 
contractor notifies the Board of such change, then in such event, the 
license shall remain in full force and effect for a period of thirty days 
thereafter, and then be cancelled, but the applicant shall then be entitled 
to a re-examination, all pursuant to the rules promulgated by the Board; 
provided that the holder of such license shall not bid on or undertake 
any additional contracts from the time such examined employee shall cease 
to be connected with the applicant until said applicant’s license is re- 
instated as provided in the Act. In cases where the applicant has sent 
in two representatives for examination the foregoing holds true in the 
event one or both of the parties participating in the examination shall cease 
to be connected with the applicant. 


Examinations shall be held quarterly and shall be scheduled during the 
last week of the first month of each calendar quarter. The Board shall, 
- however, have authority to vary the examination dates should it be found 
necessary so to do. Special examination may be held at the discretion of 
the Board when sufficient evidence is submitted to show that to wait 
for a regularly scheduled examination would work undue hardship on an 
applicant or any owner or awarding authority seeking bids for some 
specific work where there are not sufficient qualified contractors to assure 
competitive bids. Fee for a special examination shall be $100.00 and shall be 
paid by applicant in addition to the regular license fees provided in the Act. 

Where a partnership is dissolved and both partners remain in the Con- 
tracting Business the license issued to the partnership shall be cancelled 
and both .partners shall apply for an original license. However, should 
only one partner remain in the contracting business that one shall apply 
for a new license. 

Section 5. Under no circumstances shall a permit to bid, construct, or 
superintend the construction of any building or improvement of any kind 
costing $20,000.00 or more be given prior to taking the required examina- 
tion; nor shall any permit be issued to any Mechanical Contractor to bid, 
construct, or superintend construction of any Mechanical work costing 
$7,500.00 or more prior to taking the ,required examination. The Board 
shall conduct a written examination of all applicants to ascertain the 
ability of the applicant to make a practical application of his knowledge 
of the profession of contracting, under the classification contained in the 
application, and to ascertain the qualifications of the applicant in reading 
plans and specifications, knowledge of estimating costs, construction, ethics 
or other similar matters pertaining to the contracting business. If the 
results of the examination of applicant shall be satisfactory to the Board, 
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then the Board shall issue to the applicant a certificate to engage as a 
General or Mechanical Contractor in the State of South Carolina as pro- 
vided in said certificate. 

General Contractors license may be limited into four classifications: 
(1) Highway Contractor, (2) Building Contractor, (3) Public Utility 
Contractor, and (4) Specialty Contractor, which shall include those whose 
operations as such are the performance of construction work requiring 
special skill and involving the use of specialized building trades or crafts, 
but which shall not include any operations now or hereafter under the 
jurisdiction for the issuance of license by any Board or Commission 
pursuant to the laws of the State of South Carolina. 

The Board shall issue a license as a matter of right to any person 
who shall have had an application on a prescribed form therefor on file for 
at least seven days, presents a bidder’s or contractor’s certificate issued by 
the South Carolina Highway Department under Section 33-223, and pays 
the license fees required by this chapter. 

Classifications covering mechanical contracting shall be under four 
fundamental branches of construction: namely, (1) Plumbing; (2) Heating; 
(3) Air Conditioning; and (4) Electrical. 

Section 6. Anyone failing to pass the examination as prescribed by the 
Board may again make application for the written examination without 
additional fee, or the applicant may withdraw his application and be re- 
funded one-half of the application fee submitted with the application. 
Should the applicant fail in any way to complete his application by either 
failing to furnish detailed information, such as financial information, 
surety recommendations, or any additional information as required by the 
Board; or should the applicant fail the examination for the second time; 
or fail to take the required written examination after being given sufficient 
notice to appear for examination, the application fee submitted with the 
application will be forfeited. Should the applicant desire to be further 
considered by the Board, or appear for the third examination, the applicant 
shall make a new application and pay the required application fee. The 
original certificate of license and the annual renewal license as issued by 
the Board shall contain the signatures of the Chairman and Secretary- 
Treasurer and shall be on display at the business location of the licensee 
at all times. The fact that an applicant can show that he is a graduate 
from a recognized college does not entitle him to license under any 
classification, but the entire record of applicant will be considered in issuing 
his license. 

Section 7. Classifications on General Contracting shall be under four 
fundamental branches of construction; namely; (1) Highway Contractor; 
(2) Building Contractor; (3) Public Utility Contractor, and (4) Specialty 
Contractor, or the Board may grant an unlimited and unclassified certificate 
to those applicants satisfying the members of the Board that said applicants 
are qualified and equipped to construct any type of project coming under 
the definition of a General Contractor. Each applicant shall qualify under 
one or more of the above classifications or any part or parts therof. 
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License to practice General Contracting shall be issued under the follow- 
ing limitation groups: (1) Limited Group—No one contract to exceed 
$75,000.00; (2) Intermediate Group—No one contract to exceed $300,000.00; 
and (3) Unlimited Group—Unlimited. 

Section 8. Classifications for Mechanical Contracting shall be under 
four fundamental branches of construction; namely, (1) Plumbing; (2) 
Heading, (3) Air Conditioning; and (4) Electrical; or the Board may 
grant an unlimited and unclassified Mechanical Contracting Certificate to 
those applicants satisfying the members of the Board that said applicants 
are qualified and equipped to engage in any type of Mechanical Con- 
tracting. 

License to practice Mechanical Contracting shall be issued under the 
following Limitation Groups: (1) Limited Group—No one contract to 
exceed $25,000.00; (2) Intermediate Group—No one contract to exceed 
$100,000.00; and (3) Unlimited Group—Unlimited. 


Section 9. Any licensee desiring to be placed within a higher limitation 
group shall make application upon the prescribed form furnished by the 
Board thirty days prior to being granted such an increase and shall 
furnished evidence of ability to furnish contract bond for such amounts 
as required in the higher limitation and classification for which applica- 
tion is made. Under no conditions shall a contractor be permitted to bid 
over his limitation prior to complying with the above instructions and 
being issued a higher limitation by the Board. Anyone desiring to acquire 
an additional classification or limitation shall be entitled to an examination 
and consideration as prescribed by the Board. Application for revision 
of license shall be filed at least thirty days prior to any regular examination 
period. : 

Section 10. Renewal of General or Mechanical Contractors License 
Certificates may be effected during the month of January following the 
expiration date, December 3ist, of the year issued, by filing proper ap- 
plication and financial statement on the forms then prescribed by the 
Board, and payment of a fee of $60.00. Requirement of a financial state- 
ment to support renewal applications may be waived; however, applicant 
shall furnish a current financial statement upon the form prescribed by 
the Board within 30 days after requested so to do by the Board. Applica- 
tions for renewal of General and Mechanical Contractor’s license received 
after January 31st following the year issued shall be treated as original 
applications and shall require a thirty day waiting period before approval. 

Should the applicant desire a change in classification or-limitation of 
his license, he should so inform the Board in order that he may be 
notified as to the date of the first quarterly examination following such 
notification in order that he may have a certified representative of his 
firm appear for examination under the classification and/or limitation 
desired. 

A certificate of license to replace any certificate lost, destroyed or 
mutilated may be issued by the Board at a fee of $1.00 upon receipt of a 
sworn statement by licensee that such certificate has been lost, destroyed 
or mutilated. 


Rutes] OF SOUTH CAROLINA 1473 


BIDDERS LICENSE: Any person engaging in the business of general 
or mechanical contracting as a prime contractor in this State shall pay 
an annual bidder’s license fee of one hundred dollars. This fee shall 
be due and payable on January Ist of each year or prior to offering or 
submitting any bid as a prime contractor, which would classify him as a 
general or mechanical contractor, when the bid exceeds $20,000.00. Persons 
employed on a per diem or monthly basis or whose sole business is that of 
supervision shall not be required to pay the license fee prescribed by this 
section. Sub-contractors bidding to licensed prime contractors are not 
deemed to come under the requirements for a Bidder’s License. 

Section 11. VIOLATIONS: (a) Any person not duly authorized who 
shall attempt to practice general or mechanical contracting in this State, 
except as provided for in the Act and any person (1) presenting or at- 
tempting to file as his own the license certificate of another; (2) who 
shall give false or forged evidence of any kind to the Board or to any 
member thereof in acquiring a certificate or license; (3) who falsely shall 
impersonate another; (4) who shall use an expired or revoked certificate 
or license; or (5) any person licensed hereunder who shall allow any 
other person to use his license in any way shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and it shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer of this Board, or other 
authorized agent, to report same to the prosecuting attorney, in the 
county where any violation occurs, and to assist said attorney, solicitor 
or others in prosecuting any case which may come to his notice. 

(b) It shall be a misdemeanor punishable in the discretion of the court 
for any architect, engineer, awarding authority, owner, contractor, or per- 
son acting therefor, to receive or consider any bids unless the bidder has 
first obtained the licenses provided for in this chapter. 


Section 12. It shall be the duty of the members of this Board to see 
that all architects and engineers preparing plans and specifications for 
work to be constructed in the State of South Carolina shall include in their 
invitations to bidders and in their specifications a copy of this Act or 
such portion thereof as is deemed necessary to convey to the bidder, 
whether he is a resident or non-resident of this State and whether a 
license has been granted to him or not, the information that it will be 
necessary to show evidence of Bidder’s License and/or General or 
Mechanical Contractor’s License under proper classification and limitation 
group before his bid may be opened or considered. 

Section 13. The appointment of a receiver for bankruptcy proceedings 
of anyone licensed under this Act shall be considered evidence sufficient 
for revocation of license. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of engineers, architects, firms, corpora- 
tions and others receiving bids from General or Mechanical Contractors 
as construed under the Act for licensing contractors in South Carolina, 
to report to the Secretary of the Board all work coming under their 
jurisdiction. The notification shall include the time and place for receiving 
bids, the estimated cost and nature of the work together with a list of 
prospective bidders. Such notices shall be filed in time to reach the 
Board at least twenty-four hours in advance of the date of receiving bids. 
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Immediately after the contract is awarded, the Board shall be notified 
giving name of contractor and the amount of the contract. 

Section 15. It shall be the duty of the building official, or other au- 
” thority charged with the duty of issuing building or other similar permits, 
of any incorporated municipality or subdivision thereof to refuse to issue 
a permit for any undertaking which would classify the applicant therefor 
as a general or mechanical contractor under the provisions of this Chapter 
unless the applicant has furnished evidence that he is either licensed as 
required by this Chapter or exempt from the requirements thereof. It shall 
also be the duty of the building official or other authority charged with 
issuing building or other similar permits, to report to the State Licensing 
Board for Contractors the name and address of any person, firm, or 
corporation who,.in his opinion, has violated this act by accepting or 
contracting to accomplish work which would classify such person as 
a general or mechanical contractor under the provisions of this Chapter. 


DAIRY COMMISSION 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 255 of 1955 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State July 24, 1956) 


I. Special Milk Classification: 

A. Definition: The following definition was adopted by the State Dairy 
Commission at a meeting of the Commission on June 7, 1956, such defi- 
nition to become Section I-F of Milk Marketing Order No. 1. “Special 
milk means Jersey Creamline, Golden Guernsey, or other milk produced 
by a herd of registered cattle and/or grade cattle recognized as a qualified 
special milk producing herd, which milk is advertised and sold by a 
distributor as special milk.” 

B. Classification Procedure: The following “special milk” classification 
procedure was adopted by the State Dairy Commission at a meeting on | 
June 7, 1956, and entered as Paragraph 4 of Section II of Milk Marketing 
Order No. 1: 

“4..The total pounds of special milk sold by each distributor shall 
be included in the total of all fluid milk sales allocated to all producers 
as Class I credit. The per hundred weight premium to be paid 
special milk producers as agreed upon between such producers and. 
distributors shall be added to the regular Class I price filed by such 
distributor with the State Dairy Commission. In order that the 
agreed fixed premium might be applied uniformly to all special milk 
credited as Class I, the following formula shall be used: Compute 
tHe per cent of total pounds of special milk sold of the total Class I 
credit allocated to special milk producers (total pounds of special milk 
sales + total Class I credit allocated to special milk producers). 
Multiply the fixed special milk producer premium by this percentage. 
and add the resulting figure to the regular Class I price. All special 
milk producer deliveries credited as Class I will be paid uniformly 
at this rate.” , 
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III. Class III Blend Producer Prices: 

The following Paragraphs were entered in lieu of Paragraphs 1 and 2 
of Section II-B of Milk Marketing Order No. 1 by action of the State 
Dairy Commission at a meeting on June 7, 1956: 

1, “Any whole milk in fluid form sold or transferred to other distribu- 
tors shall be classified as Class III by the shipping distributor. The re- 
ceiving distributor shall return to the shipping distributor not less than 
the receiving distributor’s price on file with the State Dairy Commission 
for the class or classes in which the transferred whole milk was finally 
utilized. The shipping distributor shall return to his producers the price 
received for transferred whole milk, and if any, less reasonable handling 
and transportation charges.” 

2. “Distributors shall determine the Class III price to be paid producers 
by blending the price received for transferred whole milk with plant’s 
Class III price which has been duly filed with the Commission. The 
Class III blend price shall be a blend of the price per hundred weight 
and, in cases of varying butterfat differentials, a blend of the butterfat 
differential. When the total transferred whole milk exceeds the total 
Class III to be allocated to producers, the blend price shall be computed 
from the highest priced quantity or quantities used and/or transferred. 
The blend price per hundred weight shall be computed to the nearest cent 
and the blend of varying butterfat differentials shall be computed to the 
nearest one half of one cent per point. 

3. “Milk supplied by regular producers shall at all times be included in 
the highest classification before milk and/or milk products received from 
other distributors or outside milk sources are classified.” 


III. Unaccounted for Milk: 


The following regulation was adopted by the State Diary Commission 
at a meeting of the Commission on June 15, 1956, and entered as Paragraph 
5 of Section II-B of Milk Marketing Order No. 1: 

5. “Milk used by a distributor, including the amount of by-products 
reconstituted from powdered or condensed. products and not accounted 
for in sales of milk, inventory holdings, or manufacture of dairy 
products will be known as ‘unaccounted for milk’. ‘Unaccounted for 
milk’, including plant and route loss, in excess of three per cent 
(3%) of the total milk available for use, less ending inventories of 
bulk milk and cream, shall be included as additional credit to Class I 
allocation to producers. Effective January 1, 1957, the amount of ‘un- 
accounted for milk’ in excess of two per cent (2%) of the total milk 
available for use, less ending inventories of bulk milk and cream, will 
be included as additional credit to Class I allocation to producers.” 


IV. New Base Rules: 

At a meeting of the State Dairy Commission on June 15, 1956, the 
following regulation was adopted to become Paragraph 6 of Section III-B 
of Milk Marketing Order No. 1: 

“6. a. Bases may be transferred where the entire herd is sold or 
transferred to new ownership in a bona fide transaction and the new 
owner continues to deliver milk. 
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b. The splitting of a base or bases is prohibited’ with the following 
exceptions: 

1. Where a base is earned or otherwise acquired as authorized 
by a partnership and the partnership is dissolved, and where 
all partners continue to produce and deliver milk, the base 
earned by the partnership may be divided among the partners 
in proportion to the division made. 

2. Where the entire herd is sold, the base may be split into no 
more than two parts. 


The foregoing shall become effective July 1, 1956. 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State December 13, 1956) 


Add the following paragraph to Section III-B of Milk Market Order 
Number I: 

7. Milk rejected by a distributor as unmarketable Grade A fluid milk, 
provided the quality requirement for which it is rejected applies to all 
producers shipping to the plant, cannot be included in a producer's de- 
liveries for the purpose of determining a producer’s base nor can the 
tctal number of days to be used in the computation of a producer’s base 
be reduced by the number of days for which a producers production was 
rejected, 

Where milk is received by a distributor or his agent, whether the agent 
be an independent contract hauler or an employee of the distributor, in 
a bulk tank from a producer’s farm tank and the producer’s milk loses 
its individual identity, the distributor is, financially responsible to the 
producer for the milk as determined by the distributor’s utilization and the 
producer is entitled to base credit on such deliveries made during the 
base forming period. 


Delete all of Section IV of Milk Market Order Number I and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: 
Section IV, Wholesale and Retail Price Schedule:

B. As a prerequisite to obtaining a license to operate as a Grade A 
milk distributor, producer-distributor, or sub-distributor in South Carolina 
during any calendar year, each distributor, producer-distributor and sub- 
distributor shall file with the State Dairy Commission, on forms prepared 
by the Commission, one uniform schedule of wholesale and retail prices 
for each market in which he operates. Where varying prices prevail with- 
in a given market as established above a separate schedule must be filed 
and the counties in which the varying prices prevail must be clearly in- 
dicated. The posted prices for each market shall be charged uniformly for 
all sales made within the market or markets in which the distributor, 
producer-distributor or sub-distributor operates, unless separate schedules 
are filed for varying prices within a given market in which case the 
posted prices shall be charged uniformly for all sales within the area 
designated. The schedule of prices must include each item of fluid milk 
and milk products offered for sale by size and type of container. 


C. After January 1, 1957, each distributor, producer-distributor or sub- 
distributor shall notify the State Dairy Commission in writing and file a 
new schedule of prices ten (10) days prior to the effective date of any 
change in prices as filed with the Commission. Any distributor, producer- 
distributor or sub-distributor affected by a new schedule of prices of any 
competitor, (which has been duly filed with the Commission) may waive 
the ten (10) day prior notice and put into effect similar price changes 
(but not below those which have been duly filed with the Commission by 

. the competitor,) provided the Commission has received written notice 
prior to the date such prices are to become effective to meet those of a 
competitor. The South Carolina Dairy Commission shall notify all distri- 
butors, producer-distributors, and sub-distributors operating within a 
market when notice has been received that a price or prices will be 
lowered by a competitor and the date that such price changes will be 
effective. 


D. Prices made available to any customer, whether wholesale or retail, 
must be made available to all customers-who buy milk and/or milk 
products in like quantities under like terms and conditions; . Except 
private, public, or parochial schools and state or church supported 
colleges or universities which provide non-profit lunchroom facilities for 
the benefit of students, non-profit hospitals and charitable institutions, 
and government military installations, Provided such customers, who are 
expressly exempt submit an invitation to bid to all interested distributors, 
producer-distributors, or sub-distributors who offer for sale, in the area 
in which such customer is located, milk and milk products which meet 
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all the sanitary and quality requirements of such products purchased by 
such customers. 

The invitation to bid must be in writing and must specify the date, time, 
and place of the opening of the bids and the awarding of the contract. 
The approximate quantities of the products, including the type and size 
of the containers, to be supplied under the contract, and all other terms 
and conditions pertinent to the contract must also be set forth in the 
invitation to bid. 

The bids submitted must be in writing and sealed to be opened at 
an announced formal bid opening in the presence of two or more parties 
who submitted bids. 

E. Any distributor, producer-distributor, or sub-distributor who is 
awarded a contract under the provisions of paragraph D above shall file 
in writing with the State Dairy Commission prior to the date of the 
first delivery under said contract the prices made available, the approximate 
quantities to be supplied, and the commencing and terminating dates of 
the contract. 

The foregoing shall become effective December 4, 1956.

Section III of Milk Market Order No. I is amended effective April 26, 
1957 by deleting all of paragraph B-3 and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: 

B. Base Rules: The following rules shall apply to the base established 
by each producer: 

3. A producer who has established a base with a distributor shall be 
entitled to continue to ship his milk to such distributor where the 
base is established, provided that the total milk production less that 
retained for family use or otherwise disposed of as mutually agreed 
to by the producer and distributor is delivered regularly and meets 
all the requirements of the local and state laws, and the requirements 
of the, distributor, provided those requirements of the distributor which 
are in addition to the local and state laws are on file with the 
Commission and each producer affected thereby.

(a) The invitation to bid must be in writing and must specify 
the date, time, and place of the opening of the bids and the award- 
ing of the contract. The approximate quantities of the products, 
including the type and size of the containers, to be supplied under 
the contract and all other terms and conditions pertinent to the 
contract must also be set forth in the invitation to bid. 

(b) The bids submitted must be in writing and sealed to be 
opened at an announced formal bid opening in the presence of 
two or more parties who submitted bids. 

(c) Any distributor, producer-distributor, or sub-distributor who 
is awarded a contract under the provisions of paragraph D-2 
above shail file in writing with the State Dairy Commission prior 
to the date of the first delivery under said contract the prices 
made available, the approximate quantities to be supplied, and the 
commencing and terminating dates of the contract.

Part-time or teacher-counselors who come under the recertification 
program will meet all the requirements stated for those who come under 
the certification program.

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
Promulgated under authority of Sections 21-45 and 21-691, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Fited in the office of the Secretary of State September 19, 1956) 
Amendment to the Trade and Industrial Section of the South Carolina 
State Plan for Vocational Education, as passed by the State Board of 
Education May 18, 1956. 

The diversified occupations program must be offered five days per 
week, 36 weeks per year. The total time in school per week must 
not exceed the total time employed per week. Coordinators may be 
reimbursed for duties performed as a part of the diversified occupa- 
tions program for such additional weeks per year as may be re- 
quired in the follow-up, promotional, and instructional work contribut- 
ing to the proper functioning of the program, including visits to the 
home and places of employment of pupils regularly enrolled and 
prospective enrollees in the diversified occupations program. ; 

Teachers, local directors and supervisors of vocational trade and 
industrial education who are not employed on a twelve months basis 
may be requested by the State Board to attend meetings to assist 
in the development of instructional material or given other assign- 
ments which would promote the program in their field. During the 
time not covered by their contract the cost of salaries and travel may 
be reimbursed. 


HIGH SCHOOL REGULATIONS 


Promulgated under authority of Section 21-45, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State September 19, 1956) 


The following supersedes all other regulations pertaining to standards 
for accredited high schools: 
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1. Accreditation Procedure. 


A high school desiring to be accredited for the first time and all high 
schools already accredited and desiring to be continued on the accredited 
list shall file an application with the state high school supervisor on or 
before November 1 of the current year. Forms for this purpose are pro- 
vided by the office of the supervisor. 


Action taken by the Board determines the accreditation status of the 
school. Immediate notice is sent to the school as to the action of the 
State Board. This action determines the accreditation status of the school 
for the following school year, except that action taken on new schools 
and schools in process of becoming accredited will apply to the current 
school year. 


2. New High Schools. 


Graduates of a new high school will be eligible for the state high school 
diploma when the school has been organized and operated as a recognized 
high school in process of becoming accredited for a period of four 
scholastic years. By special action of the State Board of Education the 
time may be reduced to three years, provided the quality of the school 
program warrants such acceleration. 


When two or more accredited high schools consolidate, the new school. 
thus organized may be fully accredited the first year of its operation. 


When a non-accredited high school consolidates with an accredited 
school, eligibility of pupils to receive the state high school diploma at the 
end of the first year of the school’s operation must be determined on an 
individual basis, rules governing the awarding of the state high school. 
diploma being used as a guide. 


3. Non-Public High Schools. 


Non-public high schools that desire to be approved by the State De-. 
partment of Education may make application to the office of the state 
high school supervisor, using the same forms as those provided for public 
schools. Non-public high schools meeting the standards set up by the 
State Board of Education are placed on the list of “approved high schools” 
(as distinguished from “accredited high schools”) but they are not per-: 
mitted to award state high school diplomas. 

The teachers in these schools are not required to meet the specific 
certification requirements, but the quality of the teaching personnel must. 
be acceptable in general. The standards relating to minimum class size 
do not apply. 


4, Visitation by State Supervisors. 

The state high school supervisor, his assistant, and other supervisory’ 
personnel will visit as often as posible all the accredited and approved 
schools as well as other high schools applying for accreditation. 

The director of the Division of Instruction and the high schoo! supervisor’ 
may, at their discretion, invite members of the committee on high school. 
standards, additional personnel of the State Department of Education, and. 
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educators in the field to participate in visitations and evaluations of 
individual schools. 


5. Administrative Organization. 


The State Board of Education recognizes three-year, four-year, five-year, 
and six-year high schools. From the standpoint of the organization for 
all grades under a twelve-year program, this means that a school system 
may operate under any one of the following plans, provided the plan 
elected is approved by the State Board of Education: 6-3-3, 6-2-4, 8-4, 7-5, 
6-6. 

Specific approval of the State Board of Education is necessary before 
a school system may transfer from one type of organization to another. 

When pupils of the eighth grade, or the seventh and eighth grades, are 
included in the high school organization, they must be treated as high 
school pupils. This means that these pupils must be housed in the high 
school building, receive the benefit of instruction by high school teachers 
in a departmentalized program, or a partially departmentalized program 
approved by the high school supervisor, and be included in the guidance, 
art, music, physical education and extra-curricular programs. 

Units of credit toward graduation, however, may not be earned below 
the ninth-grade level. (See section on “Pupil Load”.) 


In a 6-3-3 plan, where grades 7, 8 and 9 are housed in a separate school, 
or in a 6-2-4 plan, where grades 7 and 8 are housed in a separate building, 
these units may be accredited as junior high school provided the standards 
for junior high schools are met. (See section on “Standards for Junior 
High Schools.”) 

In certain cases it seems necessary for the present to keep the ninth 
grade, which under normal circumstances would attend high school, in a 
nine-year public school. These ninth graders shall be permitted to receive 
regular high school credit for their work and in said grade state aid for 
salaries shall be arrived at by means of the high school enrollment formula. 

The work done on the nineth grade level should meet with the approval 
of the state high school supervisor and permission to operate as above shall 
be granted only for one year at a time. The pupils in such situations are 
to be reported on the high school accreditation blanks from the high school 
which will ultimately receive these students, with appropriate notation 
being made as to their housing. 


6. Withdrawal of State Aid Under Certain Conditions. 

State support may be withdrawn from any high school after two months’ 
notice to the local board for inefficient teaching, for the continuance of an 
inadequate school program, or for lack of attendance. 


7. Reports Required by the State Board of Education. 

Every high school shall render with reasonable promptness such reports 
as are required by the State Board. All such reports are to be countersigned 
by the secretary of the local school board. Any school knowingly making 
an incorrect report in any matter affecting the standing of the school 
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or its appropriation thereby subjects itself to being penalized by the State 
Board. 


8. Guidance. 


The State Board of Education has ruled that time devoted to guidance 
activities in any high school may be regarded as the equivalent of time 
devoted to class instruction, provided that the program of guidance has 
been approved by the state high school supervisor. 


9. The Physical Plant. 


The school plant, consisting of the site, building, equipment, and services, 
should meet the educational needs and safeguard the health and safety of 
its occupants. 

The application must show that the school is meeting satisfactorily the 
acceptable standards for a high school plant. A school that has inadequate’ 
housing facilities, unsanitary conditions, or questionable provisions for 
the safety of its pupils may thereby place its accreditation in jeopardy. 


10. Length of School Term. 


All accredited high schools are required to operate for a term of thirty- 
six (36) five-day weeks or 180 days, exclusive of holidays, days spent by 
the staff on organizational planning and routine, and other days or part- 
days devoted to activities other than regular work. 


11, Length of School Day. 


- The length of the school day shall not be less than five clock hours 
(300 minutes), exclusive of recesses, lunch periods, assemblies, homeroom 
activities, club meetings, and any other activities not regarded as regular 
class work. 


12. Length of Class Periods. 


The minimum length of a regular class period is forty-five minutes. The 
minimum Iength of science periods (biology, chemistry, and physics) is 
fifty minutes, unless additional periods are scheduled for laboratory work. 
The minimum length of class periods in vocational agriculture, vocational 
home economics, trades and industries, diversified occupations, and distribu- 
tive education are prescribed by the State Board of Education. 


13. Minimum Number of Teachers. 


The minimum number of teachers required for fully carrying out a 
program in an accredited high school, for each classification, is indicated 
below: 

three (3) year high school, six (6) teachers 
four (4) year high school, seven (7) teachers 
five (5) year high school, eight (8) teachers 
six (6) year high school, nine (9) teachers 

Note: Two of the above teachers may be off-the-enrollment teachers 
in vocational education or other special subjects. 

A teacher-librarian employed in a high school operating with minimum 
staff ‘may be assigned to library duty for at least as much time as the 
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library is required to remain open under direct supervision of teacher- 
librarian, provided this does not jeopardize the instructional program and 
provided this arrangement is approved by the state high school supervisor. 
Otherwise, additional staff should be employed. (See Library Standards.) 

The assignment of a disproportionate number of teachers to the high 

school, however, may endanger the accreditation of the high school if 
such allocation of teachers discriminates against the elementary school to 
the point of jeopardizing its instructional program. 
14. The standard requiring a minimum enrollment of 50 pupils was 
abolished on July 1, 1952. The State Board of Education, on August 20, 
1954, adopted the following policy with regard to the application of these 
standards to individual schools: 

That since a full minimum standards program as adopted by the Board 
requires a minimum number of teachers (two of whom might be special 
or vocational teachers paid through a source other than regular state aid) 
to fully carry out the program, a high school employing a teaching staff 
that falls more than one teacher below the minimum but meets other 
standards will be carefully reviewed and continued accreditation will be 
contingent upon (1) distance from other existing high schools, natural 
barriers, and other peculiar circumstances which might convince the 
State Board of the need for its existence and (2) an official request from 
the County Board of Education for the school’s continuation. 


15. Qualifications of Teachers. 


A high school teacher is required to hold at least the bachelor’s degree 
from an accredited college or university and must be certified to teach 
the subjects assigned to him. Under certain conditions a teacher may be 
granted a one-year permit to teach subjects outside his fields of specializa- 
tion. When such a permit is granted, the approval of the high school 
supervisor is necessary for allowing pupils credit for work done under a 
teacher not certified to teach the particular subject taken by the pupils. 

A teacher who is teaching a majority of her classes in ptoperly certified 
fields may be assigned, upon satisfactory evidence of preparation and ex- 
perience and upon the judgment of the principal, work in some other field, 
and may be granted permission to teach such work without the formal 
issuance of a permit, provided a written explanation of the circumstances 
is furnished to the high school supervisor for his approval. 

Any teacher holding an elementary certificate ora certificate listing 
at least two of the fields in which she is to teach may teach in the seventh 
and/or eighth grades in'any officially recognized high school system with- 
out the issuance of a permit, provided a written explanation of the cir- 
cumstances is furnished to the high school supervisor for his approval. 


16. Teacher Load. 


A teacher in an accredited high school may not be permitted to teach 
more than six regular class periods per day, the recommended limit being 
five teaching periods. The maximum teacher load is considered to be 750 
pupil-teacher contact hours per week. Sixty minutes should be used as 
the base in calculating the teacher load; i.e., six 50-minute periods per day, 
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with an avcrage of 30 pupils to the class would be te equivalent of 
750 pupil-teacher contact hours. In calculating pupil-periods, the number 
of pupils supervised in a study period should be divided by two. Home 
room periods and other extra-curricular activities should not be counted 
in calculating teacher-load. 


17. Pupil Load. 


The normal pupil load is considered to be the amount of work required 
of classes, the total of which carries four units of credit. 


A student who ranks in the upper twenty-five per cent of his class, 
from the standpoint of ability and achievement, may be permitted to earn 
five units in one school year, provided the administrative head of the 
school and the parents of the student consider that such a plan will 
serve the interest of the student. 


A senior who needs more than four units to graduate may be allowed 
to carry four and one-half or five units, provided his schedule may be 
arranged in such a way that, by permitting him to carry a load heavier 
than normal, he may graduate at the end of the current school year. 


In no case may a student, senior or otherwise, earn more than five units 
in one school year. One additional unit may be earned in summer 
school however. 


No credit may be allowed toward graduation for work done on a 
level below the ninth grade. A student, however, classified as an eighth 
grader, who is repeating a portion of the work required in the eighth 
grade but who has already completed one or more eighth grade subjects 
may be permitted to take one or two courses with a ninth grade class, 
provided he is considered qualified to do advanced work in such subjects. 
For such work he may be allowed high school credit) No more than two 
such units may be allowed in any one school year. Likewise, with the 
approval of the principal and the parents, a student in the eighth grade 
who has evinced superior achievement may take one or two units of 
ninth grade work for credit provided the school’s schedule permits. 


18. Instruction in Grades Seven and Eight. 


Seventh and eighth grade pupils shall receive instruction for an equivalent 
of 225 minutes per week in each of the following: Language Arts (Eng- 
lish, Spelling, Reading, Writing), Mathematics, Social Studies, and Science 
(See Note below). Instruction in Health including the effects of alcohol 
and narcotics on the human system, and Physical Education shall be 
included in the total program. 

It would be expected that exploratory or enrichment courses in Art, 
Music, Practical Arts, and many other areas will be made available to 
students in these grades. 


Any deviation from the above program of instruction must be explained 
in writing and approval secured from the high school supervisor where 
grades 7 and/or 8 are in an officially organized high school or junior 
high school and from the chief elementary school supervisor in cases 
where grades 7 and/or 8 are in the elementary organization. This approval 
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should be secured prior to the opening of the school year in which the 
deviation will become effective. 

Note: It is possible, with proper planning, to schedule certain combina- 
tions of courses such as Health, Safety, and the classroom phase of 
Driver Education with the Science and Social Studies programs, or with 
the Physical Education program. It would also be possible to develop 
special schedules for Science. None of the above provisions should prevent 
fused, correlated, or longer blocks-of-time organization or adjustments 
to meet the needs of special pupils. 


19. Credit for Health Courses. 

Any accredited high school may award one unit of credit for health 
education, (See page 43, Table of Approved Subjects), provided it has 
the approval of the high school supervisor for its materials of instruction, 
program, content, teaching personnel, and facilities. 


20. Physical Education. 

Any accredited high school may award one unit of credit for physical 
education under either of two plans, provided it has the approval of the 
high school supervisor for its facilities and equipment, program content, 
and teaching personnel. 


21, Driver Education, Safety, and First Aid. 

A school that desires to offer a program of driver education, safety, 
and first aid, with more than two class meetings per week, may be 
allowed to grant credit to pupils provided the program is specifically 
approved by the state high school supervisor. 


22. Subject—Class Enrollment. 

No class in a beginning subject may be permitted with an enrollment 
of less than ten (10) pupils, and no subject requiring of students en- 
rolled a prerequisite of a year’s work in that subject may be offered 
unless five or more students are enrolled. In certain cases, students who 
desire subjects not offered because of insufficient enrollment may be 
allowed credit for such subjects studied under direct supervision of a 
member of the teaching staff, provided the plan is recommended by the 
principal and the individual case is specifically approved by the state 
high school supervisor. Credit earned in this manner must be included 
in determining the maximum pupil load. 


23. Requirements for Graduation. 
1. In order to receive a state high school diploma a pupil must earn 
sixteen units of credit, distributed as follows:

2. A three-year senior high school, if it elects to do so, may graduate 
pupils on the basis of 12 units earned in senior high school, plus four 
units automatically allowed for completion of the work of the local 
3-year junior high school provided the junior high school program is 
approved by the state high school supervisor. (The four units granted 
for junior high school work may be allowed on English, Mathematics, 
Social Studies, Science, and/or Health, unless for one or more of these 
the junior high school substituted work in other fields.) 

3. As provided by the Code of Laws of South Carolina, all high school 
students, in order to qualify for a state high school diploma must com- 
plete a study of and pass satisfactorily an examination upon the provisions 
and principles of the United States Constitution and of American institu- 
tions and ideals. This instruction shall be given for a period of at least 
one year. Also, every student must satisfy the examining power of his 
loyalty thereto. 

4. It is recommended that a pupil, to be eligible for a state high school 
diploma, be required to attend the school issuing the diploma at least the 
semester immediately preceding his graduation. : 

5. Pupils who complete the work of the ninth and tenth grades in 
a nonaccredited high school and who attend an accredited high school 
for work in the eleventh and twelfth grades may be allowed credit for 
work done in the ninth and tenth grades provided the principal and 
teachers of the school last attended consider this work of sufficient quality 
to justify permitting these pupils to do advanced work. 

6. Regulations governing veterans. (See Special Credit for Military and 
Veteran Personnel.) 

7. No college credit may be substituted for high school credit. 

8. Graduates of a. new-high school will be eligible for state high school 
diplomas when a supervisor from the State Department of Education 
has examined the records of each pupil for whom a diploma is requested 
before diplomas are issued to a school for the first time and provided they 
meet other requirements. 

9. Courses in trades, general mathematics and mechanical drawing 
offered by the South Carolina’ Trade Schools may carry regular high 
school credit. An individual student is limited to four units on trades 
(See Trade Courses, page 39), one unit on general mathematics, and 
one unit on mechanical drawing and blue print reading. For each unit 
allowed for trades and mechancial drawing, the minimum time spent on 
the work of the course is 360 hours. For general mathematics the minimum 
time for one unit is 180 hours. Teachers must hold certificates in their 
respective fields. 

10. The South Carolina Industrial School for Boys, Florence, South 
Carolina, may award a maximum of one unit of credit in Agriculture, 
provided (1) the teacher is certified to teach Agriculture, (2) a minimum 


as ene required for second major may include credit earned on subjects specifically 
required. 
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of 90 minutes per day is devoted to the work, (3) the students receiving 
credit are qualified as high school students, and (4) supervision of the 
program is provided in the same manner as pertains to Agriculture work 
in accredited high schools. 

11. Credit toward a state high school diploma will be allowed only on 
subjects approved by the State Board of Education. 


24. Library Standards. 
Books and Periodicals 

1. Books: 

Each accredited high school must have five library books per pupil, 
exclusive of government documents and textbooks. No accredited school 
may have fewer than 500 books. Books are to be selected from the list 
prepared by the Library Committee of the State Department of Education 
or some other lists approved by the State Department of Education. 

2. Periodicals and Newspapers: 

a. For schools having enrollments of 200 or fewer pupils—5 to 15 
periodicals suitable for pupil’s use and one daily newspaper. 

b. For schools having enrollments of more than 200 pupils—one 
periodical for each 20 pupils up to a maximum of 50 periodicals suitable 
for pupils’ use and two newspapers. 

c. For all schools—a subscription to the READERS’ GUIDE TO 
PERIODICAL LITERATURE or to the ABRIDGED READERS’ 
GUIDE TO PERIODICAL LITERATURE. 


Appropriation 
Each accredited high school shall appropriate and spend annually for 
books, periodicals, and supplies, exclusive of salaries, a sum of money 
based on the schedule listed below: 
1. Enrollment less than 500—an annual appropriation of $1.50 per pupil, 
with no school receiving less than $200.00. 
2. Enrollment of 500 through 999 pupils—an annual appropriation of at 
least $750.00, plus $1.25 per pupil above 500 pupils. 
3. Enrollment of 1,000 or more pupils—an annual appropriation of at 
least $1,375.00 plus 75 cents per pupil above 1,000 pupils. 


Librarian 

1. For schools having enrollments of 100 or fewer pupils, a teacher- 
librarian with at least 18 semester hours in library science in an 
approved library school devoting not less than two class periods 
per day to library service. 

2. For schools having an enrollment of 101 to 400 pupils, a teacher- 
librarian with at least 18 semester hours in library science in an ap- 
proved library school devoting not less than four class periods per 
day to library service. 

3. For schools having an enrollment of 401 or more pupils, a full-time 
librarian with same qualifications and educational background as 
teachers, including 24-30 semester hours of library science in an 
approved library school. 
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4. For schools having an enrollment of 1,000 or more pupils, an additional 
full-time person must be employed in the library. (Although this 
person may be a clerical assistant, a trained librarian would be 
preferable. Effective 1957-58.) 


5. Schools employing teacher-librarians must keep the library open all 
day under supervision, using student help or teachers. The teacher- 
librarian should be responsible for training all library assistants. 

6. It is recommended that when high schools and elementary schools 
are too small for a full-time librarian in each and are located in the 
same building or in the same location, a library be set up to serve 
both groups. 

7. It is recommended that the librarian be employed and paid for at 
least an additional month beyond the school term. 


Organization 


All school libraries shall keep an accurate record of books in the 
library, shall have a shelf list, a card catalog, and an adequate loan 
system. ; ' 

Course in Use of Library 


In each accredited high school, a minimum of ten lessons in the use 
of the library shall be given. It is recommended that these be integrated 
with the classroom work and that they be the joint responsibility of the 
librarian and the teacher. 


Housing and Equipment 

Libraries should be housed in special library rooms and should not be 
used as study-halls, These rooms should be equipped with tables, chairs, 
book shelving, magazine shelving, loan desk, card catalog case, vertical 
file, typewriter, and other essential office furniture. 

In schools of 400 or more, the library quarters should be large enough 
to seat fifteen per cent of the first 500 enrollment plus ten per cent of all 
above 500. In schools of less than 400, the library should be large enough 
to seat the largest class plus 20. Twenty-five square feet of floor space 
per person should be allowed. A work room with running water and at 
least one conference room are essential. 


Function 
For purposes of accreditation of schools, the functioning of the library 
shall be given weight with the quantitative standards set up in the 
preceding sections of these library standards. 


25. Experimentation. 


The administrative head of an accredited high school may be permitted 
to conduct an experimental program that may require violation of certain 
standards, provided the following conditions are met: 

1. The purposes, the outline of the general procedures, and the plan 
of evaluation must be submitted in writing to the state high school 
supervisor, prior to the initiation of the program. 

2. Certain standards (such as those relating to the minimum number of 
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teachers required, the length of the school year, and others) may not 
be violated. 

3. Written approval of the high school supervisor and the director of 
the Division of Instruction must be procured before beginning the 
program. 

4. A final description of the experiment—including purposes, procedures, 
and results—must be filed with the high school supervisor at the 
end of the period during which the experiment is conducted. 


26. Instructional Material. 


Instructional materials should be adequate to cover the units of ‘work 
based upon the text or outline used as a basis for teaching. 

Instruction in the high school involves the use of a wide variety of 
materials other than textbooks, workbooks, and the like. The purpose 
of instructional materials is to meet the needs of the learner. It is, 
therefore, important that teachers and administrators be continually 
interested in and willing to study the best uses of materials of instruction. 
There must be a constant evaluation of materials. 

Each room should be equipped with chalkboards, chalk, erasers, bulletin 
boards, and a standard high school dictionary. 

There should be available to the teachers in high school multisensory 
material and equipment such as: 


Slide Projector Models and Objects Globes 
Film Strip Projector Sound Recordings Television 
Motion Picture Sound Recorder Record Player 
Projector Machines Motion Picture Films 
Opaque Projector Flat Pictures Film Strips 
Radio Maps Slides 
Charts 


27. Pupil Accounting. 

High schools must keep accurate cumulative records, either on a cumu- 
lative record card approved by the State Board of Education, or on such 
forms as provide essentially the same information. Permanent records 
should be filed alphabetically in fireproof filing cabinets that can be locked. 


28. Transfer of Students. 


Units earned by a student in an accredited high school of this State 
or in a school of another state which is accredited under the regulations 
of the board of education of that state will be accepted under the same 
conditions and for the same value which would apply to students in the 
school to which he transferred. 

If a pupil transfers from a school which is not accredited by a state 
board of education, he may be given tests to evaluate prior academic work 
or he may be given a tentative assignment in classes for a probationary 
period. In some cases a combination of these two procedures may be 
employed. In certain cases it may be necessary to accept equivalencies 
in lieu of specific requirements. 

Students in good standing transferring from one school to another 
should have their transcripts forwarded within ten days. 
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29. Summer Schools. 


Work done in summer schools shall equal in quality and quantity that 
of the regular school term. The qualifications of the teachers, .the equip- 
ment, and the standards enforced shall be the same as in the regular 
school term. All summer school work shall be organized by, and under 
the direction of, the principal. 

Classes shall meet in the school building. A definite schedule shall be 
followed. 


In order to earn one unit of new work, a minimum of 120 sixty-minute 
periods shall be given to the work. Not more than 3 sixty-minute periods 
a day shall be spent in recitation time. At least this amount of time should 
be spent in preparation. This means that 40 days is the shortest time in 
which a unit of new work, or the equivalent in review work, can be earned, 
and sixty days is the shortest time in which a unit and one-half of new 
work, or the equivalent in review work, can be earned. 

The time given a review subject shall be one-half that required for a 
new subject. A subject failed with a yearly average below 60 per cent shall 
be rated as a new subject. 


Not more than one and one-half units in new subjects shall be earned 
during one summer. Not more than one review and one new subject, 
or two review subjects, shall be taken for credit during summer school. 
No pupil shall be allowed to earn more than four new units in summer 
terms. 


30. Special Credit for Military Personnel and Veterans. 


The State Board of Education has authorized high schools to grant not 
more than four units of credit, based on the American Council on Educa- 
tion’s table of credit values, for courses taken through the United States 
Armed Forces Institute since July 1, 1948. Basic or recruit training taken 
since the above date may be accepted in lieu of required courses in 
hygiene and physical education but no units of credit may be granted. 

For the work done in the following branches of the Armed Forces 
before July 1, 1948, a maximum of four units of credit toward a state 
high school diploma may be granted: United States Armed Forces In- 
stitute Courses; United States Armed Forces Institute subject examina- 
tions; high school courses offered through USAFI by cooperating colleges 
and universities; Marine Corps Institute courses; Coast Guard Institute 
courses. Two additional units of credit may be granted for basic or recruit 
training. 

The State Board of Education recognizes the high school level Tests 
of General Educational Development for service personnel and veterans 
and will issue a state high school certificate of equivalency subject to the 
following conditions: 

1, Applicant must be bona fide resident of the State, or whose most 
recent public school attendance was in South Carolina, or who resided 
in South Carolina over a continuous period of six months or more 
immediately prior to military service. 

2. Must be nineteen years of age or older. 
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3. Applicant must attain an average standard score of 47 or above 
for the several tests. 

4. Application should be made to the State Department of Education. 
Upon receipt of official GED Test report by the State Department of 
Education, an application form is sent to the applicant. 

5. A $5.00 fee is required. To be forwarded with the completed applica- 
tion. 


31. The High School Certificate. 


The State Board of Education awards a state high school certificate on 
the basis of a special certificate examination. A candidate for this certificate 
must be a resident of South Carolina, must be nineteen (19) years of 
age or over and not regularly enrolled in high school. Students graduating 
from non-accredited twelve-year schools, who have not reached their 
nineteenth birthday and who request in writing permission to take the 
high school examination indicating a real need for same, may be 
allowed to take the examination. For information regarding time, place, 
and other details of the examination, write to Professor W. C. McCall, 
Personnel Bureau, University of South Carolina, Columbia, South Carolina. 
A fee of $7.50 is charged to cover costs of the testing service and the 
certificate. 

Since January 1, 1949, the practice of allowing credit toward a state 
high school diploma for the state high school certificate examination has 
been discontinued. 

The South Carolina high school certificate may also be awarded on the 
basis of official reports direct from approved state controlled examining 
centers in other states, provided that the examination battery used is 
comparable to the test battery in use in South Carolina, and provided 
the scores attained meet the South Carolina requirements. 


32. Correspondence Courses. 


Credit may be allowed for extension courses only when approved 
” specifically by the local superintendent or principal and by the state 
high school supervisors. Credit earned by a pupil on an extension course 
must be included in calculating the maximum load that a pupil is permitted 
to carry. No pupil may be permitted to apply more than two extension 
course units to the sixteen units required for graduation except on the 
specific approval of the state high school supervisor. Extension courses 
should be taken only under the supervision of teachers in the local school. 
33. Standards for Accredited Junior High Schools. 

The State Board of Education recognizes the junior high school in the 
state system of education and may extend to a junior high school accredited 
status, provided all standards as prescribed by the State Board of Education 
are met. 

a.A junior high school that is not a unit in a school district or a 
combination of school districts which also operates a senior high 
school will not be accredited. (This provision will not affect the status 
of junior high schools accredited prior to January 1, 1949.) 

b. Grades 7, 8, and 9 are recognized as junior high school grades. 
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ic. The recommended minimum enrollment is 300 pupils. On recommenda- 
tion of the high school supervisor, a smaller enrollment may be 
acceptable, provided local circumstances, such as consolidation and 
housing facilities, would seem to justify approval. 

id. The program of work on each grade level should be departmentalized 
to the extent that pupils may have the benefit of an enriched program 
for which the junior high school is intended. 

e. Definite provision must be made for a guidance program, including 
testing, pupil accounting and counselling. 

{. Credit toward graduation may not be allowed for work done below 
the ninth grade level. 


In all respects, not included specifically in the above statements of 
standards governing the operation of accredited junior high schools, the 
standards prescribed by the State Board of Education for accredited high 
schools will apply. 

NOTE: State plans for Vocational Education, Vocational Rehabilitation, 
Teacher Training, and Certification, regulations for the accreditation of 
business colleges and regulations for special education, are filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State.

A. Each employing unit shall preserve for five years existing records with 
respect to individuals in its employ on or after July 1, 1936, indicat- 
ing the date hereinafter set forth: 

2. For each individual employed during such period: 
(a) His name and Social Security Account Number. 
(b) Number of hours worked each week of less than full time. 
(c) His money wages (including special payments) paid for em- 
ployment. 
(d) Reasonable cash value of remuneration paid by the employer 
in any medium other than cash. (See Rule 1.) 
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(e) The date on which he was hired, rehired, or returned to work 
after temporary layoff, and the date and reason he was separated. 
from employment.

REGULATION XIV. Offers of Work: 

B. A written offer of work made directly by an employer shall set out 
the nature of the work offered, the probable wages and hours per 
week, the shift or daily hours of the proposed employment, the ex- 
pected duration of employment, the time and place the claimant should 
report, and the name of the person to whom he is to report. No dis- 
qualification will be imposed by reason of the failure of a claimant 
without good cause to accept a direct offer of available and suitable 
work unless the employer submit a copy of such an offer to the Com- 
mission together with a certification that it was either received and 
refused by the claimant, or that it was directed by registered mail 
to the last known address of the claimant and that no response was 
made by the claimant; Provided, however, that no direct offer of work 
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made in accordance with this section shall be considered unless a no- 
tice of such offer of work is received by the Commission within seven 
(7) days after such offer was made. 

Cc. An oral offer of work may be made directly by an employer but before 
a claimant shall be disqualified to receive benefits by reason of his 
failure to accept, without good cause, available suitable work so of- 
fered a sworn statement shall be submitted by the employer to the 
Commission setting forth that the offer of work was made directly to 
the claimant, the nature of the work offered, the wages and hours per 
week, the shift or daily hours of the proposed employment, the ex- 
pected duration of the employment, the time and place the claimant 
should have reported for duty, and any reason given by the claimant 
for his refusal to accept work; Provided. however, that no direct offer 
of work made in accordance with this section shall be considered un- 
less a notice of such offer of work is received by the Commission 
within seven (7) days after such offer was made. 


REGULATION XV. “Week” Defined: 


Amend Regulation XV, C, by deleting the words “During which the 
disqualifying act occurred, beginning with the same day of the week as 
the benefit week established for such claimant,” so that when amended, 
Section C shall read as follows: 

C. Week of Disqualification: 


With respect to period of disqualification under Section 68-114 of the 
Act as amended, “Week” means a 7-consecutive-day period. 


REGULATION XX. Payment of Benefits to Interstate’ Claimants and 
the Combination of Wage Credits. 

Amend Regulation XX by striking out Section 2 in its entirety and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 2: 

A. The South Carolina Employment Security Commission subscribes 
to the Interstate Plan for Combining Wages (Basic Plan and Extended 
Plan) in accordance with Section 68-64, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, as amended, for the administrative cooperation with other participat- 
ing states for the payment of combined wage claims to interstate claim- 
ants. 

1. The Basic Wage-Combining Plan. 

The Basic Wage-Combining Plan is adopted to establish a system 
whereby an unemployed worker not eligible for benefits in any one 
state may, through combining of wages in more than one participating 
state, become eligible for benefits. 

2. The Extended Wage-Combining Plan. 

The Extended Wage-Combining Plan is adopted to establish a sys- 
tem whereby an unemployed worker having sufficient base-period wages 
to qualify for less than maximum annual unemployment insurance ben- 
efits in one or more participating states and insufficient base-period 
wages to qualify for benefits in one or more other participating states, 
may increase the benefits to which he is entitled by combining wages 
in one of the states in which he has sufficient base-period wages with 
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base-period wages in all states in each of which he has insufficient 

wages. 

The Plan for Combining Wages shall be administered in accordance with 
uniform Interstate Benefit Payment Procedures for combining wages. 
B. Termination of Combining Wages: 

Combining of wages terminates upon the termination of the benefit year 
in the paying state or at such time as redetermination of benefit rights 
becomes necessary under the law of the paying state. 

C. Relation to Interstate Benefit Payment Procedures: 

Whenever this Plan applies, it shall supersede any inconsistent provi- 
sions of the Interstate Benefit Payment Plan and the Regulations there- 
under. 


REGULATION XXV—Voluntary Contributions: 


Amend Regulation XXV by striking out the Regulation in its entirety 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

Any employer, in order to obtain a lower contribution rate, may make 
a voluntary contribution to the fund in addition to the contribution re- 
quired under Chapter 4, Article 2, South Carolina Unemployment Com- 
pensation Law; Provided, however, that a voluntary contribution to be 
used in the computation of a reduced rate for a calendar year must be 
made prior to March 1 of such calendar year. Such voluntary contribution 
shall be credited to the employer’s account as of the computation date of 
such calendar year. Any voluntary contribution made as provided herein 
shall not be considered as payment of future contributions and shall not 
be refunded.

FUNERAL SERVICE BOARD 


Embalming and Funeral Directing 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 272 of 1955 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State March 29, 1957) 


1. Any person who actively engages or participates in any way in 
funeral directing or in the management of a funeral establishment shall be 
considered to be practicing as a funeral director and must be licensed un- 
der the terms of the Act of May 12, 1956. When any funeral establish- 
ment is owned by a partnership or corporation, the person or persons in 
active charge of the operating of such establishment must be licensed 
under the terms of this act and subject to the penal provisions thereof. 


2. Any person desiring to engage in embalming or in the profession of 
funeral directing in this State shall make written application to the Board 
for such license. The application shali be in such form and submitted in 
such manner as shall be prescribed by the Board and shall be accom- 
panied by an application fee of $25.00 and filed with the Board thirty 
days prior to the examinations. The license shall be signed by the presi- 
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‘dent and secretary of the Board and the seal of the Board affixed thereto. 
‘No license shall be issued or renewed for a period exceeding one year, 


Any person holding an embalmer’s or funeral director’s license may 
‘have the same renewed by making and filing with the secretary of the 
‘Board an application therefor, within thirty days preceding the expiration 
‘of his license upon blanks provided by the Board and upon payment of a 
renewal fee of $10.00 for each license; provided that any person neglecting 
‘or failing to have his license renewed as above provided may, at the 
discretion of the Board, have the same renewed by making application 
‘therefor during the ninety days immediately following the expiration date 
and upon the payment of a revival and renewal fee of $10.00 each; and 
provided, further that the license of any licensee who is actively engaged 
in the military service of the United States, may, at the discretion of the 
Board, be held in abeyance for the duration of such service and such 
person may be relieved of the payment of such renewal and revival fees 
as the Board may deem justifiable and expedient. 

3. No person shall be issued a license as an embalmer unless he is at 
least twenty-one years of age; a resident of South Carolina for one year, 
a citizen of the United States; of good moral character, as evidenced by 
at least two affidavits from licensed Funeral Directors and Embalmers 
to that effect; possessed of a high school education or not less than six- 
teen Carnegie units or the equivalent thereof (the equivalence to be de- 
termined by the South Carolina State Board of Education); has success- 
fully completed a regular course of not less than one year (nine scholas- 
tic months) in an embalming college accredited by the Board; has com- 
pleted a minimum of twenty-four months of service as an apprentice un- 
der the direct supervision of a licensed embalmer actively engaged in the 
practice of embalming in this State; and has passed to the satisfaction of 
the Board an examination as prescribed by the Board of his qualifications 
and skill in embalming. Provided, however, that any person holding a valid 
embalmer’s license in another State or territory which has been in effect 
continuously for five years or more, shall not be required to serve an ap- 
prenticeship to qualify for examination by the Board. 

No person shall be issued a license as a funeral director unless he is 
at least twenty-one years of age; a resident of South Carolina for one 
year, a citizen of the United States; of good moral character, as evidenced 
by at least two affidavits from licensed Funeral Directors and Embalmers 
to that effect; possessed of a high school education or not less than 
sixteen Carnegie units or the equivalent thereof (the equivalence to be 
‘determined by the South Carolina Board of Education); has completed a 
minimum of twelve months of service as an apprentice funeral director 
under the direct supervision of a licensed funeral director actively engaged 
in the practice of funeral directing in this State; and has passed to the 
satisfaction of the Board an examination as prescribed by the Board of 
his qualifications and skill as a funeral director. Provided, however, that 
any person holding a valid funeral director’s license in another State or 
territory which has been in effect continuously for five years or more 
shall not be required to serve an apprenticeship to qualify for examination 
before the Board. 
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Provided further, that any licensed embalmer, qualified to embalm under 
the laws of another State, who has held a valid license of such State for 
a period of at least five years, shall be authorized to practice embalming 
in this State, upon application and approval thereof and under the su- 
pervision and guidance of a funeral director duly licensed under the laws 
of South Carolina. Such embalmer shall be required to pay the regular 
prescribed license fee set forth in these Rules and Regulations. The State 
Board of Funeral Service shall have the opportunity to suspend such 
license upon request of the respective funeral director having supervision 
and guidance over such licensee, or upon its own right on the grounds as 
defined in Rule No. 4 of these Rules and Regulations. 

Each apprentice, upon commencing his apprenticeship, shall register as 
an apprentice with the secretary and pay $5.00 fee for each. He shall 
notify the Board immediately upon completion of his apprenticeship and 
as evidence thereof, submit to the Board sworn affidavit to that effect, 
signed by the licensed embalmer or funeral director under whom such 
apprenticeship was served. 

The Board shall have the power and it shall be its duty to prescribe 
rules and regulations governing the qualifications, fitness and practices of 
those engaged in and who may engage in embalming and funeral directing 
in this State and the care and disposition of dead human bodies; governing 
the standards of sanitation to be observed in the embalming and care of 
dead human bodies; and governing the proper administration of the pro- 
visions of this act. The Board shall specifically have the power to fix 
and prescribe rules and regulations as to the procedure to be followed in 
the making of applications for licenses, in the issuance and renewals of 
licenses, and in the conduct of examinations. It shall fix the fees to be 
paid for licenses and renewals and for the registration of apprentices. 

4. The Board may refuse to issue or may refuse to renew, or may sus- 
pend or revoke any license, or may place the holder thereof on a term 
of probation after proper hearing upon the holder of such license to be 
guilty of any of the following acts or omissions: 

1. Conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude. 

2. Conviction of a felony. 

3. Unprofessional conduct which is hereby defined to include: 

(a) Misrepresentation or fraud in the conduct of the business of the 
profession of a funeral director or embalmer; 

(b) False or misleading advertising as a funeral director or embalmer; 

(c) Solicitation of dead human bodies by the licensee, his agent, as- 
sistants, or employees whether such solicitation occurs after death or 
while death is impending, provided, that this shall not be deemed to pro- 
hibit general advertising; 

(d) Employment by the licensee of persons known as “Cappers”, or 
“Steerers” or “Solicitors,” or other such persons to obtain funeral di- 
recting or embalming. 

(e) Employment directly or indirectly of any apprentice, agent, as- 
sistant, embalmer, employee or other person, on part or full time, or on 
commission for the purpose of calling upon individuals or institutions by 
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whose influence dead human bodies may be turned over to a particular 
funeral director or embalmer; 

(f) The direct or indirect payment or offer of payment of a commission 
by the licensee, his agents, assistants or employees for the purpose of 
securing business; 

(g) Gross immorality; 

(h) Aiding or abetting an unlicensed person to practice funeral direct- 
ing or embalming; : 

(i) Using profane, indecent or obscene language in the presence of a 
dead human body, or within the immediate hearing of the family or rel- 
.atives of a deceased whose body has not yet been interred or otherwise 
disposed of; 

(j) Solicitation or acceptance by a licensee of any commission or bonus 
or rebate in consideration of recommending or causing a dead human 
body to be disposed of in any cemetery, mausoleum or crematory; 

(k) Violation of any of the provisions of this act; 

(1) Violation of any State law or municipal ordinance or regulation af- 
fecting the handling, custody, care or transportation of dead human bodies; 

(m) Fraud or misrepresentation in obtaining a license; 

(n) Refusing to promptly surrender the custody of a dead human body, 
upon the express order of the person lawfully entitled to the custody 
thereof; 

(o) Failure to secure permit for removal or burial of a dead human 
body prior to interment or disposal; 

(p) Knowingly making any false statement on a certificate of death. 

In addition to the above specific grounds for refusal or suspension of 
a license or the placing of a licensee on probation, whenever the Board 
shall have reason to believe that any person to whom a license has 
been issued has become unfit to practice embalming, or funeral directing, 
as the case may be, or has violated any of the provisions of this act or 
any rule or regulation prescribed, it shall be the duty of the Board to 
conduct an investigation, and if from such investigation it shall appear to 
the Board that there is reasonable ground for belief that the accused miay 
have been guilty of the violations charged, a time and place shall be 
set by the Board for a hearing to determine whether or not the license 
of the accused shall be revoked. Any member of the Board shall have the 
right to administer the oaths to witnesses. 


5. It shall be unlawful and punishable for any person to remove or 
embalm a dead human body when any fact within his knowledge or 
brought to his attention is sufficient to arouse suspicion of crime in con- 
nection with the death of the deceased until the permission of the cor- 
oner or of a magistrate, if the coroner not be accessible, shall have first 
been obtained. 


6. Any person violating any of these rules and regulations shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars or by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

7. Every licensed Funeral Director shall spend at least two-thirds of 
his time in the funeral business, or his license will not be renewed. 
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8. Where embalming is done, the preparation room shall contain not 
less than sixty-four square feet of floor space; must have a sanitary floor 
covering, at least one sanitary operating table, running water and proper 
sewer disposal, a sanitary waste receptacle, proper ventilation and all out- 
side openings must be properly screened. All waste shall be disposed of 
in a sanitary manner. 

9. The interior and exterior of the Funeral Establishment and its prem- 
ises shall be kept in a sanitary condition and in keeping with its surround- 
ing local area: . 

10. Every Funeral establishment operating in the State of South Caro- 
lina must display in a conspicuous place on the premises a permit stat- 
ing that the establishment has qualified under the laws and rules and 
regulations of the South Carolina State Board of Funeral Service. 

11. Annual meetings shall be held in July for the purpose of conduct- 
ing examinations for Funeral Director’s and Embalmer’s licenses, notice 
of which will be made public through the newspapers thirty days prior 
to the time of examination. 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Regulations Governing the Sanitary Control of the Manufacture, Distribu- 
tion, and Sale of Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts 


Promulgated under authority of Sections 32-8 and 32-1710, Code of Laws 
of S. C., 1952, and Act No. 257 of 1955 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 14, 1956) 


SECTION 1. Definitions: 

The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and the en- 

forcement of these regulations: 

A. Frozen Desserts—Frozen desserts as used in these regulations shall 
be as defined in Act No. 257, 1955, Acts and Joint Resolutions. 

B. Frozen Dairy Foods—Frozen dairy foods as used in these regula- 
tions shall mean and include ice cream, frozen custard, milk sherbet, 
ice or ice sherbet, imitation ice cream, and ice milk as defined in 
Section 32-1701, 1952, Code of Laws of South Carolina as amended. 

C. Mix—Mix is the unfrozen combination of ingredients of frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts except such fruits, nuts, flavors, color, 
and other ingredients as may be exempted by the health officer be- 
cause of the deleterious effect of pasteurization. 

D. Pasteurization—The terms “pasteurization”, “pasteurized”, and sim- 
ilar terms shall be taken to refer to the process of heating every 
particle of mix to at least 155° F. and holding at such temperature 
continuously for at least 30 minutes or to at least 175° F. and hold- 
ing at such temperature continuously for at least 25 seconds, in ap- 
proved and properly operated equipment; Provided, That nothing 
contained in this definition shall be construed as disbarring any 
other process which has been demonstrated to be equally efficient 
and is approved by the State health authority. 

E. Person—The word “person” as used in these regulations shall mean 
person, firm, corporation, or association. 
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F. Frozen Dairy Foods Retailer—A frozen dairy foods retailer is any 
person who sells, serves, dispenses or processes by fountain freez- 
ing, frozen dairy foods or mix at retail which have been processed in 
an approved frozen dairy foods plant. 

G. Fountain Freezer—The term fountain freezer shall mean a freezer 
which is installed and used for freezing frozen dairy foods which 
are held in the freezer under refrigeration until they are served 
for immediate consumption. 

H. Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts Manufacturer—A frozen 
dairy foods and frozen desserts manufacturer is any person except 
frozen dairy foods retailer, who manufactures, processes, or freezes 
any mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts for distribution 
or sale. 

I. Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts Plants—A frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts plant is hereby defined as any place or 
premises-except frozen dairy foods retailers where frozen dairy foods 
and frozen desserts or mix are manufactured, processed, or frozen 
for distribution or sale. e 

J. The term “Health Officer” within the meaning of these regula- 
tions shall mean the health authority of the state and/or the coun- 
ties, and/or cities, or his authorized representatives. 

K. Average bacterial plate count, direct microscopic count, reduction 
time, and cooling temperature—Average bacterial plate count and 
average direct microscopic count shall be taken to mean the loga- 
rithmic average, and average reduction time and cooling temperature 
shall be taken to mean the arithmetic average, of the respective 
results of the last four consecutive samples, taken upon separate days. 

L. Adulterated or Misbranded Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts 
or Mix—Any frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts or mix which 
contain any unwholesome substance, or which if defined in these 
regulations do not conform with the definition, shall be deemed 
adulterated and/or misbranded. 


SECTION 2. Permits: 


It shall be unlawful for any person to deliver directly or indirectly into 
or receive into the State for sale or to produce, sell or offer for sale 
therein, or to have in storage, where mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts are sold or served, any mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts, who does not possess a permit from the health officer; except 
frozen dairy foods retailers may receive mix and sell frozen dairy foods 
processed by fountain freezers from mix supplied by an approved frozen 
dairy foods and frozen desserts plant complying with these regulations. 

Only a person who complies with the requirements of these regula- 
tions shall be entitled to receive and retain such a permit. 


Such a permit may be suspended by the health officer, or revoked after 
an opportunity for a hearing by the health officer, upon the violation by 
the holder of any of the terms of these regulations. Provided, That frozen 
dairy foods retailers holding permits and regulated under “Rules and 
Regulations Governing Eating and Drinking Establishments and Other 
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Retail Food Establishments” shall not be regulated or required to hold 
a permit under these regulations for the sale or dispensing of frozen dairy 
foods or their preparation by freezing and dispensing with the process 
of fountain freezing. 


SECTION 3. The Sale Prohibited of Mix or Frozen Dairy Foods and 
Frozen Desserts Which Are Adulterated or Misbranded: 


No person shall, within the State, manufacture, freeze, sell, offer or 
expose for sale, or have in possession with intent to sell, any mix or 
frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts which are adulterated or mis- 
branded. 


SECTION 4. Labeling (and Placarding): 


All cans, packages, and other containers enclosing mix or frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts or their ingredients derived from milk or edible 
food fats except those filled from labeled bulk containers in retail dis- 
pensing, shall be plainly labeled or marked with (1) the name of the 
contents; (2) in the case of mix the word “pasteurized” if the contents 
have been pasteurized and the word “raw” if the contents have not been 
pasteurized; and (3) the name and address of the plant at which the 
contents were placed in the container. The label shall be in letters of an 
approved size, kind, and color and shall contain no marks or words which 
are misleading. 


SECTION 5. Inspection of Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts 
Plants: 

The health officer shall inspect all frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts 
plants, the products of which are intended for consumption within the 
state. In case the health officer discovers the violation of any item of 
sanitation, he shall make a second inspection in determining compliance 
with the requirements of these regulations. Any violation of the same 
item of these regulations on two consecutive inspections shall call for im- 
mediate suspension of permit. 

One copy of the inspection report shall be delivered to the owner of 
the premises inspected, or his agent, and shall be readily available at any 
time for a period of 12 months. Another copy of the inspection report 
shall be filed with the records of the health department. 


SECTION 6. Bacteriological Examination of Frozen Dairy Foods and 
Frozen Desserts and Their Ingredients: : 

During each six months period at least four samples of frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts and pasteurized mix from each plant shall be 
collected by the health officer for bacterial analysis. Samples of mix or 
frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts may be taken by the health officer 
at any time prior to final delivery. Samples of ingredients may be ex- 
amined as often as the health officer may require. Samples of frozen 
dairy foods and frozen desserts from stores, cafes, soda fountains, res- 
taurants, and other places where frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts 
are sold may be examined as often as the health officer may require. 
Bacterial plate counts and direct microscopic counts shall be made in 
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conformity with the current standard methods recommended by the 
American Public Health Association and the Association of Official Agri- 
cultural Chemists. All proprietors of plants, stores, cafes, restaurants, 
soda fountains, and other similar places shall furnish the health officer, 
upon his request, with the names of all persons from whom their mix or 
frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts are obtained. 

Whenever the average bacterial count, the average reduction time, or 
the average cooling temperature falls beyond the limit, the health officer 
shall send written notice thereof to the plant concerned, and shall take an 
additional sample for determining a new average in accordance with 
Section 1 (K). Violation of the requirement by the new average or by 
any subsequent average during the remainder of the current grading 
period shall call for immediate suspension of the permit, unless the last 
individual result is within the limit. 


Whenever more than one of the last four consecutive coliform counts 
of samples taken on separate days are beyond the limit, the health of- 
ficer shall send written notice thereof to the person concerned. He shall 
then take an additional sample, but not before the lapse of 3 days. 
Immediate suspension of permit shall be called for when the limit is 
violated by such additional samples, or when the limit is again violated 
during the remainder of the current six months period by more than one 
of the last four consecutive samples, unless the last individual result 
is within the limit. 


In case of violation of the phosphatase-test requirements, the probable 
cause shall be determined and corrected before frozen dairy foods and 
frozen desserts from the plant concerned again can be sold. 


SECTION 7. Sanitation Requirements for Frozen Dairy Foods and 
Frozen Desserts Plants: 

All frozen dairy ‘foods and frozen desserts plants shall comply with 
the following items of sanitation: 

ITEM 1. FLOORS: 

The floors of all rooms in which mix, frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts, or their ingredients are manufactured, frozen, or stored, or in 
which containers and utensils are washed or stored shall be constructed of 
concrete or other equally impervious and easily cleaned material, shall be 
smooth, properly drained, provided with trapped drains, kept clean and in 
good repair; Provided, That cold storage rooms need not be provided 
with drains. ; 

ITEM 2. WALLS AND CEILINGS: 

Wallis and ceilings of rooms in which mix, frozen dairy foods and 
frozen desserts, or their ingredients are manufactured or frozen, or in 
which containers or utensils are washed or stored, shall have a smooth, 
water resistant, washable, light-colored surface, and shall be kept clean 
and in good repair. The requirement of a light-colored finish shall not 
apply to hardening and storage rooms. 

ITEM 3. DOORS AND WINDOWS: 

Unless other effective means are provided to prevent the access of 
flies and other insects, all openings into the outer air shall be effectively 
screened and all doors shall be self-closing. 
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ITEM 4. LIGHTING AND VENTILATION: 
All rooms shall be well lighted and ventilated. 


ITEM 5. MISCELLANEOUS PROTECTION FROM CONTAMI- 
NATION: 


The various plant operations shall be so located and conducted as to 
prevent any contamination of the mix, frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts, their ingredients, cleaned equipment, or containers. All neces- 
sary means shall be used for the elimination of flies, other insects and 
rodents. Separate rooms shall be provided for (a) the pasteurizing, proc- 
essing, cooling, freezing, and packaging operations, and (b) the wash- 
ing and bactericidal treatment of containers. Where mix or frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts are pasteurized, the containers of frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts ingredients shall not be unloaded directly into 
the room or rooms used for pasteurization or subsequent processes. Pas- 
teurized mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts shall not be per- 
mitted to come in contact with equipment with which unpasteurized mix, 
frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts, milk, or milk products have been in 
contact unless such equipment has first been thoroughly cleaned and 
subjected to bactericidal treatment. None of the operations connected 
with a frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts plant shall be conducted 
in a room used for domestic purposes. All poisonous substances are 
stored and handled in such a manner so as not to contaminate the frozen 
dairy foods and frozen desserts, ingredients, containers, equipment, or 
other supplies. 


ITEM 6. TOILET FACILITIES: 

There shall be provided flush type toilet facilities conforming with 
the rules and regulations of the South Carolina State Board of Health, 
and which are kept clean, well ventilated, and in good repair. Toilet 
rooms shall not open directly into any room in which mix, frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts, their ingredients, equipment, or containers are 
handled or stored. The doors of all toilet rooms shall be self-closing. A 
sign directing employees to wash their hands before returning to work 
shall be posted in all toilet rooms used by employees. 


ITEM 7. WATER SUPPLY: 


The water supply shall be easily accessible, adequate, and of a safe, 
sanitary quality. 


ITEM 8. HAND-WASHING FACILITIES: 

Adequate and convenient hand-washing facilities shall be provided, in- 
cluding warm running water, soap, and approved sanitary towels. The 
use of a common towel is prohibited. No employee shall resume work 
after using the toilet room without first washing his hands. Hand-wash- 
ing facilities shall be kept clean. 


ITEM 9. SANITARY PIPING: 


All piping used to conduct ingredients, mix, or frozen dairy foods and 
frozen desserts shall be “Sanitary Milk Piping” of a type which can be 
easily cleaned with a brush. 
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ITEM 10. CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR OF CONTAINERS 
AND EQUIPMENT: 


All multi-use containers and equipment with which mix, frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts or their ingredients come into contact shall be of 
smooth, impervious, non-corrodible, non-toxic material; shall be so con- 
structed and so located as to be easily cleaned; and shall be kept in good 
repair. All single-service containers, closures, gaskets, and other articles 
used shall have been manufactured, packaged, transported, and handled 
in a sanitary manner. 


ITEM 11. DISPOSAL OF WASTES: 


All wastes shall be properly disposed of. All plumbing and equipment 
shall be so designed and so installed as to prevent contamination of mix 
and frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts equipment by back flow. 


ITEM 12. CLEANING AND BACTERICIDAL TREATMENT OF 
CONTAINERS AND EQUIPMENT: 


All multi-service containers and equipment for mix, frozen dairy foods 
and frozen desserts or their ingredients shall be thoroughly cleaned after 
each usage. All such containers shall be subjected to an approved bacteri- 
cidal process after each cleaning and all equipment immediately before 
each usage. When empty and before being returned by a frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts plant, each milk and milk products container 
shall be effectively cleaned. 


ITEM 13. STORAGE OF CONTAINERS AND EQUIPMENT: 


After bactericidal treatment all multi-use containers and equipment for 
mix, frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts; and their ingredients shall 
be stored in such manner as to be protected from contamination. 


ITEM 14. HANDLING OF CONTAINERS AND EQUIPMENT: 


Between bactericidal treatment and usage, and during usage, containers 
and equipment shall not be handled or operated in such manner as to 
‘permit contamination of the frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts, mix, 
or their ingredients. 


ITEM 15. STORAGE AND HANDLING OF SINGLE-SERVICE 
CONTAINERS AND UTENSILS: 


Covers, parchment papers, wrappers, can liners, and single-service 
sticks, spoons and containers for frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts, 
mix, or their ingredients shall be purchased and stored only in sanitary 
containers, shall be kept therein in a clean dry place, and shall be handled 
in a sanitary manner. 


ITEM 16. (a) PASTEURIZATION OF MIX: 

All mix shall be pasteurized as described in Section 1 (D) of these 

regulations. 

ITEM 16. (b) SPECIFICATIONS FOR PASTEURIZATION THER- 
MOMETERS, TIME AND TEMPERATURE CONTROLS, IN- 
LET AND OUTLET VALVES, AND CONNECTIONS AND 
VAT AND POCKET COVERS AND COVER PORTS: 

To insure that pasteurization temperature and time will be applied to 

every particle of mix, all indicating and recording thermometers used in 
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connection with the pasteurization of mix, all test thermometers used by 
the health officer in checking plant thermometers, the temperature con- 
trols, location and required readings of indicating and recording ther- 
mometers, time control, record of temperature and time, inlet and outlet 
valves and connecfions, air heating, vat and pocket covers and cover ports 
and preheating holders, shall comply with the specifications thereof con- 
tained in the 1940 Edition of the Frozen Desserts Code Recommended 
by the U. S. Public Health Service. 


ITEM 17. COOLING AND HANDLING: 


All milk and fluid milk products received at the mix or frozen dairy 
foods and frozen desserts plant for use in frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts or mix shall be cooled immediately in approved equipment to 50° 
F. or less and maintained at that temperature until pasteurized, unless 
they are to be pasteurized within 2 hours after receipt; and all pasteurized 
mix shall be cooled immediately in approved equipment to an average 
temperature of 50° F. or less, as defined in Section 1 (K) of these regu- 
lations and maintained thereat until frozen. 


All mix which is not frozen at the plant at which it was pasteurized 
shall be transported to the place of manufacturing or freezing in sealed 
containers, and the mix shall be handled in a sanitary manner. Dipping 
from containers of pasteurized mix is prohibited. 


ITEM 18. PACKAGING: 


Packaging, cutting, molding, dipping, and other preparation of mix or 
frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts or their ingredients shall be done 
in an approved manner. Containers shall be adequately covered immedi- 
‘ately after filling. Caps or covers shall be handled in such manner as to 
prevent contamination of the package contents. 


ITEM 19. OVERFLOW OR SPILLAGE: 


Product drip, or overflow or spilled mix or frozen dairy foods and 
frozen desserts or their ingredients, shall not be sold for human con- 
sumption. 


ITEM 20, RETURNS: 


Mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts in broken and open con- 
tainers may after delivery be returned to the plant for inspection, but shall 
not be used for making mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts. 


ITEM 21. PERSONNEL, HEALTH: 


Every person connected with a frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts 
plant, or about to be employed, whose work brings him in contact with 
the production, handling or storage of mix, frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts, containers, or equipment shall be free from communicable dis- 
ease. 


Such persons shall furnish such information, submit to such physical 
examinations, and submit such laboratory specimens as the health officer 
may require for the purpose of determining freedom from infection, 


ITEM 22. PERSONNEL, CLEANLINESS: 


All persons coming in contact with mix, frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts, their ingredients, containers, or equipment shall wear clean outer 
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garments and shall keep their hands clean at all times while thus en- 
gaged. 


ITEM 23. MISCELLANEOUS: 


All vehicles used for the transportation of mix or frozen dairy foods 
and frozen desserts or their ingredients shall be so cénstructed and op- 
erated as to protect their contents from the sun and from contamination. 
Such vehicles shall be kept clean, and no substance capable of contami- 
nating mix or frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts or their ingredients 
shall be transported therewith in such manner as to permit contamination. 
All vehicles used for the distribution of mix or frozen dairy foods and 
frozen desserts shall have the name of the distributor prominently dis- 
played. The immediate surroundings of all frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts plants shall be kept in a neat clean condition. 


ITEM 24. BACTERIAL PLATE COUNT OF PASTEURIZED 
MIX OR FROZEN DAIRY FOODS AND FROZEN DESSERTS: 


The average bacterial plate count of the pasteurized mix or the frozen 
dairy foods and frozen desserts shall at no time prior to delivery exceed 
50,000 per gram and not more than one of the last four coliform counts 
shall exceed 10 per ML, as determined under Section 1 (K) and 6. 


ITEM 25. INGREDIENTS: 


All mix and frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts ingredients shall be 
clean, have a fresh wholesome flavor and odor and a normal appearance, 
be of satisfactory quality, and shall be handled or processed in an ap- 
proved manner. Milk and milk products used as ingredients in the raw 
state shall have an average bacterial plate count not exceeding 200,000 
per cubic centimeter or per gram, or an average direct microscopic count 
not exceeding 200,000 per cubic centimeter or per gram if clumps are 
counted, or an average reduction time of not less than 51/2 hours, as 
determined under Sections 1 (K) and 6; and milk and milk products used 
as ingredients in the pasteurized, condensed, evaporated, or dried state 
shall have an average bacterial plate count not exceeding 50,000 per cubic 
centimeter or per gram: Provided, That these’ limits shall be doubled in 
the case of cream. : : 


SECTION 8. Suspension and Reissuing of Permit: 

If at any time a suspension of the permit shall become justified in any 
case, the health officer shall, subject to the provisions of Sections 2, 5, 6, 
and 7 of these regulations, immediately suspend the permit of said frozen 
dairy foods and frozen desserts plant. 

Any frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts plant, the permit of which 
has been suspended by the health officer may at any time make appli- 
cation for the reissuing of the permit. 

Upon receipt of a satisfactory application, in case the suspension of 
permit is the result of an unsatisfactory bacterial condition or cooling 
temperature, the health officer shall take further samples. The health 
officer shall reissue the permit whenever the average of the last four 
sample results indicates the necessary compliance. 
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In case the suspension of permit is due to the violation of any item or 
items of the specifications prescribed in Section 7 other than bacterial 
condition or cooling temperature, the said application must be accom- 
panied by a statement signed by the applicant to the effect that the 
violated item or items of the specifications have been conformed with. 
Within one week of the receipt of such an application and statement the 
health officer shall make a reinspection, and thereafter as many addi- 
tional reinspections as he may deem necessary to assure himself that the 
applicant is again complying ‘with the requirements, and, in case the 
findings indicate compliance, shall reissue the permit. 


SECTION 9. Transferring and Dispensing Frozen Dairy Foods and 
Frozen Desserts: 

No person shall transfer frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts from 

one container to another or package the same on the street or in any 

vehicle or in any place except a sanitary room under approved conditions. 


SECTION 10. Mix and Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts from 
Points Beyond the Limits of Routine Inspection: 

Mix and frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts from points beyond the 
limits of routine inspection of the State may not be sold in the State, 
unless controlled under provisions equivalent to the requirements of these 
regulations: Provided, That the health officer shall satisfy himself that 
the health officer having jurisdiction over the manufacture is properly 
enforcing such provisions. 


SECTION 11. Future Frozen Dairy Foods and Frozen Desserts Plants: 
All frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts plants from which mix or 
frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts are supplied into this State, which 
are hereafter constructed, reconstructed, or extensively altered shall con- 
form in their construction to the requirements of these regulations. Prop- 
erly prepared plans for all frozen dairy foods and frozen desserts plants 
which are hereafter constructed, reconstructed, or extensively altered 
shall be submitted for approval before work is begun and signed ap- 
proval shall be obtained from the health officer and/or the State health 
department. ; 


SECTION 12. Notification of Disease: 

Notice shall be sent to the health officer immediately by any frozen 
dairy foods and ‘frozen desserts manufacturer or distributor among whose 
employees any infectious, contagious,. or communicable disease occurs 
or is suspected. 


SECTION 13. Procedure When Infection Suspected: 

When suspicion arises as to the possibility of transmission of infection 
from any person concerned with the handling of mix, frozen dairy foods 
and frozen desserts, or their ingredients, the health officer is authorized 
to require any or all of the following measures: (1) the immediate ex- 
clusion of that person from handling mix, frozen dairy foods and frozen 
desserts, or their ingredients; (2) the immediate exclusion of the supply 
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concerned from distribution and use; (3) adequate medical and bacteri- 
oligical examination of the person, of his associates, and of his and their 
body discharges. 


SECTION 14. Enforcement Interpretation: 

These regulations are issued under the authority of Sections 32-8 and 
32-1710, Code of Laws of S. C., 1952, as amended, and Section 6 of Act 
No. 257 of 1955. They shall be enforced by the health officer, in accord- 
ance with the interpretations thereof contained in the Frozen Desserts 
Ordinance and Code, Recommended by the U. S. Public Health Service, 
1940 Edition, a certified copy of which shall be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 


SECTION 15. Penalties: 

Violation of these regulations shall be punishable in accordance with 
Section 32-17, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, by fine not ex- 
ceeding $100.00 or imprisonment not exceeding 30 days; and each day 
of continued violation shall be a separate offense. 


SECTION 16. Repeal and Date of Effect: 

All regulations and parts of regulations in conflict with these regula- 
tions are hereby repealed; and these regulations shall be in full force 
and effect immediately upon adoption and its publication, as provided 
by law. . 


SECTION 17. Unconstitutionality Clause: 

Should any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, or phrase of these 
regulations be declared unconstitutional or invalid for any reason, the 
remainder of said regulations shall not be affected thereby. 


Organized Camps 
Promulgated under authority of Section 32-8, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State July 18, 1957) 


SECTION 1. Definitions: 


(a) The term “organized camp” shall mean any established camp for 
group living, whether privately or publicly owned, and intended to ac- 
commodate persons or groups of persons temporarily engaged in recrea- 
tional, educational, social and/or. church activities or programs while 
away from their place of residenice. 

(b) The term “permit” means a written permit issued by the South - 
Carolina State Board of Health to operate an organized camp. 

(c) The term “health officer” means the State Health Officer and/or the 
county or other local health officer and/or their duly authorized agents. 

(d) The term “person” means any individual, firm, association, trust, 
partnership, or corporation. . 
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SECTION 2. Permits: 


No person shall operate or maintain any organized camp within the 
State of South Carolina unless he is the holder of an unrevoked permit 
from the State Board of Health. All organized camps in existence or 
operating upon the effective date of these regulations shall, within ninety 
days thereafter, obtain a permit, and in all other respects comply fully 
with the requirements of these regulations; PROVIDED, that the State 
Health Officer upon adequate showing of necessity made by the person 
concerned, may, in his discretion, extend the time for compliance with 
any particular section thereof. 

Application for an organized camp permit must be made in writing to 
the State Health Officer, signed by the applicant or his authorized officer 
or agent, and shall contain: (1) the name and address of the applicant; 
(2) the location and legal description of the camp area; (3) a complete 
plan of the camp area, showing installations as required by these regula- 
tions including plans of all buildings and water and sewerage facilities 
located or to be constructed within the camp area. No permit shall be 
issued until construction of all required facilities is completed. A permit 
shall be issued by the health officer, based on examination and certification 
by the Sanitary Engineering Division of the State Board of Health 
showing satisfactory compliance with these regulations; PROVIDED, 
that such permit may be suspended temporarily by the health officer for 
failure to maintain compliance with these regulations or may be revoked, 
after hearing by the State Health Officer for continued violation of these 
regulations. 


SECTION 3. Location: 

The camp site shall be located away from undesirable conditions, be 
free of unnecessary hazards, and of such topography that will readily 
permit rapid and complete drainage of storm water. 


SECTION 4. Water Supply: 


(a) The water supply shall be obtained from sources approved by the 
State Board of Health, and shall be adequate and properly protected. 
Wells and springs shall be developed as described and illustrated in the 
South Carolina State Board of Health Bulletin entitled “Protection of 
Private Water Supplies.” 

(b) Water samples shall be collected and submitted to the State Board 
of Health Laboratory for bacteriological examination at least fifteen days 
prior to the opening of the camp and at least once each month thereafter 
for the duration of the camping season. 

(c) Where water coolers are used, these shall be of an approved type. 
Individual drinking cups, or approved angle jet drinking fountains shall 
be provided. 


SECTION 5. Sewage Disposal: 


All excreta shall be disposed of through a sewage disposal system ap- 
proved by the State Board of Health, or by means of sanitary privies 
constructed and maintained in accordance with the requirements of the 
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State Board of Health. Other non-fecal liquid wastes shall be disposed of 
in a manner approved by the health officer. 


SECTION 6. Toilet and Bath Facilities: 

Every organized camp shall be provided with adequate and conveniently 
located toilet facilities for both campers and employees. One toilet seat 
shall be available for every ten occupants of the camp. In camps or units 
of camps occupied solely by males and where urinals are used, one toilet 
or privy seat shall be provided for every fifteen occupants. Lavatory 
facilities shall be provided in proximity to toilets, privies and urinals. 
All plumbing shall conform to state plumbing practices. All toilet and 
bath facilities shall be kept in a clean condition, in good repair, well 
lighted and ventilated. 

Separate toilet facilities shall be provided for employees. Adequate and 
convenient handwashing facilities shall also be provided, including warm 
water, soap and individual towels. 


SECTION 7. Sleeping Quarters: 

(a) All buildings used for sleeping quarters shall be constructed and 
maintained in a safe condition and afford adequate protection against un- 
satisfactory weather conditions. 

(b) All articles of bedding and furniture shall be kept clean and in 
good repair. 

(c) Beds shall be spaced so as to meet the standards recommended by 
the American Camping Association. 


SECTION 8. Dining Halls: 

The floors, walls and ceilings shall be maintained in good repair, and 
shall be kept reasonably clean at all times. 

‘Artificial illumination shall be adequate and shall be evenly distributed. 

Table tops shall be kept clean and free of cracks. Badly chipped, broken 
or cracked dishes and glassware shall not be used. 

When flies are prevalent, ail outside openings shall be kept effectively 
screened. 


SECTION 9. Kitchens: 

The floors of all kitchens and walls up to splash line shall be of such 
construction as to be easily cleaned and shall be kept clean and in good 
repair. Adequate lighting and ventilation shall be maintained. 


SECTION 10. Dishwashing and Sanitizing: 

All multi-service eating and drinking utensils shall be thoroughly cleaned 
and properly subjected to one of the approved bactericidal processes after 
each usage. All multi-use utensils used in the preparation or serving of 
food or drink shall be thoroughly cleaned immediately following the day’s 
operation. Proper handling and storage of the above utensils is mandatory 
to minimize chance of contamination. 
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SECTION 11. Storage: 


The floors, walls and ceiling of afl storage rooms shall be maintained 
in good repair and be kept clean. 

All food and drink shall be stored, handled and served in accordance with 
standard safety practices. 

All readily perishable food and drink shall be properly refrigerated 
except when being prepared or served. 


SECTION 12. Swimming Facilities: 


(a) Water for swimming pools, if used, shall be derived from a source 
approved by the State Board of Health. 

(b) Swimming pools, if used, shall conform in design, construction, and 
operation with the rules and regulations of the State Board of Health 
governing swimming pools. 

(c) Where lakes, ponds, running streams, or other bodies of water are 
to be used for swimming purposes, approval or temporary permission to 
use such bathing places shali be given only after the sanitary quality of 
the water has been determined by a sanitary survey and bacteriological 
examination. 


(d) Swimming, bathing, or wading shall not be permitted in any 
stream, pond, or lake which received sewage or industrial, waste pollution 
to an extent which would constitute a health hazard. 


(e) Bathhouses, if used, shall be kept clean and in good repair, and 
appropriate methods shall be used to minimize foot infection. 


SECTION 13. Safety: 


All natural hazards should be eliminated or reduced to a minimum before 
the camp is occupied. 

The person in charge of the water front shall have a current instructor’s 
certificate from the American Red Cross or other organization of equivalent 
standards. 


Practices and equipment for waterfront and boating should comply with 
Red Cross standards or those of other organizations with equivalent 
standards. 


Fire arms and archery equipment must be used and stored under 
qualified supervision. 

Containers for gasoline and explosives must be plainly marked and 
stored in a locked building not occupied by campers or staff, and at a safe 
distance from program buildings and sleeping quarters. An adequate num- 
ber of fire extinguishers of a type approved by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, kept in good working order and in an easily accessible 
location, shall be provided for each camp. 


SECTION 14. Health: 


(a) Physical examination and medical history by a physician shall be 
required for all staff members and campers within a month before they 
go to camp. Health certificates for all foodhandlers shall be required. 
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(b) A registered nurse or physician shall be on the camp staff, or 
arrangements shall be made with a nearby physician to serve the camp 
if one is not in residence. 

(c) Adequate isolation quarters shall be maintained. 

(d) Transportation shall be available at all times in case of an 
emergency. 


SECTION 15. Premises: 

The premises and immediate surroundings of camps shall be kept neat 
and orderly at all times. All garbage, refuse and rubbish shall be handled 
and disposed of in a manner approved by the health officer. 


Milk and Milk Products 
Promulgated under authority of Section 32-8, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State July 24, 1957) 

Amend the Rules and Regulations Governing Milk and Milk Products 
by adding under Section 1, Definitions, the following: 

G-1. VITAMIN A AND D SKIM MILK—Vitamin A and D Skim milk 
is skim milk the Vitamin A content of which has been increased by an 
approved methog to at least 4,000 U.S.P. units per quart and the Vitamin 
D content of which has been increased by an approved method to at 
least 400 U.S.P. units per quart.

Promulgated under authority of Section 33-222, Code of Laws of

The Commission unanimously passed a motion repealing 
the Rules and Regulations adopted on September 20, 1951 relating to the 
advertisement of contracts and purchases pursuant to Section 33-222 of 
the 1952 Code.

INSURANCE COMMISSIONER 


Liquefied Petroleum Gases 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 785 of 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State July 19, 1956) 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters Pamphlet No. 58, dated June, 
1956, for the Storage and Handling of Liquefied Petroleum Gases is. 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. Those interested should refer 
to this copy which supersedes the edition of July, 1954 with amendments of 
June, 1955.

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Credit Life and/or Accident and Sickness Insurance Issued Through 
Licensees Under Small Loan Act 


Promulgated under authority of Section 37-58, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Sedretary of State Agust 9, 1956) 
Bulletin No. 57. 

It is permissible for companies of the above category issuing policies 
under Section 15 of Act No. 834 of the 1956 Legislature (An Act to 
provide for the licensing of Small Loan Companies, etc.) to furnish to 
the Lending Agency, Licensee, Bank or other, Credit Institution, the 
following: 

1. Premium rate charts, including charges for interest, etc. 

2. Refund charts. 

3. Weekly report forms to report insurance transactions. 

4. Premium refund and receipt forms. 

5. Claim forms. 

6. Note and mortgage forms in blank, containing insurance coverage 

blanks, application, assignment or request therefor. 

7. Envelopes pre-addressed to the insurance company. 


The preparation, or furnishing, or the arranging to furnish forms other 
than those listed above, shall be deemed to be in violation of the rules 
governing Credit Life and/or Accident and Sickness Insurance. More- 
over, any novel scheme of so-called “services” to be performed by the 
Insurance Company for the Lending Agency shall be submitted to this 
Department for review and approval before initiating said novel scheme. 

By virtue of the nature of this form of Credit Insurance business and 
particularly with respect to the fact that the Small Loan Licensee is in 
effect in control of the situation when an individual makes application for 
a loan (and at least to that extent the individual is not clearly in the 
practical position of being able to make a free choice as to whether 
he wants insurance or does not want insurance and, for that reason, is 
therefore in effect in the position of being a captive prospect), it would 
appear that the provisions pertaining to certain inducements which are 
not to be offered, in accordance with Section 37-145, while written to 
apply to the offering of inducements to an insurance prospect, does in this 
instance apply to the Small Loan Licensee, since he does have in effect 
a captive prospect at the time of the negotiation for the loan. Because 
of this, the Insurance Department rules that the Section barring certain 
inducements shall be made equally applicable to any Insurance Company 
which offers to any Small Loan Licensee or other Lender, inducements by 
any promises of returns or profits beyond the agent’s contract, or offers 
stock or options thereon, in order to obtain a contract with a Licensee 
(or Lender). Such offers are hereby ruled as being in violation of Section 
37-145. 

Each Company licensed in this State now issuing Credit Life and/or 
Accident and Sickness Insurance Policies, either under the Group or under 
the Individual Policy Plan, and each Company hereafter proposing so to 
do, is hereby put on notice that the Chief Examiner now employed by 
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this Department will subsequently ascertain what extra supplies, extra 
forms or extra benefits, have been made or have been committed to be 
made as an inducement for any lending agency to do business with any 
insurance company. 

Any Insurance Company licensed in this State may expect to be cited 
to show cause why its license should not be revoked in the event that this 
ruling is not fully respected. 


Relicensing Industrial Insurance Agents 


Promulgated under authority of Section 37-58, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State December 28, 1956) 


Industrial insurance agents who terminate their employment with a 
particular company will not be relicensed as agents for any other com- 
pany operating in the same territory as the company with which the 
agent was previously licensed, for a period of ninety (90) days after 
the agent’s termination of employment with the first company, unless 
(a) an affidavit be given by the company seeking his appointment as 
agent, that the territory or debit assigned will be outside of the territory 
served by the agent in his immediately previous employment. In such 
affidavit, the territory shall be specifically stated and said affidavit shall 
be signed by an executive of the company and the proposed agent. The 
provisions of this Regulation shall not be applicable where the company 
formerly employing such agent certifies to the Commissioner that it has 
no objection that such agent be employed in the territory formerly served 
by the agent. 

Upon cessation of employment with a company, no agent will be re- 
licensed unless the company which the agent formerly represented certifies 
that there are no charges, discrepancies, or agent’s balances left pending. 

The foregoing shall become effective January 1, 1957. 


Insurance Relating to the Small Loan Act 


Promulgated under Authority of Section 37-58, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State July 29, 1957) 


The following regulations: with respect to insurance written in con- 
nection with the Small Loan Act are established effective October 1, 1957. 

1. That all insurance written in connection with loans under the Small 
Loan Act and/or loans not in excess of $200.00, will be limited to coverage 
on a single interest or decreasing balance basis. In short, no insurance 
under these loans will be permitted on a so-called double interest or 
level basis. 

2. No insurance is permitted in connection with loans of $20.00 or less. 

3. That Credit Life Insurance is authorized on all loans in excess of 
$20.00. Credit Life Insurance premiums shall not be in excess of 1% of 
the cash advanced to the borrower including all authorized charges. A 
minimum premium for Credit Life Insurance of 50¢ is established. No 
insurance may be written for any period in excess of the term of the note. 
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4. Accident and Health insurance is authorized on all loans in excess 
of $20.00. Rates and limitations on Accident and Health insurance now 
approved by the Insurance Department for insurance companies author- 
ized to write insurance under the Small Loan Act are continued, provided 
that no insurance may be written for any period in excess of the term of 
the note. 

5. Property Damage Insurance on the property secured by the note is 
authorized on loans of $100.00 or more, provided that property insurance 
may not be written on both an automobile and personal effects. Such 
property insurance must be confined to one or the other aforementioned 
classes of property. The rates for single interest insurance on personal 
effects will be 1% of the amount of the cash advanced to the borrower, 
including all authorized charges, and the single interest rate on automobile 
insurance will be limited to 2% of the same amount. It is repeated that 
double interest or level insurance on either class of property is prohibited. 

6. That policy writing fees are prohibited. 

7. That the charging of any non-recording insurance premium to the 
borrower is prohibited on loans of $200.00 or less. 

8. That all Accident and Health claims must be supported by a licensed 
physician’s certificate, and Accident and Health claims will be reported 
to the insurance company within 48 hours of receipt of notice of claim 
by the lending agency, whether such notice is written or oral, or however 
meager the information contained in the notice may be. 

9, That all insurance claims will be paid by the insurance company and 
not by the lending agency. 

10. That the insurance companies writing insurance that is authorized 
under the Small Loan Act will adopt a uniform Accident and Health claim 
form and Accident and Health claims will be reported on this form 
exclusively. ' 

11, That in the applicable form furnished the borrower all information 
required by Section 14 (d) of the Small Loan Act, including a break- 
down of insurance charges by classes of insurance coverage, will be 
disclosed. . 

12, That insurance companies will maintain the customary reserves for 
each class of insurance written. 

13. That insurance companies writing insurance authorized under the 
Small Loan Act and/or by agency contracts with lending agencies will 
report to the Insurance Department statistics under these regulations on 
each 6 months calendar period as of December 31st and as of June 30th, 
notwithstanding that the first reports to be filed with the Insurance 
Department shall be for the period of July 2, 1956, through June 30, 1957, 
and shall be filed on or before October 1, 1957. Subsequent reports for 
aforesaid 6 months periods will be due in the Insurance Department 
offices within 60 days from the expiration of such periods. These statistics 
shall include the claim experience on an incurred basis, the premium 
receipts on an earned basis, and the expense experience on an incurred 
basis. The statistical reports shall include above breakdown on Credit 
Life, Accident and Health, Personal Effects Property Insurance, and 
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Automobile Property Insurance written in connection with the Small 
Loan Act and/or by agency contract with the lending agencies in this 
State on a state-wide basis and not on an individual lending agency 
basis. Statistical reports will be submitted over the signature of an Execu- 
tive Officer of the Company and over the Probate of a Notary Public. 

14, That any suppression of claims on the part of the lending agency or 
the insurance company will be grounds for immediate citation of either 
to show cause why insurance license of either should not be revoked or 
suspended. : 


15. That cancellation of Credit Life and Accident and Health coverages 
so far as returns are concerned will be calculated on the Rule of 78. 
That cancellations of property damage insurance insofar as returns are 
concerned will be calculated on a pro rata basis less 10%. 


16. That the so-called “Retro-Plan” arrangement and the “60-40” or 
“66-34” Plans be terminated and prohibited in respect to all loans under the 
Small Loan Act, and that the so-called Conventional Plan of Insurance be 
used. Under the Conventional Plan, the licensed individual in the lending 
agency will remit not less than 60% of the gross premiums to the insur- 
ance company with the interim reports. A further commission, called a 
contingent commission, will be authorized the licensed individual in the 
lending agency, based on the claim ratio of the business produced to the 
insurance company by the particular lending agency; that is, a ratable 
contingent commission to the extent that such claim ratio is less than 
35% but not less than 20%. In short, the maximum contingent commission 
would be 15%. For example, if the claim ratio is 34%, a 1% contingent 
is allowed and, if the claim ratio is 33%, a 2% contingent commission 
would be allowed, etc., provided such contingent commission does not ex- 
ceed 15%, which of course would be produced by a 20% claim ratio. 

17. That in determining said contingent commission, calendar semi- 
annual be the basis of the time period element, and in each calendar 
six months (January Ist through June 30th and July Ist through December 
31st) the settlement for above contingent commission be on an earned 
basis as to premiums and an incurred basis as to claims. If the incurred 
claims in a six months period (January lst through June 30th or July 
1st through December 31st) exceed 35%, the amount of such excess will 
be carried over as a debit against the contingent commission for the 
next six months period, but will not be carried forward more than once. 

18. That any plan, such as sale of stock, dividends on stock, loans, 
absorbing certain expenses, or anything else which directly, or indirectly, 
operates to increase above said commission plans, both advance or con- 
tingent, are prohibited. 3 

19. That these regulations are not applicable on loans over $200.00. 

20. That each insurance company file’ with the Insurance Department a 
list of lending agencies for which it is writing business by agency contract 
and/or in which there are licensed individuals. Changes in the list will be 
promptly furnished the Insurance Department. The contents of such 
lists will be placed in the confidential files of the Department. 
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21. That violation of any of these regulations by Agent or Company 
will be sufficient grounds for either, or both, to be cited to show cause 
why insurance license should not be revoked or suspended. 

22. That the effective date of these regulations be October 1, 1957, 
and that these regulations supersede and replace existing regulations, except 
where existing rate regulations and limitations are specifically continued 
above. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT DIVISION 


Licensing Detectives and Detective Agencies 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 80 of 1957 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State July 2, 1957) 

1, All applications for license must be submitted on forms prescribed 
by the South Carolina Law Enforcement Division and must be ac- 
companied by payment of $25.00. 

2. Bonds to be furnished must be by some surety company authorized 
to write official bonds in this State. 

3. Ten days prior to any hearing upon suspension or revocation of a 
license, notice will be given to the parties involved, together with grounds 
upon which action may be taken. If any license be suspended or revoked, 
the holder thereof shall immediately surrender it to the Chief of the 
South Carolina Law Enforcement Division. 

4. Licenses issued to detective agencies must be displayed in the 
place of business of such agency at all times and all detectives licensed 
under the provisions of the Act must carry upon their person at all times 
while engaged in the business of detectives, an identification card or 
other proof to be furnished by the South Carolina Law Enforcement 
Division, certifying that such detective is licensed in this State. 

5. All detective agencies seeking to be licensed must procure a license 
before engaging in business and every detective must similarly obtain a 
license. 

6. Applications for renewal of license must be made thirty days before 
the expiration of any license previously granted, said application to be 
upon such forms as the Law Enforcement Division may prescribe, and 
accompanied by payment of $25.00. 

The foregoing shall take effect July 1, 1957. 


PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 


Gas Service 


Promulgated under authority of Section 58-111, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 20, 1956) 
General Provisions: 
Amend Rule 30. Deposits from Consumers to Guarantee Payments of 
Bills. 
(1) (a) Each utility may require from any consumer, or prospective 
consumer, a cash deposit or other acceptable security intended to 
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guarantee payment of bills. Such required deposit or other security shall 
not exceed the amount of an estimated sixty days’ bill of such consumer. 
Interest shall be paid by the utility upon cash deposits at the rate of 
4% per annum, payable upon the return of the deposit or at such other 
time as the Commission may direct, for the time such deposit was held 
by the utility and the consumer was served by the utility; PROVIDED 
such deposit was not held for less than six months. If security other 
than cash is tendered by consumer and such security is not acceptable 
to the utility, then the consumer may submit to the Commission security 
offered and the action of the Commission shall be binding on both parties. | 

(b) Each utility having on hand cash deposits from consumers, or 
hereafter receiving deposits from them, shall keep records to show: 

(1) the name of each consumer making such deposit; (2) the premises 
occupied by the consumer when the deposit was made; (3) the amount 
and date of making the deposit; (4) a record of each transaction con- 
cerning such deposit, such as payment of interest, interest credited, etc. 

(c) Each utility shall issue to every consumer, from whom a cash 
deposit is received, a non-assignable receipt. 

(d) Each utility shall provide reasonable ways and means whereby a 
depositor who makes application for the return of his deposit or any 
balance to which he is entitled, but is unable to produce the original 
certificate of deposit or receipt, may not be deprived of his deposit or 
balance. 

(e) Each utility requiring a deposit to insure payment of bills shall 
pay interest to customers at least every five years, or upon direction 
of the Commission. Interest payments may be made by check or by 
a credit to current billing. 

(2) The term “public utilities supplying gas to the public” shall include 
all utilities supplying gas to the public whether such gas be manufactured 
gas or natural gas. : 

(3) Let a copy of this regulation be mailed to each public utility supply- 
ing gas to the public in this State. 

(4) Let a copy of this regulation be forthwith filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State as required by law. 


Telephone Service 
Promulgated under authority of Section 58-431, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 20, 1956) 


General Provisions: ar 

Amended Rule 13. Deposits to Guarantee Payment of Bills. 

(1) (a) Each telephone company, in its discretion. may require from 
any subscriber or applicant for telephone service a cash deposit to 
guarantee payment of bills. Payment of current bills in advance shall 
not be considered as deposits. All such deposits if held by the telephone 
company for a period of 6 months or more shall bear interest at the rate 
of 4% per annum, payable 
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(1) On demand of the depositor at any time but not oftener than once 
a year; 

(2) Upon application of the depositor for discontinuance of service; 

(3) Or at the end of each 5 year period after July 1, 1935, if demand 
for payment of interest or discontinuance of service has not been pre- 
viously made. If such deposit is held until discontinuance of service, 
such deposit and accrued interest, less any amounts then due the tele- 
phone company, is, upon such discontinuance, returnable to the sub- 
scriber. 

(b) Each telephone company having on hand cash deposits from sub- 
scribers or hereafter receiving deposits from them shall keep records 
to show: 

(1) The name and address of each subscriber making such deposit; 

(2) The amount of the deposit and the date on which it was made, and 

(3) A record of each transaction concerning such deposit, such as 
payment of interest, interest credited, etc. 

(c) Each telephone company shall issue to every subscriber from 
whom a deposit is received a receipt which shall be non-assignable. 

(d) Each telephone company shall provide reasonable ways and means 
whereby a subscriber, who makes application for the return of his deposit 
or any balance to which he is entitled, but who is unable to produce the 
original certificate of deposit or receipt, may not be deprived of his 
deposit or balance. 

(e) The fact that a deposit has been made shall in no way relieve 
the applicant or subscriber from complying with these rules and regula- 
tions as they relate to advance payments and to the prompt payment of 
bills on presentation, nor shall it constitute a waiver or modification 
of these rules and regulations as they govern the discontinuance of service 
for non-payment of any sums due the telephone company. 

(f) No telephone company shall be required to furnish telephone service 
to any applicant who at the time of such application is lawfully indebted to 
such telephone company for service theretofore furnished such applicant. 

(2) Let a copy of this regulation be mailed to each telephone utility 
operating in this State. 

(3) Let a copy of this regulation be forthwith filed in the office of 
the Secretary of State as required by law. 


PUBLIC WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


Child Welfare Agencies 
Promulgated under authority of Section 71-8, Code of Laws of S. C., 1952, 
and Act No. 659 of 1956 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 27, 1956) 
A copy of the rules and regulations relating to the licensing of child 
welfare agencies is filed in the office of the Secretary of State. Those 
interested should refer to this copy. 
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Disposal of Property 
Promulgated under authority of Section 71-8, Code of Laws of S. C., 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State August 23, 1956) 
(5) (A) Disposal by Applicant: 
In Order to Qualify: 


If conclusive evidence is obtained that an applicant has disposed of 
property in order to qualify for assistance, he will be denied aid. The 
worker should explore such factors as the date of the transaction in re- 
lation to the date of application and all other circumstances surrounding 
the disposition of the property. 


Within Two Years: 


If an applicant for assistance has deeded property without value re- 
ceived within two years prior to application regardless of whether or not 
lifetime rights have been reserved, the actual value of the property will 
be ascertained and this amount will be considered available to the appli- 
cant in determining his eligibility. In such cases the applicant will be 
ineligible until the value of the property is used according to agency 
standards, 


For Payment of Mortgage: 


In some instances the applicant may have transferred property to a 
child or relative in return for the payment of a mortgage. If this trans- 
action occurred within a two-year period prior to application, the actual 
value of the property will be ascertained and the amount of the mort- 
gage, together with any costs incident to the transfer, will be deducted 
from it. The difference, if any, will represent the applicant’s remaining 
equity in the property, and this amount will be considered available in 
determining his eligibility for assistance. In such cases the applicant will 
not be eligible until the amount of the equity has been used according to 
agency standards. ; , 


Sold Outright: 

If an applicant has sold property. outright at any time prior to applica- 
tion and obtained a reasonable market value for it, the worker will de- 
termine whether or not any money from the sale is still available to the 
applicant and if so budget it against his needs. 


Prior to a Two-Year Period: 

Where property has been transferred without value received prior to 
a two-year period before application, the value of the property will not 
be considered available to the applicant. However, if lifetime rights have 
been reserved, any income available from the property will be considered 
in determining eligibility. Also, the deed should be cleared carefully rel- 
ative to any stipulation providing that the applicant will receive care and 
support during his lifetime. If the deed carries such a provision and the 
income from the property is sufficient to provide care and support, the 
applicant will be ineligible. However, often times the value of the property 
and the income from, it is too small to provide complete support. Where 
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this is the case, the person who received the property should contribute 
in cash or kind a fair income to be budgeted against the applicant’s needs. 
The prevailing rental price for the house or land is a fair basis for such 
an estimate. 


(B) Disposal by Recipient: 

It is the policy of the Department of Public Welfare to permit a re- 
cipient of assistance to retain homestead property (a house and sur- 
rounding land) so long as full use is made of it. However, should a’re- 
cipient dispose of his homestead or other property, he should receive 
full market value for it regardless of whether or not he transfers it to 
a relative and regardless of whether or not he entails it or retains life- 
time rights. Therefore, if a recipient of public assistance transfers his 
homestead or other property to a relative or anyone else, or sells the 
property outright, the county department will ascertain the actual value 
of the property transferred or the net proceeds from the sale. This amount 
will be considered as available during the succeeding review period or 
periods for meeting the needs of the recipient according to agency stand- 
ards. Legitimate expenses such as attorney’s fees, taxes, etc., will be 
deducted in arriving at the net income of a sale. 

If a recipient transfers property to a child or relative in return for the 
payment of a mortgage, the actual value of the property will be ascer- 
tained and the amount of the mortgage, together with any costs inci- 
dent to the transfer, will be deducted from it. The difference, if any, will 
represent the recipient’s remaining equity in the property, and _ this 
amount will be considered available to the recipient and will be budgeted 
over the succeeding review period or periods. 

Sometimes homestead property is disposed of by forced sale or con- 
demnations proceedings. In any case of disposal of homestead property, 
it will be permissible for the recipient to use the proceeds from the sale 
to buy other property for use as a homestead, provided the value of the 
homestead is no greater than the one sold and provided that the purchase 
is made within a six months’ period. Any part of the money obtained from 
the sale of a homestead that is used for subsistence needs and any surplus 
left after replacing the homestead will be counted as available income. 


(6) Disposal of Property Where Lifetime Rights Are Reserved: 

Agency policy relative to the disposal of property with lifetime rights 
reserved is included under Item (5) (a) and (b). However, in some 
cases an applicant or recipient may have lifetime rights to property that 
has been entailed. In such instances the property cannot be disposed of 
by the applicant or recipient, but it is possible to sign away the lifetime 
rights. If an applicant has signed away his rights in entailed property 
within two years prior to application, any income from the property will 
be considered as available in determining eligibility just as though the 
rights had not been disposed of. If a recipient signs away his rights in 
entailed property, any income from the property will continue to be bud- 
geted just as though the rights had not been disposed of. 
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{7) Estate Property: 


Certain property known as estate property or heirs property is to be 
considered on an individual basis as it may be a resource to the appli- 
cant or recipient. The property as usual will be checked through the 
Clerk of Court’s records in the name of the person who owned the 
estate. The value and extent of the equity or share owned by the appli- 
cant should be ascertained. If the applicant or recipient is receiving his 
proportionate share of any income available from the estate, it will be 
considered as income in budgeting. If the property is being used by other 
heirs or persons, a fair share of the income derived will be considered as 
available to the applicant or recipient. If no income is being produced 
from the property, all possibilities for its use should be explored. Al- 
though generally speaking estate property may not.be disposed of without 
the consent of all parties involved, it is possible that an applicant or 
recipient might dispose of his share through deed to one of the other 
heirs or by some other agreement. Any disposal of an applicant’s or re- 
cipient’s share of an estate will be given the same consideration given the 
disposal of any other property (see item (5), (a) and (b) above). 

Should a recipient die intestate, leaving a spouse and minor children, 
his property then becomes entailed until the estate is settled in court. 
However, if the deceased has been a recipient of old age assistance since 


July 1, 1956, the property will be subject to claim under the State Claim 
Law. 


In considering eligibility for public assistance where estate property is 
involved, any available income ‘from the estate, such as farming or rentals, 
will be considered as income in the budget. 


Special Provisions Relating to Old Age Assistance and Claim Law 
Promulgated under authority of Section 71-8, Code of Laws of S. C., 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State August 23, 1956) 


1. Recipients of old age assistance or their spouses who have disposed 
of property since March 28, 1956, and prior to July 1, 1956, in order to 
evade the claim law will not be eligible to continue receiving old age 
assistance. If property has been disposed of without value received during 
this period, it will be presumed that it was done in order to evade the law 
unless definite and concrete evidence is submitted showing that such was 
not the case. If the property was sold outright and the market value re- 
ceived, the amount received will be budgeted against recipients’ needs. 


2. If an applicant or recipient and his spouse are both technically eligible 
to receive assistance, i.e., they are both sixty-five, neither will be eligible 
if either wishes to have his case closed. The only exception will be where 
the couple is separated and cannot be budgeted together. F 

3. If the spouse of an applicant or recipient is not technically eligible to 
receive old age assistance and the applicant or recipient wishes to receive 
or continue receiving assistance, he or she may do so regardless of whether 
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or not the spouse owns property and does not wish a claim placed against 
it, provided, of course, that the resources of both when budgeted against 
the needs of both are not sufficient to meet their needs. However, when 
the spouse becomes technically eligible, neither will be eligible if the 
spouse still does not want a claim placed against his or her estate. The 
only exception will be where the couple is separated and cannot be 
budgeted together. 

4. In all cases the resources of either spouse will be considered as avail- 
able to meet the needs of both.

(c) No person subject to the tax imposed under the provisions of 
Section 65-1407 of Article 3 of the aforementioned Code of Laws is in 
anyway relieved from liability for the tax levied by this article: nor 
shall the inability, impracticability, refusal or failure to add to the sales 
price and collect from the purchaser the amounts provided in (a) above 
relieve such person from the tax levied by this article.
